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TOTAL  STEWARDSHIP 

“Sell  whatsoever  thou  hast,  and  come,  follow  me” 

JESUS  did  not  ask  all  his  disciples  to  sell  all  they  had.  Evidently  He  wanted 
this  young  man  for  that  smaller  group  which  went  with  Him  in  his  journey- 
ings.  And  there  seems  to  have  been  more:  He  was  testing  his  devotion. 

The  Christian  life  is  a total  life.  Christ’s  call  is  to  a supreme  devotion:  “the 
utmost  for  the  highest.”  The  Christian  is  to  love  with  all  his  heart  and  mind  and 
soul  and  strength.  In  that  total  devotion  he  finds  the  meaning  of  his  life.  With 
it  goes  a complete  trust  which  brings  courage,  peace,  and  strength. 

Men  are  afraid  of  this,  afraid  of  “too  much  religion.”  They  think  it  means 
giving  up,  when  it  is  really  getting.  They  think  it  is  losing  life,  when  it  is  really 
finding.  They  want  to  hold  something  back,  some  enmity  or  grudge,  some  evil 
thought  or  imagining,  some  wrong  practice. 

Such  total  devotion  is  often  described  as  “putting  our  all  on  the  altar,”  as 
men  of  old  placed  their  sacrifices.  A better  word  is  that  of  Jesus:  “Come,  follow 
me.”  It  is  not  a single  act  of  consecration  but  a continuing  life,  not  one  holy  day 
but  seven,  not  one  tenth  of  our  income  but  all  our  making  and  spending.  And 
it  takes  in  our  inmost  thoughts  and  controlling  desires.  This  is  total  stewardship 
and  this  means  completeness  and  satisfaction  of  life:  “that  my  joy  may  be  in 
you,  and  that  your  joy  may  be  made  full.”

REPORTS  PERSECl  TION  OF  PROTESTANTS 
IN  MEXICO 

As  recently  as  April  15,  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
town  of  Coatilinchan,  near  Mexico  City,  was  attacked  and 
burned  by  Roman  Catholics,  says  Bishop  Eleazer  Guerra, 
of  Mexico,  now  in  the  United  States  for  a few  weeks.  They 
also  attacked  church  members,  and  burned  the  parsonage 
and  several  other  buildings  in  the  same  town. 

“Our  members  are  congregated  in  Mexico  City  for  pro- 
tection,” says  the  Bishop.  “The  Federal  Government 
has  sent  troops  to  the  place  to  protect  the  Protestants. 

“This  is  a con  inuation  of  the  persecution  campaign 
which  began  in  Mexko  three  or  four  year  ago,  inspired  by 
pastoral  letters  sent  by  the  archbishops  of  Mexico  to  all 
the  Catholic  parishes  in  the  country.  Up  to  this  time  there 
have  been  several  people  killed,  some  churches  burned,  and  in 
some  cases,  like  Timi'pan,  one  hundred  or  more  people  have 
not  been  able  to  return  to  their  city. 

“In  spice  of  this  tremendous  persecution,  the  evange- 
lical churches  are  growing  in  Mexico  more  than  ever  before, 
and  our  people,  in  the  midst  of  sorrow  and  in  the  face  of 
death,  are  happy  wiih  the  religion  that  has  been  able  to 
change  their  liv  s.  We  do  pray  that  as  soon  as  this  per- 
secution goes  over,  we  can  continue  in  peace  doing  our  work.”

Rev.  W.  R.  Boland  reports  that  the 
Umatilla  Church  has  installed  a new 
pipe  organ  and  completely  remodeled 
the  auditorium  this  year,  at  a cost  of 
nearly  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  choir 
loft  is  one  of  the  most  unusual  ones  in 
Florida,  seating  more  than  forty  singers. 
The  long  altar  railing  will  accomodate 
more  than  twenty  communicants  at  a 
time.  The  Umatilla  High  School  Bac- 
calaureate service  was  held  at  the  Metho- 
dist Church  for  the  first  time  this  year 
because  the  new  choir  loft  is  large  enough 
to  accomodate  the  Senior  class.  Eleven 
new  members  have  been  received  into 
the  church  this  year. 

The  Eustis  Church,  where  Rev.  Ralph 
W.  Todd  is  pastor,  has  raised  $56,600 
toward  a goal  of  $60,000  for  a new 
church  building.  $22,000  of  this  amount 
has  already  been  raised  in  cash.  A newr 
parsonage  has  been  built  and  the  pas- 
tor’s family  will  move  in  soon. 

An  active  Young  Adult  Fellowship  has 
been  organized  in  the  Pierson  Methodist 
Church  with  twenty-two  members.  A 
new  circulating  heater  and  electric  re* 
frigerator  has  been  purchased  for  the 
parsonage  of  the  Seville-Pierson  charge. 
Services  were  held  in  all  four  of  the 
churches  of  the  charge  on  Easter  Sun- 
day. The  pastor,  Rev.  John  T.  Adams, 
Jr.,  preached  five  times  on  Easter  Day. 
Revival  meetings  were  held  at  Pierson 
with  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Boyd  preaching, 
and  at  Seville  with  the  Rev.  Hugh  Embry 
preaching. 

A new  radio  program  known  as  “The 
Methodist  Hour”  was  recently  initiated 
over  station  WORZ,  Orlando,  by  the 
Methodist  Churches  of  that  city.  The 
pastors  of  the  Orlando  Churches  are 
responsible  for  the  programs.  This 
half-hour  program  broadcast  every  Sun- 
day morning  8:30  to  9:00  is  made  possible 
by  the  generous  sponsorship  of  a Metho- 
dist layman  in  Orlando. 

Mother’s  Day,  May  11th,  was  a big 
day  for  the  Casselberry  Church.  On 
that  day,  at  3:00  P.  M.,  ground  was 
broken  for  a new  Methodist  Church  in 
the  town  of  Casselberry  where  Rev.  Nath 
Thompson  is  the  pastor.  A very  impres- 
sive service  was  held  at  which  time  the 
speaker  was  Mr.  Walter  Rogers,  Or- 


lando District  Lay  Leader.  The  Florida 
Methodist  Children’s  Home  chorus  sang 
several  numbers.  A very  beautiful  little 
church  is  to  be  erected  on  a choice  site 
of  Highway  No.  17  in  this  little  com- 
munity of  Casselberry. 

1 he  closing  of  this  Conference  year 
marks  another  significant  step  in  Metho- 
dism throughout  Central  Florida.  A new 
church  has  been  started  at  Ft.  Pierce 
under  the  sponsorship  of  First  Church, 
Ft.  Pierce.  The  new  College  Park 
Church  in  Orlando,  is  almost  completed 
and  the  congregation  is  looking  forward 
to  moving  into  the  new  sanctuary  in 
June.  Several  of  the  smaller  churches 
have  made  very  significant  gains  and  are 
rapidly  becoming  self-supporting.

METHODIST  YOUTH  SPEAKING 
CONTEST 

Finals  for  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion in  the  National  Public  Speaking 
Contest  for  Methodist  Youth,  will  be 
held  at  Lake  Junaluska  Assembly,  Aug. 
13,  it  is  announced  by  Caxton  Doggctt, 
of  New  York  City,  who  is  director  for 
the  project  sponsored  by  the  Council  of 
Secretaries  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Prior  to  the  Southeastern  finals  which 
will  be  conducted  by  Bishop  Costen  J. 
Harrell,  of  Birmingham,  contests  for  the 
Nashville  Area  and  the  Charlotte  Area, 
will  be  conducted  at  Lake  Junaluska  on 
July  21  and  July  23  by  Bishop  Paul  B. 
Kern  of  Nashville,  Tennessee  and  Bis- 
shop  Clare  Purcell  of  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  respectively. 

More  than  5,000  young  people  have  en- 
tered the  contest  which  is  sponsored  by 
World  Service  of  The  Methodist  Church 
in  an  effort  to  acquaint  Methodist  young 
people  with  the  denomination’s  World 
Service  program.  Prizes  aggregating 
$25,000  will  be  given  to  the  forty  young 
people  who  deliver  the  best  addresses  on 
“The  World  Service  of  The  Methodist 
Church.” 

Six  identical  prizes  will  be  awarded 
in  each  of  the  six  jurisdictions  of  The 
Methodist  Church.  In  addition  the  six 
winners  of  first  place  will  be  given  an 
expense-paid  trip  to  the  denomination’s 
1948  General  Conference  in  Boston  and 
will  probably  be  invited  to  deliver  their 


address  before  the  General  Conference 
delegates. 

The  following  _ prizes  will  be  awarded 
in  each  jurisdiction:  First  prize,  $500 
and  a 4-year  scholarship  in  a Methodist 
college;  Second  prize,  $400  and  3-year 
scholarship;  Third  prize,  $300  and  a 2- 
year  scholarship;  Fourth  prize,  $200  and 
a 1-year  scholarship;  Fifth  prize,  $100. 
All  other  prizes  $50  each. 

There  will  be  seventeen  contenders 
for  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  finals. 
Elimination  contests  are  now  in  progress 
in  the  17  conference  divisions  of  the 
jurisdiction.

FLORIDA  PASTOR  MAKES  INTER- 
ESTING SURVEY 

Along  with  Dr.  William  F.  Quillian, 
in  a forceful  and  challenging  address, 
one  of  the  interesting  features  of  the 
Rural  Fellowship  Dinner  held  at  Trinity 
Church,  St.  Petersburg,  during  the  An- 
nual Conference,  was  a study  of  the 
status  of  the  rural  churches  made  by 
the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Chapman,  Jr.,  our 
effective  young  pastor  at  Redland-  Flor- 
ida City.  Because  of  this  significant 
local  interest,  we  have  asked  him  to 
prepare  a summary  of  his  survey  for 
publication  in  the  FLORIDA  METHO- 
DIST. He  understands  that  the  survey 
is  being  used  by  Emory  University  in 
the  work  of  Town  and  Country  churches 
and  we  believe  you  will  be  interested 
in  Rev.  Chapman’s  report  which  follows: 

STATUS  OF  THE  RURAL  CHURCH 
IN  THE  FLORIDA  CONFERENCE 
by  Robert  B.  Chapman,  Jr. 

In  a survey  study  of  the  status  of  the 
rural  churches  in  the  Florida  Conference 
a number  of  interesting  facts  came  to 
light.  This  study  embraces  the  quadren- 
nium  1943  to  1946.  A very  abbreviated 
report  of  the  summary  of  this  study  is 
given  here  in  order  that  our  ministers 
and  laymen  may  be  aware  of  the  trends 
of  the  rural  church  as  related  to  the 
urban  church.  In  this  report,  churches 
located  in  communities  with  less  than 
5,000  population  are  classed  as  rural; 
communities  having  5,000  or  more  pop- 
ulation are  designated  as  urban. 

In  the  Florida  Conference  we  have 
484  churches:  354  rural  and  130  urban. 
According  to  the  1946  Conference  Jour- 
nal 34%  (39,182)  of  the  church  mem- 
bership was  rural.  36%.  (24,758)  of  the 
Church  School  members  were  rural  44% 
($296,498)  of  the  pastor’s  salaries  came 
from  rural  churches.  30%j  ($55,317)  of 


the  World  Service  givings  came  from 
rural  churches.

n Districts  showed  a DE- 

CREASE  in  membership,  while  the  urban 
churches  in  every  district  except  the 
Lakeland  and  the  Tallahassee  Districts 
showed  an  INCREASE  in  membership. 

We  do  not  have  the  space  here  to 
attempt  an  analysis  of  these  figures. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  done  in 
later  issues  of  THE  FLORIDA  METHO- 
DIST. We  do  wish  to  offer  the  following 
suggestions. 

1.  That  all  the  pastors,  anti  especially 
the  rural  pastors,  develop  increased  con- 
cern and  care  for  the  Church  School. 
We  are  failing  tragically  in  that  area. 

2.  That  we  attempt  to  bring  the 
World  Service  givings  more  in  line  with 
the  increase  in  pastor’s  salaries. 

3.  That  each  pastor  make  a careful 
survey  of  his  own  church  with  the  view 
of  determining  what  that  church’s  re- 
cord has  been  in  the  past  years.  In  the 
past  ten  years  has  your  church  grown, 
stood  still,  or  lost  ground  ? 

4.  We  would  recommend  the  creation 
of  an  office  for  a Rural  Church  Counse- 
lor. The  minister  filling  this  post 
should  be  one  who  has  spent  many  years 
of  successful  work  in  rural  churches. 
He  should  work  in  close  harmony  with 
the  District  Superintendents,  but  should 
relieve  them  of  much  of  their  super- 
visory work  in  rural  areas.  He  should 
spend  his  time  not  in  an  office,  sending 
out  printed  letters  and  suggestive  pro- 
grams, but  out  in  the  field  working  for 
a day,  a week,  or  a month  if  need  be 
at  particular  places  to  help  the  local 
rural  minister  put  his  rural  church  on 
a forward  march. 

5.  We  commend  that  the  Florida 
Conference  take  the  lead  in  bringing ' 
to  a halt  the  much  criticized  practice  of 


sending  to  the  rural  churches  those  min- 
isters who  are  either  too  young,  too 
old,  or  otherwise  incapacitated  for  vig- 
orous. aggresive  and  effective  leadership. 
This  is  nr  criticism  of  rural  pastors: 
many  noble  men  are  serving  rural 
churches.  It  is  a criticism  of  the  un- 
written standard  that  a minister's 
“success”  is  measured  by  his  progres- 
sion to  the  urban  church.  Under  the 
proper  leadership  rural  churches  can 
save  themselves  and  their  people  for 
Christ.  We  of  Florida  Methodism  must 
be  filled  with  a determined,  vigorous, 
aggressive,  and  self-sacrificial  concern 
for  the  rural  church  if  we  are  to  win 
the  country  for  Christ.

$85,000  GOAL  IS  OVERPAID

At  the  Annual  Conference  in  1946  a 
plan  was  approved  to  raise  $85,000  which 
was  to  be  applied  as  follows:  $50,000  to 
a Conference  Youth  Camp  to  be  developed 
on  Lake  Griffin  at  Leesburg,  and  $35,000 
to  the  dormitory  program  for  theologs, 
married  and  single,  in  the  Candler 
School  of  Theology  at  Emory. 

A Youth  Commission  was  created 
which  outlined  the  plan  for  the  year  and 
authorized  the  Executive  Committee  to 
carry  out  the  plans  which  had  been  set 


up.  Quotas  were  assigned  to  the  seven 
districts  of  the  Conference  and  these 
quotas  were  in  turn  distributed  among 
the  churches.  Pastors  and  District  Super- 
intendents joined  forces  and  turned  en- 
thusiastically to  the  task  with  the  result 
that  every  district  paid  its  quota  in  full 
within  the  year,  three  of  the  districts 
going  “over  the  top”  with  a considerable 
margin. 

In  addition  to  the  $10,000  presented 
by  Leesburg  as  pictured  above,  $10,000 
in  kind  was  likewise  presented  to  the 
Commission  which  will  greatly  aid  in 
the  construction  of  the  Camp.  All  in 
all,  on  the  $85,000  quota  for  the  Con- 
ference more  than  $91,000  was  paid. 
This  includes  a cash  gift  of  $1,000  from 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  Florida  Con-

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UPPER  ROOM  RELEASES  FOURTH  OF  BIBLE  SERIES 

In  plain  language  and  with  the  devotional  needs  of  the 
ordinary  Christian  in  mind,  Dr.  Frank  S.  Hickman  of  Duke 
University  has  written  an  enlightening  and  helpful  series 
of  study-meditations  entitled  “The  Spiritual  Message  of 
First  Corinthians.”  {Like  the  previous  three  booklets  in 
The  Upper  Room  Series  the  material  is  divided  into  thirteen 
chapters  or  lessons.  Each  lifts  up  a significant  passage  of 
First  Corinthians.  The  total  effort  is  to  highlight  the  im- 
portance of  this  message  of  Paul  for  our  own  day. 

This  booklet  is  ideal  for  personal  or  family  devotions 
but  can  be  used  to  greatest  advantage  in  study  groups  such 
as  midweek  meetings  and  the  regular  meetings  of  church 
organizations.  Its  thirteen  meditations  provide  a weekly 
devotional  period  for  a full  quarter.  The  author  is  Dean 
of  the  Chapel  at  Duke  University  and  Professor  of  the 
Psycholocy  of  Religion.  He  makes  it  clear  that  while  Paul 
was  wi'iting  about  specific  problems  of  his  own  day  the 
spiritual  message  applies  as  well  to  us  today  as  to  the 
people  to  whom  he  wrote.  “We  cannot  fail  to  feel  his  spirit- 
ual thrust.”

THE  DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE 
SOMETHING  TO  LIVE  BY 

Some  Americans  have  forgotten  what  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  says  and  what  it  means.  Some  of  them 
think  that  the  only  people  in  America  who  have  any  rights 
are  the  people  of  their  own  religion — or  their  own  race — 
their  own  nationality — or  their  own  class.  They  stir  up 
prejudice  against  Americans  whose  race  or  religion  differs 
from  their  own — keep  them  from  getting  a good  education — 
keep  them  from  working  at  jobs  they  can  do.  This  is  not 
what  the  Declaration  says.  This  is  not  what  it  means. 

Just  the  same,  most  Americans  do  remember  what  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  says  and  they  are  fighting  every 
day  to  make  America  live  by  its  truths. 

“That  all  men  are  created  equal.”  All  men.  That’s 
what  the  Declaration  says — “all  men  are  created  equal.” 


They  all  have  the  same  kind  of  life* — the  same  soul — created 
by  the  same  God  and  Father  of  all.  They  all  belong  to  the 
same  human  creation.  Not  one  of  them  anywhere  belongs 
to  the  animal  creation — oi  the  vegetable — or  the  mineral 
They  are  all  equal  in  what  makes  them  men.  They  must 
be  so  regarded. 

“That  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain 
inalienable  rights” — rights  that  belong  to  all  men  in  the  same 
way  that  their  arms  and  legs  do — given  to  them  by  God 
::s  their  arms  and  legs  are — not  given  to  them  by  the  State. 
Rights  which  they  must  have  to  fulfill  their  duties  and  to 
develop  their  talents.  The  right  to  speak,  .print,  worship, 
work,  assemble,  marry,  educate  their  children.  Rights  which 
belong  to  them  all  equally  the  Protestant,  Catholics,  Jews, 
M hites,  Negroes — to  all  men.  That's  what  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  says.  We  must  respect  human  rights. 

"That  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted 
among  men  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed.”  The  Government  has  a part  to  play.  It's 
to  see  that  men — not  some  men,  but  all  men — have  the 
opportunity  to  enjoy  their  freedom  and  their  rights.  Govern- 
ment’s part  is  to  serve  the  people  from  whom  it  gets  its 
authority  to  rule.  The  Declaration  of  Independents  says 
that,  too. 

We  want  the  world  to  know  it.  We  want  every  nation 
to  know  that  America  is  a country  which  lives  by  these 
Christian  truths.  For  it’s  important  that  America  should 
be  that  kind  of  country.  Because  now — on  this  July  4,  1947 — 
much  of  mandkind  is  not  free.  They  look  to  America.  Dare 
we  fail  them?

This  money'-  was  contributed  gladly  and  enthusiastically  as  a 
joyful  manifestation  of  the  genuine  interest  Florida  Metho- 
dism has  in  its  youth. 

Also,  on  page  7 of  this  issue,  we  now'  find  the  report  of 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  newly  appointed  Methodist  Student 
House  Committee  which  is  charged  with  promoting  the 
raising  of  $25,000  to  be  used  in  building  a new  Methodist 
Student  House  at  Florida  State  University  at  Tallahassee. 

Those  who  have  been  familiar  with  the  splendid  program 
of  Christian  activities  promoted  in  the  Student  House  at 
the  old  Florida  State  College  for  Women  have  long  recognized 
the  need  for  larger  and  more  adequate  quarters.  This  H >use, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Alpharetta  Leeper,  has  been  a 
source  of  spiritual  blessing  and  strength  to  a long  succession 
of  Methodist  girls  who  have  been  students  in  this  state 
institution.  Therefore,  plans  for  this  new  structure  were 
under  way  even  before  F.S.C.W.  became  F.S.U. 

But  now  the  school  has  been  made  co-educational  and 
with  the  change  in  policy  comes  new  opportunities  and  re- 
sponsibilities. We  believe  that  the  new-  policy  is  a step 
forward  in  the  educational  program  of  our  state.  And  we 
have  real  joy  in  the  knowledge  that  our  great  Church  is 
already  on  the  march  and  ready  to  keep  pace  with  the  state 
as  she  moves  forward.  We  feel  certain  that  the  $25,000 
quota  for  the  local  churches  will  be  substantially  overpaid 
and  that  the  funds  will  be  in  hand  by'  District  Conference 
as  the  Commission  has  suggested.

Rev.  A.  G.  Hardee,  our  pastor  at 
Myakka  City,  reports  that  on  May  18th 
the  Old  Myakka  Church  held  Home- 
coming with  Rev.  Wright  Carlton  preach- 
ing both  in  the  morning  and  afternoon. 
There  was  a record  breaking  attendance 
of  about  175.  The  church  recently  had 
a well  attended  revival  for  ten  days  with 
Rev.  John  F.  Clark  as  the  preacher. 
The  building  has  been  painted  inside  and 
out,  and  the  Sunday  School  has  presented 
the  church  with  new  pulpit  chairs. 

In  Homeland  the  church  floor  and  the 
pulpit  furniture  have  been  refinished. 
The  Homeland  Community  Youth  Group 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Methodist 
Church  has  an  average  weekly  atten- 
dance of  about  twenty-eight.

Ill  for  five 
years  preceeding  his  death,  his  buoyant 
spirit  kept  him  alive  to  all  interests.  He 
dearly  loved  his  neighbors  and  was  loved 
by  them.  It  seems  hard  to  get  adjusted 
since  his  going.  He  loved  to  sit  in  the 
open  and  think  on  things  of  the  past  as 
well  as  those  of  the  present  and  com- 
posed many  lovely  poems  which  are 
preserved  in  book  form.  He  was  faithful 
in  the  Sabbath  School,  being  teacher  of 
the  Bible  class  almost  up  to  his  last 
two  weeks  on  earth.  For  fifty  years  he 
was  steward  and  trustee  of  the  Evinston 
Methodist  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former 
Miss  Edna  Wolfenden,  three  sons,  Leroy 
L.,  Mark  M.,  Walter  W.,  and  eight 
grandchildren,  all  of  Evinston,  a daugh- 
ter, Ruth,  of  Gainesville,  and  one  brother, 
William  E.  Richardson,  of  Orlando, 
Florida.

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FLORIDA  DRYS  ARE  ON  THE  MARCH 
by  Fred  T.  Barnett 

The  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce recently  released  the  statement 
that  in  1946  the  American  people  spent 
for  -alcoholic  beaverages  the  sum  of 
$8,700,000,000,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$900,000,000  over  the  amount  spent  in 
1945.  No  patriotic  American  can  read 
these  astronomical  figures  without  gen- 
uine concern  for  the  future  of  his  coun- 
try. One  is  reminded  of  what  Thomas 
Jefferson  wrote  in  his  Virginia  Notes, 
in  his  observation  on  slavery:  “I  tremble 
for  my  country,  when  I reflect  that  God 
is  just;  that  His  justice  cannot  sleep 
forever.” 

Former  Speaker  of  the  Florida  House 
of  Representatives,  Mr.  Richard  H. 
Simpson,  of  Monticello,  told  the  Braden- 
ton Kiwanis  Club  that  Florida  spent  in 
1946  the  sum  of  $170,000,000  for  liquor, 
$50,000,000  for  cigarettes,  and  $33,000,- 
000  for  education.  No  wonder  that 
Florida  stands  46th  among  the  states  for 
the  efficiency  of  its  public  schools. 

Florida  has  no  ad  valorem  tax  for  the 
support  of  the  state  government,  and 
depends  largely  on  the  revenue  derived 
from  liquor,  cigarettes  and  gambling. 
This  system  has  tended  to  make  the 
state  an  ally  of  the  underworld,  and  has 
resulted  in  lowering  the  moral  standards 
of  our  people.  Legalized  gambling  has 
been  the  curse  of  the  state  for  years, 
and  the  State  Racing  Commission  has 
just  announced  that  more  than  $194,- 
000,000  was  gambled  away  at  the  race 
tracks  of  Dade  County  during  the  recent 
winter  season. 

But  at  last  the  Amerisan  conscience 
has  been  shocked  at  the  unholy  alliance 
that  exists  between  liquor  and  govern- 
ment, and  of  the  20,469  local  option  elec- 
tions held  since  repeal,  the  drys  have  won 
12,519.  Even  the  liquor  interests  see 
the  hand  writing  on  the  wall,  and 
Robert  S.  Lufkin,  President  of  the  Mass. 
Retail  Liquor  Dealers  Board  of  Trade, 
said  to  a liquor  convention  in  Baltimore: 
“After  traveling  34,000  miles  since  the 
middle  of  January,  I have  moved  up  the 
arrival  of  National  Prohibition  from  8 
to  6 years,  to  6 to  4 years.” 

But  for  a generation  Florida  has  been 
asleep,  and  up  to  October,  1945,  we  had 
not  changed  one  wet  county  to  dry  since 
the  repeal  of  the  18th  amendment. 
Florida  is  the  only  state  in  the  Union 
that  has  doubled  its  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  liquor  during  the  past  seven 
years,  and  we  lead  the  South  in  our  per 
capita  consumption  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. 
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It  is  encouraging  to  report,  however, 
that  Florida  is  waking  up.  In  nine 
local  option  elections  held  in  the  state 
during  the  past  24  months,  the  drys  have 
won  7.  Every  dry  county  in  which  an 
election  has  been  held  has  voted  to  re- 
main dry:  Jaskson  County  by  a majority 
of  375;  Polk  County,  by  a majority  of 
889,  and  Santa  Rosa  County,  by  a ma- 
jority of  1,273. 

Two  counties  have  voted  to  remain  wet: 
Dixie  and  Taylor,  by  majorities  of  188 
and  279,  respectively.  Five  counties 
have  outlawed  the  saloon  by  voting  dry: 
Wakulla,  Hamilton,  Lafayette,  Suwanee 
and  Hardee.  Florida  now  has  41  wet 
counties  and  21  dry  ones.  Local  option 
elections  are  being  planned  in  a half 
dozen  counties  of  the  state  within  the 
next  few  months.  Too  long  have  the 
liquor  and  gambling  interests  dominated 
the  policies  of  the  state,  and  the  Christ- 
ian people  are  girding  themselves  for 
action  against  these  sinster  forces. 

Three  local  option  elections  have  been 
held  recently,  and  the  drys  have  scored 
victoryin  two  of  them.  Taylor  County 
voted  to  remain  wet  by  a majority  of 
279  in  an  election  which  took  place  on 
June  3.  There  aie  21  beer  and  wine 
stores,  15  whiskey  saloons  and  five  pack- 
age stores  in  the  county.  Rev.  Alva 
Horton,  of  the  New  Home  Baptist 
Church,  in  Perry,  Rev.  C.  A.  Thompson, 
pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Perry, 
and  Rev.  J.  C.  Wright,  of  the  Foley 
Baptist  Church,  proved  to  be  militant 
crusaders,  and  an  intelligently  planned 
and  wisely  executed  campaign  was  wag- 
ed. One  of  the  weak  spots  in  the  situa- 
tion was  the  fact  that  hundreds  of  wro- 
men,  most  of  whom  would  have  cast  a 
dry  ballots  could  not  be  registered. 

Santa  Rosa  County  voted  on  the  liquor 
issue  on  June  12.  Santa  Rosa  County 
has  been  dry  for  41  years,  and  the 
liquor  interests  of  Pensacola  were  de- 
termined to  place  the  county  in  the  wet 
column.  But,  when  the  ballots  were 
counted,  it  was  found  that  the  drys  had 
piled  up  a majority  of  1273. 

One  of  the  outstanding  dry  victories 
was  achieved  in  Hardee  County  on  June 
17.  For  a generation  we  have  had  only 
three  dry  counties  in  South  Florida — • 
Hernando,  Polk  and  Highlands.  Nearly 
all  of  the  dry  counties  were  located  in 
the  northern  and  western  part  of  the 
state,  in  the  agricultural  South.  Thank 
God,  the  tide  has  turned,  and  Hardee 
joins  the  dry  counties.  A petition  call- 
ing for  the  election  was  secured  within 
eight  days,  signed  by  3914%  of  the  regis- 
tered voters.  Rev.  Donald  Mackey, 
Methodist  pastor  of  Bowling  Green,  was 
chosen  as  the  standard  bearer,  and  Rev. 
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M.  J.  Schultz,  of  the  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church,  was  the  highly  efficient  publicity 
director.  Mr.  Wilbur  W.  Whitehurst, 
brilliant  attorney,  rendered  invaluable 
aid  to  the  cause,  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Kim- 
brough, Wauchula  merchant,  was  on  the 
firing  line  from  start  to  finish.  Rev. 
C.  H.  Voss,  pastor  of  the  Wauchula 
Methodist  Church,  Rev.  Dow  Durrance 
and  Rev.  Newell  Hendry,  Baptist  min- 
isters, and  a host  of  other  ministers  as 
well  as  laymen,  joined  in  the  fight,  and 
when  the  ballots  were  counted,  it  was 
found  that  Hardee  County  had  outlawed 
the  saloon  by  a majority  of  292. 

The  stronghold  of  the  liquor  traffic 
upon  South  Florida  has  been  broken  in 
at  least  one  county,  and  the  victory  in 
Hardee  County  will  give  hope  and  cour- 
age to  the  drys  in  DeSota,  Pasco,  Sumter, 
Citrus,  Levy  and  Lake  Counties. 

Due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev. 
Wilbur  Scott,  Baptist  minister,  and  of 
Rev.  W.  J.  Churchwell,  Methodist  pastor 
at  Starke,  the  efforts  of  the  wets  to 
call  a local  option  election  in  Bradford 
County  have  been  defeated. 

Similar  efforts  of  the  wets  to  call 
local  option  elections  have  been  defeated 
in  Leon,  Hernando  and  Alachua  Coun- 
ties. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  outstanding 
temperance  measure  enacted  into  law 
by  the  1947  Legislature,  viz.:  The  Meas- 
ure which  makes  it  unlawful  “to  sell, 
give,  serve,  or  permit  to  be  served,  any 
alcoholic  beverages,  including  wine  or 
beer,  to  persons  under  21  years  of  age.” 
Prior  to  this  time,  it  was  entirely  legal 
to  sell  3.2%  beer  to  minors,  even  in  the 
dry  counties. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Florida  in  a 
recent  decision  held  the  so-called  “club 
law,”  which  permits  a social  club,  upon 
payment  of  a license  of  $250  to  distribute 
intoxicating  liquors  to  its  own  members 
and  non-resident  guests,  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional as  applied  to  the  dry  counties. 
The  case  grew  out  of  the  application  of 
the  Elks  Club  of  Sebring,  in  dry  High- 
lands County,  to  sell  liquor.  There  has 
never  been  any  good  reason  in  law  or 
morals  why  a small  group  should  be  per- 
mitted to  violate  the  local  option  law, 
upon  the  payment  of  a fee  of  $250. 

The  United  Florida  Drys,  represent- 
ing the  Protestant  Churches  of  the  state, 
will  continue  its  educational  and  re- 
ligious program,  but  we  shall  not  stop 
there.  We  shall  challenge  the  liquor 
traffic  before  mayors  and  city  councils, 
before  county  commissioners,  before  the 
state  legislature,  and  at  the  ballot  box. 
Will  you  not  give  us  your  loyal  support, 
that  we  may  present  a united  front  to 
the  enemy? 
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SET  AND  REPORT  YOUR 
CRUSADE  GOALS 

It  is  requested  that  each  local  Church 
School  set  as  a Crusade  Goal  the  number 
of  Church  School  members  it  will  try 
to  have  by  December  31,  1948,  and  to 
report  this  goal  immediately  to  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendent.  The  combined  goals 
of  the  local  Church  Schools  will  constitute 
the  district  goal,  the  combined  district 
goals  will  constitute  the  conference  goal, 
and  so  on. 

As  a factor  to  consider  when  setting 
goals,  the  local  Church  Schools  of 
Methodism  are  challenged  by  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ  to  have  a total  member- 
ship of  7,000,000  by  December  31,  1948 
which  will  be  the  end  of  the  period  of 
special  Crusade  cultivation.  This  chal- 
lenge figure  of  7,000,000  has  been  broken 
down  by  districts  so  each  church  can 
know  what  its  own  district  must  do  if 
the  challenge  is  to  be  reached.  But  it  is 
emphasized  that  each  church  is  to  set 
its  own  goal. 

To  aid  local  Church  Schools  in  setting 
and  report  their  Crusade  goals,  three 
special  items  of  material  have  been  pre- 
pared and  mailed  to  every  Church  School 
Superintendent.  A large  colored  wall 
chart  known  as  “Crusade  Goal  and 
Achievement  Chart,”  a statistical  infor- 
mation sheet  giving  data  about  the  chal- 
lenge figure  by  districts,  and  a report 
card  for  reporting  on  the  goal  that  has 
been  set.  These  supplies  are  available 
from  the  conference  executive  secretary 
or  from  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  740 
Rush  Street,  Chicago,  111.,  if  any  church 
failed  to  receive  them. 

The  Crusade  office  will  compile  the 
reports  on  goals  as  arrived  at  in  each 
annual  conference  and  this  total  will 
constitute  the  goal  for  which  the  Church 
School  of  Methodism  will  work  in  the 
final  year  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
Hurry  your  report  card  to  R.  Ira  Barnett, 
Box  78,  Lakeland. 

Toward  Better  Teaching 

Unusual  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 


increasing  Church  School  enrollment  and 
attendance  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
during  the  period  October  1,  1947  through 
December  31,  1948.  If  the  Church 

School  is  to  hold  those  already  enrolled 
and  those  who  will  be  enrolled  during 
this  period,  it  is  evident  that  there  must 
be  vital  local  church  program  with  better 
teaching  in  the  Church  School.

Methodist  Leads 

Methodism’s  gain  in  Church  School 
enrollment  for  the  period  of  the  Crusade 
for  Christ  up  until  now  is  370,467,  ac- 
coiding  to  Dr.  John  Q.  Schisler,  secretary 
of  the  Local  Church  Division  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  This  is  the  largest 
gain  made  by  any  denomination  for  the 
period  during  the  last  25  years. 

Vacation  Church  Schools 

Last  year  568,221  boys  and  girls  were 
enrolled  in  vacation  Church  Schools  in 
Methodist  churches  throughout  the  na- 
tion. This  means  that  10,615  of  our 
churches  accepted  the  opportunity  which 
summertime  offers  for  added  time  for 
Christian  teaching. 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  the  value  of 
the  consecutive  teaching  day  by  day  over 
a period  of  weeks.  Boys  and  girls  have 
opportunity  to  gain  new  knowledge  and 
to  learn  to  live  as  Christians  as  they 
work,  play,  study  and  worship  together. 

Our  conference  had  121  vacation 
Church  Schools  reported  last  year  with 
7,298  boys  and  girls  enrolled  less  than 
in  previous  year  due  to  the  polio  epi- 
demic.

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REPORT  OF  METHODIST  STUDENT 
HOUSE  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  appointed  at  Annual 
Conference  to  promote  the  raising  of 
$25,000  to  assist  in  the  building  of  a 
new  Methodist  Student  House  at  Florida 
State  University  at  Tallahassee,  con- 
vened in  the  Seminole  Hotel,  Jacksonville, 
June  10th.  The  Commission  elected  J. 
W.  Blake,  chairman;  Mrs.  E.  B.  White, 
vice-chairman  and  Mrs.  S.  D.  Summers, 
secretary. 

The  Commission  agreed  that  this  fund 
shall  be  known  as  the  “Methodist  Student 
House,  F.  S.  U.”  and  that  all  money 
collected  for  it  shall  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Helen  Phifer  Glass,  Conference  Treasur- 
er, Florida  Bank  at  Gainesville,  Florida. 

The  Commission  is  desirous  that  all 
churches  shall  raise  their  money  for  this 
fund  and  send  it  in  by  the  time  of  the 
District  Conference  in  December.  If  that 
is  done,  then  the  ladies  of  the  W.S.C.S. 
will  have  the  full  right  of  way,  after  the 
first  of  the  year,  to  emphasize  their 
Love  Offering  in  the  local  societies, 
through  which  they  hope  to  raise  an 
additional  $25,000. 

It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  Com- 
mission that  churches  will  exceed  the 
quotas  assigned  them  on  the  goal  of 
$25,000,  because  the  ultimate  goal  of 
$75,000  of  the  Conference  W.S.C.S.  re- 
presents only  the  minimum  needs. 

It  is  the  thought  of  the  Commission 
that  a larger  response  will  be  made  and 
the  goal  of  $25,000  exceeded,  if  this 
effort  is  handled  as  a Special.  Many 
churches  will  be  tempted  simply  to  in- 
sert this  small  asking  into  the  budget 
and  pay  it,  without  ever  giving  he  con- 
gregation and  membership  an  opportuni- 
ty to  contribute  definitely  to  this  need. 
It  is  our  hope  that  the  entire  membership 
will  be  informed  as  to  the  religious 
needs  at  Florida  State  University,  and 
then  be  given  a chance  to  contribute. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  committee  in 
charge  of  raising  this  fund  in  the  local 
church  be  made  up  of  men,  women  and 
: young  people.  Former  students  at 
F.S.C.W.  and  present  students  at  F.S.U. 
who  are  new  members  of  local  churches, 
will  make  invaluable  members  in  so- 
liciting these  funds. 

The  Commission  does  not  feel  the  need 
for  any  great  amount  of  promotion. 
Essential  information  and  a minimum  of 
publicity  will  go  to  the  pastors  shortly. 
We  are  looking  to  the  Distinct  Superin- 
tendents and  pastors  to  take  the  initia- 
tive in  this  task  and  to  see  to  it  that  it 
is  accomplished  without  delay,  as  a labor 
of  love  for  the  ladies  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  They  pro- 
pose to  secure  a total  of  $75,000  and 
more.  They  have  asked  us  to  raise 


$25,000  of  it  in  the  local  congregations. 
We  cannot  do  less.  Let  us  promptly, 
gladly  and  cheerfully  do  this  for  them 
and  give  them  more  than  they  ask. 

Within  two  days  after  the  meeting  of 
this  Comission  a letter  came  to  the  chair- 
man from  the  Conference  Treasurer  con- 
veying the  news  that  the  first  $25  for 
this  fund  had  been  received.  It  had 
been  sent  in  by  the  pastor  of  Leon 
Circuit.  Thus  the  first  charge  to  raise 
its  quota  and  send  it  in  was  a small 
circuit,  whose  churches  circle  Tallahas- 
see.. A few  days  later  another  circuit, 
some  sixty  miles  away,  reported  its 
quota  raised  and  sent  in. 

Thus  the  movement  gets  under  way 
with  an  initial  twenty-five  dollars  from 
country  churches  around  Tallahassee,  and 
moves  beyond.  May  it  quickly  spread 
through-out  the  Conference  until  it  shall 
be  multiplied  a thousand  times  and  more.

“THE  CHURCHES” 

Mr.  Roe  Fulkerson,  citizen  of  Hollywood,  Florida,  Kiwan- 
ian  super  extraordinary  and  editorialist  supreme,  in  the  July 
issue  of  the  Kiwanis  Magazine  has  written  an  editorial  “The 
Churches”  which  this  editor  believes  is  worth  every  Metho- 
dist’s consideration  in  this  year  of  stewardship.  We  reprint 
it  herewith: 

KIWANIANS  are  pledged  to  help  the  churches  in  their 
spiritual  aims.  If  the  business  men  of  this  continent 
did  as  much  to  help  the  churches  in  their  spiritual  aims  as 
the  churches  have  done  to  help  the  business  men  in  their 
financial  aims,  every  church  would  double  its  membership, 
double  its  attendance  and  double  the  salaries  of  its  underpaid 
preachers. 

I just  sent  a check  to  the  florist  for  the  orchid  I sent 
my  wife  on  Easter.  That  was  my  financial  contribution  to 
this  great  religious  festival,  and  throughout  this  broad  land 
a million  other  husbands  poured  a stream  of  dollars  into  the 
tills  of  deserving  florists. 

Yet  the  business  of  the  florists  was  only  a drop  in  the 
proverbial  bucket  of  the  golden  harvest  reaped  by  manufac- 
turers and  retailers  of  women’s  dresses.  My  wife  and  daugh- 
ter had  new  dresses  to  wear  to  church  on  Easter  Sunday 
— so  did  yours. 

Add  to  all  these  dresses  the  new  hats  the  milliners  sup- 
plied to  these  women;  the  new  pocketbooks,  the  new  shoes 
and  all  the  other  accessories,  and  you  add  yet  more  millions 
that  the  church  festival  added  to  the  coffers  of  business. 

To  all  these  add  the  millions  received  by  the  artists, 
printers  and  engravers  who  manufacture,  and  the  merchants 
who  sell  the  greeting  cards  which  overworked  our  mail  men 
at  Easter  time. 

I don’t  doubt  that  the  total  added  to  the  bank  accounts 
of  business  houses  by  the  Easter  business  would  reach  a 
billion  dollars,  and  that’s  folding  money,  my  friend. 

But  Easter  is  only  one  of  the  great  church  festivals. 
What  is  true  of  Easter’s  contribution  to  business  is  small 
indeed  compared  with  the  business  of  Christmas.  Every 


business  in  our  two  countries  shares  in  the  financial  harvest 
of  the  Christmas  season. 

Thousands  of  small  and  large  factories  work  all  year  to 
produce  the  toys  of  Christmas — toys  of  wood,  toys  of  plastic, 
toys  of  metal,  toys  of  cloth  and  of  paper;  toy  railroads,  toy 
construction  wts,  toy  doll  houses,  toys  that  walk,  toys  that 
roll  on  wheels,  toy  that  talk — toys  of.  a thousand  other 
designs. 

Think  of  dolls!  Every  little  girl  gets  a doll.  They  run 
from  six  inches  to  six  feet  high,  and  they  are  made  of  wax, 
china,  plastic,  rubber  and  cloth.  The  clothes  alone  on  all 
those  dolls  must  run  into  seven  figures. 

Again  the  tlorists,  dressmakers  and  milliners  come  into 
the  picture;  the  manufacturers  of  stockings,  bags  and  shoes. 
And  at  Christmas  the  clothing  demand  is  not  limited  to 
women.  The  haberdashers  come  into  the  picture  to  supply 
the  traditional  neckties,  shirts,  belts,  smoking  jackets  and 
bathrobes  for  papas  and  husbands. 

Cosmetics  and  perfumes,  lipsticks  and  compacts,  mani- 
cure sets  and  hair  brushes  come  in  for  their  share  of  the 
Chiistmas  profits.  So  do  diamonds,  watches,  costume  jewelry 
and  cigarette  lighters. 

Leather  goods  profit  the  sellers  from  the  tanneries 
through  the  manufacturers  to  the  retailers.  Traveling  bags, 
shoes,  toilet  kits  and  a thousand  other  gifts  of  leather  are 
Christmas  favorites. 

Again  the  printers  and  paper  makers  come  in  with  mil- 
lions of  Christmas  greeting  cards  and  fancy  wrappings.  To 
these  are  added  magazine  subscriptions  and  gift  books  rang- 
ing from  popular  novels  to  prayer  books  and  bibles. 

Furniture  of  all  kinds,  even  as  large  items  as  homes 
and  automobiles  come  into  the  Christmas  picture. 

It  would  take  years  of  research  and  dozens  of  expert 
accountants  to  come  anywhere  near  estimating  the  billions 
of  dollars  flowing  into  the  business  world  because  of  the 
festival  of  Christmas. 

If  the  Easter  and  Christmas  business  were  tithed  just 
one  percent  of  its  profits  for  the  churches,  no  church  would 
ever  have  to  give  another  chicken  dinner  to  help  buy  a new 
carpet  for  the  pastor’s  study. 

In  the  old  days  they  used  to  pass  the  hat  at  church 
services.  Just  why  the  deacons  and  vestrymen  felt  that  they 
had  to  change  the  hat  for  a silver  or  wooden  bowl  is  not 
understandable,  because  no  one  ever  heard  of  the  crown  of 
a hat  that  was  torn  out  by  the  weight  of  the  congregation’s 
church  contributions. 

Only  the  spirit  of  God  could  keep  the  fine  ministers  of 
our  churches  eternally  working  for  human  salvation.  They 
are  the  poorest  paid  men  in  the  world,  and  the  only  men 
whose  wives  are  supposed  to  work  with  them  without  pay. 

Kiwanis  has  always  lived  up  to  its  obligations  and  I 
know  it  always  will,  but  while  we  have  not  failed  entirely  in 
our  help  to  the  churches  in  their  spiritual  aims,  have  we  been 
notably  successful  at  it? 

Forgetting  entirely  the  holy  nature  of  the  church,  from 
a purely  reciprocal  business  point  of  view,  are  we  really  help- 
ing the  church  as  much  as  it  is  helping  us?  Have  we  put 
back  into  the  churches  even  the  smallest  percentage  of  the 
profit  they  have  made  for  the  business  world? 

We  are  proud  of  our  contributions  to  the  community. 
The  churches  are  the  fountainhead  of  every  good  work,  and 
it  is  only  right  that  we  acknowledge  the  important  place 
they  occupy  in  our  community  life  by  supporting  them  with 
our  attendance  as  well  as  with  our  money.

“Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important, 
appointments  in  all  of  Florida  is  here 
in  Green  Cove.”  says  the  Rev.  T.  Newton 
Wise,  recently  appointed  pastor  to  this 
thriving  Florida  community.  Of  course 
every  Methodist  preacher  who  is  worth 
his  salt  feels  exactly  the  same  way  about 
his  apointment  no  matter  where  it  may 
be  but  Mr.  Wise  certainly  goes  on  to 
make  a good  case  for  his  claim  as  he  re- 
minds us  that  there  are  more  than  7000 
naval  personnel  crowding-  that  town  and 
church.  And  the  Green  Cove  Springs 
Church,  under  Brother  Wise’s  energetic 
leadership,  is  doing  something  about  it.

Among  the  other 
rather  unusual  services  offered  are  laun- 
dry facilities,  sewing  machines,  a library 
of  classical  recordings  for  music  lovers, 
a reading  room  featuring  books,  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  with  an  emphasis 
on  the  educational.  Also,  per;  onal 
counselling  services  are  available  ; long 
with  a full  program  of  worship  services. 
The  building  is  also  open  for  other  e\  ents 
of  a community  nature  and  is  used  as 
the  meeting  place  of  the  local  Rotary 
Club  and  a group  of  Boy  Scouts. 

In  going  to  this  work,  Mr.  Wise  is 
entering  into  the  labors  begun  by  the 
Rev.  Thaxton  Springfield,  former  pastor

there  are  children,)  Speaking  of  You 
(a  messege  about  the  Church  School 
addressed  to  adults)  and  You  Count  in 
This  (a  booklet  describing  the  tragic 
need  for  Christian  Education  in  today’s 
world.)  Copies  of  these  last  three  items 
are  available  in  quantities,  free,  from 
Crusade  for  Christ,  740  Rush  Street, 
Chicago  11,  Illinois.

WOMEN  IN  THE  CHURCH 
by  Mary  Fowler 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
Vermont  has  amended  its  canons  of 
many  years  standing  so  asto  make  wo- 
men eligible  for  service  as  vestrymen 
of  local  parishes.  At  the  same  time  the 
Diocese  convention  deferred  for  one  year 
action  on  a carman  to  make  women  eligi- 
ble “for  election  to  any  office  to  which 
a layman  is  now  eligible.” 

Miss  Bertha  Lune,  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  is  president  of  the  National  Luth- 
eran Nurses  Guild  which  has  recently 
become  an  affiliated  group  within  the 
Lutheran  Welfare  Conference.  There 
are  reported  to  be  4,000  Lutheran  nurses 
connected  with  Luthern  hospitals 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  the 
national  body  is  endeavoring  to  organize 
them  into  Guild  chapters  in  key  cities 
for  fellowship  purposes. 


“In  the  United  States,  a college  ed- 
ucation is  more  or  less  a luxury,  but  in 
China,  it  is  linked  with  patriotism  and 
is  regarded  as  essential  for  the  training 
of  leaders,”  says  Miss  Ruth  Stahl,  Am- 
erican dean  of  mission-supported  Wo- 
man’s College,  of  Yenching  University, 
Peiping.  “Students  have  an  insatiable 
thirst  for  knowledge.  Food  and  cloth- 
ing seem  to  be  of  secondary  importance.” 
Dean  Stahl  says  the  Chinese  college  girls 
are  more  individualistic  than  the  Am- 
erican, that  there  are  no  rules  against 
smoking  but  that  the  girls  just  do  not 
have  the  cigarette  habit. 


One  of  the  greatest  contributions  that 
the  Christian  forces  of  America,  as 
represented  in  the  thirteen  Christian 
colleges  supported  in  China  by  American 
church  money,  has  made  in  the  last  half 
century  has  been  the  training  of  young 
Chinese  women  as  nurses,  says  Dr.  Leo 
Eloesser,  formerly  professor  of  clinical 
surgery  in  Leland  Stanford  University. 
Dr.  Eloesser  has  recently  returned  from 
China  where  he  served  with  the  medical 
personnel  of  UNRRA.  He  will  return 
again  to  China  shortly  under  the  suspiccs 
of  the  World  Health  Organization  to 
serve  the  Chinese  government  in  health 
matters.  He  declares  that  from  4,000,- 
000  to  12,000,000  Chinese  die  needlessly 
each  year  because  of  medical  ignorance; 
and  he  calls  for  American  men  and 
women  to  dedicate  themselves  as  teach- 
ers of  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology, 
pharmacology  and  other  medical  skills 
for  the  training  of  Chinese  nurses  and 
doctors  through  church  mission  boards.

That  this  has  been  a summer  of  delightful  and  enriching 
experiences  for  many  of  our  people  in  the  various  Con- 
ferences and  Institutes  held  across  the  nation  there  is 
certainly  no  denying.  The  National  Methodist  Rural  Life 
Conference  which  met  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  was  well  at- 
tended by  Florida  Methodists;  the  Missionary  Conference 
and  other  like  gatherings  at  Lake  Junaluska  combined  with 
the  natural  attractions  of  that  resort,  attract  large  numbers 
of  our  people;  many  attended  the  International  Sunday 
School  Convention  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  while  literally 
hundreds  of  our  young  people  found  their  way  into  our 
Conference  Christian  Adventure  Camps  and  Young  People’s 
Assemblies.  Nor  does  this  exhaust  the  catalog  of  gather- 
ings by  any  means  for  this  has  been  a session  of  many 
significant  events. 

Now  the  summer  is  over  and  we  return  to  our  homes, 
to  our  schools,  and  to  our  jobs.  But  this  does  not  mean  that 
we  must  wait  until  next  summer  before  we  may  again  be 
thrilled  and  inspired  by  great  meetings  with  the  leaders  of 
our  Church.  Already  our  eyes  are  turning  toward  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts,  where,  from  Wednesday,  September 
24th  to  Thursday,  October  2nd,  the  Ecumenical  Methodist 
Conference  will  meet  in  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  and 
the  Springfield  Municipal  Auditorium. 

The  program  for  this  great  Conference  has  just  come  to 
our  desk  and  to  attempt  to  enumerate  the  outstanding 
speakers  who  will  be  heard  would  be  to  call  the  roll  of  the 
Methodist  great  around  the  world.  A “Who’s  Who  Among 
Visiting  Speakers”  lists  25  widely-known  men  and  women 
w hile  it  makes  no  mention  of  another  25  or  so  even  better 
known  leaders  in  our  own  land  who  need  no  biographical 
sketches  to  identify  them  in  American  Methodist  circles. 

General  themes  to  be  discussed  during  the  Conference 
include  “Social  Tensions  in  the  Modern  World,”  “The  Witness 
of  Methodism,”  “The  Church  in  Life  and  Devotion,”  “Metho- 
dism’s Responsibility  in  the  Redemption  of  Society,”  and 
many  other  pertinent  and  vital  topics.  Surely,  here  is  a 
Conference  that  will  be  an  inspiration  to  the  enth’e  Church 


and  will  be  far  reaching  in  its  actions. 

The  other  gathering  toward  which  many  of  our  people 
are  looking  is  the  Methodist  Youth  Conference  which  meets 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  December  JO,  104 7- January  2.  1048.  Lift- 
ing up  the  general  theme,  “Christ  Above  All,”  this  Conference 
v ill  also  hear  such  leaders  as  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones  of  India; 
Dr.  Harold  Case  of  Pasadena,  California;  Dr.  Richard  C. 
Raines  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota;  Dr.  Paul  Quillian  of 
Houston,  Texas  and  Dr.  Baoz-Camargo  of  Mexico. 

Ten  thousand  official  delegates  are  expected  to  attend 
this  international  gathering.  Nine  thousand  of  these  should 
be  youths  between  the  ages  of  15  and  23  years.  Attendance 
from  each  Conference  will  be  limited  and  each  annual  con- 
ference must  accept  its  quota  by  October  1st.  Regular 
registration  will  close  November  15.  Therefore,  we  join 
with  the  youth  leaders  of  our  Florida  Conference  in  urging 
all  of  the  local  churches  to  work  with  their  own  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowships  in  selecting  and  sending  delegates  to 
this  unusual  event.  This  is  to  build  the  Kingdom  and  the 
Church  of  tomorrow.

CHANGE  IN  PROMOTION  DAY  DATE  AUTHORIZED 
BY  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  Edu- 
cation at  its  meeting  in  Chicago  on  July  10  authorized  a 
change  in  the  date  of  Promotion  Day  in  Methodist  Church 
Schools.  Heretofore  the  official  day  for  promotion  has  been 
the  last  Sunday  in  September.  Because  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  Church  Schools  in  the  Methodist  Church  are  closely 
following  the  public  school  procedure  and  promoting  their 
pupils  in  the  spring  rather  than-  in  the  autumn,  the  Board 
decided  to  provide  considerable  flexibility  thus  making  it 
possible  for  a local  church  to  observe  Promotion  Day  either 
in  June  or  in  September.  This  means  that  the  curriculum 
for  Methodist  Church  Schools  hereafter  will  be  adjusted  so 
that  the  proper  materials  can  be  used  either  in  Church 
Schools  that  have  Promotion  Day  in  June  or  those  which 
observe  the  day  in  the  autumn.

In  a new  Dodge  car,  belonging  to 
Dr.  J.  W.  Blake,  our  District  Superin- 
tendent, the  Tallahassee  District  Dele- 
gation to  the  Rural  Life  Conference  at 
Lincoln,  Nebraska,  started  on  its  journey 
of  over  1300  miles  from  Tallahassee  at 
8:50  A.  M.,  Saturday,  July  26th.  Since 
the  car  had  less  than  600  miles  on  it, 
we  traveled  along  at  about  45  miles  per 
hour.  Our  route  took  us  through  Bain- 
bridge,  Georgia,  Dothan,  Alabama,  Troy, 
Montgomery,  and  Tuscaloosa,  hence  thru 
Columbus,  Mississippi,  and  as  far  as 
Tupelo  Mississippi  for  our  first  stop 
bver  night. 

Sunday  morning  we  were  up  early, 
ate  breakfast,  filled  up  with  gasoline, 
and  were  on  our  way  by  8:00  A.  M.  As 
we  sped  on  our  way,  Brother  E.  F. 
Mayton  read  the  devotional  from  the 
Upper  Room  and  the  writer  lead  in 


prayer.  Gospel  hymns  were  sung  for 
forty  minutes.  This  procedure  was  fol- 
lowed each  morning  en  route.  At  9:15 
we  crossed  into  Tennes-ee  and  stopped 
at  Milan,  for  morning  worship.  Rev. 
W.  Q.  Scruggs  is  pastor  there  and  gave 
a very  forceful  message.  Noting  our 
presence  in  the  congregation  he  attribut- 
ed the  exceedingly  hot  weather  to  five 
preachers  from  Florida.  After  lunch  we 
traveled  on  into  Kentucky  and  crossed 
the  Ohio  River  at  Cario,  Illinois,  about 
3:30  P.  M.  Traveling  up  the  east  side 
of  the  Mississippi  only  a short  distant  e 
we  crossed  the  great  Mississippi  river 
at  Cape  Girardeau,  where  we  -aw  a gre:  t 
throng  of  people  watching  soap  box 
car  races.  By-passing  St.  Louis,  we 
headed  west  across  Missouri  and  reached 
Columbia  about  midnight,  where  we 
rested  comfortably. 

Monday  morning  found  us  on  our 
way  shortly  after  8:00  A.  M.  At  Boonc- 
ville  we  had  the  car  serviced.  During 
these  few'  minutes  the  writer  together 
with  Horace  Boyd  visited  an  attractive 
monument,  w'hich  had  been  erected  to  the 
memory  of  Hanna  Cole,  who  was  the 
first  person  to  establish  a home,  and 
build  a Fort,  south  of  the  Missouri  river. 
We  passed  thru  Kansas  City  only  a few 
hours  prior  to  the  funeral  of  Presidents 
Truman’s  mother.  After  lunch  near  St. 
Joseph’s  Missouri,  we  hurried  on  and 
increased  our  speed  so  as  to  reach 
Lincoln  by  6:00  P.  M.  This  last  lap  of 
the  journey  took  us  thru  a portion  of 
Iow'a  and  across  the  Missouri  river  at 
Nebraska  City. 

While  attending  this  great  Conference 
at  Lincoln,  we  had  many  experiences 
that  would  take  a long  time  to  tell,  and 
it  will  take  longer  for  them  to  fade  out 
of  mind. 

On  Friday  morning,  August  1st,  we 
left  Lincoln  for  the  return  trip  shortly 
after  six  o’clock.  By-passing  Kansas 
City  we  passed  thru  Independence, 
Missouri,  the  home  of  President  Truman, 
and  headed  into  south  Missouri  thru 
Springfield.  One  of  the  most  enjoyable 
parts  of  the  entire  trip  was  our  passage 
thru  the  Ozark  Mountains.  It  was  the 
first  sight  of  real  mountains  for  some. 
Late  in  the  afternoon  we  crossed  into 
Arkansas,  ate  supper  at  a road-side 
cafe,  and  drove  on  to  Little  Rock  for 
the  night.  We  had  traveled  659  miles. 
The  hotel  bed  felt  mighty  good,  but  we 
w'ere  up  at  5:00  A.  M.  Saturday  and 
headed  for  Pine  Bluff  before  six  o’clock. 
At  that  point  we  ate  breakfast  and  had 
the  car  serviced  again.  Presently  the 
great  Mississippi  came  into  view  again 
and  after  driving  along  side  of  it  for 
miles  we  crossed  it  at  Vicksburg,  Mis- 
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sissippi.  On  via  Jackson  and  Hattisburg 
we  rolled  into  Mobile,  Alabama  aboiu 
4:30  P.  M.  We  passed  under  Mobile 
Bay  through  the  great  Bankhead  1 un- 
nel  and  headed  for  Pensacola.  As  ve 
crossed  back  into  Florida  at  5:20  P.  M. 
Dr.  Blake  led  us  in  singing  “Praise  God 
From  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow.”  After 
a delicious  sea-food  dinner  at  Panama 
City  we  proceeded  on  to  Tallahassee , 
arriving  there  at  11:45  P.  M.,  a day’s 
journey  of  724  miles.  We,  J.  A.  Cullifer, 
H.  L.  Boyd,  E.  F.  Mayton  and  Wm.  L. 
Windsor,  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Blake  for 
having  made  it  possible  for  us  to  make 
this  trip.

On  July  20th  our  new  church,  four 
miles  east  of  Tallahassee  on  the  Jack- 
sonville highway,  was  organized  and 
came  into  being  officially,  with  fifty-eight 
charter  members.  This  organization  had 
been  known  for  the  last  two  or  three 
years  as  the  Shady  Grove  Bible  Schools. 
It  originated  during  the  War  when  gaso- 
line rationing  was  so  severe,  in  order  to 
provide  religious  instruction  for  the 
children  of  that  community.  Upon  or- 
ganization the  congregation  adopted  the 
name,  Tallahassee  Heights  Methodist 
Church.  This  is  a live,  working  group. 
Just  recently  they  held  a Vacation 
Church  School  which  had  an  enrollment 
of  75. 

Two  Vacation  Church  Schools  were 
held  on  the  Greensboro  charge:  one  at 
Greensboro,  which  included  the  Sycamore 
Church,  where  the  enrollment  was  100, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  80,  and  the 
other  at  Glen  Julia,  where  the  attendance 
was  55  wth  34  credits  being  issued. 

A two  weeks  Revival  was  conducted 
at  Sycamore,  with  Rev.  C.  H.  Chandler, 
of  Blakesley,  Georgia.  There  were 
three  baptised  and  a number  of  joyous 
reclamations.  A Revival  has  also  been 
held  at  Waukeenah.  Others  are  in  pro- 
gress at  various  points  in  the  district. 
The  summer  revival  is  still  a regular- 
event  for  the  rural  church,  and  a very 
profitable  thing  for  the  spirit  of  the 
church. 

Two  new  Brotherhoods  or  Methodist 
Men’s  Clubs  have  recently  been  organ- 
ized in  the  district,  one  at  Ft.  White  and 
the  other  at  Branford.  Brother  Fred 
Mickler  assisted  in  this  fine  work.  Also 
a Youth  Fellowship  has  been  organized 
at  Ft.  White. 

Rev.  R.  J.  Cox  is  supplying  at  East 
Point.  Under  his  leadership  the  Sunday 
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School  has  been  revived,  with  an  at- 
tendance of  65.  The  congregation  is 
trying  to  build  a parsonage  for  the  pas- 
tor to  live  in. 

Three  of  our  pastors,,  Claud  M. 
Haynes,  Milton  Wyatt  and  Ben  Mont- 
gomery are  attending  the  School  for 
Urban  Ministerse  at  Emory  University. 

The  new  parsonage  at  Branford  is 
nearing  completion.  The  pastor,  Brother 
II.  T.  Toole,  expects  to  move  into  it 
before  September  1st.  The  congregation 
at  this  church  has  done  heroically  in 
this  accomplishment. 


The  Gainesville  District  is  off  to  a- 
nother  glorious  year  in  the  service  of  the 
Kingdom.  The  World  Service  askings 
have  been  subscribed  and  the  Methodist 
Student  House  Campaign  has  been  re- 
ceived with  complete  accord  throughout 
the  District. 

The  Crusade  Goal,  through  the  Sun- 
day School,  has  been  met  with  planning- 
conference  in  the  various  churches.  It 
will  receive  the  full  support  of  every 
church.  As  it  has  been  in  the  past,  so 
it  is  this  conference  year,  Evangelism 
receives  priority  over  every  other  ac- 
tivity, in  the  District  under  the  leadership 
of  Dr.  Shuler  Peele.  Dr.  Peele  has  urged 
time  and  time  again,  “Save  the  Lost,” 
“Rescue  the  Perishing,  Care  for  the 
Dying.”  In  keeping  with  this  Evange- 
listic emphasis,  a Visitation  Evangelism 
Campaign  is  to  be  prayed  through  in 
the  First  Church,  Gainesville,  October 
Gth  through  the  9th. 

The  Lady  Lake  charge  which  includes 
the  Oklawaha  Chui-c-h,  certainly  is  not 
the  same  charge.  So  many  changes  have 
taken  place  that  the  people  of  the  church 
hardly  recognize  it.  Under  the  exper- 
ienced and  able  leadership  of  Dr.  J.  H.

Caldwell,  pastor  of  the  church  and  Mr. 
Thompson,  Superintendent  of  the  Home 
are  grateful  indeed  to  them  and  to  those 
who  w:orked  with  them  for  the  excellent 
services  rendered.

1.  One  church  has  a parents  club 
which  meets  every  two  weeks  for  study 
and  fellowship. 

2.  Several  have  Church  School  classes 
using  the  study  units  for  parents  in 
The  Christian  Home. 

3.  Some  church  boards  of  education 
give  The  Christian  Home  to  every 
family  with  a child  in  the  Nursery  Home 
Department,  others  provide  a copy  for 
every  family  in  the  church. 

4.  Visual  aids  stimulate  interest  in 
family  religion.  A new  kodaslide  with 
record  accompianment  is  now  available 
to  help  parents  of  adolescent  boys  and 
girls.  It  is  called  “Do  You  Know  Your 
Adolescent?”  Write  the  Methodist  Pub- 
lishing House  for  details. 

5.  Home  and  Church  Photoposters 
may  also  be  obtained  from  the  Publish- 
ing House  at  50  cents  per  set. 

6.  If  you  lack  leadership  for  your 
parent’s  group  urge  some  of  your  pros- 
pective leaders  to  enroll  with  the  Genei'al 
Board  of  Education  for  the  correspon- 
dence course  “Leading  Parents’  Groups.” 

7.  Plan  now  for  a series  of  Church 
Family  Nights,  providing  worship,  re- 
creation and  study  together  as  families. 

8.  Are  you  furnishing  resources  for 
family  worship  and  grace  at  meals? 
What  are  your  plans  for  teaching  your 
parents  how  to  lead  worship  in  the  home? 

Church  Schools  of  Denominations 
Gain  Members 

Dr.  John  Q.  Schisler  has  recently  com- 
piled some  interesting  figures  showing 
the  gains  or  losses  in  Church  School 
enrollment  in  twenty-six  denominations 
in  the  United  States  over  a period  of 
two  years,  1945-47.  Only  one  of  the 
26  showed  a loss  during  this  period.  The 
Methodist  Church  leads  with  a gain  of 
370.467,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  follow 
close  behind  with  a gain  of  366,015. 

Florida  Conference  Near  to  Head  of 
the  Column 

Of  the  forty-five  conferences  that  have 
reported  during  this  year,  the  Florida 
Conference  stands  sixth  from  the  top 
and  twenty-second  from  the  bottom  in 
the  matter  of  increase  in  Church  School 
enrollment  to  date  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  in  our  Metho- 
dist program.  Is  there  any  good  reason 
why  we  cannot  move  up  to  the  head  of 
this  advancing  column  of  Methodism 
during  the  coming  year?  Whether  we 
achieve  this  distinction  or  not,  we  can 
give  our  best  intelligence  and  effort  to 
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bringing  into  our  Church  Schools  the 
thousands  about  us  not  enrolled  in  any 
Church  School  and  in  making  the  teach- 
ing and  other  exercises  of  our  Church 
Schools  so  satisfying  and  enriching  that 
increasing  numbers  will  readily  choose 
to  share  with  us  in  our  Church  School 
programs. 

Prepare  For  .More  Children 
Every  day  encouraging  information 
about  the  increase  in  Church  School  at- 
tendance and  membership  is  available. 
This  emphasis  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
will  continue,  but  along  with  it  is  the 
constant  challenge  to  improve  the  quali- 
ty of  our  work  and  to  prepare  for  more 
children. 

Better  teaching  space  and  equipment 
are  being  provided  in  many  churches. 
The  manual,  Equipment  and  Arrange- 
ment for  Children’s  Groups  in  the  Church 
(available  from  The  Methodist  Publish- 
ing House  at  20  cents,)  is  a valuable 
resource  for  any  church  planning  to 
remodel  or  in  other  ways  improve  its 
equipment  for  the  children’s  division. 
More  children  means  more  space,  more 
lesson  materials,  more  teachers,  and 
better  teaching.  The  first  of  these  can- 
not go  forward  without  the  others.

AT  LAKE  JUNALUSKA

Tucker,  ninety  year  old  missionary  from 
Brazil,  Dr.  W.  J.  McLaughlin  of  India, 
Dr.  Arva  Floyd  of  Emory  University, 
Dr.  Elmer  T.  Clark  and  Dr.  Gaither 
Warfield.  On  the  closing  days  of  the 
conference  a bus  load  of  ministers  and 
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laymen,  of  the  Virginia  conference  came 
by  the  Lake  en  route  home  from  the 
Rural  Life  Conference  which  had  been 
held  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and  afforded 
the  delegates  great  inspiration  with  their 
reports  on  this  significant  home  mis- 
sionary enterprise.

.MITTENS  VXD  SHOES 
by  Eldon  A.  Ramige 

Nothing  aroused  my  sympathy  more 
in  cold  devastated  Poland  this  last  Feb- 
ruary than  red  fingers  without  mittens 
or  gloves  and  feet  without  shoes.  When 
you  are  really  cold,  is  your  fingers  and 
toes  that  first  let  you  know  in  a way 
that  leaves  no  room  for  doubt. 

I suppose  the  reason  why  this  impress- 
ed me  more  than  anything  else  was  be- 
cause I myself  was  cold  most  of  the  time 
as  I went  up  and  down  the  streets  of  the 
former  city  of  Danzig  with  relief  goods 
for  bombed  out  families.  I was  cold  not 
just  because  Poland  is  much  farther 
north  than  our  New  England  home  and 
had  an  unusually  severe  winter,  but  I 
was  cold  because  no  interior  was  suffi- 
ciently heated.  We  ate  dinner,  in  the  one 
restaurant  we  could  find  still  running- 
near  the  large  Union  Station,  with  our 
overcoats  and  caps  on  and  were  still 
very  cold.  All  other  patrons  of  the  place 
were  also  sitting  there  eating  and  bundled 
up  as  much  as  when  they  were  outside. 
At  the  Union  Station  we  bought  our 
tickets  and  waited  for  the  train  out  in 
the  cold  for  the  building  structure  had 
been  nearly  all  bombed  away.  In  our 
train  compartment  there  was  also  no 
heat  and  our  visible  breath  helped  to 
remind  us  that  we  were  not  on  an 
American  train.  The  situation  in 
churches  and  homes  was  no  better.  In 
the  old  Cathedral  at  Oliwa  built  in  the 
12th  century  there  was  a two  hour  Sun- 
day service  without  any  heat.  I visited 
several  homes  (if  these  little  one  room 
habitations  in  the  basements  of  wrecked 
apartments  could  be  called  homes)  and 
not  one  that  had  a temperature  that 
could  be  described  as  comfortable.  In 
some  of  them  there  was  just  enough  heat 
to  get  the  coffee  fairly  warm  which, 
served  with  Polish  cakes,  constituted  the 
entire  meal  to  which  I was  invited. 

With  warm  clothes  and  heavy  shoes 
one  would  not  need  to  mind  this  kind  of 
life  too  much  as  far  as  cold  is  concerned. 
But  what  of  those  little  urchins  I saw 
in  more  than  one  home  who  had  on 
neither  shoes  nor  stockings  and  whose 
bare  little  feet  were  very  decidedly  red? 
What  of  those  men  who  were  unloading- 
horses  from  our  ship  who  also  had  no 
shoes  at  all  but  had  their  feet  wrapped  in 
gunny  sacks  tied  together  with  coarse 
twine?  What  of  those  workers  who 
were  clearing  out  bricks  from  the  debris 
all  day  long  with  uncovered  hands?  A 
brick  has  a way  of  getting  pretty  cold 
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in  severe  weather  and  was  never  meant 
to  be  handled  all  winter  day  long  with 
neither  mittens  nor  gloves. 

It  is  not  so  bad,  comparatively  speak- 
ing, to  exist  in  a certain  way  if  one  has 
never  known  anything  better,  but  many 
of  these  dwellers  in  Gdansk  had  been 
prosperous  before  the  war  and  had  lived 
in  beautiful  stone  houses  in  the  suburbs. 
Before  the  soldiers  had  made  off  with 
all  of  their  possessions  and  keepsakes 
that  were  not  in  the  bombed  debris,  some 
of  them  owned  more  shoes  than  they 
really  needed.  Now  with  most  business 
destroyed  they  must  work  a vvhole  month 
to  save  enough  zlotys  to  buy  a pair  of 
shoes.  Before  the  war  they  still  had 
faith  in  their  money — the  zloty.  Now 
they  w7ere  willing  to  make  sacrifices  to 
exchange  their  currency  for  the  American 
dollar.  Their  banks  would  only  give 
around  one  hundred  and  fifty  zlotys  for 
our  dollar  but  in  some  of  the  very  poorest 
of  homes  they  w'ould  offer  you  as  high 
as  eight  hundred  zlotys  for  one  dollar. 
I asked  one  poor  widow  w'hose  husband 
was  a prisioner  in  Russia  and  w-ho  was 
trying  to  keep  five  children  from  starv- 
ing, why  she  was  so  anxious  for  my 
American  dollar.  She  had  offered  me 
seven  hundred  zlotys.  She  answered  as 
she  pointed  to  my  dollar,  “Immer  gut 
aber  zolty  wer  weiz?”  (the  dollar  al- 
ways good  but  the  zloty,  who  knows?) 
She  had  felt  her  need  all  the  more  be- 
cause of  the  contrast  with  the  kind  of 
life  she  knew  before  the  war.  She  said, 


"Alles  war  schon,  jetzt  ist  alles  kaput" 
(all  was  beautiful,  now  everything  is 
done  for.) 

No  matter  what  story  of  privation  I 
heard  or  saw  as  I went  shivering  from 
one  home  to  the  next,  the  one  impression 
that  stood  out  in  my  mind  was  the  need 
for  that  which  would  bring  warmth  to 
benumbed  human  bodies.  The  Russians 
had  used  Danzig  (now  called  Gdansk) 
as  a vengeance  spot  for  the  atrocities 
which  the  Germans  had  inflicted  on  their 
country  and  scarcely  a person  and  no! 
a home  had  ecsaped  from  some  real 
tragedy.  Strike  up  a random  conversa- 
tion with  almost  anyone  you  met  on  a 
street  corner,  train,  bus,  or  in  a home 
and  the  chances  were,  as  likely  as  not, 
that  you  would  find  yourself  talking  to 
someone  who  hud  been  in  a concentra- 
tion camp,  or  an  exile  to  Siberia,  or  a 
woman  who  had  been  raped,  or  a man 
who  had  been  wounded  in  a fray.  Prac- 
tically all  had  their  place  of  business  and 
their  homes  bombed  out.  I was  taken 
to  a concentration  camp  and  shown 
through  by  a lady  who  herself  had  been 
an  inmate  there  for  two  years  and  her 
children  killed  by  the  Nazis  and  attention 
was  directed  to  such  that  brought  a 
shudder  at  the  thought  of  it.  Above  all 
of  that,  there  still  stands  out  in  my  mind 
the  memory  of  little  bare  red  feet  and 
blue  fingers  handling  bricks.  That  mem- 
ory makes  me  feel  especially  grateful 
that  Methodism  has  a Methodist  Com- 
mittee for  Overseas  Relief.

PRESIDENT  TRUMAN  ENDORSES  RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION  WEEK 

President  Harry  S.  Truman  endorsed  Religious  Education 
Week,  which  will  be  observed  throughout  the  nation  from 
September  28  through  October  5,  in  a letter  to  Dr.  Roy  G. 
Ross,  general  secretary  of  the  International  Council  of  Reli- 
gious Education,  sponsor  of  the  observance. 

“I  am  happy  to  note  the  splendid  theme  selected  for  the 
seventeenth  annual  observance  of  Religious  Education  Week,” 
the  Chief  Executive  wrote.  “ ‘Faith  is  the  Victory,  seems 
peculiarly  fitting  at  this  hour  in  human  history.” 

The  President  declared  that  perhaps  never  before  has 
there  been  as  much  need  as  today  for  teaching  young  people 
that  “spiritual  growth  is  the  goal  of  all  history.” 

Continued  moral  development  is  possible  through  in- 
struction in  the  doctrines  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man,  Mr.  Truman  affirmed.  “This  is  the 
faith  we  live  by,  and  nothing  can  break  that  faith,”  he  said. 

Religious  Education  Week  will  be  observed  by  thousands 
of  Protestant  churches  in  the  40  denominations  and  the  634 
state,  provincial,  county  and  city  councils  of  churches  and 
religious  education  which  cooperate  in  educational  work 
through  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education, 
according  to  Dr.  Ross.  Many  national,  state  and  civic  leaders 
are  giving  their  support  to  this  celebration  in  an  effort  to  give 
further  emphasis  to  Christian  teaching.

DARK  GLORY 

“Dark  Glory,”  a new  book  by  Harry  V.  Richardson, 
(Friendship  Press,  207  pages,  paper  $1.00,  cloth  $2.00,)  is 
the  first  full-length  study  of  the  church  among  Negroes  in 
rural  America.  It  is  the  author’s  opinion  that  the  rural 
church  is  the  greatest  institution  developed  by  Negroes  on 
Americal  soil. 

Dr.  Richardson,  a scholar  of  pre-eninence,  is  an  honor 
graduate  of  the  Harvard  Divinity  School  and  holds  a Doctor 
of  Philosophy  degree  from  Drew  University.  For  the  past 


fifteen  years,  lie  has  served  as  Chaplain  at  Tuskegee  Insti- 
tute. During  these  yeai  >,  he  has  worked  intensely  in  southern 
rural  areas  and  has  pioneered  in  methods  of  in-service  minis- 
terial training.  He  is  today,  perhaps,  the  outstanding  apostle 
of  rural  church  improvement.  It  is  out  of  this  experience 
that  his  book,  "Dark  Glory'*  was  created. 

1 his  look  looks  far  below  the  surface  and  discovers 
basic  difficulties.  Dr.  Richardson  traces  the  history  of  the 
church  among  Negroes  in  the  South  and  shows  how  present 
patterns  were  developed.  Entwined  with  religious  practices 
of  this  region  are  social  and  economic  as  well  as  interracial 
problems.  Therefore,  it  readily  will  be  seen  that  this  book 
makes  a very  significant  contribution  to  literature  dealing 
with  life  in  America. 

While  accurate  and  informative,  "Dark  Glory”  is  writ- 
ten with  clarity,  simplicity  and  strong  human  feeling.  The 
twelve  chapters  are  logically  and  concisely  drawn.  It  is 
carefully  documented  and  amply  indexed. 

A wide  distribution  of  this  book  should  help  to  improve 
relationships  in  southern  rural  areas  and  serve  to  establish 
a better  basis  for  cooperation  between  Christians  of  both 
races. 

It  will  be  of  special  interest  to  ministers  and  teachers 
ol  mission  study  classes,  to  secretaries  of  town  and  country 
work  of  various  church  groups,  to  leaders  in  all  interracial 
organizations,  and  as  a text  or  collateral  reading  in  classes 
of  sociology  or  religion,  and  to  all  students  of  rural  or 
Negro  life. 

“C  C CLUB”  OF  LARGO  COLLECTS  COUPONS 

We  received  a nice  lot  of  coupons  from  Largo  the  other 
day.  That  fact  is  not  so  surprising  in  itself  for  there  are 
not  many  days  that  we  do  not  receive  a nice  lot  of  coupons 
from  some  church.  But  what  particularly  attracted  our  at- 
tention to  this  lot  was  the  fact  that  it  was  sent  by  the 
“C  C Club”  of  the  Largo  Methodist  Church. 

The  “C  C Club”  is  apparently  a splendid  organization 
of  real  live  church  workers.  It  is  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  Chancel  Choir  in  the  Largo  Church  and  these  members 
between  the  ages  of  6 and  11  years.  Thus,  while  they  serve 
God  and  their  Church  in  the  worship  services  in  the  sanc- 
tuary their  horizons  are  not  limited  by  their  local  activities. 
Rather  they  have  bound  themselves  together  for  other  work 
and,  among  other  things,  have  collected  and  sent  these  coupons 
to  their  young  friends  at  the  Florida  Methodist  Children’s 
Home  hoping  that  “this  will  help  toward  the  new  bus  you 
need.” 

Moral:  “Go  thou  and  do  likewise.”

BISHOP  ERNEST  G.  RICHARDSON 

Bishop  Ernest  G.  Richardson,  for  16  years  Bishop  of  the 
Philadelphia  Area,  died  September  5 in  the  Philadelphia 
Methodist  Hospital.  He  had  retired  in  1944,  but  last  winter 
had  been  recalled  to  service  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  to 
administer  the  Wisconsin  Area  following  the  death  of  Bishop 
Schuyler  Garth  last  January. 

Taken  ill  in  Wisconsin  about  a month  ago  Bishop  Rich- 
ardson returned  to  Philadelphia  and  entered  the  hospital 
where,  for  a time  he  showed  improvement. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Arch  Street  Church,  Phila- 
delphia, Monday,  September  8,  his  successor  in  the  Phila- 
delpria  Area,  Bishop  Fred  Pierce  Corson,  officiating,  assisted 
by  Bishop  Charles  Wesley  Flint  and  others. 
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When  the  Methodist  Church  moves  into 
a little  city,  takes  over  the  City  Hall 
and  enlists  the  Mayor  and  city  officials 
in  the  undertaking — then  such  enterprise 
certainly  makes  news.  But  that  is  ex- 
actly what  has  been  done  at  Orange  Park 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Thomas 
D.  Ryan.  The  old  Town  Hall  with  a 
full  acre  of  ground  has  been  purchased. 
The  building  will  be  rolled  into  the  rear 
of  the  lot  and  a sturdy  new  chapel  erected 
at  the  heart  of  that  old  city.  Member- 
ship is  growing  and  there  is  every  pro- 
mise of  a strong  church  in  the  near 
future. 

Revival  services  at  the  Glen  Myra 
Church,  the  Rev.  Leonard  DeLautry,  pas- 
tor, were  highly  successful  resulting  in 
a spiritual  awakening  among  the  entire 
community  and  added  many  to  the  mem- 
bership. The  building  is  being  further 
enlarged  and  the  work  moves  forward 
under  the  leadership  of  this  able  and 
consecrated  young  man. 

Rev.  Marvin  Sweat,  Jr.,  recently  gra- 
duated with  honors  from  Florida  South- 
ern College,  is  leading  a successful  re- 
vival meeting  at  Wesley  Memorial 
Church.  According  to  reports  the  house 
is  being  filled  to  capacity  every  night  and 
many  are  finding  their  way  into  a joyous 
Christian  experience  and  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  our  church. 

Green  Cove  Springs  reports  rapid 
growth  in  the  Sunday  School,  the  num- 
bers now  more  than  double  the  record 
of  a year  ago.  Morning  congregations 
continue  to  fill  the  pretty  church  and  the 
heroic  effort  to  retire  the  remaining  debt 
on  the  building  erected  for  service  men 
is  having  an  encouraging  response.  The 
little  city  is  growing  and  our  Methodism 
is  making  a large  contribution  towai'd 
the  spiritual  growth  of  the  entire  com- 
munity.

E.  C.  Few  is  serving  his  fourth  year. 
Mr.  L.  P.  McCord,  for  the  last  twenty- 
five  years  general  superintendent  of  the 
last  twenty-five  years  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  Church  School  is  making- 
bold  plans  for  an  increased  attendance  as 
wre  come  into  this  phase  of  the  Crusade 
for  Christ.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINDINGS  COM- 
MITTEE OF  THE  NATIONAL 
METHODIST  RURAL  LIFE 
CONFERENCE 

The  Findings  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference 
held  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  late  in  July, 
studied  the  reports  of  the  Eight  Study 
Group  leaders  and  has  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing as  its  report: 

We  believe  that  God  is,  that  He  is 
Creator  and  Father,  having  set  man  to 
dwell  in  fellowship  upon  the  earth.  The 
belief  of  One-world,  One-family,  is  in 
a sense  primary,  and  easy  for  the  Christ- 
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ian  to  hold.  To  practice  its  implications 
may  be  more  difficult. 

We  express  profound  appreciation  for 
the  part  that  the  United  States  had  in 
establishing  the  kernal  of  Christian 
philosophy  at  the  heart  of  the  United 
Nations.  But  we  now  consider  unilateral 
action  a threat  to  the  United  Nations 
and  to  the  safety  of  the  world,  and  point 
to  Indonesia,  Greece,  Korea,  and  Palestine 
as  present  areas  of  tension  demonstrat- 
ing that  we  have  been  going  the  wrong 
way,  and  we  call  upon  the  United  States 
Government  to  change  its  political 
strategy. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  Christian 
Church  make  a community  level  approach 
to  the  racial  and  class  problems  being 
as  tactful  as  courageous  action  will  al- 
low. The  recognition  of  the  sanctity  of 
human  personality  should  be  encouraged 
as  the  most  promising  approach  to  the 
easing  and  eventual  elimination  of  class 
and  racial  tensions. 

The  church  must  develop  a national 
rural  policy  for  the  church  which  is 
community-  centered,  and  bring  Metho- 
dist policy  and  program  into  line  with 
this  principle.  There  is  urgent  need  for 
more  democracy  in  Methodist  Church 
administration,  securing  more  partici- 
pation on  the  part  of  laymen  in  policy 
making  and  program  formulation. 

The  Church  must  train  ministers  for 
rural  community  life  as  a vocation,  give 
adequate  financial  support,  and  assign, 
and  support  ministers  in  terms  of  losal 
1 ural  church  needs. 

There  is  need  for  a church  policy  in 
regard  to  the  ministry  of  the  body  as 
well  as  the  spirit. 

The  community  approach  by  the 
Methodist  Church  must  include:  Business 
practices  and  farming  practices  that 
should  be  looked  upon  as  a vital  concern 
cf  the  entire  church;  Christian  practices 
that  should  be  encouraged  by  and  ex- 
emplified in  the  church;  And  the  com- 
munity approach  should  encourage  small 
owner-operated  enterprises;  thus  the 
church  would  become  informed  on  public 
issues  relating  to  rural  life. 

The  church  should  seek  cooperation 
v.  iih  all  educational  and  recreational 
agencies  to  assure  that  Christian  values 
be  central  in  all  educational  experiences. 

The  church  should  acknowledge  the 
value  of  the  work  of  other  organizations 
in  the  community,  promote  fellowship 
among  them,  encourage  longer  pastor- 
; t:s,  sponsor  community  cooperation,  and 
develop  a sense  of  relationship  to  God 
in  all  phases  of  community  life. 

The  local  church  membership  should 
accept  greater  civic  responsibility  for 
clean  government  and  encourage  and 
promote  health  institutions  to  serve  rural 
people  without  regard  to  class  or  race. 

The  church  has  a peculiar  responsibili- 
ty to  consider  the  areas  of  mutual  con- 
cern of  the  city  and  the  countryside,  and 
to  serve  as  an  active  agency  for  recon- 
ciliation between  farm,  industry  and  labor 
groups. 

The  church  must  enlist  talented  youth 
in  the  community  for  full-time  Christian 
life  service,  providing  and  encouraging 
adequate  rural  educational  preparation, 
recruit  and  train  laymen  for  Christian 
service,  and  produce  leaders  for  com- 
munity life  and  service. 

Methodism’s  ministerial  supply  is  on 
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the  increase,  yet  because  of  the  unusually 
high  rate  of  retirement  together  with 
the  greatly  accelerated  expansion  of 
Methodist  work  there  is  a call  for  an  un- 
preceented  number  of  recruits  to  the 
Christian  ministry  during  the  next  five 
years.  There  is  a need  for  at  least  1,000 
well  trained  young  men  each  year. 

So  essential  to  the  success  of  Metho- 
dism’s total  mission  is  the  life  and  work 
of  the  rural  church  that  strong  and 
vigorous  steps  must  be  taken  by  the 
Church  as  a whole  to  insure  organiza- 
tional and  administrative  procedures  that 
will  enable  the  pastors  of  rural  churches 
to  do  this  work  more  effectively.  Give 
the  man  who  serves  in  rural  areas  a fair 
salary,  program  and  position,  and  Meth- 
odism will  discharge  its  obligations  to 
rural  America  in  establishing  the  King- 
dom of  our  Lord. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  General 
Conference  give  consideration  to  giving 
such  additional  support  as  is  needed  by 
the  Department  of  Town  and  Country 
Work,  both  for  staff  and  fund  expansion, 
to  make  it  most  effective. 
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The  welfare  iff  the  church  is  dependent 
upon  a sound  land  policy  that  guarantees 
proper  stewardship  of  the  land  and  pro- 
\ ides  and  adequate  living  and  way  of 
life  for  farm  labor,  the  form  tenant -op- 
erator, and  the  owner-operator.  This 
policy  must  provide  a good  residence  for 
the  farm  family,  maintenance  o fthe 
family-type  farm  as  the  basic  operating 
unit  in  agriculture,  security  of  operation 
for  the  tenant,  continued  reclamation, 
conservation,  and  development  of  land 
resources. 

The  outstanding  land  use  and  tenure 
problems  now  confronting  the  nation  in- 
clude exploitive  use  of  the  land,  decline 
of  soil  fertility,  and  uncontrolled  soil 
erosion;  a poor  adjustment  of  rural  pop- 
ulation to  the  land,  with  too  many  fami- 
lies to  make  a living  in  some  areas  and 
concentration  of  ownership  and  control 
in  others;  the  frequent  absence  of  land- 
lord-tenant relations  that  provide  security 
for  tenant  families  and  protect  the  soil; 
and  inllated  land  values  that  make  it 
difficult  for  young  couples  to  start  in 
farming. 
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In  order  to  correct  these  problems  and 
accomplish  desired  ends,  concerted  action 
is  needed  by  the  general  boards  and 
.officials  of  the  church,  the  ministers  and 
the  laymen  in  the  local  church.  Among 
the  specific  things  recommended  to  the 
committee  were  the  creation  of  a revolv- 
ing fund  to  aid  young  couples  to  get 
started  in  farming,  and  the  holding  of 
local  institutes  relating  to  land  tenure 
and  church  stability. 

The  rural  church  must  do  its  work 
with  fewer  people,  with  less  equipment, 
less  resources,  and  less  trained  profes- 
sional leadership.  The  remedy  lies  in 
belter  planning  of  local  church  programs 
on  the  annual,  quarterly  and  monthly 
basis  by  pastor  and  people  under  the 
guidance  and  supervision  of  the  District 
Superintendent  and  other  supervising 
agencies.  Inasmuch  as  there  are  many 
untrained  and  inexperienced  ministers 
working  in  rural  areas,  the  best  super- 
vision of  planning  and  execution  of  the 
program  is  a vital  need. 

The  Church  School  phase  of  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ  offers  both  valuable 
stimulus  and  general  guidance  to  pas- 
tors and  people  in  the  achievement  of 
these  basic  objectives,  and  town  and 
country  churches  should  include  enthus- 
iastic participation  in  the  Crusade  among 
their  goals  and  plans. 

There  are  may  factors  affecting  mod- 
ern home  life  and  these  have  resulted  in 
a crisis  in  society,  creating  both  a danger 
and  an  opportunity.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  Christian  Church  lead  out  in  a 
program  of  action  for  stabilizing  the 
home  and  building  Christian  family  life 
i . rural  communities. 

There  should  be  a long-range  program 
of  education  for  ministerial  and  lay  work- 
er j through  seminaries,  colleges,  insti- 
tutes and  other  educational  agencies. 

There  should  be  a year’s  emphasis  and 
intensive  program  on  the  buLding  of  a 
Christian  family  and  home  life  in  which 
all  the  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the 
church  unite  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops. 

Then  there  should  be  seme  very  definite 
methods  of  coopeiation  with  the  other 
church,  s in  the  local  community.  There 
in  should  be  the  allocation  of  new 
unchurched  fields  to  one  denomination. 
In  communities  of  decreasing  population, 
too  small  to  support  two  or  more 
churches,  the  mutual  exchange  of  fields 
was  discussed.  The  desirability  of  all 
churches  being  community-centered  was 
stiessed,  and  it  was  recomended  that 
these  community  churches  be  affiliated 
with  a denomination.  The  federation  of 
chi  rehes  was  recomended  in  some  com- 
petitive fields  where  other  means  of 
cooperation  were  not  possible.  The 
laiger  parish  and  the  supervised  parish 
were  approved.  It  was  urged  that 
the  pastors  try  to  serve  all  the 
families  within  the  parish,  not  served 
by  some  other  church,  regardless  of  class 
or  caste.  After  studying  the  various 
methods  of  cooperation  in  a local  com- 
munity, it  was  urged  that  The  Metho- 
dic t Church  take  aggressive  action  to- 
ward the  organic  union  of  Protestantism. 

To  this  end  we  stand  ready  at  all 
times  to  put  Christ  first.  We  are  not 
seeking  to  build  a Methodist  rural 
America,  but  to  build  cooperatively  a 
Christian  rural  America.  Men  and  com- 
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munities  may  be  redeemed  in  larger 
measure  whom  God’s  love  is  permitted 
to  find  expression  through  that  form  of 
cooperative  living  which  permits  the  peo- 
ple of  a community  to  live  on  the  high- 
est level  of  Christian  brotherhood. 

MAKING  METHODISM  METHODIST 

(Book  review) 
by  Rev.  Jack  A.  Davis 
It  is  a fundamental  of  Protestant 
liberty  that  a man  can  severely  critize 
the  human  mismanagement  of  his  church 
and  at  the  same  time  love  it  so  dearly 
that  he  will  give  his  whole  life  to  its 
service.  Five  preachers  of  the  Alabama 
Conference  asserted  this  liberty,  without 
an  intimation  of  disloyalty — by  making 
a careful  study  of  the  relation  of  the 
Methodist  Church  to  Agriculture  and  In- 
dustiy  in  present  day  America — and  ex- 
pressed their  findings  in  a series  of  ar- 
ticles, published  in  ‘-The  Pastor”  and 
now  appearing  in  book  form  under  the 
title  “Making  Methodism  Methodist.” 
This  study  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the 
product  of  5 minds,  and  throughout  it 
is  evident  that  the  conclusions  have  been 
arrived  at,  as  a result  of  earnest  dis- 
cussion. The  chief  value  of  this  work 
flows  from  the  fact  that  these  five  men 
represent  the  whole  gamut  of  pastoral 
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charges,  from  the  down-town  city  church 
to  the  town  station  and  the  circuit.  The 
indictment  is  simply  this — that  the 
Methodist  Church  has  failed  to  develop 
a program  and  a message  to  make  re- 
ligion vital  to  the  large  masses  of  man- 
kind who  earn  their  livelihood  in  Agri- 
culture and  Industry.  They  point  out 
that  the  Methodist  Church  began  as  a 
church  of  the  common  people,  but  at  this 
time  when  they  are  becoming  increasing- 
ly powerful  and  determinative  of  our 
national  character,  our  Church  is  losing 
its  hold  upon  them,  and  as  a result  we  are 
in  danger  of  dealing  with  side  issues — 
instead  of  keeping  in  the  main  stream 
of  dynamic  social  development. 

The  result  of  the  failure  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church,  as  well  as  other  churches, 
to  minister  to  these  groups  is  shown  by 
the  tragic  waste  of  our  physical  resources 
in  the  mercenary  exploitation  of  the 
soil,  the  indifference  of  the  members  of 
labor  unions  to  any  appeal  from  the 
organized  church,  and  the  ease  with 
which  union  members  submit  to  dicta- 
torial leadership.  The  weakness  of  our 
church  is  that  it  has  not  continued  to  be 
a truly  representative  chui'ch.  We  are 
guilty  of  taxation  without  representa-

tion.  A study  of  the  1944  General  Con- 
ference reveals  that  of  the  331  elected 
clerical  delegates,  only  four  came  from 
rural  churches,  (a  little  more  than  l'<) 
yet  73C  of  our  churches  are  rural.  This 
condition  has  come  about  because  we 
have  permitted  the  worldly  standard  of 
success  to  come  into  our  system  of  plac- 
ing ministers. 

This  is  a contrast  to  the  system  of 
equalized  salaries  which  prevailed 
through  most  of  the  19th  Century.  Ac- 
cording to  our  present  system  it  is  al- 
most inevitable  that  the  ambition  of 
every  preacher  will  be  to  serve  a large 
town  or  city  church,  and  to  use  the  small 
rural  or  Mill  churches  only  as  stepping 
stones,  to  be  left  behind  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  worst  result  of  this  is  that 
a preacher  rearly  is  sent  to  a new  field 
because  it  needs  what  he  is  qualified  to 
give,  but  because  it  can  offer  him  a 
promotion  up  the  ladder  of  ecclesiastical 
success. 

The  solution  suggested  is  that  the 
type  of  financial  plan  used  upon  the 
Mission  Field  be  applied  to  our  Metho- 
dist Ministry.  The  salary  is  figured 
upon  a basic  salary  plus  an  increase  for 
years  of  service  and  allowance  for  child- 
ren, with  other  adjustments  where  cost 
of  living  may  be  above  normal.  If, 
along  with  this,  there  is  provision  for 
health  insurance,  an  adequate  pension 
system  and  educational  assistance  for 
his  children — there  is  no  good  reason  why 
a Methodist  preacher  would  not  be  will- 
ing to  go  to  any  field  of  service  and  exalt 
his  ministry,  as  a servant  of  Christ. 

The  authors  of  this  study  state  that 
under  such  a system  three  of  them  would 
be  willing  to  devote  their  lives  to  a rural 
ministry  and  the  other  two  would  like 
to  serve  in  industrial  churches,  but  under 
the  present  system  the  economic  pressure 
is  so  strong  that  they  find  it  difficult  to 
at  all  times  put  their  ministry  above  their 
financial  situation. 

The  book  is  full  of  facts  which  de- 
serves consideration,  and  will  be  of  in- 
terest even  to  those  who  may  disagree 
with  its  conclusions.  The  book  is  bound 
in  paper,  and  its  small  cost  should  make 
is  possible  to  be  distributed  widely  among 
the  laymen  of  our  churches.  It  will  be 
sold  without  profit  to  its  authors,  and 
I highly  commend  its  reading  to  the 
members  of  our  Conference.

Methodist  Missionaries  who  were  instru- 
mental in  bringing  Syn  to  America,  and 
then  joined  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tolle  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  N.  C.,  thence  on  to  Braden- 
ton with  them. 

Syn,  along  with  his  mother,  grand- 
mother, three  brothers  and  two  sisters, 
survived  four  years  of  Jap  occupation  of 
Mayala  in  the  war,  during  which  his 
father  died  of  malnutrition. 

Food  was  very  scarce  during  the  oc- 
cupation and  the  people  subsisted  mainly 
on  tapioca.  Syn  refused  to  attend  Jap- 
anese schools  opened  by  the  invaders  and 
was  forced  to  work  for  the  Japs  until, 
because  of  lack  of  nourishment,  he  be- 
came unable  to  hold  up  his  job  as  an 
apprentice  in  a motor  car  garage.  He 
then  was  allowed  to  work  in  an  individ- 
ually owned  medical  shop. 

When  Japan  surrendered  and  Allied 
forces  took  over  in  Malaya,  “there  was 
great  rejoicing  by  all  the  people  who  had 
suffered  so  much,”  Syn  said. 

Syn,  who  has  finished  what  is  equiva- 
lent to  an  American  high  school  educa- 
tion, is  fond  of  sports  and  especially 
badminton,  which  is  the  most  popular 
outdoor  game  in  Malaya. 

Florida’s  climate  is  similar  to  Malaya’s 
he  said,  adding,  however,  that  it  seldom 
falls  below  65  degrees  in  Malaya  at  any 
time  of  the  year.  “We  have  a rainy 
season  there,  too,”  he  added.  Malaya 
like  Florida,  is  a penisula,  jutting  out 
from  Indo-China. 

Rev.  Tolle  said  the  inspiration  to  bring 
the  youth  to  America  for  an  education 
came  to  the  local  church  last  February 
when  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Amstutz,  who  were 
on  the  Florida  Chain  of  Missionary 
Assemblies  program  here,  mentioned  that 
they  had  hopes  of  bringing  three  pro- 
mising young  men  to  the  States  for 
training. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Amstutz  were  Methodist 
Missionaries  to  Malaya.  He  chose  to 
stay  with  his  work  there  when  the  war 
broke  out.  He  was  taken  prisoner  when 
Singapore  fell  and  suffered  for  four  years 
in  a Jap  concentration  camp.  After  his 
release  he  stayed  in  Malaya  for  a year  to 
help  reestablish  the  work  of  the  church. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Amstutz  are  returning 
to  their  missionary  work  the  middle  of 
September. 

The  scholarship  committee  of  the  local 
church  will  administer  funds  for  Syn’s 
education  and  is  “prepared  to  help  others 
as  the  opportunity  permits,”  Rev.  Tolle 
stated.  Committee  members  are  Ray- 
mond Turner,  C.  Rowland  Shannon,  Miss 
Doris  Jean  Fix  and  Mrs.  Joe  A.  Tolle.

Heights,  Lakeland,  First  Church,  Se- 
bring,  and  First  Church,  Ft.  Myers.  The 
plans  for  these  meetings  include  the  pre- 
sentation of  information  to  the  -workers 
of  the  local  churches  concerning  the  Na- 
tion-wide Church  School  Home  Visitation 
Campaign,  and  other  phases  of  the  1948

Rev.  W.  J.  Ashworth,  our  pastor  at 
Avon  Park,  reports  that  a contract  has 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  the  first 
unit  of  a modern  educational  plant  When 
the  first  unit  is  completed  it  will  have 
classrooms  for  nursery,  kindergarten, 
primary  and.  junior  classes,  and  will 
have  assembly  halls  of  primaries  and 
juniors.  Later  a second  unit  will  be 
constructed,  which  will  consist  of  class- 
rooms for  older  groups  and  a large 
social  hall  and  modernly  equipped  kit- 
chen. These  buildings  will  have  a mod- 
ern heating  and  cooling  system. 

The  Eaton  Park  Church  concluded  a 
successful  one  week  Vacation  Bible 
School  with  a graduation  program  held 
Sunday  evening,  August  17.  Final  fig- 
ures showed  an  enrollment  of  79  with 
an  average  attendance  of  55.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  approved  study  courses,  the 
school  sponsored  handicraft  activities 
which  included  plaster  moulding,  spatter 
printing,  linoleum  carving,  card  sewing, 
and  drawing  and  painting.  The  school 
was  directed  by  Rev.  Edward  W.  Nor- 
man, pastor  of  the  church.

Rev.  J.  E.  Woodward  reports  that 
Lake  Alfred’s  summer  congregations 
have  been  good.  The  church  choir,  com- 
posed largely  of  young1  people  and  dir- 
ected by  Miss  Frances  Boley,  provided 
special  music  at  nearly  all  the  services. 
Two  fellowship  suppers  for  the  entire 
congregation  were  held  at  the  Woman’s 
Club  building  this  summer.  Friends 
from  another  denomination  made  an  of- 
fering of  $500  for  our  Children’s  Home  at 
the  fifth  Sunday  services  in  August. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  two  new

Methodism  in  the  Gainesville  District 
can  erect  another  sign  post  in  the  Cru- 
-ade  for  Christ.  On  Friday,  September 
5th,  First  Methodist  Church  in  Ocala, 
Florida,  Dr.  Peele  fired  the  shot  “heard 
around  the  District”  to  “Increase  Church 
School  enrollment  and  attendance.”  He 
told  the  ministers  that  is  was  a “family 
affair.”  This  Crusade  program  has  a 
ministry  and  a message  for  the  baby  in 
the  “Cradle  Roll,”  for  the  shut  in  or 
Home  Department,  the  Children  and  the 
adult.  The  parish  of  the  Church  School 
is  the  entire  family.  “Church  going 
faimilies  are  happier.”  Dr.  Shuler 
Peele  had  returned  from  the  state  and 
regional  and  national  planning  confer- 
ences and  asked  the  ministers  of  the 
Gainesville  District  “Are  Ye  Able,”  and 
they  responded  in  one  voice,  “We  are 
able”  through  the  grace  and  power  of 
God. 

From  September  14  through  October 
12  the  Church  has  set  aside  a period 
for  Home  Visitation  where  every  person 
under  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist 
Church  is  to  be  contacted  with  reference 
to  Church  School  attendance.  During 
the  months  of  October,  November  and 
December  the  emphasis  will  be  upon 
the  improved  quality  of  teaching  staff. 
The  Gainesville  District  in  1944  had  en- 
rolled in  her  Church  Schools  5096  and 
set  for  her  goal  by  1948,  at  least  7624. 
By  June,  1946  there  was  reported  6230 
v hich  leaves  1394  persons  yet  to  contact 
and  minister  to  . Each  church  was 
given  its  — mimum  goals  to  attain. 

Viewing  the  Church  School  as  a chan- 
nel through  which  we  are  able  to  lead 
the  people  to  Christ  and  His  saving 
grace,  the  Church  School  Year  of  the 
Crusade  for  Christ  stands  among  her 
brothers,  “A  New  World  Order,”  “Re- 
lief and  Reconstruction,”  “Evangelism,” 
and  “Stewardship”  and  singing  those 
triumphant  hymns  of  the  Christian  faith, 
“There’s  a Song  in  the  Air,”  “He  is 
Risen,”  “O  For  a Thousand  Tongues  to 
Sing”  and  “Holy,  Holy,  Holy.”  See 
These  Banners  (^o!  “Arise  . . . Metho- 
dism” Crusade  for  Christ. 

Rev.  Thaxton  Springfield  was  pre- 
sented to  the  meeting  by  Dr.  Peele.  He 
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told  us  that  there  was  expected  at  lease 
2500  to  3000  Methodist  students  to  the 
University  of  Florida.  There  is  expect- 
ed 5C0  women  which  may  average  one- 
fourth  Methodist.  Rev.  Springfield  is 
working-  literally  night  and  day  to  meet 
effectively  and  spiritually  this  University 
palish  of  some  3000  students.  His  work 
compares  with  the  largest  churches  in 
our  state  in  challenge,  in  opportunity 
and  in  size  of  membership  and  in  back 
breaking  toil.  He  urges  every  pastor 
of  the  Florida  Conference  to  send  im- 
mediately the  names  at  least  and  the 
addresses  ifpossible  of  every  Methodist 
student  attending  the  University  whether 
it  be  Freshman  or  Senior.  Please  send 
that  boy  or  girls  name  today  along  with 
your  prayers.

Thaxton  Springfield’s  work  and  remind- 
ed us  that  Rev.  C.  Durward  McDonell 
and  the  Wesley  Community  and  Centen- 
ary Churches  together  with  First 
Church  and  the  Wesley  Foundation  join 
hands  and  hearts  with  the  District  Sup- 
erintendent, Dr.  Peele,  in  presenting  to 
the  University  of  Florida  Students  a 
united  front  of  Methodism!

Rev.  A.  Dale  Hagler,  Lee  D.  Rustin, 
Mrs.  Glenn  C.  James,  James  Mason, 
John  D.  Kille,  Miss  Elizabeth  Enecks, 
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Mrs.  Iloyt  Tatum,  Roy  A.  Perry  and  Dr. 
Henry  W.  Blackburn. 

The  destructive  hurricane  of  September 
17  causing  property  damage  of  many 
millions  in  the  district,  was  even  more 
costly  in  its  damage  to  citrus  and  avaca- 
do  groves,  trueh  and  sugar  cane  crops, 
and  in  its  flooding  of  farm  lands  and 
drowning  of  cattle.  Among  the  churches 
damaged  seriously  are:  Hialeah  Commu- 
nity Church  where  the  roof  was  des- 
troyed and  water  damage  will  amount 
to  more  than  $2,500;  Boca  Raton  Church 
and  newly  purchased  parsonage,  damage 
to  roof  at  least  $1,000  (and  the  pastor’s 
trailer  valued  at  $1,400  was  completely 
destroyed  after  being  hurled  58  feet;) 
Delray  Beach,  crashed  windows,  front 
door,  electrical  equipment,  bulletin  board, 
and  water  damage  running  into  hundreds 
of  dollars;  Lake  Worth,  $500  crashed 
window  and  water  damage;  South 
Miami,  $300  broken  windows  and  water 
damage;  other  churches  in  the  district 
suffered  in  the  storm,  and  some  have 
not  yet  been  heard  from  because  of 
closed  roads  and  broken  communication 
lines. 

The  site  for  the  Latin  Centre  in  Miami 
was  purchased  recently  by  the  City  So- 
ciety of  the  Miami  District  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  at  a cost 
of  $16,000  with  funds  secured  from  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension,  and  the 
Extension  Section  of  the  Division  of 
Home  Missions  of  the  generad  board. 
Approval  of  the  lot  on  the  northwest 
corner  of  Twelfth  Street  and  Miami  Ct. 
was  secured  b-  the  District  Superinten- 
dent at  a meeting  of  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  centre  in  New  York  on 
September  15.  Dr.  H.  W.  Blackburn, 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Feaster  and  Mrs.  T.  V.  Moore 
represented  the  Miami  group. 

Rev.  John  H.  Hanger  announces  the 
purchase  of  an  additional  lot  adjoining 
the  Park  Temple  Methodist  Church,  Ft. 
Lauderdale,  at  a cost  of  $9,000.  The 
new  property  will  provide  more  adequate- 
ly for  the  new  $125,000  Church  School 
building  to  be  erected  at  an  early  date. 

Grady  Spires  of  Trinity  Church,  Miami, 
former  president  of  the  student  body 
of  Miami  High  School,  and  Gilbert  Evans 
of  Park  Temple,  Ft.  Lauderdale,  youth 
leader  in  that  city  were  licensed  to  preach 
by  the  ad  interim  committee  of  the 
district,  at  a recent  meeting. 

Dr.  Albert  Edward  Day,  of  the  Board 
of  Evangelism,  assisted  by  his  faculty 
of  the  New  Life  Movement,  will  lead 
the  pastors  of  the  Miami  District  in  a 
Retreat  beginning  October  14,  and  clos- 
ing on  October  17. 

Rev.  Wm.  Williams  has  been  appointed 
pastor  at  Highland  Park  Methodist 
Church  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of 
Rev.  Walter  Cross  who  has  returned  to 
Emory  University  to  complete  his  sem- 
inary training. 

First  Church,  West  Palm  Beach  has 
set  as  its  goal  1000  members  in  the 
Church  School  during  1948;  this  will 
represent  a very  substantial  increase  in 
enrollment.

The  ministers  and  Church  School  offi- 
cers of  the  Orlando  District,  along  with 
other  leading  laymen,  met  at  First 
Church,  Orlando,  September  22nd  to 
make  plans  for  the  fifth  and  last  phase 
of  the  Crusade  for  Christ.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Paul  Fletcher,  District 
Superintendent,  the  churches  of  the 
Orlando  District  are  looking  forward  to 
a year  of  increased  Church  School  en- 
rollment and  attendance.  Several  speak- 
ers were  featured  at  this  meeting  who 
outlined  the  aims  and  points  of  em- 
phasis in  the  year  of  Church  School 
advancement.  Rev.  Kenneth  Rogers  of 
Winter  Park  spoke  on  the  purposes  and 
aims  of  the  Fifth  year  of  the  Crusade 
for  Christ.  Mrs.  II.  Smith,  of  DeLand, 
spoke  briefly  on  the  task  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  for  the  coming  year.  Miss  Mary 
Hubbard  of  Orlando,  outlined  programs 
relating  to  the  Youth  Division  of  the 
Church  and  the  means  by  which  increas- 
ed interest  on  the  part  of  youth  can  be 
obtained.  Dr.  John  Branscomb  of  Or- 
lando gave  some  helpful  and  practical 
means  by  which  the  entire  membership 
of  a local  church  can  participate  in  the 
drive  for  increased  Church  School  in- 
terest. Rev.  J.  T.  Dingley  of  Goss 
Memorial  outlined  for  the  group  the 
growth  in  membership  in  the  Churches 
and  Church  Schools  of  the  Orlando  Dis- 
trict since  1939  and  stressed  the  im- 
portant need  of  increased  enrollment  and 
attendance  in  the  Church  Schools  of  the 
district.  After  the  session  closed  a de- 
licious dinner  was  served  in  the  di  i lg 
room  by  the  ladies  of  First  Church, 
Orlando. 

Dr.  D.  H.  Rutter,  pastor  at  Meibom  e, 
reports  that  an  active  group  of  moi:  in 
the  church  there  has  organized  a Met:  o- 
dist  Men’s  Club  with  a membership  of 
thirty-five.  This  group  of  men  is  mani- 
festing a real  interest  and  determination 
to  build  up  the  Church  School  in  M 1- 
bourne.  Dr.  Rutter  also  reports  Lint 
three  McNulty  brothers  attended  the 
School  of  Music  in  Tallahassee  and  a.  re 
most  enthusiastic  over  the  training  they 
received  there.  Six  young  folks  from 
the  Melbourne  Church  are  attending  col- 
lege this  fall. 

On  the  Sunday  of  September  14th 
Rev.  T.  R.  Adams  baptized  three  infants 
and  received  two  into  the  membership 
of  the  church  at  Orlo  Vista.  This  church 
is  making  real  progress  under  the  leader- 
ship of  their  pastor.  A fine  Young 
Adult  group  is  enjoying  a rapid  growth 
at  Orlo  Vista. 

Something  new  has  been  added  to  the 
facilities  of  the  Church  School  at  Lock- 
hart. Not  only  do  public  schools  have 
buses,  but  the  Lockhart  Methodist 
Church  School  has  a bus  with  which  to 
bring  children  and  adults  into  the  church 
on  Sunday  morning.  Rev.  Oscar  Magar- 
ian,  the  pastor,  says  that  this  will  be  a 
great  help  in  increasing  the  attendance 
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at  Church  School,  which  is  one  of  th  • 
goals  for  this  year  of  the  Crusade  for 
Christ.  At  Zellwood,  which  is  also 
served  by  Rev.  Magarian,  a community 
center  has  been  built,  largely  under  the 
spoil- orship  of  the  Methodist  Church 
the  r.. 

Concord  Park  Church  in  Orlando  is 
going  ahead  in  its  plans  for  building  a 
new  church.  The  present  sanctuary  is 
being  moved  to  one  corner  of  the  church 
property  to  make  room  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  building.  Rev.  W. 
M.  Irwin,  pastor,  states  that  construction 
will  begin  as  soon  as  the  present  build- 
ing is  moved,  this  active  church  is 
performing  a very  significant  service  in 
the  religious  life  of  Orlando. 

The  Church  School  at  Goss  Memorial, 
Orlando,  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  the 
pastor,  Rev.  J.  T.  Dingley,  and  his 
family,  have  ben  forced  to  move  out  of 
the  parsonage,  which  adjoins  the  church, 
to  make  room  for  the  classes  of  the 
school.  The  church  has  purchased  a 
new  parsonage  a few  blocks  from  the 
church  and  the  pastor’s  family  has 
moved  there. 

Another  step  of  progress  was  made 
in  the  Orlando  District  when  the  con- 
gregation of  College  Park  Church  in 
Orlando  moved  into  their  beautiful,  new 
sanctuary  on  September  14th.  This 
church,  which  was  organized  three  years 
ago,  now  has  a membership  of  more  than 
250.  Their  new  sanctuary  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  city  of  Orlando 
and  brings  honor  to  Florida  Methodism. 
Rev.  Mauriece  Felton,  the  pastor,  states 
that  the  opening  day  was  a great  success. 
Dr.  Paul  Fletcher  delivered  the  first 
sermon  in  the  new  church  at  the  morning- 
service.  At  a special  service  in  the 
afternoon,  Dr.  John  Branscomb,  of  First 
Church,'  Orlando,  delivered  the  sermon. 
Dr.  J.  0.  Carder  of  Holden  Heights 
Church,  Orlando,  delivered  the  sermon 
at  the  evening  service. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  Rev.  R.  E. 
Aekenhusen,  pastor  at  Eau  Gallie,  has 
been  seriously  ill  at  Emory  University 
Hospital.  He  was  taken  ill  at  the 
Christian  Adventure  Camp  for  Interme- 
diates at  Camp  Rotary  in  July.  He  has 
recently  returned  to  his  home  at  Eau 
Gallie  and  a host  of  friends  and  fellow 
ministers  join  in  praying  for  his  speedy 
recovery. 

A well— attended  and  inspiring  Re- 
treat was  held  by  the  Central  Florida 
Sub-district  of  Methodist  Youth  at  Camp 
Wewa  on  the  week-end  of  September 
6-7.

OVERSEAS  RELIEF— OUR 
OPPORTUNITY 
By  Dr.  E.  Harold  Mohn 

I have  only  a short  space  in  which  to 
describe  the  tragedy  of  the  world.  The 
recent  wah  cost  humanity  one  trillion, 
four  hundred  billion  dollars.  That  re- 
presents much  more  than  a score  of 
governments,  on  both  sides  of  the  battle- 
line, are  bankrupt;  that  the  life  savings 
of  their  people  are  gone.  All  across 
the  world,  those  who  know  the  facts 
tell  us  that  today  one -half  the  popula- 
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tion  of  the  globe  is  under-fed;  that 
famine  conditions  and  extreme  destitu- 
tion still  are  rampant  across  Europe  and 
Asia,  in  India  and  China  ;:iui  else -where. 
Starvation  and  suffering  have  made  mil- 
lions of  our  fellow  men  desperate,  and 
we  do  not  see  the  end  of  it. 

Faced  with  these  facts,  we  need  to 
be  reminded  that  supplying  the  elemental 
needs,  of  body,  mind  and  soul  constitu- 
tes the  primary  basic  upon  which  to 
construct  a lasting  world  order.  We  can 
never  build  enduring  peace  and  justice, 
national  or  international,  upon  human 
suffering  and  privation.  Recognizing 
that  the  emerency  continues,  our  .Metho- 
dist Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  is 
set  to  the  purpose  of  helping  to  salvage 
civilization  and  to  give  humanity  a chance 
to  recover  from  despondency  and  des- 
peration. There  are  two  or  three  facts 
which  I want  you  to  face  with  me. 

FACT  ONE:  In  this  world  emergency 

the  greatest  sufferers,  the  worst  victims, 
are  the  children.  In  Germany,  the  Pro- 
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ie-t..\t  Relief  Committee  representing 
all  denominations  reports  that  last  winter 
one-third  ofal!  babies  horn  in  the  Berlin 
urea  died  of  starvation  or  exposure  or 
disease.  Dr.  Stanley  Triekett  reports 
thai  in  1946  one-half  of  the  babies  in 
Italy  died,  and  that  in  19-17  conditions 
are  just  as  serious.  These  babies  did 
not  have  even  a manger  of  straw  in 
which  to  lay  their  heads;  their  mothers 
provided  little  boxes  half-filled  with  saw- 
dust. There  were  no  swaddling-clothes 
in  which  to  wrap  these  infant  bodies; 
they  were  wrapped  in  rolls  of  paper. 

In  Germany,  one  of  our  pastors  report- 
ed the  testimony  of  a school  teacher 
member  of  his  congregation  as  follows: 
She  asked  the  thirty  boys  and  gill’s  in 
her  schoolroom  how  many  of  them  had 
had  anything  to  eat  that  day,  and  only 
ten  replied  in  the  affirmative,  at  this 
particular  moment,  above  all  other  con- 
sideration, it  is  these  children  and  mil- 
lions of  others  like  them  who  are  the

Wallace  Rivers,  another  cf  our  boys,  has 
made  arrangements  to  attend  school  in 
Sanford  where  he  has  gone  out  for 
football  also. 

Of  course,  the  Home  is  represented  in 
college.  Annie  Lou  Rivers  will  graduate 
from  Florida  State  University  at  Talla- 
hasse  this  year  and  Betty  Smith  will 
also  graduate  from  Stetson  University 
in  DeLand.

Just  a few  , reeks  ago  the  Rev.  Win. 
Harry  Moore,  pastor  of  the  Broadway 
Chur,  h in  Orlando,  brought  Mr.  Irwin 
Joslyn,  one  of  his  fine  laymen,  and  his 
projector  and  showed  both  the  folks  at 
the  Home  and  the  community  the  film 
version  of  “One  Foot  In  Heaven.” 

More  recently  the  boys  and  girls  have 
been  seeing  some  other  good  features, 
thanks  to  the  thoughtful  generosity  of 
Mr.  S.  “Tony”  Martucci,  central  Florida 
manager  of  Stevens  Pictures,  Inc.,  with 
offices  in  Orlando.  Here  again  the  needs 
of  the  Home  at  this  point  were  brought 
to  Mi’.  Martucci’s  attention  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Moore.  These  pictures  are  a real 
treat  for  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  Home 
and  the  kindness  of  these  good  frineds 
is  gieatly  appreciated. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  need  at  the  Home 
in  the  field  of  recreation  is  a sound  pro- 
jector of  its  own.  There  are  so  many 
very  excellent  films  available  at  little 
cost  and  even  without  cost  that  have 
both  recreational  and  educational  value. 
The  local  theatres  have  ever  been  most 
kind  in  admitting  groups  of  our  children 
from  time  to  time.  But  to  attend  the 
local  theatres  means  that  the  children 
must  go  at  the  hours  indicated  by  the 
management  and  there  is  alw'ays  the 
very  real  possibility  that  somewhere  on 
the  program  there  will  be  a film  contain- 
ing scenes  or  situations  not  suitable  for 
children.  Also,  there  are  very  few  such 
programs  that  have  interest  for  the  very 
small  children.  Yet  all  youngsters  are 
very  conscious  of  the  movies  and  it  is 
a form  of  entertainment  that  cannot 
well  be  constantly  denied  them.  Hence, 
it  appears  best  to  use  it  in  a form  that 
can  be  controlled. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this  there  are 
the  additional  uses  to  which  the  ampli- 
fying system  of  a sound  projector  may 
be  put.  The  Home  has  a very  good 
library  of  classical  recordings  which  could 
be  used  to  great  advantage  in  a program 
of  music  apnreciation  if  there  was  re- 
producing equipment  available.  Also,  the 
youngsters  like  to  play  folk  games  and 
it  would  be  possible  to  provide  music 
for  these  through  the  sound  system  of 
a projector. 

Therefore,  while  we  do  not  feel  that 


such  equipment  probably  has  any  pro- 
per lace  in  the  regular  budget  of  the 
Home,  we  wiuld  like  to  suggest  this  need 
as  a probable  project  or  interest  to  any 
persons  or  groups  that  are  interested 
in  the  “extras”  which  we  like  to  provide 
for  our  Florida  Methodist  Children’s 
Home  children.

Plans  for  the  continuation  of  the 
special  instructional  program  for  Latin- 
American  students  at  Florida  Southern 
College  under  the  sponsorship  of  0.  S. 
Bandy,  head  of  the  Spanish  department, 
were  announced  recently  by  President 
Ludd  M.  Spivey. 

To  assist  in  this  program,  Dr.  Spivey 
said  that  Senora  Angeline  Acuna,  a 
Guatemalan  educator  and  poetess,  has 
been  added  to  the  faculty.  A prize- 
winner for  her  poems  in  Central  Amer- 
ica, she  has  been  president  of  the  Cen- 
tral American  League  of  Democratic 
Women.  Senora  Acuna  lectured  to 
Southern  summer  school  classes  in 
Guatemala  and  has  been  invited  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  meeting  of  the  South  At- 
lantic Modern  Language  Teachers 
Association  in  Chattanooga  in  November. 

With  an  increasing  number  of  non- 
English  speaking  students  from  Latin- 
American  countries  entering  Southern 
each  year,  the  program  begun  last  year 
has  been  modified  to  include  freshm  i 
English,  Clinical  speech,  introduction  to 
American  culture,  modern  Spanish  liter- 
ature and  Latin-American  history,  ad 
taught  by  instructors  who  speak  Spanish 
fluently.  Physical  education  is  offered 
with  a interpreter’s  assistance. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Fletcher,  faculty  memb.  r 
who  is  a world-traveller  and  a former 
missionary  In  Cuba;  Mrs.  Ada  P.  HamL- 
ryck,  also  a former  missionary  who  is 
a native  of  Cuba  with  teaching  exper- 
ience in  Latin-America;  Mr.  Bandy  and 
Senora  Acuna  will  comprise  the  special 
faculty. 

During  their  freshman  year,  the  Latin- 
American  students  are  taught  to  speak 
English  and  generally  are  capable  of 
enrolling  in  the  regular  college  classes 
at  the  beginning  of  their  sophomore 
year. 

American  students  are  permitted  to 
register  in  some  of  the  classes  as  the 
Spanish  faculty  regards  the  learning  sit- 
uation as  ideal  for  those  who  have  ade- 
quate preparation. 

Senora  Acuna  has  been  teaching  at 
the  National  Normal  Institute  for  Girls 
in  Guatemala  city.  She  studied  at  the 
University  of  San  Carlos  where  she  was 
regarded  as  an  out-standing  botanist.

world’s  best  hope  fortomorrow.  Can  we 
do  anything  about  it? 

FACT  TWO:  Yes,  thank  God,  we  are 

doing  something.  Our  Communion  offer- 
ings last  year  provided  $220,000  for 
Overseas  Emergencies.  The  Crusade  for 
Christ  Fund  furnished  $600,000  more, 
but  this  support  will  run  out  one  of  these 
days,  unless  we  continue  some  plan  sim- 
ilar to  the  Crusade  for  Christ  program, 
and  pray  God  we  will!  In  addition,  about 
$854,000  was  provided  by  dii'ect  gifts 
from  individuals,  Sunday  School  classes, 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowships,  Woman’s 
Societies  and  churches.  Altogether  last 
year,  a total  of  $1,677,000  was  received 
by  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Over- 
seas Relief.  Yet  the  end  of  the  emer- 
gency is  not  here.  You  may  feed  a 
hungry  body  today,  it  will  be  hungry 
again  tomorrow;  and  we  must  continue 
this  process  until  relief  comes  in  suffi- 
cient measure  to  restore  the  wTorld. 
Methodism  is  definitely  a part  of  that 
restorative  .and  redemptive  process. 

FACT  THREE:  And  how  effective 

are  these  efforts?  We  are  getting  re- 
sults! May  I quote,  as  testimony,  four 
of  our  Bishops  on  the  other  side  of  the 
world?  Bishop  Chen  of  West  China: 
“But  for  the  continuous  support  of  this 
Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  most  of 
our  work  would  have  to  cease.”  Bishop 
Carleton  Lacy  in  South  China:  “But  for 
the  support  of  the  Methodist  Overseas 
Relief  during  these  past  few  years,  I do 
not  see  how  our  Church  in  Free  China 
could  have  avoided  collapse.”  Bishop 
Pickett  in  India:  “Hundreds  of  families 
in  India  could  not  have  existed  except 


for  this  Emergency  Relief.”  And  from 
Bishop  Garber:  “The  work  across  Europe 
could  not  have  carried  on  except  for  the 
Emergency  Overseas  Relief  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church.” 

FACT  FOUR:  Now  we  come  to  the 

vital  issue,  the  real  question.  I.s  oar 
money  sent  through  MCOR  ministering 
effectively  to  these  children,  who  are 
the  greatest,  sufferers,  yet  the  brightest 
and  perhaps  the  only  hope  of  tomorrow? 
Go  with  me  into  Poland  for  just  a mo- 
ment. Some  3,000  of  our  Methodist 
children  are  in  camps  across  the  c >u  \ 
all  of  school  ag;e.  We  have  80,000  con- 
stituent Methodists  in  Poland  and  among 
them  are  thousands  of  children  who  are 
destitute.  They  have  barely  enough 
food  to  keep  body  and  soul  together. 
They  are  the  easy  victims  of  disease, 
yet  they  are  the  hope  of  tomorrow',  a 
desperate  hope.  What  to  do  for  these 
boys  and  girls  to  keep  them  alive,  to 
provide  them  not  only  with  things  that 
sustain  their  bodies  but  inspire  their 
hearts  and  give  them  a new  interest  and 
faith,  this  is  our  task.  So  they  are 
taken  to  these  camps.  The  first  week 
they  are  fed  oatmeal  because  it  is  good 
for  them,  and  cheap.  At  the  end  of  a 
month  they  can  eat  normally,  and  are 
sufficiently  i-estored  in  body  to  be  sent 
back  home  with  newr  grip  and  outlook 
on  life.  It  costs  $5.00  to  keep  a boy  or 
girl  in  one  of  these  camps. 

Skip  across  into  Germany  with  me 
for  just  a moment,  where  in  connection 
writh  some  of  our  churches  there  are 
stations  set  up  for  supplementary  feed- 
ing. About  3,000  children  w'ere  caied 
for  in  this  manner  last  summer.  They 
are  given  a slice  of  rye  bread,  not 
spread  with  butter  but  wuth  lard  sprink- 
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led  with  salt,  and  a cup  of  hot  rye  coffee. 
Every  second  day  they  are  provided  a 
cup  of  cocoa  and  every  third  day  an 
egg.  Without  this  supplemental  fuell- 
ing many  of  them  could  not  be  sustained 
in  normal  activity. 

Recently  a picture  of  two  pairs  of 
shoes  was  published  in  the  Christian 
Advocate.  One  shoe  of  the  first  pair 
is  half  worn  out  and  the  other  nearly 
so.  They  belonged  to  a boy  who  missed 
school  because  he  was  mactically  shoe- 
less in  cold  weather  and  ashamed.  Over- 
seas Relief  supplied  a new  pair.  In  the 
picture  they  shine  beside  the  old  dilapi- 
dated ones.  It  cost  $5.00  to  deliver  the 
new  shoes  to  that  boy.  But  his  life  was 
changed.  With  shoes  on  his  feet  a new 
boy  returned  to  school,  church  and  Sun- 
day School.  Five  dollars  will  put  a boy 
or  girl  back  into  circulation,  it  will  re- 
claim him  at  camp  and  restore  him  to 
society.  Five  dollars  will  put  shoes  on 
the  feet  of  a boy  or  girl  and  change 
a life.  But  the  five  dollars  are  running- 
out.  So  too  is  time  running  out.  That’s 
what  makes  it  — EMERGENCY. 

Miss  Dorothy  McConnell,  at  a recent 
Chapel  service  in  New  York,  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  “Worship  and  Money.” 
She  explained  how  they  had  canvassed 
trends  in  New  York  City  to  find  emer- 
gency money  to  take  care  of  despairing 
Methodist  families  in  Hungary.  Nobody 
was  much  interested  because  they  con- 
tended that  Russia  had  moved  in  and 
taken  over.  But  Miss  McConnell  ex- 
plained further  that  these  are  Methodist 
families.  They  are  Christian  boys  and 
girls  and  people,  that  they  need  our 
help  desperately  and  “we  don’t  know 
what  those  little  cells  or  influence  will 
amount  to  down  through  the  years;  we 
must  keep  them  alive.”  And  so  after 
struggling  they  got  together  a thousand 
dollars;  and  this  is  the  sentence  of  her 
message  I ask  you  to  remember,  “No 
matter  what  may  be  the  situation,  we 
have  to  take  a chance  by  investing  it  in 
spiritual  values  like  this.” 

It  is  related  that  not  long  ago  in  one 
of  our  Annual  Conferences  the  members 
were  invited  to  a breakfast.  They  sat 
down  before  plates  that  were  empty. 
One  pastor  made  a plea  for  Overseas 
Relief.  Instead  of  waiters  supplying 
their  plates  with  food,  those  present  were 
requested  to  fill  them  with  money  to  be 
sent  to  hungry  Methodist  boys  and  girls 
overseas.  That  group  of  ministers  and 
laymen  went  without  breakfast  that 
morning;  also  they  went  away  from  the 
tables  without  some  $400,  breakfast 
money  for  Europe  left  upon  their  plates. 
One  minister  said  afterwards,  “All  fore- 
noon I had  a headache  because  I had 
not  eaten.”  But  thank  God,  although 
his  head  ached,  his  heart  burned. 

This  is  our  opportunity  too,  for  a 
heart-warming  experience.  This  is  our 
opportunity  to  enter  into  the  fellowship 
of  suffering  with  thousands  of  fellow- 
Methodists  who  are  hungry  and  desti- 
tute. Are  you  willing  to  give  five  dol- 
lars, or  four,  or  three,  or  one  dollar?  In 
the  light  of  generous  expenditures  upon 
ourselves,  can  you  snare  five  dollars  to 
change  the  life  of  a boy  or  girl  over- 
seas? Can  you  spare  it?  Will  you 
share  it  ? 


THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST 

BISHOP  OXN  \M  ON  NATIONAL 
VESPERS 

Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam  of  New 
Turk  on  October  5,  will  begin  foi  the 
second  time  a seventeen-week-series  of 
sermons  over  a nation-wide  network  of 
the  American  Broadcasting  Company. 
The  services  will  be  heard  Sunday  after- 
noons from  2:30  to  3:00  p.  m.  EST. 

The  program,  known  as  National  Ves- 
pers, was  made  famous  by  the  long  Oc- 
cupancy of  its  pulpit  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Harry  Emerson  Fosdick.  When  Dr. 
Fosdick  retired  last  year  National  Ves- 
pers were  divided  between  Bishop  Oxnam, 
who  took  four  months  in  the  fall  and 
early  winter,  and  the  Rev.  John  Souther- 
land Bonncll  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Pn  -by- 
terian  Church,  New  York  City,  who 
preached  the  following  four  months.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  the  program  has  been 
known  as  Sunday  Vespers. 

Bishop  Oxnam’s  first  sermon  will  be 
entitled,  “The  Triumph  That  Lies  In 
Defeat.”  A male  quartet  will  furnish 
the  music.  The  services  are  sponsored 
by  the  Department  of  National  Religious 
Radio  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America  and  by  city,  country 
and  state  councils  of  churches. 

Since  program  directors  of  ABC-  af- 
filiated stations  decide  whether  or  not 
to  air  these  sustaining  programs  locally 
on  the  basis  of  what  they  believe  to  be 
the  degree  of  interest  their  listeners 
have  in  such  services,  it  would  be  well 
for  Methodists  and  their  friends  to  in- 
quire of  their  nearest  station  whether 
National  Vespers  is  scheduled  this  fall. 
Expressions  of  appreciation  are  helpful 
where  it  is  found  that  the  program  will 
be  broadcast.  Where  the  program 

manager  had  not  planned  to  “air”  it 
locally,  it  is  often  possible  to  change 
his  mind  if  he  can  be  persuaded  that 
there  are  many  who  are  desirous  of  hear- 
ing it.  Would-be  listeners  should  have  no 
hesitation  in  courteously  making  their 
wishes  known.

SEVENTH  ECUMENICAL  METHO- 
DIST CONFERENCE 

As  this  issue  of  THE  FLORIDA 
METHODIST  goes  to  press,  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  is  playing  host  to  world 
Methodism’s  most  representative  assem- 
blage as  followers  of  John  Wesley  from 
five  continents  come  together  for  the 
first  time  in  16  years  to  hold  the  Seventh 
Ecumenical  Methodist  Conference. 

Held  at  ten  year  intervals  since  1881 
the  session  scheduled  for  1941  at  Ox- 
ford, England,  was  made  impossible  by 
World  War  II.  Current  food  and  hous- 
ing conditions  abroad  compelled  the 
transfer  of  the  postponed  conference  to 
the  United  States,  despite  its  having  met 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  in  1931  at 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

More  than  50  formal  addresses  will 
be  given  during  the  nine-day  conference 
by  the  world’s  foremost  Methodist  church 
historians,  theologians  and  sociologists, 
in  addition  to  numerous  services  of  wor- 
ship and  afternoon  discussion  groups.

Churches  of  the  Western  Section,  Bis- 
hop  Ivan  Lee  Holt  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
chairman,  include  The  Methodist  Church, 
numbering  8 million,  the  major  body, 
three  independent  Negro  Methodist  de- 
nominations, the  Methodist  Churches  of 
Brazil  and  of  Mexico,  the  Free  Metho- 
dist Church,  the  Primitive  Methodist 
Church  and  the  Wesleyan  Methodist 
Churih.  The  United  Church  of  Canada, 
which  includes  the  former  Methodist 
Church  of  Canada,  is  included  in  this 
fellowship,  and  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  Church  sends  fraternal  mes- 
sengers, having  stemmed  from  Metho- 
dism. 

Among  the  500  distinguished  Metho- 
dists, lay  and  ministerial,  officially  re- 
lated to  the  conference,  will  be  almost  the 
entire  roster  of  45  Methodist  bishops, 
effective  and  retired,  who  reside  within 
the  United  States.  Other  bishops  from 
overseas  posts  will  be  present,  also. 
Among  the  GO  representatives  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Great  Britain,  will 
be  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  E.  Ferndale  of 
Lincoln,  England,  president  of  the  Con- 
ti rence  and  several  former  denomina- 
tional heads.  The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Burton 
of  Sidney,  Australia,  president  general 
of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Australia 
will  be  present.  The  Hon.  Norman 
Makin,  Ambassador  from  Australia  to 
the  United  States,  a Methodist  lay 
preacher,  is  a member  of  the  Australian 
delegation.

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WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  NEWS

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  launch- 
ing- this  month  a nation-wide -Expansion 
Program.  The  Guild,  a component  part 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service,  was  organized  in  1920  to  meet 
the  special  needs  of  the  industrial,  busi- 
ness and  professional  women  who  could 
not  belong  to  the  usual  Church  Societies 
which  meet  in  the  afternoon.  The  Guild 
program  this  year  is  designed  to  fam- 
iliarize all  gainfully  employed  women 
with  the  existance  and  Christian  goals  of 
the  organization.  We  plan  to  TRIPLE  the 
Guilds  service  by  tripling  the  member- 
ship. 

Guild  members  realize  that  the  place 
of  the  employed  women  in  the  post-war 
world  is  IN  the  Church.  We  are  con- 
cerned that  too  few  of  these  women 
possess  a Christian  balance  with  which 
to  measure  their  everyday  living.  In 
these  days,  when  many  causes  clamor 
insistently  for  the  attention  of  all  of 
us,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  the  Church 
is  the  agency  which  offers  a Christian 
perspective  to  every  national  and  world 
problem.  It  is  important  that  the  wo- 
man who  works  have  a church  organi- 
zation with  which  she  can  affiliate. 

Why  has  your  home  and  mine  been 
touched  with  dissension  and  discord? 
Why  has  your  community  and  mine  been 
found  guilty  of  behavior  which  is  not 
in  keeping  with  the  ideals  of  brotherhood 
which  are  given  us  by  our  Christian 
teachings  and  by  our  determined  fore- 
fathers who  built  a nation  which  was 
to  serve  as  a melting  pot  for  those  who 
sought  to  escape  religious,  economic  and 
social  intolerance?  Why  is  oqr  world 
a tangle  of  trouble  for  millions  with 
pigeon  holes  for  people  marked,  “hun- 
ger,” “Negro,”  “-wealth,”  “Fascist,”  and 
all  the  others  ?

That  is  why  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a Methodist  Church  organization 
for  employed  women,  has  an  Expansion 
Program. 
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Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  Florida  Con- 
ferences showed  G5  units,  P188  members, 
and  total  giving  for  missions  $6,739.02. 
We  are  a-ked  to  triple  each  of  these 
items  by  May,  1948.  That  means  we 
must  have  195  units,  4,164  members  and 
total  giving  for  missions  $20,217.06.  Can 
we  do  this?  We  can  if  we  will  all  join 
forces  and  really  make  an  effort  to  at- 
tain these  goals.  It  will  require  the  co- 
operation of  all  agencies  of  the  church. 
We  can  have  this  if  we  will  make  our 
program  known  to  the  entire  church  and 
community.  Mrs.  Edwin  B.  White, 
President  of  the  Florida  Conference  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service  says, 
“YTou  con  count  on  the  Woman’s  Society 
to  back  it  up  100%.” 

What  can  you  do  if  your  church  has 
no  Guild  unit? 

1.  Plant  the  idea  of  organizing  a 
church  group  for  gainfully  employed 
women  with  two  or  three  leaders  of 
employed  women. 

2.  Send  personal  invitations  to  em- 
ployed women  from  church  and  com- 
munity to  a dinner,  dessert  or  evening 
meeting. 

3.  Sell  the  idea  now  is  the  timeation 

3.  Sell  the  idea  that  now  is  the  time 
for  women,  particularly  working  women 
whose  time  is  not  absorbed  by  family 
life,  to  give  their  active  support  to 
Christian  principles. 

4.  If  the  group  decides  to  organize, 
set  a time  for  an  organizational  meet- 
ing. 

5.  After  this  meeting  send  completed 
registration  blanks  to  your  District 
Guild  secretary.  You  are  then  an  of- 
ficial unit.

FOR  W A R I)  MO  V EM  ENT” 

Big  doings  are  taking  place  in  the  Jacksonville  District 
as  that  section  of  our  Conference,  under  the  wise  and  in- 
spired leadership  of  Dr.  A.  Fred  Turner,  the  District  Super- 
intendent, is  launching  what  it  has  been  pleased  to  call  its 
“Methodist  Forward  Movement.” 

The  Movement  was  begun  with  two  fine  inspirational 
meetings  held  at  First  Church,  Jacksonville,  and  at  Com- 
munity Church,  Daytona  Beach,  on  October  9th  and  10th 
respectively.  Dr.  John  Branscomb  of  Orlando  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  at  each  of  these  meetings  and  he  brought  the 
story  of  a great  vision  as  only  he  can  tell  it. 

Early  in  the  Conference  year  the  pastors  and  District 
Stewards  of  the  Jacksonville  District  agreed  to  build  some 
new  churches  in  strategic  locations.  Already  six  new  con- 
gregations have  been  organized  and  are  being  served  by  a 
fine  group  of  able  and  consecrated  pastors.  Each  of  these 
churches  has  a Sunday  School  and  is  making  real  gains  in 
membership.  But  all  of  them  are  in  need  of  houses  of 
worship  and  it  is  through  the  “Methodist  Forward  Move- 
ment” that  the  51  churches  of  the  District  propose  to  stand 
by  and  offer  greatly  needed  financial  assistance.  October 
12th  is  the  day  designated  for  the  receiving  of  this  District- 
wide offering  and  by  the  time  this  issue  of  the  METHODIST 
is  off  the  press  it  will  have  been  taken.  We  have  faith  to 
believe  that  it  will  be  adequate. 

This  paragraph  from  Dr.  Turner’s  letter  to  the  pastors 
and  official  members  of  the  District  is  indicative  of  the 
spirit  of  the  people  as  they  approach  this  task. 

“With  vast  areas  unoccupied  by  any  church  and  with 
thousands  of  new  families  moving  into  this  district  we  pro- 
pose under  God  that  our  Methodism  shall  do  her  part  in 
enlisting  and  training  little  children  and  winning  older 
people  to  His  church.  While  our  Baptist  friends  press  for- 
ward (God  bless  them)  and  while  millions  of  dollars  are 
being  invested  in  a great  plan  to  make  Florida  Catholic,  and 


while  the  ma  ses  are  away  from  God  and  out  of  any  church 
— under  these  conditions  our  Methodism  must  not  falter." 

The  churches  that  are  already  organized  and  which 
are  to  receive  some  assistance  from  the  Movement  are  the 
Woodstock  Park  Church.  Rev.  Z.  V.  Mason,  pastor;  the  Spring

Church,  Rev.  Luther  V.  l.aite,  pastor;  Lake  Shore  Church, 
Rev.  T.  liowren  Norton,  pastor;  Orange  Park  Church,  Rev. 
Thomas  1).  Ryan,  pastor;  and  the  Ocean  Roads  Church  which 
is  yet  awaiting  leadership. 

Two  other  i ges  of  this  issue  of  THE  FLORIDA  ME  111- 
ODIST  are  devoted  to  an  illustrated  account  of  the  opening 
of  the  new  College  Park  Church  in  Orlando.  We  have  also 
recently  noted  the  establishing  of  new  works  in  the  Talla- 
hassee District.  And  >o  it  is  that  each  month  brings  news 
of  new  Methodist  gains  in  some  part  of  our  Conference. 
We  rejoice  in  an  awakened  Florida  Methodism  and  pray  that 
God  will  increase  her  evangelistic  zeal  in  proportion  to  the 
staggering  needs.

Mind  caught  in  its  progress  through  the  world,  stamped  in 
an  instant,  and  preserved  for  eternity.  Through  me  Socrates 
and  Plato,  Chaucer  and  the  Bards  become  your  faithful 
friends  w'ho  ever  surround  and  minister  to  you.  I am  the 
leaden  army  that  conquers  the  world:

WORLD  TEMPERANCE  SUNDAY 

Sunday,  October  26,  is  World  Temperance  Sunday.  On 
that  day  the  Churches  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference 
are  urged  to  present  appropriate  programs  and  to  receive 
special  offerings  for  the  work  of  United  Florida  Drys. 

The  United  Florida  Drys  is  the  one  and  only  organiza- 
tion in  Florida  which  officially  represents  the  Protestant 
Churches  in  their  fight  against  the  organized  liquor  traffic. 
Its  main  financial  support  comes  from  appropriations  made 
from  state  funds  of  the  Baptist,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian 
Churches.  The  organization  operates  on  what  is  probably 
the  smallest  budget  of  any  like  temperance  organization  in 
the  nation  and  Mr.  Fred  T.  Banaett,  the  Executive  Secretary 
is  rendering  a service  that  is  truly  sacrificial.  We  bespeak 
a most  generous  offering  along  with  a prayerful  and  en- 
ergetic support  for  this  great  work  on  this  Temperance 
Sunday. 
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The  annual  Greater  Miami  Christian 
Workers  Training  School  will  be  held 
at  White  Temple,  November  2-6,  with 
the  first  session  at  3 p.  m.  on  the  open- 
ing day,  with  Rev.  Ashton  A.  Almand, 
dean,  and  Dr.  H.  W.  Blackburn,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  School  Administration. 
The  courses  and  faculty  members  for  this 
school  are  as  follows:  The  Old  Testa- 
ment, Its  Value  and  Contents,  Dr.  Her- 
bert C.  Leopold,  instructor,  Columbus, 
Ohio;  The  Church  and  the  Alcohol  Prob- 
lem, Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett,  instructor, 
Lakeland,  Florida;  Visual  Aids'  For  The 
Church,  Rev.  A.  B.  Ferguson,  New  York, 
N.  Y.;  “We  The  People  of  the  United 
Nations,”  Mrs.  W.  C.  White,  St.  Peters- 
burg, Florida;  Plans  of  the  Church  for 
Primary  Children,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Hannum, 
Huntingdon  College,  Montgomery,  Ala.; 
The  Youth  Program  of  the  Church,  Rev. 
A.  L.  Schlingman,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  and 
Plans  of  the  Church  for  Young  Adults, 
by  Rev.  Leroy  P.  Burney,  Columbia, 
S.  C.  This  school  is  supported  by  the 
cooperating  churches,  and  is  open,  with- 
out reservation  and  without  a registra- 
tion fee,  to  all  who  will  attend.  If 
there  is  sufficient  demand,  courses  will 
be  given  at  10  a.  Hr.  as  well  as  at  7:30 
p.  m. — if  as  many  as  twelve  persons 
who  could  not  attend  in  the  evening 
register  for  the  day  class  on  the  opening 
afternoon. 

Rader  Memorial  Church,  undaunted  by 
the  hurricane,  went  through  with  its 
plans  for  a covered  dish  supper  and 
quarterly  conference  the  day  after  the 
storm  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  lights 
and  other  utilities.  About  sixty  officials 
and  members  of  the  church  attended  the 
meal  and  conference  by  candle  light. 
Lee  D.  Rustin  is  the  enterprising  pastor 
of  this  growing  church. 

Allapattah  Temple  is  the  second  church 
in  the  Miami  District  to  set  as  a goal 
1000  members  enrolled  in  the  Church 
School  by  December  31,  1948  according 
to  the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  O.  Jameson.  On  a 
recent  Sunday  evening,  a splendid  dra- 
matic program,  based  on  the  Book  of 
Esther,  was  presented  by  the  Interme- 
diate Department  under  the  direction  of 
Kenneth  Taylor,  author  of  the  Biblical 
play. 

White  Temple  is  now  making  use  of 
its  completely  remodeled  first  floor.  The 
building  project,  involving  about  $25,000 


includes  an  attractive  chapel,  several 
new  junior  class  rooms,  offices  for  church 
workers,  a renovated  kitchen  and  dining 
room  and  other  facilities  for  the  Child- 
dren’s  Division.

and  inspiration  and  presenting  the  goals 
of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  as  it  applies 
to  the  Church  School.  Revival  services 
were  held  in  the  Altura.s  Church  Octo- 
ber 5,  through  October  10.  As  this  is  be- 
ing written,  the  meeting  is  just  begin- 
ning and  the  results  cannot  be  reported. 
Rev.  Paul  Redfeam  is  the  guest  preacher. 

Rev.  A.  G.  Cox,  pastor  at  Haines  City, 
reports  that  Haines  City  had  a Union 
Vacation  Church  School  this  summer 
with  the  Presbyterian,  Christian,  and 
Methcdist  Churches  participating.  The 
school  was  held  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  the  enrollment  was  107  of  which 
57  were  Methodist.  A Comradeship 
Team  assisted  in  the  school. 

The  Haines  City  Church  recently  pur- 
chased a movie  sound  projector.  Plans 
are  in  the  making  for  a new  educational 
building.  The  church  has  $25,000  in 
government  bonds  for  this  purpose.  The 
pastoi  states  that  his  church  soon  will 
have  the  Visitation  Campaign  for  the 
Chur.h  School.  Present  Church  School 
enrollment  is  232.  A goal  of  314  has 
been  set.  This  will  be  a 35  percent 
increase. 

Lee  Memorial  Church  at  Bonita 
Springs,  of  which  Rev.  A.  Waldo  Farabee 
is  pastor,  held  a successful  Vacation 
Church  School  with  88  children  enrolled. 
This  is  the  first  school  the  church  has 
sponsored  using  local  leadership.  The 
school  was  70  percent  larger  than  the 
last  two  years  when  Comradeship  Teams 
helped  in  the  schools.  Miss  Ro-e  A. 
Mace,  Deaconess  lid  former  missionary 
to  China,  is  helping  the  pastor  in  this 
rapidly  growing  church.  She  has  helped 
greatly  in  increasing  Church  School  en- 
rollment, which  has  more  than  doubled. 

Brothei'  Farabee  reports  that  in  recent 
months  the  Naples  Church  has  had  a 
Stewardship  Training  School  writh  Mrs. 
E.  B.  White  teaching,  a revival  with 
Dr.  William  Cannon  of  Emory  preaching, 
and  a Vacation  Church  School  with  110 
enrolled.  A new  Frigidaire  Deluxe  Elec- 
tric Range  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Naples  WSCS,  and  installed  in  the  par- 
sonage. A new  circle  has  been  organized 
and  is  meeting  in  the  evenings  to  ac- 
comodate the  women  who  could  not  at- 
tend meetings  in  the  afternoon.  This 
new  circle  has  doubled  the  membership 
of  the  Naples  society. 

Though  the  churches  at  Naples  and 
Bonita  Springs  were  directly  in  the  path 
of  the  severe  hurricane  in  September, 
neither  of  the  churches  received  much 
damage.  The  church  at  Naples  was  used 
as  a storm  shelter.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  CAN 

CONQl  ER  THE  LIQUOR  EVIL 
l!\  George  A.  Fowler 

In  conversation  the  other  day  with  a 
recent  graduate  of  one  of  our  great 
eastern  universities,  1 asked  about  the 
drink  evil  among  the  students. 

"Y'ou  ask  about  drinking,”  he  said. 
“Well,  it  is  bad  enough  and  seems  to 
be  getting  worse!” 

“What  is  the  remedy?” 

“The  church  has  the  answer,”  he  re- 
plied, “and  when  I say  that  I’m  speaking 
from  experience  and  not  merely  expound- 
ing a pretty  theory.  I am  2(1  years  of 
ge.  1 have  been  around.  I have  seen 
lots  of  liquor  flowing,  but  I have  never 
tasted  it  and  am  not  tempted  by  it.  . 
You  know  something  of  my  home  life  | 
and  training.  My  own  total  abstinence 
roots,  I believe,  in  religious  training 
and  conviction!” 

“Y’ou’ve  been  around,  you  say,”  I re- 
1 lied.  “Well,  you  must  know  that  the 
.;ccial  glass  is  acceptable  with  some 
mighty  fine  people.  Many  of  these 
people  are  in  churches  and  they  would 
not  gree  that  the  Bible  lays  down  a 
rule  of  abstinence.” 

“That  is  true,”  he  said.  “I  am  aware 
of  the  diversity  of  opinion  on  this  ques- 
tion existing  in  various  church  denomina- 
tions and  among  Christian  people,  but 
there  are  two  ideas,  at  least,  which  have 
been  guiding  lights  for  me  at  that  par- 
ticular point.  First  and  foremost  is  the 
spiiit  of  Christianity.  I agree  with  a 
statement  one  of  my  teachers  made  when 
he  said,  “It  would  seem  to  me  that 
ethical  courses  of  action  are  to  be  based 
upon  the  spirit  of  Christianity  which 
is  to  be  worked  out  in  the  light  of 
continually  changing  circumstances 
rather  than  on  a set  of  rules  laid  down 
for  all  time.” 

“A  second  guiding  light  for  me  is  the 
rule  of  conduct  formulated  by  the  Apostle 
Paul,  a principle  destined  to  p ay  a great 
role  in  the  temperance  movement,  the 
principle  of  consideration  for  the  weaker 
brother.  ‘Let  no  man  put  a stumbling 
block  in  his  brother’s  way  . . . All  things 
indeed  are  clean  . . . but  it  is  good  not 
to  eat  flesh  nor  drink  wine,  nor  to  do 
anything  wherebv  the  brother  stumbl- 
eth.’  ” 

“How  did  you  get  these  ideas?”  I 
said. 

“They  are  the  natural  fruitage  of 
Christian  education.  Some  things  you 
learn  by  the  book.  Some  things  you 
absorb  from  your  envirnment.  I had  good 
teaching  and  good  example.  My  mother 
likes  to  refer  to  a reaction  of  mine 
when  I was  about  11  years  old.  The 
table  conversation  turned  to  the  trage- 
dies of  the  liquor  evil,  and  I spoke  up 
and  asked,  ‘If  people  knowr  that  liquor 
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will  do  these  things,  why  do  they  drink?’ 
It  didn’t  make  sense  to  me  then  and 
doesn’t  make  sense  now.” 

He  then  proceeded  to  outline  his  idea 
of  Christian  education  in  relation  to  al- 
cohol. 

“If  Christian  education  is  to  conquer 
the  liquor  evil,  it  must  begin  at  the 
cradle.  A child  reinforced  by  parental 
prayer  and  guided  early  into  ways  of 
Christian  thinking  and  acting'  is  building 
on  . n unshakeable  foundation. 

“it  must  be  buttressed  by  parents  and 
teachers  who  have  proved  the  theory. 
Remember  the  saw,  What  you  are  speaks 
so  ioud.y  I cannot  hear  what  you  say. 
What  chance  has  a child  for  sobriety 
where  parents  indulge  in  alcoholic  bev- 
erages ? Here  certainly  is  a place  where 
parents  and  teachers  must  be  able  to 
say,  'Do  as  I do.’  Give  us  leaders  whom 
we  may  safely  follow.  Give  us  parents 
w ho  are  pure  in  word  and  deed  and 
thought.  God  give  us  mothers  who  will 
train  their  children  instead  of  fox  ter- 
riers. 

•‘Christian  education  must  be  scien- 
tific. That  to  me  is  a most  convincing 
approach.  When  I learned  that  alcohol 
is  a narcotic  habit-forming  drug,  i 
wanted  nothing  to  do  with  it.  This 
brings  into  clearer  focus,  too,  the  ath- 
letic trainer’s  attitude  on  the  subject  of 
alcohol.  It  is  not  allowed  during  train- 
ing nor  is  a man  who  is  a drinker  wanted 
on  the  team  either  by  the  manager  or 
the  members  of  the  team.” 

“Here  I felt  I must  interject,  so  I 
said  to  him,  ‘Well,  as  I understand  it 
the  lastest  scientific  theory  holds  al- 
coholism has  not  much  to  do  with  re- 
ligion and  morals.  It  is  a disease.  How 
do  you  reconcile  your  Christian  educa- 
tion with  that  point  of  view  ? ’ ” 

“Easily,”  he  said.  “In  the  first  place 
no  one  knows  who  may  be  allergic  to 
alcohol  and  if  one  knows  the  facts  and 
has  had  the  example,  one  can  use  in- 
telligence and  stay  away  from  it.  In 
the  second  place,  the  organization  that 
is  doing  a very  effective  work  of  re- 
demption, as  far  as  alcoholism  is  con- 
cerned, has  as  one  of  its  major  premises 
the  idea  that  one  must  admit  his  need 
of  God  and  then  they  rely  on  God’s 
power  which  they  utilize  through  then 
methods  of  diversion  and  companionship 
and  work  to  effect  the  cure. 

“Christian  education  must  exalt  Christ 
as  a pattern  of  life.  Jesus  surely  was 
the  champion  of  personality.  He  told 
i s to  have  perfection  as  an  ideal.  When 
we  consider  what  alcohol  does  to  human 
personality,  when  we  think  of  the  child- 
ren who  don’t  have  a chance  to  come 
into  their  own,  of  the  tragic  breakdown 
of  the  family,  of  want,  of  hate,  of  tears, 
of  love  destroyed — all  that  is  a million 
miles  from  the  spirit  of  Jesus  who  said, 
‘I  have  come  that  they  might  have  life 
and  have  it  more  abundantly.’ 

“Christian  education  must  exalt  the 
self  as  a partner  of  Christ,  and  lead  to 
an  identification  of  self  in  service  with 
Jesus.  The  Christian  will  be  a Crusader 
for  Christ.  That,  for  me  at  least,  means 
among  other  things  joining  with  fellow- 
minded  Christian  in  a crusade  against 
one  of  mankind’s  greatest  enemies,  the 
liquor  evil. 

“You  asked  me  to  outline  what  I be- 
lieve to  be  some  of  the  essential  ideas 
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in  Christian  education  to  combat  the 
liquor  evil.  The  convictions  I have  stated 
grew  out  of  my  training  in  religious 
education.  I believe  these  things  and 
furthermore  I believe  they  can  be  taught 
to  others.  As  they  are  learned  and  prac- 
ticed the  liquor  evil  will  be  conquered.” 
As  he  turned  to  go,  I thought  again 
of  what  the  high  school  boy  had  said, 
“I’d  rather  see  a sermon  than  hear  one.” 
I had  both  seen  and  heard.  A text  flash- 
ed into  my  mind  which  I interpret  as  a 
summons  to  Christians  everywhere: 
“Bo  not  now  negligent:  for  the  Lord 
hath  chosen  you  to  stand  before  Him, 
to  serve  Him.”

“Our 
Intermediate  Sub-District  is  well  attend- 
ed by  our  Intermediates,  their  workers, 
friends,  and  some  pastors.  We  try  to 
play  a lot,  have  a short  business  ses- 
sion, and  always  a good  devotional.  We 
usually  have  a weenie  roast  and  outside 
games  for  them  in  January  or  February 
and  have  our  picnic  in  June.  At  these 
things  our  treasury  stands  most  of  the 
expense — all  at  the  weenie  roast.

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FLORIDA  FLASHES 
By  Fred  T.  Barnett 

Our  national  drink  bill  for  1946  was 
$8,700,000,000,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$900,000,000  over  the  amount  spent  in 
1945.  This  represents  a per  capita  in- 
vestment of  $89.00  for  every  person 
over  18  years  of  age  in  the  U.  S. 

Attorney-General  Tom  Clark  reports 
from  Washington  that  a majority  of  the 
criminals  in  the  U.  S.  last  year  were 
21  years  of  age  and  under.  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  says  in  his  F.B.I.  report  that 
in  1946  a crime  was  committed  every 

18.7  seconds  in  the  U.  S.,  and  that  every 

5.7  minutes  scmeone  was  feloniously 
assaulted,  raped  or  murdered  under  the 
American  flag. 

James  A.  Bohanon,  President  of  the 
Brewing  Corporation  of  America,  said 
in  a recent  address  in  St.  Louis:  “In 
the  past  five  years  more  than  10,000,000 
people  have  reached  the  age  when  they 
decide  for  themselves  which  will  be  their 
preferred  brand  of  cigarettes,  coffee, 
beer,  soap  and  other  products.  EACH 
GRADUATION  CLASS  MUST  BE 
SOLD  AND  KEPT  SOLD.” 

Judge  Joseph  T.  Zotolli,  Municipal 
Judge  of  Boston,  told  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee, in  the  hearing  on  the  Capoer 
Bill,  “For  every  dollar  collected  in  taxes 
from  liquor,  the  state  spends  at  least 
five  times  as  much  to  salvage  the  break- 
age caused  to  the  social  fabric.”  Judge 
Zotolli,  as  chairman  of  a Special  Com- 
misson,  had  reported  to  the  Legislature 
that  the  revenue  derived  from  liquor  by 
Massachusetts  in  1943  "-as  $13,000,000, 
while  the  cost  of  the  damage  caused  by 
liquor  for  the  same  year  was  $61,  000,- 
000. 

A Special  Commission  on  the  Prob- 
lem of  Drunkenness,  reported  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  that  50%  of 
the  major  crimes  and  85%  of  the  mis- 
demeanors committed  in  that  state  in 
1943  were  the  result  of  liquor.  Many 
of  the  criminal  court  judges  and  pro- 
secuting attorneys  of  the  U.  S.  would 
place  the  figures  higher  than  the  ones 
quoted  from  Massachusetts. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Jellinek  of  Yale,  a recogniz- 
ed authority,  reports  that  there  was  an 
increase  of  35%  on  the  number  of  al- 
cohol consumers  in  the  U.  S.  between 
1940  and  1945.  Evidently  the  propa- 
ganda of  the  brewers  and  distillers  is 
bearing  fruit.

GOD  AND  THE  MAJORITY 

Speaking  before  the  21st  International 
Sunday  School  Convention  in  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  this  summer,  Dr.  Paul  W.  Qui.1- 
lian,  pastor,  First  Methodist  Chur'ch, 
Houston,  Texas,  said: 

“God  never  waits  for  a majority  vote 
before  going  into  action  on  behalf  of 
humanity.  Truth  begins  its  illuminating 
work  as  soon  as  one  person  grasps  the 
idea  and  begins  to  act  on  it.  Justice 
and  mercy  incarnate  in  just  one  person- 
ality gives  God  a fulcrum  on  which  to 
rest  the  lever  of  His  love  and  begin  to 
move  the  world. 

“Through  Moses  God  led  a great  na- 
tion out  of  bondage.  Through  Isaiah 
God  put  courage  and  hope  into  a be- 
wildered people.  Through  Jesus  God  re- 
vealed His  nature  and  His  will  for  men 
so  clearly  that  for  two  thousand  years 
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men  have  hailed  Him  as  Savious  and 
Lord. 

“Today,  as  in  the  past,  whenever  God 
finds  a man  or  a group  of  men  willing 
to  ‘lift  up’  Christ  in  their  daily  activities 
the  miracle  of  transformed  personality 
once  more  occurs.  The  powerful  influ- 
ence of  even  a few  unselfish,  winsome 
Christian  personalities  in  the  life  of  a 
community  is  abundant  proof  of  God's 
willingness  to  help  us  now  in  our  struggle 
for  a better  world  of  brotherhood.  He 
nor  we  need  wait  for  the  majority.” 

BEANS  AND  ZINNIAS

Our  train  was  plunging  onward  in  the 
blackness  and  coldness  of  a sleety  Feb- 
ruary night.  As  the  car  “shoe”  came 
in  contact  with  the  ice  that  covered  the 
“third  rail,”  great  flames  and  colored 
lights  shot  into  the  sky,  ice  crackled,  the 
car  hesitated  then  shot  forward  again. 
I knew  little  about  electricity  and  its 
law  , but  I had  no  fear  that  these  flames 
would  consume  me.  I had  faith  that 
the  engineer — whom  I had  never  seen — 
was  there  ahead  somewhere,  and  knew 
what  he  was  doing;  faith  that  the  man 
who  designed  the  train,  who  electrified 
a r i!,  and  the  towerman  who  gave  the 
“ail  clear”  signal  all  knew  what  they 
were  doing  and  had  forseen  the  present 
situation  .... 

I lay  on  my  cot  seasick — and  I had 
company.  The  ship’s  officers  would  let 
no  cne  on  deck  for  two  days.  We  tossed, 
and  rolled,  and  seemed  to  stand  still 
and  quiver.  Yet  I never  once  feared 
shipwreck,  or  drowning,  or  the  breakup 
of  the  shivering,  shimmying  vessel.  I 
had  faith  that  the  captain  had  been 
through  storms  before,  that  the  crew 
knew  their  ship  and  how  to  handle  it, 
that  quiet  seas  would  eventually  come, 
and  with  the  quiet  sea  I could  laugh  and 
joke  with  others  about  my  discomfor- 
tures  of  yesterday  .... 

Lamsana  took  me  several  hours  trek 
into  the  jungle.  He  led  down  the  narrow1 
densely-foliaged  path.  I followed.  We 
were  silent — neither  of  us  knew  the 
other’s  language.  There  were  shrieks 
and  song  birds  I never  heal’d  before,  did 
not  see  now.  Some  of  the  shrieks  may 
even  have  been  those  of  jungle  animals. 
Whnt  eyes  peered  at  me  from  the  jungle, 
or  identified  me  by  the  tread  of  two  feet 
instead  of  four,  I had  no  way  of  knowing. 
But  I had  no  fear  of  this  jungle.  I had 
faith  that  Lamsana  had  been  along  this 
trail  many  times  before,  that  he  knew 
the  source  of  every  call  and  every  shriek, 
that  his  trained  ear  and  his  trained  eyes 
heard  and  saw  much  more  than  did 
mine — that  he  would  sense  danger  long 
before  I would  become  aware  of  it.  And 
I was  glad  to  follow  without  question, 
or  doubt,  or  fear  .... 

It  was  cold,  and  wet,  and  the  sun  was 
hidden  in  April  when  I turned  over  the 
garden  soil  and  planted  some  seeds.  1 
knew  they  wouldn’t  grow  in  that  at- 
mosphere— they  might  even  rut.  But 
I had  faith — because  I had  lived  and 
observed  and  experienced — that  the  sun 
would  shine,  thar  the  soil  would  respond, 
that  the  seeds  would  burst  forth  and 
bear  fruit  according  to  plan;  there  would 
be  no  caprice  in  the  working  of  God  and 
Nature — peas  would  not  bring  forth  rad- 
ishes, nor  nasturtiums  dandelions.  And  so

because  of  my  faith  and  my  use  of  it, 
there  were  green  beans  on  my  table 
yesterday  and  there  was  a zinnia  in  my 
buttonhole  .... 

I have  lived  long  enough  in  my 
Father’s  universe  to  know  that  it  was 
designed  by  an  intelligence  greater  than 
mine,  that  it  has  plan  and  purpose  far 
beyond  what  I can  comprehend.  And  I 
have  faith  that  the  designer,  the  en- 
gineer, the  captain  knows  his  business. 
I have  faith  that  he  will  get  us  to  the 
goal  of  the  voyage  despite  storms  and 
dangers  and  things  I do  not  understand. 
I have  faith  that  his  world  is  not  run 
by  caprice  or  by  chance,  but  by  his 
law  and  order.

“ON  EASY  TERMS” 
by  William  L.  Stidger 


The  other  day  I was  in  downtown 
Boston,  and  I saw'  a Crucifix  in  a win- 
dow. It  was  quite  a large  and  beautiful 
gilded  Crucifix  and  it  was  for  sale. 
The  sign  below  it  said  plainly,  “This 
beautiful  Crucifix  on  Easy  Terms.” 

1 wondered  if  that  shopkeeper  had  any 
idea  of  the  incongruity,  almost  the  sac- 
rilege, of  that  phrase  that  a Cross  could 
be  purchased  on  “Easy  Terms,”  for  that 
is  exactly  the  opposite  meaning  of  the 
Cross. 

You  do  not  take  up  a Cross  of  any 
kind,  “on  easy  terms.”  Those  are  the 
hardest  terms  that  a human  being  takes 
upon  himself.  The  terms  of  the  Cross 
are  suffering,  sacrifice,  blood,  pain,  an- 
guish and  death.  One  w'ould  never  take 
up  a Cross  on  “easy  terms.” 

Nor  does  one  win  anything  worth 
winning  on  “easy  terms.”  Some  great 
writer  in  the  long  ago  said,  “Out  of 
sorrow  have  the  worlds  been  built;  at 
the  birth  of  a child  or  a star  there  is 
pain.” 

Yes,  the  most  worthwhile  event  in 
human  life,  the  birth  of  a child,  with 
all  its  significance  to  the  perpetuity  of 
the  race,  the  building  of  the  family  unit 
and  the  evolution  of  love  comes  through 
travail  and  pain;  but  it  is  well  worth  it. 

I tried  to  express  this  eternal  and  uni- 
versal truth  in  a little  quatrain  that  I 
once  wrote: 

“Death  is  a path  of  pain  and  peril, 
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Roses  grow  on  bushes  thick  with 
thorns; 

A mother  wears  a crown  of  ancient 
Travail ; 

Calvary’s  Cross  a suffering  Christ 
adorns.” 

That’s  what  I mean:  the  worthwhile 
things  of  life  do  not  come  on  “easy 
terms.”  A war  to  win  an  enduring  peace 
for  the  world  did  not  come  on  “easy 
terms;”  it  came  through  much  hard 
suffering,  sacrifice,  wounds,  anxiety,  lone- 
liness and  death!  It  meant  sacrifice 
and  blood  and  sweat  and  tears.  We 
ought  to  feel  a new  kindship  in  these 
days  with  a Christ  who  died  on  Calvary, 
for  something  in  which  He  profoundly 
believed;  that  a world  of  humanity  was 
worth  dying  for. 

If  we  all  learn  to  handle  our  material 
goods  in  the  spirit  of  this  little  story, 
we  would  start  with  the  immortal  test 
of  giving,  the  tithe,  and  go  on  from 
there.  The  old  challenge  to  “give  until 
it  hurts”  is  not  just  a phrase  to  be  cast 
aside  lightly  or  to  be  laughed  out  of  ex- 
istence. That  is  exalty  the  test  that 
Christ  means  to  put  to  Christians,  to 
“give  until  it  hurts.”  Any  giving  which 
is  less  than  that  is  ^mall  giving.  Christ- 
tiantly  was  not  born,  cannot  be  pro- 
pagated, and  cannot  save  the  world  “On 
Easy  Terms.”

The  “education  of  the  millions  who

“can  we  bring  China’s  millions,  with- 
out educating  them,  from  the  ideas  of 
the  middle  ages  into  the  world  of  tomor- 
row....The  fact  that  more  than  fifty  per- 
cent of  China’s  present  leaders  received 
their  education  from  some  mission  school 
is  a great  tribute  to  the  Christian  move- 
ment in  my  country.” 

“A  great  advance  could  be  made  toward 
the  reduction  of  the  alcohol  problem  if 
in  each  community  and  social  group 
there  would  be  those  who  dared  to  set 
the  pace  in  gracious  hospitality  by  mak- 
ing it  fashionable  to  serve  non — alco- 
holic refreshments,”  says  the  Board  of 
Temperance  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  a recent  statement.  “To  change  this 
custom  would  be  to  save  many  a good 
man  and  woman  from  alcoholic  enslave- 
ment and  financial  and  moral  disaster.

This  fine  piece  of  work  for  these 
children  was  originally  begun  and  or- 
ganized by  Dr.  H.  T.  Clark.  For  many 
years  Dr.  Clark,  who  is  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home,  carried 
on  this  work  by  himself.

PROPER  IDENTIFICATION  OF 
HOME  OFFERINGS 

One  of  the  most  persistent  problems 
with  which  the  office  force  at  the  Child- 
ren’s Home  has  to  deal  is  the  matter  of 
seeing  to  it  that  the  proper  church  re- 
ceives credit  for  remittances  sent  in. 
It  is  only  natural  and  proper  that  each 
congregation  wants  full  credit  for  all 
that  it  does  for  the  Home  and  we  are 
very  anxious  that  such  credit  be  given. 
We  have  taken  great  pains  and  have  gone 
to  some  extra  expense  to  try  to  secure 
credit.  Where  proper  identification  is 
sent  with  the  remittance  there  is  only 
a very  slight  chance  that  it  can  ever 
be  improperly  credited. 

Therefore,  we  urge  all  persons  who 
make  remittances  to  the  Home  to  supply 
us  with  this  information  with  each  sep- 
arate remittance.  (1)  The  District  in 
which  you  are  located.  (2)  The  city 
in  which  the  church  is  located.  (3)  The 
name  of  the  church.  (4)  The  purpose 
for  which  the  offering  is  sent,  i.e.,  Fifth 
Sunday  Offering,  Phalanx  payments, 
clothing  sponsorship,  or  whatever.  The 
first  three  of  these  items  are  of  great 
importance,  however. 

Here  are  some  of  the  more  common 
practices  that  make  proper  identification 
difficult.  Particularly  on  some  of  the 
multiple  point  charges  the  person  making 
the  remittance  lives  in  a town  other 
than  the  one  in  which  the  church  is 
located.  Thus,  whatever  communication 
accompanies  the  remittance  bears  the 
name  of  the  town  in  which  the  person 
lives  and  the  post-mark  on  the  envelope 
coincides.  We  make  out  a voucher  re- 
ceipt for  every  cent  of  revenue  that 
comes  into  the  Home,  no  matter  what 
its  source.  But,  in  a case  of  this  sort, 
unless  the  person  writing  the  voucher 
just  happens  to  be  familiar  with  that 
particular  situation,  he  is  at  a loss  as 


to  where  to  give  credit.  Very  often  the 
post  office  shown  is  a town  that  has  no 
church  whatever. 

In  the  larger  communities  our  great- 
est perplexities  arise  when  the  one  mak- 
ing the  remittance  fails  to  identify  the 
particular  church.  A great  many  of 
our  Florida  cities  and  towns  have  more 
than  one  church  and  when  we  receive 
no  more  information  than  a post  office 
address  we  have  no  possible  way  of 
knowing  which  church  should  receive 
credit  unless  we  just  happen  to  know 
personally  the  person  making  the  re- 
mittance through  previous  contacts.  This 
does  happen  in  a surprising  number  of 
instances  for  our  office  crew  has  de- 
veloped a remarkable  memory  for  names. 
But  even  this  is  guess  work  until  it  is 
checked  against  some  earlier  voucher  and 
all  of  this  takes  much  valuable  time. 
There  are  very  few  instances,  howevei , 
in  which  we  have  failed  to  finally  de- 
termine with  a fair  degree  of  certainty 
just  where  credit  should  be  given.  We 
simply  urge  you  to  give  us  this  import- 
ant information  in  order  that  you  may 
be  sure  to  be  properly  credited.

The  Senior  Chorus  of  the  Florida 
Methodist  Children’s  Home  made  its  first 
bus  trip  with  the  new  Superintendent, 
Rev.  Chas.  A.  Thompson,  on  Sunday, 
October  5th,  when  the  group  visited 
our  church  at  Groveland  on  the  occasion 
of  its  Homecoming  Day.  Earlier  in  the 
year  Mr.  Thompson  had  taken  a quartet 
down  the  East  Coast  to  visit  the  churches 
at  Sebastian  and  Vero  Beach.  Also,  a 
smaller  group  had  sung  at  the  Union 
Service  in  Sanford  on  the  night  that 
Mi-.  Thompson  preached.  But  the  trip 
to  Groveland  marked  the  first  bus  trip 
of  the  year.

South  Florida’s  second  hurricane  this 
fall,  on  October  11,  and  the  twelve  inches 
of  rain  accompanying  it,  left  in  its  wake 
a flood  that  has  been  described  by  our 
state  department  of  agriculture  as  the 
greatest  disaster  to  farming  interests 
in  a generation.  Communities  suffering- 
most  in  the  area  are  Davie,  Canal  Point, 
Pahokee,  Belle  Glade,  Lake  Harbor,  Pom- 
pano, Oakland  Park,  Hialeah,  Opa  Locka, 
Ft.  Lauderdale  and  Miami. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Martin  R.  Davis  had 
to  be  evacuated  when  the  water  was 
waist  deep  in  their  yard,  and  eight  inches 
over  the  floor  of  their  parsonage  at 
Davie.  Water  was  two'  feet  deep  on  the 
the  inside  of  our  church  at  Hialeah,  where 
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Brother  A.  A.  Hagler  had  been  working 
so  hard  to  keep  the  church  dry  after  it 
lost  its  roof  in  the  first  storm.  Brother 
Wm.  Blair  rendered  valiant  service  to  the 
community  of  Canal  Point  when  he  dis- 
covered a break  in  the  dike,  and  tried  to 
stop  the  on-rushing  waters,  and  then 
sounded  the  Church  bell  alarm  to  warn 
the  people  of  rising  water  at  1:45  a.  m. 
Riverside  Church,  Miami,  suffered  serious 
water  damage  when  several  inches  of 
water  stood  in  its  basement. 

Some  communities  have  experienced 
tragic  losses  to  groves,  farms,  cattle, 
homes,  stores,  streets  and  public  utilities. 

Pastors  have  rendered  consnicious  ser- 
vice and  members  of  our  churches  have 
manifested  Christian  fortitude,  and  in 
many  instances  have  forgotten  them- 
selves and  their  losses  in  ministering 
to  those  who  experienced  greater  hard- 
ships. A week  after  the  hurricane  there 
are  still  thousands  homeless  in  the  area, 
and  many  will  not  be  able  to  return  to 
their  homes  for  days.  The  greatest 
threat  just  now  is  that  of  disease  in  the 
wake  of  the  flood. 

Forty-five  persons  were  in  attendance 
upon  the  sessions  of  the  Miami  District 
Pastor’s  Retreat  in  the  Northshore  Hotel, 
Normany  Isle,  Miami  Beach,  October 
14-17.  Dr.  Albert  E.  Day,  of  the  Board 
of  Evangelism,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Mary 
Welch,  of  Texas  was  our  leader,  and  all 
agreed  that  the  retreat  was  unusually 
helpful.  The  physical  rest,  intellenctual 
stimulation,  and  spiritual  refreshment 
were  particularly  welcomed  by  those  who 
had  experienced  hardships  during  the 
recent  hurricanes. 

Rally  Day  wa:  adversely  affected  by 
rain  throughout  the  Miami  District,  but 
253  persons  were  in  attendance  at  Pa- 
hokee that  day  for  a record  attendance, 
and  a record  offering.

age  adult  in  the  United  States  has  had 
about  eight  and  one-half  years  of  school- 
ing. In  the  higher  educational  bracket, 
5.40  of  the  men  and  3.7%  of  the  women 
over  25  have  completed  four  years  of 
college,  while  3.9%  of  the  men  and  3.6% 
of  the  women  have  had  less  than  one  year 
of  formal  schooling. 

America’s  record  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion is  less  praiseworthy.  In  1045,  less 
than  20  % of  the  people  of  the  country 
were  enrolled  in  Church  Schools,  ac- 
cording to  the  statistics  released  by  the 
International  Council  of  Religious  Ed- 
ucation. 

Since  the  public  schools  are  barred  by 
law  from  teaching  religion,  this  means 
that  about  80 % of  the  people  receive 
no  formal  instruction  in  the  basic  tenets 
of  their  faith.  How  can  the  United 
States  expect  to  function  as  a Christian 
nation  when  the  majority  of  her  citizens 
are  religious  illiterates? 

The  religious  education  emphasis,  cur- 


rent in  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  chal- 
lenges every  Methodist  to  help  raise  the 
percentage  of  religious  literacy  in  this 
country. 

The  Church  Trains  Leaders 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  a 
local  Methodist  Church  may  meet  the 
problem  of  securing  better  trained  lead- 
ers. One  way  is  to  take  advantage  of 
standard  leadership  training  courses  that 
are  available  for  workers  in  the  Church 
School,  and  in  other  phases  of  the 
church’s  program.  There  are  87  First 
Series  courses  and  97  Second  Series 
courses  in  its  leadership  education  cur- 
riculum. These  courses  cover  a varity 
of  subjects  in  the  fields  of  Christian 
belief  and  action,  Bible,  the  work  of  the 
church,  psychology  and  teaching  meth- 
ods, missions  and  Christian  homemaking. 

As  of  September  1 the  Methodist 
Chui-ch  has  6,870  instructors  certified 
by  the  General  Board  to  teach  one  or 
more  of  these  many  courses.  The 


Florida  Conference  has  its  full  share 
of  these.  During  the  past  three  and  a 
half  years  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ, 
the  department  of  Leadership  Education 
has  held  70  coaching  conferences  to  help 
prepare  many  of  these  instructors  to 
teach.  Six  have  been  held  in  the  Florida 
Conference.  Attendance  at  these  coach- 
ing conferences  has  ranged  from  25  to 
125,  with  an  average  of  about  sixty. 
Simple  arithmetic  will  indicate  approxi- 
mately the  numbers  of  people  who  have 
prepared  themselves  to  help  the  workers 
in  the  local  church  by  teaching  these 
study  courses. 

Local  church  people  are  increasingly 
availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
found  in  these  courses  of  study. 

Over  6,000  instructors,  1,400  schools, 
80,000  people  enrolled — and  this  does 
not  include  the  large  number  of  folks 
w'ho  take  these  same  courses  in  inter- 
denominational schools.

SPECIAL  MEMBERSHIPS  IN  THE 
W.  S.  C.  S. 

As  the  budget  year  draws  to  a close 
many  local  societies  will  have  funds  in 
the  treasury  after  the  pledges  have  been 
paid.  It  would  be  a splendid  thing  if 
the  members  would  honor  some  adult, 
youth,  junior  or  a young  child  with  a 
special  life  membership. 

All  monies  paid  for  special  member- 
ships must  be  new  monies  and  not  in- 
cluded in  the  pledge  to  conference.  The 
funds  should  be  paid  to  the  local  treasurer 
who  in  turn  sends  it  to  the  district 
treasurer  and  the  membership  is  ordered 
by  the  conference  treasurer  from  the 
division. 

The  cost  of  an  honorary  baby  member- 
ship is  $5.00,  of  honorary  membership 
for  juniors  6 to  11  years  $10.00,  of  hon- 
orary youth  membership  12  to  23  years 
$15.00  and  an  adult  membership  is  $25.00. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Florida  Conference 
to  have  as  many  special  memberships 
this  year  as  there  are  local  societies  in 
the  conference.  The  latest  report  from 
the  conference  is  336  societies  and  the 
goal  has  been  set  for  336  special  mem- 
berships in  the  conference  this  year.

You  have  probably  not  forgotten  the 
hundreds  of  Russian  Kits  which  were 
fixed  by  our  Societies  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Christian  Social  Relations 
Department,  nor  the  huge  canning  pro- 
ject with  seven  car  loads  of  food  sent 
overseas  with  the  cooperation  of  our 
ministers  and  others.  We  could  go  on 
and  speak  of  the  other  packages  you 
have  sent  in  a generous  response  to  the 
needs  of  the  people  overseas.  Those 
reeds  still  exist.  We  are  told  by  many 
people  whose  word  may  be  relied  upon 
and  who  have  traveled  in  the  countries 
devastated  by  war  and  seen  these  things 
for  themselves  that  never  since  the  world 
began  has  there  been  so  many  desti- 
tute, hungry  people  as  there  are  in  our 
world  today. 

Therefore  we  urge,  as  a letter  from 
our  Division  President,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg 
uggests,  that  all  women  everywhere, 
first  of  all  cooperate  one  hundred  per 
cent  in  our  national  plans  to  conserve 
food  in  our  own  land  so  that  more  will 
be  available  to  appease  the  hunger  pang  ; 
of  other  lands.  It  is  the  woman  of  our 
country  who  will  have  to  decide  largely 
whether  their  families  shall  have  meat- 
less Tuesdays  and  chickenless  Thurs- 
days. We  can  do  so  much  in  our  every- 
day conservations  to  help  establish  right 
attitudes  towards  these  steps. 

Also  through  the  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations Department  the  women  of  Florida 
Methodism  are  being  urged  to  adopt  a 
European  family  and  send  ten  dollars 
to  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Over- 
seas Relief  labelled  for  a CARE  (Com- 
mittee for  American  Relief  in  Europe) 
fo<  d package  to  be  sent  to  this  Europ- 
ean family  whose  name  they  may  obtain 
from  their  District  Secretary  of  Christ- 
ian Social  Relations  or  their  District 
President.  At  the  same  time  a letter 
expressing  Christian  sympathy  and  con- 
cern should  go  from  the  American  fam- 
ily to  their  European  family.  This  will 
give  a direct  contact  between  the  two 
families  which  should  prove  a blessing. 
There  is  much  that  I could  say  to  picture 
the  distress  of  the  world  and  to  urge 
you  as  followers  of  a Christ  who  was 
moved  with  compassion  to  feed  the  hun- 
gry— “Do  unto  others  as  ye  would  that 
others  should  do  unto  you”  or  “As 
ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me.” 

The  ten  dollars  sent  for  the  food 
package  will  prove  a greater  blessing 
if  it  entails  some  sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  the  American  family.  It  would  be 
fine  if  the  families  of  the  Florida  So- 
cities  would  do  with  five  dollars  less  in

Without  doubt,  one  of  the  most  signifi- 
cant gatherings  of  all  Methodist  history 
was  the  Seventh  Ecumenical  Methodist 
Conference  which  met  in  magnificent 
Trinity  Church  and  the  Municipal  Audi- 
torium in  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
September  24th-October  2nd.  Although 
the  Florida  delegation  was  of  necessity 
a comparatively  small  one,  we  have  had 
many  thrilling  reports  from  the  Con- 
ference and  we  seek  here  to  share  some 
of  this  inspiration  and  information  with 
our  readers. 

On  the  night  following  his  return  from 
the  Conference,  Dr.  Glenn  C.  James, 
pastor  of  White  Temple,  320  N.E.  First 
Avenue,  Miami,  gave  his  congregation 
a most  thrilling  report  of  the  inspira- 
tional features  of  this  great  gatherng. 
In  response  to  many  requests,  mimeo- 
graphed copies  of  Dr.  James’  address 
have  been  prepared  and  are  now  avail- 
able to  those  desiring  them.

IMPRESSIONS  OF  THE  ECUMENICAL 
CONFERENCE 
by  John  Branscomb 

The  ecumenicity  of  Methodism  was 
quite  obvious  at  the  great  conference 
which  was  held  in  Springfield,  Mass. 
September  26  through  October  2.  The 
Ecumenical  Conference  of  Methodism  em- 
braces delegates  and  representatives 
from  all  parts  of  the  earth.  This  was 
seventh  to  be  held  in  the  history  of  the 
movement  which  dates  back  to  1871. 
They  have  been  held  at  ten-year  inter- 
vals since  that  time,  rotating  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain. 
The  sessions  of  this  conference  were 
held  in  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  of 
Springfield.  This  edifice  is  famous  for 
beauty  and  symbolic  loviness  and  proved 
to  be  a most  adequate  place  for  the 
gathering  of  world-wide  Methodism.  The 
two  chairman  who  afforded  great  guid- 
ance and  leadership  throughout  the  con- 
ference were  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wilbert  F. 
Howard  of  Birmingham,  England  and 
Bishop  Ivan  Lee  Holt  of  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

The  morning  sessions  were  held  in  the 
Trinity  Church,  featuring  addresses  on 
definite  themes  by  four  delegates  each 
morning.  In  the  afternoons  the  dele- 
gates were  divided  into  four  groups, 
headed  by  assigned  leaders,  and  each 
group  considered  one  phase  of  the  dis- 
cussipns  of  the  morning  hour.  The 
speakers  were  assigned  to  the  groups 
respectively  and  afforded  leadership 
during  the  forum  periods.  Such  themes 
as  “Sixteen  Years  of  Methodism,” 
“Social  Tensions  in  the  Modern  World,” 
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Dr.  Robert  Morris  Paty,  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  Changchow,  China,  who 
has  recently  been  named  Medical  Secre- 
tary-elect of  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 


“The  Witness  of  Methodism,”  “The 
Church  in  Life  and  Devotion”  and 
“Methodism’s  Responsibility  in  the  Re- 
demption of  Society”  were  used  as  a 
basis  of  discussion. 

The  mass  meetings  of  the  evening  were 
held  in  the  municipal  auditorium  where 
devotional  services  were  conducted  by 
various  delegates  and  two  great  ad- 
dresses were  delivered  by  outstanding 
speakers  and  leaders  of  Methodism 
throughout  the  world.  These  programs 
included  such  men  as  Dr.  W.  A.  Smart, 
Emory  University,  Dr.  Paul  Hutchinson, 
Christian  Century  editor,  Bishop  Brom- 
ley Oxnam,  Dr.  Umphrey  Lee,  Dallas, 
Texas,  Dr.  Lynn  Harold  Hough,  Drew 
University,  our  own  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
Moore,  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Sockman,  New 
York,  Dr.  Ernest  F.  Tittle,  Evanston, 
111.,  and  a host  of  Mehodist  preachers  and 
educators  from  Great  Britain  and  the 
countries  across  the  earth  in  which  our 
great  Church  operates. 

Some  of  the  speakers  during  the  early 
sessions  of  the  conference  sounded  notes 
of  pessimism  which  left  the  delegates 
in  a low  state,  but  on  Monday  evening, 
September  29th,  Bishop  Moore  stood  be- 
fore a great  congregation  and  lifted  the 
people  to  mighty  heights  with  his  bound- 
less enthusiasm,  evangelistic  passion  and 
powerful  faith.  It  was  refreshing  to 
hear  old-fashioned  Methodist  Amens  re- 
sounding up  and  down  the  halls  evidenc- 
ing that  the  delegates  were  anxious  to 
hear  a clear,  clarion  call  to  advance. 

One  of  the  great  highlights  of  the 
conference  was  the  address  made  by  Dr. 
W.  E.  Sangster,  pastor  of  the  Central 
Hall  Methodist  Church  in  the  heart  of 
downtown  London.  Its  a signal  exper- 
ience to  hear  this  man.  Tremendous  of 
body,  passionate  of  soul,  keen  of  mind, 
inimitable  in  delivery,  he  is  a man  of 
power.  He  preached  in  the  Trinity 
Church  on  Sunday  morning  and  it  is 
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seldom  that  one  sees  a congregation  so 
moved  as  were  the  hundreds  who  flocked 
to  the  church  to  hear  this  prophet  of 
God.  He  combines  intellectuality  and 
piety,  charm  of  personality  and  evange- 
listic fevor  more  than  most  any  man 
cn  the  world  scene  today. 

The  delegates  came  away  from  Spring- 
field  conscious  of  the  fact  that  “The 
Methodist  are  One  People”  and  commit- 
ted to  thetask  of  helping  unify  the 
whole  Protestant  world  in  a great  fel- 
lowship that  will  be  able  and  adequate 
to  cope  with  the  world  problems  that 
donfront  all  people.  More  than  ever 
before  we  must  construe  our  task  to  be 
a common  one  which  we  share  with  all 
races  and  institutions,  realizing  that  its 
going  to  be  “One  World  or  None.” 

The  delegates  from  the  Florida  Con- 
ference cvere  Harry  H.  Waller,  John 
Branscomb,  Glenn  C.  James,  P.  M.  Boyd, 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Feaster  and  Dr.  John  R. 
Mott.  Others  attending  were  W.  R. 
Howell,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  J.  Broyles  and 
Paul  Redfearn.  During  the  conference 
an  area  dinner  was  enjoyed  by  the  dede- 
gates from  the  two  Georgia  Conferences 
and  the  Flbrda  Conference,  honoring 
Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore. 


ECUMENICAL  METHODIST  HISTORY 
by  Elmer  T.  Clark 

The  only  principle  of  ecumenicity 
which  exists  betw  een  the  various  branch- 
es of  Methodism  throughout  the  world 
is  their  common  history.  In  view  of 
this  fact,  it  seemed  rather  strange  that 
the  discovery,  preservation  and  dissem- 
ination of  Methodist  history  received 
such  scant  consideration  in  our  various 
ecumenical  conferences.  That  defect  is 
to  be  corrected,  for  a movement  which 
was  started  in  1931  at  Atlanta  was 
carried  nearer  to  concrete  fulfillment  at 
Springfield  this  year. 

Under  the  sponsorship  and  by  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Seventh  Ecumenical 
Methodist  Conference  there  was  organi- 
zed an  International  Methodist  Histor- 
ical Society,  which  will  bind  together 
similar  societies  already  in  existence  and 
to  be  organized  throughout  the  world. 
Bishop  Paul  N.  Garber  of  Geneva  .noted 
authority  on  Methodist  history,  was 
elected  president,  and  Dr.  Frank  Baker 
of  London,  president  of  the  International 
Methodist  Historical  Union,  w'hich  mer- 
ges into  the  new'  organization,  and  Dr. 
Elmer  T.  Clark  of  Newr  York,  president 
of  the  Association  of  Methodist  Histor- 
ical Societies,  were  named  as  secretaries. 
An  executive  committee,  composed  of 
the  officers,  the  two  presidents  of  the 
Ecumenical  Council,  five  other  persons 
from  the  United  States,  four  from  Great 
Britain,  and  one  each  from  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  was  authorized  to 
act  ad  interim  and  report  a complete 
organization,  constitution  and  program 
of  work  at  the  London  meeting  in  1951. 

While  the  new-  world-wide  Society  is 
at  the  moment  only  in  the  preliminary 
stage  of  organization,  and  a policy  has 
not  yet  been  outlined,  several  important 
matters  are  under  discussion.  The  first 
step  will  be  to  affiliate  the  numerous 
Historical  societies  now  operating  in 
Great  Britain,  the  United  States,  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand  and  elswhere,  and 
then  to  promote  societies  where  they 
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do  not  now  exist  in  the  twenty-five  or 
more  geographical  and  denominational 
sections  of  the  Ecumenical  Council.  A 
news  service  should  be  established  for 
circulation  among  the  various  sections, 
which  may  receive  considerabe  develop- 
ment on  a self-sustaining  basis.  This 
should  be  followed  in  due  course  by  an 
ecumenical  historical  magazine  or  review. 
The  >ociety  will  probably  sponsor  vari- 
ous books  in  its  field  from  time  to  time. 
And,  of  course,  a policy  of  finance  must 
be  worked  out. 

Those  who,  on  both  sides  of  the  At- 
lantic, have  long  striven  to  develop  a 
worthy  historical  movement  in  Metho- 
dism arc  of  the  opinion  that  the  step 
taken  at  Springfield  has  deep  signifi- 
cance. The  popularization  and  wide  dis- 
semination of  the  facts  of  our  history 
can  do  more  than  any  other  one  thing 
to  create  among  Methoditst  the  morale 
and  loyvlty  so  greatly  needed  now.  No 
pei  son  who  knows  our  history  and  heri- 
tage, who  has  felt  his  heart  strangely 
warmed  with  the  heart  of  Wesley  or  has 
in  spirit  rode  the  long  trail  with  Asbury, 
will  be  likely  to  desert  our  altars  or  fail 
to  support  our  institutions. 

Not  the  least  advantage  will  be  the 
binding  together  in  closer  fraternity, 
through  a knowledge  of  what  is  hap- 
pening in  the  various  sections,  of  all  the 
branches  of  the  world-wide  church.  The 
proposed  news  service  may  well  have 
the  effect  of  producing  Methodist  union 
in  all  vital  respects  long  before  we  can 
hope  to  achieve  organic  union  through 
legislation  and  the  adjustment  of 
ecclesiastical  machinery.  Had  this  fea- 
ure  been  well  under  way  it  might  have 
been  possible,  for  example,  to  have  de- 
veloped the  Crusade  for  Christ,  especially 
its  evangelistic  feature,  on  a world-wde 
basis. 

It  of  course  goes  without  saying  that 
an  insistence  on  our  own  history  should 
not,  and  will  not,  be  aimed  at  develop- 
ing a narrow  denominational  loyalty  that 
is  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of  catho- 
icism  and  cooperate  which  has  charac- 
terized Methodism  from  the  beginning. 
But  no  people  that  does  not  reverence 
their  past  will  ever  build  a worthy  future. 
There  are  values  in  Methodist  history 
that  our  people  must  know  and  that 
must  be  projected  into  the  atmosphere 
of  the  whole  ecumenical  movement.  It  is 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  new  and  wider 
movement  will  receive  the  sympathy 
and  moral  support  of  the  whole  church 
in  America. 

CHANGES  MADE  IN  PASTORAL 
APPOINTMENTS 

Effective  with  the  date  of  this  issue 
the  Rev.  E.  C.  Few,  who  has  been  pastor 
of  the  Riverside  Church  in  Jacksonville 
for  the  past  three  and  a half  years,  will 
be  transferred  to  the  Western  Carolina 
Conference  and  will  be  stationed  at  the 
West  Market  Street  Church  of  Greens- 
boro. Replacing  Dr.  Few  at  Riverside 
will  be  the  Rev.  Claud  M.  Haynes,  now 
in  his  fourth  year  as  paster  of  Trinity 
Church,  Tallahassee,  while  the  Rev.  Clare 
Cotton,  who  has  served  a similar  time 
at  First  Church,  West  Palm  Beach,  will 
go  to  Trinity.  The  West  Palm  Beach 
appointment  will  be  filled  by  Rev.  John 
C.  Glenn  who  is  transferring  into  the 
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Florida  Conference  from  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference. 

In  the  news  of  the  Tampa  District  is 
an  item  announcing  the  retirement  of 
the  Rev.  A.  P.  Smith,  pastor  at  Tarpon 
Springs,  because  of  ill  health.  Replac- 
ing Brother  Smith  will  be  the  Rev.  John

their  food  budget  for  two  weeks.  This 
might  make  them  feel  a little  of  the 
pinch  which  is  always  with  those  of  the 
war-torn  lands.  Or  they  might  do  with- 
out the  Thanksgiving  feast  or  use  a 
simple  soup  dinner  for  three  or  four 
Sundays,  thus  procuring  the  ten  dollars. 
The  Woman’s  Societies  of  Christian 
Service  might  have  a sacrificial  dinner 
for  the  members  of  their  church  serving 
meatless  bean  soup  and  dry  hard  bread 


— a typical  European  meal — charging 
fifty  cents  or  a dollar  and  using  the  pro- 
ceeds to  pay  for  CARE  packages.  Ac- 
cording to  Bishop  Garber  there  is  urgent 
need  for  these  packages  for  two  hundred 
of  his  church  leaders  at  once. 

The  Christian  Social  Relations  De- 
partment has  two  phases:  that  in  the 
local  church  and  that  outside  of  the 
church.  One  is  as  important  as  the 
other.  Every  church  in  Florida  is  em- 
phasizing the  work  of  the  Church  School 
according  to  the  Crusade  plans  for  this 
year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  women 
of  our  Societies  will  do  everything  in 
tiheir  power  to  assist  in  this.  They 
should  volunteer  to  help  the  pastor  and 
Church  School  officials  in  every  way 
possible.  The  Society  is  a part  of  God’s 
Church  and  not  an  organization  unto 
itself.

Parker  Cady  came  to  the  Home  to  live  1 
when  he  was  only  six  years  of  age  and 
remained  there  until  1942  when  he  left  ' 
to  join  the  Navy.  The  young  couple  I 
met  at  the  Homecoming  celebration  last 
Thanksgiving.  However,  none  of  the 
folks  at  the  Home  had  any  idea  that 
the  affair  had  grown  to  such  proportions 
and  all  were  definitely  surprised.

“CRADLE  OF  AMERICAN  METHODISM” 


ST.  SIMONS  METHODIST  CHURCH 


MT.  SIMONS  ISLAND,  located  off  the  scenic  coast  at 
Brunswick,  is  the  Cradle  of  American  Methodism. 

On  this  beautiful  and  historic  Island  the  Reverends  John 
Wesley,  Charles  Wesley,  George  Whitefield  and  Benjamin 
Ingham  preached  and  served  as  ministers  at  Frederica.  These 
four  men  were  members  of  the  Holy  Club  at  Oxford,  England, 
from  which  The  Methodist  Church  had  its  beginning. 

John  and  Charles  Wesley  and  Benjamin  Ingham  ac- 
compained  General  James  Oglethorpe  to  the  Georgia  Colony 
in  1736.  Charles  was  employed  as  the  Secretary  to  Ogle- 
thorpe and  sei'ved  as  Chaplain  at  Frederica.  John  was 
sent  under  the  auspices  of  an  English  Mission  Society  as 
a missionary  to  the  Indians.  Ingham  came  upon  John 
Wesley’s  invitation  to  preach  to  the  Indians.  Whitefield 
arrived  in  1738  for  missionary  activities  and  founded  the 
first  orphanage  in  America. 

In  Charles  Wesley’s  Diary  is  this  interesting  statement: 
“Tuesday,  March  9,  1736,  about  three  in  the  afternoon,  I 
first  set  foot  on  St.  Simons  Island;  and  immediately  my 
spirit  revived.  No  sooner  did  I enter  upon  my  ministry, 
than  God  gave  me,  like  Saul,  another  heart.” 


1HE  St.  Simons  Methodist  Church  is  the  most  uniquely 
located  Methodist  Church  in  America  because  of  Metho- 
dism’s rich  heritage  on  St.  Simons  Island. 

This  church  is  strategically  located  because  of  its  op- 
portunities to  minister  each  Sunday  to  a large  number  of 
visitors  who  come  to  the  Island  resort  from  many  parts  of 
the  nation.  It  was  organized  on  April  30,  1938.  The  present 
edifice  is  the  first  Methodist  Church  ever  erected  on  the 
Island.  It  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  and  the 
congi-egation  on  December  14,  1941,  following  the  John 
Wesley  Session  of  the  Methodist  Council  of  Bishops. 

The  church  is  now  projecting  a building  program  to 
help  meet  the  increasing  needs  and  challenge  which  it  faces 
on  this  historic  Island.  It  is  seeking  to  do  honor  to  Metho- 
dism’ sacred  heritage  here  and  also  be  commensurate  with 
present  and  future  needs. 

The  above  picture  shows  the  proposed  Church  School 
building  and  the  present  sanctuary.  The  building  program 
also  includes  the  enlarging  of  and  further  beautification 
of  the  present  sanctuary  and  the  ei'ection  of  a parsonage. 
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The  Conference  Publication  Committee  is  the  same  as  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Children’s  Home

The  South  Georgia  Conference  voted  to  request  all  of 
its  pastors  to  present  this  worth}  matter  to  our  congrega- 
tions and  to  ask  for  an  offering  on  the  Sunday  nearest 
Thanksgiving.  I sincerely  trust  this  will  be  done  in  the  I 
North  Georgia  and  Florida  Conferences  also.  Well  do  1 
know  the  many  matters  claiming  our  attention  and  support 
but  surely  this  appeal  to  preserve  the  very  cradle  of  Ameri- 
can Methodism  will  not  be  overlooked.

A 
seven  course  second  series  school,  ap- 
proved by  the  International  Council  of 
Religious  Education,  this  training  effort 
was  one  of  the  finest  yet  to  be  held. 
Rev.  A.  A.  Almand  served  as  dean,  and 
faculty  members  were  secured  from  far 
and  near.  Florida  instructors  included 
Mrs.  W.  C.  White  of  St.  Petersburg, 
teaching  “We  The  People  of  the  United 
Nations,”  and  Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett,  “The 
Church  and  the  Alcohol  Problem.” 

The  First  Methodist  Church,  Coral 
Gables,  has  just  secured  the  services 
of  Mr.  Glenn  A.  Waters,  as  director  of 
religious  education.  A graduate  of 
Millsaps  College  and  Southern  Methodist 
University,  Mr.  Waters  was  formerly 
employed  as  director  at  Government 
Street  Church,  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  is  a 
local  preacher  in  The  Methodist  Church. 

Miss  Alice  Walters,  executive  secre- 
tary of  woman’s  missionary  work  for  the 
united  Methodist  Church  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  a delegate  to  the  recent  Ecu- 
menical Conference,  was  a recent  visitor 
in  Miami,  speaking  at  the  district  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  at  White  Temple  on  October  30. 

Dr.  Wm.  S.  Hughlett  snent  the  last 
week  in  October  speaking  in  local 
churches  and  to  various  district  and  sub- 
district gatherings  in  the  area  on  an 
itinerary  arranged  by  Mrs.  H.  W.  Black- 
burn of  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension.

Lauderdale.  It  will  be  interdenomina- 
tional, and  approved  by  the  International 
Council  of  Religious  Education.  Metho- 
dist churches  in  the  area  are  sponsor- 
ing and  supporting  the  school. 

Dr.  John  T.  Glenn,  newly  appointed 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
West  Palm  Beach,  was  very  graciously 
received  by  large  congregations  as  he 
began  his  pastorate  in  this  great  church 
Sunday,  November  2.  He  and  Mrs. 
Glenn  will  move  to  Florida  following  the 
sessions  of  the  Nor'th  Carolina  Con- 
ference November  5-9.  Dr.  Glenn  has 
been  serving  as  District  Superintendent 
of  the  Wilmington  District,  and  was 
formerly  pastor  of  Duke  Memorial  at 
Durham,  and  Eatonton  Street  Church, 
Raleigh. 

Friends  of  Brother  J.  B.  Reid  will  be 
glad  to  hear  that  he  is  recovering  from 
a throat  ailment  and  has  been  preaching 
twice  weekly  with  the  aid  of  an  am- 
plifying system  which  was  the  gift  of 
a friend. 

Miss  Marie  Frakes,  newly  appointed 
kindergartener  at  Wesley  House,  Key 
West,  was  welcomed  to  the  Miami  Dis- 
trict at  a recent  meeting  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Miss 
Frakes  is  a gifted  and  experienced  work- 
er who  has  been  serving  in  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  for  eleven  -ears. 

A training  school  for  Christian  work- 
ers has  been  set  up  for  November  10-15 
at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Home- 
stead. Instructors  include  Mrs.  A.  A. 
Almand,  Miami,  Rev.  S.  H.  Davies  Home- 
stead, Rev.  R.  B.  Chapman,  Florida  City, 
and  Rev.  W.  E.  Rowell,  Silver  Palm. 

Holleman  Park  Church,  Miami,  Rev. 
John  L.  Lewis,  pastor,  is  enjoying  a 
new  Hammond  electric  organ,  and  other 
improvements  to  their  faculities.

The  Rock  Harbor  Church,  on  the  Tav- 
eriner  charge,  was  host  to  the  quarterly 
conference  on  a recent  Sunday.  A 
splendid  congregation  was  present  in 
the  attractive  new  church,  a renovated 
school  building,  and  dinner  was  served 
on  the  grounds  following  the  service. 
Rev.  Chas.  Ketchum  is  the  busy  pastor 
of  this  charge. 

Dr.  O.  E.  Rice  is  to  give  supervision 
to  the  initial  work  on  the  new  church  in 
Marathon,  where  he  is  to  be  assisted  by 
Rev.  D.  E.  Wiest,  the  pastor.  An  at- 
tractive church  and  parsonage  apartment 
are  to  be  erected  beginning  in  December.

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We  see  that  Methodism  continues  to 
go  forward  for  the  Master  as  the  en- 
couraging reports  of  increased  attendance 
and  enrollment  in  the  Church  Schools  of 
our  District  are  made  known.

Miss  Martha  Ivoestline  has  re- 
cently been  placed  on  the  staff  at  First 
Church  also.  She  is  serving  as  part-time 
Director  of  Recreation  and  will  do  so 
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until  the  first  of  the  year  when  she  plans 
to  enter  Emory  University  for  some 
graduate  work  in  Religious  Education. 
We  rejoice  with  First  Church  in  iis 
securing  these  grand  workers  and  we 
shall  look  forward  to  a great  year  of 
progress. 

A building  program  for  a new  churc 
home  has  been  authorized  by  the  Boar  1 
of  Stewards  of  the  Palma  Ceia  Church, 
where  Rev.  Paul  Wagner,  is  pastor. 
The  architects  drawings  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  membership  for  approval. 
At  the  present  time  the  congregation  of 
over  300  is  meeting  each  Sunday  morn- 
ing at  the  Palma  Ceia  Theater.  The 
pastor  reports  about  150  are  attending 
the  Church  School. 

The  new  church  will  be  located  at  the 
corner  of  Dale-Mabry  Highway  and  Bay- 
to-Bay  Boulevard  where  eight  lots  h ive 
been  purchased.  It  will  provide  an  au- 
ditorium to  seat  more  than  400  and  an 
educational  plant  which  will  take  care 
of  350.  A youth  center  which  will  also 
do  service  as  a church  dining  room  will 
have  a kitchen  attached  and  will  have  a 
capacity  of  over  200.  There  will  ba  a 
small  seating  chapel  seating  50  and  also 
a church  parlor.  On  October  26th  the 
final  plans  were  presented  to  the  congre- 
gation and  pledges  were  secured  amount- 
ing to  $10,000  for  the  first  year  with 
about  $1,500  in  cash.  The  church  build- 
ing committee  has  made  thorough  plans 
for  a Financial  Campaign  which  started 
November  3rd. 

The  Oak  Grove  Church,  where  Rev. 
T.  W.  Carlton  is  pastor,  is  building  an 
annex  to  their  present  Church  School 
building  to  meet  their  growing  needs. 
Rev.  Bascom  Carlton  has  announced  that 
plans  have  been  made  for  a new  Educa- 
tional Building  at  the  Seminole  Church. 
The  building  is  to  be  paid  for  as  it 
is  being  built. 

Rev.  R.  J.  Shaffer  reports  that  the 
Ruskin  Church  has  finished  remodeling 
and  redecorating  their  parsonage.  Most 
of  the  labor  was  donated  and  the  par- 
sonage property  is  now  valued  at  $8,500. 
We  rejoice  with  Brother  Shaffer  and  his 
people  upon  the  completion  of  this  pro- 
ject. 

Many  changes  will  soon  be  noted  in 
the  appearance  of  the  Bayshore  Church 
as  a remodeling  program  is  alreadiy 
underway.  Rev.  W.  L.  Joyner  reports 
that  not  only  will  the  edifice  be  repainted 
but  the  choir  stall  and  organ  arrange- 
ments are  to  be  remodeled,  new  concrete 
steps  are  to  replace  wooden  ones,  and 
the  recreation  hall  where  the  Boy  Scouts 
meet,  is  to  be  completed.  A surplus 
army  hutment,  16  by  48  feet,  was  re- 
cently purchased  and  is  being  remodeled 
to  provide  four  new  Sunday  School 
rooms.  Approximately  $3,000  will  be 
snent  for  the  entire  program.  The  Bay- 
shore  Church  also  reports  that  an  at- 
tendance of  130  was  had  on  Church 
School  Rally  Day  and  and  average  at- 
tendance of  117  was  maintained  during 
the  month  of  October. 

Rev.  B.  D.  Bourn,  our  pastor  at  High- 
land Ave.,  in  Tampa,  announces  that  their 
remodeling  and  building  program  is 
nearing  completion.  With  the  outside 
having  been  finished  some  time  ago  the 
inside  is  now  almost  finished.  The  pulpit 
furniture  has  already  been  purchased 
and  received,  also  new  pews  are  being 
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steadily  growing  and  as  soon  as  the 
present  church  building  is  sold  the  lon- 
struction  of  the  new  church  will  begin. 
The  Youth  Fellowship  from  Nebraska 
Avenue  reports  a healthy  and  growing 
program.  They  are  finding  a Fellow-hip 
Hour  which  is  held  each  Sunday  fol- 
lowing the  evening  worship  to  be  a great 
aid  in  the  building  of  their  Youth  Fel- 
liwship.

ingdon-Cokesbury  Aw'.ard  by  the  six- 
man  board  of  judges. 

Each  author  will  receive  $7,500,  the 
amount  originally  offered  for  the  win- 
ning manuscript.  $5,000  will  be  paid 
outright  and  $2,500  will  be  advanced 
against  royalities  on  publication  of  the 
manuscripts,  scheduled  for  mid-Spring, 
1948. 

The  exceptional  merit  of  the  two  manu- 
scripts, PRAYER  AND  THE  COMMON 
LIFE  by  Miss  Harkness  and  THE  RE- 
LIGION OF  MATURITY  by  Dr.  Bow- 
man, resulted  in  the  decision  to  grant 
a dual  award  by  the  judges,  who  were 
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REV.  H.  BURNHAM  KIRKLAND

at  first  divided  about  equally  between 
the  two  manuscripts,  but  who  later 
unanimously  concurred  in  the  final  de- 
cision to  grant  the  dual  award.  Object 
of  the  judges  was  to  discover  among:  the 
several  hundred  manuscripts  submitted 
the  one  which,  in  their  opinion,  would 
“accomplish  the  greatest  good  for  the 
Christian  faith  and  Christian  living 
among  all  people.” 

Judges  making  the  dual  award  were: 
Ernest  C.  Colwell,  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago;  Umphrey  Lee, 
president  of  Southern  Methodist  Uni- 
versity; John  Alexander  Mackay,  pres- 
ident of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary; 
Halford  E.  Luccock,  professor  of  Homi- 
letics at  the  Y'ale  University  Divinity 
School;  and  Nolan  B.  Harmon, Jr.,  editor 
of  Abingdon-Cokesbury  Press. 

PRAYER  AND  THE  COMMON  LIFE, 
a stimulating  and  deeply  devotional  book 
concerns  itslef  with  man’s  most  force- 
ful and  most  universal  religious  prac- 
tice: Prayer — presenting  it  in  its  founda- 
tions, methods,  and  fruits  through  de- 
tailed analysis  and  comprehensive  ex- 
planation.

ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  TO  MEET  IN  MIAMI 

At  a recent  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  his  Cabinet 
at  the  Pastor’s  School  in  Lake  Alfred,  the  Cabinet  voted 
to  accept  the  invitation  of  Miami  Methodism  to  hold  the 
next  session  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  in  that 
city.  The  Conference  will  convene  on  June  2nd,  1948, 
and  the  sessions  will  be  held  in  White  Temple. 


SOME  ‘“PROOF  OF  THE  PUDDING” 

Temperance  forces  throughout  the  state  were  cheered 
last  June  17th  when  Hardee  County,  long  a stronghold  of  the 
liquor  interests,  voted  dry  by  a margin  of  230  votes.  It  was 
a hard-fought,  bitterly  contested  campaign.  Both  sides  “im- 
ported” outside  help.  Distinguished  service  was  rendered  by 
Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  United  Flor- 
ida Drys,  the  Honorable  James  H.  Bunch,  Jacksonville  at- 
torney and  President  of  the  Methodist  Board  of  Temperance, 
Dr.  Rufus  Wicker,  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  White,  to  name  several 
of  our  own  denomination. 

The  liquor  interests  were  well  represented  by  men  sent  in 
by  the  wholesalers  and  state  beverage  associations.  Every 
part  of  the  county  was  being  combed,  on  and  before  election 
day,  by  men  prepared  to  buy  votes  or  “influence”  for  cash 
or  by  means  of  insidious  and  false  propaganda,  the  latter 
being  especially  directed  at  those  receiving  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance. 

But  the  victory  at  the  polls  did  not  end  the  battle  for  a 
dry  county.  A liquor  dealer  brought  suit  against  the  election 
charging  its  unconstitutionality  on  technical  grounds.  Judge 
Don  Register  gave  a hearing  in  Circuit  Court  on  October 
27th.  An  able  lawyer  from  Tampa  and  a lawyer  from  Lake- 
land made  an  exhaustive  attack  upon  the  election  Three  attor- 
neys for  the  dry  forces  brilliantly  defended  the  election, 
ston  of  Lakeland,  and  James  H.  Bunch  of  Jacksonville,  gave 
These  lawyers,  W.  W.  Whitehurst  of  Wauchula,  B.  J.  Lang- 
their  services  without  charge. 


Judge  Register  quickly  dismissed  the  suit  when  all  argu- 
ments had  been  heard,  but  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 
is  expected. 

However,  many  honest  Methodists,  all  but  convinced  by 
the  deluge  of  liquor  propaganda  pouring  in  upon  them  from 
every  direction.  «il!  want  to  know  what  signs  of  improve- 
ment may  be  evident  in  the  county  as  a ri'ult  of  closing  the 
wide-open  saloons  and  liquor  stores.  No  complete  answer 
is  yet  available,  hut  these  official  statistics  are  encouraging. 
Arrests  f<  r Drunkenness  and  Drunken  Driving  during  July. 
August,  September  and  October  of  194G.  the  last  WET 
YEAR,  totaled  152;  while  for  the  same  four  months  of  this 
DRY  YEAR  the  total  is  til  ---  a reduction  of  58% ! Boot- 
legger arrests  number  tight. 

In  addition  to  this  the  County  Judge  and  Sheriff,  at  first 
confessedly  skeptical  of  any  beneficial  results,  state  now  in 
positive  terms  that  the  county  is  now  in  a much  better  con- 
dition regarding  law  enforcement.

The  book  deals  with  early 
history  of  Methodism  in  China  and  its  study  is  a part  of 
our  celebration  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  China  Methodism. 

TEN  THOUSAND  YEAR  is  written  byr  Dr.  Richard  T. 
Baker,  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  and  associate  editor  of  the 
WORLD  OUTLOOK,  who  spoke  so  brilliantly  and  authen- 
tically at  the  District  Missionary  Institutes  last  year.  He 
has  written  a book  that  is  interesting  to  read  and  which 
will  appeal  to  our  people.  We  join  our  Missionary  Secre- 
taries in  urging  a wide  reading  and  study  of  this  timely  book. 
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A large  number  of  the  pastors  of  the 
Lakeland  District  attended  the  Florida 
Conference  Pastors’  School  in  Lake  Al- 
fied  November  10  throuv1-  14.  It  was 
proclaimed  to  be  one  of  the  best  pastors 
schools  ever  held  in  this  conference.  The 
instructors  were  Dr.  Roy  Strum,  director 
of  survey  and  research  for  the  depart- 
ment of  town  and  country  work  of  the 
Board  of  Missions;  Dr.  Hazen  Werner, 
professor  of  practical  theology  at  Drew 
University  and  Dr.  Waights  Henry,  Jr., 
executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation of  the  North  Georgia  Conference. 
The  platform  speakers  for  the  school 
were  Dr.  Edward  McLellan  of  London, 
England  and  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore. 

On  November  11,  in  recognition  of 
American  Education  Week,  the  First 
Methodist  Church  of  Bartow  entertained 
the  teachers  of  the  Bartow  public  schools 
at  a reception  given  in  the  Woman’s 
Club  building. 

At  its  meeting  on  November  10  the 
Lakeland  Ministerial  Association  elected 
Rev.  Edward  F.  Norton  as  its  president. 
Brother  Norton  is  the  pastor  of  the  Col- 
lege Heights  Church  Lakeland. 

Within  the  last  two  months  about 
twenty-five  new  members  have  been  re- 
ceived into  the  Trinity  Church  in  Plant 
City,  of  which  Rev.  Gordon  Show  is 
pastor. 

Rev.  Charles  Hamilton  of  the  LaBelle 
Church  reports  outstanding  progress 
there.  This  year  almost  $1,800  have 
been  spent  on  property  improvements, 
including  repainting  and  renovation  of 
the  interior  of  the  parsonage,  the  pur- 
chase of  an  army  building  to  be  used 
as  a recreation  hall,  and  the  development 
of  a playground.  One  hundred  dollars 
is  on  hand  for  the  purchase  of  recreation- 
al equipment.  A Boys  Club  with  thirty 
members  has  been  organized.  The  re- 
cently organized  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowship has  fifteen  active  members,  and 
a young  peoples  class  has  been  organized 
in  the  Church  School. 

A few  months  ago  an  electric  organ 
was  given  to  the  Old  Miakka  Church  by 
Mr.  Jasper  Crowley.  Last  month  this 
same  donor  gave  the  church  a set  of 
Beach  Electric  Auditorium  Chimes.  They 
are  controlled  by  a small  keyboard, 
which  is  attached  to  the  organ  console. 
The  first  service  for  which  the  chimes 
were  used  was  October  19.  Rev.  John 
G.  Stradley,  D.  S.,  preached  that  morn- 
ing,_ and  conducted  Quarterly  Conference 


in  the  afternoon.  At  noon  the  congre- 
gation enjoyed  dinner  on  the  grounds. 
Rev.  A.  G.  Hardee  is  the  pastor  at  Old 
Miakka. 

The  congregation  of  our  church  in 
Dade  City  has  increased  the  salary  of 
its  pastor  to  $3,600.

Across  the  last  fifteen 
yeai's  the  Home  has  received  considerably 
more  than  $3,600  in  cash  for  the  coupons 
Florida  Methodists  have  sent  in.

Soon  after 
they  arrived  in  the  field  the  present 
editor  of  THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST 
had  this  word  from  Mr.  Calhoun: 
“Being  swamped  is  no  new  experience 
but  keeping  swamped  is  a continuing 
condition  out  here  with  the  multitude 
of  things  which  all  but  overwhelm  us, 
the  major  portion  of  which  are  oppor- 
tunities which  we  can  only  partially 
meet  because  of  lack  of  personnel.”  The 
list  of  tasks  which  Mr.  Calhoun  had 


assigned  to  him  was  staggering  even  to 
contemplate. 

Mrs.  Calhoun  became  ill  very  soon 
after  their  arrival  in  China.  Yet,  true 
minister’s  wife  and  great  missionary 
spirit  that  she  it,  she  could  not  but  put 
forth  every  possible  effort  as  she  sought 
to  share  her  husband’s  labors  in  the 
building  of  the  Kingdom.  In  such  an 
environment  it  seemed  impossible  for  her 
to  regain  her  health  and  so  they  have 
returned  to  the  homeland,  where  they 
will  be  welcomed  by  their  many  friends 
and  loved  ones. 

On  January  1st,  1948,  Mr.  Calhoun 
w ill  become  the  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Clermont.

a well-known  Chinese  artist. 

Publication  of  THE  UPPER  ROOM  in 
Chinese  was  begun  as  a venture  of  faith, 
following  appeals  from  people  in  China 
for  this  type  of  devotional  literature. 
Bishop  Ward,  who  had  sponsored  the 
movement  from  the  beginning,  reports 
that  the  book  is  already  meeting  with 
a cordial  response  from  people  of  differ- 
ent denominations  in  China,  and  several 
months  before  the  book  was  published 
orders  for  1,000  subscriptions  had  been 
received.  Because  of  the  terrible  in- 
flation in  China,  the  price  of  a single 
copy  is  $8,000  in  Chinese  money  or  about 
twenty-five  cents  in  United  States  cur- 
rency. This  amount  does  not  cover  costs 
and  must  be  subsidized  by  THE  UPPER 
ROOM  and  its  friends,  many  of  whom 
have  already  sent  contributions  to  THE 
UPPER  ROOM  for  this  edition. 

THE  UPPER  ROOM,  the  world’s  most 
widely  used  devotional  guide,  already 
goes  into  nearly  every  country  of  the 
globe  as  well  as  into  nearly  two  million 
homes  in  America.  In  addition  to  the 
regular,  pocket,  and  Braille  editions  in 
English,  there  are  Portuguese  and  Span- 
ish editions  used  extensively  in  Latin 
America. 
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It  may  be  hard  to  believe  but  the  two 
rooms  pictured  above  are  one  and  the 
same.  They  are  pictures  of  the  sanct- 
uary of  the  St.  Paul’s  Methodist  Church 
of  Eau  Gallie  taken  before  and  after  a 
group  of  the  men  of  the  church  had 
wrought  their  work  of  transformation.

Even  the  altar, 
lectern  and  choir  stalls  were  built  by  a 
local  cabinet  maker  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  labor  and  material  required 
is  some  $3,000.

seen  in  the  fact  that,  when  the  work 
on  the  sanctuary  was  begun,  St.  Paul’s 
had  an  active  membership  of  only  56. 
Now,  with  the  completion  of  the  work, 
this  figure  has  nearly  doubled  and  the 
church  boasts  an  active  “mbership  of 
108.

In  the  following  brief  article  I have 
tried  to  present  several  questions  and 
answers  and  a few  definite  statements 
about  Supply  Work  in  order  that  “he 
who  runs  may  read”  and  having  read 
|may  understand  the  strategic  place  which 
this  department  occupies  in  the  total 
program  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  Write  your  district 
or  conference  secretary  for  any  addi- 
tional information — know  your  job  and  do 
it  faithfully,  and  this  work  will  become 
daily  more  meaningful  to  you. 

1.  Are  you  satisfied  that  YOUR  so- 
ciety  has  done  its  very  best  in  this  de- 
Jpartment  during  1947?  There  is  yet 
[time  to  do  your  part! 
j 2.  Have  you  answered  every  call? 
[Have  your  women  known  what  was  being 
done  with  their  supply  gifts?  During 
1947  our  program  has  been  as  follows: 

First  Quarter — Undirected  cash  for 
Home  Institutions. 

Second  Quarter — Askings  for  your 
Home  Institution,  sent  either  as  boxes 
of  new  supplies  or  as  directed  cash. 
Also  during  this  quarter  our  annual  Love 
[Gift  was  taken  for  Dr.  Hughlett’s  work 
land  credited  to  our  foreign  supply  giv- 
ing. 

Third  Quarter — Directed  or  undirected 
leash  for  your  Foreign  Institution  ask- 
ing. Also  during  this  quarter  many  of 
you  sent  boxes  of  new  supplies  to  an 
assigned  minister  in  Europe. 

Fourth  Quarter — There  is  still  time 
in  this  last  quarter  to  “catch  up”  on 
those  items  in  which  you  failed  to  par- 
ticipate earlier  in  the  year,  and  to  meet 
the  Christmas  needs  of  your  own  Home 
Institution.  Remember  to  add  the  per- 
sonal touch  in  your  Christmas  giving, 
and  help  a bit  to  cheer  the  hearts  of  the 
workers  in  our  institutions. 

3.  Have  we  done  too  much  Supply 
Work  during  1947?  Have  the  calls  been 
too  heavy?  What  do  you  think?  As 
long  as  the  needs  are  so  great,  and  so 
long  as  our  hearts  are  warm,  just  so  long 
will  our  response  continue.  We  do  not 
want  to  do  less!  We  want  to  keep  our 
hearts  warm  and  responsive. 

_ 4.  Check  with  your  Wesleyan  Ser- 
vice Guild,  your  Youth  and  Children’s 
workers  to  see  if  they  have-  done  some 
Supply  Work  and  reported  same  during 
the  past  year.  If  not,  perhaps  a word 
of  encouragement  and  guidance  from 
you  will  make  this  department  “come 
alive”  to  these  groups. 

5.  Would  you  like  a simple  list  of 
your  duties  in  this  department? 

First,  order  all  materials  so  that  you 
know  vour  job. 

Second,  make  an  enthusiastic  presen- 
tation of  Supply  Work  to  the  first  meet- 
ing of  your  executive  board  and  ask 
that  the  work  be  underwritten  in  the 


budget  for  1948. 

Third,  present,  at  least  quarterly,  to 
the  entire  society,  an  interesting  picture 
of  the  need  which  your  department  plans 
to  meet  during  that  quarter,  letting  them 
feel  a definite,  personal  part  in  the  work. 

Fourth,  keep  in  touch  with  the  other 
groups  mentioned  (above)  who  should 
do  Supply  Work. 

Fifth,  make  it  your  responsibility  to 
see  that  every  call  is  answered  and  that 
all  projects  in  Supply  Work  are  carried 
through  to  a satisfactory  conclusion. 

Sixth,  report  quarterly  and  annually, 
on  time,  and  keep  in  touch  with  your 
district  secretary  in  the  meantime!  Clear 
your  cash  figures  with  your  treasurer. 

Seventh,  check  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  report  to  your  district  secretary  if 
your  society  is  entitled  to  a Supply  Work 
Certificate.  (See  Page  113  in  Conference 
Minutes.) 

6.  If  you  are  not  to  serve  your  group 
as  Supply  Secretary  during  19+8,  it  is 
your  duty  to  see  that  your  successor  in 
office  has  the  advantage  of  ail  informa- 
tion which  has  come  to  you.  THIS  IS 
IMPORTANT! 

7.  Are  YOU  a “consecrated,  enthus- 
iastic woman  with  the  ‘map  of  the  world 
on  her  heart?’”  (See  page  18,  Metho- 
dist Woman  for  November,  1947.)

Annually  the  “World  Day  of  Prayer,” 


sponsored  by  the  United  Council  of 
Church  Women  (156  Fifth  Avenue,  New 
York,  N.  Y.)  and  supported  by  the  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
Methodist  Churches,  is  an  occasion  of 
“prayer  of  praise,  thanksgiving,  and  in- 
tercession” on  behalf  of  a number  of 
specific  missionary  needs  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad;  and  the  placing  upon 
church  altars  of  gifts  to  meet  some  of 
those  needs. 

The  gifts  of  the  Day  in  1948  will  be 
divided  among  agencies  serving  Chris- 
tian college  students  in  India,  China  and 
Japan;  foreign  students  in  the  United 
States;  teaching  literacy  in  the  Orient, 
Afiica  and  the  Near  East;  serving 
schools  and  hospitals  for  the  American 
Indian;  among  Negro  sharecroppers  in 
the  South;  and  among  migrant  agri- 
cultural families  in  all  parts  of  the  na- 
tion.

WOMEN  IN  THE  CHURCH 
By  Mary  Fowler 

“Today  it  would  seem  that  sinister 
forces  have  been  let  loose  directed  at 
the  veiy  heart  of  our  homes  in  every 
nation,”  says  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  national  president  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
of  Ihe  Methodist  Church..  “A  recent 
international  pool  revealed  that  there -was 
uniform  concern  on  the  matter  of  in- 
adequate housing,  spiraling  costs  of  liv- 
ing, high  divorce  rate,  broken  homes  and 
post-war  family  adjustments,  intermper- 
erance — all  bringing  insecurity  in  life 
which  reacts  upon  every  age  group.  But 
with  all  of  these,  the  mandate  is  clear 
to  mothers  to  find  a way  to  cut  through 
the  causes  of  insecurities  and  see  that 
children  and  youth  are  trained  in  and 
have  an  experience  of  personal  religion, 
to  practice  spiritual  disciplines  and  to 
know  that  vital  religion  is  not  something 
tacked  on  to  the  normal  business  of  liv- 
ing. With  this  training  should  also  come 
knowledge  of  the  universality  of  Chris- 
tian religion  and  the  work  of  the  church.”

Because  women  prisoners  in  Turkey 
must  take  their  small  children  to  jail 
with  them  while  awaiting  trial  and  even 
after  being  sentenced,  Miss  Phoebe 
Clary,  an  American  staff  member  of  the 
Young  Women’s  Christian  Association 
of  the  Middle  East,  has  inagurated  a 
center  near  one  of  the  largest  prisons, 
and  there  she  takes  the  prisoner’s  chil- 
dren for  “day  care”:  a program  of  play, 
study,  health  and  hygiene,  and  luncheons. 
Then,  in  the  evening,  the  children  are 
retuned  to  the  prison  and  their  mothers. 
Turkish  officials  have  become  so  inter- 
ested in  Miss  Clary’s  program  that  it  is 
likely  to  result  in  a modification  of  the 
care  of  children  of  these  unfortunate 
women.

AT  ATLANTIC  CITY— DECEMBER  3,  1947 

The  Council  of  Bishops  desires  to  lay  upon  the  hearts 
of  the  Methodist  people  with  new  weight  and  emphasis  the 
Christ-like  ministry  of  relief  for  the  war-devastated  lands 
across  the  sea.  The  needs  are  not  less,  but  greater  than 
before.  Men,  women  and  little  children  in  hunger,  cold, 
sickness,  homelessness,  and  hopelessness  cry  for  help,  and 
the  followers  of  the  compassionate,  feeding,  healing  Christ 
cannot  withhold  their  loving  aid.  Government  action,  how- 
ever large,  cannot  do  all,  and  can  never  take  the  place  of 
such  a ministry  by  the  Church  and  through  the  Church. 

The  Methodist  Church  has  done  well,  but  not  well  enough. 
We  urge,  with  special  fervor  at  this  Christmas  season, 
greatly  increased  support  for  this  work  as  carried  on  by  our 
own  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief: 

(1)  Let  every  charge  give  regularly  part  of  its  Com- 
munion collections  for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Ser- 
vice, of  which  MCOR  receives  the  largest  share. 

(2)  Let  the  number  of  occasional  and  regular  con- 
tributions by  individuals  and  groups  be  multiplied;  and  let 
the  people  of  wealth  consider  prayerfully  the  possibility 
of  larger  gifts,  running  into  the  thousands  and  the  tens 
of  thousands,  such  as  befit  a truly  great  Christian  enterprise. 

(3)  Without  disparagement  of  any  other  agency,  we 
recommend  strongly  that  our  people  channel  their  gifts 
through  our  own  Committee,  appointed  for  this  service  by 
our  General  Conference.  The  program  of  the  Committee 
includes  both  our  distinctive  Methodist  relief  and  our  co- 
operation with  the  Friends,  the  Orphaned  Missions,  C.A.R.E., 


and  other  Approved  Agencies,  especially  Church  World  Ser- 
vice, as  well  as  efforts  for  Displaced  Persons.  It  includes 
cash  remittances  to  needy  countries,  food  and  clothing  sup- 
plies, package  gifts,  and  bulk  shipments,  the  latter  being 
most  u eful;  all  administered  through  Christian  agencies 
for  the  benefit  of  our  Methodist  and  other  brothers  and 
sisters  overseas. 

(4)  We  urge  that,  so  far  as  possible,  gifts  be  left 
undesignated,  trusting  to  the  experience  of  our  Committee 
to  make  the  wisest  use  of  all  available  resources. 

In  order  to  meet  this  emergency  period,  we  call  upon 
our  people,  who  are  abundantly  able  to  do  this  without 
harm  to  any  other  interests,  to  pour  out  before  the  General 
Conference  meets  in  April  a million  dollars  and  a million 
pounds  of  supplies,  to  save  thousands  of  lives  and  to  help 
the  suffering  multitudes  to  believe  in  love  and  in  God  and  in 
Josus  Christ,  coming  anew  to  a bewildered  and  agonized 
world.

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The  Tampa  District  is  to  hold  its 
Annual  District  Conference  and  Mission- 
ary Institute  at  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Sarasota,  December  9th  and 
10th,  1947.  Dr.  H.  H.  Waller,  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  will  preside,  Rev. 
Jack  A.  Davis  is  the  host  pastor.  Speak- 
ers and  leaders  from  outside  of  our 
district  who  will  contribute  to  the  con- 
ference are:  Dr.  Gaither  Warfield,  Dr. 
John  Branscomb,  Chief  Silvertongue; 
Rev.  Warren  Willis,  Rev.  Charles  A. 
Thompson,  Dr.  R.  Ira  Barnett,  Dr.  Ludd 
M.  Spivey  and  Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett.  The 
District  Missionary  Institute  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  John  J.  Rooks, 
District  Missionary  Secretary. 

The  Christian  Worker’s  Training 
School  for  St.  Petersburg  was  held  at 
First  Avenue  Methodist,  November  30th 
through  December  3rd  with  Rev.  M.  C. 
Cleveland,  pastor  of  the  Allendale 
Church,  serving  as  Dean.  A grand  staff 
of  five  teachers  conducted  the  school  for 
over  175  persons  who  were  enrolled.  The 
teachers  and  their  courses  were  as  fol- 
lows: Dr.  E.  Russel,  “The  Contents  of 
The  New  Testament;”  Mrs.  W.  B.  Fer- 
guson, “The  Child’s  Approach  to  Re- 
ligion;” Mrs.  Hoyt  Tatum,  “Guiding  In- 
termediates;” Rev.  Robert  C.  Boggs, 
“The  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship;” 
and  Mrs.  Fred  Washburn,  “Vacation 
Church  Schools.”  This  training  school 
brings  to  a total  of  over  500  persons  in 
our  District  who  have  participated  in 
Christian  Workers  Training  Schools  in 
recent  weeks.  These  gratifying  reports 
are  going  to  bear  fruit  in  the  Church 
Schools  of  our  District  as  the  this  last 
year  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  pro- 
gresses. 

Many  of  the  churches  have  already 
been  reporting  the  wonderful  results  in 
the  growth  of  their  Church  Schools.  First 
Methodist  Church  in  St.  Petersburg  has 
set  for  itself  a goal  of  1,000  in  their 
Church  School  and  one  Sunday  recently 
they  had  over  800  in  attendance.  First 
Avenue  Methodist  Church  in  St.  Peters- 
burg has  been  having  approximately  800 
in  attendance  to  its  Church  School.  Rev. 
Royal  Page  reports  that  the  Euclid  Ave- 
nue Church  has  set  as  its  Goal  200  and 
that  their  attendance  has  already  reached 
175.  The  Lealman  Church,  where  Rev. 
Sidney  White  is  pastor  reached  173  in 
attendance  recently  which  is  a remark- 
able achievement  for  this  growing- 


church.  They  are  also  nearing  the  com- 
pletion of  their  new  Church  School  Build- 
ing which  the  people  themselves  have 
been  building. 

Rev.  T.  W.  Carlton,  pastor  at  the  Oak 
Grove  Church  has  reported  that  the 
people  at  Oak  Grove  have  responded 
wonderfully  through  the  giving  of  their 
labor  and  money  in  constructing  a new 
concrete  block  Church  School  Building. 
The  financing  of  the  project  is  being  done 
as  they  are  building. 

A grand  project  has  been  undertaken 
by  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  in 
Tampa  where  Rev.  O.  V.  Hitchcock  is 
pastor.  They  have  started  a Day  School 
Kindergarten  which  is  a non-profit  pro- 
ject. One  person,  Mrs.  Karl -Chambers, 
has  been  employed  to  take  charge  of  the 
Kindergarten  and  all  the  fees  that  are 
taken  go  into  the  expense  of  the  Kinder- 
garten itself. 

A new  church  building  is  to  be  started 
shortly  after  the  new  year  at  New 
Port  Richey.  Rev.  A.  J.  Armstrong  also 
reports  a successful  Training  School  in 
his  church  which  was  held  November 
17th  through  the  21st  with  16  enrolled. 
The  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  is  send- 
ing two  of  their  group  as  delegates  to 
the  Cleveland  Youth  Conference.  $200 
has  been  sent  to  German  pastors  through 
the  Christian  Advocate  appeal  by  the 
WSCS  of  the  New  Port  Ritchey  Church. 
The  women  have  also  given  the  church 
some  beautiful  new  pulpit  furniture.  We 
rejoice  in  the  wonderful  progress  that 
is  being  made  in  this  church  under  the 
guidance  of  Brother  Armstrong. 

Dr.  O.  Alton  Murphy  gives  a very  suc- 
cessful reports  on  the  Visitation  Evan- 
gelism program  which  was  carried  out 
in  the  Hyde  Park  Church  the  first  week 
in  November.  The  total  of  104  new  mem- 
bers were  taken  into  the  church  of  which 
37  came  for  membership  on  profession 
of  faith.  These  new  members  were  pre- 
sented for  membership  on  November 
30th  which  was  Membership  Sunday. 
Dr.  Murphy  also  reports  that  the  par- 
sonage has  been  completely  repainted 
and  that  a new  electric  range  and  elec- 
tric hot  water  heater  have  been  installed.

We  rejoice  with  Brother 
Nysewander  in  this  glorious  experience 
for  the  church. 

For  a good  many  years  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  of  the  Belmont  Heights 
Church  in  Tampa  have  sponsored  a gro- 
cery shower  for  Rev.  and  Mrs.  S.  H. 
Givler  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  This  year 
was  no  exception,  however  much  more 
was  done  than  just  having  a grocery 
shower.  Two  of  the  young  people  had 
already  painted  the  inside  of  Brother 
Givler’s  home  and  so  the  rest  of  the 
young  people  wanted  to  make  the  out- 
side look  as  nice  as  the  inside.  Therefore 
the  Youth  Fellowship  has  raised  enough 
money  to  have  the  outside  of  the  home 
painted  also.  Besides  this  grand  under- 
taking the  young  people  are  repainting 
and  decorating  their  own  room  at  the 


church.  They  also  have  a grand  gospel 
quartet  made  of  some  of  the  young  peo- 
ple, they  call  themselves  the  Tampa  Har- 
mony Quartet. 

Many  Services  were  held  on  Thanks- 
giving Day  in  our  District.  Some  of  the 
services  have  been  reported.  A Union 
Service  was  held  in  Clearwater  with  all 
of  the  church  cooperating  and  Dr.  H.  H. 
Waller  was  the  speaker.  The  First  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Tampa  was  the  scene 
of  a beautiful  service.  The  church  was 
practically  filled  and  various  pastors 
participated  in  the  service.  Dr.  O.  Alton 
Murphy,  was  the  speaker.

A report  from  pastors  on  publications 
showed  that  there  were  336  subscribers 
to  the  Florida  Methodist  and  871  to  the 
Christian  Advocate  and  2960  of  the  Up- 
per Room  were  going  into  the  homes  of 
our  churches. 

Dr.  John  Branscomb,  Conference  Miss- 
ionary Secretary,  inspired  and  thrilled 
the  Conference  with  a message  directed 
toward  The  Cruisade  for  Christ  goal  for 
Increased  Enrollment  and  Attendance. 

(22)  Twenty-two  charges  of  the  dis- 
trict had  already  had  their  visitation 
observance. 

The  Church  School  enrollment  for 
the  District  at  the  first  of  the  Confer- 
ence year  was  6157.  And  by  District 
Conference  there  was  a total  enrollment 
of  7143.

His  message 
was  so  vivid  and  well  described  that  one 
could  see  inside  a boxcar  somewhere  in 
Europe  where  a human  cargo  was  hud- 
dled and  nearly  starving.  One  could  see 
now  thousands  of  little  children  starving- 
slowly  starving  in  spite  of  our  Govern- 
ments aid. 

He  told  us  that  $7.00  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  protestant  churches  to 
provide  food  enough  for  3 months  for 
one  child.  Where  could  you  spend  $7.00 
better  this  Christmas  time  than  to  our 
over-seas  relief  agency.  Send  it  now 
ear-marked  for  the  feeding  of  children. 
They  need  clothing  now. 

The  crowning  and  most  inspirational 
part  of  his  message . was  the  fact  that 
he  has  seen  the  transforming  power  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  the  hearts  of  people,  de- 
spite war,  hatred,  starvation  and  dis- 
ease. The  living  God  whom  we  worship 
transforms  men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  today. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Talton  ispoke  to  the  Confer- 
ence on  the  Florida  Conference  brother- 
hood. Rev.  Charles  A.  Thompson  brought 
the  Children’s  Home  closer  to  our 
hearts  and  minds  in  his  address.  Rev. 
T.  G.  Mitchell  spoke  on  the  Golden 
Cross. 

Rev.  L.  B.  Blackwell  delivered  a gos- 
pel message  on  the  subject  of  Christian 
faith.  The  Holy  Spirit  indeed  dwelt  a- 
mong  us  while  he  preached.  It  was  a 
blessing. 

The  Conference  was  grateful  to,  Mr. 
Pete  H.  Brock,  a student,  for  his  words 
of  welcome;  to  Rev.  Leo  F.  King,  and 
Rev.  Roy  B.  Ridley  for  their  splendid 
devotional  messages. 

The  Hon.  C.  Farris  Bryant,  brought 
to  the  minds  of  the  Conference  the  vi- 
tal matter  of  Lay  Activities. 

Rev.  Geo.  Foster  brought  a message 
on  Christian  Education.  Dr.  R.  C.  Holmes 
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presented  the  subject  of  Conference 
Claimants.  Rev.  Ralph  River-,  who  re- 
cently attended  the  National  Conference 
on  The  Methodist  Rural  Life,  gave  an 
interesting  review  of  this  vital  move- 
ment within  the  church.  The  very  attrac- 
tive and  efficient  Miss  Alpharetta  Lee- 
per  of  The  Wesley  Foundation  at  Flor- 
ida State  University  was  also  a guest 
speaker.  Mr.  Fred  Barnett  of  Lakeland 
presented  to  the  conference  the  subject 
of  “United  Florida  Drys”  and  the 
B card  of  Temperance  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

A report  from  the  District  Licensing 
Com;nittee  gave  the  following  names 
who  had  their  licenses  renewed:  W.  A. 
Dunden;  M.  H.  Hartin,  J.  P.  O’Brien  and 
Sam  Davis.  Those  receiving  license  to 
preach  were:  Mr.  Ewell  Carl  of  the  Ox- 
ford Church,  and  William  Hardaway. 

The  Leesburg  Church  had  the  most 
additions  to  the  church  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  Conference  year  of  any 
other  in  the  District.  They  had  received 
over  ninty.  Congratulations  McLeod. 

Rev.  Tom  Mitchell  of  the  Inverness 
Church  invited  the  District  Conference 
to  his  church  for  1948.  The  invitation 
was  gratefully  received  by  the  Confer- 
ence. 

The  Crystal  River  Church  has  recently 
had  a revival  there  under  the  leadership 
of  Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd  of  Jacksonville,  Flor- 
ida. A great  deal  of  interest  was  shown 
with  7 new  members  received  into  the 
church.  The  Crystal  River  Church  is 
planning  to  put  a new  roof  on  the  build- 
ing and  paint  it  inside  and  out. 

News  from  the  Wesley  Foundation  tells 
us  that  its  choir  is  under  the  direction 
of  Billy  King.  They  will  present  an  all 
Christmas  musical  program  on  the  18th 
of  December  in  the  chapel  of  the  Founda- 
tion. The  Foundation  choir  has  become 
an  important  part  of  the  worship  pro- 
gram on  the  University  Chapel  and  the 
District  Missionary  Institute  on  Decem- 
ber 2nd. 

There  are  now  five  candidates  for  the 
ministry  of  the  Methodist  Church  at  the 
University  of  Florida  who  are  active 
in  the  work  at  the  Foundation.  These 
young  men  are  getting  some  actual  pul- 
pit training  by  assisting  in  turn  in  the 
morning  and  evening  worship.  Other 
candidates  are  expected  next  semester. 

The  Foundation  intramural  program 
is  under  the  leadership  of  LeVant  De- 
Wolf  of  Crescent  City.  It  has  been  right 
at  the  top  in  the  Independent  league. 
Frank  Skillman  won  the  tennis  champ- 
ionship of  the  campus  playing  for  the 
Foundation.  Other  teams  have  placed 
high  in  ramural  competition. 

The  Director  of  the  Foundation,  Thax- 
ton  Springfield,  is  taking  his  turn  with 
other  ministers  in  Gainesville  in  the  out 
of  door  preaching  ministry  to  the  Florida 
Vet  families  on  the  University  of  Florida 
Campus.

The  Christian  Workers’  Training

A feature 
of  this  school  was  a work-shop,  conducted 
by  Miss  Mary  Calhoun  of  the  conference 
board  staff,  in  which  a demonstration  of 
work  in  the  children’s  division  was  car- 
ried on  through  the  cooperation  of  a 
private  school  in  the  community  which 
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furnished  the  pupils. 

South  Miami  Methodists  are  happy 
over  their  success  in  over-subscribing 
their  goal  for  a chapel  and  recreation 
hall.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Car- 
roll  Varner,  assisted  by  Rev.  Laurie  Ray, 
160  persons  gathered  for  a turkey  dinner 
at  the  school  dining  room  to  launch  a 
campaign  for  $14,500.  Before  the  even- 
ing was  over  $17,000  had  been  pledged, 
and  that  has  since  been  raised  to  $20,000. 
This  splendid  church,  a few  blocks  from 
the  University  of  Miami,  has  a bright 
future  in  prospect. 

Members  of  the  Wesley  Church,  Miami, 
newly  organized  by  Rev.  Clare  Hall, 
are  making  plans  for  the  first  units  of 
their  permanent  church  plant.  At  a 
dinner  held  to  launch  their  building  cam- 
paign within  their  own  membership, 
$3,300  was  pledged,  which,  with  $1,100 
in  cash,  gives  them  $4,400  toward  an 
immediate  goal  of  $7,000.  With  the  help 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  the  Miami  City  Society 
of  Missions,  they  hope  to  put  about 
$30,000  in  the  initial  units. 

In  a series  of  church  loyalty  dinners, 
members  of  Trinity  Church,  Miami,  sub- 
scribed eighty  percent  of  a $42,000  bud- 
get for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Decem- 
ber 1.  Dr.  R.  E.  Wicker,  pastor,  Mrs. 
J.  T.  Feaster,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Stewards,  and  Mr.  W.  W.  Edwards,  Chair- 
man of  the  every-member  canvass,  gave 
effective  leadership. 

The  annual  Youth  Rally,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
will  be  held  at  Trinity  Church,  Miami,  on 
the  evening  of  January  25  according  to 
announcement  by  Rev.  Warren  Willis, 
director  of  youth.  Arrangements  for  the 
district  enlistment  rally  are  being  made 
by  Mrs.  A.  A.  Almand,  district  director 
of  youth  work,  and  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  R.  Hedberg,  of 
Lake  Harbor,  announce  the  birth  of  a 
son  on  November  22,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
John  H.  Hanger,  of  Ft.  Lauderdale,  an- 
nounce the  birth  of  a daughter  on  Novem- 
ber 28.  Friends  throughout  the  conference 
rejoice  with  then. 

First  Church,  Ft.  Lauderdale,  has  just 
completed  and  furnished  its  new  sanc- 
tuary at  a cost  of  approximately  $108,- 
000  with  an  indebtedness  of  less  than 
$30,000.  The  pews  were  installed  re- 
cently, and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  has  just  presented  the  con- 
gregation with  a lovely  grand  piano.  The 
organ  was  a gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  T. 
Hodges.  Rev.  Hoyt  Tatum  is  the  pastor. 

Friends  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Martin  R. 
Davis  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  the  water 
has  receded  sufficiently  in  the  flooded 
community  of  Davie  for  them  to  return 
to  their  parsonage.  About  fifty  percent 
of  the  people  have  returned  to  their 
homes,  and  others  will  follow  in  time. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  ninety  percent 
of  the  citrus  trees  in  the  area  were 
killed  by  the  flood,  and  no  winter  crops 
can  be  planted,  there  is  a fine  spirit 
among  the  people,  and  they  expect  to 
replant  their  groves  and  rebuild  their 
lost  sources  pf  income. 

The  Coral  Gables  Church  School  has 
reported  an  increase  of  twenty  percent 
in  emdllment  since  June,  and  Dr.  J.  H. 
Daniel  the  pastor,  reports  83  new  mem- 
bers since  annual  conference.  This 
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church  accepted  $300  more  than  its  of- 
ficial asking  for  World  Service  and  Con- 
ference Benevolences.

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  McDonald,  assis- 
tant to  the  minister  at  Trinity  Church, 
Miami,  is  attending  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
at  Bunck  Hill  Falls,  Penn,  as  a youth 
member  of  that  board. 

All  departments  of  the  Bryan  Mem- 
orial Methodist  Church  were  in  splendid 
condition  according  to  reports  at  the  last 
quarterly  conference.  As  a result  of 
constructive  leadership  on  the  part  of 
the  pastor,  A.  Dale  Hagler,  splendid  pro- 
gress is  being  made  in  almost  every 
phase  of  church  work. 

New  pews  have  been  installed  at  the 
Community  Church  in  Florida  City,  and 
the  sanctuary  has  been  redecorated  and 
carpeted  at  a cost  of  $1,300.

The  Eighty-third  session  of  the  Tal- 
lahassee District  Conference  convened 
in  Centenary  Church,  Quincy,  Tuesday, 
December  2nd.  The  weather  was  cold 
but  clear.  The  Quincy  folks  were  ex-

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ceedingly  hospitable  and  made  our  stay 
very  delightful. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Koestline  and  Edwin  C. 
Willson  brought  the  two  devotionals  of 
the  day.  Dr.  It.  Ira  Barnett,  Mr.  Fred 
T.  Barnett,  Rev.  Charlie  Thompson  and 
Dr.  Silas  Johnson  represented  the  con- 
nectional  interests.  Dr.  John  W.  Brans- 
comb  gave  a very  impressive  message 
on  the  Educational  phase  of  the  Crusade 
for  Christ. 

On  Monday  night  preceeding  the  con- 
ference our  Missionary  Institute  was 
held,  with  a large  attendance  Miss  Al- 
pharetta Deeper,  together  with  several 
students  from  F.S.U.  presented  the  Stu- 
dent Deputation  Work.  Dr.  William  S. 
Hughlett  spoke  interestingly  of  his  work 
in  Africa.  Dr.  Gaither  Warfield  made 
a profound  impression  on  his  audience 
in  speaking  of  missionary  work  in  Po- 
land and  of  our  Methodist  Relief  Work. 

The  pastor’s  reports  showed  134  re- 
ceived on  profession  of  faith  and  246  by 
certificate.

On  World 
Service  $7,581  had  been  paid  on  askings 
for  the  year  of  $14,775.  On  an  ap- 
portionment of  $2,130  for  the  Methodist 
Student  House,  reports  showed  $1,986. 
Paid  to  the  Children’s  Home  $2,362.  Fel- 
lowship of  Suffering  and  Service  $925. 
Church  School  Rally  Day  offering  $477. 
Raised  for  building  and  improvements 
$74,850.  Subscribers  to  the  Christian 
Advocate  567;  to  the  FLORIDA  METH- 
ODIST 291.  Vacation  Church  School 
held  were  22.  Church  Schools  showed 
an  increase  in  enrollment  over  one  year 
ago  of  675;  and  an  increase  in  attendance 
of  544. 

A very  interesting  and  encouraging 
item  of  information  was  gathered  at 
the  conference.  It  shows,  that  we  have 
nine  young  men  now  in  college  studying 
for  the  ministry  and  three  in  high  school 
looking  definitely  toward  the  ministry. 

All  pastors  were  present,  except  Rev. 
J.  A.  Boyd,  Waukeenah,  who  was  resttng 
at  the  parsonage,  after  being  hospitaliz- 
ed in  Quincy  with  a major  operation  for 
nearly  six  weeks.  While  still  weak  from 
the  suffering  and  long  confinement, 
Brother  Boyd  is  very  cheerful  and  im- 
proving. 

Madison  invited  the  District  Confer- 
ence to  meet  there  in  1948  and  the  invi- 
tation was  accepted. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Windsor,  Wellborn,  reports 
a new  wire  fence  put  up  around  the 
parsonage  property,  and  a new  garage. 
A new  gas  range,  water  heater,  re- 
frigerator, and  home-made  cabinets  now 
adorn  the  parsonage,  at  a cost  of  $870. 
A new  circulating  heater  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  Wellborn  Church.  The 
church  at  Houston  has  been  practically 
rebuilt,  and  will  be  dedicated  in  February. 
The  New  Hope  Church  has  had  some 
miner  repairs  and  a paint  job.  These 
repairs  and  furnishings  to  these  churches 
amounts  to  $870,  for  a grand  total  of 
$1,740. 

Many  other  churches  reported  repairs 
and  improvements. 
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Epworth  Church,  after  standing  in- 
complete for  nearly  twenty  years  is  now 
beatuiful  in  a white  coating  of  cement 
which  completely  covers  the  old  block 
construction  giving  the  church  a most 
attractive  appearance.  Other  needed  im- 
provements in  the  program  include  some 
new  pews,  an  attractive  entrance  and 
greater  seating  capacity  in  the  auditor- 
ium. Rev.  Lee  W.  Davidson  and  his 
people  are  doing  splendid  work. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Carr  and  his  loyal  and  de- 
voted people  at  Garden  City  are  about 
to  complete  a beautiful  new  fire-proof 
youth  activities  and  Sunday  School  build- 
ing adjoining  the  church.  Members  of 
the  congregation  have  done  much  of  the 
work  with  their  own  hands.  It  is  an 
attractive  building,  worthy  of  any  com- 
munity. 

The  District  Conference  meeting  at 
First  Church,  Jacksonville,  on  December 
4 was  well  attended  by  both  pastors  and 
laymen  and  there  was  evidenced  a rising 
tide  of  interest  throughout  the  entire 
district.  Pastors  are  working  faithfully 
at  their  tasks  and  the  congregations  are 
happy  in  giving  them  loyal  support. 

Goals  for  the  Crusade  for  Christ  Sun- 
day School  advance  have  now  reached  a 
total  of  13,785  for  the  district  and  it  is 
expected  that  this  number  will  be  great- 
ly increased  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1948.  Our  Superintendents  and  Sunday 
School  workers  are  determined  to  re- 
cover some  losses  and  to  greatly  streng- 
then their  Sunday  School  work. 

District  Conference  reports  reveal  total 
World  Service  acceptances  of  $32,253 
w ith  $16,386  paid  at  this  half-way  mark. 
The  District  will  doubtless  make  an 
overpayment  again  this  year  as  has  been 
their  custom  for  the  last  several  years. 

Callahan  Church  is  launching  a splen- 
did program  of  property  improvement 
under  the  leadership  of  their  able  and 
much  loved  pastor,  Rev.  J.  E.  Hartsfield. 
Plans  call  for  a new  and  attractive  en- 
trance fronting  on  the  highway,  a - new 
roof,  pews  replacing  the  old  chairs,  with 
painting  and  decorating  the  building 
throughout.  Membership  is  increasing 
and  it  is  evident  that  there  is  interest 
in  every  department  of  the  church.  Pas- 
tors and  people  are  happy  together. 

The  Men’s  Brotherhood  at  Avondale 
Church  celebrated  Ladies’  Night  on  De- 
cember 3 with  Dr.  Thomas  Hanson  of  the 
Main  Street  Baptist  Church  as  guest 
'speaker.  It  was  a highly  successful 
event  with  good  singing,  fine  fellowship, 
and  a heroic  purpose  for  yet  larger 
achievements. 

Methodist  Men’s  Clubs  are  assuming 
a large  place  of  leadership  in  churches 
throughout  the  District,  with  Riverside 
Park  possibly  leading.  The  semi-annual 
Ladies’  Night  bronght  a gathering  of 
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230  about  the  tables,  the  president,  Air. 
Logan  Campbell,  presiding,  with  a cap- 
able staff  of  assistants.  Ladies  of  the 
church  rendered  a real  service  in  pre- 
paring a delightful  dinner 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Claud  Haynes,  with 
their  attractive  children,  have  been  well 
received  at  Riverside  Park.  Congrega- 
tions are  taxing  the  capacity  of  the 
building,  Sunday  School  increasing  in 
attendance,  and  every  department  of 
tlie  church  is  moving  forward  under  the 
able  leadership  of  the  new  pastor. 

Springfield  Church,  Rev.  Shelby  T.

The  Orlando  District

The  Orlando  District  Conference  con- 
vened in  the  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Ft.  Piei'ce  on  December  4th  and  5th  with 
Dr.  Paul  A.  Fletcher,  District  Superin- 
tendent, officiating.  The  opening  de- 
votional was  led  by  Dr.  D.  H.  Rutter 
after  which  the  conference  was  organiz- 
ed and  the  program  adopted.  The  major 
part  of  the  first  session  was  given  to 
the  pastoral  reports.  The  reports  of 
the  pastors  revealed  many  significant 
steps  of  progress  throughout  the  dis- 
trict. The  “high-lights”  of  all  the  re- 
ports was  the  increased  enrollment  and 
attendance  in  the  Church  Schools  during 
this  Fifth  Year  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 
Practically  every  charge  reported  gains 
in  Church  School  activities.  The  total 
Church  School  enrollment  for  the  dis- 
trict is  already  showing  marked  increase. 
Building  improvements  throughout  the 
district  have  been  made  at  the  cost  of 
$35,465.  Many  charges  have  substantial 
building  funds  on  hand  for  new  buildings 
and  improvements  which  will  begin  as 
soon  as  equipment  and  materials  are 
available  at  reasonable  prices.  The 
amount  in  building  funds  among  the 
charges  of  the  district  now  totals 
$376,246.39.  748  new  members  have  been 

received  by  the  churches  of  the  Orlando 
District  since  Annual  Conference,  223 
by  profession  of  faith  and  525  by  trans- 
fer of  letter. 
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New  parsonages  have  been  built  or 
purchased  by  the  following  charges: 
iEustis,  Goss  Memorial,  Orlando,  Trinity- 
raft,  and  First  Church,  Orlando.  Many 
pf  the  parsonages  have  been  undergoing 
Improvements  and  refurnishing. 

IVero  Beach  Church  has  received  46 
lew  members  by  profession  of  faith 
ince  Annual  Conference  and  27  by  trans- 
er  of  lettei'.  This  Church  led  all  the 
■est  in  the  district  in  additions  by  pro- 
ession  of  faith.  Groveland  Church  has 
nade  a significant  achievement  by  pro- 
moting a successful  campaign  in  which 
-ill  the  families  of  the  church  have  sub- 
scribed to  THE  CHRISTIAN  ADVO- 
CATE. 

Following  the  Pastor’s  Reports,  Dr. 
Fletcher  presented  Mr.  R.  H.  Berg,  of 
Melbourne,  who  is  District  Lay  Leader 
jf  the  Orlando  District.  Mr.  Berg  spoke 
ariefly  of  the  laymen’s  activities  and  the 
excellent  progress  that  is  being  made 
throughout  the  district  in  the  formation 
jf  Methodist  Men’s  Clubs.  He  urged 
:hat  all  the  churches  organize  such  clubs 
is  means  of  promoting  interest  among 
the  men  of  the  church.  Mrs.  Homer 
Smith,  of  Trinity  Church,  DeLand,  was 
presented.  She  is  the  President  of  the 
District  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  She  spoke  concerning  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  an- 
nounced the  State  Conference  to  be  held 
in  West  Palm  Beach  in  April  and  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference  to  be  held  in 
First  Church,  Orlando,  in  March.  Mrs. 
Smith  presented  the  District  officers  of 
the  W.S.C.S.  who  were  present. 

The  District  Missionary  Institute  was 
one  of  the  finest  ever  held  in  the  Orlando 
District.  Dr.  Gaither  Warfield  brought 
an  inspiring  and  chellanging  message 
at  the  evening  service.  A pleasant  fea- 
ture of  the  service  was  the  presentation 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hughlett,  Medical  Mis- 
sionaries from  Florida  to  the  African 
Congo.  It  was  of  particular  interest 
to  the  Orlando  District  to  have  the  Hugh- 
letts  present  as  they  went  out  to  the 
[mission  field  from  the  Orlando  District, 
having  lived  in  Cocoa  at  the  time  of  their 
call. 

Dr.  Ira  Barnett,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Fletcher  at  the  morning 
session  on  December  5th.  He  made 
several  statements  of  interest  regarding 
the  educational  work  of  our  Florida  Con- 
ference. He  spent  most  of  his  address 
talking  about  the  progress  that  is  being 
made  on  the  Youth  Camp  at  Leesburg. 
He  pointed  out  that  funds  will  not  be 
adequate  to  complete  all  the  cabins  that 
will  be  needed  and  made  an  urgent  plea 
for  the  local  churches  to  sponsor  the 
erection  of  one  of  these  cabins.  He  re- 
ported that  rapid  progress  is  being  made 
at  the  camp  site,  with  all  the  ground 
cleared,  a road  paved  leading  to  the 
camp,  wells  dug  and  pumps  installed. 
The  camp  site  is  now  ready  for  the 
erection  of  the  buildings.  The  Youth 
Camp  will  be  ready  for  use  by  next 
summer. 

The  Orlando  District  Conference  passed 
a resolution  that  the  churches  of  the 
District  would  give  their  aid  and  support 
solely  to  the  Florida  Drys,  Inc.  in  ali 
their  temperance  giving.  This  was  acted 
upon  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other 
temperance  organizations  have  come  into 
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the  state,  duplicating  the  efforts  of 
Florida  Drys,  Inc.,  which  is  sponsored 
and  supported  by  the  Churches  of  Florida. 

The  Committee  on  License  to  Preach 
and  Renewals  of  the  Orlando  District 
reported  that  they  are  sending  Dr. 
Arthur  Charlesworth,  a member  of  the 
committee,  to  Emory  University  for 
Minister’s  Week  in  January  for  the  pur- 
pose of  contacting  students  in  the  Cand- 
ler School  of  Theology  from  Florida. 
He  will  give  encouragement  to  these 
young  men  to  return  to  the  Florida 
Conference  to  serve  after  completing 
their  seminary  courses.

The  sessions  were  held 
at  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  with 
seven  churches  in  the  city  cooperating 
in  the  school.  The  faculty  sonsisted  of 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Gross,  Mrs.  Douglas  Charles 
and  Professor  Charles  E.  Fuller.  One 
of  the  attractive  and  helpful  features  of 
the  school  was  a “Forum  for  Men”  con- 
ducted each  night  with  five  different  lay- 
men of  the  churches  of  the  city  as  speak- 
ers.

THE  BIG  JOB  FOR  JANUARY 

In  every  community  of  the  nation,  the 
Methodists  are  asked  to  inaugurate  and 
carry  through  in  January,  1948,  a 
thorough-going  effort  to  bring  into  the 
Church  Schools  of  the  nation  all  the 
boys  and  girls  attending  the  public 
schools.  This  is  a most  worthy  aim  for 
a great  Chui-ch,  and  one  that  should  send 
a thrill  through  every  Methodist’s  heart. 
This  will  not  be  an  easy  task,  and  the 
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best  leadership  that  can  be  secured  should 
be  enlisted  for  it. 

What  shall  we  do?  First,  decide  upon 
your  leadership  and  get  these  men  and 
women  together.  Second,  pray  and  djs- 
cuss  together  about  this  matter  until 
all  are  deeply  convicted  as  to  its  supreme 
importance.  Third,  lay  out  your  plans, 
making  sure  that  they  are  practical  and 
suit  your  own  community,  and  get  every- 
body lined  up  for  the  undertaking. 

We  believe  that  there  is  not  a com- 
munity in  this  conference  where  the 
public  school  people  will  not  gladly  co- 
operate in  such  an  effort  if  they  are 
asked  to  do  so  by  all  the  denominations 
in  the  community. 

Census  Cards  can  be  secured  from  the 
Service  Department,  810  Broadway, 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  for  15c  per  100  or 
$1.20  per  1000  cards  which  do  not  carry 
any  denominational  identification.  The 
names  of  the  children  and  youth  should 
be  properly  distributed  among  the 
several  chui-ches  of  the  community.  Our 
Methodist  Churches  will  do  well  to  use 
the  Prospect  Book  (830-B)  in  following 
up  the  census  in  the  schools.  Order  from 
the  Service  Department  or  from  the 
Conference  Board  office. 

The  public  school  teachers  in  many 
places  will  be  happy  to  ask  the  pupils 
each  Monday  morning  whether  or  not 
they  attended  Sunday  School,  which 
would  result  in  impi’essing  the  pupils 
with  the  importance  of  this  matter. 
Many  civic  clubs  will  be  glad  to  feature 
speakers  on  their  programs  in  support  of 
such  an  undertaking  as  this.  We  may 
well  use  the  posters  that  can  be  had 
from  our  Service  Department,  and  all 
other  materials  which  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  us  in  connection  w-ith  this  big 
job.  Let’s  not  fail  to  use  the  news- 
papers. The  editors  can  easily  be  per- 
suaded to  write  editorials  on  the  signifi- 
cance and  possibilities  for  good  of  such 
a campaign  as  this. 

Now,  And  Just  Ahead  Of  Us 

Now,  the  call  is  to  improve  the  quality 
of  work  in  every  Methodist  Church 
School.  How  about  a training  school  of 
one  or  several  classes  this  month,  or  in 
January  or  February? 

Mid- Winter — Bring  the  school  children 
of  America  into  the  Church  Schools. 

Pre-Easter — Bring  all  members  of  the 
churches  into  the  Church  Schools,  and 
all  members  of  the  Church  School  (who 
are  old  enough)  into  church  membership.

Student  Recognition  Day  annually  ob- 
served in  the  Methodist  Church  will  be 
Sunday,  December  28,  1947.  It  is  that 
Sunday  on  which  students  who  have  been 
away  to  college  have  an  opportunity  to 
present  in  their  local  churches  the  work 
and  program  of  the  church  at  the  col- 
lege or  in  the  Wesley  Foundation. 

On  the  other  hand,  Student  Recogni- 
tion Day  otfers  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  the  local  churches  of  Methodism  to 
recognize  their  college  students.  As 
early  as  possible  in  the  fall  a committee 
should  be  created  for  the  observance  of 
the  day.  Prominent  on  this  committee 
should  be  the  pastor  of  the  church  and 
the  local  secretary  of  student  work  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice. 

A special  service  has  been  prepared  by 
Harold  Ehrensperger  with  the  theme 
“Years  for  Decision.”  The  service  will 
be  printed  in  the  November-December 
issue  of  the  Christian  Education  maga- 
zine and  this  will  go  to  all  pastors  of 
local  churches  throughout  Methodism. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  Department 
of  Student  Work  to  print  enough  copies 
of  the  service  for  use  in  local  churches; 
therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  where 
the  observance  is  used  that  it  be  mimeo- 
graphed and  widely  circulated  in  the 
church. 

An  excellent  opportunity  is  offered  for 
messages  by  students  concerning  the 
work  of  the  Methodist  Student  Move- 
ment, the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
Methodist  colleges  and  the  religious  pro- 
gram of  the  Wesley  Foundation.  Stu- 
dent Recognition  Day  opens  the  way 
for  the  local  church  to  follow  its  students 
and  for  the  students  in  turn  to  keep  in 
touch  wi:h  the  church  from  which  they 
came.

“SENT  WHERE  MOST  NEEDED” 

That  was  an  inspiring  and  challenging 
Pastor’s  School  at  Lake  Alfred.  Brother 
Sturm  with  a successful  experience  in 
small  town  and  rural  work,  brought  us 
a ca  load  of  information  and  a Christian 
passion  for  the  needy  ones  in  this  area. 

In  his  closing  address  he  hinted  at  an 
equalizing  of  salaries  for  all  Methodist 
ministers. 

I turned  to  a fine  young  pastor  by  my 
side  and  said,  “Son,  what  about  it?” 
Here  was  about  his  answer,  “I  doubt  if 
there  ought  to  be  too  much  difference 
between  the  income  of  a small  town  and 
country  preacher  and  the  income  of  the 
people  he  serves,  but  if  we  could  get 
some  security  in  case  of  family  sickness, 
some  surety  for  the  education  of  our 
children  and  an  expense  account  for  a 
more  efficient  service,  it  would  be  better 
than  a bigger  raise  in  salary.”  Just  se 
he  finished,  one  of  our  leading  preachers 
in  the  conference  walked  up.  I said, 
some  of  “us  boys”  are  not  so  much  in 
favor  of  reducing  the  ceiling,  but  (and 
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before  I could  get  the  words  out  of  my 
mouth)  he  said:  we  do  need  to  put  a 
more  substantial  floor  under  the  majority 
of  our  brethren  who  are  doing  the  work. 


One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the 
(1  y was  a synopsis  of  the  history  of 
the  church  which  was  prepared  and  pre- 
sented b>  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.  Waldo 
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Bt other  Sturm  also  hinted  pretty 
strongly  that  the  technique  of  early 
Methcdi  m’s  success  especially  here  in 
Anuhc-  \.a->  “sent  where  most  needed.” 
That  only  a resolution  of  secularized 
idea  of  ministerial  success  would  meet 
the  challenge  of  today’s  needs,  responsi- 
bility and  opportunity.  He  added,  he 
would  like  to  see  one  conference  with 
Christian  courage  enough  to  try  it  whole 
heartedly. 

With  out  reflection  on  any  other  crowd 
(from  the  observation  of  an  old  man 
on  the  side  lines)  I believe  the  Florida 
Brotherhood  is  the  bunch  to  try  it  and 
do  it.  It  would  not  be  ai3  radical  as  some 
of  you  fear.  Already  you  have  most 
men  in  places  where  most  needed.  But 
some  of  you  with  more  experience  and 
well  trained  are  needed  in  this  town 
and  rural  work. 

Do  not  be  critical  of  the  D.  S.  who 
said  he  would  if  the  rest  would. 

We  can  not  put  this  over  successfully 
unless  it  is  the  prevailing  spirit  of  the 
■whole  conference.  We  must  make  it  the 
“order  of  the  day”  as  in  early  American 
Methodism  and  not  one  or  twro  odd 
brothers.

\RMY  REPORTS  CONT1NI  ING 
SHORTAGE  OF  CHAPLAINS 

The  Chief  of  Chaplains  Office  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  has  recently  announced 
that  a critical  shortage  of  chaplains  ex- 
ists in  our  Army.  This  shortage  is  due 
in  part  to  the  recent  return  of  a large 
number  of  our  temporary  chaplains  to 
civilian  status.  But  the  need  of  the  army 
for  chaplains  is  equally  as  great  as  it 
has  ever  been.  The  men,  whether  veter- 
ans or  young  enlistees,  are  always  in 
need  of  the  spiritual  guidance  of  conse- 
erealed  chaplains.  As  a result  of  this 
critical  shortage,  Chaplain  Luther  I). 
Miller,  Chief  of  Chaplains,  lias  by  author- 
ity of  WD  Circular  101,  paragraph  17c 
(i)  dated  19  April,  1947,  instituted  a 
procurement  profram  for  young  minis- 
ters with  no  previous  military  experi- 
ence to  qualify  for  and  become  members 
of  the  Chaplains  Reserve. 

To  qualify  for  the  Reserve  a minister 
must  be  between  the  ages  of  twenty- 
four  and  thirty-four,  and  have  the  e- 
quivalent  of  the  AB  and  BD  Degree,  be 
able  to  meet  the  army’s  final  type  phys- 
ical examination  and  be  a citizen  of  the 
United  States. 

For  anyone  interested  in  the  chaplain- 
cy he  can  write  the  Commanding  Gen- 
eral, Headquarters  Third  Army,  Atlan- 
ta 3.  Georgia  (Attention  Chaplain),  and 
a list  of  the  requirements  along  with 
other  information  will  be  sent  to  him.

The  aim  of  the  Department  of  the 
Status  of  Women  is  to  Christianize  and 
utilize  the  woman  power  of  our  country 
and  our  sister  countries  around  the  world. 

More  and  more  we  are  becoming  a- 
ware  that  the  status  of  women  in  for- 
eign lands  effects  us  here  at  home,  and 
if  we  really  want  this  world  to  become  a 
Christian  world,  Christian  women  must 
strive  to  learn  how  to  better  Christianize 
and  utilize  their  woman  power. 

Just  like  trying  to  rid  our  lawn  of 
sandspurs  when  our  neighbor’s  yard  is 
full  of  them,  so  we  must  endeavor  to 
help  our  neighbor  countries’  women  gain 
and  enjoy  the  same  freedom  and  priv- 
ileges we  want  for  ourselves. 

We  are  anxious  to  raise  the  status  of 
women  everywhere  to  a higher  plain  of 
usefulness,  spiritual  refreshment,  vis- 
ion, and  education.  As  one  of  our  W.  S. 
C.  S.  (Women’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice) leaders  said,  “This  can  be  done 
through  the  love  and  knowledge  of  Christ 
Jesus.  Christianity  being  the  on’y  relig- 
ion advocating  complete  freedom  and 
equality  for  women.” 

We  read  that  way  back  in  the  1840’s, 
seven  occupations  were  open  to  women.

All  were  definitely  the  homemaking 
type,  while  today  in  the  1940’s  women 
are  admitted  to  almost  any  occupation 
they  choose  to  enter. 

Time  for  more  interests  outside  the 
home  is  made  possible  by  modern  labor- 
saving  devices.  We  are  concerned  about 
how  women  are  using  this  time.  Will  wo- 
men be  given  the  opportunity  to  share 
with  men  the  responsibility  of  putting 
over  the  churches’  program  ? Surely  wo- 
men will  be  held  just  as  accountable  as 
men  in  God’s  Kingdom.  We  must  always 
keep  in  mind  that  women  take  the  same 
vows  as  men  when  uniting  with  the 
church,  so  why  not  permit  them  to  share 
in  a cooperative  fellowship  with  men 
and  youth? 

Almost  every  church  can  recall  losing 
women  capable  of  leadership  and  ability 
who  were  not  given  work  to  do,  or  were 
given  such  trivial  tasks  to  perform  that 
they  turned  to  other  outlets  for  their 
interests.  The  church  failed  to  challenge 
them.  One  of  the  privileges  and  duties 
of  the  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  is 
to  try  to  find  some  place  where  each 
woman  can  participate  more  fully  in  the 
life  around  her,  both  in  her  church  and 
her  community. 

A survey  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  and 
a chart  or  card  index  system  made  of 
what  each  woman  could  and  would  be 
willing  to  do,  might  be  most  helpful. 
This  is  a,  good  reason  why  your  Secre- 


tary is  a resource  person  for  the  Nom- 
inating Committee.  Sometime  during  the 
fourth  quarter  each  society  will  be  nom- 
inating and  electing  officers  for  the  com- 
ing year.  It  is  very  important  that  your 
Society  elect  a capable  Secretary  of  Sta- 
tus of  Women  to  help  emphasize  this 
department’s  work.  If  you  fail  to  do  this, 
you  will  be  handicapping  the  efficiency 
of  your  Women’s  Society  of  Christian 
S ‘twice  and  your  District  Officer  who 
will  be  needing  your  help  frequently. 

These  officers  will  need  assistance  in 
making  surveys,  recommendations  for 
Study  and  Action  Committees,  and  any 
suggestions  you  find  helpful  which  we 
could  pass  along  to  others. 

Seven  ways  in  which  each  member 
can  help  the  Status  of  Women’s  Secre- 
tary in  this  work  are: 

1.  Give  her  five — ten  minutes  on  each 
monthly  program  to  conduct  a quiz  or 
give  information  on  what  women  are 
doing. 

2.  Every  Secretary  should  make  a 
scrap-book.  If  you  read  some  article 
she  should  know  about,  please  clip,  and 
give  it  to  her  for  this  book. 

3.  Take  notes  for  her  while  listening 
to  the  radio  or  some  lecture  which  might 
prove  interesting  in  this  work  so  she 
can  keep  an  up-to-date  book  reference. 

4.  If  some  woman  moves  into  the 
community  after  the  church  survey  has 
been  completed,  be  sure  to  notify  the 
Secretary  giving  her  the  woman’s  ad- 
dress if  possible. 


5.  Watch  for  the  timid  woman  as 
well  as  the  new  one  and  seek  to  in- 
terest her  in  some  department  of  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service.  There 
are  full  forty  places,  according  to  the 
Di  scipline,  where  women  can  serve  in 
the  Methodist  Church.  When  a woman 
is  appointed  to  serve  on  a church  board, 
support  and  encourage  her  to  be  a GOOD 
official,  not  just  SIT  on  the  board  as  so 
many  pastors  claim  women  are  apt  to  do. 

G.  See  that  the  secretary  attends  her 
District  Seminar  next  January.  Your 
Conference  Secretary  plans  to  have  a 
Work  Shop  at  each  District  Seminar  to 
help  train  for  this  work.  It  will  be 
divided  into  four  sections,  one  for  each 
quarter  as  follows: 

a.  Women  in  the  Church. 

b.  Women  in  the  Political  life  of 
the  Country. 

c.  Women  in  the  Family. 

d.  Women  in  the  Economic  life  of 
the  Country. 

7.  After  you  have  elected  your  Sec- 
retary of  Status  of  Women,  send  her 
name  and  address  promptly  to  your  Dis- 
trict and  Conference  officers  of  this 
department. 

In  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  we  are  told  over  GOG 
of  the  entire  total  membership  of  the 
Church  are  women.  What  a responsibil- 
ity rests  on  our  shoulders!  Let’s  work, 
plan,  and  pray  that  we  may  ever  prove 
faithful  to  that  which  is  entrusted  to 
our  keeping.

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A WORD  OF  WARNING 

About  Appeals  For  Help  From  Abroad 

Methodist  leaders  and  members  in  the  United  States, 
for  some  time  , have  been  receiving  numerous  appeals  from 
abroad  begging  for  help.  Many  of  these  recent  messages  have 
come  from  Germany.  These  letters  give  such  facts  and  con- 
ditions that  American  Methodists  are  deeply  moved  and  feel 
they  must  do  something  at  once  for  the  writer  and  his  fam- 
ily. For  this  reason  we  are  sending  you  a word  of  warning. 

Many  national  leaders,  especially  in  Germany,  have  writ- 
ten to  our  committee  stating  that  we  should  be  most  care- 
ful in  helping  unknown  individuals.  Bishop  Sommer,  who  is 
the  head  of  our  church  in  Germany,  has  written  us  repeat- 
edly about  this.  In  a recent  letter  he  metions  a certain  Mr. 
B - who  has  become  rather  notorious  due  to  the  large  num- 
ber of  appeals  sent  to  this  country.  He  states: 

“Mr.  B - was  for  one  year  engaged  in  looking 
after  refugees,  but  was  removed  from  his  post  be- 
cause of  thefts  which  he  committed.  The  police  are 
after  him  now  because  he  writes  to  many  organi- 
zations and  requests  help  for  needy  people  which 
he  uses  for  himself.  It  is  a very  undesirable  that 
such  people  should  be  encouraged.  As  a rule  indi- 
vidual applications  for  help  ought  to  be  treated 
very  carefully  as  our  Methodist  members  know  that 
they  are  cared  for  by  our  organizations.” 

Our  committee  has  endeavored  to  check  on  those  ap- 
peals for  help  that  have  come  to  our  notice  and  we  recom- 
mend that  all  such  appeals  be  referred  to  us.  We 
shall  do  our  best  to  put  them  right  in  touch  with  our 
Methodist  representatives  in  each  country.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  our  American  church  members  do  not 
undertake  to  deal  directly  with  these  appeals. 

The  best  way  at  this  time  to  help  is  to  make  a gift 


of  money  toward  bulk  shipments  of  food  and  clothing  which 
go  to  needy  Methodists  in  Germany  and  other  desolated 
lands.  Ii>  doing  this  we  shall  aid  more  people  and  reach 
the  neediest  cases.  Taking  into  account  all  of  the  facts, 
we  feel  that  this  assistance  is  the  fairest,  the  most  economi- 
cal and  the  most  effective  way  for  us  to  act.

DR.  SHIRLEY  JACKSON  CASE  PASSES 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Shirley  Jackson  Case,  75,  pro- 
fessor of  religion  at  Florida  Southern  College  who  was 
regarded  as  the  world's  outstanding  liberal  scholar  of  Bibli- 
cal history,  were  held  Monday  morning,  December  8th.  The 
retired  dean  of  the  University  of  Chicago  Divinity  School 
died  Friday  night  following  a cerebral  hemorrhage. 

President  Ludd  M.  Spivey  of  Southern,  assisted  by 
Vice-President  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  conducted  the  services 
at  the  Dukes-Steen  Funeral  Home  of  Lakeland. 

Survivors  are  the  widow,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hill  Case,  and  a 
brother,  Egbert  Case  of  Willimantic,  Conn 

Dr.  Case  came  to  Lakeland  in  1939  as  a member  of  the 
college  faculty  following  his  retirement  at  the  University 
of  Chicago.  He  was  head  of  Southern's  religion  department 
and  taught  many  of  the  advanced  classes. 

He  was  the  author  of  16  books,  three  of  which  were 
published  after  he  came  here,  as  well  as  86  articles,  several 
translations,  and  innumerable  reviews,  all  in  the  field  of 
religion.  “Evolution  of  Early  Christianity”  and  “Jesus:  A 

New  Biography”  were  regarded  as  the  most  outstanding. 
He  had  also  edited  several  religious  periodicals. 

A native  of  Canada,  Dr.  Case  received  A.B..  M.A..  and 
D.C.L.  degrees  at  Acadia  University.  At  Yale  University, 
he  was  awarded  B.D.,  Ph.D.,  and  D D.  degrees. 

He  had  taught  in  Canadian  secondary  schools  and  at 
Bates  College  before  going  to  Chicago.  He  instructed  Greek 
classes  at  Yale  while  studying  there.

LET  THE  CHURCH  LEAD 
by  M.  L.  Smith 

President  Millsaps  College,  Jackson,  Mississippi 

It  is  very  fitting  that  the  church  should  take  a firm 
position  of  leadership  on  the  question  of  race  relations,  in 
view  of  the  turmoil  and  strife  that  besets  us  on  every  hand 
in  the  world. 

It  is  significant  that  our  Methodism  in  the  South  has 
always  felt  deeply  its  responsibility  here,  as  evidenced  by 
the  establishment  of  Paine  and  Lane  Colleges  for  Negroes 
back  in  the  1870's. 

However,  we  cannot  relieve  ourselves  of  present-day 
responsibility  by  referring  to  the  past  or  passing  pious 
resolutions.  Our  Negro  colleges  are  in  great  need  of  help 
now  and  we  must  give  it. 

Mississippi  Methodism  in  its  campaign  last  year  for  a 
“Million  for  the  Master,”  has  in  part  discharged  its  obli- 
gation. But  that  does  not  suffice  for  all  present  needs. 

We  are  called  upon  by  the  Discipline  to  do  something 
now.  Surely  the  sum  of  $300,000  for  all  Negro  colleges, 
asked  by  all  Methodism  is  modest  enough,  in  all  conscience. 

If  it  were  not  our  Christian  duty,  it  would  still  be  a 
good  investment  for  training  in  Christian  citizenship,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  all  the  anti-Christian  and  false  ideologies 
that  are  insidiously  attacking  our  society  from  every  side. 

We  cannot  afford  at  this  time,  to  refuse  the  leadership 
in  race  relations  that  is  ours  by  duty  and  by  inheritance. 
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The  Missionary  Institute  of  the  Lake- 
land District  meeting  in  First  Church, 
Plant  City,  on  December  8,  featured  an 
address  by  Dr.  Gaither  Warfield,  Asso- 
ciate Secretary  of  the  Methodist  Com- 
mission on  Overseas  Relief.  Dr.  War- 
field,  whose  topic  was  “A  Methodist 
Looks  At  E.ircpc,”  stated  that  the  situa- 
tion in  Europe  today  is  that  “there  is 
loo  much  food  to  die,  but  not  enough 
to  live.”  He  spoke  from  personal  ob- 
servation for  he  lived  in  Poland  eighteen 
years,  was  a prisoner  in  a concentration 
camp  for  about  two  years  during  the 
war,  and  has  returned  to  Europe  since 
the  war  on  an  inspection  tour.  Dr. 
W.  S.  Hughlett,  Florida’s  Medical  Mis- 
sionary to  the  Belgian  Congo,  was  also 
slated  to  speak  at  the  Institute,  but  it 
became  necessary  that  he  be  absent  be- 
cause of  a meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  in  Pennsylvania,  which  he 
attended. 

Most  of  those  attending  the  Mission- 
ary Institute  remained  in  Plant  City 
overnight  as  the  guests  of  First  Church 
in  order  that  they  might  be  present  to 
attend  the  District  Conference  on 
December  9.  The  speakei’s  at  the  Dis- 
trict Conference  included  Dr.  John  W. 
Branscomb,  whose  topic  was  “The  Cru- 
sade for  Christ,”  Dr.  T.  Arthur  Mosley, 
Rev.  E.  S.  Ritch,  Dr.  Charles  Thrift, 
Dr.  R.  Ira  Barnett,  Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett, 
Mrs.  Russell  Alderman,  Mr.  J.  Milton 
Lewis,  and  Rev.  Laurie  G.  Ray.  Each 
pastor  in  the  district  was  given  the 
floor  of  the  conference  for  about  a 
minute  to  make  a brief  report  on  his 
church. 

The  statistical  summary  for  the  Dis- 
trict showed  that  in  the  six  months  since 
Annual  Conference  196  persons  have 
been  received  on  profession  of  faith  and 
506  by  certificate.  The  membership  of 
the  Church  Schools  has  increased  960, 
and  membership  goals  set  by  the 
churches  of  the  district  will  give  the 
district  a twenty-six  percent  increase 
by  December,  1948.  Ninteen  leadership 
training  schools  and  thirty-four  vaca- 
tion Church  Schools  were  reported  by 
the  pastors.  The  District  has  896  sub- 
scribers to  the  “Christian  Advocate”  and 
884  sugseribers  to  the  “Florida  Metho- 


dist.” More  than  half  of  the  World 
Service  appropriation  for  the  district 
had  been  paid  by  District  Conference, 
virtually  all  salaries  and  connectional 
claims  were  up  to  date,  a substantial 
sum  had  been  contributed  for  the  Wes- 
ley Foundation  at  Tallahassee,  and 
Fifth  Sunday  offerings  for  the  Child- 
ren’s Home  had  amounted  to  $5,277. 

An  atmosphere  of  hope  and  progress 
prevailed  throughout  the  conference. 
This  was  particularly  apparent  when 
the  pastors  made  their  verbal  reports 
to  the  delegates.  Much  property  im- 
provement and  new  building  is  in  pro- 
gress or  is  planned.  Throughout  the 
district  $52,116  has  been  spent  on  build- 
ings and  improvements.  Highlights  of 
the  pastors’  reports  will  be  featured  in 
the  next  issue  of  the  FLORIDA  METHO- 
DIST through  this  column.

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The  Tampa  District  Conference  was 
held  at  the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
Sarasota,  Florida,  December  9th  and 
10th.  It  proved  to  be  a time  of  great 
inspiration  as  well  as  a time  for  report- 
ing and  planning.  The  Conference  was 
called  to  order  Tuesday  afternoon 
December  9th  at  2:30  P.  M.  by  Dr. 
H.  H.  Waller,  District  Superintendent 
and  the  opening  Devotional  was  given 
by  Dr.  E.  J.  Pendergrass.  The  after- 
noon’s program  was  mainly  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Conference  and  the  pas- 
tors’ reports.  The  following  shows  the 
summarized  report  of  the  pastors  and 
gives  a grand  picture  of  the  great  work 
which  has  been  done  in  the  Tampa 
District  for  the  first  half  of  this  "con- 
ference year:  Received  on  profession 

of  faith,  427;  Received  by  certificate, 
767;  Church  School  enrollment,  14,582; 
Paid  on  pastors’  salaries,  $76,835;  Paid 
on  World  Service,  $19,526;  Rally  Day 
offering,  $971;  Paid  on  district  work. 
$1,179;  Subscriptions  to  the  Christian 
Advocate,  1,303;  to  the  Florida  Metho- 
dist, 285;  Paid  on  Student  House  Fund, 
$4,044  and  amount  in  cash  for  building 
$342,728. 

The  Conference  was  highlighted  by 
the  District  Missionary  Institute  on 
Tuesday  evening,  at  which  time  over  400 
people  heard  the  great  message  of  Dr. 
Gaither  Warfield.  The  program  for  the 
evening  was  conducted  by  Rev.  John  J. 
Rooks.,  who  is  the  District  Missionary 
Secretary. 

The  various  committees  worked  dili- 
gently and  gave  very  good,  reports.  There 


were  three  persons  who  were  licensed 
to  preach.  They  were;  Mrs.  Anna 
Swords,  of  the  Trinity  Church  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Mr.  Walter  M.  Cline,  of  the 
Palma  Ceia  Church  in  Tampa,  and  Mr. 
P.  M.  Borden,  of  the  Trinity  Church 
in  St.  Petersburg. 

Two  of  the  churches  in  our  District 
have  just  recently  completed  very  suc- 
cessful Revival  services.  Rev.  Berry  D. 
Bourn,  pastor  of  the  Highland  Avenue 
Methodist  Church,  had  a Revival  at 
Highland  Avenue,  December  7th  through 
the  14th,  with  Dr.  A.  Fred  Turner,  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  of  the  Jackson 
ville  District  as  the  guest  Evangelist. 
Dr.  Turner’s  coming  to  Highland  was  a 
returning  home  for  him  because  for 
many  years  before  he  entered  the  min- 
istry he  was  Church  School  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Highland  Avenue  Sunday 
School.  The  services  were  the  best  at- 
tended in  years  and  Dr.  Turner  con- 
ducted services  twice  daily,  at  10:30 
A.  M.  and  7:30  P.  M.  Rev.  George 
Harper  conducted  a special  series  of 
Services  in  Venice,  December  7th 
through  the  14th.  Rev.  Milburn  Mc- 
Leod, pastor  of  the  Morrison  Memorial 
Methodist  in  Leesburg,  Florida,  was  the 
guest  minister. 

Many  of  the  churches  in  the  District 
have  held  special  programs  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Student  House  Fund  for  the 
Florida  State  University.  The  First 
Methodist  Church  in  Tampa  had  a 
special  service  at  the  morning  worship 
hour  on  December  7th.  Miss  Martha 
Koestline,  a graduate  of  Florida  State 
University,  gave  a talk  concerning  the 
activities  of  the  Student  House  after 
which  an  offering  was  taken  for  the 
Student  House  Fund. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Biggs,  a former  missionary 
to  Puerta  Rico  and  brother-in-law  to 
Dr.  Tom  Charlesworth  of  St.  Petersburg, 
has  been  appointed  by  Dr.  H.  H:  Waller 
as  paster  of  the  West  Tampa  Methodist 
Church,  to  become  effective  January  1st. 
Dr.  FI.  F.  Tolle,  who  has  been  supplying 
the  West  Tampa  Church,  will  assist 
Rev.  R.  E.  Rutland  at  Seminole  Heights 
during  the  month  of  January  while 
Brotiier  Rutland  is  recuperating  from 
a recent  illness. 

According  to  Rev.  E.  L.  Holaday,  pas- 
tor of  the  Tampa  Heights  Methodist 
Church  a grand  Homecoming  Day  was 
had  on  October  19th.  Dr.  D.  D.  Dieffen- 
wierth,  pastor  of  First  Methodist 
Church  in  St.  Augustine,  was  the  morn- 
ing speaker,  and  Dr.  Waller  was  the 
speaker  at  the  evening  service.

FAIRFIELD  CHURCH,  JACKSONVILLE 
SUFFERS  $20,000  FIRE  LOSS 

Sunday  School  and  Church  services 
were  conducted  under  difficult  and  un- 
usual circumstances  at  the  Fairfield 
Methodist  Church  in  Jacksonville  on 
the  morning  of  December  14th  when 
fire  in  the  35-year-old  brick  building 
was  discovered  as  the  children  were 
gathering  in  the  church  yard  for  Sun- 
day School.  The  fire  started  in  the 
basement  of  the  churchfi  caused  by  an 
over-heated  furnace,  and  the  flames 
traveled  all  the  way  to  the  roof  before 
they  were  finally  extinguished.  It  was 
a two-alarm  fire  which  brought  four 
engines,  two  trucks,  the  Fire  Chief  and 
two  Associates  to  the  scene. 

Despite  all  the  confusion,  two  Sunday 
School  classes  were  held  in  another 
building  while  the  fire  progressed  and 
the  Rev.  John  A.  Briley,  pastor  of  the 
church,  led  the  congregation  in  morning 
worship  in  the  Sunday  School  building 
after  the  flames  had  been  extinguished. 
The  damage  was  estimated  at  $20,000 
of  which  $10,000  was  covered  by  insur- 
ance, according  to  the  JACKSONVILLE 
TIMES-UNION. 

On  the  same  Sunday,  an  oil  heater 
exploded  in  the  First  Methodist  Church 
at  Panama  City  causing  a fire  that  did

damage  to  that  building  and  its  fixtures 
to  the  extent  of  an  estimated  $75,000.

REV.  .1.  A.  BOYD  PASSES 

The  Reverend  J.  A.  Boyd,  pastor  of 
Methodist  Church  on  the  Waukeenah 
charge,  passed  away  in  a Quincy  hospi- 
tal on  Wednesday,  December  18th.  The 
last  issue  of  THE  FLORIDA  METHO- 
DIST reported  his  illness  in  the  news 
from  the  Tallahassee  District  but  it 
was  believed  at  that  time  that  he  was 
likely  recovering  from  the  major  opera- 
tion he  had  undergone  some  weeks  earli- 
er. Therefore,  many  of  his  friends  were 
shocked  to  learn  of  his  passing. 

Brother  Boyd  was  ordained  in  the 
former  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
1929.  He  was  serving  in  his  fourth  year 
at  Waukeenah  and  had  previously  serv- 
ed pastorates  in  Orlo  Vista,  New  Life 
Circuit,  Hinson  and  Carrabelle.  He 
was  buried  with  gi'ave-side  services  being 
conducted  by  the  Reverend  W.  M.  Irwin 
of  Orlando. 

RETIRED  PASTOR  PASSES  TO 
HIS  REWARD 

THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST  has 
just  learned  of  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
F.  W.  Cramer,  a retired  member  of  the 
Florida  Conference.  Brother  Cramer 
had  taken  the  Superannuate  Relation 
some  fifteen  years  ago  and  in  recent 
years  had  become  quite  feeble.  On  Mon- 
day night,  November  26th,  he  suffered 
a paralytic  stroke  and  passed  away 
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two  days  later  in  the  Candler  Hospital. 
He  was  buried  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
November  27th. 

Brother  Cramer  was  admitted  into 
the  Florida  Conference  in  1921  and  was 
in  the  Effective  Relation  for  eleven 
years.  Prior  to  his  admission,  however, 
he  served  as  a local  preacher  doing 
active  supply  work  for  some  eighteen 
or  twenty  years.  Thus,  his  ministry 
was  long  and  effective  he  having  served 
churches  in  Jacksonville,  Lake  Butler, 
McClenny,  Elfers,  Palm  Harbor,  Port 
Tampa  and  Interbay. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow  who  con- 
tinues to  live  at  Route  3,  Box  357,  Sa- 
vannah, Georgia.

Perhaps  a few  words  about  the  of- 
ficers training  day  would  be  helpful. 
Many  new  officers  have  been  elected 
during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  old  year 
and  sometimes  women  have  accepted 
duties  about  which  they  have  little  in- 
formation. It  is  for  these  consciencious 
women  who  are  eager  to  meet  their 
responsibilities  of  their  office,  that  these 


training  days  are  held. 

The  first  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing of  the  year  could  be  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  requirements  of  each  office, 
so  that  when  reports  are  called  for 
by  the  president  at  the  January  »noet- 
irg  not  one  new  officer  can  say  "well 
1 didn't  know  what  I was  supposed  to 
co  and  I have  no  report.” 

It  is  very  important  that  each  out- 
going officer  provide  her  successor  with 
the  complete  file  of  communications, 
literature  and  helps  relative  to  her  of- 
fice and  explain  clearly  her  duties. 

Each  new  officer  should  have  a guide 
and  the  handbook  pertaining  to  her 
office.  She  shou'd  be  a subscriber  to 
“The  Methodist  Woman”  and  read  it 
diligently  for  up-to-the-minute  news 
of  her  office.  Perhaps  (he  surest  way 
to  become  familiar  with  “what  she  is 
supposed  to  do,”  is  to  study  her  quarter- 
ly report  blank.  This  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Record  and  Report  Eook  of 
the  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  society. 
If  there  is  any  question  or  phase  of  the 
work  that  is  not  thoroughly  understood, 
explanation  should  be  given.  It  might 
be  helpful  to  invite  one  or  more  of  the 
district  officers  to  your  Officers  Train- 
ing Day,  especially  if  one  department 
of  work  seems  weak  or  uncertain.

Make  great  use  of  all  these  excellent 
helps  provided  for  us.

E.  H.  Kennedy,  pastor  of  the  Spring- 
Glen  Church  in  Jacksonville  where  he 
was  serving  in  his  fourth  year,  last 
Tuesday  night,  December  16th. 

We  have  few  details  concerning  Mr. 
Kennedy  or  his  passing  but  we  under- 
stand that  he  and  Mrs.  Kennedy  had 
just  returned  from  attending  the  Mis- 
sionary Institute  of  The  Jacksonville 
District,  which  was  held  that  night  at 
First  Church,  Jacksonville,  when  he  was 
stricken  with  a heart  attack.  Funeral 
services  were  held  in  Jacksonville  on 
Friday.

METHODIST  COMMITTEE  FOR 
OVERSEAS  RELIEF 

The  Methodists  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Lutherans  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  recently  adopted  55,300 
German  children  as  a part  of  their 
relief  program  through  the  Protestant 
churches  there.  That  is,  they  “adopted” 
these  children  for  one  meal  a day,  and 
for  a period  of  three  months.  The 
churches  in  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada provided  the  food.  Hilfswerk,  a 
relief  agency  of  the  Protestant  churches 
in  Germay,  did  the  work  of  storing, 
preparing  and  distributing.  The  Meth- 
odist church  took  the  responsibility  for 
2,000  children  in  the  city  of  Zwickau 
where  there  were  8,000  undernourished 
children. 

It  is  a simple  meal  served  during  the 
school  recess  period.  One  day  it  may 
be  sweet  porridge;  another,  milk  with 
cheese  roll,  and  still  another,  porridge 
mixed  with  cocoa.  Because  of  it,  many 


children  are  spared  serious  illness  and 
many  lives  are  saved.  From  all  over 
the  country  come  letters  such  as: 
”...  you  have  made  a mother  in- 
finitely happy  who,  for  the  first  time  in 
years  heard  her  children  say,  'Mammy, 
I have  enough!’  I shall  never  forget 
how  they  raced  up  the  staircase  ex- 
citedly, shouting,  ‘You  cannot  guess 
what  we  got  today.  Something  won- 
derful: Cocoa  soup,  and  we  are  per- 
fectly satisfied.’  My  oldest  boy  added 
meditatively:  ‘So  that  is  how  it  feels 
to  have  enough.  Now  I know  at  last 
what  it  is  like.’  ” 

This  letter  raises  the  inevitable  ques- 
tion. What  of  the  future?  What  will 
happen  after  the  three  month  period 
is  over?  What  is  the  future  for  those 
others  who  suffer?  Part  of  the  answer 
lies  in  the  resources  which  Methodists 
make  available  to  the  Methodist  Com- 
mittee for  Overseas  Relief  which  sent 
the  food  for  the  feeding  of  the  2,000 
children  in  Zwickau.

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BISHOP  LEONARD  BURIED  IN 
OHIO 


Bishop  A.  W.  Leonard 


The  body  of  the  late  Bishop  Adna 
Wright  Leonard  of  Washington,  D.  C., 
brought  home  from  Iceland  where  it  has 
been  interred  during  the  past  four  and 
a half  years,  was  laid  to  rest  in  Fern- 
cliff  Cemetery,  Springfield,  Ohio  on  No- 
vember 18. 

Services1,  were  conducted  by  Bishop  H. 
Lester  Smith  of  Columbus,  Ohio  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Warren  W.  Wiant,  minister  of 
Central  Methodist  Church  where  Bishop 
Leonard  had  once  been  pastor.  Eight 
Ohio  Methodist  ministers  served  as  pall- 
bearers. 

Bishop  Leonard  was  killed  in  an  air- 
plane crash  May  3,  1943  as  the  plane 
was  about  to  land  in  Iceland.  He  was 
in  the  course  of  an  official  visitation  to 
Protestant  chaplains  and  servicemen  and 
women,  representing  the  General  Com- 
mission on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains 
and  the  Methodist  Commission  on  Chap- 
lains. Of  both  of  these  he  was  chairman. 
He  also  carried  credentials  from  the 
Servicemen’s  Christian  League.  In  this 
mission  in  behalf  of  virtually  all  the 
Protestant  bodies  in  the  United  States 
Bishop  Leonard  had  already  covered 
many  military  and  naval  establishments 
in  Great  Britain.  Following  the  ill- 
fated  Iceland  visit  it  had  been  his  plan 
to  proceed  to  other  theaters.

The  Men’s  Club  of  some  60  members, 
featuring  in  their  two  meetings  each 
month  Florida’s  great  speakers,  organ 
demonstrations,  suppers  and  so  forth, 
continue  to  grow.  A Ladies  Night  is 
planned  for  the  near  future,  perhaps 
to  correspond  with  the  end  of  their 
present  membership  and  attendance 
rally.  This  active  and  enthusiastic 
group  is  led  by  Mr.  Jack  Gore,  teacher 
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of  the  Men’s  Bible  Class. 

This  past  week.  Miss  Mary  Calhoun 
of  the  Lakeland  Oll'ice  of  the  Board  of 
Education  in  Florida,  visited  Foster 
Chapel  at  a supper  meeting,  in  the 
third  such  meeting  to  keep  high  the 
spirit  of  the  Crusade's  Emphasis  on  the 
Church  School.  Slides  from  the  Nash- 
ville oll'ice  were  shown  by  John  Evans, 
end  the  narrative  carried  on  by  the 
pastor,  Lionel  W.  Nelson. 

DR.  W.  E.  SANGSTER  TO  BE  HEARD 
AT  EMORY 

Dr.  W.  E.  Sangster,  of  London,  pro- 
minent British  clergyman,  will  come  all 
the  way  from  England  to  deliver  the 
Sam  Jones  Lectures  during  Ministers’ 
Week  at  Emory  University.  January  19- 
23,  according  to  an  announcement  by 
Dr.  H.  B.  Trible,  dean  of  the  Candler 
School  of  Theology. 

Dr.  Sangster  is  not  making  an  Am- 
erican tour  at  this  time.  Dr.  Trimble 
said,  but  is  making  the  trans-Atlantic 
trip  solely  to  fill  the  engagement  at 
Emory.  His  apperance  on  the  Sam 
Jones  Lectureship  will  commemorate  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the 
great  Southern  evangelist. 

A second  lecture  on  the  inspirational 
Ministers’  Week  program,  Dr.  Trimble 
announced,  will  be  Dr.  Albert  C.  Knud- 
son,  dean  emeritus  of  Boston  University 
School  of  Theology.  He  will  deliver 
a series  of  lectures  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Qullian  Foundation. 

Three  addresses  are  also  scheduled 
by  Dr.  Thoburn  T.  Brumbaugh,  who 
was  recently  named  associate  secretary 
in  the  foreign  division  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Dr. 
Brumbaugh  has  just  returned  from  an 
exploratory  trip  to  the  Orient  and  will 
report  his  findings  in  the  three  talks. 

The  Ministers’  Week  sessions  wall  be- 
gin Monday  evening,  January  19,  Dr. 
Trimble  said,  and  will  continue  until 
noon  Friday,  January  23.  The  Emory 
dean  pointed  out  that,  while  housing 
conditions  are  critical  in  and  around 
Atlanta,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
find  space  for  visiting  ministers.  It 
is  vital,  however,  that  the  Ministers’ 
Week  Committee  be  notified  in  advance, 
Dr.  Trimble  said.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON 
ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BOUNDARIES 
TO  THE  SOUTH-EASTERN  JURIS- 
DICTIONAL CONFERENCE,  19  4 8 

The  Commission,  composed  of  one 
representative  from  each  Annual  Con- 
ference, was  called  together  by  Bishop 
Clare  Purcell  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North 
Carolina,  July  11,  1946.  The  Commit- 
tee was  organized  with  C.  C.  Bell,  chair- 
man; L.  A.  Harrell,  vice  chairman;  and 
Embree  H.  Blackard,  secretary. 

The  Commission  was  divided  into 
two  committees,  one  headed  by  J.  W. 
Blake,  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  making  a study  of  the  statistics  of 
the  various  annual  conferences  as  they 
are  related  to  annual  conference  boun- 
daries, and  another  committee  headed 
by  Judge  John  T.  Elleson  to  study  the 
geographical  and  historical  relationships 
of  the  conferences  one  to  another. 

After  a lively  exchange  of  corres- 
pondence, the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion met  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  March 


January  1.  1948 

5 and  6.  1947.  and  adopted  the  recom- 
mendations that  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

The  Commission  conceived  of  its  duty 
to  study  all  the  facts  looking  toward  the 
very  best  possible  arrangement  of  An- 
nual Conference  boundaries.  It  has  felt 
it  should  state  what  would  be  the  ideal 
arrangement  of  Annual  Conferences  un- 
der ideal  conditions,  and  what  adjust- 
ments to  the  ideal  should  be  made  be- 
cause of  historical  associations,  human 
tier,  and  temporary  conditions.  It  has 
felt  it  must  keep  before  it  the  ideal  of 
what  is  best  for  the  Jurisdiction  as  a 
whole  and  at  the  same  time  consult  the 
desires  of  the  various  Annual  Confer- 
ences. It  has  tried  to  bear  in  mind 
that  we  are  a connectional  Church,  in 
which  no  Annual  Conference  lives  to 
itself  but  is  a unit  of  the  body  of  Christ. 

General  Principles  to  Follow 

. Whenever  practical  we  find  that  it 
is  wise  to  make  state  lines  the  boun- 
daries of  Annual  Conferences.  This 
principle  has  been  followed  in  most  of 
our  Conferences.  Changes  in  confer- 
ence boundaries  from  time  to  time  have 
been  made  to  conform  to  this  principle.  j 
This  was  the  determining  factor  in  1870 
in  deciding  the  boundary  between  the 
Memphis  and  North  Mississippi  Con- 
ferences and  the  boundary  between  the 
Tennessee  and  North  Alabama  Confer- 
ences. This  principle  was  followed  in 
determining  the  geographical  jurisdic- 
tions at  the  Uniting  Conference. 

2.  Another  consideration  is  barriers 
of  streams  and  mountains.  In  the  early 
days  before  good  roads  and  modern 
means  of  transportation,  these  barriers 
were  almost  insurmountable.  Today 
they  have  some  influence  but  not  so 
much  as  in  former  times. 

3.  Trade  and  social  trends  together 
with  historical  associations  have  their 
influence  in  determining  conference 
boundaries.  Where  people  trade,  where 
young  people  go  to  school,  into  what 
sections  young  people  marry,  and  where 
conference  institutions  are  located  have 
weight  in  determining  boundaries. 

4.  Size  of  Annual  Conference. 

With  the  passing  of  the  years  the  size 

of  the  districts  have  been  increased  and 
in  some  cases  doubled.  In  like  manner 
there  is  a trend  toward  the  formation  ! 
of  larger  conferences. 

With  better  means  of  transportation 
and  communication  and  larger  places 
of  assembly,  larger  conferences  are  not 
only  feasible,  but  are  often  desirable. 

A large  conference  is  able  to  do  large  ! 
things  in  a big  way. 

The  question  of  entertainment  of  a 
large  conference  is  not  always  easy.  ' 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  our  : 
Annual  Conferences  seldom  last  longer 
than  four  or  five  days,  where  formerly 
they  lasted  a week. 

Ideal  Boundaries 

Following  the  principle  of  making 
state  lines  and  conference  boundaries  ! 8 
coincide  [Item  No.  1 above]  providing!  j 
there  are  sufficient  members  to  justify:  - 
it,  there  could  theoretically  be  two  con- : ■ 
ferences  in  Mississippi.  Alabama,  Gear- j 8 
gia,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  j 
Virginia,  Tennessee,  Kentucky  andi  ; 
Florida.  Certain  deviations  from  this  ar- ! i 
rangement  seem  justified  at  this  time. 1 5 


A.  West  Florida  should  remain  at- 
tached to  the  Alabama  Conference  until 
such  time  as  the  membership  in  Florida 
justifies  two  conferences. 

B.  South  Carolina  and  Upper  South 
Carolina  Conferences  have  petitioned  to 
be  united.  This  seems  justified  since 
the  area  covered  is  not  too  large  and  the 
united  conferences  will  have  only  163,000 
members  with  292  charges. 

C.  Southwest  Virginia  in  the  Hol- 
ston  Conference  should  be  kept  with 
the  Holston  Conference  until  such  time 
as  the  membership  and  desire  of  the 
Methodist  Churches  in  Virginia  call  for 
two  annual  conferences  in  Virginia,  and 
;the  Tennessee  part  of  Holston  is  strong 
enough  to  warrent  this  change. 

D.  Whenever  two  conferences  can  be 
formed  in  Virginia,  two  conferences 
ishould  be  formed  in  Tennessee. 

E.  While  it  would  seem  logical,  fol- 
lowing this  reasoning  to  place  the  Ken- 
tucky part  of  the  Memphis  Conference 
with  the  conferences  in  Kentucky,  there 
are  strong  ties  which  date  back  to  the 
Jackson  Purchase  in  1818  which  bind 
together  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
sections  of  the  Memphis  Conference. 
The  sentiment  in  the  Memphis  Confer- 
ence to  keep  its  46  charges  in  Kentucky 
are  such  that  we  do  not  at  this  time 
recommend  any  change  in  the  Kentucky 
area  of  the  Memphis  Conference. 

F.  That  in  the  event  any  two  con- 
ferences request  to  unite  that  the  re- 
quest be  given  favorable  consideration. 

Recommendations 

Your  Commission  on  the  basis  of  the 
above  general  principles,  makes  the  fol- 
; lowing  specific  recommendations  to  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
to  be  assembled  at  Columbia,  S.  C.,  June 
30  to  July  5,  1948: 

1.  That  at  this  time  conference 
: boundaries  in  general  remain  as  they 

are  now  constituted  with  the  under- 
standing that  any  two  conferences  which 
wish  to  unite  be  given  permission  to 
do  so. 

2.  That  since  the  Upper  South  Caro- 
lina and  South  Carolino  Conferences 


have  both  expressed  a desire  to  reunite 
ihat  this  request  be  granted. 

3.  That  the  Rich  Creek  Community, 
now  served  by  the  Tazwell  District,  Hol- 
ston Conference,  be  placed  in  that  con- 
ference and  that  paragraph  1743  (Disci- 
pline, 1944)  be  clarified  to  read: 
“HOLSTON  CONFERENCE  shall  in- 
clude part  of  Tennessee  east  of  the 
eastern  rim  of  Cumberland  Mt.  and 
that  part  of  Virginia  west  of  the  New 
River  to  Radford  (including  Rich 
Creek  Church,)  and  the  Auburn  Cir- 
cuit and  Floyd  Circuit  (including 
Pilot  and  Floyd)  in  Montgomery  and 


Floyd  Counties,  and  thence  to  the 
boundary  of  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference  at  Fancy  Gap,  Virginia, 
and  all  of  Dade  County,  Georgia,  and 
the  Lookout  Mountain  Circuit,  and 
the  towns  of  Flintstone  and  Roseville 
in  Georgia,  and  Savannah  Church  in 
Allegheny  County,  North  Carolina.” 

4.  That  reference  to  Currituck  Inlet 
Church  in  paragraph  1749  (Discipline 
1944)  be  omitted,  since  this  Church  has 
for  a long  time  been  abandoned.

The  Christian  college  is  one  of  the  foundations 
of  American  Democracy 
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NORTHWESTERN  UNIVERSITY 

Northwestern  University,  an  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing affiliated  with  the  Methodist  Church,  was  established 
in  1851.  It  maintains  two  campuses  located  on  the  shores 
of  Lake  Michigan,  one  in  Evanston,  and  the  other  on  the 
near  north  side  of  Chicago. 

On  the  Evanston  Campus  are  located  the  following 
schools:  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  Graduate  School, 
the  Schools  of  Journalism,  Commerce,  Education,  Music, 
Speach  and  the  Technological  Institute. 

The  schools  on  the  Chicago  Campus  are  as  follows: 
the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Law  Schools;  and  three  evening 
divisions — the  University  College,  and  the  Schools  of  Com- 
merce and  Journalism. 

Northwestern’s  present  full-time  enrollment  consists 
of  10,490  students,  of  whom  8,157  are  in  Evanston,  and 
2,333  in  the  professional  schools  in  Chicago.  In  addition, 
the  University  offers  adult  education,  through  evening  study, 
to  13,326  part-  time  students  on  the  Chicago  Campus. 

Northwestern  will  celebrate  its  Centennial  in  1951.  In 
anticipation  of  this  event,  a broad  program  of  development 
has  been  projected  which  includes  various  new  buildings 
and  a substantial  increase  in  present  endowment.  The  pro- 
gram envisages  the  development  on  the  Chicago  Campus 
of  a great  medical  center  for  teaching  and  research,  which 
will  ultimately  represent  an  investment  of  $100,000,000.

BISHOPS  PROTEST  UNAMERICAN  PRACTICES 
OF  GOVERNMENT 

Dismissal  of  governmental  employees  without  inform- 
ing them  of  the  charges  against  them  and  denying  them 
opportunity  to  face  their  accusers,  was  branded  as  “un- 
American”  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  Methodist 
Church  in  their1  semi-annual  meeting  held  in  Atlantic  City, 
December  2-5.  Following  is  the  full  text  of  the  bishops’ 
protest.  Bishop  Paul  Bentley  Kern  of  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
president  of  the  Council,  was  in  the  chair. 

We  are  greatly  disturbed  over  the  reports  which  con- 
stantly reach  the  public,  of  un-American  and  unconstitu- 


tional practices  by  governmental  authorities  in  the  attempts 
to  rid  public  offices  of  employees  alleged  to  be  engaged 
in  "subversive”  efforts  against  our  nation. 

These  reports  are  so  numerous  in  the  press,  and  so 
freely  admitted  and  defended  by  governmental  agencies, 
that  we  cannot  doubt  that,  while  the  reports  of  each  govern- 
mental procedure  may  be  exaggerated,  there  is  enough 
of  fact  in  them  to  warrant  serious  alarm  among  our  citizens. 

We  admit  the  right  of  any  agency,  governmental  or 
other,  to  scrutinize  carefully  the  iitness  of  any  applicant 
for  public  post  but  we  insist  that  the  examination  of  em- 
ployees already  chosen  by  the  government  should  itself 
not  be  conducted  in  un-American  ways.  By  such  ways  we 
mean  the  dismissal  of  employees  without  informing  them  of 
the  charges  against  them  and  without  granting  them  op- 
portunity of  facing  their  accusers. 

We  protest  against  judging  men  by  vague  and  un- 
substantiated assertion  of  their  holding  subversive  views, 
or  of  associating  with  so-called  suspicious  characters.  We 
maintain  that  such  methods  are  not  calculated  to  secure  a 
high  type  of  public  servants,  and  we  declare  our  judgement 
that  the  methods  are  themseives  violations  of  constitutional 
guarantees,  and  are  therefore  un-American.

Members  of  the  College  Park  Church 
in  Orlando  have  been  giving  various 
pieces  of  Pulpit  Furniture  to  the  church 
as  Memorials  to  loved  ones.  Rev. 
Mauriece  Felton,  pastor,  reports  that 
the  pulpit  furnishings  have  been  in- 
stalled now  and  are  in  use. 

Pastors  of  the  Orlando  District  are 
requested  to  send  in  news  items  to  the 
District  Reporter  regularly  so  that  this 
report  will  be  more  complete  each  time. 

The  W.S.C.S.  of  the  Barnett  Memorial 
Church,  at  Enterprise,  reports  that  it 
closed  out  another  year  of  splendid 
accomplishments.  At  the  Christmas 
meeting  an  offering  was  taken  and  gifts 
collected  for  the  Brewster  Hospital  in 
Jacksonville.  This  small  group  was  also 
able  to  report  that  pledges  totaling  $100 
had  been  paid  during  the  year,  ex- 
tensive improvements  made  at  the  par- 
sonage and  some  equipment  bought  for 
the  Beginner’s  Department  of  the  Sun- 
day School.

METHODISM  — A WORLD  CHURCH 
by  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore 

(The  FLORIDA  METHODIST  is 
proud  to  present  herewith  the  text  of 
the  address  delivered  by  Bishop  Arthur 
J.  Moore  to  the  ten  thousand  Methodist 
Youth  who  met  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  De- 
cember 30,  1947  to  January  2,  1948. — 
EDITOR.) 

The  Methodist  Church  is  a consti- 
tuent and  important  part  of  world 
Christianity.  Its  history  is  an  incom- 
parable epic  of  world  conquest.  To  take 
away  from  the  Church  its  world  view 
is  to  rob  it  of  its  character  and  leave 
it  something  less  than  Christ  intended 
it  to  be.  Christianity  is  not  a religion  of 
averages;  it  lives  and  grows  only  when 
the  vision  of  a redeemed  world  is  before 
its  eyes  and  its  members  follow  in  the 
dangerous  way  of  the  cross. 

John  Wesley  died  on  March  2nd,  1790 
in  the  eighty  - eighth  year  of  his  life. 
According  to  one  authority  he  left  be- 
hind one  silver  spoon,  a worn  - out  clerg- 
yman’s coat,  a badly  abused  reputa- 
tion and  the  Methodist  Church.  The 
silver  spoon  is  no  doubt  somewhere  in 
a museum,  the  coat  has  gone  the  way 
of  dust,  the  reputation  is  quite  safe  in 
the  light  of  subsequent  history  and  The 
Methodist  Church  numbering  approx- 
imately thirty  million  souls  proudly  un- 
furls its  banner  above  sixty  of  the  na- 
tions of  the  world. 

Methodism  was  born,  not  in  one  of 
those  quiet  and  evolutionary  periods  of 
history  but  in  a time  of  turbulance  and 
revolution.  The  world  then  as  now  was 
in  a crisis.  Every  where  there  were  in- 
ternational disturbances  and  social  con- 
ditions were  well  - nigh  intolerable. 
Drunkeness  was  rampant  and  slavery 
a reputable  practice.  The  organized 
church  was  almost  impotent  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  demands  of  the  day.  It  was 
obvious  to  men  of  spiritual  discernment 
that  a new  birth  was  essential  if  society 
was  to  be  saved  from  corruption  and 
civilization  stopped  short  of  bankrupt- 
cy. Then  came  that  remarkable  and 
transforming  experience  in  Aldersgate 
Street  on  the  evening  of  May  24th, 
1738  when  John  Wesley,  the  formal 
priest  of  Oxford,  received  a religious  ex- 
perience of  such  transforming  power 
that  he  took  his  place  as  one  of  the 
most  forceful  evangelical  leaders  of  the 
modern  church.  It  is  beyond  the  pow- 
er of  imagination  to  conceive  the  con- 
tribution of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
the  redemption  of  individuals  and  in 
the  assertion  of  the  Christian  consci- 
ence against  the  great  social  evils  of 
the  last  two  centuries.  Those  early 
Methodists  believed  that  the  world  was 
salvable  and  that  Christ  could  not  on- 
ly save  men  one  by  one  but  would  at 
last  give  us  a safe,  friendly  Christian 
world.  In  this  assurance  they  found  the 
secret  of  unity  and  the  certainty  of  tri- 
umph. 

Methodism  has  lived  by  the  majesty 
of  its  beliefs.  It  has  majored  upon  un- 
conditional affirmations.  It  has  never 
lost  sight  of  the  incalculable  and  im- 
perishable worth  of  a human  soul  and 
has  always  insisted  upon  the  dignity  of 
human  life.  Since  John  Wesley  declar- 
ed “The  World  is  my  Parish”  it  has 
looked  upon  the  world  through  the  eyes 


of  Christ  who  died  for  each  and  every 
man.  It  has  never  flown  a national  or 
racial  flag.  The  song  of  the  pioneer  has 
ever  been  in  its  heart  and  upon  its  lips. 

For  more  than  two  centuries  Metho- 
c ism  has  been  characterized  by  a tri- 
i mphant  missionary  aggressiveness.  It 
has  followed  the  vision  of  the  eternal 
Christ  to  whom  all  continents,  tongues 
and  races  belong.  Year  after  year,  and 
generation  after  generation,  in  spite  of 
war,  paganism,  and  disappointment  it 
has  carried  the  banner  of  Christ’s  King- 
dom of  love  and  righteousness,  free- 
dom, and  humanity,  into  the  world  of 
sin  and  selfishness,  oppression  and 
wrong.  We  have  every  right  to  be 
proud  of  that  procession  of  spiritual 
heroes  and  heroines  who  crowd  the 
pages  of  our  history.  Their  eyes  were 
on  far  horizons  bent.  No  range  of 
mountains  has  been  high  enough  to 
stay  their  progress;  no  rivers  deep  and 
broad,  enough  to  daunt  them;  no  forest 
dark  and  dense  enough  to  withstand 
their  advance.  Was  ever  love  exalted 
to  so  pure  a passion?  Was  ever  in  the 
human  soul  so  unquenchable  a fire? 
They  have  passed  onward  from  con- 
tinent to  continent,  frontier  to  frontier, 
offering  the  Christian  faith  to  the  skep- 
tical, scornful  and  sinful.  In  the  far 
and  lonely  places  of  the  earth  they 
have  gone  with  the  music  of  the  Chris- 
tian Crusade.  Their  mission  has  been 
to  regenerate  humanity  and  change  the 
world. 

Twentieth  Century  Methodism  march- 
es to  its  world  task,  not  with  fear  but 
with  faith,  not  with  crutch  and  band- 
age torn  banners  and  quenched  music, 
but  with  the  sound  of  trumpets  follow- 
ing Christ  who  is  our  deathless  Leader. 
The  light  that  falls  upon  our  pathway 
is  not  the  light  of  the  setting  sun.  It 
is  the  light  of  the  morning.  Before 
us  is  the  gateway  to  a greater  age  and 
a redeemed  world.

REV.  J.  B.  CULPEPPER  PASSES 
SUDDENLY 

Methodists  throughout  the  entire 
state  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  pas- 
sing of  the  Reverend  J.  B.  Culpepper, 
Jr. , pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Ft.  Myers,  on  Tuesday,  De- 
cember 30th  at  12:30  P.  M. 

Born  in  Wilmore,  Kentucky,  June  20, 
i896,  John  B.  Culpepper,  Jr.  was  the 
son  of  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  John  B. 
Culpepper.  He  was  one  of  a family  of 
nine  children,  three  sons  and  six 
daughters,  and  his  distinguished  fath- 
er, who  was  nationally  known  as  a 
General  Evangelist  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  led  all  three  of  his  sons  into 
the  Christian  ministry. 

As  early  as  1916  and  1917,  Brother 
Culpepper  became  associated  in  the 
work  with  his  father.  He  had  a high 
tenor  voice  that  was  sweet  and  true  and 
he  worked  very  effectively  in  his  youth 
as  a song  leader  and  worker  with  young 
people. 

On  April  27,  1917,  in  St.  Augustine, 
Florida,  Mr.  Culpepper  was  married  to 
Miss  Annie  Williams  and  the  mutual 
devotion  of  this  couple  has  been  out- 
standingly beautiful  across  the  years. 
One  daughter,  Martha  Key,  fully 
shared  in  this  lovely  home  life  and  re- 


mains with  her  mother  to  mourn  Bro- 
ther Culpepper’s  passing. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Culpepper’s  min- 
istry extended  across  some  thirty  or 
more  years.  During  the  first  phase  of 
his  ministry  he  was  actively  engaged  in 
evangelistic  work,  first  with  his  father 
and  then  in  his  own  right.  In  this  latter 
capacity,  his  labors  extended  into 
Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana  and  Arkansas. 

In  1930,  Brother  Culpepper  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Florida  Conference  and 
took  his  place  in  the  itinerant  ministry 
of  his  Church.  Subsequently  he  served 
pastorates  at  Bunnell;  Wesley  Memor- 
ial, Jacksonville;  First  Church,  Key- 
West;  Okeechobee;  Trinity,  Tampa;  Ft. 
Pierce;  and  First  Church,  Ft.  Myers. 
He  was  in  the  third  successful  year  of 
his  pastorate  at  Ft.  Myers  where  he  was 
greatly  loved  by  the  entire  community. 

Brother  Culpepper  had  been  in  fail- 
ing health  for  the  last  two  years  but 
the  serious  nature  of  his  ailment,  a 
heart  condition,  had  been  known  only 
to  a very  few.  Some  weeks  ago,  how- 
ever, the  doctors  informed  him  of  the 
gravity  of  his  condition  and  plans  had 
been  made  for  him  to  have  at  least  a 
month’s  rest  in  the  immediate  future. 
But,  true  soldier  of  the  Cross  that  he 
was,  he  remained  at  the  task  he  so 
greatly  loved  until  it  was  too  late  and 
his  fervent,  devoted  spirit  outran  his 
ailing  heart. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  First 
Church,  Ft.  Myers  on  the  afternoon 
of  Friday,  January  2nd.  Dr.  Harvey  G. 
Pearce,  a retired  member  of  the  Detroit 
Conference  who  now  resdes  in  FT.  My- 
ers and  sometimes  fills  the  pulpit  "at 
First  Church,  read  the  Scripture,  Dr. 
J.  G.  Stradley,  District  Superintendent 
of  the  Lakeland  District,  and  Dr.  O. 
Alton  Murphy,  pastor  of  the  Hyde  Park 
Church  in  Tampa  and  erstwhile  Super- 
intendent of  the  Lakeland  District,  made 
brief  addresses  and  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Dance,  pastor  of  the  local  Christian 
Church  and  representative  of  the  Ft. 
Myers  Ministerial  Association,  prayed. 
Ministers  from  all  over  the  state  were 
in  attendance  at  the  service  thus  giv- 
ing testimony  to  their  genuine  affec- 
tion for  this  good  man.

The  Dietrich  Bible  Class 
of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Orlando  must 
surely  hold  some  sort  of 
record  in  the  number  of 
dentists  enrolled  in  their 
group.  And  what  a fine  lot 
of  Christian  gentlemen  they 
are! 

For  a number  of  years  Dr. 
Herman  T.  Clark,  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Florida  Methodist  Chil- 
dren’s Home  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Children’s  Home 
Committee  in  his  local 
church,  had  personally  pro- 
vided dental  mare  for  all 
the  children  of  the  Home. 
It  was  a gigantic  undertak- 
ing but  a work  that  Dr.  Clark 
found  to  be  rich  in  deep 
satisfaction.  Therefore,  last 
year  he  invited  the  other 
dentists  of  his  class  to  share 
with  him  in  this  great  work 
and  the  response  was  indeed 
gratifying.  Eight  dentists 
now  have  a part  in  render- 
ing this  valuable  service  with 
the  result  that  a bus  load 
of  children  are  taken  to 
Orlando  each  Saturday  until 
every  child’s  teeth  have  been 
checked  and  any  necessary 
treatment  given.  This  ser- 
vice is  conservatively  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  $1,500 
annually  to  the  Home  and 
its  ultimate  worth  to  the 
total  health  of  the  children 
cannot  possibly  be  evaluated.

CLEVELAND  YOUTH  CONFER- 
ENCE IS  WELL  ATTENDED 

Eleventhousand  Methodist  youth  gave 
the  church  a glimpse  of  its  future 
Christian  leadership  when  they  gath- 
ered in  the  Public  Auditorium,  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  December  30  to  January  2. 

The  occasion  was  the  long  awaited 
Methodist  Youth  Conference,  held  un- 
der the  sponsorship  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Methodist  Church,  with 
administrative  responsibility  allocated 
to  the  Youth  Department,  the  Rev.  Hoo- 
ver Rupert  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  direct 
or.  Executive  direction  of  the  Conference 
was  given  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  W.  Bell 
of  Nashville,  a staff  member  of  the  Di- 
vision of  the  Local  Church. 

Thirteen  trains,  scores  of  chartered 
buses,  private  automobiles  and  jallop- 
ies supplemented  regular  public  trans- 
portation facilities  to  bring  the  dele- 
gates. One  nationally  famous  passen- 
ger on  an  all  - coach  special  train  from 
Mississippi  was  Miss  Barbara  Jo  Walk- 
er, a member  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  and  a church  school  teach- 
er in  Springdale  Church,  Memphis, 
Tenn.  She  became  known  to  the  world 
when  she  was  selected  from  among  48 
state  entrants  in  Atlantic  City  last  Sep- 
tember as  Miss  America. 

Every  state  and  all  of  Methodism’s 
105  annual  conferences  were  represent- 
ed, as  well  as  all  the  major  mission 
fields  served  by  The  Methodist  Church. 
Many  “Crusade  for  Christ”  scholars 
from  abroad,  now  in  Methodist  col- 
leges, and  missionaries  on  furlough  were 
present,  mingling  with  youths  from  Cali- 
fornia and  Maine,  Texas  and  Minnesota. 

The  number  of  delegates  registered 
was  larger  than  any  comparable  Metho- 
dist gathering  in  more  than  thirty  years. 
To  provide  accomodations,  two  gigantic 
dormitories  were  set  up.  More  than 
thirty  - six  hundred  boys  were  housed 
in  a former  bomber  plant,  12  miles 
from  the  public  square.  Their  bedroom 
measured  185,000  square  feet.  Trans- 
portation was  provided  by  a fleet  of  60 
buses.  The  Rev.  A.  J.  E.  Manton  of  Ber- 
ea, Ohio  supervised  this  “Hotel  Bomb- 
er Plant.”  A similar  dormitory  connect- 
ed with  the  Public  Auditorium,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carl  Bechberger 
of  Cleveland  was  the  Conference  home 
of  1600  girls.  Hotels,  Campus  facilities 
of  nearby  Baldwin  - Wallace  College  and 
private  homes  provided  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  delegates. 

The  delegates,  representing  the  two 
million  members  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  came  to  find  inspiration  to 
serve  in  their  young  peoples  organiza- 
tions, and,  later  as  lay  church  officials, 
church  school  teachers,  members  and 
officers  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  or  perhaps,  as  mis- 
sionaries, deaconesses,  or  pastors,  with- 
out doubt,  among  those  registered  were 
future  bishops,  denominational  execu- 
tives and  world  leaders. 

Seven  of  the  bishops  of  the  Church 
spoke  to  the  Conference  and,  on  anoth- 
er page  of  this  issue,  we  have  printed 
the  text  of  the  address  of  our  own  bish- 
op, Arthur  J.  Moore.  We  hope  to  have 
some  first-hand  stories  in  future  issues 
written  by  some  of  our  own  Florida 
Young  people  who  attended. 


BOARD  OF  MISSION  PRAISES 
PRESIDENT’S  COMMITTEE 

Praise  of  President  Truman’s  Com- 
mittee on  Civil  Rights  and  its  recent 
report  was  voted  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  of  the  Methodist  Church  held 
recently  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa.  The 
resolution  was  presented  by  Dr.  Ralph 
E.  Diffendorfer,  executive  secretary  for 
foreign  missions.  The  resolution  said: 

“Highly  significant  in  the  sensitive- 
ness of  the  Committee  respecting  the 
lights  of  the  Negro  and  all  other  racial 
and  religious  minority  groups.  It  is 
more  than  high  time  that  the  serious- 
ness of  this  issue  so  vital  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Republic  should  be  stressed  in 
an  official  way. 

“The  Committee,  while  recognizing 
the  necessity  of  safeguarding  our  na- 
tional security,  nevertheless  clearly  em- 
phasized the  grave  danger  of  imperilling 
the  constitutional  rights  of  individuals. 
Surely  there  is  no  call  for  the  sup- 
pression of  all  liberal  ideas  and  the 
persecution  of  progressive  leaders.  To 
follow  such  a course  is  to  undermine 
democratic  processes  and  to  endanger 
the  very  foundations  of  the  American 
government  itself. 

“Other  items  in  the  report  also  deserve 
the  highest  praise.  Its  findings  are 
sure  to  have  an  influence  which  shall 
reach  beyond  the  confines  of  the  United 
States.  Probably  no  single  tendency 
toward  the  breakdown  of  understanding 
and  friendliness  in  our  relationship  to 
other  nations  is  quite  so  full  of  hazard 
as  the  all  too-frequent  instances  of  the 
abuse  of  civil  rights  of  the  minority 
groups  in  our  midst.  Such  cases  quick- 
ly become  the  text  for  vehement  de- 
nunciation on  the  part  of  our  enemies 
and  even  our  friends  of  the  American 
way  of  life,  and  of  declarations  that  our 
colossal  experiment  in  democracy  is 
fast  failing. 

“Of  even  deeper  concern  to  us  as 
Christians  in  the  effect  upon  the  in- 
fluence of  Christian  people  and  of  mis- 
sionaries of  race  discrimination  and 
the  suppression  of  the  rights  of  min- 
orities. Tragic  beyond  words,  and 
damaging  beyond  description  is  the 
cynical  remark,  ‘So  this  is  Christianity!’ 
on  the  lips  of  a Chinese,  or  an  Indian, 
an  African,  or  a Korean  national  when 
he  hears  of  a lynching  or  some  other 
instance  of  the  infrantion  of  minority 
rights. 

“We,  therefore,  as  members  of  the 
Eoard  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion, express  the  earnest  hope  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Civil  Rights  may  receive 
attention  beyond  casual  reading  and 
mere  lip  service.  They  should  be  re- 
duced to  actual  practice  throughout  the 
Church  and  the  nation.”

NOT  CHARITY  BUT  INVESTMENT 

Muriel  Day,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cational Institutions  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service,  tells  of  a certain  College  president  who,  although 
he  was  in  great  need  of  funds  for  his  institution,  refused 
a contribution  from  a friend  of  the  school  because  it  was 
marked  for  “charity.”  The  friend  made  out  another  check 
for  the  college,  charged  it  to  “investment”  and  it  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Surely  the  Race  Relations  Offerings  to  be  taken  in  the 
churches  on  Race  Relations  Sunday,  February  8th,  can 
well  be  charged  to  “investment”  since  all  of  our  offerings 
in  the  Florida  Conference  on  that  day  are  directed  toward 
the  support  of  the  Bethune-Cookman  College  at  Daytona 
Beach. 

Bethune-Cookman  College  is  the  final  result  of  a 
merger  of  two  Florida  institutions — Cookman  Institute  of 
Jacksonville,  founded  by  the  Reverend  S.  B.  Darnell  in 
1872,  and  the  Daytona  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute 
of  Daytona  Beach,  founded  in  1904  by  Mary  McLeod  Be- 
thune.  The  history  of  the  school  is  a thrilling  story  con- 


stantly widening  horizons  and  an  ever-expanding  program 
of  service.  The  school  is  our  own  Methodist  college,  tire 
property  of  ihe  Central  Jurisdiction  of  our  national  Metho- 
dism, and,  as  such,  it  as  a credit  to  our  Church  and  a price- 
less asset  to  the  Negro  youth  of  our  state. 

This  will  be  the  fourth  year  that  Florida's  Race  Re- 
lations Offerings  have  gone  to  the  support  of  this  school. 
Dr.  R.  Ira  Barnett.  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  informs  us  that,  in  1945,  our  churches  gave 
$732.87;  in  1946,  $1,391  and  in  1947,  1.365.33.  This  re- 
presents an  increase  of  80' < in  three  years  which  is  “not 
bad.”  But  it  is  yet  not  commensurate  with  either  our 
ability  to  give  or  the  great  opportunity  to  thus  serve  and 
we  confidently  anticipate  a great  increase  in  this  year's 
contributions. 

o 

THE  ALCOHOL  IN  WHISKY,  BEER  AND  WINE 

That  beer,  wine  and  whisky  are  each  and  all  alcoholic 
beverages  and  are  intoxicating,  is  discussed  in  an  analysis 
of  these  three  drinks  made  public  by  the  American  Business 
Men’s  Research  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  asks  this  question:  “Is  there  a differ- 
ence between  the  “friendly  glass  of  beer  or  two"  and  the 
three  or  four  glasses  the  drunken  driver  testifies  he  had 
just  before  he  crashed  into  a car  killing  four?"  The  answer, 
according  to  the  Foundation,  is  “None.  The  beer  is  the 
same.  Only  the  quantity  and  conditions  vary.” 

The  Foundation  study  finds  that  average  whisky  con- 
tains 43  percent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  while  most  beer  con- 
tains but  5 percent  of  alcohol,  but  it  stated  “the  intoxicating 
effects  of  8 ounces  of  X brand  beer,  compared  with  8 ounces 
of  Y brand  whisky  can  definitely  be  established."  A 10- 
ounce  glass  of  beer  contains  5 percent  of  alcohol  by  volume, 
or  one-half  ounce  of  alcohol.  A cocktail  or  a highball  con- 
tains the  same  amount,  one-half  ounce  of  alcohol.  . . . 

“Perhaps  the  most  unfortunate  factor  in  the  use  of 
alcohol,”  continues  the  Foundation  statement,  “is  the  pro- 
gressive inability  of  the  occasional,  and  often  of  the  steady 
drinker,  to  tell  how  a given  amount  of  drink  will  affect  him.” 

“The  only  certain  fact  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  this 
situation,”  says  the  Foundation,  “is  that  there  will  be  pro- 
gressive lack  of  mental  and  muscular  coordination  and  self- 
control.  In  the  case  of  the  motorist,  for  example,  as  the 
National  Safety  Council  concludes  in  its  latest  official 
statisical  survey,  ’a  driver  seriously  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol  is  55  times  as  prone  to  have  an  accident  as  a sober 
driver.”

Bishop  Moore  goes  from  this  week  of  speaking  to  preach 
in  a great  city-wide  revival  meeting  in  Jacksonville  and,  at 
a later  date,  to  another  campaign  in  Miami.  And  thus 
again  the  Methodists  of  Florida  have  cause  to  give  thanks 
to  God  for  this  tireless  and  warm-hearted  leader  He  has 
given  u.s  to  show  the  way. 
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Many  of  the  Tampa  District  churches 
conducted  special  programs  during  the 
Christmas  season.  A Christmas  Carol 
program  was  held  at  the  Tampa  Heights 
Church  where  Rev.  E.  L.  Hollady  is 
pastor,  on  the  Sunday  evening  before 
Christmas.

A 
Christmas  pageant  was  presented  in 
(ableaux  form  at  the  Hyde  Park  Metho- 
dist Church  under  the  direction  of  Miss

“A  Propheacy  Fullfilled”  and  it 
was  presented  in  four  parts.

This  church  is  only  about  a year  and 
a half  old. 

Rev.  M.  E.  Myer  of  the  Punta  Gor- 
da  church  reports  the  organization  of 
a Boy  Scout  troop  at  his  church.  The 
Sunday  School  needs  more  space,  be- 
cause of  recent  growth.  The  people  of 
the  church  are  equipping  the  parsonage 
in  a fine  way. 

At  Springhead  Rev.  D.  Lee  Jones  is 
holding  two  prayer  meetings  a week 
on  Wednesday  and  Friday  nights.  This 
little  church  has  five  local  preachers. 
Thirteen  persons  have  been  received  on 
profession  of  faith  and  five  by  letter. 

There  has  been  a great  deal  of  delay 
in  getting  the  chapel,  which  the  Tice 
church  purchased  from  Buckingham 
Field,  moved.  However,  according  to 
the  pastor,  Rev.  J.  A.  Edwards,  by  the 
time  this  news  is  published  it  should 
have  been  moved  to  the  church’s  lo- 
cation.

But  anticipation — To  be  able  to  look 
ahead  and  say,  ‘The  present  year  can 
and  shall  be  better — ’ that  is  more  glor- 
ious; ....  I have  done  nothing  but 
open  windows — God  has  done  all  the 
rest.” 

May  we  open  the  windows  of  our  mind 
and  heart,  broaden  our  vision  and  ex- 
perience a new  sense  of  His  Presence 
in  our  lives.  In  the  area  of  the  spiri- 
tual, we  continously  approach  a great 
adventure.

INFORMATION 

For  sometime  the  question  as  to  the  number  of  now 
Bishops  to  be  elected  by  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference has  been  under  consideration.  According  to  the 
best  data  available  we  have  now  a membership  of  2,331,050 
in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  This  includes  the  eight 
Bishops  who  are  related  to  this  Jurisdiction.  In  order  to 
meet  the  disciplinary  requirement  namely — 2/3  of  500,000 
members  for  a ninth  Bishop,  we  would  need  2,277  additional 
members.  This  then  would  give  us  a total  membership 
of  2,333,333.  Annual  Conferences  to  be  held  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  are  the  Memphis, 
Florida  and  South  Georgia.

THE  REVIVAL  SEASON  IS  ON 

This  editor’s  heart  was  thrilled  the  other  night  when 
he  attended  the  “Evangelistic  Crusade”  at  the  Community 
I.Iethodist  Church  of  Daytona  Beach  and,  arriving  a bit 
late,  had  to  sit  in  the  balcony.  There  were  decisions  for 
Christ  that  night  and  the  whole  spirit  of  the  meeting  bore 
witness  to  the  fact  that  these  were  not  the  first  decisions 
of  the  meeting. 

The  reason  for  all  of  this  was  soon  learned  when 
fuller  information  was  secured  from  the  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Lewis  N.  Head.  The  preacher  for  the  Crusade  was  Dr. 
C.  A.  McPheeters  of  Metropolitan  Church  of  Detroit  while 
the  singing  was  under  the  direction  of  that  peer  of  all 
song  leaders,  Homer  Rodeheaver.  The  presence  of  these 
two  great  personalities  was  certainly  enough  to  account  for 
the  average  attendance  of  more  than  500  persons  each 
night. 

But  good  crowds,  strong  preaching  and  enthusiastic  sing- 
ing do  not  always  combine  to  lead  men  and  women  to 
Christian  decisions.  How  account  for  these? 

We  believe  that  the  answer  to  this  question  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  a twenty-four  hour  Prayer  Vigil  preceded 
the  opening  service.  Also,  many  cottage  prayer  meetings 
had  been  held  throughout  the  community  during  the  two 
weeks  just  prior  to  the  Crusade.  And  these  services  were 


no  idle  gestu'  e.  Beginning  at  11  o'clock  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  closing  at  11  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  several 
hundred  people  found  their  way  to  the  sanctuary  at  thirty 
minute  intervals  to  engage  in  a continuous  prayer  service. 
All  through  the  night  people  were  coming  and  going.  For 
the  later  hours.,  only  one  person  had  been  designated  for 
each  thirty  minute  period,  yet.  at  10:30  Saturday  night 
there  were  eight  in  the  sanctuary,  at  2:30  Sunday  morn- 
ing, seven  were  present  and  there  were  twelve  persons  pray- 
ing at  5:30  Sunday  morning. 

The  list  of  meetings  being  held  in  the  Methodist  church- 
es of  Forida  this  winter  is  an  impressive  one  and  some  of 
the  greatest  preachers  of  the  Church  are  being  heard  in 
our  pulpits.  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  is  to  preach  in  great 
city-wide  meetings  in  Jacksonville  and  Miami.  Bishop  Char- 
les C.  Selecman  is  to  be  in  West  Palm  Beach.  Bishop  Paul 
B.  Kern  has  been  engaged  in  a series  of  meetings  at  tilt 
Hyde  Park  Church  in  Tampa.  Mrs.  Arthur  J.  Moore  and 
Dr.  Alien  Moore  were  associated  in  a meeting  at  Broadway 
Church  in  Orlando  and  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale  soon 
comes  to  lead  First  Church  and  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  that  city  in  a preaching  mission.  Dr.  W.  A. 
Smart  has  been  heard  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Mt.  Dora 
and  Dr.  John  Rustin  at  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  St. 
Petersburg.  Anu  this  is  only  to  mention  a few  of  the  most 
outstanding  workers  who  are  laboring  among  us  and  takes 
no  account  of  far  greater  number  of  instances  where  pro- 
fessional evangelists  are  serving  and  pastors  are  helping 
one  another  in  revival  efforts.  Surely,  here  is  at  least  a 
partial  answer  to  those  critics  who  would  insist  that  our 
Methodism  has  lost  its  evangelistic  zeal. 

But  the  point  upon  which  we  wish  to  insist  is  that,  no 
matter  who  the  meacher  may  be  nor  how  attractive  the 
service,  the  real  victories  that  are  won  will  be  largely  the 
result  of  the  uncergiraing  given  each  meeting  by  that  com- 
paratively small  group  of  earnest  folk  who  look  to  God  for 
great  victories  and  are  willing  to  pray  all  night  and  work 
all  day  for  them,  if  need  be. 
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There  were  two  Youth  Rallies  in  the 
Tampa  District.  One  was  heid  at  the 
First  Methodist  Church  in  Tampa, 
Tuesday  evening,  January  27th  and  the 
other  at  the  Bradenton  Methodist 
Church,  Wednesday  evening,  January 
28th.  Both  of  the  rallies  were  well  at- 
tended. There  were  over  400  in  attend- 
ance at  the  rally  in  First  Church, 
Tampa.  The  theme  of  the  Rally, 
‘Christ  Above  All”  was  made  a real 
inspiration  through  the  grand  message 
of  Rev.  George  Harper.  The  spirit  of 
Cleveland  was  found  anew  in  these 
youth  rallies. 

There  continue  to  be  many  grand 
Revivals  taking  place  among  the  charges 
of  the  Tampa  District.  Rev.  R.  L.  Allen, 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
St.  Petersburg,  reports  a very  successful 
Revival  which  was  conducted  January 
11th  through  the  18th.  The  guest 
evangelist  was  the  Rev.  John  Rustin, 
pastor  of  the  Mt.  Vernon  Place  Meth- 
odist Church,  Washington,  D.  C.  The 
services  were  well  attended  and  a real 
spiritual  uplift  was  experienced  in  the 
church.  The  Hyde  Park  Church  in 
Tampa  has  recently  concluded  the 
special  series  of  services  in  which  Bis- 
hop Paul  B.  Kern,  resident  Bishop  of 
the  Nashville  Area  was  the  guest  speak- 
er. Bishop  Kern  spoke  each  morning 
at  10:30  A M.  and  each  evening  at 
7:30.  As  an  introduction  to  the  week 
of  special  services  Mr.  Tom  Whitaker, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  at 
Hyde  Park  had  all  of  the  stewards  of 
the  church  and  the  ministers  of  the 
other  Methodist  Churches  in  Tampa 
as  his  guest  at  a dinner  at  the  Columbia 
Restaurant,  Saturday,  January  24th. 
The  dinner  was  a time  of  fellowship 
and  planning  for  the  services.  The 
Stewards  gave  Dr.  Harry  Waller,  District 
Superintendent,  and  former  pastor  of 
the  Hyde  Park  Church  a surprise  in  the 
form  of  a Birthday  Cake.

and  hope  for  them  speedy  recoveries. 

Another  church  is  coming  into  the 
Tampa  District  of  Methodism,  which  is 
the  Orient  Park  Church  just  outside  of 
Tampa.  This  church  has  been  an  In- 
terdenominational Community  Church 
and  the  trustees  of  the  church  have 
recently  voted  to  seek  admission  into 
the  Methodist  Church.  Rev.  L.  E.  Dens- 
low,  local  preacher  in  the  Bayshore 
Methodist  Church  has  been  supplying 
this  church  on  Sunday  evenings,  as  he 
is  the  Supply  pastor  at  Keystone  in 
the  mornings.  We  pray  that  God  will 
bless  this  new  Church  and  that  its 
becoming  a part  of  Methodism  may  be 
the  means  of  its  constant  growth.

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CHURCHES  GIVE  $22,000  TO  HOME 
IN  DECEMBER 

We  are  presenting  in  this  issue  a 
report  of  the  giving  of  the  churches  of 
the  Florida  Conference  to  the  Florida 
Methodist  Children’s  Home  for  the 
November  5th  Sunday,  special  offerings 
taken  at  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving 
with  totals  shown  for  that  portion  of 
the  current  conference  year  which  closed 
December  31st,  1947. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
Florida  Conference  has  supported  the 
Home  to  the  extent  of  $52,059.28  during 
the  period  beginning  June  1st  and  end- 
ing December  31st,  1947.  At  the  same 
time  we  are  confronted  with  the  sober- 
ing fact  that  these  same  churches  must 
yet  contribute,  before  the  last  of  May, 
1948,  $39,796.01  if  the  Home  is  not  to 
suffer  a loss  of  income  in  this  confer- 
ence year.  Because  the  report  shown 
below  closed  with  the  calendar  year, 
there  have  been  received  quite  a number 
of  Christmas  offerings  not  here  shown. 
Even  so,  there  is  certainly  no  reason  for 
any  complacency  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  these  boys  and  girls  and  there 
is  real  cause  for  earnest  effort  and 
generous  giving  if  the  present  high 
levels  of  child  care  are  to  be  maintained.

Are  You  Building?  Have  You  Consult- 
ed Your  Children’s  Workers? 

Usually,  the  men  and  women  who  are 
placed  on  building  committees  of 
churches  are  wide-awake,  capable,  pro- 
gressive persons.  Often,  these  men  and 
w'omen,  or  a goodly  percentage  of  them, 
are  not  trained  by  experience  in  chil- 
dren's work  in  the  Church  School.  The 
result  is  that,  failing  to  call  in  the 
workers  with  the  children  of  the  church, 
they  plan  inadequately  and  even  un- 
wisely for  the  children’s  division  of  the 
Church  School.  Many  of  these  persons 
are  themselves  parents  and  would  gladly 
for  this  reason  make  ample  provision  for 
the  best  possible  Christian  training  of 
all  the  children  of  the  church.  Seldom, 
if  ever,  would  a member  of  a building 
committee  object  to  the  best  possible 
plans  for  the  children’s  division  when 
faced  up  to  all  the  facts  which  should 
determine  those  plans.  Which  is  to 
say — and  we  say  it  earnestly:  Don’t  fail 
to  get  from  your  workers  with  children 
all  the  suggestions  they  may  have  to 
make  in  the  interests  of  the  children. 
And  you  will  act  with  wisdom  if  you 
call  upon  the  district  and  conference 
directors  of  children’s  work  for  counsel 
in  this  important  matter.  They  will 
be  happy  to  help  you  plan  worthily 
for  these  children  who  deserve  the  best 
and  who  in  these  tender  and  impres- 
sionable years  of  their  lives  are  forming 
their  opinions  of  and  developing  their 
attitudes  to  the  church  out  of  the  ex- 
periences they  are  now  having  in  the 
Church  School,  at  least  partly.

DEDICATION  AT  APALACHICOLA 

The  dedication  service  of  the  Mary 
Isabelle  Marks  Memorial  Church  School 
building,  First  Methodist  Church,  Ap- 
alachicola, Florida,  was  held  Sunday, 
January  25th.  Dr.  J.  W.  Blake,  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  of  the  Tallahassee 
District  delivered  the  dedication  sermon 
and  led  the  congregation  in  the  act  of 
dedication. 

A few  years  ago,  the  church  purchased 
a two  story  framed  building  adjacent 
to  the  church  with  the  intention  of  con- 
verting the  building  into  an  educational 
plant.  In  1946  at  the  passing  of  Miss 
May  Marks,  a member  of  the  church, 
she  left  approximately  $19,000  of  her 


estate  to  the  church  to  be  used  in  con- 
structing a Church  School  building  as 
a memorial  to  her  mother,  Mary  Isa- 
belle Marks.  This  money  has  been  used 
for  the  construction  of  the  present 
building  as  the  memorial  which  amply 
provides  for  the  educational  needs  of 
this  church.  The  building  is  annexed 
to  the  church  and  the  lower  floor  houses 
a pastor’s  study,  a chapel  providing 
seating  capacity  for  one  hundred,  Chil- 
dren's Department,  kitchen,  rest  rooms 
and  storage  rooms.  The  upper  story 
provides  for  the  Youth  and  Adult 
classes.  In  the  tower  of  the  building 
is  located  four  large  transmitters  that 
transmit  chime  recordings  which  come 
from  a Chime  Recording  System  located 
in  the  pastors  study.  A program  is 
given  each  day  for  the  entire  town  to 
enjoy  the  beautiful  music  that  comes 
| from  this  system.  With  some  addition- 
al equipment  to  be  provided  for  the 
building,  the  project  will  have  an  ap- 
proximate value  of  $25,000.

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Mahatma  Gandhi

I suppose  Mahatma  Gandhi  lacked  almost  every  quality 
that  the  current  age  considers  essential  in  its  leaders. 

If  he  ever  read  ‘‘How  to  Win  Friends  and  Influence 
people,”  he  never  took  it  to  heart.  Nor  was  he  concerned 
with  the  screaming  car-cards  that  dictate  what  the  well- 
dressed  man  must  wear,  what  particular  brands  of  whiskey 
and  cigarettes  good  taste  demands  he  give  his  friends,  what 
necessities  and  comforts  he  requires  to  reach  an  old-age 
in  peace,  security,  and  happiness.  He  seemed  wholly  un- 
aware that  he  lived  in  the  century  of  gadgets.  The  spinning 
wheel  of  his  fathers  seemed  to  him  to  hold  more  power  for 
good  to  humanity  than  did  the  great  mills  of  Bombay  and 
Calcutta. 

Gandhi  himself  assured  the  world  he  was  not  a Chris- 
tian. He  was  never  baptized,  confirmed,  or  added  to  the 
rolls  of  a church:  there  is  not  a missionary  in  India  but 
would  have  gladly  helped  him  take  that  step. 

But  Gandhi  knew  the  Christian  message.  He  read 
and  re-read  and  was  changed  and  motivated  by  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  It  was  his  life’s  creed  more  fully  than  was 
anything  in  orthodox  Hinduism.  He  tried  to  make  it  his 
way  of  action,  not  his  speech  only. 

And  the  Mahatma  never  hesitated  to  chide  the  Chris- 
tian church  member  who  piously  professed  his  religion, 
but  whose  actions  were  at  wide  variance  with  it.  (Didn’t 
Jesus  call  such  men  “hypocrites,”  “vipers,”  “deceivers?”) 

Those  leaders  of  the  modern  world  who  are  heading 
us,  many  believe,  to  racial  murder  and  suicide  in  this  atomic 
age,  or  mechanical  age,  or  power  age,  or  fascist  age  (call 
it  whichever  you  will)  may  have  some  difficulty  in  explain- 
ing away  Mahatma  Gandhi. 

How  did  this  withered  old  man,  who  didn’t  hate,  who 
didn’t  seek  revenge,  who  made  no  threats  or  fiery  speeches, 
who  offered  only  his  own  body  as  a sacrifice — how  did  he 


move,  and  lead,  and  still  millions  of  clamant  men?  Let 
the  diplomats,  and  politicians,  and  demagogues  answer. 

How  did  this  unarmed  man.  who  had  nothing  but  his 
own  spirit  between  India  and  the  British  Empire,  force  that 
best-powemd  empire  out  of  his  country  without  bloodshed? 
Ltt  the  militarists  and  UMT  advocates  answer. 

How  did  this  little  man,  without  shoes,  or  coat,  or 
wealth,  or  office,  or  diplomatic  finesse,  or  sword,  become 
the  leader  of  400.000.000  people,  the  hope  of  millions  more, 
the  saint  of  the  underprivileged?  Let  the  statesman,  and 
financiers,  and  economic  manipulators  answer. 

How  did  this  simple,  humble  man.  who  could  not  be 
tagged  as  an  orthodox  member  of  any  religious  cult,  become 
one  of  che  great  spiritual  and  moral  leaders  of  the  sophisti- 
cated 20th  Century?  Let  the  professing  Christians  answer. 

As  lor  me,  I believe  that  Mahatma  Gandhi  imbibed 
the  Living  Water  more  fully  than  do  most  professors  of  the 
Christian  faith,  that  it  cleansed  his  mind  and  his  soul,  and 
th2t — like  Him  who  preached  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount — 
he  dedicated  his  life  to  the  service  of  humanity.  Does  he 
not  put  us  a!)  to  shame?

THE  BIBLE  TRANSFORMS  LIVES 

From  the  Rev.  Ray  W.  Ragsdale,  pastor  of  Westwood 
Community  Church,  Los  Angeles,  has  come  the  following 
testimony  which  emphasizes  the  need  for  Christian  educa- 
tion throughout  the  world: 

“A  young  Buddhist  priest  in  Siam  during  the  war  was 
handed  a scrap  from  one  of  the  Gospels.  He  read  it  and 
was  convinced  of  its  truth  and  value.  He  set  out  to  find 
those  who  knew  more,  and  after  some  months  of  searching 
came  to  a village  where  there  were  Christians.  He  stayed 
to  learn,  and  asked  for  a Bible.  'About  two  months  ago,’ 
wrote  a missionary,  ‘I  went  out  to  his  village  and  he  had 
gathered  over  100  people  to  meet  with  us  and  learn  more. 
Eight  were  ready  for  baptism.  He  had  read  through  Mark 
and  John,  the  only  Bible  portions  he  had,  and  they  were 
thrilled  to  have  time  for  lessons.  The  people  had  remade 
the  road  so  that  we  could  drive  into  the  village.  Two  per- 
sons came  50  miles  for  baptism  and  communion  the  follow- 
ing Sunday.  And  the  neighboring  churches  will  continue 
the  mission  there.’ 

The  Bible  still  is  a powerful  witness.  Teaching  men, 
women  and  children  of  God  through  the  Bible  can  transform 
their  lives.”  — Exchange

The  Goss  Memorial  Methodist  Church 
of  Orlando  is  celebrating  its  thirteenth 
anniversary  during  the  month  of  Feb- 
i uary,  the  church  having  been  dedicated 
on  February  10,  1935.

The  Florida  Methodist  Children's 
Home  is  one  of  more  than  180  institu- 
tions affiliated  with  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Methodist  Hospitals  and 
Homes  which,  with  the  Board  of  Hos- 
pitals and  Homes  of  The  Methodist 
Church  met  in  annual  session  in  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  February  18-19.  The 
Rev.  Charles  A.  Thompson,  Superin- 
tendent, represented  the  Home  at  the 
convention. 

The  two-day  convention  was  attended 
by  about  300  hospital  and  home  admin- 
istrators, chairman  of  Conference  boards 
of  hospitals  and  homes,  members  of 
boards  of  trustees,  presidents  of  wo- 
men’s auxiliaries,  chaplains  and  religi- 
ous directors.  Delegates  attended  mass 
meetings  and  group  divisions  in  which 
discussed  such  pertinent  matters  as 
social  philanthropic  welfare  and  the 
Church;  scholarship  and  loan  funds  for 
student  nurses;  rising  hospital  costs  in 
relation  to  the  patient;  hospital  income 
in  relation  to  hospital  cost,  and  re- 
ligious emphasis  in  homes  for  youth  and 
children.

BITS  OF  NEWS 

Miss  Mary  Lou  Barnwell,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess 
Work,  Woman’s  Division,  Mrs.  E.  B. 
White,  Florida  Conference  President 
and  Mrs.  Leroy  Richardson,  made  a 
“flying  trip”  to  Cuba  February  17,  visit- 
ing our  work  there  for  some  days. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Conference 
W.S.C.S.  for  1947  reveals  some  interest- 
ing figures.  We  now  number  346  so- 
cieties with  19.608  members.  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  membership  1.579,  making 
a total  adult  membership  of  21,187. 

The  Conference  School  of  Missions 
will  be  held  at  Southern  College,  Lake- 
land, August  30-September  4.  A course 
on  Prayer  will  be  taught  by  Dr.  Leon 
Couch,  Executive  Secretary  of  Durham 
Methodist  Society.  Dr.  Couch  taught 
in  Junaluska  in  1946  and  47.  Mrs.  Paul 
Arrington,  of  Mississippi,  will  teach  the 
course  on  America’s  Georgraphica! 
Frontiers. 


According  to  the  DISCIPLINE,  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
is  the  woman’s  organization  of  the 
church,  whose  purpose  is  to  unite  all 
the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian 
living  and  service,  to  develope  the  spirit- 
ual life,  to  promote  study  which  shall 
result  in  action,  to  enlist  women  and 
youth  and  childien  in  a Christian  fel- 


lowship and  to  secure  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  work  in  the  local  church, 
in  the  homeland  and  overseas.  The 
more  efficiently  this  purpose  is  pro- 
moted the  greater  the  contribution  of 
the  society  to  the  mission  of  the  church. 
It  is  a large,  comprehensive  program  in 
which  over  1,300,000  women  in  more 
than  27,000  churches  are  engaged. 
Many  of  the  societies  are  small;  two- 
thirds  of  the  societies  are  under  50  in 
membership. 

Fourteen  percent  have  a membership 
under  15,  but  in  the  small  groups  as 
in  the  large,  the  women  carry  on  loyally 
the  program  of  the  society  with  this 
end  in  view — to  help  buiid  a “world 
Christian  community.” 

While  a society  numbering  1,300,000 
is  a tremendous  organization,  yet,  only 
one  in  three  of  the  women  church 
members  is  a member  of  the  society.

MRS.  GEORGE  W.  CARLIN 

Mrs.  Emma  Morris  Carlin,  wife  of 
the  Rev.  George  W.  Carlin,  was  born 
at  Liberty,  Iowa,  September  15,  1864. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Addison  Morris.  When  a 
young  woman,  she  felt  called  to  go  into 
full-time  Christian  service.  Respond- 
ing to  the  call,  she  entered  the  Iowa 
Bible  Training  School  in  Des  Moines, 
there  she  graduated  as  a Deaconess. 
First,  she  became  a pastor’s  assistant, 
afterwards  taking  up  parish  work,  and 
in  this  she  worked  for  eight  years,  be- 
coming especially  interested  in  the 
neglected  children  in  the  Italian  colony. 
While  in  this  work,  she  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  Rev.  George  W.  Car- 
lin, whom  she  afterward  married  in 
1912.  After  serving  with  success  in 
Iowa  Brother  and  Sister  Carlin  were 
transferred  to  the  St.  Johns  River  Con- 
ference in  1917.  In  1925  Brother  Car- 
lin was  forced  to  retire  on  account  of 
failing  health.  Since  his  retirement, 
they  have  made  their  home  in  Lake 
Worth.  About  two  weeks  before  her 
death,  sister  Carlin  was  in  the  garden 
among  her  flowers,  when  she  stumbied 
and  fell,  and  broke  her  hip.  After  two 
weeks  of  hospital  care,  she  fell  asleep 
in  Jesus  on  January  16,  but  before  her 
death  she  told  her  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Don  A.  Cooke,  that  she  was  “ready 
either  to  go  or  to  stay.”  She  was 
ready  to  do  the  Master's  will.  Services 
were  conducted  by  her  pastor,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Brock,  a former 
pastor,  and  by  the  writer,  a long-time 
friend  and  fellow  minister.

Rufus  Wicker,  of  Trinity  Methodist 
Church,  Miami. 

Dr.  Norman  Lovein  lifted  up  the  out- 
lines of  the  tight  against  liquor  in  his 
address  on  "The  Challenge  of  the  Na- 
tional Liquor  Situation.”  calling  atten- 
tion to  four  basic  facts:  The  liquor  in- 
terests are  extremely  wealthy;  they  are 
deeply  entrenched  in  politics,  in  both 
major  parties:  they  have  attained  a 
position  of  dominance  over  the  customs 
and  mores  of  American  people,  and  they 
have  great  power  over  the  public  press 
through  advertizing. 

Mr.  Barnett,  in  speaking  on  “The 
Florida  Situation,"  referred  to  the  good 
educational  work  in  the  state  in  recent 
years  through  the  Florida  Cooperative 
Committee  for  Narcotics  Education  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  but  also  reminded  the 
Convention  of  the  slowness  of  our  at- 
tention to  social  and  political  action 
against  liquor,  and  of  the  promise  for 
this  work  in  the  winning  by  dry  forces 
of  eight  out  of  ten  local  option  elec- 
tions within  the  past  two  years. 

Dr.  Herbert  Parrish,  speaking  for 
the  National  Temperance  Movement, 
with  which  the  United  Florida  Drys  is 
affiliated,  lifted  the  call  for  a new  ap- 
proach to  the  liquor  problem.  Express- 
ing appreciation  to  those  who  have 
opposed  liquor’s  evils,  and  still  do,  ac- 
cording to  an  older  pattern,  he  called 
for  a program  that  will  enlist  a larger 
number  of  supporters  and  will  be  sound- 
er in  the  total  approach.

Mr.  James  T.  Vocelle  called  attention 
to  significant  gains  made  recently,  in 
laws  and  their  enforcement,  while  Mr. 
F.  M.  O’Bryne  spoke  on  the  value  of 
continuing  county  good-citizenship 
leagues. 

In  the  closing  address  Dr.  Rufus  Wic- 
ker spoke  to  the  church,  calling  for 
the  churches  to  preach  and  practice 
total  abstinence,  to  care  for  and  redeem 
the  alcoholic,  and  to  give  diligent  at- 
tention to  legal  and  social  action  to 
stamp  out  liquor  evils. 

Dr.  Thomas  Hansen,  pastor  of  the 
Main  Street  Baptist  Church,  Jackson- 
ville, was  elected  President  of  the  United 
Florida  Drys,  Inc.,  for  the  ensuing  year, 
this  organization  being  the  official 
agency  of  Baptist,  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian and  other  churches  in  Florida 
for  combatting  the  liquor  evil.

Early  ,n  February  the  National  Head- 
quarters of  Spiritual  Mobilization  at 
Los  Angeles  announced  that  the  Rev. 


Albert  Dale  Hagier.  pastor  of  the  Bryan 
Memorial  Church  of  Miami,  had  been 
awarded  $1,000  for  his  sermon  on  "The 
Perils  to  Freedom.”  The  sermon  was 
delivered  on  Columbu  Day  before  his 
congregation  by  Mr.  Hagier. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Hagler's  high  honor  is 
for  second  place  in  a national  sermon 
contest  in  connection  with  a preaching 
crusade  on  the  perils  to  Freedom  Nearly 
1000  manuscripts  were  submitted  to  the 
Spiritual  Mobilization  headquarters  and 
ten  weeks  of  careful  reading  went  into 
the  final  selection  of  the  winners. 
Thirteen  awards  were  made  by  the 
judges:  Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  Presi- 
dent. University  of  California:  Edgar 
J.  Goodspeed  and  Dr.  Alfred  Noyes. 

Mr.  Hagler's  sermon  dwelt  on  the 
relation  of  basis  freedom  to  the  political 
and  economic  order  of  the  nation. 

This  fine  young  pastor  has  also  been 
honored  in  his  church  through  a gift 
of  the  late  Miss  Clara  L.  Timm,  a 
former  member  of  the  congregation,  in 
recognition  of  his  ministry.  This  gift 
provides  for  a $1,000  pulpit  unit  which 
will  become  a portion  of  a new  chancel 
plan. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hagier  has  served  the 
Bryan  Memorial  Church  for  the  past 
13  years  and  is  greatly  loved  and  honor- 
ed by  his  people.  He  is  also  president 
of  the  marriage  and  family  council  of 
Miami.

A SOBERING  REPORT 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Training  appointed  Dr.  Arthur  R.  Charles- 
worth,  pastor  oi  First  Church,  DeLand,  to  serve  as  an 
Educational  Director  charged  with  guiding  young  persons 
who  are  interested  in  dedicating  their  lives  to  the  work 
of  the  Church  in  their  preparation  for  service.  In  this 
capacity,  Dr.  Charlesworth  has  made  an  intensive  study 
of  the  problem  of  ministerial  supply,  especially  as  it  relates 
to  the  Florida  Conference.  Because  of  its  significance  for 
all  thoughtful  Methodists  we  are  here  reproducing  a part 
of  that  report. 

The  report  begins  by  viewing  certain  pertinent  facts 
concerning  the  over-all  problem  of  diminishing  recruits 
for  the  ministry,  pointing  the  abnormally  high  retirement 
rate  in  The  Methodist  Church  and  reminding  us  that 
“more  than  one-third  of  all  ministers  now  in  service  will 
die  or  retire  within  ten  years.” 

Within  Our  Own  Conference 

At  the  last  session  of  our  conference,  held  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, (June  1947)  the  following  changes  of  status  were 
recorded :

Let  it  be  noted  that  the  gain  of  six  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  six  more  were  received  into  the  conference  than  the 
number  of  those  transferred  out  of  the  conference.  The 
gain  did  not  come  from  within  our  own  conference 

At  the  194G  session  of  Conference  21  were  reported 
lost  by  death,  retirement,  supernumerary,  and  by  transfer, 
while  only  11  were  received  by  admittance  on  trial,  admit- 


tance in  full  connection,  and  by  transfer  into  the  confer- 
ence. (Only  three  were  admitted  on  trial,  four  into  full 
connection,  and  four  by  transfer  into  the  conference.) 
THE  RESULT  WAS  THAT  WHILE  WE  LOST  21  FROM 
THE  EFFECTIVE  RANKS.  ONLY  SEVEN  WERE  RE- 
CEIVED INTO  THE  CONFERENCE.  AS  THE  RESULT 
OP  OUR  OWN  TRAINING. 

The  comparison  between  the  1940  and  the  1947  session 
of  Conference  shows  that  we  have  made  some  progress. 
In  1947  fifteen  were  received  as  the  result  of  our  own 
training. 

Of  the  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (328)  appoint- 
ments made  at  the  1947  session  of  Annual  Conference 
eighty-five  (85)  of  the  appointments  were  filled  by  supplies 
and  seven  (7)  appointments  were  left  to  be  supplied.  THIS 
MEANS  THAT  OVER  THIRTY-FIVE  PERCENT  OF  THE 
CONFERENCE  APPOINTMENTS  ARE  FILLED  BY  MEN 
WHO  ARE  NOT  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE.  (We 
called  upon  the  members  of  our  conference  in  the  retired 
relation  fo>-  fifteen  (15)  of  these  supplies.) 

The  Human  And  Spiritual 

Behind  this  numerical  report  of  our  need  for  minis- 
ters, there  is  both  a human  and  a spiritual  factor,  as  we 
face  the  appalling  shortage  of  ministerial  candidates. 

We  have  made  the  human  side  of  our  conference  op- 
portunities more  appealing.  We  have  set  attractive  mini- 
mum salaries  lor  candidates.  We  have  improved  the  physi- 
cal facilities  of  both  parsonages  and  churches.  In  a notable 
way  we  have  advanced  the  annuity  rate  for  each  effective 
year  of  service.  These  are  inducements  for  the  candidate; 
but  thev  are  too  superficial  to  provide  the  solution  of  the 
problem,  when  seen  in  its  larger  aspects. 

The  ministry  is  more  than  another  profession.  The 
history  of  Methodism  centers  largely  around  men  whose 
call  to  preach  has  been  above  annuity  rates,  physical  facili- 
ties and  salaries.  No  one  would  suggest  other  than  that 
the  support  of  the  ministry  be  adequate;  however  there  is 
far  more  than  the  mercenary  appeal,  as  the  basis  for  en- 
tering the  ministry.  There  is  the  call  of  Jesus,  issued 
without  stated  compensation  or  the  guarantee  of  “a  place  to 
lay  one’s  head.”  The  call  to  preach  is  a summons  so  high 
and  noble  and  challenging  that  other  areas  of  endeavor 
have  their  appeal  from  levels  of  less  importance. 

Suggestions 

1.  That  each  pastor  be  urged  to  preach  a sermon  on 
the  call  into  the  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  That  each  pastor  judiciously  and  prayerfully  con- 
front some  able  young  man  with  the  ministry  as  his  life 
work. 

3.  That  the  challenge  of  the  Christian  ministry  be 
presented  wherever  special  meetings  are  held  throughout 
the  conference. 

4.  That  opportunities  be  given  within  the  leadership 
of  the  church  for  young  men  to  grow  in  the  direction  of  a 
decision  to  entei  the  ministry.  Such  opportunities  might 
include  experience  with  the  pastor  in  his  calling,  assisting 
the  pastor  in  the  evening  service — in  reading  the  Scripture 
and  in  the  announcement  of  the  hymns.  This  will  bring 
the  minister  and  the  young  person  into  close  relationship 
in  which  suggestions  and  counseling  can  more  readily  be 
given. 

5.  That,  we  follow  our  candidates  to  college  and  sem- 
inary. With  profit  this  would  include  such  information 
as  is  found  in  our  Conference  Journal;  our  Conference 
paper,  THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST;  and  more  especially 
personal  visitation. 
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The  pastors  of  the  Tampa  District 
met  together  for  their  quarterly  Retreat 
at  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Bra- 
denton where  Rev.  Joe  Tolle  is  pastor. 
This  Spring  Retreat  was  held  in  a morn- 
ing and  afternoon  session  on  March 
9th  with  Dr.  Harry  Waller,  the  District 
Suoerintendent  presiding.  There  were 
three  main  emphasis  presented  through- 
out the  day’s  program.  The  first  was 
the  pastor’  reports  of  the  progress  thus 
far  this  year  and  the  making  of  plans 
to  conclude  this  conference  year’s  work. 
The  second  was  a discussion  of  the 
Pre-Easter  program  and  emphasis  in  our 


local  churches.  The  third  was  a con- 
tinuing emphasis  on  the  Crusade  for 
Christ  program  of  Church  School  In- 
crease. These  retreats  are  very  valu- 
able to  the  spiritual  life  of  our  pastors 
as  well  as  a grand  means  of  promoting 
the  various  activities  in  the  local  church. 

We  have  had  two  very  distinguished 
visitors  in  our  Tampa  District  recently. 
Rev.  J.  J.  Davis,  one  of  our  Methodist 
Missionaries  who  has  served  twenty - 
seven  years  in  Congo  of  Africa  was  in 
Tampa  around  the  first  of  March  for  a 
short  stay.  During  his  stay  he  spoke  at 
the  Highland  Avenue,  Hyde  Park  and 
Tampa  Heights  Churches.  He  was  a 
real  blessing  to  all  who  heard  him.  Our 
District  Superintendent  was  host  to  Dr. 
Carl  Meister,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
over  the  week-end  of  February  29th. 


Many  of  the  Tampa  District  Churches 
are  moving  forward  with  their  plans 
for  building  and  making  their  plants 
more  adequate.  Our  church  at  Sara- 
sota, where  Rev.  Jack  Davis  is  pastor, 
has  recently  constructed  a second  story 
to  their  Church  School  building.  Be- 
sides this  an  extra  room  adjoining  the 
Church  School  building  has  been  com- 
pleted. It  will  be  used  for  the  Boy 
Scouts  and  the  Intermediate  Boys  class. 
Rev.  T.  W.  Carlton,  our  pastor  at  Oak 
Grove,  reports  that  their  new  Church 
School  building  is  nearing  completion. 
This  is  another  one  of  those  churches 
where  the  laymen  actually  contribute 
their  labor  to  the  building  program. 
The  new  church  building  at  Lealman  is 
also  progressing  in  fine  manner.  They 
are  now  constructing  the  top  of  the 
church,  placing  the  steel  trusses,  etc. 
Rev.  Sidney  White  is  doing  a fine  job 
in  leading  his  people  in  the  actual 
construction  of  this  new  sanctuary. 


According  to  Rev.  A.  James  Armstrong 
the  plans  are  nearing  completion  for 
the  new  Church  School  building  at 
New  Port  Ritchey.  The  architectural 
drawing  of  the  new  educational  plant 
of  First  Church  in  Tampa  has  been  re- 
leased. Plans  have  been  announced  for 
a ground  breaking  ceremony  at  the 
morning  service,  Sunday,  March  14, 
1948,  for  the  new  building  which  is  to 
be  a Peace  Memorial.  It  is  to  be  erected 
just  north  of  the  church  building.  The 
ground  breaking  ceremony  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  a financial  campaign.  Dr. 
E.  J.  Pendergrass  is  the  pastor. 

A new  Master  Tower  Music  System 
has  been  recently  purchased  and  in- 
stalled at  the  Childs  Park  Church  in 
St.  Petersburg.  The  gift  was  presented 
to  the  church  by  the  Intermediate  Fel- 
lowship, boys  and  girls  9 to  12  years  of 
age.  The  system  makes  possible  the 
broadcasting  of  chime  records,  organ 
music,  and  cantatas.  Four  speakers 
have  been  installed  on  top  of  the  church. 
The  music  carries  a mile  in  all  direc- 
tions. We  congratulate  Rev.  A.  E. 
Purviance  in  this  useful  addition  to  the 
Childs  Park  Church. 

The  largest  Missionary  Rally  ever 
held  in  Brooksville  was  on  February 
3rd  and  was  sponsored  'ey  the  W.S.C.S. 
Sub-district  and  the  Tip-Top  Sub-dis- 
trict of  the  M.  Y.  F.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Will- 
iam Hughiette  were  the  speakers  for  the 
rally.  The  worship  program  was  ar- 
ranged by  the  young  people.  Reports 
were  given  concerning  the  year’s  mis- 
sion work  by  the  M.Y.F.  Mission  Secre- 
tary and  the  Mission  Secretary  of  the 
W.  S.  C.  S.  There  were  over  350  who 
came  to  the  rally.  At  the  close  of  the 
rally  an  informal  gathering  was  held 
where  many  curios  from  Wembo  Nyama, 
Africa  were  displayed.  This  was  a great 
experience  for  all  who  came  and  the 
cause  of  missions  is  more  pronounced 
for  them  than  ever  before. 

The  young  people  of  the  Tip-Top 
Sub-district,  seven  Methodist  churches 
surrounding  Brooksville  and  Dade  City, 
held  their  annual  Advance  at  the  Lake 
Lindsey  Church,  February  20-21.  There 
were  thirty-two  local  officers  in  atten- 
dance and  three  counselors  and  four 
pastors.  The  faculty  was  as  follows: 
Dean,  Rev.  J.  Milton  Ivey;  Sub-district 
counselor,  Mrs.  Elmore  Wernicks;  Re- 
creation, Rev.  Lloyd  Rogers;  Class  In- 
structors* Miss  Frances  Rogers  and  Rev. 
Arthur  J.  Armstrong.  The  young  people 
met  at  Lake  Lindsey  and  registered  be- 
tween 4 and  6 P.M.  February  20th.  Sup- 
per was  in  the  form  of  a big  weiner 
roast  followed  by  recreation  led  by  Mr. 
Rogers.  At  the  evening  vesper  service 
prayer  groups  following  their  five  youth 
group  captains  took  their  lighted  can- 
dles from  the  burning  cross  and  left 
for  different  points  around  the  grounds 
for  prayer,  testimonies  and  talking 
things  over.  It  was  a beautiful  sight 
to  see  them  returning  at  the  sound  of 
the  horn  playing  “Sweet  Hour  Of 
Prayer”  and  assembling  in  the  open 
court,  beside  the  church.  Laying  down 
their  candles  to  again  form  the  burn- 
ing cross  they  turned  their  faces  to  the 
out-door  rock  altar  and  pulpit  where 
Rev.  Ivey  led  the  Vespers.  Rev.  Lloyd 
Rogers  conducted  the  morning  watch 
immediately  after  reveille.  Breakfast 


was  held  in  the  school  cafeteria  and  the 
morning's  schedule  was  made  up  of  two 
class  sessions  with  recreation  and  free 
time  between.  Lunch  was  served  in  the 
cafeteria  by  the  Lake  Lindsey  W.  S.  C. 
S.  Along  with  the  grand  meal  their  were 
various  stunts  presented  by  the  faculty 
and  young  people.  In  the  afternoon 
the  group  went  on  a hike  to  Chinsegut 
Hill,  a goverment  sanctuary,  at  the  spe- 
cial invitation  of  Col.  Raymond  Rob- 
bins, a former  ambassedor  to  Russia 
and  a well  known  writer  and  lecturer. 
The  group  had  a tour  of  his  estate.  The 
group  returned  to  the  church  for  a short 
business  session  after  which  the  con- 
secration service  was  conducted  by  Rev. 
Aimstrong.  This  Advance  was  truly  a 
great  experience  in  the  lives  of  the 
youth  of  these  churches  in  this  area 
of  our  conference. 

A good  report  comes  from  our  Bel- 
mont Church  in  Clearwater  where  Rev. 
L.  H.  Wheeler  is  the  pastor.  The 
Church  School  has  grown  and  thus 
crowded  all  of  the  facilities.  A special 
series  of  services  was  held  during 
December  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Chas- 
tain and  their  musical  instruments  in 
charge  of  the  services.  A springs  series 
of  meetings  is  being  planned  for  March 
14-24,  with  Rev.  George  Gambill  as  the 
guest  minister.  Brother  Wheeler  also 
reports  that  the  outside  of  the  church 
has  recently  been  repainted.  The  Bel- 
mont Park  Church  held  its  annual 
Homecoming  Day  February  29th.  A 
great  time  was  had  with  Rev.  R.  Hod- 
nett,  preaching  at  the  morning  service 
and  dinner  being  served  on  the  grounds.

The 
altar  has  been  improved,  pews  stained 
to  match  other  woodwork,  floors  painted, 
new  doors  installed,  and  the  net  result 
is  improved  worship  habits  and  increas- 
ed attendance. 

The  attendance  at  the  Florida  City- 
Redland  Sunday  Schools  has  increased 
more  than  four  hundred  percent  in  the 
last  two  years.  The  attendance  upon 
the  sessions  on  a recent  Sunday  was 
287.  Plans  are  being  made  to  increase 
the  facilities  for  these  fast-growing 
schools  according  to  Rev.  R.  B.  Chap- 
man, pastor. 

Vacation  Church  School  institutes 
will  be  held  on  April  2nd,  at  the  Com- 
munity Church  in  Belle  Glade,  and  on 
April  3,  at  Trinity  Church,  Miami.  Ses- 
sions will  be  held  from  10  A.  M.  to 
3 P.  M.  on  these  days  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Mary  Calhoun,  Conference 
Director  of  Children's  Work,  assisted 
by  two  other  outstanding  vacation 
school  workers.  Pastors  are  requested 
to  announce  these  meetings  in  their 
bulletins  and  parish  papers,  and  to  see 
that  their  vacation  school  staff  members 
attend. 

Carson  Memorial  Church,  Delray 
Beach,  where  Rev.  W.  A.  Burch  is  pas- 
tor, has  just  completed  a very  success- 
ful campaign  for  funds  to  complete  the 
renovation  campaign,  and  to  provide 
art  glass  windows  for  the  sanctuary. 

Rev.  Forrest  Church  has  been  assist- 
ing Rev.  J.  B.  Reid  of  Fleming  Street 
in  a revival  meeting  at  Key  West.  Re- 
ports from  the  Island  City  indicates 
splendid  interest  and  attendance.

The  Sopchoppy  Charge  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  N.  W.  Vause  recent- 
ly organized  a Wakulla  County  Metho- 
dist Men’s  Club  with  a membership  of 
about  thirty.  At  least  two  thirds  of  the 
charges  in  the  district  now  have  Bro- 
therhoods.

Houston  Church  is  Dedicated 

About  the  year  1860  the  Houston 
Church  was  organized  in  an  old  two- 
story  building  that  belonged  to  the 
farmers  organization  that  was  called 
the  “Grange.”  This  was  the  house 
of  worship  for  the  Church  untill  about 
the  year  1885  when  the  old  two-story 
building  become  to  be  Methodist  proper- 
ty.

At  this  time  a new  building  was  erected, 
and  it  has  stood  the  storms  every  since.

of  course,  hindered  in  geting  material 
but  we  continued  to  collect  the  funds 
needed.  By  the  time  material  was 
available  we  had  the  money  to  do  the 
job.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1947. 
ilns  building  which  has  been  standing 
for  more  than  forty  years  was  com- 
pletely overhauled,  and  finished  in  the 
early  part  of  this  year.  We  owe  no 
man  anything,  on  this  building.  The 
dedication  service  was  held  last  Sunday. 
February  29,  1948.  An  offering  was 
taken  for  the  Children's  Home  and  sent 
by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Long,  who  is  the  Church 
School  Superintendent.

R.  F.  Kersey,  L.  P.  Driskell,  D.  Lee 
Jones,  J.  A.  Culiifer  and  Wm.  L.  Wind- 
sor. I think  Brother  L.  M.  Reed  be- 
longs to  come  in  this  line  .somewhere 
but  I don’t  know  where.  I am  sorry 
that  we  did  not  have  the  initials  of 
some  of  the  Brethren  named.

PRESIDE  AT  CONFERENCE 


JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCE 
MEETS  IN  ORLANDO 

The  seventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  held 
in  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Or- 
lando. March  2-4.  The  conference  was 
attended  by  more  than  200  delegates 
representing  nine  Southern  states.  The 
sessions  wrere  presided  over  by  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Ratliff,  of  Sherard,  Miss.,  who 
has  served  as  president  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion since  1946.  She  was  assisted  by 
Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson  of  Cookeville, 
Tenn.,  who  is  the  vice-president. 

Dr.  Marshall  Steel,  pastor  of  the  High- 
land Park  Methodist  Church  of  Dallas, 
Texas,  was  the  speaker  at  the  opening 
session  and  at  the  noonday  service  on 
Wednesday.  At  the  latter  hour  he 
spoke  in  place  of  Bishop  G.  Bromley 
Oxnam  of  the  New  York  area  who  was 
not  able  to  attend  the  conference  be- 
cause of  plane  cancellations.  Following 
Dr.  Steel’s  opening  address  the  host 
pastor.  Dr.  John  W.  Branscomb,  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper. 

Other  highlights  of  the  conference 
were  the  address  on  Wednesday  night 
of  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore,  and  the 
closing  address,  on  Thursday  night,  of 
Miss  Fryderyka  Kalinowska,  attache  to 
the  Polish  Ambassador.  Miss  Kalinow- 
ska was  the  "Polish  delegate  on  the 
United  Nations  Nuclear  Sub-commission 
for  the  Status  of  Women  in  April  and 
May,  1946. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Tilly,  of  Atlanta,  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations,  presented 
a resolution  concerning  the  race  situa- 
tion and  President  Truman’s  civil  rights 
report  which  said,  in  part,”  We  cannot 
fail  to  lead  the  way  in  securing  human 
rights  for  the  people  of  the  world,  in- 
cluding all  people  without  our  own  bor- 
ders. The  basic  Christian  faith  which 
we  profess  will  let  us  do  no  less.  The 
democracy  which  preaches  equality  for 
all  men  must  be  demonstrated  in  ac- 
tion.” The  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  17  Conference  presidents  attend- 
ing pledged  $915,500  for  the  work  of  the 
W.S.C.S.  in  1948,  an  increase  of  $58,800 
over  1947.  The  Florida  Conference  rais- 
ed its  pledge  to  $73,000,  an  increase  of 
$3,000  over  the  1947  pledge. 

The  1949  session  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  will  be  held  in  Louisville. 
Kentucky.

TO  AIR 

Bishop  Angie  W.  Smith  of  Oklahoma 
City  will  open  the  1948  series  of  THE 
METHODIST  HOUR  radio  program  on 
Sunday  morning,  April  4th  at  8:30 
o’clock  Eastern  time.  He  has  chosen 
for  his  sermon  subject,  “The  Power  of 
God  for  Salvation.” 

THE  METHODIST  HOUR  program 
will  continue  during  the  months  of  April, 
May  and  June  as  this  time  has  been 
alloted  to  the  Joint  Radio  Committee 
of  the  Southeastern  and  South  Central 
Jurisdictional  Councils  by  the  Southern 
Religious  Radio  Conference. 

This  is  the  third  year  of  this  network 
l adio  program  and  the  increased  number 
of  stations  carrying  the  program  is  an 
indication  of  the  need  that  has  been 
existing  for  this  type  of  cooperation 
activity.  There  were  29  radio  stations 
using  the  programs  offered  by  the 
Southern  Religious  Radio  Conference 
when  the  1946  series  opened  in  January 
and  this  number  has  increased  yearly. 

In  1948  THE  METHODIST  HOUR 
will  be  carried  on  an  independent  net- 
work of  65  stations  in  17  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  These  programs 
have  a possible  listenership  of  more  than 
60%  of  the  members  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  an  estimated  radio  audi- 
ence of  three  million  persons  are  listen- 
ing to  the  Baptist  Hour  which  is  on  this 
network  at  the  present  time.

now  are  available,  namely,  1945,  1946 
and  1947. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that 
$27,003,900  has  been  paid  on  the 
$25,000,000  goal.  In  addition,  interest 
has  accumulated  on  the  funds  held 
awaiting  distribution  to  the  amount  of 
$477,265.  making  a total  Crusade  for 
Christ  fund  of  $27,481,165. 

In  the  field  of  Evangelism  the  net 
gain  for  the  three  year  period  is  510.643, 
making  the  present  total  membership 
in  The  Methodist  Church  8,567,772. 

The  Stewardship  goal  of  10,000  re- 
cruits for  the  ministry  and  other  full- 
time service,  such  as  missionaries,  re- 
ligious education  workers,  etc.,  was  ex- 
ceeded by  3,364,  the  total  number  of 
recruits  being  13,364. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  contributed 
to  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  the  increase 
in  total  giving  to  the  Church  for  1947 
was  $50,320,688  more  than  in  1944,  a 
gain  of  44.3% . The  increase  for  the 
same  period  in  giving  for  all  benevo- 
lences was  $11,702,597,  a gain  of  61.3%. 
The  increase  in  World  Service  giving 
was  18,6'  t . 

The  Church  School  increase  for  the 
three  year  period  was  567,641,  and  the 
average  increase  in  attendance  for  this 
period  has  been  14.7% . This  special 
emphasis  will  continue  through  1948.

BROOKS  VILLE  HOLDS  LENTEN 

PRAYER  SERVICES  PREPARA- 
TORY TO  REVIVAL 

In  preparation  for  the  revival  ser- 
vices to  be  held  soon  after  Easter  by 
Dr.  Raimundo  de  Ovies,  noted  pastor, 
writer  and  radio  speaker  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  the  Brooksviile  Church  is  holding 
prayer  services  each  Wednesday  morn- 
ing at  ten  o’clock.  These  services,  at 
which  specific  prayer  is  made  for  in- 
dividuals and  special  needs,  are  well 
attended. 

Dr.  de  Ovies  will  be  in  Brooksviile 
from  April  25  to  April  30  and  will  speak 
each  evening.  Time  has  been  given 
for  personal  interviews  and  visits  to 
the  sick  during  each  day.  An  article 
on  Dr.  de  Ovies  appeared  in  the  current 
issue  of  CHALLENGE,  a publication  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  his  latest 
book,  “Maybe  You’re  Not  Crazy,”  is 
being  hailed  as  one  of  the  finest  intro- 
ductions to  pastoral  psychiatry  ever 
written. 

Recently  the  Brooksviile  Church  spon- 
sored the  re-opening  of  Scott’s  Chapel, 
six  miles  away,  and  services  are  held 
there  each  Sunday  afternoon  by  the 
pastor,  The  Rev.  R.  P.  Marshall,  who 
is  serving  his  fifth  year  at  Brooksviile. 

During  the  past  year,  this  church  has 
made  extended  repairs  to  the  church 
building  and  the  parsonage,  installed 
a new  pipe  organ,  erected  a Sunday 
School  building,  and  increased  the  pas- 
tor’s salary  $600,  making  it  twice  the 
amount  paid  five  year  ago.  During 
these  years,  the  budget  has  increased 
from  $3,000  to  $10,000,  and  benevolence 
giving  has  tripled. 

This  church  has  led  in  community 
activities,  having  been  responsible  for 
the  building  of  a community  recreation 
center  costing  $50,000.  Plans  for  the 
future  building  in  this  Center  call  for 
a library  and  auditorium  which  is  ex-

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narcotics  to  children  and  young  people, 
was  added  to  the  stall'  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

Later  a full-  time  Director  of  Narcotics 
Education  for  out-of-school  groups  was 
placed  in  the  field,  and  large  numbers 
were  reached  through  churches,  clubs 
and  other  organizations,  and  multiplied 
thousands  of  boys  and  girls  were  reach- 
ed in  the  public  schools  through  the 
distribution  of  scientific  materials  and 
also  through  a lecture  entitled  “Youth 
and  Alcohol.”  Dr.  Haven  Emerson,  of 
Columbia  University,  pronounced  the 
Florida  plan  for  Narcotics  Education 
one  of  the  six  best  plans  in  operation  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

2.  Realizing  the  need  for  a more 
aggressive  attack  against  the  liquor  traf- 
fic, the  leaders  of  the  Baptist,  Methodist, 
Presbyterian,  Disciples,  Nazerene  and 
other  Churches  worked  together  for 
months  in  formulating  plans  for  the 
initiation  of  a new  temperance  move- 
ment in  Florida,  which  would  combine 
the  best  educational  precedure  with  a 
militant  program  of  social  action.  This 
movement  was  led  by  Dr.  John  Maguire, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  State  Baptist 
Convention,  and  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
Moore,  representing  the  Methodist 
Church.  These  efforts  culminated  in 
the  launching  of  UNITED  FLORIDA 
DRYS,  Inc.,  at  a state  convention  held 
in  Jacksonville  on  May  28,  1946. 

Through  the  work  of  the  Florida 
Cooperative  Committee  for  Narcotics 
Education  and  the  United  Florida  Drys, 
eight  dry  victories  have  been  achieved 
in  10  local  option  elections,  and  Good 
Citizenship  Leagues  have  been  organized 
in  several  counties  for  the  purpose  of 
cooperation  with  the  constituted  legal 
authorities  in  securing  a better  en- 
forcement of  the  laws,  especially  those 
relating  to  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. 

3.  The  United  Florida  Drys  is  sup- 
ported from  appropriations  made  by 
the  various  Protestant  Churches  from 
their  benevolence  funds,  and  from  pri- 
vate gifts  made  by  individual  members 
of  those  churches.  The  Church  leaders 
of  Florida  are  bitterly  opposed  to  any 
temperance  organization  canvassing  the 
local  churches  of  the  state  for  funds, 
and  do  not  even  permit  the  representa- 
tives of  United  Florida  Drys,  their  own 
official  organization,  to  follow  that 
method. 

Strong  protests  in  writing  have  been 
made  by  Dr.  John  Maguire,  represent- 
ing the  Baptist  Convention,  and  by  Bis- 
hop Arthur  J.  Moore,  representing  the 
Florida  Methodist  Conference,  against 
the  efforts  of  other  temperance  groups 
to  raise  funds  by  a canvass  of  the 
local  churches  of  the  state. 

The  United  Florida  Drys  is  the  only 
organization  which  officially  represents 
the  protestant  churches  of  the  state  in 
the  crusade  against  the  liquor  traffic. 
It  was  the  hope  and  prayer  of  those 
who  launched  this  movement  at  a state 
convention  on  May  28,  1946,  that  it 
would  unify  all  of  the  Christian  forces 
of  Florida  into  one  frontal  attack 
against  the  organized  liquor  traffic. 

5.  Since  the  United  Florida  Drys  is 
the  only  official  temperance  agency  of 
the  Florida  Churches,  no  other  organi- 
zation has  any  moral  right  to  claim  the 
financial  and  moral  support  of  the  mem-

bers  of  the  local  churches  of  the  state. 
The  entry  of  other  temperance  organi- 
tions  into  our  local  churches  for  raising 
funds  only  tends  to  confuse  and  divide 
our  temperance  forces,  and  such  a 
policy,  if  successful,  will  divert  thous- 
ands of  dollars,  not  only  from  the  treas- 
ury of  United  Florida  Drys,  but  from 
the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Pro- 
testant Churches. 

While  we  need  to  enlist  more  workers 
in  the  cause  of  temperance  in  Florida, 
we  do  not  need  a number  of  temperance 
organizations  claiming  the  financial  and 
moral  support  of  our  Churches. 

6.  Our  organizing  convention,  on 
May  28,  1946,  voted  for  affiliation  with 
the  National  Temperance  Movement, 
which  our  leaders  believe  to  be  the  most 
constructive  movement  in  the  national 
field.  Its  distinguished  leaders  have 
assisted  us  in  voting  liquor  out  of  three 
of  the  five  counties  which  have  out- 
lawed the  saloon  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  no  other  organization,  state 
or  national,  has  given  us  one  minute’s 
assistance  in  the  ten  local  option 
elections  held  since  October,  1945. 

The  National  Temperance  Movement, 
through  its  annual  Council  on  the  New 
Approach  to  the  Alcohol  Problem, 


which  some  of  our  state  leaders  have 
attended  with  great  profit,  and  through 
its  official  magazine,  “The  Temperance 
Digest,”  has  inspired  our  Florida  edu- 
cational, social  and  religious  leaders 
with  the  vision  of  a brighter  day  in  the 
history  of  the  temperance  movement  in 
the  U.  S. 

7.  We  endorse  the  policy  of  the  Na- 
tional Temperance  Movement,  with 
which  we  are  affiliated,  in  refusing  to 
enter  our  state  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing public  meetings  and  raising  funds 
from  local  churches,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  United  Florida  Drys.  We 
appreciate  affiliation  with  an  organiza- 
tion whose  leaders  thus  show  respect 
and  consideration  for  those  who  guide 
the  policies  of  the  Protestant  Churches 
of  the  state. 

We  are  asking,  therefore,  that  min- 
isters and  laymen  alike  give  their  loyal 
and  undivided  support  to  the  United 
Florida  Drys,  and  we  request,  for  the 
sake  of  unity  and  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  misunderstanding  and  confu- 
sion, that  the  representatives  of  other 
temperance  organizations  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  come  into  local  churches  and 
raise  funds  for  the  support  of  their 


work. 

We  shall  strive  to  make  United  Flor- 
j ida  Drys  a worthy  organization,  through 
| which  the  awakened  conscience  and 
,!  militant  voice  of  Florida  Protestantism 
| may  be  sounded  in  a forward  crusade 
against  the  organized  liquor  traffic.

DR.  LUCIUS  H.  BUGBEE 

On  his  way  to  teach  a Bible  class  in 
! the  Methodist  Church  at  Bemus  Point, 

| N.  Y.,  where  he  began  his  ministry 
nearly  50  years  ago,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lucius 
H.  Bugbee,  former  editor  of  Methodist 
j Church  School  publications,  met  his 
,|  death  Sunday  morning,  February  22. 

A parked  truck  suddenly  backed  into 
him  as  he  passed  behind  it.  He  was 
j taken  to  a hosnital  in  Jamestown,  N.  Y., 
where  his  physician  son,  his  namesake, 
attended  him.  He  lived  only  an  hour. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in 
Eemus  Pouit,  February  24,  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  L.  L.  Dunnington  of  Iowa  City,  who 
■ had  been  associate  pastor  with  Dr. 
Bugbee  at  Hennepin  Avenue  Church, 
Minneapolis,  during  half  of  his  10- year 
ministry  there  1920-30.  The  General 
!j  Board  of  Education,  which  Dr.  Bugbee 
I had  served  for  15  years  prior  to  his  re- 
tirement in  1945,  convened  in  Chicago 
| the  same  day.  Memorial  services  at 
j this  meeting  also  were  held,  with  Bishop 
Wilbur  E.  Hammaker,  chairman  of  the 
Editorial  Division,  paying  the  tribute 
to  Dr.  Bugbee. 

In  1930  Dr.  Bugbee  became  editor  of 
Church  School  publications  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  When 
unification  came  he  continued  in  this 
capacity,  sharing  responsibility  with  Dr. 
C.  A.  Bowen,  and  moving  with  the  Board 
to  Nashville,  Tenn.  Together  the  two 
: chief  editors  supervised  the  consolida- 
; tion  of  the  55  Christian  education 
periodicals  of  the  merging  Churches  into 
a series  of  24  publications. 

Dr.  Bugbee’s  last  contribution  to  the 
Church  was  “The  Sanctuary,”  a Lenten 
devotional  booklet  in  current  use.  He 
was  author  of  “Flutes  of  Science,”  “Liv- 
ing Leaders,”  “Christ  Today,”  “The  Di- 
, vine  Presence,”  and  hundreds  of  edi- 
torials and  articles.

REV.  FRANK  E.  PHILPOTT  PASSES 


The  Rev.  Frank  E.  Philpott,  known 
throughout  Florida  Methodism  as  the 
Missionary  to  the  Deaf,  passed  away  at 
his  home  in  St.  Cloud,  Florida,  early 
this  month.  Mr.  Philpott  suffered  a 
severe  heart  attack  on  February  20th 
and  this  was  followed  by  a stroke  some 
three  days  later.  He  was  73  years  of 
age. 

Mr.  Fhilpott’s  ministry  to  the  deaf 
of  Florida  was  unique,  at  least  in  Meth- 
odist circles.  Flis  loss  will  be  keenly 
felt  by  that  large  nu.  . ber  of  persons 
who  will  likely  be  deprived  of  any  like 
ministry  for  want  of  a successor  to  this 
good  man.  In  making  his  last  report 
to  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions, 
under  which  he  served,  Mr.  Philpott 
called  attention  to  his  own  advanced 
years  and  expressed  genuine  concern 
for  the  future  of  this  work  he  loved  so 
much.  He  then  went  on  to  repoit  a 
year  of  almost  unbelievable  activity, 
his  work  extending  right  on  through 
the  period  of  time  he  chose  to  call  his 
“summer  vacation.”  The  spirit  of  his 
entire  ministry  is  well  characterized  in 
this  one  statement  in  his  report:  “All 
plate  collections  were  turned  over  to 
respective  churches  and  other  organi- 
zations where  services  were  conducted.” 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
First  Methodist  Church  of  St.  Cloud 
on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  March 


7th,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Branscomb  offi- 
ciating Burial  was  in  the  Mt.  Peace 
Cemetery.  Mr.  Philpott  is  survived  by 
one  son,  Frank  E.  Philpott,  Jr.,  of 
Gainesville,  and  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
Helen  Knowles  of  Haines  City.

$3.00,  $4.00  and  $5.00.  Most  of  these  hotels  are  within 
easy  walking  distance  from  the  church.

The  Tampa  District  met  for  its  Quar- 
terly Retreat  at  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Bradenton  on  March  the 
9th.  We  made  mention  of  this  Retreat  in 
the  last  issue  of  “THE  METHODIST” 
however  the  following  statistics  have 
since  been  compiled  and  I’m  sure  they 
will  be  of  interest  to  all  readers.  The 
compilation  of  the  pastor’s  reports  were 
as  follows:  Church  School  enrollment 
June  1,  1947.  13,932;  Church  School  en- 
rollment at  present,  15,848  (an  increase 
of  1916;)  received  by  profession  of  faith, 
581;  Received  otherwise,  1,040;  World 
Service  paid  to  date,  $31,623;  Student 
House  at  Tallahassee,  $4,581;  Paid  on 
Golden  Cross,  $618;  Paid  on  District 
Work.  $1,249.  Among  the  guest  at  the 
Retreat  were  two  College  presidents. 
Dr.  Silas  Johnson,  president  of  Wes- 
leyan College  in  Macon,  Georgia,  and 
Dr.  Z.  T.  Johnson,  president  of  Asbury 
College.  Dr.  Silas  Johnson  spoke  brief- 
ly emphasizing  that  Wesleyan  College 
stands  for  three  major  principles: 
strong  academic  work,  Southern  culture, 
and  a distinctive  religious  atmosphere. 
He  explained  the  two  million  dollar 
endowment  plan  being  developed  by  the 
college  and  expressed  the  belief  that 
Wesleyan  has  the  greatest  opportunity 
in  the  field  of  higher  education  of  the 
whole  Southeastern  Methodism.  Dr.  Z. 
T.  Johnson  brought  words  of  greeting 
to  the  group  and  then  spoke  a few 
words  of  congratulation  to  the  District 
for  its  report. 

The  Bradenton  Church,  which  was 
host  to  the  District  Retreat,  did  a very 
noteworthy  thing.

Plans  are  being  prepared  for 
the  first  two  units  of  a great  church 
plant  on  property  that  is  being  pur- 
chased for  $19,500.

“BROTHERHOOD’’ 
by  David  Head 

The  word  Brotherhood  comes  from 
the  Bible.  It  means  love.  Love  for 
God  comes  first.  You  should  love  and 
respect  God  and  the  things  which  God 
has  created  and  put  on  earth.  Love 
for  your  fellowmen  comes  next.  You 
should  do  unto  others  as  you  would 
have  them  do  unto  you.  Love  for  your- 
self comes  last.  One  should  have  his 
own  opinions  and  not  be  ashamed  to 
give  them  but  at.  the  same  time  he 
should  have  respect  for  the  opinions  of 
others 

Erotherhood  is  respect  for  your  fel- 
lowmen’s  abilities,  race  and  religion. 
There  should  be  no  hatred  for  people 
of  different  religions  or  races  but  only 
tolerance  and  understanding. 

If  Abraham  Lincoln  had  not  prac- 
tised brotherhood  would  he  have  climbed 
as  high  as  he  did  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  of  the  nation?  He  did  not  think 
of  the  color  of  the  Negroes.  He  thought 
of  them  only  as  human  beings  who 
should  be  treated  as  human  beings  and 
not  as  dogs. 

The  Good  Samaritan  was  a person 
who  believed  in  Brotherhood.  Where 
a Priest  and  Levite  had  passed  up  a 
man  beaten  and  stripped  of  his  valu- 
ables and  clothing  by  robbers,  a Samar- 
itan took  him,  bound  up  his  wounds, 
and  gave  him  shelter  even  though  he 
was  of  a different  race. 

At  one  time  the  Spirit  of  brotherhood 
was  universal.  It  spread  through  the 
world  and  men  were  happy  and  kind 
to  each  other.  But  selfishness  came 
into  the  hearts  of  some  and  they  began 
to  hate  their  fellowman  and  wars  de- 
veloped between  families  and  then  tribes 
and  then  nations. 

Today,  brotherhood  is  the  answer  to 
World  Peace.  If  the  Americans,  Rus- 
sians and  others  would  have  the  spirit 
of  brotherhood  there  would  be  no  war 
for  brotherhood  is  the  expression  of 


love  for  God,  love  for  your  fellowman 
and  love  for  yourself. 

The  poet  has  summed  it  all  up  when 
he  said: 

“If  you  love  me  and  I love  you 
And  each  one  loved  the  other; 

If  everyone  beneath  the  Sun 
Said;  ‘Comrade,  I’m  your  brother,. 

All  war  would  cease  and  loving  peace 
Would  bless  the  world  forever 
This  love  would  bind  God’s  living  mind 
And  all  mankind  together.” 

What  this  poet  has  said  is  “Brother- 
hood.”

SAYS  CHRISTIANITY  MUST  “DO 
BETTER  JOB”  THAN  COMMUNISM 

The  trend  toward  communism 
throughout  the  world  cannot  be  defeated 
by  militarism  nor  by  American  charity 
to  needy  nations,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
Mark  W.  Dawber,  executive  of  the  Home 
Missions  Council  of  North  America.  He 
believes  that  if  communism  is  to  be 
defeated  “Christianity  will  have  to  do 
a better  job  than  communism  in  terms 
of  race  relations  and  in  bread  and  butter 
for  the  impoverished  masses.” 

Dr.  Dawber  recently  made  a plea 
to  the  churches  of  America  to  help 
their  people  understand  the  basic  issues 
in  communism,  and  the  causes  for  its 
growing  acceptance  by  suffering  peoples. 

“I  blame  the  old  church  of  Russia 
more  than  any  other  force  in  that 
country  for  communism,”  he  says.  “It 
did  nothing  to  lift  tyranny  from  the 
neck  of  the  Russian  peasant  during  the 
regime  of  the  czars.  Rather  it  linked 
its  hands  with  the  czars  against  the 

common  people  of  Russia The 

Christian  church  today  must  do  a better 


job  than  that  for  the  people  of  the 
world.”

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  and  District  Superintendent  Paul 
A.  Fletcher  of  Orlando,  participated  in 
the  dedication  of  the  educational  build- 
ing at  Coronado  Beach  Community 
Methodist  Church  Wednesday,  March  3, 
when  approximately  300  members  and 
friends  were  present.  The  service,  in 
which  Mrs.  Fred  H.  Tryon  presented 
the  building  to  the  Bishop  for  dedica- 
tion, was  followed  by  a fish  fry. 

Bishop  Moore,  in  speaking  for  the 
Methodist  Church,  pointed  out  that  the 
local  church  has  a community  character, 
and  stressed  the  importance  of  that 
fact.  In  delivering  a sermon  on  “His 
Church,”  Bishop  Moore  said  the  church 
must  define  and  defend  the  moral  stan- 
dards, adding  that  four  walls  cannot 
make  a church. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Bryant,  pastor  of  the 
Community  Methodist  Church,  intro- 
duced Mrs.  Tryon,  whose  father,  H.  C. 
Longstreet,  assisted  in  the  organization 
of  the  church,  in  which  she  has  been  a 
continuous  member  for  the  longest 
time.  Fred  H.  Tryon,  chairman  of  the 
Church  Board,  gave  a brief  report  of 
activities,  and  said  the  new  building 
was  free  of  debt.  The  choir,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  John  C.  Deal,  Sr.,  pre- 


sented selections. 

The  educational  building  is  127  feet 
over  all  by  28  feet  in  width,  containing 
3556  square  feet.  The  cost  per  foot 
was  slightly  under  $2.00,  and  for  this 
type  of  construction  this  is  far  below 
present  costs,  officials  have  pointed  out. 
This  low  cost  is  somewhat  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bryant  did  much 
of  the  work  himself  using  only  ordinary 
day  labor  to  assist  him.  The  building 
contains  five  large  rooms,  one  closet 
for  storage  space,  and  a social  hall 
which  will  care  for  more  than  100  per- 
sons. 

From  the  beginning,  the  building  was 
under  the  direction  of  the  pastor,  who 
acted  at  construction  head.  Finish  is 
stucco  on  blocks,  and  the  building  has 
concrete  floors.  The  rooms  provide  for 
the  fast  growing  Church  School,  and 
the  social  hall  meets  the  needs  of  the 
fine  group  of  women  who  in  a large 
way  contributed  to  making  the  building 
a reality,  by  their  unfailing  efforts  to 
provide  the  funds  with  which  to  do  the 
work,  the  Rev.  Bryant  pointed  out.  He 
added  that  the  membership  as  a whole 
with  many  friends  from  other  parts 
of  the  country  have  given  freely  to  the 
undertaking.

For  the  last  several  years  two  weeks 
in  mid -summer  have  been  set  apart 
as  a time  for  the  vacations  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Florida  Methodist  Children's 
Home.  Arrangements  are  made  where- 
by virtually  all  of  our  boys  and  girls 
leave  at  the  same  time  and  return  at 
the  same  time  thus  equalizing  the  time 
the  youngsters  have  for  vacation  and 
greatly  simplifying  the  matter  of  many 
of  our  staff  vacations. 

Our  youngsters  spend  this  vacation 
period  in  many  different  places.  Some 
of  them  are  taken  for  the  period  by 
their  sponsor  classes  or  groups  in  the 
various  churches  of  the  conference. 
Others  have  friends  or  relatives  with 
whom  they  can  spend  the  time.  Always 
there  are  a few  who  have  no  place  to 
go  and  some  other  who  do  not  want  to 
go  any  place.  On  the  whole,  however, 
youngsters  and  their  friends  alike  look 
forward  to  this  time  with  keen  anti- 
cipation. 

This  year  the  vacation  period  has 
been  set  for  the  last  two  weeks  in  July. 
Already  we  have  begun  to  receive  in- 
quiries from  different  sources  concern- 
ing the  time  and  the  conditions  under 
which  the  children  may  be  had.  As

HOME  NEEDS  SACRED  AND 
CLASSICAL  RECORDS 

Among  the  equipment  which  the 
Florida  Methodist  Children’s  Home  has 
rather  recently  acquired  for  use  in  their 
program  of  audio-visual  education  is  a 
splendid  record  player.  In  connection 
with  this  instrument,  an  out  of  door 
loud  speaker  has  been  mounted  on  the 
roof  of  the  Hardin  building  and  it  is 
now  possible  to  broadcast  music  over 
all  of  the  campus.  It  has  selective 
speeds  so  that  electrical  transcription 
for  radio  broadcast  can  also  be  used. 
Thus,  the  record  player  is  used  for  many 
different  purposes,  educational,  recrea- 
tional and  cultural. 

Until  we  complelely  ran  out  of  mater- 
ial without  too  frequently  repeating,  we 
used  the  instrument  for  a regular  plann- 
ed "Music  Appreciation  Hour”  on  Sun- 
day afternoons.  We  regularly  play 
some  records  of  chimes  and  organ  music 
quite  early  on  Sunday  morning.  During 
the  Christmas  season,  we  used  the 
machine  to  broadcast  Christmas  carols 
over  the  campus  and  quite  often,  after 
the  youngsters  have  been  called  to  their 
dormitories  at  night,  we  broadcast  an 
hour  of  good  music,  sometimes  playing 
an  entire  symphony. 

In  addition  to  the  religious  and  cul- 
tural value  of  the  machine,  there  is  a 
wealth  of  splendid  teaching  material 
along  many  lines  that  is  available  for 
such  use  we  have  managed  to  secure  a 
littie  of  this  sort  of  thing.  And,  then, 
of  course,  there  is  the  recreational 
aspect.  We  have  an  excellent  concrete 
combination  basket-ball  and  tennis 
court  which  also  is  used  for  playing 
folk  games  and  as  a skating  rink.  Here, 
too,  we  can  use  the  record  player  to 
furnish  the  music  except  that  we  have 
so  few  records  to  use. 

Therefore,  if  there  should  be  individ- 
uals or  classes  looking  for  some  special 
contribution  that  they  can  make  to  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  Home  here  is 
something  they  can  do  that  all  of  the 
children  will  enjoy  and  appreciate.

We  now  publish  for  you  the  other  winning  essay  in  that 
contest,  this  one  written  by  Marcia  Lindsey,  eleventh  grader 
and  an  active  worker  in  the  M.Y.F.  of  Community  Church. 
Would  that  all  of  us  might  demonstrate  in  our  own  attitudes 
something  of  the  wisdom  and  insight  shown  by  these  young 
writers. 


BROTHERHOOD  AND  WHAT  IT  MEANS  TO  ME 

World  Brotherhood  means  more  to  me  than  just  toler- 
ating your  neighbors  and  fellowmen. 

It  means;  first  of  all.  that  we  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  we  were  ah  created  by  the  same  great  God  and  that 
he  created  us  all  equal.  We  were  all  brought  into  this  world 
with  the  same  opportunity  of  loving  our  fellow  creatures 
and  trying  in  any  way  we  can  to  bring  the  kingdom  of  God 
here  on  earth.  Can  we  do  it  by  hating  or  even  just  by  toler- 
ating ou>-  fellowmen?  No.  I don’t  believe  we  can.  and  I don’t 
even  think  we  tan  do  it  by  just  talking  about  loving  our 
neighbors.  We  must  practice  it  in  our  daily  living.  We 
all  like  to  read  a good  book  or  look  at  a beautiful  picture 
or  hear  some  line  music,  but  too  often  we  don’t  stop  to 
realize  that  a lot  of  those  wonderful  things  were  created 
by  people  of  other  countries,  other  races,  and  other  creeds. 
If  our  country  were  cut  off  from  all  other  countries  for  a 
few  years,  or  even  a few  months,  we  would  probaoly  have 
a very  hard  time  even  existing.  Much  of  the  food  we  eat, 
many  of  the  aothes  we  wear,  and  even  some  of  the  materials 
that  go  to  make  up  the  houses  we  live  in.  come  from  other 
countries.  We  must  try  to  understand  that  other  people 
are  actually  our  equals  even  though  they  do  not  believe  in 
the  same  things  we  do. 

Second  y,  world  brotherhood  means  to  me  that  we 
must  not  lock  down  on  our  fellowmen  because  of  their 
race,  creed  or  color.  Selfishness  is  said  to  be  the  root  of 
all  evil,  and  there  is  only  one  way  to  overcome  selfishness, 
and  that,  of  course,  is  by  thinking  of  others.  Looking 
down  on  other  people  can  only  increase  our  opinion  of 
ourselves.  If  there  were  no  selfishness  in  the  world,  there 
would  be  no  wars,  for  if  we  thought  of  others  as  highly  as 
we  do  of  ourselves,  we  wouldn’t  want  to  fight  them.  Some- 
times it  seems  hard  for  us  to  see  the  other  person’s  side 
of  the  picture,  but  if  we  really  try  to  put  ourselves  in  his 
place,  usually  we  can  work  out  decisions  peacefully,  even 
though  we  do  not  see  exactly  eye  to  eye  with  them.  Many 
people  do  not  lealize  when  they  use  terms  such  as  "nigger” 
that  they  are  saying  something  that  will  hurt  someone’s 
feelings,  but  such  people  as  this  should  remember  this  poem 
written  by  a Negro  poet  which  expresses  the  deepness  of 
the  wounds  which  can  be  inflicted  by  such  terms: 

Once  riding  in  old  Baltimore, 

Head  filled,  hcait  filled  with  glee, 

I saw  i Baltimorean 
Keep  looking  stiaight  at  me. 

Now  I was  eight  and  very  small 
And  he  was  no  whit  bigger. 

And  so  I smhed  but  he  stuck  out 
His  tongue  and  called  me  “nigger.” 

I saw  the  wnole  of  Baltimore 
From  June  until  September. 

Of  all  the  things  that  happened  there. 

That’s  all  that  I remember. 

And  last,  but  certainly  not  least,  world  brotherhood 
means  to  me  that  we  should  love  our  fellowmen.  The  Bible 
tells  us  that  if  we  love  one  another  we  have  fulfilled  the 
law  because  if  we  love  our  neighbor  as  ourself  we  will 
carry  out  all  the  other  commandments.  Until  we  have 
world,  brotherhood  we  will  never  have  peace.  The  only 
lasting  peace  this  world  can  ever  have  will  have  to  be  one- 
built  on  love  and  faith.  We  can  never  build  peace  by 
building  up  our  army  and  navy.  It  will  take  much  more 
than  that.  It  will  take  a true,  a real  Christian  World 
Brotherhood.

Rev.  T.  C.  O’Steen  of  Hollywood 
spoke  to  about  3,500  people  at  the  sun- 
rise service  in  that  city,  and  Rev.  Joe 
Crawley  addressed  the  youth  of  Bro- 
ward County  at  Ft.

Throngs  of  worshipers  attended  dou- 
ble services  at  9:30  and  11  a.  m.  Easter 
moi’ning  at  Trinity  , White  Temple,  Cor- 
al Gables,  Riverside,  Grace  and  Tami- 
ami,  Miami,  Park  Temple,  Ft.

In  the  beautiful  Gar- 
den Sanctuary  of  the  Pasadena  Church 
there  were  over  2,100  cars  for  the  Easter 
morning  service.  It  was  estimated  that 
there  were  approximately  6,500  persons 
present  for  that  service.  We  rejoice 
with  Dr.  Wallace  Hamilton,  his  staff 
and  his  church  in  this  great  ministry. 
The  Pasadena  Church  is  just  complet- 
ing an  additional  wing  to  their  present 
building  at  a cost  of  approximately 
$60,000. 

The  Nebraska  Avenue  Church  in 
Tampa,  where  Rev.  Jesse  Jones  is  the 
pastor,  reports  an  overflow  crowd  for 
the  Easter  services.  However,  this  year 
they  were  able  to  take  care  of  them. 
The  Young  Adult  Class  of  the  church 
recently  purchased  a Bell  & Howell 
sound  projector  and  have  been  aiding 
the  entire  program  of  the  church.  A 
microphone  was  secured  and  the  equip- 
ment was  used  to  carry  the  Easter  ser- 
vice to  the  overflow  congregation  which 
was  seated  on  the  church  lawn.  The 
Men’s  Bible  Class  of  the  Nebraska  Ave- 
nue Church,  recently  held  a Fellowship 
Supper  and  invited  their  wives.  There 
were  over  75  in  attendance  at  the  first 
supper  meeting  of  this  newly  reorganized 
class. 

The  Trinity  Methodist  Church  of 
Tampa  had  a great  time  at  their  Home- 
coming which  was  observed  on  April 
11th.  At  the  morning  service  Rev.  A. 
P.  Smith,  a former  pastor,  was  the 
guest  speaker.  At  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion Rev.  Ciyde  Frazier,  another  former 
pastor,  was  the  guest  speaker.  The 
afternoon  was  also  the  time  of  the  4th 
Quarterly  Conference  conducted  by  Dr. 
Waller.  One  of  the  most  important 
events  of  the  day  was  the  ground  break- 
ing ceremony  for  the  purpose  of  a 
Recreational  and  Educational  building 
to  be  called  Norton  Hall  in  honor  of  a 
former  pastor,  Dr.  W.  C.  Norton.  Dr. 
Norton  turned  the  first  shovel  of  dirt 
in  the  ground  breaking  ceremony.  At 
the  evening  service  Dr.  Wallace  Hamil- 
ton of  St.  Petersburg  preached  the  first 
message  of  the  one  week  revival.  Dr. 
Hamilton  Spoke  each  night  during  the 
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week  closing  the  series  of  meetings  on 
Friday  evening.  Rev.  Howren  Norton, 
of  Jacksonville,  led  the  singing  and 
preached  each  morning  at  a morning 
service.  We  congratulate  Rev.  O.  V 
Hitchcock  and  his  people  on  these  grand 
activities. 

The  annual  Recreation  Conference 
for  the  central  part  of  the  state  was 
held  April  1,  2 and  3 at  the  Seminole 
Heights  Church  in  Tampa.

Sunday,  Rev.  Homer  Baine  is  the 
pastor.  It  is  also  reported  that  the 
Educational  building  has  been  ceiled 
and  is  now  being  used. 

The  Bayshore  Methodist  Church  re- 
cently had  a two-week  revival  which 
greatly  increased  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  church.  During  the  first  week  a 
different  pastor  from  the  immediate 
Tampa  area  spoke  each  night.  The 
second  week,  March  28th  through  April 
4th  was  led  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Koestline, 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church 
in  Lake  City.  Rev.  Koestline  spoke  each 
evening  during  the  week.  The  pastor, 
Rev.  W.  L.  Joyner  led  the  singing  each 
evening.  The  Bayshore  Church  had  a 
record  attendance  of  139  at  Church 
Schooi  on  Easter  Sunday  morning.

GENERAL  CONFERENCE  MEETS  IN 
BOSTON,  APRIL  23-MAY  9 

Boston,  Mass.,  for  the  first  time  in 
nearly  a century,  will  be  host  to  the 
1948  quadrennial  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  April  23- 
May  9.  This  is  the  supreme  law  and 
policy  making  body  of  the  denomina- 
tion. 

Sixty-six  bishops  are  expected,  33  of 
whom  administer  episcopal  areas  in  the 
United  States,  17  abroad.  The  others 
are  retired.  Divided  equally  between 
clergy  and  laity,  the  800  elected  dele- 
gates represent  150  annual  conferences, 
domestic  and  foreign.  Overseas  dele- 
gates number  92.  More  than  one-fifth 
of  the  lay  delegates  to  the  Conference 
are  women. 

A colorful  processional,  led  by  the 
band  of  Boston  University,  will  mark 
the  official  opening  of  the  Conference 
Wednesday  morning,  April  28.  Dele- 
gates, after  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity 
Church,  will  follow  the  bishops  through 
Copley  Square  to  the  organizing  meet- 
ing in  Mechanics  Hall  where  the  further 
sessions  will  be  held.  Legislative  com- 
mittees will  met  in  nearby  Back  Bay 
Churches. 

Among  notable  speakers  scheduled  for 
evening  programs  are  John  Foster 
Dulles  of  New  York,  member  of  Am-

The  conscience  of  mankind 
should  support  the  efforts  of  the  Am- 
erican forces  to  liquidate  the  disastrous 
results  of  Japanese  occupation,  and  their 
efforts  to  help  Korea  take  her  place  as 
an  independent  nation  built  upon  the 
democratic  pattern.  It  was  my  privi- 
lege recently  to  see  this  problem  at 
close  range  and  I sincerely  hope  the 
United  Nations  will  actively  support  this 
effort  to  build  an  independent  state."

More  than  one-half  of  the  persons 
joining  the  Church  on  profession  of 
faith  since  1944  were  Church  School 
members  first. 

The  Church  School  offering  for  World 
Service  and  Conference  benevolences 
has  risen  almost  48%  since  the  Cru- 
sade began,  and  the  amount  raised 
from  the  Church  School  for  all  pur- 
poses has  risen  43%. 

Whereas,  until  the  Crusade,  Church 
School  enrollment  had  been  declining 
since  the  early  1920’s,  the  number  of 
persons  joining  has  risen  11.8%  and  the 
number  of  persons  attending  Sunday 
School  has  gone  up  14.7%-  since  the 
Crusade  for  Christ  started.  The  num- 
ber of  officers  and  teachers  has  risen 
4.7% . To  keep  the  increases  in  pro- 
portion more  classes  should  be  organiz- 
ed. '.re  . 

The  number  of  children  attending 
vacation  and  week-day  Church  Schools 
has  increased  by  about  one  third  since 
1944. 

There  are  about  1,500  more  preach- 
ing places  in  Methodism  than  there  are 
Church  Schools. 

About  42%;  of  Church  School  enroll- 
ment is  adult,  but  60%  of  the  United 
States’  population  is  adult.  The  Church 
School  must  reach  more  adults. 

Methodist  Church  School  enrollment 
has  gained  567,641  since  1944,  it  has 
been  revealed  by  a report  on  Church 
School  statistics  for  the  three  years  of 
the  Crusade  for  Christ,  released  recent- 
ly by  the  Department  of  General  Church 
School  Work  of  the  General  Board  of 
Education.  This  increase  brings  total 
enrollment  to  5,346,987,  and  represents 
a gain  of  11.8%  for  the  three  years. 

The  gain  in  Church  School  enroll- 
ment surpassed  the  church  membership 
gain  by  67,642,  according  to  the  sta- 
tistics. 

Of  the  six  Jurisdictions,  Southeast- 
ern reports  the  largest  gain — 205,936. 
South  Central  ranked  second  with  a 
gain  of  152,445.  Other  Jurisdictional 
gains  were:  North  Central,  88,947;  West- 
ern, 55,201;  Northwestern,  51,331,  and 
Central,  13,781. 

The  Crusade  Scores  Great  Victories 

Church  School  advance  is  the  order 
of  the  day  in  many  of  our  Florida 
churches  these  days.  Here  are  two 
samples. 

St.  Cloud  Methodists  report  the  fol- 
lowing accomplishments:  Attendance  of 
162  on  rally  Day  surpassing  the  goal

their  goal  of  225 ; an  average  attendance 
of  30%  since  last  October  whereas  the 
goal  they  set  for  the  conference  year 
was  20% . The  attendance  in  March 
of  1947  was  an  average  of  128,  for 
March  this  year  298.  Attendance  is 
still  climbing. 

First  Church,  Orlando,  which  has  a 
splendid  record  to  its  credit  through- 
out the  Crusade  period  in  Church 
School  increases  continues  to  make 
new  records.  The  Church  School 
workers  of  this  great  school  set  1,400 
as  their  attendance  goal  for  Easter 
this  year.  They  brought  together 
1,630  in  the  several  departments  and 
classes.

A THRILLING  WORD  FROM  POLAND 

Some  time  ago  the  children  of  The 
Florida  Methodist  Children’s  Home,  a- 
long  with  some  members  of  the  staff, 
sent  quite  a nice  contribution  for  the 
relief  of  certain  native  ministers  and 
workers  in  Poland.  Since  that  time 
we  have  regularly  received  reports  of 
the  Methodist  work  in  that  field,  in  the 
form  of  personal  letters  from  Warsaw. 
We  wish  to  quote  some  passages  which 
we  found  interesting  and  thrilling  from 
the  last  of  these  letters. 

“The  great  hunger  in  Poland  today 
is  for  things  of  the  mind  and  the 
spirit.  It  is  surprising  to  note  the  great 
number  of  small  bookshops  in  every 
city.  There  is  a searching  and  yearn- 
ing for  more  abiding  values.  The 
schools  are  crowded.  The  young  people 
are  studying  under  great  handicaps, 
many  of  them  tubercular,  aggravating 
their  condition  in  their  passion  and 
struggle  for  the  better  things  in  life. 
This  great  hunger  is  clearly  reflected 
in  the  way  many  reach  out  for  what- 
ever the  church  publishes  and  especially 
in  the  way  they  read  the  Scriptures. 
They  read  chapter  after  chapter  when 
they  come  together.  They  search,  study 
and  believe.  The  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  director,  Mr.  Enholc,  says 
that  in  all  his  experience  of  27  years 
in  this  woi’k  there  has  never  been  such 
an  eagerness  to  buy  and  read  the  Bible. 
When  it  was  impossible  to  transfer 
money  from  England  to  Poland,  Mr. 
Enholc  sold  Bibles  and  New  Testaments 


furnish  him  from  abroad  in  such  num- 
bers that  he  could  pay  the  whole  costs 
of  rebuilding  and  furnishing  an  at- 
tractive store  with  office  rooms  out  of 
the  proceeds. 

As  grateful  and  happy  as  we  are  to 
receive  the  valuable  packages  of  cloth- 
ing and  shoes  we  are  increasingly  feel- 
ing the  great  importance  of  printing 
and  spreading  the  printed  word.  Bibles. 
New  Testaments,  hymnals,  devotional 
bGoks.  well-written  tracts,  pamphlets 
on  salvation,  prayer.  Bible  study.  Chris- 
tian home  life,  soul-winning,  social 
problems,  etc. 


Who  can  tell  in  what  mysterious  ways 
the  printed  word  may  work?  Only 
yesterday  .Mrs.  Wickstrom  visited  a 
lovely  Methodist  family.  Returning  to 
Warsaw  after  the  insurrection  the  wife 
of  this  family  was  digging  in  the  ruins 
and  found  a copy  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Rut  how  was  she  to  understand 
it?  Then  she  remembered  that  there 
were  people  called  Methodists  who  fre- 
quently referred  to  the  liible  in  their 
preaching.  She  found  her  way  to  the 
.Methodist  chapel,  found  Christ.  Today 
she  and  her  three  sons  are  united

The  Rippy  youth,  a Chicago  Art  In- 
stitute student,  and  John  A.  Lloyd,  25, 
of  Braddock,  Pa.,  were  killed  in  the 
accident  which  accurred  shortly  after 
they  had  been  given  a ride  by  Roselyn 
Schollenberger  of  Washington  when 
the  car  skidded  into  a highway  main- 
tenance truck.  Schollenberger,  who 
escaped  injury,  told  Pennsylvania  police 
that  he  had  complained  of  being  tired 
and  had  let  Lloyd  drive  while  he  got 
into  the  back  seat  to  sleep.  Young 
Rippy  was  hitchhiking  to  New  York  to 
spend  the  Easter  holidays  with  his  bor- 
ther,  W.  C.  Rippy,  a student  at  the 
New  School  of  Social  Research. 

He  was  born  in  Memphis,  Term.,  and 
moved  to  Nashville  with  his  family  19 
years  ago  where  he  attended  public 
schools  and  George  Peabody  College 
for  Teachers.  He  studied  at  the  New 
School  of  Social  Research  in  New  York 
and  in  January  entered  the  Chicago 
Art  Institute.  He  was  a member  of 
Calvary  Methodist  Church  in  Nashville.

NEW  NAGASAKI  MAYOR  IS  A 
CHRISTIAN 

The  post-war  mayor  of  the  port  city 
of  Nagasaki — the  city  upon  the  second 
atomic  bomb  fell- in  Japan — is  an  active 
Christian  and  a -member  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church  there.  Mayor  Matsumoto 
was  educated  at  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
College,  Winchester,  Ky.,  and  later  did 
graduate  work  at  Northwestern  and  Col- 
umbia universities.  His  wife  was  elected 
recently  to  the  prefectural  assembly. 
The  new  principal  of  Chinzei  Gakuin, 
Methodist  college  in  Nagasaki,  Dr. 
Chiba,  is  also  American-trained;  he 
holds  degrees  in  arts  from  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan University,  and  in  divinity  from 
Garrett  Biblical  Institute. 

Mayor  Matsumoto  and  Dr.  Chiba  have 
recently  selected  a new  site  in  Nagasaki 
for  the  erection  of  a church  and  a 
social  settlement.  The  old  church  was 


destroyed  in  the  bombing;  and  buildings 
of  Chinzei  were  destroyed  also,  but  the 
college  has  been  reorganized  in  tem- 
porary quarters,  a former  military  hos- 
pital in  Isahaya. 

FLORIDA  SOUTHERN  GRADUATES 
MID-TERM  CLASS 

Twenty-four  seniors  received  degrees 
at  mid-term  commencement  exercises 
held  at  Florida  Southern  College  re- 
cently. Dr.  Charles  T.  Thrift,  Jr.,  vice- 
president  of  Southern,  awarded  the  de- 
grees. His  talk  to  the  graduates  was 
spontaneous  and  forceful.  He  said: 
“The  purpose  of  formal  education  is 
not  to  store  a man’s  mind  full  of  facts: 
it  is  to  train  his  mental  faculties  so 
that  he  will  know  how  to  appropriate 
and  assimilate  the  ideas  that  are  the 
most  current  coin  in  his  intellectual 
life.”  And  again,  Change  should  al- 
ways be  gradual  and  slow,  growing  out 
of  the  past  and  into  the  future.  Thus 
in  every  state  of  development  there 
would  be  nothing  wholly  novel  and 
nothing  wholly  obsolete.”  Then,  “We 
moved  from  the  industrial  age  to  the 
atomic  age  overnight.  We  went  to  bed 
in  one  age  August  5,  1945,  and  awaken- 
ed in  another  age  on  August  6.  Change 
is  ever  present,  but  even  the  most  stupid 
can  see  that  it  is  more  accelerated  now 
than  ever.”  Dr.  Thrift  continued,  ‘‘An 
anomalous  situation  exists  today.  Com- 
munism and  democracy  are  antithetical 
political  systems  ....  and  certain  of 
our  fellow  citizens  who  are  endeavoring 
to  promote  certain  totalitarian,  com- 
munistic schemes  are  being  labeled  as 
great  democrats  (with  a capital  “D”.)

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CHILDREN  OF  THE  F.  M.  C.  H.  ARE  REMEMBERED 
IN  HIS  WILL 

When  Mr.  Henry  Willard  Palmer,  of  Orlando,  passed  on, 
nearly  one  year  ago,  it  was  found  that  he  had  included  the 
Florida  Methodist  Children's  Home  in  his  will  for  a gen- 
erous but  indefinite  amount.  Now  that  the  business  of  set- 
tling the  estate  is  well-nigh  completed  it  becomes  apparent 
that  the  Home  will  share  in  it  to  the  extent  of  at  least 

$10,000.  It  is  quite  like- 
ly that  Dr.  E.  H.  Cur- 
tis, the  administrator 
of  the  estate,  will  have 
delivered  the  check  to 
the  Home  ere  this  is- 
sue of  THE  FLORI- 
DA METHODIST  has 
reached  the  press. 

Henry  Willard  Pal- 
mer was  born  in  Milo, 
Maine  on  October  30. 
1866,  the  oldest  child 
of  the  late  James  M. 
and  Lucie  C.  (Frost) 
Palmer.  At  an  early 
age  he  removed  with 
the  family  to  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  where  he 
remained  until  he 
came  to  Florida  in 
1930.  He  was  in  the 
automobile  business  in 
Henry  Willard  Palmer  Brooklyn  for  many 

years,  but  he  became  interested  in  the  citrus  industry  in 
Florida  and  remained  active  in  that  field  until  hie  retire- 
ment in  1943. 

While  living  in  Fruitland  Park,  Florida,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Community  Methodist  Church  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Along  with  other  mem- 


bers, he  playea  a prominent  and  active  part  in  the  building 
of  the  present  splendid  edifice  after  the  old  church  had 
been  destroyed  by  fire.  This  was  during  the  pastorate  of 
Dr.  E.  H.  Curtis  who  became  Mr.  Palmer’s  close  friend  and 
confidant. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  a resident  of  Fruitland  Park  for  many 
years  and  was  prominent  in  all  of  the  civic  affairs  of  that 
community,  having  had  charge  of  the  Fruitland  Park  Wa- 
ter Company.  He  is  well  remembered  in  that  church  and 
community  with  real  affection  and  appreciation. 

In  194‘i  he  moved  to  Orlando  and  became  a member  of 
the  First  Methodist  Church  of  that  city.  He  was  also  a life 
member  of  Commonwealth  Lodge  No.  409.  F.  and  A.  M.  of 
Brooklyn.  N.  Y.,  and  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Sons  of  Veterans  Or- 
ganization of  the  U.  S.  Grant  Post  of  Brooklyn,  his  father 
having  served  in  the  Civil  War  and  having  been  a member 
of  that  Post  until  his  death  in  1929. 

Mr.  Palmer  died  in  Orlando  on  May  13.  1947.  after  a 
brief  illness.  He  is  survived  by  three  sisters,  several  nieces 
and  one  nephew  He  was  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  the 
Greenwood  Cemetery  in  Brooklyn.  N.  Y. 

Those  who  knew  Mr.  Palmer  most  Intimately  remembered 
him  as  a rather  retiring  sort  of  person  possessed  of  a 
gentle  spirit  and  genuine  love  for  children  and  a deep 
concern  for  rhe  unfortunate.  His  sight  had  failed  in  his 
later  years  ana  thus  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn  that  an 
institute  for  the  blind  also  shared  in  his  estate. 

Wishing  to  properly  honor  and  memorialize  this  good 
friend  and  benefactor,  a recent  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Florida  Metho- 
dist Chuldrer's  Home,  in  conference  with  Dr.  Curtis,  decided 
that  this  might  most  usefully  and  practicably  be  done  by 
completelv  renovating  and  refurnishing  the  Home  kitchen. 
No  single  department  of  the  institution  plays  a greater  part 
in  insuring  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  youngsters 
served  by  the  Horde  than  that  in  which  their  food  is  kept 
and  prepared.  Yet,  the  Home  kitchen  has  long  needed 
extensive  and  intensive  attention  and  it  is  now  the  thought 
of  those  in  charge  that  it  shall  be  made  into  a place  of 
practical  beauty  in  which  it  will  be  a joy  to  work  as  well 
as  a department  which  will  make  the  sort  of  contribution 
to  the  life  and  health  of  the  Home  that  would  be  pleasing 
to  Mr.  Palmer. 

In  the  news  of  the  Lakeland  District  in  this  issue  comes 
the  further  word  that  the  Home  has  been  remembered 
generous5 y in  the  estate  of  another  deceased  friend,  the 
late  Mike  Englseen  of  Winter  Haven.  Truly,  no  more  sig- 
nificant nor  abiding  memorials  may  be  erected  to  the  mem- 
ory of  any  person  than  these  monuments  in  human  life 
that  are  thus  set  up  in  the  lives  of  the  children  so  helped. 
As  these  young  people  develop  into  a fine  adulthood  because 
of  the  opportunities  this  generosity  has  made  possible,  it 
may  truly  be  said  of  each  and  all  these  benefactors  that 
“He,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh.”

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Florida  Methodist  Children’s 
Home  will  meet  in  the  room  assigned  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
June  1st,  at  2:00  o’clock. 

Pastors  are  urged  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that  the  books 
of  The  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  will  close 
on  May  27th.  All  funds  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  Rev.  C.  H.  Voss,  of  Wauchula,  before  that  date. 
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A new  church  was  born  into  Metho- 
dism in  the  Tampa  District  on  Sunday. 
April  18,  1948.  It  was,  prior  to  its 
entrance  into  Methodism,  the  Orient 
Park  Community  Church  of  Orient 
Park,  Florida.  Its  present  name  is  the 
Orient  Park  Methodist  Church  and  is 
located  about  six  miles  East  of  Tampa. 
Dr.  Harry  Waller,  with  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  J.  E.  Benninger,  Rev.  E.  L.  Hol- 
lady,  Judge  Nathan  Graham  and  the 
present  supply  pastor  of  the  Church, 
Rev.  L.  E.  Denslow,  conducted  the  ser- 
vice which  made  the  church  an  official 
part  of  Methodism.  There  were  forty- 
six  persons  who  had  been  in  the  Com- 
munity Church  who  applied  for  mem- 
bership in  the  new  Orient  Park  Metho- 
dist Church.  Thirty-five  of  these  per- 
sons were  taken  into  the  Church  at  the 
Dedicatory  services  Sunday,  April  18th, 
at  3:03  P.  M.  Under  the  direction  of 
Rev.  Denslow,  the  Supply  pastor,  dinner 
was  served  oh  the  grounds  after  which 
the  services  were  conducted. 

As  we  approach  the  final  weeks  of 
this  conference  year  it  appears  that 
there  are  at  least  five  of  our  Tampa 
Churches  who  will  be  reporting  over 
200  accessions  into  the  membership  of 
their  local  churches  during  this  year.

Pendergrass,  pastor;  Hyde  Park,  Tampa, 
Dr.  O.  Alton  Murphy,  pastor;  The  First 
Methodist  Church,  St.  Petersburg.  Dr. 
R.  L.  Allen,  pastor;  and  The  First  Ave- 
nue Church,  St.  Petersburg,  Rev.  Paul 
R.  Hortin,  pastor.  We  congratulate 
these  pastors  and  these  churches  on 
this  grand  accomplishment.  It  is  also 
reported  that  the  First  Avenue  Church 
in  St.  Petersburg  had  a record  attend- 
ance on  Easter  Sunday  at  Church  School 
of  1136.  They  have  set  1,000  for  their 
goal  on  Mother’s  Day  for  their  Church 
School  attendance. 

The  Tampa  District  Staff  made  plans 
for  and  conducted  a banquet  at  the 
Hyde  Park  Church  in  Tampa  on  March 
29,  1948,  for  all  of  the  youth  of  the 
District  who  were  Life  Volunteers  in 
areas  of  Christian  Work.  There  were 
35  youth  Life  Volunteers  present  at  the 
banquet  and  the  total  present,  includ- 
ing adult  workers,  was  over  sixty.  The 


Directors  of  Youth  Work  for  the  Dis- 
trict, Miss  Ruth  Glass,  and  Rev.  Robert 
C.  Boggs  were  in  charge  of  the  plann- 
ing Dr.  Harry  Waller  served  as  the 
Toastmaster.  The  Theme  of  the  Ban- 
quet was,  “Put  Ye  On  The  Whole  Ar- 
mor Of  God’’  and  Dr.  Waller  spoke  to 
the  group  on  this  theme. 

May  9,  1948  has  been  set  aside  as 
Church  Extension  Day  by  the  Churches 
of  the  St.  Petersburg  Area.  This  is 
being  done  to  take  a special  offering 
for  the  benefit  of  the  new  church  which 
is  being  born  in  St.  Petersburg.  Pay- 
ment has  already  been  made  on  some 
property  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  Ave. 
N.  and  31st  St.  in  St.  Petersburg.  It  is 
planned  that  this  special  gift  on  the 
part  of  the  St.  Petersburg  Churches  will 
cover  the  cost  of  the  property  which  is 
being  secured.  Dr.  Thomas  Charles- 
worth  has  been  working  on  the  organi- 
zation of  this  new  church  and  has 
secured  approximately  fifty  persons  who 
will  be  charter  members.

The  second  anniversary  of  the  found- 
ing of  the  Palma  Ceia  Methodist  Church 
was  observed  on  the  morning  of  April 
11,  1948.  Rev.  Paul  Wagner,  the  pas- 
tor, gave  a brief  report  of  the  history 
of  the  Church  and  then  preached  on, 
“Finding  the  Strength  of  The  Church.” 
The  church  now  has  over  350  members. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  break  ground 
soon  for  the  first  unit  of  their  new 
church  building.  The  first  unit  will 
include  the  Educational  Plant  and  the 
Youth  Center.  At  the  beginning  of  this 
year  over  $40,000  was  pledged  and  the 
present  over  $25,000  in  cash  has  been 
received  on  these  pledges.  The  church 
services  are  now  being  held  in  the  Palma 
Ceia  Theatre.  Tampa  Methodism  is 
watching  the  growth  of  this  church  very 
closely  and  praying  for  its  constant 
growth  as  it  is  one  of  the  youngest 
churches  in  our  District.

On  April  11th  the  District  Superin- 
tendent travelled  325  miles  in  order  to 
keep  his  quarterly  conference  appoint- 
ments at  Pleasant  Grove  and  Lake  City. 
It  was  impossible  to  cross  the  Suwannee 
River  at  any  point  in  Florida.  The 
trip  had  to  be  made  via  Hahira,  Georgia, 
and  thence  over  No.  41.  The  reports 
of  the  two  charges  visited  were  well 
worth  the  long  drive. 

Brother  Chesley  Soppington,  report- 
ing for  the  Columbia  Circuit,  listed  the 
holding  of  three  revivals,  the  organiza- 
tion of  a Brotherhood,  and  a Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Layman’s 
Day  was  observed  in  all  churches.  One 
young  man,  Gerald  Williams,  was  re- 
commended for  license  to  preach.  He 


is  a member  at  Bethel  Church  and  is 
now  a student  at  Young  Harris  College. 

Brother  A1  Koestline,  at  Lake  City, 
reported  two  revivals  held,  and  special 
services  during  Holy  Week.  Also  a 
Leadership  Training  School  was  held, 
in  which  38  credits  were  issued.  A 
new  Wurlitzer  organ  has  been  installed 
and  paid  for.  87  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  church  this  conference 
year,  with  58  on  profession  of  faith.  The 
quota  for  Church  School  increase  has 
already  been  exceeded.  The  records 
show  a 45'  < increase  in  the  Sunday 
School  in  the  past  twelve  months.  At- 
tendance upon  all  services  of  worship 
is  fine,  the  Sunday  morning  service 
taxing  the  seating  capacity  of  the  audi- 
torium. Brother  Koestline  is  in  very 
high  favor  and  his  return  for  another 
year  was  requested  in  resolutions  adopt- 
ed by  a rising  vote. 

The  Tallahassee  Heights  Church,  our 
newest  church,  is  in  the  process  of  build- 
ing a church  auditorium.  Materials 
are  on  the  grounds  and  work  is  under 
way.  They  expect  to  spend  about  seven 
thousand  dollars  by  the  time  it  is  com- 
pleted. 

At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Madison 
County  Parish  Council,  a very  success- 
ful Leadership  Training  School  was  re- 
ported. Brother  Ben  Montgomery 
taught  a non-credit  class  on  “How  to 
Teach.”  In  spite  of  flood  conditions 
the  class  averaged  50  in  attendance  for 
each  of  the  three  nights.  Some  75  books 
were  sold  in  all.  Brother  Montgomery 
proved  an  excellent  teacher  and  the 
Parish  is  enthusiastic  over  the  success 
of  this  first  project.  The  quarterly 
conference  reports  at  Madison  showed 
the  church  to  be  in  excellent  condition 
in  every  way. 

Because  of  high  water  the  quarterly 
conference  for  the  West  Madison  Cir- 
cuit had  to  be  shifted  from  Cherry 
Lake  to  Greenville.  Attendance  was 
good,  however,  and  the  reports  indicated 
the  churches  were  not  only  up  to  date 
in  finances,  but  out  in  full  for  the  year 
on  World  Service.  Brother  Cullifer  is 
closing  his  fourth  year  on  the  circuit. 
There  was  a unanimous  request  for  his 
return. 

The  quarterly  conference  for  the  Wau- 
keenah  charge,  held  at  Lamont,  April 
18,  showed  a very  fine  condition  existent 
in  the  churches.  Rev.  A.  Love  Smith 
is  supplying  this  work.  The  Sunday 
Schools  at  Lamont,  Waukeenah  and 
Wacissa  all  show  an  increase  in  at- 
tendance. Brother  Smith  is  giving  ex- 
cellent leadership  to  these  churches. 
He  is  both  well-liked  and  loved  by  his 
people.

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FEBRUARY  FIFTH  SUNDAY  REPORT 

The  returns  are  virtually  all  in  from 
the  February  Fifth  Sunday  and  once 
more  it  appears  that  the  churches  of 
Florida  have  remembered  the  boy  and 
girls  of  the  Florida  Methodist  Children’s 
Home  most  generously.  The  figures 
shown  below  are  for  the  February  Fifth 
Sunday  along  with  the  totals  for  the 
Conference  year  as  received  through 
March  31st.  They  reveal  a total  of 
nearly  $15,000  contributed  on  February 
29th,  an  amount  equal  to  almost  one- 
half  of  the  total  amount  given  on  the 
ether  three  Fifth  Sundays  of  the  cur- 
rent year. 

This  means  that,  although  this  last 
Fifth  Sunday  has  been  one  of  the  best 
in  the  history  of  the  Home,  it  was  pre- 
ceded by  a considerable  loss  of  income 
on  the  earlier  Fifth  Sundays  with  the 
result  that  it  appears  almost  certain 
that  there  will  be  a sizeable  decrease  in 
church  support  of  the  Home  this  year. 
In  these  days  of  inflated  living  costs, 
this  is  not  good. 

Therefore,  we  are  urging  our  friends 
across  the  Conference  to  begin  working 
now  for  a record-breaking  Spring  Of- 
fering on  May  30th,  our  next  Fifth 
Sunday  and  the  first  of  the  new'  Con- 
ference year.  Our  Fifth  Sundays 
assume  a peculiar  pattern  next  year  with 
three  of  our  four  falling  within  the 
first  five  months  and  only  one  of  the 
four  coming  at  a time  when  we  have 
any  considerable  number  of  our  winter 
residents  with  us.

DIST is  publishing  some  excerpts  from 
that  message  on  another  page  of  this 
issue. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Pattishall,  of  Orlando, 
Conference  Treasurer,  reported  total 
cash  receipts  for  the  year  in  the  amount 
of  $135,945.70  of  which  $124,630.31  came 
from  various  district  of  the  conference. 
Of  the  remainder,  $4,000  was  received 
from  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
while  the  balance  came  from  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference.  A total  bud- 
get of  $89,500  was  adopted  for  1948 
of  which  $73,000  is  to  go  to  Missions. 
At  the  Pledge  Service,  on  Thursday 
afternoon,  the  seven  districts  pledged 
$85,300  for  missions,  an  increase  of  more 
than  $15,000  over  the  pledge  for  1947. 

The  District  Hour,  led  by  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Dart  with  the  District  Presidents  and 
District  Secretaries  of  Promotion,  pre- 
sented a thrilling  story  of  achievement 
in  the  year  just  closed.  24  new  Socie- 
ties were  organized  during  the  year 
and  these  joined  the  older  Societies  of 
the  Conference  in  making  great  strides 
in  many  areas  of  activity.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  per  capita  giving  to  the 
Florida  Conference  last  year  was  $6.08 


and  this  writer  believes  it  was  Mrs.  Dart, 
exhorting  the  ladies  of  the  Conference 
to  action,  who  said,  in  substance, 
“There  are  some  due,  some  over-due 
and  some  never  do.  How  do  you  do?”

University.  The  Love  Offering  was  di- 
I’ected  to  the  building  of  a new  Wesley 
Foundation  Student  House  at  F.S.U. 
and  the  first  offering  brought  to  the 
altar  was  that  of  the  students  them- 
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selves.  This  was  followed  by  Ihe  long 
line  of  delegates  who  brought  the  gifts 
of  their  women  in  the  Societies  back 
home  and.  when  they  had  finished,  it 
was  found  that  there  had  been  laid 
on  the  altar  an  offering  in  the  amount 
of  $8,842.  The  Conference  enthusiastic- 
cally  voted  to  supplement  the  offering 
from  its  own  funds  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary to  bring  the  total  amount  to 
$10,000.00

PRESIDENT  TRUMAN  ENDORSES 
NATIONAL  FAMILY  WEEK 

President  Harry  S.  Truman  has  said 
in  a letter  endorsing  National  Family 
Week  that  the  place  of  God  in  family 
Hfe  needs  to  be  emphasized  more  than 
ever. 

Scheduled  for  May  2-9,  National 
Family  Week  will  be  observed  for  the 
sixth  consecutive  year  by  Protestants, 
Catholics  and  Jews. 

The  President’s  letter  was  addressed 
to  an  interfaith  committee  which  spon- 
sors the  observance  and  was  released 
by  Dr.  Gerald  E.  Knoff,  associate  general 
secretary  of  the  International  Council 
of  Religious  Education,  representing  90 
percent  of  Protestantism  in  United 
States  and  Canada. 

The  Chief  Executive  referred  to  the 
National  Conference  on  Family  Life 
that  will  be  held  in  the  White  House 
during  Family  Week  (May  6-8.)  He 
observed  that  although  the  churches 
can  use  much  of  the  material  that  will 
then  be  developed,  their  real  contri- 
bution to  the  home  will  come  in  keep- 
ing its  spiritual  forces  vital  and  vigor- 
ous. 

The  text  of  the  President’s  letter 
follows: 


THE  WHITE  HOUSE 
Washington 

March  27,  1948 

My  Dear  Friends : 

I note  with  pleasure  the  decision  of 
the  churches  to  observe,  as  heretofore, 
National  Family  Week  from  the  first 
to  the  second  Sunday  of  May. 

The  fact  that  the  sessions  of  the 
National  Conference  on  Family  life 
are  scheduled  for  several  days — 
May  6 to  8 — within  that  same  week 
may  well  lend  even  added  importance 
to  this  observance  for  the  year  1948. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  our  spirit- 
ual leaders  will  be  intensely  interested 
in,  and  will  make  most  effective  use  of 
the  valuable  data  from  the  wide  reaches 
of  our  manifold  welfare  activities  and 
the  varied  fields  of  the  social  sciences 
that  will  be  assembled  by  this  Confer- 
ence. 

However,  while  the  churches  can  un- 
doubtedly turn  to  the  best  of  purposes, 
in  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  family, 
materials  and  information  from  secu- 
larist fields,  it  remains  true  beyond  all 
contention  that  for  and  away  the  most 
important  contribution  they  can  make 
to  the  home  is  to  bend  their  efforts  to- 
wards keeping  its  spiritual  forces  as 
vigorous  and  vital  as  possible.  It  would 
seem  a mere  platitude  to  say  that  the 
most  perfect  economic  and  social  en- 
vironment conceivable  cannot  assure  a 
sound  home  life  where  the  spiritual 
foundations  of  the  family  are  weak. 
And  it  is  just  as  true  that  the  fairest 
flower  of  American  family  life  is  the 
fruit  of  the  religious  heritage  of  the 
centuries  brought  to  our  shores. 

It  is  my  reasoned  conviction  that,  in 
view  of  present  disturbed  and  even  tur- 
bulent conditions,  there  is  greater  need 
today  than  ever  in  our  history  for  em- 
phatic emphasis  on  the  place  of  God  in 
our  family  life.  National  Family  Week 
would  therefore  seem  providential.  It 
can  contribute  much  towards  that  high- 
ly important  end.

I illM  NEWS  ON  SENDING  KILIII 
PACKAGES  ABROAD 

The  Methodist  Committee  for  Over- 
seas Relief  has  had  so  many  inquires 
recently  concerning  relief  packages  to 
Czechoslovakia  that  it  desires  to  make 
this  statement.  Dr.  Joseph  Bartak,  sup- 
intendent  of  our  church  in  Prague,  says 
that  nothing  has  happened  in  Czech- 
oslovakia in  recent  weeks  which  inter- 
feres with  the  reception  and  delivery  of 
relief  packages  from  the  United  States. 
Our  colleagues  and  friends  in  that 
country  are  still  in  need  and  continue 
to  require  our  assistance. 

For  the  present  do  not  send  relief 
packages  by  parcel  post  to  Belgium,  In- 
dia or  China.  The  tax  is  now  so  high 
in  these  countries  on  the  contents  of 
these  packages  that  it  makes  them  an 
embarrassment  to  the  recipients.  There- 
fore. for  these  lands  especially,  the  most 
effective  way  of  bringing  relief  is  a gift 
for  bulk  shipments  of  food  and  cloth- 
ing through  the  Methodist  Committee 
foi  Ovei  ea  i It  li<  i .

METHODIST  STUDENT  DAY 

True  to  a belief  in  the  values  of  education  which  was 
expressed  by  John  Wesley  and  which  has  become  a tradi- 
tional part  of  our  church,  Methodists  throughout  America 
will  observe  June  13  as  Methodist  Student  Day.  This  is 
a special  day  on  which  we  may  express  our  desire  that  the 
right  kind  of  education  may  always  be  available  in  this 
country.  It  is  a day  on  which  we  may  help  young  people 
realize  the  importance  of  education  that  is  Christian  and 
when  we  may  lend  a helping  hand,  financially,  to  deserving 
young  people  who  are  striving  toward  attainment  of  edu- 
cation that  will  fit  them  for  practical  Christian  living. 

In  1785,  when  the  first  Methodist  college,  Cokesbury, 
was  being  planned,  the  following  statement  was  framed: 
“And  though  our  principle  object  is  to  instruct  them  (the 
students)  in  the  doctrine,  spirit,  and  practice  of  Christianity, 
yet  we  trust  that  our  colleges  will  in  time  send  forth  men 
that  will  be  a blessing  to  their  country  in  every  laudable 
office  and  employment  of  life,  thereby  uniting  the  two 
greatest  ornaments  of  human  beings,  which  are  tod  often 
separated,  deep  learning  and  genuine  piety.” 

It  was  this  same  principle  of  Christian  education  which 
prompted  the  people  of  Methodism  to  start  the  Student 
Loan  Fund  in  1864.  Since  then  it  has  helped  more  than 
65,000  students  to  get  their  educations  in  Methodist-related 
and  other  colleges  and  universities.  In  1944  the  General 
Conference  established  the  National  Methodist  Scholarship 
Fund  which  has  already  helped  over  1,100  students  in  ac- 
credited Methodist  colleges,  each  of  these  students  having 
been  selected  on  the  basis  of  scholastic  ability,  Christian 
character,  and  promise  of  distinctive  service  to  the  Church 
and  society. 

This  is  a record  of  which  we  may  be  justly  proud  but 
it  is  only  a beginning.  It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  the 
world  has  never  been  in  greater  need  of  Christian  leadership 
in  all  phases  of  life.  Every  student  who  is  helped  through 
Christian  Higher  Education  to  higher  personal  living  and 


greater  service  to  his  church,  community,  and  the  world, 
brings  us  another  step  forward  on  tire  road  to  real  world 
peace  and  brotherhood.

The  Georgia  Seagle  Christian  Student  Cooperative,  in 
less  than  two  years,  has  made  its  mark  on  the  lives  of 
many  young  men  enrolled  in  the  University  of  Florida. 
It  has  shown  the  possibilities  for  helping  citizens  of  the 
future  obtain  a college  education  and  Christian  surround- 
ings and  at  reasonable  financial  outlays. 

It  opened  in  September,  1946,  with  a membership  of 
55  boys  housed  in  Georgia  Seagle  Hall.  In  September, 
1947,  the  Seagle  Annex  was  opened  and  the  cooperative 
now  has  approximately  80  members. 

Before  her  death  in  1943,  Mrs.  Seagle  Holland  had 
willed  the  bulk  of  her  estate  in  trust  to  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  assisting 
a non-sectarian  cooperative.  This  benefactress  had  a 
clearly  defined  desire:  “to  help  worthy  young  men  of 
limited  financial  means  at  the  University  of  Florida.”  That 
desire,  as  expressed  in  her  will,  is  being  realized  today 
in  the  Georgia  Seagle  Christian  Student  Cooperative. 

And  so  Georgia  Seagle’s  dream  has  come  to  fruition. 
There  are  now  80  of  the  finest  young  men  of  various  re- 
ligious creeds  and  several  different  nationalities  living  and 
working  together  in  a real  demonstration  of  Christian  dem- 
ocracy at  work.  The  warm  spirit  of  friendliness  and  mutual 
helpfulness  is  felt  by  all  who  pass  through  the  doors  of 
Georgia  Seagle  Hall  and  get  a glimpse  of  the  members  of 
the  Georgia  Seagle  Christian  Student  Cooperative. 

The  horizon  of  the  future  looms  bright  as  we  approach 
it,  aware  of  the  kind  of  leadership  that  goes  out  from  a 
group  such  as  this  cooperative.

The  average  attendance  for  the  quar- 
ter just  passed,  January,  February  and 
March,  was  400  for  the  Church  School. 

This  church  is  interested  in  engag- 
ing the  services  of  a full-time  director 
of  youth  activities.  Congratulations  to 
the  Circuit  Rider. 

The  First  Methodist  Church,  Gaines- 
ville, has  just  completed  a very  suc- 
cessful training  school  for  their  Church 
School  teachers.  There  were  105  in 
attendance. 

Rev.  Albert  Joiner  of  the  Micanopy 
church  reports  that  the  local  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  has  just 
had  the  floors  of  the  sanctuary  re- 
worked. A new  lighting  system  has 
just  been  installed.  A home  depart- 
ment, with  a present  enrollment  of  six, 
has  been  added  to  the  Church  School. 

The  Starke  Methodist  Church  with 
Rev.  W.  J.  Churehwell  as  pastor  re- 
ceived 43  into  the  church  on  Easter 
Sunday.  He  baptized  7 babies  and  11 
youths  and  adults.  On  April  4th  12 
were  received  into  the  church  and  5 
were  baptized;  on  April  11th  5 received 
and  3 baptized;  on  April  18th  two  re- 
ceived into  the  church  and  1 baptized.

Rev.  W.  R.  Boland,  pastor  of  Uma- 
tilla Church,  suffered  a heart  attack 
in  the  last  week  of  April  and  will  be 
confined  to  his  bed  for  five  weeks  of 
recuperation.

8072  DECISION  CARDS  RETURNED 
FROM  CLEVELAND  YOUTH 
CONFERENCE 

A recent  analysis  of  the  returns  on 
the  cards  at  the  Cleveland  Youth  Con- 
ference Dedication  Service  reveals  that 
of  the  8672  cards  returned  1539  con- 
tained dedications  for  full-time  Chris- 
tian service  in  the  employ  of  the  church, 
according  to  the  Rev.  Hoover  Rupert, 
director  of  the  Youth  Department,  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Education. 

Mr.  Rupert  has  written  to  each  of 
the  8672  youths  who  made  definite  de- 
cision at  the  conference,  suggesting 
that  they  talk  to  their  pastors  about 
their  particular  dedications  at  Cleve- 
land. Later  on  the  cards  will  be  sent 
to  conference  directors  of  youth  work 
for  further  follow-up,  it  was  said. 

That  Methodist  Youth  have  definite 
convictions  on  the  social  questions  of 
today  was  shown  by  the  fact  that:  8210 
pledged  themselves  ‘‘to  treat  members 
of  all  races  as  sons  of  God  and  as  my 
brothers”;  7963  made  decision  to  “re- 
frain from  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors 
in  all  forms,  and  work  to  rid  the  world 
of  the  liquor  traffic”;  7594  dedicated 
themselves  to  “work  ceaselessly  for  per- 
manent peace  on  earth,  and  cooperate 
with  movements  working  to  help  bring 
that  about”;  and  903  made  decisions 
to  abstain  from  the  use  of  tobacco. 

Breakdown  by  states  of  the  total 
number  of  cards  signed,  showed  that 
Texas  led  with  784,  Ohio  ranked  second, 
with  609;  and  Pennsylvania  third,  with 
535.  Other  states  having  large  returns 
were:  North  Carolina,  478;  Illinois,  470; 
Tennessee,  392;  New  York,  371;  Indi- 
ana, 339;  Michigan,  326;  and  Virginia, 
324. 

The  1539  decisions  made  at  Cleve- 
land increase  the  total  number  of  vol- 
unteers for  full-time  Christian  service 
in  church  vacations  during  the  quad- 
rennium to  4432.

Thus  the  total 
is  larger  than  this  number.

Spcttswood,  Jr.,  missionary  to  the  Phil- 
ippines, gives  evidence  of  his  continu- 
ing interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Flor- 
ida Conference  despite  the  thousands 
of  miles  that  separate  him  from  his 
home  base.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  “Spotty”  are 
district  missionaries  for  the  three 
northernmost  districts  on  the  island  of 
Luzon  and  those  of  us  who  receive  their 
regular  news  letters,  which  are  dis- 
tributed through  the  Board  of  Missions, 
know  that  they  are  doing  a busy  and 
significant  piece  of  work  out  there. 
Continuing  to  take  modern  tools  to  a 
difficult  task,  “Spotty”  is  flying  an  L-5 
army  ambulance  plane  in  serving  this 
area.

We  greatly  covet  your  prayers  and  an 
occasional  personal  word,  as  it  gets  sort 
of  lonesome  out  here  occasionally.”  The 
address  is — Tuguegarao,  Cagayan,  The 
Philippines.

South,  to  Methodism  throughout  the 
world.  No  true  biography  of  Bishop 
Candler  could  fail  to  include  a large 
portion  of  the  history  of  the  church  in

NEW  CHURCH  LIBRARY  SERVICE 
ANNOUNCED  BY  THE  METHODIST 
PUBLISHING  HOUSE 

One  day  last  December  The  Method- 
ist Publishing  House  received  a letter 
that  read:  “We  are  planning  to  start 
a library  in  our  church  and  would  like 
some  information  as  to  what  would  be 
good  books  for  a church  library,  how 
to  operate  a library  and  where  to  secure 
supplies.” 

There  was  nothing  unusual  in  this 
letter — many  similar  ones  were  regularly 
coming  to  The  Methodist  Publishing 
House  and  The  Board  of  Education. 
But  the  reply  to  this  letter  was  different. 
It  told  of  a new  Church  Library  Ser- 
vice soon  to  be  offered  by  The  Metho- 
dist Publishing  House.  The  Service  was 
being  planned  to  help  Methodist 
Churches  organize  and  operate  church 
libraries. 

Last  month  the  new  Church  Library 
Service  was  announced  by  The  Metho- 
dise Publishing  House.  Like  the  new 
service  itself,  the  method  of  announc- 
ing it  is  noteworthy.  In  a pictorial 
flyer  an  early  Methodist  circuit  rider 
appears  before  a Church  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation to  teli  the  members  how  to 
start  a church  library  and  of  the  new 
Church  Library  Service. 

This  new  service  was  inaugurated  in 
response  to  numerous  requests  from 
churches  and  various  Methodist  Boards 
and  Commissions.  It  is  designed  to 
strengthen  the  entire  program  and  work 
of  Methodism. 

Frior  to  taunching  the  Church  Library 
Service,  The  Methodist  Publishing  House 


made  a careful  study  of  successful 
church  libraries  of  various  denomina- 
tions. On  the  basis  of  this  study  The 
Publishing  House  is  recommending  that 
churches  plan  libraries  that  will  serve 
the  entire  membership  of  the  church — 
and  even  of  the  community. 

A special  discount  on  library  books  is 
offered  by  The  Methodist  Publishing 
House  to  church  libraries  officially  spon- 
sored by  a church  board  and  registered 
with  the  Library  Service.  This  dis- 
count is  20  percent  in  the  case  of  most 
books.  A few  books  of  a special  or 
technical  nature  will  carry  a smaller 
discount  and  none  will  be  given  on  cost 
items — certain  denominational  and  gov- 
ernment publications.  This  library 
discount  is  available  only  for  books  that 
are  to  be  used  in  the  library.

FLORIDA  SOUTHERN  SCHEDULES 
GUATEMALA  SUMMER  SCHOOL 
Florida  Southern  college  will  hold  its 
third  annual  summer  school  in  Antigua, 
Guatemala,  beginning  June  27,  1948, 
and  continuing  for  five  weeks. 

The  purpose  of  this  foreign  travel  is 
to  give  students  firsthand  knowledge  of 
the  Latin -American  culture  and  there- 
by create  a better  understanding  be- 
tween the  Americas.  The  program  is 
open  to  teachers  as  well  as  to  students. 

Those  who  enroll  will  leave  Miami  by 
plane  June  27  at  8 A.  M.,  arriving  in 
Merida,  Yucatan,  about  2 P.  M.  From 
Merida  they  will  be  taken  in  cars  to 
Chichen-Itza  to  see  the  world  famous 
Mayan  Ruins.  After  spending  two  days 
at  the  beautiful  Mayan  Lodge  with 


ample  time  to  study  the  ruins  of  Chich- 
en-Itza, they  will  return  to  Merida 
where  they  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
view  Mexico's  ancient  and  interesting 
city. 

Leaving  Merida,  a two-hour  flight 
will  take  them  to  Guatemala  City. 
Sufficient  time  will  be  given  there  to 
learn  something  of  this  modern  city. 
Here  they  will  be  given  an  official  wel- 
come by  the  Guatemalan  government. 
At  the  end  of  three  or  four  days,  the 
students  will  go  to  the  summer  school 
quarters  in  Antiqua. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  interest  of  President 
Juan  Jose  Arevelo,  plans  are  being  made 
to  provide  headquarters  in  the  new 
Rancho  Grande  hotel,  complete  with 
hot  and  cold  water,  swimming  pool, 
tennis  courts,  horses  and  bridle  paths 
and  an  outstanding  Marimba  band. 

A trip  will  be  taken  to  Lake  Atitlan 
with  its  surrounding  Indian  villages. 
During  this  same  trip  the  traveler  will 
see  Solola  and  Chichicastenango,  the 
highlight  for  most  visitors  to  Guatemala. 

The  second  excursion  will  be  to  the 
banana  fincas  of  the  United  Fruit  Co., 
which  takes  one  as  for  as  the  Pacific 
ocean. 

The  ancient  city  of  Antigua  is  teeming 
with  interest  for  those  who  want  to 
know  more  about  the  splendors  of  Span- 
ish architecture,  the  history  of  the  Span- 
ish conquistadors,  the  textile  and  art 
of  the  Mayan  civilization. 

Credit  may  be  obtained  for  six  term 
hours  of  Conversational  Spanish.  In- 
structors will  be  from  both  the  United 
States  and  Guatemala.

“THEN  THEY  JOINED  HANDS  AND  DIED  TOGETHER” 


The  troopship  S.  S.  Dorchester  was  torpedoed  and 
sunk  in  the  North  Atlantic  in  February,  1943.  On 
board  were  four  chaplains  of  three  faiths:  George  L. 
Fox  and  Clark  V.  Poling  (Protestants),  John  P. 
Washington  (Catholic),  and  Alexander  G.  Goode  (Jew- 
ish). When  the  ship  was  hit,  each  of  the  four  gave 
his  lifebelt  to  nearby  men  without  them.  Then  they 
joined  hands  and  prayed  to  the  one  God  they  all 
served  for  the  safety  of  the  men  struggling  to  leave 
the  fast-sinking  vessel.  Survivors  finally  landed  in 
Gx-eeland.  They  said,  “This  is  the  picture  engraved  on 
our  minds  and  hearts  as  the  S.  S.  Dorchester  disap- 
peared beneath  the  waves.” 


Heroism  became  almost  commonplace  during  the  war; 
there  was  so  much  of  it.  But  the  death  of  the  Four 
Chaplains  is  touched  with  a special  luster — and  meaning. 
A meaning  that  Americans  can  never  forget. 


So  that  we  shall  remember,  our  government  will  issue 
a commemorative  “Four  Chaplains”  three-cent  postage 
stamp  on  May  28th.  The  engraving  shows  the  sinking 
S.  S.  Dorchester  and,  above  the  stricken  ship,  the  calm, 
friendly  faces  of  the  Protestant,  Catholic,  and  Jewish  chap- 
lains who  died  hand  in  hand. 

A well-deserved  honor — this  issuance  of  a stamp. 

But,  we  honor  the  Four  Chaplains  best  when  we  live 
as  they  did.  We  honor  them  best  when  we  defend  every 
American’s  right  to  work,  to  worship,  to  get  a good  educa-

CAUSE  FOR  REJOICING 

Writing  on  the  General  Conference  on  another  page 
of  this  issue  Dr.  Harry  H.  Waller  quotes  Bishop  Oxnam 
as  saying  that  “We  must  secure  875  ministers  a year  for 
The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  Stales."  THE  FLOR- 
IDA METHODIST  has  previously  taken  note  of  the  gravity 
of  this  problem  of  ministerial  supply.  Now  comes  word 
that  the  church  at  Lake  City  is  making  a truly  notable 
contribution  to  the  solving  of  this  problem. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Koestiine.  who 
is  completing  his  first  year  in  this  church,  there  have  been 
108  additions  to  the  Lake  City  church,  74  of  these  having 
been  on  Profession  of  Faith  and  fully  two-thirds  of  them 
adults.  This  in  itself  is  a fine  year's  work  in  any  church. 
But  the  fact  in  which  we  all  find  great  cause  for  rejoicing 
is  that  FIVE  young  men  have  presented  themselves  for 
the  Methodist  ministry  from  this  church  in  this  year. 
Brother  Koestiine,  in  telling  us  of  this  thrilling  circum- 
stance, says,  “Without  presure — individually  they  have  felt 
the  call  during  this  Conference  year.  Truly  the  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.” 

It  is  within  the  spirit  of  that  last  statement  that  we 
are  convinced  the  secret  of  this  happy  report  is  to  be 
found.  “The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.”  This  editor  has 
no  pet  theological  hobby  horses  to  ride  nor  does  he  wish 
to  embarrass  “Uncle  Al”  by  unduly  publicizing  his  fruitful 
ministry.  But  for  five  consecutive  years  God  has  given 
this  faithful  pastor  more  than  100  additions  to  the  church. 
To  be  exact,  he  has  received,  in  that  time,  607  members, 
347  of  which  were  on  Profession  of  Faith.  And  now,  as 
the  crowning  harvest  for  his  labors,  five  fine  young  men 
for  the  ministry  in  one  year.  To  again  quote,  “Surely 
this  is  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  which  God  is  to 
be  praised.”  And  there  are  number  of  others,  WITHIN 
THE  LIMITS  OF  OUR  OWN  Florida  Methodism,  whose 
fruitful  records  will  also  testify  that  when  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  honored,  when  His  leadership  is  sought,  souls  are  saved 
and  the  Kingdom  is  built.

THE  HON.  R.  A.  GRAY 

Secretary  of  State,  State  of  Florida 

Eeing  a delegate  to  the  Methodist 
General  Conference  is  a privilege  and 
an  opportunity  that  I have  enjoyed 
four  times.  Attending  the  recent  Gen- 
eral Conference  in  Boston,  my  fourth, 
was  an  interesting  and  beneficial  ex- 
perience, and  in  which  one  cannot  help 
but  have  his  vision  broadened  and  at- 
tain something  of  a world-wide  view- 
point. In  the  more  than  seven  hun- 
dred fifty  delegates  there  was  great 
variety  in  occupations,  homelands  and 
personalities.

The  Florida  delegation  gave  a good 
account  of  its  stewardship  at  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  in  Boston.  The  full 
delegation  was  present  and  sat  on  the 
sessions  with  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency. It  was  a joy  to  work  with  a 
group  of  men  and  women  who  proved 
themselves  to  be  so  devoted  to  the  task 
committed  to  them. 

Beginning  with  the  great  Communion 
Service  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church 
(Phillip  Brook's  great  cathedral),  until 
the  sine  die  adjournment,  the  General 
Conference  was  filled  with  interest.  The 
inspirational  programs  were  wonderful, 
with  such  speakers  as  Dr.  Louie  Newton 
on  Temperance,  Dr.  Roy  L.  Smith  on 
Missions,  Bishop  Oxnam’s  Episcopal  ad- 
dress, Bishop  Henry  Knox  Sherrill  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  Rabbi  Liebman, 
author  of  Peace  of  Mind,  Dr.  Walter 
Judd,  Dr.  Wellington  Koo,  Dr.  John 
Foster  Dulles  and  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai-shek  and  the  Madam. 

One  of  the  major  achievements  of 
the  Conference  was  to  carry  through 
another  quadrennium  without  any  in- 
cidents that  would  provoke  ill  will.  That 
suggests  that  union  is  succeeding. 

The  Methodist  Advance  will  take  the 
place  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ.  For 
the  next  four  years  we  will  be  magni- 
fying such  great  themes  as  “Our  Faith, 
Our  Church,  Our  Ministry  and  Our 
Missions.’’  Voluntary  specials  will  be 
afforded  all  of  our  churches  with  a 
challenge  for  our  people  to  rise  up  and 
repeat  great  stewardship  in  the  field 
of  missions  at  home  and  abroad.  World 
Service  give  will  be  lifted  by  one- 
third  and  Florida  Methodism,  which 
has  measured  up  so  wonderfully  in  this 
field  in  the  past  two  quadrenniums,  will 
take  this  in  its  stride,  and  go  on  to 
greater  victories. 

The  Florida  Conference  delegation 
is  more  committed  than  ever  before 
to  the  continuation  of  Bishop  Arthur 
J.  Moore  as  our  Chief.  As  we  move 
up  to  Columbia,  S.  C.,  one  of  our  great- 
est purposes  will  be  to  have  Bishop 
Moore  assigned  again  to  the  Atlanta 
Area.

Fred  B.  Noble,  Jaeksonville, 
Conference  Lay  Leader 

Although  many  pieces  of  legislation 
were  acted  upon  by  the  General  Con- 
ference which  met  in  Boston  last 
month,  they  were  mostly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  clarifying  existing  provisions, 
making  comparatively  minor  changes 
in  church  law  and  adding  guilding  de- 
tails for  the  administration  of  the 
church's  affairs.  Every  one  should  com- 
pare the  sections  of  the  1944  Discipline 
with  corresponding  sections  of  the  new 
one  when  questions  of  law  arise. 

Just  as  the  1944  General  Conference 
will  be  remembered  for  the  launching 
of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  with  its  five 
point  program,  so  should  that  of  1948 
go  down  in  church  history  for  its  in- 
auguration of  For  Christ  and  His 
Church  Movement.  As  stated  in  the 
proposal  which  came  from  the  Council 
of  Bishops,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  the 
Council  of  Secretaries,  it  has  two  highly 
significant  objectives: 
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1.  A deeper  understanding  of  and 
commitment  to  Our  Faith,  Our  Church, 
Our  Ministry  and  Our  Mission.  One 
of  these  subjects  will  be  emphasized 
each  year. 

2.  A World  Wide  Advance  in  all 
phases  of  church  activity,  such  as  World 
Service  giving,  evangelism  and  mem- 
bership increase  recruitment  for  part 
and  whole  time  service,  and  building 
a Chiistian  world,  beginning  with  the 
home.  The  financial  objectives  are  to 
be  met  by  an  immediate  increase  of 
33  1/3  percent  in  world  service  giving, 
specials  undertaken  by  churches  or  con- 
ferences, and  a week  of  Dedication  each 

•year  in  which  a free-will  offering  will 
be  made  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent  for 
such  projects  as  shall  annually  be  de- 
termined by  Quadrennial  Advance  Com- 
mittee, which  represents  all  sections  of 
the  church. 

The  Conference  had  the  privilege  of 
hearing  many  notables,  especially  dur- 
ing the  first  week  before  committee 
reports  began  to  come  in.  Many  con- 
sidered the  address  of  Congressman 
Judd  of  Minnesota  as  the  most  out- 
standing. He  is  a former  missionary 
and  was  born  in  India  of  missionary 
parents.  The  celebration  of  the  Cen- 
tennial of  Methodist  Missions  in  China 
drew  a crowded  hall  and  those  who 
came  were  well  rewarded.  Addresses 
by  Ambasador  Koo  and  John  Foster 
Dulles  were  masterpieces  of  thought 
and  logical  presentation.  The  high- 
light of  the  evening  were  greetings 
to  the  Conference  by  Generalissimo  and 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek.  These  were 
recorded  a few  days  before  and  sent 
here  by  air  for  this  meeting. 

No  delegate  or  visitor  will  ever  for- 
get the  Holy  Communion  Service  in 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church — commonly 
known  as  Philip  Brooks’  church — which 
was  celebrated  immediately  prior  to 
the  opening  of  the  Conference  in 
Mechanics  Hall.  The  order,  reverence 
and  highly  spiritual  tone  which  per- 
vaded this  service  set  the  standard  for 
all  the  sessions.

Dr.  Glenn  C.  James,  Host  Pastor 
White  Temple  Methodist  Church, 
Miami,  Florida 

The  General  Conference  of  1948  has 
been  held.  All  who  were  present  at 
the  sessions  felt  the  call  of  urgency  in 
our  world’s  affairs.  They  caught  also 
the  positive  note  of  Faith  and  Hope 
that  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  sounds 
in  this  important  day.  We  were  glad 
for  the  great  victories  of  the  past  four 
years.  The  Crusade  for  Christ  has 
been  successful  beyond  the  eager  dreams 
of  1944.  God  has  honored  our  Church 
by  using  it  to  bless  a weary  world.  The 
past  four  years  cover  a significant  per- 
iod in  the  history  of  the  world  and  of 
our  Church.  If  our  Church  could 
launch  out  upon  a Great  Crusade  in 
1944  when  the  world  was  in  the  midst 
of  war,  what  should  be  the  challenge 
now? 

The  eyes  of  all  Methodists  were  fo- 
cused on  our  General  Conference.  “Will 
the  crusade  continue?  Will  our  church 
challenge  us  again  as  we  face  a new 
quadrennium?”  The  reply  of  1948  is 
a resounding  “Yes”  from  our  General 
Conference.  There  are  two  great  ob- 
jectives before  us: 


FIRST:  A teaching  and  preaching 
endeavor  in  which  Methodists  may 
achieve  a deeper  understanding  of 
and  commitment  to  Our  Faith,  Our 
Church,  Our  Ministry,  and  Our  Mis- 
sion. 

SECOND:  A World- wide  Advance 
in  which  Methodists  may  share  in 
the  ministry  of  relief  and  in  carry- 
ing the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  peo- 
ples of  the  earth. 

This  second  objective  is  to  be  reached 
by  increasing  our  World  Service  asking 
by  one-third.  This  is  necessary  in  or- 
der to  hold  the  present  line  in  Mis- 
sions around  the  world.  The  Advance 
is  to  come  by  Mission  Specials  and  by 
the  Week  of  Dedication  Offering  on 
the  third  Sunday  of  Lent  each  year. 

Thus,  a Great  Church  is  called  to 
Advance,  to  Attack  every  foes  of  man- 
kind. The  Father’s  Promise  is  that 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  that  attack. 

o 

There  may  be  weaknesses  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Methodist  Church — 
in  fact,  there  ARE  grave  faults  and 
inadequacies,  but  at  the  same  time  no 
one  can  deny  the  great  power  and  in- 
fluence of  Methodism.  At  a General 
Conference  of  this  world-wide  Move- 
ment one  is  quick  to  recognize  its  vision, 
its  leadership  in  ecumenical  endeavors 
and  in  efforts  toward  union  of  Prot- 
estant Christianity.  A delegate  can- 
not help  but  feel  that  he  is  part  of 
a great  surging  force  dealing  with  life — 
as  it  is  and  as  it  ought  to  be.  The 
governing  bodies  do  not  always  em- 
ploy the  right  methods,  there  is  seldom 
unanimity  of  opinion  on  “policy  and 
program,”  but  always  there  is  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  harmony  on  the  basic 
objectives:  winning  people  to  Christ 
and  His  Way;  of  establishing  world 
peace  on  the  principles  of  that  same 
Savior  and  Lord. 

Methodism  has  her  great  prophetic 
statesmen,  both  clerical  and  lay.  At 
Boston  we  heard  many  of  them.  The 
burden  of  much  that  was  said  had  to 
do  with  consolidating  the  Christian 
impact,  of  uniting  our  forces  both 
intra-Church  and  inter-Church.  The 
mood  for  and  the  move  toward  unity 
was  significant.  It  was  dealt  with  mag- 
nificently in  the  Episcopal  Address  and 
was  touched  on  from  various  angles 
by  many  others.  It  remains  for  the 
concept  to  further  permeate  the  think- 
ing of  the  memberships  in  the  various 
communions — and  it  is  moving  in  that 
direction. 

It  was  natural  that  we  would  hear 
much  of  world  conditions:  political,  eco- 
nomic, social  as  well  as  religious.  From 
delegations  representing  the  Church  in 
free  India,  distraught  China,  divided 
Germany,  and  on  through  the  long  list, 
we  gained  new  insight  into  a situation 
fraught  with  great  danger  and  great 
opportunity.  Learning  of  the  willing- 
ness (yea.  the  longing!)  of  peoples 
everywhere  to  consider  the  Christian 
way,  we  were  filled  with  penitence  that 
we  have  so  poorly  used  our  past  op- 
portunities. With  foresight  and  bold- 
ness the  missionary  arms  of  the  Church 
are  launching  an  Advance  Program  for 
every  Mission  Field.  Even  that,  if  fully 
carried  out,  can  only  partially  meet 
the  needs  and  the  opportunities  that 
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confront  us.  The  great  mass  of  Meth- 
odists on  down  into  every  local  com- 
munity will  have  to  feel  a concern  so 
urgent  as  to  stimulate  a more  effective 
prayer  life  and  sacrifice  of  self  and  of 
means.  The  proposed  Quadrennial  Plan 
“For  Christ  and  His  Church"  can,  and 
should  so  stimulate  us.  If  a majority 
of  our  nearly  nine  million  Methodists 
will  properly  dedicate  themselves  to  the 
four-fold  objective  of  this  new  Crusade, 
a tremendous  advance  can  be  made. 
It  MUST  begin  in  the  consecrated 
hearts  of  individuals  and  then  spread 
abroad  under  a "divine  and  joyous  com- 
pulsion." The  emphases  will  be,  first 
year:  Our  Faith;  second  year.  Our 

Church;  third  year.  Our  Ministry; 
fourth  year,  Our  Mission.  Methodists 
are  summoned  to  a new  Crusade  for 
Christ.  Let  us  earnestly  pray  that  as 
individuals  and  as  a whole  we  will  dem- 
onstrate Our  Faith;  exhibit  a new  loy- 
alty to  Our  Church;  intensify  our  ef- 
forts to  recruit  talented  and  dedicated 
youth  for  Our  Ministry;  and  reveal  a 
more  profound  understanding  of  Our 
Mission.

Membership  in  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  1948  will  always  be  a cherished 
experience  and  memory  in  my  life.  The 
days  spent  together  in  Boston  with  the 
Florida  delegation  will  long  live  in  my 
heart. 

I have  always  loved  the  Methodist 
Church.  If  it  is  possible,  I have  a 
greater  love  for  her  now  than  I have 
ever  known  before.  It  is  a high  privi- 
lege to  join  hands  with  His  children 
of  many  nations  in  a united  effort  to 
bring  in  His  Kingdom  among  men. 

With  the  words,  "The  third  General 
Conference  of  united  Methodism  will 
now  come  to  order,”  Bishop  Paul  B. 
Kern  opened  the  April  28th  morning 
business  session  in  Mechanics  Hall. 
Then  with  great  fervor  and  enthusiasm, 
the  large  audience  joined  in  singing 
the  glorious  old  hymn — “The  Church’s 
One  Foundation  is  Jesus  Christ,  Her 
Lord.”  Bishop  James  H.  Straughn 
gave  the  opening  prayer.  The  opening 
statement  of  that  prayer  reminded  us 
of  our  worldwide  communion — “It  is 
written  in  Thy  Book,  our  Heavenly 
Father,  they  shalt  come  from  the  North 
and  from  the  South  and  from  the  East 
and  from  the  West  and  shall  sit  down 
at  Thy  table.  We  who  are  here  give 
answer  to  that  summons,  for  we,  Thy 
servants,  have  indeed  come  from  every 
part  of  this.  Thy  world.” 

The  Episcopal  address,  given  by 
Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam,  should  be 
read  carefully  by  every  Methodist.  Let 
me  quote  two  or  three  brief  excerpts: 
"We  are  determined  that  free  preachers, 
occupying  a free  pulpit,  preaching  to 
free  laymen  in  a free  land  shall  pro- 
claim the  freeing  truth  of  the  religion 
of  Jesus.”  . . . "The  liquor  business 
has  never  been  able  to  regulate  itself. 
It  fights  for  grain  when  the  hungry 
of  Europe  cry  for  food.”  . . . "We  must 
secure  875  ministers  a year  for  the 
Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States, 
men  of  the  highest  calibre  and  the 


fullest  dedication.”  . . . “We  gladly  re- 
port that  925  churches  were  organized 
during  the  Crusade  for  Christ."  . . . 
"Without  apology  the  Methodist  insti- 
tution must  seek  to  win  its  students 
to  the  Christ.  Our  schools  must  be 
Christian  without  apology  and  Meth- 
odist with  pride.  Our  i acuities  must 
be  Christian  in  fact." 

Of  cour  e there  were  many  new  legis- 
lative acts.  The  general  minutes  will 
in  the  future  be  in  one  volume  instead 
of  two.  The  Publishing  House  in  Nash- 
ville will  be  neither  “pro”  nor  “anti” 
union.  A commission  of  31  members 
will  study  the  over- all  pattern  of  peri- 
odicals, promotional  literature,  and 
overhead  expense  to  see  what  can  be 
done  to  prevent  over-lapping  and  dupli- 
cation of  effort.  Tins  study  should 
result  in  efficiency  and  economy. 

FOR  CHRIST  AND  HIS  CHURCH, 
emphasizing  OUR  FAITH:  OUR 

CHURCH;  OUR  MINISTRY;  OUR 
MISSION  in  successive  years  will  be 
the  quadrennial  plan. 

I would  not  truly  reflect  my  feelings 
if  I did  not  use  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Florida  Conference  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart  for  according  me 
the  wonderful  honor  and  privilege  of 
serving  as  a delegate  in  this  great  1948 
conclave.

The  ecumenical  quality  of  our  Meth- 
odism was  reflected  by  the  General 
Conference  of  1948,  with  its  delegates 
from  different  races  and  from  many 
lands,  and  its  messages  from  the  lead- 
ers of  church  and  state  from  this  and 
other  nations.  One  wonders  if  our 
founder  ever  dreamed  that  the  church 
be  brought  into  being  would  become 
the  global  church  it  is,  addressed  by 
the  heads  of  great  republics,  ambassa- 
dors, ana  congressmen,  and  the  leaders 
of  the  large  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  the 
world. 

Any  fears  that  this  Conference  would 
test  the  now  famous  union  of  1939 
were  ill-founded.  The  vitality  of  our 
union,  and  the  reality  of  our  fellow- 
ship were  constantly  in  evidence,  and 
one  doubts  if  there  ever  was  a gen- 
eral conference  more  marked  by  unani- 
mity, as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
even  the  report  on  “war  and  peace” 
from  the  committee  on  the  state  of 
the  church,  was  approved  in  its  final 
form,  without  a dissenting  vote. 

Pausing  briefly  to  appraise  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ,  the  Conference  did  not 
linger  on  Methodism’s  achievements, 
but  realizing  the  present  plight  of  the 
world,  and  the  mission  of  the  church, 
set  about  preparing  a program  for  the 
new  quadrennium  called  “For  Christ 
and  His  Church”  that  bids  fair  to  be 
a worthy  successor  to  a glorious  enter- 
prise. It  will  mean  a continuance  of 
the  high  level  of  efficiency,  and  we 
confidently  believe,  will  bring  advance 
upon  the  foundation  laid  by  the  Cru- 
sade.

A recent  visitor  to  the  district  par- 
sonage was  Miss  Alice  L’Heritier,  an 
associate  editor  of  literature  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  150  Fifth  Ave.,  New  York, 
N.  Y The  occasion  of  her  visit  was 
to  get  information  for  a story  on  the 
new  Latin  Centre  to  be  built  in  Miami, 
and  on  the  Spanish  work  in  Miami 
and  Key  West. 

Tamiami  Temple  has  just  completed 
an  extensive  improvement  program 
which  has  left  the  church  beautified 
inside  and  out.  A new  young  adult 
fellowship  has  been  formed,  and  in- 
creases recorded  in  all  departments  of 
the  church.

Many  thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  spent  on  improve- 
ments to  the  buildings.  World  Service 
askings  have  been  overpaid  substan- 
tially and  many  mission  specials  sup- 
ported. Members  of  the  staff  of  this 
great  down-town  church  are  Dr.  Glenn 
C.  James,  Rev  Ashton  Almand,  Miss 
Dorothy  Eubanks,  religious  education 
director,  Miss  Maeva  Hamilton,  sec- 
retary, and  Miss  Carroll  Lents,  finan- 
cial secretary. 

Trinity  Church,  Miami,  mother 
church  of  Southern  Methodism  in  the 
Magic  City,  is  bringing  to  a close  an- 
other significant  year  of  service.  Long 
known  for  her  missionary  and  evan- 
gelistic zeal,  this  year’s  record  of  new 
members  and  mission  specials  will  be 
no  exception.  Dr.  Rufus  E.  Wicker  is 
the  pastor,  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Mc- 
Donald is  the  pastor’s  assistant,  Mrs. 
Mildred  Mauk,  secretary,  and  Mrs. 
Jewell  Wilson,  hostess. 

South  Miami  Methodism  is  a little 
nearer  her  goal  of  a complete  new 
plant  located  on  new  property  adja- 
cent to  the  University  of  Miami,  on 
University  Concourse  and  Red  Road. 
An  option  to  purchase  the  old 
church  property  has  been  signed 
and  if  is  expected  that  the  property 
will  be  delivered  at  an  early  date.  The 
first  units  of  the  new  plant  are  to  be 
erected  this  year.  Rev.  Carroll  Varner 
is  the  minister. 

Marked  increase  in  attendance  at 
divine  worship  have  been  recorded  at 
Bryan  Memorial  Church  where  Rev. 
Albert  Dale  Hagler  is  the  pastor.  The 
church  school  enrollment  has  increased 
thirty  percent  this  year,  and  the  build- 
ing has  been  enlarged  to  accommodate 
the  influx. 

F'riends  of  Dr.  Henry  W.  Blackburn 
will  be  glad  to  know  that  he  has  re- 
covered from  a week’s  illness  from  in- 
fluenza and  is  about  his  work  again. 
Dr.  Henry  W.  Blackburn  Jr.  graduates 
at  the  school  of  medicine  of  Tulane 
University  on  June  2 after  which  he 
goes  to  Wesley  Hospital,  Chicago,  for 
a year’s  internship,  and  then  to  the 
American  Hospital  in  Paris,  France, 
for  service  and  study. 
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On  May  11th  and  12th  the  District 
Superintendent  had  two  pre-conference 
rallies  with  the  pastors  of  the  Lake- 
land District.  The  first  rally  was  held 
in  the  southern  end  of  the  district, 
and  the  second  in  the  northern  end. 
Almost  all  of  the  reports  given  by  the 
pastors  showed  marked  progress.  Sev- 


eral of  the  churches  had  paid  ail  fin- 
ancial obligations  for  the  year,  and 
others  had  almost  paid  out.  Judging 
by  these  pre-conference  reports  we  can 
look  for  great  reports  at  the  Annual 
Conference. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Hardin  of  First  Church, 
Plant  City,  reports  large  accessions  to 
the  church  this  year,  both  by  certifi- 
cate and  on  profession  of  faith.  Sev- 
enty have  been  received  on  profession 
of  faith  and  seveny-five  by  certificate. 
The  church  is  having  conversions  at 
almost  every  service,  and  congregations 
are  good  at  night  as  well  as  in  the 
morning.  The  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment goals  have  been  reached,  and 
plans  are  complete  for  the  immediate 
finishing  of  the  educational  plant.  A 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  been  or- 
ganized in  the  church.  This  energetic 
pastor  has  made  3,000  pastoral  visits 
this  conference  year.

Lee  Jones. 

Rev.  Gordon  Shaw  has  done  note- 
worthy work  at  Trinity,  our  new  church 
in  Plant  City.  He  has  received  twenty- 
two  on  profession  of  faith  and  24  by 
certificate.  A building  for  the  young 
people  has  been  constructed  this  year, 
and  $4,700  has  been  paid  on  a par- 
sonage constituting  two-thirds  of  the 
total  cost.  In  addition  to  this  $1,000 
has  been  paid  on  furniture. 

The  Mulberry  Sunday  School  has 
increased  100  percent  in  enrollment. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Rogers  is  the  pastor  of  the 
church. 

Rev.  R.  J.  Broyles  states  that  First 
Church,  Lakeland,  has  $120,000  in  cash 
and  pledges  for  its  new  sanctuary.  Half 
of  this  is  in  cash. 

The  ground  for  the  new  church  sanc- 
tuary at  Myrtle  Street,  Lakeland,  was 
broken  on  May  9th  by  Mrs.  Pauline 
Smith,  charter  member  of  the  church. 
The  ceremony  was  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  W.  B.  Mundy,  pastor,  and  Rev. 
John  G.  Stradley,  district  superintend- 
ent. When  completed  the  new  sanc- 
tuary will  seat  approximately  500. 

College  Heights,  Lakeland,  w'as  the 
meeting  place  for  a city-wide  Youth 
Week,  May  10th  through  14th.  The 
week  was  sponsored  by  a newly  formed 
religious  education  fraternity  on  the 
campus  of  Florida  Southern  College, 
Sigma  Rlio  Epsilon. 

On  the  evening  of  May  12th  the 
Methodist  Men’s  Club  of  First  Church, 
Winter  Haven,  sponsored  a covered  dish 
supper  for  the  entire  church.  Follow- 
ing the  supper  the  district  superin- 
tendent conducted  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference. On  the  morning  of  May  2nd 
the  pulpit  of  First  Church.  Winter 
Haven,  was  filled  by  D.  Charles  Thrift, 
vice-president  of  Florida  Southern  Col- 
lege, in  the  absence  of  the  pastor,  Rev. 
Clyde  C.  Frazier,  who  was  on  his  vaca- 
tion. Brother  Frazier  reports  that  Win- 
ter Haven  has  lecently  acquired  movie 
equipment,  and  that  extensive  use  will 
be  made  of  this  at  the  evening  services. 

First  Church,  Lake  Wales,  now  has 
$184,090  for  the  construction  of  its  new 
sanctuary.  The  pastor,  Rev.  Laurie  G. 
Ray,  states  that  construction  of  the 
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new  building,  which  will  be  of  Spanish 
architecture,  will  be  started  next  au- 
tumn. 

It  is  understood  that  the  lirst  unit 
of  the  new  educational  plant  in  Avon 
Park  has  been  completed  and  is  now 
being  used.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
up-to-date  buildings  in  the  conference. 
Rev  W.  J.  Ashworth  is  pastor. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Hill  of  Dade  City  reports 
a successful  Youth  Week  March  14th 
through  18th  under  the  leadership  ol 
Rev.  W.  L.  Joyner,  and  a successful 
revival  April  4th  through  18th  with 
Rev.  S.  F.  Andrews  preaching  and  Joe 
T.  Darity  leading  the  singing.  Brother 
Joyner  is  from  Tampa,  and  brothers 
Andrews  and  Darity  are  both  from 
Macon,  Georgia. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  Punta  Gorda  parsonage.  The 
downstairs  has  been  redecorated,  and 
the  following  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  furnishings : new  living  room 

furniture,  a bedroom  suite,  a circula- 
tion heater,  a 30-gallon  eiectric  water 
heater,  and  a 9 -foot  Philco  refrigera- 
tor. The  pastor.  Rev.  M.  E.  Myer,  says 
that  plans  are  going  forward  for  mak- 
ing repairs  in  the  church  and  annex 
and  redecorating  them.  Some  damage 
was  done  by  the  hurricane  last  fall. 
The  Sunday  School  has  outgrown  its 
facilities.  On  several  recent  Sundays 
it  has  had  an  attendance  of  well  over 
200.

Jacksonville  Methodism  united  with 
the  religious  and  civic  leadership  of 
Clay  county  in  the  celebrating  the 
opening  of  the  beautiful  new  church 
at  Orange  Park  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
May  23rd.  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Ryan,  Jr., 
has  led  his  brave  little  flock  in  one  of 
the  most  heroic  achievements  yet  re- 
corded in  our  expanding  district  Meth- 
odism. The  building  is  another  of  the 


Camp  Blanding  Chapels,  dressed  in  a 
coat  of  gleaming  white  and  topped  with 
a tall  tower  expressing  churchly  beauty 
in  every  line.  The  congregation  is 
growing  and  there  is  e\ery  romise  that 
the  baby  church  may  soon  become  a 
sturdy  member  of  the  ir.  reusing  fam- 
ily. 

Churches  over  the  dist:  ct  are  sharing 
freely  and  gladly  in  the  fund  of  $1,800 
for  the  building  of  a cabin  at  the 
Leesburg  Youth  Center.  At  this  writ- 
ing nearly  $1,000  has  been  forwarded 
with  other  checks  arriving  in  almost 
every  mail  Our  preachers  and  people 
are  glad  to  have  a part  in  this  worthy 
undertaking. 

Arlington  Church,  Rev.  R.  M.  Stand- 
ish,  pastor,  stands  high  in  the  per- 
centage of  Sunday  School  increase  with 
a gain  of  nearly  100  percent.  Attend- 
ance upon  the  worship  services  has 
also  shown  a splendid  increase  with 
financial  reports  completing  an  alto- 
gether encouraging  report.  Pastor  and 
people  are  happy  together  and  there  is 
ample  evidence  that  Arlington  is  on 
the  way  toward  becoming  one  of  our 
strong  appointments. 

Led  by  Rev.  Claude  Haynes,  assisted 
by  Rev.  Laurie  Ray  and  supported  by 
Chairman  Lois  Aichel  and  the  entire 
leadership  of  the  church,  the  campaign 
for  an  additional  $125,000  on  the  build- 
ing fund  is  nearing  the  goal  with  $107,-

Seating  capacity  will  be  consid- 
erably increased,  a stately  tower  added 
on  the  Duval  Street  front  and  many 
other  improvements  calling  for  a budget 
of  about  $50,000.  Dr.  Boyd  is  a capa- 
ble leader  commanding  the  loyal  sup- 
port of  all  his  people.  The  improve- 
ments proposed  will  provide  the  cen- 
tral and  adequate  meeting  place  so 
much  needed  by  Jacksonville  Meth- 
odism. 

Among  the  many  good  reports  from 
over  the  district  there  is  one  from  a 
smaller  congregation  showing  all  ap- 
portionments in  full,  liberal  payments 
to  the  Children's  Home,  and  other 
worthy  causes  which  have  been  pre- 
sented through  the  year  and  yet  hav- 
ing enough  money  remaining  in  the 
treasury  to  pay  the  pastor’s  salary  for 
more  than  a year  in  advance.  And 
there  are  no  wealthy  persons  among 
the  60  members.  When  the  district 
superintendent  asked  how  such  report 
could  be  possible  the  answer  came  in 
one  word:  “Tithing.” 

Rev.  J.  R.  Mackey,  who  has  served 
the  Beach  Church  so  effectively  for  the 
past  eight  years,  has  announced  plans 
for  transferring  to  the  New  Jersey  Con- 
ference where  he  will  be  assigned  to 
the  large  and  well-established  church 
c.t  Salsbury,  Maryland.  Members  of 
his  Hock  and  the  entire  Jacksonville 
Leach  community  deeply  regret  his 
going.  And  his  fellow -pastors  in  the 


district  where  he  has  labored  continu- 
ously for  more  than  twelve  years  will 
scarcely  know  how  to  get  along  with- 
out him.

"Coming  events  cast  their  shadows 
before,"  but  this  time  instead  of  shad- 
ows there  were  shafts  of  lights  to  be 
seen  from  the  various  reports  given 
by  the  ministers  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict. 

At  a recent  check-up  meeting  of  the 
District  the  pastor's  reports  revealed 
that  a total  of  7,703  are  enrolled  in 
the  Church  Schools.  This  is  about 
100  above  the  Crusade  Goal  for  Church 
School  enrollment  in  this  District.  The 
reports  also  revealed  that  1.188  per- 
sons have  been  added  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  churches  during  the  year, 
583  by  confession  of  faith  and  605 
by  certificate.

He  went  to  his  eternal  home  a few 
days  ago. 

Rev.  George  Foster  of  Ocala  Meth- 
odist Church  announces  the  building 
of  a new  parsonage. 

A late  bulletin  from  the  Morrison 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  Lees- 
burg where  Rev.  J.  Milburn  McLeod 
is  pastor,  reports  175  new  members  re- 
ceived into  the  church  this  year:  84 

by  profession  of  faith  and  91  by  trans- 
fer of  letter. 

They  have  504  enrolled  in  Church 
School  on  a Crusade  quota  of  464.  One 
young  man  has  been  licensed  to  preach 
the  Gospel  from  the  local  church.  A 
new  parsonage  is  to  be  secured  so  that 
present  parsonage  can  be  used  as 
Church  School  annex  as  an  emergency 
measure  to  take  care  of  Church  School 
needs.

Daily  Vacation  School 
to  be  held  June  14-25. 

The  first  official  full-scale  Ocala 
Young  Adult  Sub-District  meeting  will 
be  held  in  Citra  Methodist  Church 
May  20th.  An  inspirational  address  is 
to  be  given  by  Dr.  Shuler  Peele. 
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The  Cedar  Key  Methodist  Church 
reports  through  its  pastor,  Rev.  N.  V. 
Nihoul.  A youth  revival  was  held  the 
first  of  the  conference  year  with  Rev. 
Wayne  Duden  as  evangelist.  Prior  to 
Easter  Rev.  Roy  T.  Houts  and  wife 
conducted  a most  effective  evangelistic 
meeting.  A revival  was  conducted  at 
Cedar  Grove  in  the  fall  with  Rev. 
Joseph  H.  Lewis  of  Wilmore,  Kentucky, 
as  preacher.  As  a result  of  such  re- 
vival and  visitation  evangelism  53  have 
been  brought  into  the  church.

First  Church,  Gainesville,  reports  an 
enrollment  of  1,080  in  their  Church 
School.

Holmes,  the  pastor,  attended  General 
Conference. 

Ralph  Rivers,  pastor  of  the  Waldo 
Charge,  and  V.  J.  Ragsdale  of  the 
Newberry-Trenton  Charge,  are  among 
those  graduating  from  the  University 
of  Florida  with  the  class  the  first  week 
in  June. 

At  Oxford,  where  Ewell  Carl,  the 
“Fruitland  Park  policeman,”  is  pastor, 
the  Church  School  enrollment  has 
grown  from  33  at  the  beginning  of  the 
conference  year  to  86  as  of  the  Fourth 
Quarterly  Conference  with  an  average 
attendance  of  about  65.

The  preachers  of  the  Tampa  District 
met  on  May  17,  1948,  at  the  Tampa 
Heights  Methodist  Church  for  their 
Pre-conference  Rally.  Dr.  Waller  con- 
ducted the  meeting  and  gave  a brief 
statement  concerning  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  General  Conference.  He  gave 
a very  interesting  report  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  Conference  and  gave  the 
program  emphasis  of  the  total  Church’s 
program  for  the  next  four  years.  The 
main  emphasis  for  the  next  Quadren- 
nium  is  “For  Christ  and  His  Church”; 
and  under  this  there  are  four  phases 
which  are:  “Our  Faith,”  “Our  Church,” 
“Our  Ministry,”  and  “Our  Mission.” 


As  the  main  part  of  the  rally,  Dr 
Waller  introduced  Rev.  M.  E.  Myers, 
Conference  Statistical  Secretary,  who 
ied  the  group  in  a < i cussion  of  "How 
to  Prepare  the  Local  Church’s  Report 
for  Annual  Conference."  After  the 
morning  business  session  a grand  tur- 
key dinner  was  served  by  the  ladies 
of  the  Tampa  Heights  Church. 

Many  good  reports  have  been  com- 
ing to  my  attention  from  the  churches 
of  the  Tampa  District  as  to  the  many 
good  things  they  have  accomplished. 
The  churches  of  the  St.  Petersburg 
Area  took  a special  offering  on  Mother’s 
Day  to  be  given  to  the  new  church 
which  is  to  be  located  at  the  corner 
of  Fifth  Ave.  N.  and  31st  St.  in  St. 
Petersburg.  With  an  incomplete  report 
over  $1,200  has  already  been  received. 
This  special  gift  is  to  go  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  of  the  property  where 
the  new  church  will  oe  located.  Dr. 
Thomas  Charlesworth,  retired  minister, 
has  been  working  in  the  community 
and  has  to  date  received  the  com- 
mittment of  75  persons  who  will  be 
charter  members  of  the  church.  We 
rejoice  in  the  progress  of  this  new 
project. 

Tne  Tampa  Heights  Church,  where 
Rev.  E.  L.  Holladay  is  pastor  reports 
that  plans  are  underway  for  a remodel- 
ing of  their  present  church  auditorium. 
The  trustees  of  the  church  have  au- 
thorized $2500  to  be  spent  in  putting 
a partition  in  the  rear  of  the  audi-; 
torium  in  the  form  of  slanting  doors. 
Also  approximately  $1500  is  to  be  spent 
in  making  a new  entrance  into  the 
auditorium  from  the  West  side  which 
faces  Central  Ave.  The  Sanctuary  is 
to  be  redecorated  and  new  carpets 
Placed  in  it.  The  Board  of  Christian 
Education  recently  purchased  new 
equipment  to  add  to  their  Visual  Aid 
program.  Now  besides  the  sound  pro- 
jector they  already  had  they  have  a 
five-purpose  projector,  turn  table,  a 
microphone,  portable  screen  and  tripod. 
On  May  11  and  12,  the  Tampa  Heights 
Church  had  their  Loyalty  Dinners  to 
underwrite  their  Budget  for  the  next 
Conference  Year.  $10,816  was  secured 
on  a $21,760  total  budget.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  amount  is  to  be  secured 
by  the  Stewards  through  a visitation 
program.  We  rejoice  with  Brother 
Holiady  in  the  grand  year  he  has  had 
with  these  fine  people. 

The  Nebraska  Ave.  Church  have 
placed  their  plans  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Norman  Six,  architect,  who  is  pre- 
paring them  for  actual  construction 
which  is  to  begin  early  in  the  summer. 
The  first  unit  of  the  new  church  plant 
will  be  the  Sanctuary  which  is  to  be 
built  first.  The  new  plant  will  be  lo- 
cated directly  across  the  street  from 
where  the  present  site  is.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  of  this  first  unit  will 
be  $35,000.  Rev.  Jesse  Jones  is  the 
pastor  of  this  growing  church. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Fountain  reports  that 
63  new  members  have  been  taken  into 
the  Dunedin  Church  during  this  year 
he  has  been  with  them.  An  outstand- 
ing event  was  “Homecoming  Day” 
which  they  observed  on  April  25th. 
Rev.  Warren  Willis  of  Lakeland  was 
the  guest  speaker  for  the  morning 
service  at  which  time  the  new  Ham- 
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monel  Organ  was  dedicated  by  the  pas- 
tor. The  choir,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr  George  K.  Travel',  presented  spe- 
cial music  for  the  service.  After  the 
morning  service  dinner  was  served  on 
the  grounds.  In  the  afternoon  a spe- 
cial service  was  held  and  another  loi- 
mer  pastor.  Rev.  O.  V.  Hitchcock.  was 
the  guest  speaker.  During  the  year 
two  davs  were  set  aside  as  Organ  Days 
in  order  to  raise  the  needed  amount 
to  pay  for  the  organ:  the  tirst  one  was 
on  November  23rd,  and  the  second 
was  on  Feb.  22nd.  As  the  result  of 
these  drives  the  $1,700  mortgage  was 
met.  Pre-Easter  services  were  fea- 
tured in  the  Dunedin  Church,  with 
the  Rev.  Maurice  Levitt,  retired  Meth- 
odist minister  and  former  director  ot 
the  Fifth  St.  Methodist  Mission.  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  alternating  with  Brother 
Fountain. 

According  to  Rev.  C.  W.  Alford,  pas- 
tor of  the  Palm  Harbor  Church  they 
have  just  finished  and  dedicated  their 
n ew  Christian  Education  and  Activity 
Building  which  is  completely  separate 
from  their  present  church  building  at 
the  cost  of  $10,000.  This  is  completely 
free  of  any  indebtedness  and  they  have 
bought  more  lots  adjoining  the  present 
church  site. 

The  Palma  Ceia  Church  in  Tampa 
held  ground-breaking  ceremonies  for 
their  new  church  building  on  Mothers’ 
Day.  May  Sth.  This  first  unit  is  to  be 
a Youth  and  Educational  Center  at 
the  cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The 
construction  will  be  of  concrete  blocks 
finished  with  stucco.  It  is  planned  that 
the  new  building  will  be  finished  within 
three  months  at  which  time  they  may 
begin  to  use  it  to  worship  in.  It  will  be 
used  at  the  present  as  the  auditorium 
for  worship  with  a seating  capacity  of 
about  300.  Rev.  Paul  Wagner  is  pastor 
of  this  church. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Purviance,  at  the  Childs 
Park  Church  in  St.  Petersburg,  opened 
National  Family  Week  in  his  church 
by  giving  a printed  card  to  each  family. 
The  families  wishing  to  have  their 
homes  dedicated  indicated  such  by 
checking  the  card  as  to  the  day  of  the 
week  and  hour  they  wish  the  pastor 
to  come  for  the  service.  Certificates 
were  presented  to  each  home  that  was 
dedicated  on  the  following  Sunday. 
Each  Saturday  at  noon  the  church 
members  pause  wherever  they  are  for 
a moment  of  silent  prayer  on  behalf  of 
the  Church  School  program  of  the 
church.  To  remind  the  people  of  this 
a chime  record  is  played  over  the 
church  amplifier;  the  record  is  “Sweet 
Hour  of  Prayer.” 

Dr.  Waller  has  announced  that  Mrs. 
C.  C.  Lovejoy  of  the  Hyde  Park  Church 
of  Tampa  has  been  appointed  the  Dis- 
trict Director  of  Intermediate  Work. 
We  congratulate  her  on  this  appoint- 
ment and  we  pray  that  God  will  give 
her  constant  guidance  as  she  labors  in 
the  interest  of  this  very  important  age. 

The  Ellenton  Church  has  recently 
made  plans  to  launch  a campaign  to 
raise  $12,000  for  their  new  building 
fund.  At  the  present  there  is  $2,000 
in  the  fund  and  the  remainder  of  this 
amount  is  to  be  raised  in  the  next  few 
months.  Rev.  W.  L.  Nelson,  the  pas- 
tor, reports  that  there  are  two  young- 


men  in  the  church  who  have  made 
decisions  for  the  Christian  ministry 
during  this  year.  They  are:  Richard 
and  Jimmy  Wiggins.  Richard  is  a 
student  at  the  St.  Petersburg  Junior 
College  and  has  been  recomended  by 
his  Quarterly  Conference  for  license 
to  preach.  Jimmy  is  a senior  in  high 
school.  We  are  grateful  to  Brother 
Nelson  and  his  church  for  this  grand 
news. 

Rev.  John  Sikes,  pastor  of  the  Tar- 
pon Springs  Church,  reports  that  the 
senior  choir  of  the  church  has  recently 
bought  new  robes  which  have  added 
a great  deal  to  the  worship  services. 
The  Youth  Fellowship  has  been  re- 
cently reorganized  and  they  have  been 
growing  until  33  youths  are  enrolled. 
They  provide  the  choir  for  the  Sunday 
evening  worship  services.  And  they 
have  just  raised  $60  for  the  redeco- 
rating of  their  own  department.  They 
sponsored  an  "Open  House”  in  which 
the  whole  church  was  invited  immedi- 
ately following  an  evening  service  they 
conducted.  The  Tarpon  Springs  Church 
has  $17,636.33  in  its  building  fund.  The 
Mission  Study  book,  "Ten  Thousand 
Years,”  was  presented  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  pastor.  The  study  was 
given  in  four  sessions.  Two  fellowship 
suppers  were  held  in  connection  with 
the  study.  On  the  one  Sunday  night 
session  the  mission  film,  “Thy  Will  Be 
Done,"  was  shown.  The  average  at- 
tendance for  the  four  sessions  was  52.

N ORTH  WOOD  HAS  WEEKEND 
RETREAT  FOR  JUNIORS 

Juniors  love  to  camp!  They  are 
ready  for  anything ! On  Friday  at  four, 
eighteen  children  and  six  councelors 
climbed  into  the  truck  and  left  the 
Northwood  Methodist  Church  of  West 
Palm  Beach  and  headed  for  the  Girl 
Scout  Camp  seventeen  miles  away. 
Even  the  people,  food,  ice,  milk  and 
bedding  did  not  begin  to  fill  the  truck. 
What  if  the  truck  was  so  big  that  it 
could  not  pass  the  last  bridge  and  we 
had  to  walk  a half  mile  to  camp. 

No  eats  till  beds  made.  Beds  were 
made  in  a hurry. 

Friday  evening  was  filled  with  re- 
ligious song-fest;  Bible  talk;  games; 
prayer  groups  and  lights  out  by  9:30. 
During  the  Bible  talk  it  was  pointed 
out  to  them  that  Jesus  was  at  the  camp 
and  each  of  them  was  not  only  to  dis- 
cover His  presence  in  as  many  ways 
as  possible  but  to  write  them  down  so 
that  they  might  share  their  informa- 
tion with  the  group  the  next  night. 
They  found  Kim,  met  and  walked  and 
talked  with  Him. 

With  total  disregard  to  a planned 
rising  hour  the  cherubs  were  ready  for 
breakfast  by  five-thirty.  Breakfast  was 
followed  by  cabin  cleanup  and  inspec- 
tion. 

At  nine  there  was  a class  in  which 
the  American  Indians  were  studied  as 
friend  and  brother.  Many  pictures 
were  pinned  to  the  wall;  a costume 
tiiecl  on;  and  an  interesting  discussion 
participated  in  by  the  Juniors. 

A ball  game  was  followed  by  a hand- 
work period  in  which  Indian  teepees 
were  made  from  birch  bark,  and  Indian 
designs  painted  on  with  colored  India 
ink.

“When  do  we  eat?  When  do  we 
eat?’’  only  silenced  by  another  good 
meal.  The  women  of  the  church  cooked 
and  served  such  meals  that  it  is  still 
wondered  how  it  was  done  for  two  dol- 
lars apiece  and  have  food  and  money 
left. 

The  afternoon  contained  rest,  class, 
singing,  handwork  and  swimming. 

The  closing  camp  fire  service  will 
never  be  forgotten.  A large  circle  was 
marked  sticks  about  four  feet  long 
stuck  in  the  ground  and  a wad  of  paper 
tieo.  to  the  top.  As  the  fire  burned 
they  were  told  the  story  of  the  Aloes 
plant  that  grows  for  a hundred  years 
and  then  as  the  seeds  from  its  one 
and  only  bloom  fall  to  the  ground  the 
plant  dies,  but  a hundred  young  plants 
come  forth.  And  the  story  of  the  great 


white  swan  that  feeds  its  young  with 
its  blood  and  in  feeding  them  dies. 
And  of  the  Christ  who  in  his  death  on 
the  cross  brought  life  to  all.  A small 
wooden  cross  was  placed  in  tne  fire 
and  in  silence  it  was  watched  as  it 
fell  and  burned  in  the  fire.  Then  the 
burning  fire  was  scattered  till  there 
was  only  a pile  of  embers.  The  light 
of  the  Christ  and  the  cross  seemed 
gone— but  together  they  took  the  stick 
before  them  and  advanced  to  the  fire. 
All  at  once  lighting  the  paper  by  touch- 
ing the  embers — and  by  them  the  light 
of  the  Christ  fire  burned  brightly. 
Backing  away  from  the  fire,  they  re- 
turned to  their  places  and  then  they 
could  see  that  the  light  from  fire  which 
seemed  to  have  caused  His  death  had 
now  made  possible  eighteen  individual 
Christ-like  fires.  “Let  your  light  so 
shine  before  men  that  they  will  see 
your  good  works  and  glorify  your 
father  which  is  in  Heaven."

“No!  And  what’s  more,  I wouldn't 
give  five  cents  to  see  an  earthquake! 
It’s  money,  money,  all  the  time.  I get 
weary  of  appeals.  Where  does  all  the 
money  go  anyway?” 

This  explosive  answer  came  in  re- 
sponse to  an  appeal  for  funds  for  one 
of  our  church  enterprises.  I had  just 
interviewed  a prominent  Methodist 
lawyer.  He  was  not  feeling  very  char- 
itable toward  the  world  and  his  an- 
swer was  so  positive  I decided  to 
change  my  tactics. 

It  was  almost  noon.  I looked  at  my 
watch  and  glanced  at  his  desk  clock.  It 
had  the  desired  effect.  My  lawyer  friend 
invited  me  to  lunch. 

“I’ll  accept,  if  you  will  let  me  pick 
the  place  to  eat.” 

With  his  consent  we  got  into  his  car 
and  I asked  him  to  drive  to  my  home 
mission  church,  an  institution  built 
and  partially  supported  by  his  gifts 
and  those  of  many  other  Methodists. 

We  went  up  into  a cheerful  dining 
room  and  there  were  over  one  hun- 
dred underfed  school  children  getting 
. all  they  could  eat  each  day  for  two 
cents.  The  scene  was  so  surprising  and 
the  story  of  these  poor  children  so 
interesting  that  my  lawyer  friend  for- 
got to  eat. 

We  visited  the  play  rooms  and  the 
playgrounds.  He  studied  the  schedule 
cf  more  than  seventy-five  activities 
carried  on  by  that  mission  church  for 
the  recreational,  educational,  social, 
and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  people  of 
that  poor  end  of  town. 

“How  do  you  support  all  of  this,”  my 
friend  inquired. 

“Your  minister  helps  me  when  he 
gets  you  to-  give  to  World  Service.” 

“Do  I help  support  this?”  he  asked. 

“Yes,  and  every  other  Methodist 
who  gives  to  World  Service  joins  you, 
and  perhaps  some  of  them,  too,  won- 
der where  their  money  goes.” 

In  another  building,  we  visited  the 
Goodwill  Industries  where  seventy- 
five  old,  poor,  and  handicapped  peo- 
ple had  been  saved  from  charity  to 
earn  a living  through  the  efforts  of 


this  home  mission  church. 

As  we  left  these  happy  workers,  my 
lawyer  friend  turned  to  me  and  said, 
“I  would  like  to  give  to  work  like 
this.” 

We  sat  down  in  the  office  and  my 
eyes  fell  on  a note  from  one  of  the 
church  workers.  It  read:  “Mrs.  - 
is  out  of  coal  and  food.  Please  give 
immediate  attention.” 

I turned  to  my  lawyer  friend  and 
said;  ‘How  would  you  like  to  take 
care  of  this  for  me?”  I passed  the  no- 
tice across  the  desk.  He  read  it,  pulled 
out  his  checkbook  and  asked  me  how 
much  1 needed.  I told  him  I did  not 
want  a check  It  seemed  to  surprise 
him.  He  turned  to  the  telephone  to 
call  up  a grocery  store.  I stopped  him 
from  doing  that.  I toid  him  I wanted 
him  to  take  his  automobile,  go  out  to 
the  store,  get  the  groceries  for  the  lady, 
take  them  down  to  her  house,  take  them 
in,  and  put  them  on  her  table. 

He  ordered  the  coal  by  telephone  and 
we  both  left  the  office.  I went  imme- 
diately to  get  some  kindling  and  took 
it  to  the  house.  I had  built  a fire  and 
was  ready  to  leave  when  my  lawyer 
friend  drove  up.  His  car  was  loaded. 
Fie  rilled  a kitchen  table  and  had  to 
pile  packages  on  the  floor.  Among  other 
things  he  had  brought  a sack  of  po- 
tatoes, a sack  of  flower,  and  two  smoked 
hams.  What  a little  old  lady,  living 
by  herself,  would  do  with  two  smoked 
hams  was  more  than  I knew.  He  turned 
to  thank  the  woman  for  the  privilege 
of  coming. 

Before  he  got  far,  she  suggested  that 
we  have  a word  of  prayer.  She  did 
not  wait  for  his  agreement,  but  got 
down  on  her  crippled  knees  at  her 
rocking  chair. 

There  was  only  one  other  chair  In 
the  room,  and  I pointed  it  out  to  the 
lawyer,  while  I knelt  at  a box.  The 
lady  gave  a prayer  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  day  and  for  her  church  and  her 
minister  and  for  all  the  things  that 
the  lawyer  had  brought  her.  She  didn’t 
seem  to  miss  an  Article  on  the  table, 
including  the  two  smoked  hams.  Then 
she  thanked  the  Lord  for  the  lawyer. 

I heard  a little  noise  at  his  chair 
and  was  unrighteous  enough  to  peep 
out  to  see  what  was  happening.  He 
had  at  first  seated  himself  very  politely 
on  the  chair.  Now  he  was  slipping  to 
his  knees.  When  the  woman  finished 
the  lawyer  began.  He  was  known  as 
the  most  eloquent  lawyer  in  the  city, 
but  he  was  never  more  eloquent  than 
on  that  day  before  Almighty  Gad.  He 
thanked  the  Lord  for  opening  his  eyes 
so  that  he  could  see,  and  broke  forth 
with  the  phrase,  “I  thank  Thee,  O 
uord,  that  Thou  hast  opened  the  gates 
of  heaven  and  allowed  me  to  look  in.” 

Somehow  the  dingy  old  room  took 
on  something  of  the  glow  of  the  glory 
of  God.  The  lawyer’s  voice  halted  and 
he  began  to  weep.  The  little  old  lady 
•and  I wept.  We  rose  from  our  knees, 
shook  hands,  and  left.  I went  back  to 
my  oii ice. 

An  hour  had  gone  by  when  the  door 
opened  and  in  came  the  lawyer.  With 
hand  extended,  he  said:  “Before  I 

could  go  back  to  such  a prosaic  thing 
as  practicing  law,  I wanted  to  come 
and  thank  you  for  making  home  mis- 
sions real  by  showing  how  much  joy 
our  gifts  bring  to  others.”

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“NOW  CONCERNING  THE  COLLECTION  ...” 

On  Wednesday,  July  21st,  our  own  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
Moore  sails  for  Europe  where  he  has  been  assigned  to 
certain  important  duties  by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  Once 
again  the  Church  thus  pays  tribute  to  the  great  heart 
and  outstanding  ability  of  this  noble  Christian  leader  and 
those  of  us  who  have  the  honor  to  be  associated  with 
him  in  Florida  Conference  know  much  of  the  spirit  of 
self -giving  devotion  that  he  will  take  to  this  and  every 
task. 

Many  of  us  wiil  never  forget  our  first  annual  con- 
ference under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  Moore.  It  was  in 
1940  and  he  had  only  recently  returned  from  a mission 
of  Episcopal  Visitation  to  the  Churches  of  Europe.  Even 
before  he  had  left,  the  fires  of  war  had  begun  to  bum 
brightly  and  his  return  to  the  States  had  been  made 
somewhat  difficult.  The  Nazi  war  machine  was  marching 
destructively  across  Europe  and  each  day  brought  in- 
creasingly disturbing  and  distressing  news.  And  each  new 
story  of  the  pillaging  of  another  village  or  community 
seemed  to  add  to  the  burden  of  grief  and  concern  that 
our  bishop  was  carrying.  In  many  of  the  towns  and  areas 
that  were  being  invaded  there  were  Methodist  preachers, 
assigned  to  their  posts  by  Bishop  Moore.  He  knew  them 
personally,  he  knew  their  families,  even  as  he  knows  the 
men  of  our  own  Conference,  and  he  seemed  to  feel  per- 
sonally responsible  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  each 
man.  Thus,  each  new  account  of  death  and  destruction 
brought  new  concern  and  anxiety  and  it  was  then  that 
many  of  us  caught  our  first  glimpse  of  the  great  shepherd 
heart  of  the  man  we  have  since  come  to  love  and  revere 
so  greatly. 

Now  Bishop  Moore  is  returning  to  the  scene  of  his 
former  labors.  How  fitting  and  natural  it  is  that  he  should 
wish  to  take  to  these  friends  who  have  suffered  so  much 
some  gifts  of  sharing  from  those  of  us  who  have  been 
so  richly  blessed.  We  are  printing  on  the  cover  of  this 
issue  a letter  written  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Conference.  The 
pastors  have  received  another  letter  directly  from  his 


office.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  our  response  is  worthy,  that 
it  is  commensurate  to  our  own  blessings  and  our  love  for 
the  one  who  shall  bear  the  gifts.

THE  MILITARY  MAY  OF  LIFE 

I am  becoming  more  and  more  convinced  that,  edu- 
cationally and  psychologically,  we  make  a serious  mistake 
when  we  have  our  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts  and  Sunday 
School  pupils  march  in  parades  that  feature  soldiers,  vet- 
erans. and  military  paraphernalia.  Principally  I am  think- 
ing of  Fourth  of  July  and  Memorial  Day  parades.  The 
danger  is  that  child  minds — always  in  search  of  a hero — 
accept  the  soldier  as  the  ideal,  as  the  highest  rank  of 
citizen,  as  the  person  to  be  emulated;  accept  the  military 
way  and  ideal  as  the  American  way  and  ideal — perhaps  as 
the  Christian  way  and  ideal  as  well. 

I'm  not  sure  of  the  present-day  attitude  of  the  Chinese 
— they've  been  contaminated  at  many  points  by  the  West 
— but  the  ancient  Chinese  used  to  consider  the  soldier  as 
belonging  to  one  of  the  lowest  ranks  of  occupation:  it 
might  seem  that  he  was  occasionally  "necessary"  to  society, 
but  he  was  not  its  ideal.  And  the  Chinese  got  along  very 
well  for  quite  a number  of  centuries  on  that  idea!  Not 
until  the  world  begins  to  realize  the  utter  uselessness  and 
baseness  of  what  the  soldier  has  to  do,  can  society  gain 
sanity  and  turn  to  ways  of  brotherhood  and  peace. 

There  seems  good  reason  to  fear  that  many  military 
leaders  are  working  desperately  to  make  "the  military  way 
of  life”  the  pattern  accepted  by  American  youth,  and  the 
only  way  of  life  they  are  to  know:  hence  children  in  parades, 
UMT,  peacetime  draft,  youth  military  and  naval  organi- 
zations, military  training  in  school  and  colleges — yes, 
military  men  in  youth  organizations.  In  a generation 
or  two  our  whole  Christian  concept  of  life  can  be  relegated 
to  the  history  books;  we  can  have  our  own  “Hitler  youth” 
in  other  uniforms  and  with  other  names. 

There  comes,  too,  an  added  danger  to  the  mind  of  a 
youth  in  modern  "lever  and  pushbutton”  and  “remote  con- 
trol” warfare.  A finely-bred  youth  who  would  certainly 
hesitate  to  stick  a bayonet  into  the  bowels  of  another  youth, 
and  give  it  that  artistic  twist  that  makes  agony  and  death 
more  certain,  will  not  so  readily  hesitate  to  pull  a lever 
that  will  send  an  atomic  bomb  to  destroy  thousands,  or 
touch  a button  that  will  send  death  hurtling  twenty  miles 
away.  Many  youth  lack  the  social  imagination,  perhaps 
the  social  conscience,  to  ponder  the  results  of  these  “simple 
mechanical  movements.”  That's  why  the  army  doesn’t 
want  “old  men”  in  their  thirties. 

A few  years  ago  we  all  shuddered  at  the  depravity  of 
an  aviator-son  of  Mussolini  who  spoke  poetically  of  the 
“beauty  of  a bomb  opening  like  a rose”  upon  defenseless 
men,  women  and  children  in  Ethiopia.  But  only  the  other 
day  our  papers  reported  the  death  of  a Canadian  hero-ace, 
a “flier  of  fortune,  ’ who  hired  out  to  Israel  at  $1,000  per 
month  to  bomb  Arabs — because  the  Jews  offered  him  more 
money  than  did  the  Arabs.  He  was  flying  at  14,  fighting  at 
17.  Now  he  was  warring  “for  money  and  the  thrill  of 
fighting,”  he  said.

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The  annual  meeting  of  the  district 
stewards  of  the  Miami  District  was 
held  at  Trinity  Church,  Miami,  on 
June  17  at  2:00  o'clock,  with  fifty-one 
of  the  charges  represented.  The  pro- 
posed askings  of  the  several  charges 
were  approved  without  a dissenting 
voice,  and  genuine  interest  was  mani- 
fested in  the  World  Service  and  Con- 
ference Benevolence  program  for  the 
year.  The  askings  for  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  Conference  Claimants,  and  Dis- 
trict Superintendents,  as  fixed  by  the 
Annual  Conference,  were  announced, 
and  the  district  work  apportionment  was 
fixed  at  an  amount  equal  to  one  percent 
of  the  pastor’s  current  salary.  Mr. 
R.  H.  Johnson  was  reelected  district 
work  treasurer. 

The  pastors  of  the  Miami  District, 
who  were  in  attendance  upon  the 
district  stewards’  session,  .emained  for 
a brief  set-up  meeting.  Plans  for  the 
year  were  discussed,  announcements 
r.  ade,  and  newcomers  in  the  district 
presented.  The  pastors'  wives  met  in 
the  same  building  under  the  leadership 
of  the  District  Superintendent’s  wife, 
and  following  the  ousiness  meetings 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Blackburn  were  hosts  at 
a brief  fellowship  hour. 

Significant  items  in  the  report  of  the 
labors  of  the  pastors  and  lay  workers, 
as  they  were  given  at  the  recent  session 
of  the  Annual  Conference  ov  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendent,  are  as  follows: 
2 new  churches,  3 new  Sunday  Schools, 
and  3 Woman’s  Societies  of  Christian 
Service  were  organized  during  the  year; 
5 young  men  were  licensed  to  preach, 
and  the  district  has  an  enrollment  of 
53  life-service  volunteers.  2496  were 
received  into  the  churches,  981  of  these 
on  profession  of  faith.  The  quadren- 
nial goal  assigned  for  the  Church 
School  phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
was  reached  on  June  1st,  with  an 
excess  of  292.  The  net  increase  in 
Church  School  enrollment  was  2503, 
and  the  percentage  of  increase  in 
Church  School  attendance  was  15' ; for 
the  year;  the  net  increase  in  enrollment 
for  the  quadrennium  was  5353,  or  49' ; , 
and  in  attendance  39',; . 

The  district  raised  $42,702  for  World 
Service,  $5,700  in  excess  of  its  asking, 
and  an  increase  over  last  year  of  12%. 
Ministers’  salaries  were  increased  9%, 
and  $18,781  was  paid  for  conference 


claimants.  $317,019  was  raised  during 
the  year  for  building  enterprises,  and 
the  grand  total  raised  for  all  purposes 
was  $1,055,365.00 

New  Church  and  Church  School  build- 
ings erected,  or  now  under  construction 
in  the  district,  are  as  follows:  Dania, 
Coral  Gables,  Silver  Palm.  Boynton 
Beach,  Hollywood,  Marathon,  Floral 
Park,  Mangonia  Park,  Bryan  Mem- 
orial. Stuart  and  Canal  Point;  new 
parsonages  built,  Lake  Harbor,  and 
under  construction,  Perrine.  A new 
parsonage  was  purchased  at  Boca  Raton 
and  has  been  half  paid  for  during  the 
year. 

Important  relocation  projects  are  as 
follows:  Aliapattah,  Miami,  where  a 
$200,000  church  is  under  construction; 
South  Miami,  where  ten  lots  have  been 
acquired  adjoining  the  University  of 
Miami  for  a new  church  and  Church 
School  plant;  Miami  Beach,  where 
the  old  property  has  been  sold,  and 
$82,500  given  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Kresge  for 
a new  church  and  parsonage  property. 
Present  plans  call  for  a $100,000  sanc- 
tuary. Silver  Palm  Church  acquired 
new  property  adjoining  the  large  Red- 
land  School,  and  has  erected  a $40,000 
structure.  This  is  now  a station  charge 
since  Princeton  united  with  Silver  Palm 
to  make  one  of  the  strongest  rural 
stations  in  the  country.  Rader  Mem- 
orial Church  has  purchased  ten  lots 
and  will  soon  build  a $200,000  church 
in  El  Portal,  seven  blocks  north  of  its 
present  church  building.  Other  build- 
ing enterprise  under  consideration  with- 
in the  district  will  involve  an  expen- 
diture of  nearly  a million  and  a half 
dollars. 

White  Temple,  Trinity,  Riverside, 
Miami;  First  Church,  West  Palm  Beach; 
Park  Temple  and  Ft.  Lauderdale  have 
given  cabins  for  the  Methodist  Youth 
Camp  at  a cost  of  $1,800  each. 

Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
contributed  by  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  and  by  the  church- 
es for  mission  specials.  Lots  for  the 
new  Latin  Center  were  purchased  at 
a cost  of  $16,000.  Many  successful 
preaching  missions  and  revivals  have 
oeen  held  throughout  the  district. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Carlock  Hawk  have 
been  graciously  received  by  the  people 
of  First  Church,  Ft.  Lauderdale,  and 
were  given  a lovely  reception  on  Wed- 
nesday evening,  June  16th. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Davies  were  wel- 
comed to  Grace  Church,  Miami,  on 
Sunday,  June  13,  and  he  was  presented 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  Churches  on  June  15. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Nelson,  formerly  of  the 
Baltimore  Conference,  is  the  newly 
appointed  pastor  of  the  Matecumbe 
charge;  he  arrived  in  Matecumbe  on 
June  11,  and  will  be  joined  by  Mrs. 
Nelson  at  an  early  date. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marvin  T.  Murphy, 
and  son,  Marvin,  are  living  for  the 
summer  at  480  N.E.  55  Terrace,  Miami. 
Brother  Murphy  is  employed  by  the 
City  Mission  Society  of  Miami  to  or- 
ganize new  churches  in  the  greater 
Miami  area. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  A.  Hagler  have 
been  cordially  received  by  the  members 
of  Holleman  Park  Church,  Miami,  and 
are  already  at  work  in  their  new  field 


of  service. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Fuller,  who 
transferred  from  the  Genesee  Confer- 
ence, and  are  stationed  at  Canal  Point, 
were  given  a reception  on  the  evening 
oi  June  18th,  in  the  new  educational 
building. 

New  furniture  greeted  the  R.  A.  Chap- 
mans when  they  arrived  at  the  parson- 
age of  the  Hialeah  Church  on  June 
14.  They  are  being  welcomed  through- 
out the  city.

Boyd,  Shelby  A.  Wilson,  R.  J.  Gisler, 
Claud  M.  Haynes,  Methodist  pastors, 
and  Dr  J.  Russell  Young,  president  of 
the  Jacksonville  Ministerial  Alliance. 
Words  of  greeting  were  extended  by 
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Hon.  Fred  B.  Noble  and  Hon.  C.  B. 
Peeler  representing  the  lay  leadership 
of  the  Church  and  Mrs.  Sam  Graham 
on  behalf  of  the  W.S.C.S.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Huston  have  received  a hearty 
welcome  and  there  is  every  indication 
of  another  year  of  progress  in  that 
ripe  harvest  field. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Churchwell 
were  greeted  by  a congregation  of 
about  one  hundred  at  prayer  meeting 
on  their  first  Wednesday  evening  in 
their  Main  Street  charge.  With  songs 
and  testimonies  and  prayers  there  was 
much  evidence  of  awakened  interest 
and  promise  of  a highly  successful 
year  in  this  good  church.  The  new 
pastor  is  very  happy  in  the  comfortable 
parsonage  and  in  the  love  and  con- 
fidence of  his  people. 

Beginning  at  10:30  Monday  morning. 
June  21st.  and  concluding  with  a com- 
plimentary dinner  in  the  dining  rooms 
at  First  Church,  Jacksonville,  more 
than  one  hundred  pastors,  district 
stewards  and  “ladies-of-the-parsonage" 
set  district  goals  for  the  new  conference 
year  and  experienced  a deepening  sense 
of  responsibility  and  Christian  fellow- 
ship. Condensed  reports  to  the  recent 
annual  conference  gave  proof  of  another 
year  of  progress  in  the  district.  Mem- 
bership showed  encouraging  increase, 
Sunday  School  membership  had  grown, 
rive  new  congregations  were  housed  and 
“brought  into  production."  World  Ser- 
vice askings  were  paid  with  a margin 
to  spare  and  all  apportionments  and 
salaries  were  met  in  full. 

Widening  the  super-highway  through 
Daytona  Beach  will  take  about  twenty 
feet  off  the  front  of  our  Ridgewood 
Church  building  at  Daytona  Beach 
and  since  there  is  no  ground  space 
available  so  that  the  church  can  be  set 
back,  it  appears  that  the  congregation 
must  move  out  to  another  location. 
The  problem  is  giving  the  new  pastor. 
Rev.  Z.  V.  Mason,  and  his  people  much 
concern.  But  a solution  will  be  found 
and  the  church  will  continue  to  move 
forward. 

No  accurate  estimate  has  been  made 
covering  the  exact  amount  of  cake  and 
iced  punch  required  for  the  many 
church  receptions  tendered  incoming 
pastors  and  welcoming  home  the  form- 
er preachers.  But  if  the  pieces  of  cake 
were  laid  end-to-end  and  all  the  punch 
was  placed  in  one  huge  bowl  and 
every  Methodist  in  the  district  gather 
about  with  cup  in  hand  it  would  add 
up  to  a fine  expression  of  the  spirit 
of  true  Methodist  welcome.  The  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  declares  that  it 
was  all  of  good  quality  and  well  worth 
the  cost  in  building  a friendly  spirit 
among  the  congregations. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Kebock,  recently 
from  Pennsylvania,  now  directors  of 
Christian  Education  at  Riverside  Park 
Church,  were  guests  of  the  District 
Board  at  the  June  dinner  meeting  in 
the  Seminole  Hotel.  They  are  both 
widely  experienced  in  the  work  of  the 
Church  School  and  they  will  render 
valuable  service  as  active  members  and 
counselors  for  the  District  Board. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  are 
now  in  progress  over  the  district  in 
even  greater  numbers  than  in  other 
years.  Reports  indicate  that  the  at- 


tendance is  quite  satisfactory  and  good 
work  is  being  done  in  many  of  the 
churches. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Shaw,  with 
their  two  attractive  little  children  have 
been  well  received  by  the  growing 
congregation  at  Glen  Myra  Church. 
Added  furnishings  have  been  secured 
for  the  parsonage,  the  church  put  in 
good  order  and  the  work  moves  on 
in  a most  heartening  manner. 

Among  Jacksonville  District  church 
leaders  attending  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  in  Columbia  are:  Dr.  P.  M. 
Boyd.  Dr.  A.  Fred  Turner.  Rev.  H.  T. 
Foley.  Hon.  Fred  B.  Noble,  Hon.  C.  B. 
Peeler.  Rev.  Bruce  Gannaway  and  Mrs. 
E.  B.  White.  Others  will  doubtless 
look  in  on  the  Conference  for  brief 
periods  since  this  is  a most  interesting 
and  important  function  of  our  unified 
Methodism.

The  Tampa  District  closed  its  fiscal 
year  June  1st  and  carried  to  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  in  Miami  one  of 
the  greatest  annual  reports  it  has  ever 
been  able  to  present.  Some  of  the 
statistical  summary  for  the  total  dis- 
trict’s report  is  as  follows:  Members 
received  on  profession  of  faith,  1242; 
Members  received  by  transfer,  1616; 
total  enrollment  of  the  Church  Schools, 
16,542  with  an  average  attendance  of 
8,949;  Amount  raised  for  Children's 
Home,  $14,623;  Amount  paid  on  Con- 
ference apportionments,  $31,728: 
Amount  paid  on  World  Service,  $43,213; 
Amount  paid  on  Student  House  at 
Florida  State  College  in  Tallahassee, 
$5,692  (this  was  on  a $4,800  asking;) 
Amount  paid  to  Overseas  Relief, 
$11,086;  Amount  paid  to  City  Missions, 
$8,262;  Amount  spent  on  building, 
$243,460;  Cash  and  Bonds  accumulated 
for  building,  $421,075;  and  the  total 
amount  raised  for  all  purposes,  $996,725. 

This  grand  report  has  served  as 
the  challenge  for  even  a greater  year 
in  the  Tampa  District  of  Methodism  in 
this  new  year,  1948-1949.  The  first 
district  wide  meeting  was  held  at  the 


Hyde  Park  Church  in  Tampa.  Friday 
alternoon,  June  18th  at  2:30  P.  M. 
This  was  the  Annual  District  Stewards 
meeting  where  tiie  Stewards  and  pastors 
met  together  to  plan  for  the  work  of 
the  new  year.  Dr.  Harry  Waller  con- 
ducted the  meeting.  The  Reverend 
Mister  Zerkey  of  St.  Petersburg  was 
introduced  and  he  presented  again  the 
plan  of  the  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield 
plan  of  group  insurance.  Each  pastor 
had  the  opportunity  to  join  in  this  plan 
to  make  it  possible  for  the  pastors  of 
the  whole  Florida  Conference  to  enter 
into  this  plan.  It  was  explained  that 
601 , of  the  ministers  would  have  to 
enter  the  plan  before  it  would  become 
effective  as  a group  plan.  Another 
item  of  the  meeting  was  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  World  Service  askings  for 
this  Conference  year.  The  Tampa  Dis- 
trict was  asked  for  a total  of  $46,300 
which  is  $8,250  more  than  was  asked 
last  year.  This  made  a 21.7',  in- 
crease through  the  whole  district.  How- 
ever, through  the  grand  spirit  of  some 
of  the  churches  who  had  already  asked 
for  additional  amounts  above  their 
increased  asking  it  was  possible  to 
ask  for  an  even  20',  increase  from  all 
of  the  Churches  in  the  District.  Judge 
Natham  Graham  spoke  to  the  laymen 
concerning  their  part  in  this  new  year’s 
work  in  their  local  churches.  Dr.  Waller 
then  introduced  Mrs.  C.  R.  Schaker. 
District  president  of  the  W.S.C.S..  who 
spoke  briefly  concerning  the  women’s 
work  in  this  Conference  year’s  program. 
A few  echos  and  inspirational  thoughts 
from  the  General  Conference  were  given 
to  the  group  by  Dr.  Waller.  This  Dis- 
trict Steward’s  Rally  proved  to  be  a 
grand  fellowship  and  an  inspirational 
beginning  for  the  new  year  in  our 
District. 

Mention  cannot  be  made  of  all  the 
fine  pastors  who  left  the  Tampa  Dis- 
trict and  of  all  the  fine  new  pastors 
we  are  so  glad  to  welcome  into  the 
bounds  of  our  District,  however,  we  do 
welcome  with  a deep  spirit  of  love  and 
an  eagerness  for  the  growth  of  God’s 
Kingdom  these  new  pastors  who  have 
come  to  work  in  the  Tampa  District. 
Dr.  J.  Mack  Jenkins  one  of  the  new 
pastors,  come  to  Tampa  District  and 
Florida  as  a retired  member  of  the 
Memphis  Conference  in  Tennessee.  Dr. 
Jenkins  comes  to  Florida  after  a full 
and  rich  ministry  in  Tennessee  where 
he  has  served  many  of  the  outstanding 
positions  in  that  area.  He  has  been 
a “building  pastor’’  having  just  finish- 
ed a grand  Educational  Building  at  the 
church  he  has  recently  entered  the 
Retired  relationship  from.  We  wel- 
come him  to  serve  as  the  pastor  of  the 
Brandon  Church.  We  are  looking  for- 
ward to  reporting  the  many  activities 
of  these  new  persons  who  have  been 
called  to  labor  in  our  District. 

The  Sarah  Spencer  Church  of  Tampa 
has  recently  repainted  and  refinished 
their  parsonage  and  added  some  new 
furniture  for  their  new  pastor,  Rev. 
C.  W.  Alford.  Rev.  Homer  Bain  who 
had  been  their  pastor  for  four  years 
moved  to  the  High  Springs  Church  in 
the  Gainesville  District. 

Dr.  Harry  Waller  went  to  Sarasota 
on  June  17th  and  directed  the  setting 
up  of  an  Official  Board  for  the  new 
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Church  in  south  Sarasota.  At  the 
present  it  is  being  called  the  Southside 
Mission.  This  new  church  is  the  Child 
of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Sara- 
sota where  Rev.  Jack  Davis  is  pastor. 
First  Church  has  undergirded  this 
project  from  the  outset.  It  has  com- 
pletely financed  it  even  the  monies 
given  to  the  Deaconess  who  has  been 
working  on  this  project.  The  Church 
had  its  birth  through  the  efforts  of 
I irst  Methodist  Church.  A tent  was 
secured,  a special  meeting  was  held, 
and  the  church  was  organized  with 
approximately  40  charter  memebers. 
I he  tent  is  still  being  used  for  the 
program  as  it  is  geeting  started. 

Another  place  where  Methodism  is 
growing  is  at  the  Englewood  Church  on 
the  Venis-Nokomis  Charge.  During  the 
past  year  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
George  Harper,  this  church  has  grown 
considerably,  and  this  year  for  the  first 
time  they  are  accepting  a World  Service 
Asking  and  also  will  pay  the  percentages 
for  the  Conference  Apportionments. 
We  congratulate  this  fine  Rural  Church 
and  its  pastor. 

One  of  our  new  pastors  has  recently 
undergone  an  operation  but  is  now 
getting  along  fine.  Rev.  Henry  Guy, 
of  Childs  Park  in  St.  Petersburg,  had 
scist  removed  from  the  roof  of  his 
mouth  tut  is  doing  grand.  Dr.  Harry 
Waller  conducted  the  morning  service 
lor  him  on  June  20.  1948.

The  District  Steward's  Meeting  was 
held  in  two  sections  because  of  the  big 
area  covered  by  the  Lakeland  District. 
Pastors  and  District  Stewards  from  the 
northern  end  of  the  district  met  at 
College  Heights,  Lakeland  on  June  17th, 
and  those  from  the  southern  end  of  the 
district  met  at  Arcadia  on  June  18th.

Church  School  rooms  and  the  third 
a recreation  and  fellowship  hall.  The 
grounds  will  be  beautified  with  rare 
shrubs,  some  of  which  will  be  blooming 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  Mrs.  Elbert 
Stewart  is  chairman  of  the  garden 
committee. 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Hackney  of  Clewiston  has 
a new  interpretation  of  the  Lord’s 
Acre  Plan.  She  has  what  she  calls  the 
Lord’s  Flower  Garden.  Her  backyard 
has  been  turned  into  a most  amazing 
display  of  beautiful  flowers.  Since  the 
church  at  Clewiston  is  raising  money 
for  both  a new  church  and  a new 
parsonage,  to  many  it  seemed  im- 
possible to  put  an  organ  in  the  new 
church.  However,  Mr.  Hackney,  who 
is  the  church  pianist,  and  his  wife 
wanted  the  music  in  the  church  to  be 
good.  So  they  turned  their  backyard 
over  to  the  Lord.  With  the  help  of 
neighbors  and  friends  in  about  a year 
they  have  made  $700.00.  This  they 
have  named  the  Organ  Fund.  Need- 
less to  say  the  First  Methodist  Church 
in  Clewiston  will  have  an  organ.  Such 
ingenuity  and  interest  will  always  find 
a way. 

Rev.  John  B.  Gill,  Jr.,  Naples,  Florida, 
has  been  named  to  continue  as  the 
District  Reporter  to  THE  FLORIDA 
METHODIST  and  the  CHRISTIAN  AD- 
VOCATE. Naples  is  far-removed  from 
the  other  charges  of  the  district,  there- 
fore I will  be  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  pastors  of  the  district  sending  me 
news  from  their  churches.  Laymen 
sometimes  ask  me  why  their  churches 
are  never  mentioned.  The  answer  is 
obvious.  I include  all  the  new  the 
pastors  send  me,  but  cannot  manufac- 
ture it. 

The  Naples  people  have  made  great 
improvements  in  the  parsonage,  and 
have  given  their  new  pastor  and  his 
family  a very  warm  reception.

District  Director  of 
Young  Adult  Work  and  Mrs.  Nellie 
Smith,  District  Director  of  Children's 
Work. 

The  World  Service  Apportionments 
recommended  by  the  District  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  read  by  Dr.  Fletcher 
and  adopted.  The  increase  of  20', 
in  World  Service  askings  was  accepted 
in  full  by  the  churches  of  the  District. 
The  meeting  closed  with  a good  spirit 
and  high  enthusiasm  for  the  coming 
Conference  year.

HOME  CHILDREN  GRADUATE  AT 
FOUR  LEVELS 

The  closing  of  the  public  schools  in 
Volusia  County  was  a time  of  great 
activity  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
Florida  Methodist  Children's  Home.

MEETS  IN  COLUMBIA,  S.  C. 

Even  as  this  issue  goes  to  press  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference 
is  in  session  at  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina. The  Florida  Conference  is  ade- 
quately and  ably  represented  at  this 
Conference  by  the  following  delegates:

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  item  of 
business  to  be  attended  to  at  this 
session  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
at  least  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
average  layman,  is  the  election  of  two 
new  bishops.  It  is  no  secret  that  the 
Florida  delegation  has  high  hopes  of 


electing  our  own  Dr.  John  W.  Brans- 
comb to  this  high  office  for  which  we 
feel  he  is  so  well  qualified  and  there 
are  a great  many  Florida  Methodists 
visiting  the  Conference  and  wishing 
with  all  their  hearts  that  they  might 
cast  their  own  ballots  on  behalf  of  their 
favorite  son. 

Another  item  of  business  that  will  be 
watched  with  great  interest  is  the 
assigning  of  the  bishops  for  the  new 
quadrennium.  The  last  session  of  the 
Florida  Annual  Conference  reaffirmed 
its  action  of  1947  in  requesting  most 
urgently  that  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore 
be  returned  to  preside  over  us  and, 
as  is  too  often  the  case  with  too  many 
local  congregations,  we  shall  be  anxious- 
ly waiting  to  see  if  we  “get  our  man." 

Bishop  W.  W.  Peele,  of  the  Richmond 
Area,  delivered  the  Episcopal  Message 
to  the  Conference.  It  was  a masterful 
address  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
space  does  not  permit  our  reproducing 
it  on  these  pages.  However,  we  shall 
attempt  to  give  you  some  brief  excerpts 
from  the  address,  particularly  some  of 
the  statements  on  matters  that  are 
much  in  our  thinking  these  days.  We 
believe  that  many  will  find  the  address 
reassuring  in  the  light  of  many  of  the 
fears  and  distorted  notions  to  which 
some  may  have  fallen  victim.  We  quote 
as  follows: 

“The  past  projects  itself  into  the 


present  and  becomes  a part  of  that 
which  shapes  the  future.  Exactly  a 
century  ago,  from  the  southern  branch 
of  a great  church  recently  divided,  two 
young  men,  both  from  South  Carolina, 
were  sailing  the  high  seas  on  their  way 
to  China.  The  year  preceding,  from  the 
northern  branch  of  the  same  church, 
two  other  young  men  had  left  foi 
China.  As  these  pioneer  missionaries 
sailed  away,  the  one  group  from  New 
York,  and  the  other  from  Norfolk,  and 
the  shores  of  their  native  land  receded 
the  emotions  of  each  group  must  have 
been  much  the  same.  Their  heritage 
in  America,  in  Christ  and  in  Methodism, 
was  the  same,  and  the  mission  upon 
which  they  were  going  to  the  other 
side  of  the  world  was  the  same.  As 
they  saw  and  felt  all  this  in  then- 
pioneer  undertakings,  how  infinitesimal 
must  have  seemed  their  differences. 

Today,  one  hundred  years  later,  the 
differences  of  a once  divided  Metho- 
dism, like  the  shore  lines  of  a dis- 
appearing continent,  recede  farther  and 
farther  into  the  past,  while  the  com- 
mon heritage  of  American  Methodism 
grows  upon  us,  and  the  future  calls  us 
into  deeper  oneness  in  Christ,  as  we 
face  the  immensity  of  the  common 
tasks  ahead  . . . . ” 

The  Jurisdictional  Conference 

“A  review  of  the  negotiations  leading 
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to  Methodist  union  make  evident  the 
fact  that  without  the  jurisdictional 
pattern,  union  would  not  have  been 
achieved.  The  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence is  basic  in  the  plan  of  union. 
It  is  written  into  the  constitution  of 
The  Methodist  Church  and  thus  be- 
comes a part  of  our  organic  law.  It  is 
of  the  nature  of  a covenant  among 
brethren.  We  believe  it  is  historically 
and  administratively  sound,  and  in  the 
words  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  of  1944,  ‘we  accept 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  as  per- 
manent and  continuing  institution 
among  us. 

“In  the  quadrennial  Episcopal  ad- 
dress at  the  General  Conference  of  this 
year,  the  bishops  of  The  Methodist 
Church  declared:  'We  must  be  wise 
enough  to  recognize  differences  that  do 
exist  in  the  thought  and  practices  of 
our  people  and  proceed,  not  upon  the 
principle  that  demands  conformity  but 
upon  that  which  achieves  unity  in 

diversity Methodism  must  be 

wise  enough  to  proclaim  its  message 
in  terms  of  the  creative  regionalism  of 
this  great  land  rather  than  in  terms  of 
a rigid  conformity  that  would  make  us 
all  poorer  and  none  richer.  The  uni- 
fying power  lies  in  the  common  objec- 
tive, the  proclamation  of  the  good  news 
of  God,  but  we  must  be  wise  enough 
to  allow  men  who  know  the  far  West 
to  preach  and  teach  and  serve  in  the 
fashion  best  calculated  to  reach  the 
heart  of  the  West  and  similarly  the 
South,  the  East  and  all  other  sections.' 

“The  Jurisdictional  pattern  is  the 
church’s  recognition  of  our  diversity 
in  union.  Two  quadrenniums  have 
proved  the  widsom  of  the  plan.  The 
spirit  of  union  has  increased  among 
us  while  no  violence  has  been  done 
the  attitudes  and  traditions  of  any 
region.  Local  autonomy  has  been  pre- 
set ved  in  a united  program.  The  church 
has  had  a phenomenal  and  almost  un- 
precedented growth.  The  rights  of 
minorities  have  been  safeguarded.  Cer- 
tain minority  groups  have  been  able 
to  develop  their  own  leadership  and  to 
participate  more  largely  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  church 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  pos- 
sible. Our  bishops  and  a large  portion 
of  our  General  Boards  and  agencies 
have  been  elected  by  Jurisdictional 
Conferences.  We  are  convinced  that 
these  regional  conferences  are  able  to 
make  wider  selections  and  to  insure  a 
more  uniform  and  widely  spread  re- 
presentation than  could  be  achieved 
on  a church-wide  basis.  Along  with 
all  this,  the  Jurisdictional  pattern  has 
not  disturbed  our  unity  in  purpose  and 
program.  The  Crusade  for  Christ  was 
possibly  the  greatest  cooperative  en- 
terprise of  any  branch  of  our  church 
and  in  it  the  Jurisdictions  of  the 
church  marched  as  a mighty  host.  . . . 

Recruiting  The  Ministry 

The  Methodist  Church  must  have 
more  men  for  its  ministry  .... 

“In  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
we  have  available  age-data  for  2,355 
effective  ministers  or  61  percent  of 
those  who  were  on  the  rolls  of  the 
Conference  in  1947.  This  large  sample 
probably  presents  a reliable  picture  for 
the  entire  jurisdiction.  Over  one-fourth 


(25.2  percent)  of  these  men  are  58 
years  of  age  or  older.  This  means  that 
there  will  be  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  men  retiring  from  the  effective 
ministry  in  the  immediate  future.  In 
fact,  careful  computations  indicate  that 
between  15  and  16  percent  of  the 
present  effective  ministers  (or  approxi- 
mately 615  men)  will  have  to  be  re- 
placed within  the  next  five  years  if  the 
jurisdiction  is  to  maintain  its  present 
strength.  This  is  a minimum  replace- 
ment figure  of  128  per  year. 

In  addition  to  this  minimum  re- 
placement need,  there  is  a compulsion 
to  expand  the  work  of  the  church,  to 
establish  new  congregations,  divide  cir- 
cuits, and  replace  part-time  with  full- 
time men.  It  is  also  desirable,  as  ac- 
cepted supply  pastors  reach  retire- 
ment age,  to  replace  them  with  well- 
trained  members  of  conference  in  full 
connection  rather  than  with  additional 
supply  pastors.  In  short,  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  could  utilize  ad- 
vantageously the  services  of  180  men 
per  year,  or  approximately  fifty  percent 
more  than  we  are  now  receiving  into 
our  conference.  The  ranks  must  be 
filled  if  the  church  is  to  advance.  Un- 
doubtedly the  fields  are  white — ‘Pray 
ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest!’ 

Our  Expanding  Ministry 

“The  Conference  Organ.  In  the 
realm  of  industry  one  of  the  most 
significent  developments  in  recent  years 
has  been  in  the  field  of  public  relations. 
Vast  sums  of  money  are  expended  an- 
nually by  all  the  larger  corporations 
to  promote  understanding  and  good 
will  on  the  part  of  the  general  public. 
The  time  has  come  for  the  Church  to 
imitate  this  prudence.  There  is  urgent 
need  for  the  membership  of  a de- 
nomination to  keep  in  much  closer 
touch  with  the  church’s  program.  There 
is  further  need  to  win  the  non-church- 
going public  to  the  spiritual  values  for 
which  the  Church  stands.  To  this 
end,  we  need  to  commit  ourselves  in 
no  uncertain  fashion  to  the  Conference 
Organ,  as  well  as  to  the  general  publi- 
cations of  the  Church.  This  jurisdic- 
tion has  the  distinction  of  publishing 
more  Conference  Papers  than  the  rest 
of  the  Church  put  together.  We  must 
recognize  the  importance  of  this  arm 
of  our  work  and  give  it  the  support 
it  is  so  well  deserved.” 

The  Christian  Gospel  and  The 
Human  Problem 

“In  Race  Relations.  Among  the 
problems  in  human  relations  increas- 
ingly becoming  acute  is  that  of  race. 
The  future  peace  of  the  world  is  so 
related  to  this  problem  that  it  must  not 
be  ignored.  Some  way  ahead  must 
be  found  that  is  consonant  with  the 
self-respect  of  all  peoples.  On  no 
other  basis  is  understanding,  coopera- 
tion and  peace  among  the  peoples  of 
this  world  possible.  Against  the  back- 
ground of  the  world  situation  the  race 
problems  within  our  own  midst  take 
on  added  importance.  Our  faith  is 
that  the  Christian  religion  has  a re- 
demptive power  that  works  change 
within  the  society  by  changing  the 
individual.  Without  the  application  of 
the  light  and  the  transforming  power  of 


the  Christian  religion  diseased  social 
conditions  grow  steadily  worse.  It  is  the 
mission  of  the  Church  to  throw  the 
light  of  the  gospei  upon  every  confused 
area  of  human  relations.  Some  Chris- 
tian principles  we  must  unhesitatingly 
affirm  even  though  we  may  not  always 
be  clear  as  to  the  details  of  their 
application. 

Our  first  affirmation  is  that  of  the 
inherent  dignity  and  value  of  the  in- 
dividual person,  ‘of  all  nations,  and 
kindreds  and  people  and  tongues,' 
and  the  like  standing  of  all  before  the 
one  God  and  Father  of  all.  We  must 
reverence  human  personality. 

Our  second  affirmation  is  that  of 
respect  for  racial  differences  and  for 
race  integrity.  In  the  vast  and  often 
inscrutable  purpose  of  God,  differences 
of  race  cannot  be  meaningless.  The  very 
differences,  like  the  various  instruments 
of  a great  orchestra,  may  make  possible 
a more  essential  unity,  and  a more  near- 
ly complete  expression  of  the  spirit  of 
God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  third  affirmation  is  that  as  Chris- 
tians we  must  strive  toward  giving  to 
all  men  the  opportunity  to  achieve 
‘life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness.’ Many  of  the  most  important 
things  of  life  cannot  be  conferred,  or 
imposed.  They  do  not  come  by  law. 
They  can  only  be  achieved.  But  the 
converse  is  also  true;  people  cannot 
achieve  without  the  opportunity  to  do 
so.  And  that  opportunity  no  man  has 
a right  to  deny  to  any  other  man.  When 
opportunity  to  achieve  the  good  and 
full  life  is  denied  a blow  is  struck  at 
the  very  center  of  personality  develop- 
ment. When  hope  is  destroyed  the 
main-spring  of  the  upward  struggle  is 
broken. 

There  rests  upon  us  as  Christians 
an  obligation  to  examine  certain  areas, 
in  which,  to  say  the  least,  the  doors 
are  not  open  as  wide  as  our  Christian 
conscience  tell  us  they  ought  to  be. 
The  difficulties  in  the  way  will  have 
to  be  faced  realistically.  Our  time  per- 
mits us  to  mention  only  a few  of  these 
areas. 

Economic  Opportunity  must  be  made 
available  to  our  entire  population.  To 
deny  this  to  any  part  of  the  population 
results  not  alone  in  impoverishment  and 
discouragement  of  those  so  denied,  but 
also  in  impoverishment  of  all  concerned. 
To  consent  that  the  Negro  shall  not 
have  the  opportunity  to  make  the  best 
contribution  to  society  of  which  he  is 
capable  is  to  contribute  to  what  is 
both  economically  and  humanly  un- 
sound . 

Despite  the  difficulties,  the  DOOR  OF 
EDUCATIONAL  OPPORTUNITY  must 
be  opened  in  a far  more  adequate  way. 
This  must  be  done  for  the  sake  of  both 
races.  Ignorance  is  dangerous.  The 
training  of  an  adequate  leadership  is 
essential  to  race  progress,  to  race  in- 
tegrity and  to  race  preservation.  We 
must  fling  wide  open  to  all  the  DOOR 
OF  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  HEALTH 
AND  FOR  THE  CONDITIONS  THAT 
MAKE  FOR  HEALTH,  such  as  better 
HOUSING  and  better  program  of 
HOSPITALIZATION  In  this  we  all 
have  a serious  stake.  THE  OPPOR- 
TUNITY TO  RECEIVE  IMPARTIAL 
CONSIDERATION  IN  THE  COURTS 
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must  be  guaranteed  to  all  persons.  The 
enlightened  Christian  conscience  can- 
not sanction  two  standards  of  justice. 
All  persons  must  have  access  through 
the  DOOR  OF  OPPORTUNITY  FOR 
CREATIVE  CITIZENSHIP,  to  become 
a part  of  a truly  democratic  government. 

In  all  these  areas  we  rejoice  in  the 
progress  that  has  been  and  is  being 
made.  The  Methodist  people  living  with- 
in thi  jurisdiction  should  unceasingly 
work  to  the  end  that  these  doors  of  op- 
portunity may  be  opened  wider  and 
wider.  They  should  give  more  positive 
consideration  to  ways  of  promoting  bet- 
ter understanding  between  the  races  and 
cooperative  action  in  effecting  needed 
changes.  These  opportunities  are  root- 
ed in  common  justice  and  our  Christian 
conscience  and  neighborliness  prompt 
us  to  aggressive  helpfulness.  Above 
all,  we  are  concerned  that  the  doors 
may  be  opened  for  Christ  to  enter  and 
for  His  transforming  spirit  to  operate 
in  shaping  the  course  of  the  future. 

The  last  great  speech  on  the  southern 
side  in  the  General  Conference  of  1844 
was  made  by  William  Capers,  a native 
of  South  Carolina,  three  times  pastor 
in  this  city,  whose  body  rests  today 
under  the  chancel  of  Washington  St. 
Church.  His  tombstone  bears  these 
significant  words,  “The  Founder  of 
Missions  to  the  Slaves.”  Bishop  Capers 
made  a great  contribution  to  his  Church 
and  to  his  State,  but  perhaps  his  great- 
est appeal  was  when  he  spoke  to  the 
General  Conference  of  1844  as  follows: 

‘When  we  tell  you  that  we  preach  to 
a hundred  thousand  slaves,  we  only  an- 
nounce the  beginning  of  our  work.  O 
close  not  this  door!  Shut  us  not  out 
from  this  great  work,  to  which  we  have 
been  so  signally  called  of  God.  Life 
or  death,  we  will  never  desert  that 
Christian  work  to  which  we  know  that 
God  has  called  us.  We  ask  to  be 
spared  no  trial,  but  that  the  way  of 
trials  may  be  kept  open  to  us.  We  ask 
to  be  spared  no  labor,  but  that  we 
may  be  permitted  to  labor  on,  and 
still  more  abundantly.  O cut  us  not 
off  from  the  slaves  of  the  South.’ 

We,  today,  approach  our  racial  re- 
lationships under  different  conditions 
but  we  will  meet  our  responsibilities 
only  as  we  bring  to  them  the  same 
love  and  devotion,  the  same  concern 
and  friendliness  which  characterized 
Bishop  Capers  a century  ago.”

Ru- 
mors which  we  have  reason  to  believe 
have  a foundation  in  facts  and  reports 
have  come  to  us  that  other  churches 
arc  collecting  in  money  for  cabins 
and  will  soon  be  sending  in  their  $1,800 
each. 

Individuals  in  Lakeland.  New  Port 
Richey.  Erooksvillc.  Fort  White.  Sara- 
sota. Palm  Harbor,  Jacksonville  and 
Fernandina  have  recently  sent  in  checks 
to  the  executive  secretary  for  the 
camp  project. 

In  all  our  efforts  during  the  last 
three  months  to  secure  additional  funds, 
there  has  been  only  the  finest  kind 
of  response.  Really,  we  have  been 
happily  surprised  at  the  universal  ex- 
pression of  genuine  and  strong  interest 
in  this  conference  institution  we  are 
developing.  On  the  basis  of  experience, 
we  are  daring  to  believe  that  by 
January  1st  next,  we  will  have  all  our 
24  cabins  (which  includes  the  servants’ 
cabin), built  and  paid  for.  If  you  wish 
to  provide  one  of  these  structures  as  a 
memorial  to  some  loved  one,  write  me.

He — and  there  are  others  like  him 
who  hired  out  to  the  highest  bidder- 
cared  nothing  for  the  principles  of  the 
conilict,  had  no  love  of  freedom  or  of 
country  to  impel  him.  knew  nothing 
but  the  military  way.  He  was  willing 
to  kill,  to  spread  destruction,  to  maim 
and  ruin  for  money  and  for  fun.  Social- 
ly and  morally  speaking,  does  this  differ 
from  outright  banditry,  from  hired 
assassination,  from  mass  murder,  from 
acts  for  which  men  are  hung  or  sent 
to  the  chair?  Is  it  not  "Murder,  Inc.” 
on  a vaster  scale? 

This  is  of  course,  an  extreme  and 
horrible  case  of  what  the  military  way 
of  life,  impressed  upon  the  mind  of  a 
child,  can  do.  But  there  are  enough 
other  examples  of  permanent  social 
warping,  resulting  from  such  training 
and  experience,  that  for  the  future  of 
our  race  and  nation  we  must  keep  im- 
pressionable boys  out  of  military  uni- 
forms. We  don’t  want  a bomb- happy, 
trigger-happy  generation.

JUDGE  L.  Y.  REDWINE  PASSES 

The  many  friends  of  Judge  and  Mrs. 
L.  Y.  Redwine,  of  Ft.  Myers,  Florida, 
will  be  shocked  and  grieved  to  learn 
of  the  death  of  the  former  in  a Ft. 
Myers  hospital  early  last  month.  Com- 
plete details  of  his  passing  are  not 
available  but  we  do  know  that  he 
was  hospitalized  with  a heart  attack 
on  one  day  and  he  slipped  away  on 
the  following  day.  We  believe  the  date 
of  his  death  to  have  been  Sunday, 
June  6th. 

Leonidas  Y.  Redwine  was  born  in 
Sandy  Hook,  Kentucky,  and  would  have 
been  69  in  November.  He  took  his 
elementary  education  in  Jackson,  Ken- 
tucky, finished  high  school  and  entered 
Center  College  at  Danville  where  he 
was  valedictorian  when  he  received 
his  AB  degree.  He  then  attended  law' 
school  in  Louisville  for  four  year's. 

Mr.  Redwine  began  his  law  practice 
in  Jackson,  Kentucky,  became  mayor 
of  his  city  and  later  served  as  county 
attorney.  He  afterwards  moved  to  the 
36th  judicial  district  and  served  suc- 
cessively as  commonwealth  attorney 
and  circuit  judge.  He  came  to  Florida 
in  1925.  taking  up  his  practice  in  Ft. 
Myers  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Redwine  became  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Church  when  he  was 
yet  a lad  and  was  an  active  and  well- 
known  worker  in  his  local  church  and 
in  the  Conference.  His  counsel  and 
services  were  ever  freely  available  in 
the  interest  of  any  righteous  cause. 

Besides  his  wife,  he  is  survived  by  his 
mother,  Mrs.  Belle  Redwine;  two  bro- 
thers, Virgil  Redwine  and  Tennyson 
Redwine  of  Kentucky;  and  a sister 
Mrs.  Guy  M.  Strayhorn  of  Ft.

YOUTH  WORK 

Mrs.  S.  D.  Summers,  Conf.  Sec. 

We  are  living  in  an  atomic  age 
where  every  ounce  of  power  counts 
tremendously.  It  is  imperative  that 
Christians,  as  a group  and  as  individ- 
uals, make  the  power  of  Christian  fel- 
lowship felt  around  the  world.  This 
is  Our  purpose  in  Missionary  Education. 

The  unified  plan  for  missionary  ed- 
ucation of  Methodist  Youth  provides 
for  youth  and  adult  leaders  to  become 
world-minded  Christian — to  become 
citizens  of  world  brotherhood.  Through 
active  cooperation  the  Counselor  of 
the  local  Youth  Fellowship  group  and 
the  Youth  secretary  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  have  the 
opportunity  of  training  our  youth  for 
more  skillful  service  in  their  Youth 
Fellowship,  their  church  and  thus  for 
their  God:  enriching  the  spiritual  life 
of  Methodist  Youth  by  helping  them 
gain  an  intelligent  and  vital  faith,  that 
with  hearts  aflame  and  purposes  true 
they  may  live  amidst  today’s  pressure 
in  the  spirit  of  Jesus  and  His  love. 

The  unified  plan  places  upon  the 
Woman’s  Society  the  responsibility  of 
sharing  in  the  program  of  Missionary 
Education  of  all  youth  between  the 
ages  of  12-23  years.  This  responsi- 
bility is  carried  out  by  the  Secretary 
of  Youth  Work  as  she  works  and  advises 
with  the  Commission  on  Missions  and 
World  Friendship. 

As  a result  of  the  ongoing  program, 
specific  interests  in  the  field  of  Missions 
will  emerge  which  will  demand  more 
time  for  study  and  fellowship  experi- 
ences than  is  available  Sunday  morn- 
ings and  Sunday  evenings.  Thus  the 
plan  provides  for  interest  groups.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  group  meet  once 
a week  for  four  to  six  weeks  to  study 
subject  material  listed  under  the  cur- 
rent theme  text.  It  is  difficult  to  con- 
cieve  of  subjects  more  fascinating  than 
those  which  are  the  study  theme  for 
1948-1949:  “America’s  Geographical 

Frontiers”  and  “China  In  the  Asia  of 
To-Day,”  Read  page  28,  June  issue  of 
THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  for  list 
of  missionary  materials  to  be  used  in 
the  above  mentioned  themes. 

It  is  the  high  privilege  of  the  Youth 
Secretary  to  stimulate  interest  and 
encourage  giving  to  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund;  seventy  percent  of  which 
goes  for  Missions.  We  are  encouraged 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  giving 
each  year.  We  think  of  this  as  a 
tangible  expression  of  the  concern 
which  Methodist  Youth  have  for  meet- 
ing the  needs  around  the  world. 

Implicit  in  the  plan  is  the  provision 
for  girls  who  are  interested  to  meet 
regularly  to  study  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
This  group  is  known  as  the  World 
Friendship  group  of  girls.  By  virture 
of  her  office  the  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work  is  the  Counselor  for  the  girls 


group.  The  title  of  this  year's  study, 
beginning  with  the  September  program 
is  “Build  Ye  The  Road.”  These  pro- 
grams and  workshop  services,  while 
specifically  related  to  the  work  of  the 
Woman’s  Society,  are  developed  also 
in  line  with  the  study  of  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico  and  China.

We  have  ap- 
preciated your  understanding  of  these 
increases  as  evidenced  by  the  volume 
of  our  sales.  180,000  orders  were  cared 
for  during  the  year  in  the  Cincinnati 
office. 

The  study  books,  published  by  our 
Missionary  Education  Movement  and 
used  by  all  Protestant  denominations, 
are  our  only  source  of  profitable  revenue. 
Through  the  sale  of  these  books  we 
are  able  to  take  care  of  salaries  and 
expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  Litera- 
ture Headquarters.

TESTIMONIAL  TO  MRS.  BRAGG 

A testimonial  dinner  was  tendered 
to  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  president  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
by  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  and  the  ex- 
ecutive committees  of  the  Board's  Divi- 
sions, on  June  14,  at  Christ  Methodist 
Church,  New  York  City.  Mrs.  Bragg 
will  attend  the  sessions  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  in  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  this  summer,  and  will  retire 
from  the  Society’s  presidency  in  Decem- 
ber. 
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Not  content  that  Methodism  should 
rest  on  her  oars  even  for  a moment  in 
such  an  hour  as  this,  the  Genera!  Con- 
ference, which  met  in  Boston  some  sixty 
days  ago  gave  to  the  Church  a cl 
lenging  new  plan  for  the  new  quadren- 
nium.  This  plan  is  to  be  known  under 
the  title.  "For  Christ  and  His  Church” 
and  it  presents  a worthy  summons  to 
a daring  consecration  on  the  part  of 
the  people  called  Methodists  as  it 
places  in  the  realm  of  the  voluntary 
many  of  the  goals  and  objectives  that 
need  to  be  taken  by  our  Church  for 
her  Lord. 

The  plan  has  two  highly  significant 
objectives: 

1.  A Teaching  and  Preaching  En- 
deavor in  which  Methodists  may 
achieve  a deeper  understanding  of  and 
commitment  to  Our  Faith.  Our  Church, 
Our  Ministry  and  Our  Mission. 

2.  A World-wide  Advance  in  which 
Methodists  may  share  in  a ministry 
of  relief  and  in  carrying  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  to  the  peoples  of  the  earth. 

These  objectives  are  to  be  reached 
in  a simultaneous  and  continuous  effort 
throughout  the  quadrennium,  in  which 
all  the  appropriate  Boards  and  other 
agencies  will  cooperate  and  during 
which  all  the  normal  activities  of  the 
Church  will  be  carried  forward  with 
increasing  effectiveness. 

I.  THE  FIRST  OBJECTIVE 

The  emphasis  shall  be,  as  follows: 
First  Year,  Our  Faith;  Second  Year, 
Our  Church;  Third  Year,  Our  Ministry; 
Fourth  Year,  Our  Mission. 

The  First  Year,  Our  Faith.  The  year 
should  begin  with  a world-wide  preach- 
ing mission  led  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and  participated  in  by  the 
bishops  and  chosen  ministers.  It 
should  be  followed  in  the  districts  and 
local  Churches  with  a preaching  and 
teaching  emphasis  with  all  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  Church  mobilized.  In 
order  to  bring  unity  and  clear  definition 
to  the  teaching  emphasis,  a series  of 
carefully  written  booklets  should  be 
prepared.  There  should  be  one  book- 
let for  each  of  the  major  subjects  of 
our  faith,  for  instance:  Our  Faith  in 
God,  Our  Faith  in  Christ,  The  Holy 
Spirit,  The  Kingdom  of  God,  The  For- 
giveness of  Sins,  Love,  The  Life  Ever- 
lasting. There  is  inspiring  and  trans- 
forming compulsion  in  the  thought 
of  the  men  and  women  and  children  of 
a world  Church  sincerely  and  simul- 
taneously seeking  knowledge  of  God 
and  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ  Our 
Lord. 

The  Second  Year,  Our  Church.  A 
similar  series  of  booklets  should  be 
prepared  to  deal  with  The  Nature  of 
the  Church,  the  History  of  the  Church, 
The  Contribution  of  The  Methodist 
Church  to  Evangelical  Christianity; 
and  an  understanding  of  the  Church 
in  terms  of  its  privileges,  such  as 
worship  and  fellowship,  and  its  crea- 
tive contributions  in  terms  of  Christian 
character  and  of  social  change. 

The  Third  Year,  Our  Ministry.  Our 
Christian  vocation  must  be  interpreted 
in  the  light  of  the  Protestant  principle 
of  “the  universal  priesthood  of  all 
believers”  in  which  the  “call  to  the 
ministry”  and  the  divine  summons  to 


all  vocations  shall  be  clarified  and 
hallowed.  In  this  year,  two  booklets 
might  be  prepared  dealing  with  the 
clerical  and  lay  aspects  of  the  call  and 
the  divine  summons. 

The  Fourth  Year.  Our  Mission.  Our 
Mission  shall  be  presented  in  terms  of 
Our  Mission  in  the  Home;  Our  Mission 
in  the  Community;  Our  Mission  in  the 
Nations:  and  Our  Mission  in  the 

World. 

II.  THE  SECOND  OBJECTIVE 

1.  We  challenge  our  Methodist  con- 
stituency to  raise  by  purely  voluntary 
methods  a special  fund  over  and  above 
the  World  Service  apportionments, 
which  shall  be  called  the  Advance 
Fund. 

2.  The  Appeal  for  the  Advance  Fund 
shall  be  made  through  two  channels: 

A.  By  presenting  duly  authorized 
Specials  to  our  Conferences  and 
Churches,  with  the  expectation  that 
many  of  our  Conferences  and  large 
numbers  of  Churches  and  congrega- 
tions will  undertake  special  projects 
at  home  and  overseas; 

B.  By  observing  each  year  a 
special  week,  called  the  Week  of 
Dedication,  when,  after  information 
and  cultivation  with  spiritual  under- 
girding and  emphasis,  a voluntary 
cash  offering  shall  be  received  in 
every  congregation  throughout  world- 
wide Methodism. 

3.  As  far  as  possible,  all  Specials 
shall  be  specific  projects  that  may  be 
visualized  and  described.  In  the  case 
of  Overseas  Relief,  Specials  shall  be  in 
shares  of  $100.00  each,  and  a local 
congregation  may  undertake  as  many 
shares  as  it  desires,  or  such  portion  of 
a share  as  it  may  desire.  A Conference 
may,  if  it  so  desires,  assume  a Special 
for  the  Advance  Fund,  such  as  an 
overseas  hospital  or  a mission  station, 
or  some  project  of  like  proportion. 

4.  The  projects  for  the  Week  of 
Dedication  shall  be  determined  each 
successive  year  by  the  Quadrennial  Ad- 
vance Committee,  after  full  consulta- 
tion with  the  participating  agencies, 
and  the  ratio  of  distribution  to  these 
participating  agencies  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  like  manner. 

5.  The  Week  of  Dedication  shall  be 
climaxed  each  year  on  the  second  Sun- 
day in  Lent,  when  the  Dedication 
Offering  shall  be  received  in  all  of 
our  Churches.  In  charges  of  more 
than  one  Church,  the  pastor  shall  re- 
ceive the  offering  as  near  thereto  as 
possible. 


MRS.  ARTHUR  MOORE  SITTERS 
HEART  ATTACK 

All  Florida  Methodists  were  shocked 
and  concerned  to  learn  that  Mrs.  Arthur 
J.  Moore  suffered  a heart  attack  soon 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  session 
of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference. 
Bishop  Moore  has  arranged  his  ever 
heavy  schedule  so  that  he  may  re- 
main near  her  during  her  illness  and 
the  last  word  we  have  as  we  go  to 
press  is  that  Mrs.  Moore  is  improving 
nicely.  For  the  present,  however,  she 
remains  at  the  Emory  University  Hos- 
pital. Our  prayers  and  most  sincere 
wishes  are  for  her  earn  and  complete 
recovery.

CITRUS  FRUIT  IN  HIGH  BLOOD 
PRESSURE 

An  extensive  investigation  on  Vita- 
min P conducted  at  Florida  Southern 
College,  Lakeland.  Florida,  revealed  the 
value  of  citrus  fruit  in  high  blood 
pressure  as  a supplement  to  the  rice 
diet.  Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president  of 
the  College  announced. 

What  Is  Vitamin  P 

The  presence  of  vitamin  P in  citrus 
peel  and  juice  has  been  known  for  a 
number  of  years.  But  due  to  the  com- 
plexity of  the  chemical  nature  of  vita- 
min P.  no  pure  product  has  yet  been 
isolated  or  put  on  the  market.  Two 
scientists,  wording  at  the  Citrus  Re- 
search Laboratory,  Florida  Southern 
College,  using  the  method  of  spectro- 
colorimetry,  have  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  citrus  fruit,  oranges  and 
grapefruit,  can  be  used  successfully  as 
a source  of  vitamin  P for  the  correction 
of  the  function  of  small  blood  vessels 
known  as  capillaries. 

Dr.  Boris  Sokoloff  ana  Dr.  James  B. 
Redd,,  testing  various  citrus  fruits  for 
vitamin  P.  have  disclosed  the  fact  that 
they  are  a rich  source  of  this  sub- 
stance, much  more  so  than  was  pre- 
sume before.  Vitamin  P or  Perme- 
ability’ vitamin  is  known  as  a substance 
which  controls  and  normalizes  the  flow 
of  blood  through  the  capillaries,  and 
thus  indirectly  might  regulate  blood 
pressure. 

Dr.  Sokoloff  is  known  for  his  work 
on  penicillin  and  his  best  seller,  “The 
Story  of  Penicillin.”  Dr.  Redd  is  the 
director  of  the  Citrus  School,  Florida 
Southern  College.

“GIANT  AGAINST  THE  SKY” 

Many  of  our  readers  will  recall  how  strongly  Bishop 
Moore  urged  those  sttending  the  last  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  to  buy  and  read  Alfred  M.  Pierce's  new 
biography  of  Bishop  Warren  Akin  Candler,  "Giant  Against 
The  Sky.” 

The  Third  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
met  in  Columbia.  S.  C.,  on  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  July 
2nd,  approved  this  resolution: 

"Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  express  to  Dr.  Alfred  M. 
Pierce  of  the  North  Georgia  Conference  our  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  his  most  excellent  book.  ‘Giant  Against 
The  Sky,’  a life  of  the  late  Bishop  Warren  A.  Candler. 
We  urge  our  people  to  buy  and  read  this  book.” 

And  now  the  editor  of  THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST 
comes  to  add  his  feeble,  but  earnest,  exhortation  to  his 
leaders  to  become  familiar  with  this  significant  book. 
There  must  be  many,  like  this  writer,  who,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  came  along  in  Southern  Methodism  after  Bishop 
Candler  had  passed  from  the  scene  in  so  far  as  his  active 
ministry  was  concerned.

But  this  book  is  more  than  simply  a biography  of 
this  great  Christian  leader  and  statesman  for,  in  telling 
the  story  of  Bishop  Candler,  it  also  gives  insight  into 
virtually  every  issue  that  faced  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  in  the  days  of  his  leadership.  Thus  it 
becomes  significant  annals  of  Southern  Methodism  and  we 
recommend  it  to  our  readers  without  reservation.

Roy  Hunter  Short,  newly-elected 
bishop  of  The  Methodist  Church  and 
former  editor  of  THE  UPPER  ROOM, 
was  born  October  19,  1902,  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  the  son  of  Jesse  Peters  and 
Minnie  L.  Short.  On  September  1, 
1926,  he  and  Miss  Louise  Clay  Baird 
were  united  in  marriage.  Their  three 
children  are  Hunter,  Murray  and  Riley. 

Bishop  Short  has  three  earned  degrees 
and  one  honorary  degree.  He  received 
his  A.B.  in  1924  from  the  University  of 
Louisville,  his  B.D.  in  1927  from  the 
Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  of 
Kentucky  and  his  Th.M.  from  the  same 
seminary  in  1929.  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  in  1939.  He  is  a member 
of  Theta  Phi,  honorary  professional 
society. 

The  circuit  claimed  the  first  efforts 
of  Bishop  Short  as  a conference  member 
on  trial,  (ordination  as  an  elder  1925;) 
Jefferson  circuit,  1921-22;  Mt.  Holly, 
Mill  Creek,  1922-26;  Oakdale,  Louisville, 
1926-28;  Marcus  Lindsey,  1928-30; 
Greenville,  1930-36;  Elizabethtown  dis- 
trict, 1935-37;  Louisville  district,  1937- 
41.  St.  Paul,  Louisville,  1941-44.  From 
this  last  appointment  he  went  to  the 
editorship  of  the  UPPER  ROOM.  Bishop 
Short  edited  the  LOUISVILLE  MES- 
SENGER, conference  organ,  1937-44. 

His  Conference  gave  expression  of 
confidence  in  his  leadership  by  electing 
him  to  the  following  conferences:  Gen- 
eral Conference,  1938,  1940,  1944,  1948; 
Uniting  Conference,  1939;  the  three 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conferences 
1940,  1944,  1948.  He  served  on  the 
General  Commission  on  Evangelism, 
1938-1940.  For  18  years  he  has  served 
his  Conference  as  its  secretary. 


Bishop  Roy  II.  Short  Is  Assigned  to 
Florida 

The  Southeastern  Jurisdictional 
Conference,  which  met  in  Columbia, 
S.  C.,  June  30th-July  4th,  was  a 
truly  significant  event  and  many  mat- 
ters of  great  importance  were  con- 
sidered and  acted  upon.  But  the  out- 
standing news  of  the  Conference  for  the 
rank  and  file  of  The  Methodist  Church 
was  the  creation  of  a new  Episcopal 
Area  and  the  election  of  two  new 
bishops.  Al~o.  these  matters  became  of 
special  interest  to  F'orida  Methodists 
when  it  became  known  that  Florida  had 
been  joined  together  with  Cuba  to 
form  the  new  Area  and  that  one  of  the 
newly-elected  bishops,  Bishop  Roy  H. 
Short,  had  been  assigned  to  preside 
over  the  Area. 

Without  doubt,  the  single  item  of 
business  that  attracted  the  widest  in- 
terest was  the  election  of  the  bishops. 
Because  of  the  death  of  Bishop  J. 
Lloyd  Decell  during  the  quadrennium 
just  closed  and  because  of  sufficient 
increase  in  church  membership  in  the 
Jurisdiction  during  the  same  period 
to  meet  the  Disciplinary  requirements 
for  the  establishment  of  a new  Area, 
two  bishops  were  elected.  The  first 
bishop  to  be  elected  was  Bishop  Marvin 
A Franklin,  for  some  fourteen  years 
the  pastor  of  Highlands  Methodist 
Church,  of  Birmingham.  Bishop  Frank- 
lin was  elected  on  the  sixth  ballot  and 
received  233  votes  with  197  required  to 
elect.  Bishop  Short  was  elected  on  the 
sixteenth  ballot  and  thus  became  the 
youngest  bishop  in  years  and  the  young- 
est by  election  of  the  nine  active  mem- 
bers of  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Of  great  interest  to  Florida  Metho- 
dists was  the  splendid  showing  in  the 
balloting  of  their  own  favorite  son. 
Dr.  John  W,  Branscomb  of  Orlando. 
Long  recognized  as  a man  well  quali- 
fied for  the  bishopric.  Dr.  Branscomb 
was  third  man  on  the  first  ballot  and 
his  host  of  loyal  friends  kept  him  a 
strong  runner-up  in  the  race  to  the 
very  last  despite  his  gracious  with- 
drawal following  the  eighth  ballot 
when  the  voting  appeared  to  be  dead- 
locked. 

The  second  matter  of  interest  to  all 
and  of  unusual  interest  to  Florida  folks 
was  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Area. 
As  stated  above  this  was  made  possible 
by  the  great  increase  in  church  mem- 
bership in  the  Jurisdiction  during  the 
last  quadrennium  and  the  result  was 
the  establishing  of  the  Jacksonville 

In  1943  he  wrote  “Your  Church  and 
You,"  a widely-used  children's  member- 
ship manual.  He  has  been  a frequent 
contributor  to  the  magazines  of  the 
Church  and  to  the  Adult  Student. 

Bishop  Short  will  move  from  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  to  his  new  home,  the 
episcopal  residence  in  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  shortly. 


Bishop  Marvin  A.  Franklin 

Bishop  Marvin  Augustus  Franklin  was 
born  in  White  County,  Georgia,  Jan- 
uary 19,  1894.  He  was  educated  in  the 
schools  of  White  County  and  then 
attended  Young  Harris  College,  Emory 
University  and  the  University  of 
Georgia.  Birmingham-Southern  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  doctor  of  divinity 
upon  him  in  1937. 

Bishop  Franklin  married  Miss  Ruth 
Tuck,  of  Athens,  Georgia,  in  1915. 
There  are  four  children  and  one  of  the 
warm,  human  interest  side-lights  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  was  the 
presence  of  Eishop  Franklin’s  eighty- 
nine  year  old  mother,  Mrs.  Charles 
L.  Franklin,  at  the  consecration  ser- 
vice at  which  her  son  was  made  a 
bishop. 

Bishop  Franklin  began  his  preaching 
ministry  in  the  North  Georgia  Con- 
ference but  later  transferred  to  the 
Florida  Conference  and  served  Riverside 
Park  in  Jacksonville.  He  left  that 
appointment  in  1934  to  become  the 
pastor  of  Highlands  Methodist  Church 
of  Birmingham  from  which  pastorate 
he  was  elected  to  the  episcopacy.  He 
will  preside  over  the  Jackson  Area  and 
will  make  his  home  in  Jackson,  Miss.

for  the  women  workers;  and  offices 
for  staff  members.

THE  “FORWARD  LOOK” 

The  Forward  Look  in  Missionary 
Education  is  the  Advance  Program  in 
keeping  with  the  plans  for  the  new 
quadrennium,  inaugurated  by  the  1948 
General  Conference.  Perhaps  in  no 
way  could  we  state  more  aptly  the 
vision  we  hold  for  these  years  of  ad- 
vance than  is  expressed  in  the  phrase, 
“Breadth  of  mind  and  a sense  of 
Divine  Empire.”  What  a marvelous 
challenge  comes  to  us,  capturing  our 
minds  and  hearts,  our  energies  and 
talents,  to  help  us  develop  and  achieve 
in  all  our  women  this,  “Breath  of 
mind  and  this  sense  of  Divine  Em- 
pire." The  fulfillment  of  this  dream 
would  have  far-reaching  consequences; 
more  missionaries  into  the  needy  fields; 
more  young  women  trained  for  full- 
time Christian  service;  more  scholar- 
ships and  greater  inspiration  given  to 
Youth  Work;  more  prayer  groups;  A 
greater  passion  for  lost  humanity;  a 
more  intelligent  prayer  life;  more  con- 
viction and  more  courage  to  fight  for 
rights  of  individuals;  a more  militant 
faitn ; an  aroused  and  awakened  church. 
But  these  “advances”  will  not  fall  from 
the  heavens  upon  us.  This  program 
wili  demand  the  best  that  is  in  us. 
Only  an  alert,  informed  aroused  group, 
possessed  with  determination,  courage 
and  faith  can  hope  to  make  a dent  in 
the  affairs  of  our  tragic  and  desperate 
world. 

One  of  our  first  considerations  shall 
be  to  formulate  some  plan  whereby 
the  women  who  have  not  had  the 
privileges  of  study  classes  may  become 
better  informed  in  world  affairs,  Mis- 
sionary and  social  and  moral  problems. 
As  an  out-growth  of  successful  study 
classes  we  hope  to  recruit  teams  of 
well  qualified  women  who  will  take  the 
benefits  of  their  study  to  societies  and 
groups  too  small  to  organize  classes. 
Armed  with  maps  and  books;  inspira- 
tion and  friendliness;  a sense  of  God’s 
divine  guidance  and  power;  a new- 
world  will  be  opened  to  many  who 
because  of  a lack  of  leadership  have 


been  denied  the  privileges  of  study 
groups.  This  is  only  one  of  the  many 
results  to  be  achieved  from  consecrated 
study.  As  our  minds  are  stimulated 
and  our  hearts  made  compassionate, 
there  is  an  urgent  compelling  power 
that  moves  upon  us  to  give  of  ourselves 
“For  Christ  and  His  Church.” 
Suming  up  oi,v  aspirations  for  Mis- 
sionary Education  in  this  year  of  ad- 
vance, the  to.  owing  lines  beautifully 
express  our  vision  for  the  women  of  the 
Florida  Conference  as  they  advance 
with,  “Breadth  of  mind  and  a sense 
of  Divine  Empire.”

A recent  communication  from 
the  ri  hop’s  office  reveals  the  fact  that 
the  Methodists  of  Florida  had  contri- 
buted $2,168.47  through  July  8th.  Total 
contributions  up  to  that  time  amounted 
to  $11,154.45. 

The  letter  to  the  Georgia  preachers 
had  gone  out  much  earlier  than  the 
one  which  was  sent  to  the  men  of  the 
Florida  Conference.  We  are  sure  that 
the  Florida  total  must  have  soared  in 
the  last  days  of  the  offering  and  we 
will  publish  the  detailed  and  final 
results  when  they  are  available.  Mean- 
while, we  are  thankful  that  these  funds 
have  been  made  available  for  the 
Bishop's  use  in  ministering  to  the  need 
of  our  friends.

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DR.  EDWIN  LEWIS  WRITES  NEW  BOOK 

THE  CREATOR  AND  THE  ADVERSARY,  a study  of 
the  ancient  problem  of  the  presence  of  good  and  evil 
in  the  world  by  Edwin  Lewis,  is  a recent  publication  of 
Abingdon-Cookesbury  Press. 

Dr.  Lewis  presents  his  conviction  that  the  simple 
affirmation  of  an  almighty  God  of  love  and  of  human 
freedom  and  fallibility  is  not  a sufficient  answer  to  the 
problem.  Accepting  without  question  the  reality  of  a God 
of  love  as  well  as  the  fact  of  human  freedom,  he  points 
out  that  it  has  nevertheless  become  necessary  to  recognize 
the  presence  and  operation  of  other  factors  in  the  universal 
interplay  of  good  and  evil.  He  reconsiders  the  idea  of  an 
Adversary  in  direct  opposition  to  the  Creator  and  speaks 
of  Creation  as  a tragic  drama  of  mortal  conflict  between 
the  two. 

Professor  of  systematic  theology  and  philosophy  of 
religion  at  Drew  Theological  Seminary,  Dr.  Lewis  has 
written  extensively  in  the  theological  and  biblical  fields  and 
has  lectured  in  many  theological  schools  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad.  Among  his  outstanding  books  are: 
A CHRISTIAN  MANIFESTO,  A NEW  HEAVEN  AND  A 
NEW  EARTH.  THE  FAITH  WE  DECLARE,  and  GOD 
AND  OURSELVES.

After  eight  years  of  Methodist  Overseas  Relief,  are  there 
results  that  are  truly  worth  while? 

The  general  answer  might  readily  and  truthfully  be 
given.  There  ARE  results,  results  to  gladden  the  hearts 
of  Christian  believers  who  have  become  Christian  givers. 
The  life  and  health  of  numberless  children  and  grown-ups 
have  been  saved;  schools  have  been  kept  open;  pastors 
have  been  maintained  at  their  posts;  sufferings  have  been 
eased;  courage  and  hope  have  taken  the  place  of  despair; 
“the  oil  of  joy  has  been  given  for  mourning  and  the  gar- 
ment of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness.” 

But  let  us  come  to  particulars;  let  us  call  the  witnesses: 


From  the  Central  German  Conference,  "To  our  Mother 
Church  in  America:  On  all  sides  we  see  hunger,  homeless- 
ness, the  mi  er>  of  refugees,  the  disease  and  growing  mor- 
tality resulting  from  all  this.  Little  children  are  crying 
for  bread,  pupils  faint  at  school,  unhappy  mothers  are 
standing  before  us  and  are  asking  for  help,  weakened  fathers 
are  hardly  able  to  do  their  job.  Besides  that,  the  bread- 
winners of  a great  deal  of  the  families  fell  in  the  battle- 
fields or  did  not  yet  return  from  the  Prisoner-cages  in 
remote  lands.  We  preachers  ourselves  felt  and  still  feel 
the  weakness  in  our  own  bodies.  How  thankfully  did  we 
receive  even  a piece  of  bread  out  of  charitable  hands." 

Bishop  Garber,  speaking  for  the  dozen  countries  of  his 
Area,  declares.  “Hungarian  Methodism  has  lived  since  tile 
war  because  oi  the  gins  aom  MCOR;"  and  adds,  "I  do 
not  .see  how  the  Geneva  Area  Methodists  could  have  lived 
since  1945,  had  it  not  been  for  the  assistance  of  this 
Committee." 


Charles  A.  Sauer  writes  from  Korea:  "I  have  not  seen 
our  children  so  happy  in  five  years."  said  a Christian  mother 
last  winter  in  Seoul.  Just  the  day  previous  we  had  sent  to 
her  home  a carton  of  sweaters,  dresses,  shoes,  and  other 
clothing.  “They  actually  took  those  sweaters  to  bed  with 
them,”  she  added.  “Americans  can  never  realize  how 
much  Methodist  Relief  has  meant  to  Koreans  and  especially 
to  Korean  Christians.” 


Then  to  those  battered  islands,  so  closely  bound  to  us: 
“Through  pastors,  deaconesses  and  Bible  women,  the  Metho- 
dist Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  reaches  into  almost 
every  Philippine  town  and  hamlet  where  there  are  Metho- 
dist contacts."  So  reads  the  last  secretarial  report  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  And 
Bishop  Alejandro  adds:  “Aside  from  the  Board  of  Missions, 
no  other  general  agency  of  The  Methodist  Church  has 
ever  done  more  and  touched  the  very  needy  lives  of 
Filipino  Methodists  more  than  your  own  Committee.  New 
teeth,  eyeglasses,  clothing,  and  cash  have  been  provided  by 
you.  Overseas  Relief  money  has  actually  staved  off  star- 
vation more  than  once  in  the  great  Cagayan  Vally.  In 
many  other  ways  the  blessings  of  the  Overseas  money  have 
come  to  ail  of  our  pastors,  women  workers,  and  the  rank 
and  file  of  our  membership.  For  all  of  these,  we  praise  our 
Heavenly  Father  and  we  bless  His  name  for  you.” 


Testimony  from  huge,  tortured  CHINA:  "The  MCOR 
funds  have  been  and  are  a wonderful  blessing.  The  dis- 
tribution among  our  workers  brought  new  hope  and 
courage  and  life.  Without  this  help  we  simply  couldn't 
carry  on  our  work.”  The  spirit  in  which  the  relief  work 
is  carried  very  important.  That  is  why  Relief  through 
the  Church  groups  is  the  most  effective.”  And  Bishop 
Lacy,  warning  the  workers  that  such  help  may  have  to  be 
lessened,  is  met  by  this  response:  “But  we  can’t  get  along 
without  it.  The  costs  of  living  are  greater  than  ever.  Our 
savings  and  resources  are  gone.  We  know  the  Church  in 
America  won't  fail  us  at  this  time.” 


These  are  but  a few  examples  of  the  blessings  which 
the  gifts  of  American  Methodists  have  meant  to  peoples 
East  and  West  A new  opportunity  opens  on  World-Wide 
Communion  Sunday,  October  3,  when  half  of  the  great  of- 
fering for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service  goes  for 
Overseas  Relief.  "He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth 
unto  the  Lord.” 
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Many  of  the  Churches  throughoui 
the  District  have  given  lovely  receptions 
and  have  done  other  things  to  show 
their  grand  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
their  new  pastors.  The  Sarah  Spencer 
Church  at  Sulphur  Springs  gave  their 
new  pastor.  Rev.  C.  W.  Alford,  a warm 
reception  and  also  while  Mrs.  Alford 
was  on  a short  vacation  they  completely 
renovated  the  inside  of  the  parsonage. 
This  same  thing  occured  at  the  North- 
side  Church  in  St.  Petersburg,  where 
Rev.  A.  A.  Godfrey  is  the  new  pastor. 

The  fine  people  at  Ruskin,  Florida, 
have  completed  their  new  parsonage. 
We  commend  these  people  who  have 
built  a beautiful  three-bedroom  par- 
sonage valued  at  $9,000,  for  a sum  far 
less  than  that.  Most  of  the  labor  was 
contributed  by  members  and  friends 
in  the  community.  This  parsonage 
of  cement  floors,  aluminum  frame  win- 
dows, and  asbestos  tile  roof,  is  both 
an  expression  of  the  grand  spirit  of 
these  people  and  a credit  to  Methodism. 
Their  new  pastor,  Rev.  C.  B,  North,  has 
recently  taken  upon  himself  a wife 
and  besides  having  the  new  parsonage 
they  have  been  showered  by  many 
wonderful  wedding  gifts. 

The  First  Quarterly  Conference  of 
the  Spring  Lake  Charge  was  held  at 
Lake  Lindsey,  on  Saturday,  July  19th. 
The  reports  were  very  encouraging  and 
were  filled  with  the  many  good  activi- 
ties that  have  taken  place  in  this 
first  quarter  under  their  new  pastor, 
Rev.  L.  H.  Wheeler.  Rev.  Berry  Bourn, 
of  Brcoksville,  and  Dr.  R.  J.  Parker, 
of  Tampa,  were  visiting  at  this  grand 
Conference. 

At  the  date  of  this  writing,  over 
twenty  of  the  First  Quarterly  Con- 
ferences have  been  held  with  grand 
reports  coming  from  ail  over  District. 
Among  the  reports  the  most  gratifying 
is  that  not  a single  church  has  refused 
the  increased  askings  in  the  area  of 
World  Service.  This  speaks  well  for 
consecration  and  vision  that  can  be 
found  among  tne  lay  men  and  women 
through  out  the  District. 

There  have  been  many  Vacation 
Church  Schools  conducted  during  these 
summer  months.  An  unofficial  report 
has  estimated  that  about  thirty  of  the 
Churches  have  already  had  their 
Schools.  One  of  the  Churches,  Bay- 
shore  in  Tampa,  had  one  of  the  Com- 


radeship Teams,  sponsored  by  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Education  for  its. 
two-week  school,  July  26th  through 
August  6th.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  Vacation  Church  Schools 
Bayshore  had  had  in  some  time.  The 
total  enrollment  was  seventy.  The 
Comradeship  Team  was  made  up  of 
three  young  people  from  St.  Petersburg: 
Misses  Lee  Hubbard  and  Barbara  Hull, 
and  Ross  Dooley,  with  the  pastor,  Rev. 
W.  L.  Joyner  serving  as  their  team 
counselor  during  the  School.  During 
the  second  week  of  the  School,  Youth 
Week  was  held  for  the  Youth  Fellow- 
ship with  the  Comradeship  Team  ac- 
cepting leadership  responsibility  in 
carrying  on  this  successful  Youth  Week. 
The  program  began  with  supper  each 
evening  during  the  week  and  was 
characterized  by  study,  recreation  and 
worship.  On  Friday  evening,  a Con- 
secration-Communion Service  was  held 
with  Rev.  Robert  C.  Boggs,  of  Largo, 
as  the  main  speaker. 

Two  of  the  Churches  have  had  Youth 
Caravans  with  them.  First  Church 
in  Clearwater  had  a grand  and  success- 
ful week  July  5th  through  the  10th  with 
some  of  the  nearby  churches  visiting 
with  them  during  the  week.  The  next 
week  the  Caravan  moved  over  to  Sem- 
inole Heights  in  Tampa  for  another 
grand  week. 

The  Hillsboro  sub-district  accepted 
an  invitation  of  the  R.  R.  Orcutt  sub- 
district of  Clearwater  and  a wonderful 
Beach  party  was  enjoyed  on  Saturday, 
July  3rd.  There  were  about  a hundred 
young  people  who  were  present.  Due 
to  the  weather  the  group  came  back 
to  first  Church,  Clearwater,  for  supper 
and  their  closing  worship. 

Two  pastors  have  been  taking  special 
studies  this  summer.  Rev.  Paul  J. 
Wagner,  pastor  of  the  Palma  Ceia 
Church  in  Tampa  has  been  at  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary  for  six 
weeks  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Rooks,  of  Trinity 
in  St.  Petersburg,  has  been  on  a 
Scholarship  at  Boston  University  for 
six  weeks. 

The  new  Methodist  Church  in  St. 
Petersburg,  to  be  called  First  Avenue 
until  a name  is  chosen,  has  had  its 
first  Church  School  session.  It  was 
held  Sunday,  June  27th.  The  wonder- 
ful spirit  of  this  new  group  was  seen 
in  the  unanimous  vote  that  their  very 
first  Church  School  collection  which 
was  taken  on  June  27th  at  their  meet- 
ing, should  go  to  World  Service  pro- 
gram of  our  Church.  Dr.  Thomas 
Charlesworth  is  continuing  to  work 
with  this  new  Church  and  will  until 
Rev.  Walter  Kalaf  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed pastor  will  assume  his  duties 
September  15th.  At  the  present  time 
the  membership  of  the  Church  has 
grown  to  one  hundred. 

The  Tampa  Christian  Worker’s 
School  has  been  set  for  the  last  week 
in  October,  however,  the  details  are 
yet  to  be  worked  out.  Rev.  Lional 
Nelson,  pastor  of  Highland  Avenue 
Methodist  Church  in  Tampa,  has  been 
appointed  Dean  of  the  School. 

In  closing  this  article  I would  like 
to  take  a personal  privilege.  It  has 
been  a real  pleasure  to  have  served  as 
the  District  Reporter  for  the  past  year. 
Though  we  have  not  been  able  to  re- 


port the  news  from  all  the  Churches 
as  thoroughly  as  we  would  have  like 
to  we  have  attempted  to  make  mention 
of  the  worthy  activities  in  Churches 
cl  the  District  that  have  come  to  the 
writer’s  attention.  There  have  been 
many  things  that  Methodists  all  over 
Florida  would  have  been  deeply  inter- 
ested in  but  they  were  not  reported 
because  they  were  not  made  known  to 
the  the  District  Reporter.  Therefore, 
I would,  in  all  sincerity,  say  thanks 
to  ail  who  repeatedly  sent  in  various 
news  items  and  ask  you  to  continue 
that  same  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
your  new  reporter.  We  should  be 
grateful  for  having  an  opportunity  to 
report  the  many  grand  activities  that 
are  taking  place  continuously  through 
out  the  District.  Therefore,  let  us  give 
our  whole  hearted  support  as  pastors 
and  laymen  to  our  new  District  Re- 
porter, Rev.  C.  W.  Alford,  pastor  of 
the  Sarah  Spencer  Methodist  Church, 
Sulphur  Springs,  Florida.

Never  Before  In  Methodism 

The  General  Board  of  Education  re- 
ports that  this  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Methodist  Church  when 


over  two  million  adults  were  enrolled 
in  the  church  school.  During  the  past 
three  years  there  has  been  an  increase 
ol  228,713  in  the  church  school  enroll- 
ment of  adults.  This  does  not  include 
the  increase  in  the  spring  conferences 
oi  1948.  When  reports  are  in  for  1948. 
it  is  probable  that  this  number  will  be 
more  than  four  hundred  thousand. 
The  gain  is  due  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  past  several  months  unprecedented 
progress  has  been  made  in  enrolling 
adults  in  the  church  school. 

A large  part  of  the  progress  made  in 
enrolling  adults  m the  church  school 
is  due  to  the  response  of  young  adults, 
i veral  thousand  young  adult  ; roups 
having  come  into  existence  during  the 
past  nine  months.  With  but  few  ex- 
ceptions these  young  adult  groups  are 
making  a new  approach  to  their  work. 
They  are  determining  what  they  are  to 
do.  They  are  interpreting  religion  in 
terms  of  meeting  the  issues  of  everyday 
life. 

A year  ago.  the  General  Board  tells 
us,  less  than  one  hundred  sub-district 
directors  of  adult  work  were  at  work; 
today  the  office  has  the  names  and 
addresses  of  over  six  hundred.  A year 
ago  the  General  Board  reported  five

RALLY  DAY  AND  THE  CONFERENCE  YOUTH  CAMP 

This  writer  has  long  believed  that  the  most  significant 
single  piece  of  work  that  is  done  by  the  Florida  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church  is  the  work  done  on  behalf  of 
the  boys  and  gilds  and  youth  who,  for  one  reason  and 
in  one  way  or  another,  are  its  responsibility  and  op- 
portunity. We  believe  that  this  is  a conviction  that  is 
shared  by  the  most  devout  and  thoughtful  members  of 
our  church. 

It  is  with  real  joy  then  that  it  becomes  our  privilege 
to  bring  to  your  attention  some  evidence  of  the  unusual 
success  that  has  attended  the  series  of  Christian  Adventure 
Camps  and  Young  People’s  Assemblies  that  have  been 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Education  this  Summer.  In 
the  Assemblies  alone,  75  of  our  very  finest  young  people 
heard  and  responded  to  the  call  of.  Christ  and  offered 
their  lives  for  full-time  Christian  service.  300  more,  in 


the  same  groups,  felt  their  spirits  challenged  and  pledged 
themselves  to  full-time  Christian  service. 

Opportunities  lor  such  very  definite  commitments 
are  not  extended  to  the  Intermediates,  but  they  are  chal- 
lenged to  Christian  living  and  service  and  the  response 
from  them  has  been  equally  thrilling  and  rewarding.  The 
Florida  Methodist  Children’s  Home  had  25  of  its  children 
and  young  people  in  these  gatherings  this  year  and  this 
writer  knows  at  first  hand  some  of  the  transformations 
wrought  through  these  experiences. 

Who  would  dare  try  to  place  a dollars  and  cents 
value  on  accomplishment  of  this  sort?  How  easily  it  is 
within  the  realm  of  possibility  and  probability  that  lives 
of  service  that  will  bless  the  whole  world  may  well  result 
from  the  decisions  made  in  these  groups.  And  yet  the 
promotion  of  a program  of  this  type  is  a costly  business 
and  the  Methodists  of  Florida  must  pay  a price  for  the 
redemption  of  their  youth — a cash  price  as  well  as  a price 
in  prayer  and  service. 

Without  doubt,  the  greatest  boon  to  the  Youth  Pro- 
gram of  our  Church  is  the  new  Youth  Camp  on  the 

shores  of  Lake  Griffin  near  Leesburg.  On  the  cover  and 

in  the  pages  of  this  issue  we  have  shown  you  some  actual 
photographs  and  given  you  some  pertinent  information 
concerning  what  has  been  accomplished  in  connection 
with  the  physical  plant.  20  of  the  proposed  38  buildings 
are  now  comnleted  or  are  nearing  completion.  All  who 
have  visited  the  Camp  have  surely  been  impressed  by  the 
fact  that  tho'-e  who  have  the  work  in  charge  are  building 

for  both  the  immediate  and  the  future  needs  of  our 

Church.  The  buildings  arc  attractive,  they  are  adequate 
and  they  are  substantial.  There  is  nothing  makeshift  or 
temporary  in  any  of  the  structures  and  that  so  much 
has  been  so  well  accomplished  in  so  short  a time  is  a 
splendid  tribute  to  the  efficiency  and  devotion  of  those  who 
have  worked  so  faithfully. 

At  the  present  moment,  $15,000  is  required  to  meet 
the  IMMEDIATE  AND  URGENT  NEEDS.  In  order  that 
this  amount  may  be  promptly  forthcoming,  the  entire 
RALLY  DAY  OFFERING  on  Rally  Day,  Sunday,  October 
3rd,  will  be  directed  to  meet  this  need.  WHAT  A GLORI- 
OUS OPPORTUNITY  THIS  OFFERING  WILL  PRESENT 
FOR  A GILT-EDGE.  LONG-TERM  INVESTMENT.  Where 
else  can  you  invest  your  funds  and  reap  such  rich  dividends 
as  those  that  grow  out  a work  of  this  sort?  Surely  this 
Rally  Day  Offering  should  produce  the  needed  $15,000 
and  more — and  it  will  if  only  our  people  will  pause  but 
for  a moment  and  consider  the  values  involved. 

But,  even  after  the  $15,000  has  been  raised,  there 
are  still  other  needs.  The  total  program  calls  for  18 
more  buildings,  some  of  which  must  be  erected  before 
another  Summer  rolls  around.  Chief  among  these  is 
the  Classroom  and  Craft  Building  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  before  an  Assembly  can  be  housed  at  the  Camp. 
This  building,  with  its  12  large  rooms,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated,  will  cost  $35,000.  Then  there  is  an  Infirmary 
that  will  cost  $6,000;  a Guest  House  at  $6,000;  a Chapel 
at  $25,000;  a cottage  for  the  Conference  Youth  Director, 
who  must  live  on  the  grounds  for  several  months  out  of 
each  year,  at  a cost  of  $5,000:  and  13  more  cabins  at  a 
cost  of  $1,800  each.  Some  of  these  buildings  should  come 
as  gifts  and  memorials  from  individuals  and  groups.  But 
here  is  a challenge  that  is  worthy  of  our  great  Church 
and  Conference  and  we  are  sure  that  it  will  be  joyfully 
and  enthusiastically  met. 
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Chiefland,  where  Roy  B.  Ridley  is 
pastor,  has  held  a very  successful  va- 
cation Bible  school  with  an  enrollment 
of  159,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
128.  This  church  continues  to  grow 
under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Ridley. 

Three  vacation  Bible  schools  were 
held  on  the  Citra  charge  where  Leo 
F.  King  is  pastor,  two  of  the  churches, 
Anthony  and  Sparr  held  a joint  school. 
At  a recent  quarterly  conference,  re- 
ports showed  progress  in  the  work  of 
this  charge  with  the  Burbank  Church 
reporting  all  items  except  pastor's  sal- 
ary paid  for  the  conference  year.  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  King  and  small  son  Richard, 
spent  a part  of  their  vacation  visit- 
ing relatives  in  California. 

First  Church,  Ocala,  George  A. 
Foster,  pastor,  expects  to  be  in  their 
new  parsonage  within  a very  short 
time,  the  old  parsonage  was  sold  some 
months  ago  and  a new  parsonage  is 
being  erected  on  Lake  Weir  Avenue, 
which  when  completed  will  be  a very 
compact  and  livable  three  bed  room 
home. 

Lawtey,  where  Ballard  Wilson  is  the 
new  pastor,  is  making  progress  in  the 
youth  work  and  also  in  the  church 
school  attendance.  At  a recent  quar- 
terly conference,  all  reports  were  up 
to  date.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson  expects 
to  attend  the  Community  College  at 
Florida  Southern  this  year. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Holmes,  First 
Church,  Gainesville,  spent  their  vaca- 
tion at  their  cottage  at  Lake  Juna- 
iuska,  North  Carolina,  the  pulpit  of 
First  Church  being  supplied  in  the 
absence  of  Dr.  Holmes  by  a group  of 
very  fine  laymen.

Pierson-DeLeon  News 

For  many  years  the  people  of  the 
Pierson  Methodist  Church  have  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  they  could 
build  a parsonage,  have  a pastor  in 
residence,  and  have  a preaching  ser- 
vice every  Sunday.

Chester  A.  Webb  is  the 
pastor.

A Youth  Week  held  August  16-22  at 
Kissimmee  Church  had  a total  enroll- 
ment of  50  with  average  attendance  of

Money  Is  Needed 

To  develop  a camp  which  is  to  be 
worth  around  $275,000  is  no  small  task. 
The  Building  Committee  charged  with 
thos  development  report  that  remark- 
able success  has  been  achieved  thus  far 
in  carrying  out  the  plans  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  For  the  expenditure  of 
a little  over  $100,000  we  have  already 
a camp  what  is  estimated  to  be  worth 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $150,000.  Thous- 
ands of  dollars  have  been  saved  in 
purchasing  materials  at  cost  or  less, 
and  much  has  been  contributed  in 
labor. 

Minimum  Of  $15,000  Called  For  On 
October  3 

The  minimum  goal  which  has  been 
set  by  the  Building  Committee  to  be 
accomplished  by  November  1st  will  re- 
quire $15,000  cash — the  completion  of 
work  that  should  be  done  immediately 
and  the  payment  of  all  bills  already 
incurred  or  which  will  be  incurred  in 
reaching  that  goal.  The  total  of 
Church  School  Rally  Day  offerings  in 
this  conference  last  year  was  $4,130.55. 
To  merely  ask  your  Church  School  folk 
for  nearly  four  times  as  much  as  they 
contributed  last  year  will  be  to  fail  to 
get  the  money  needed.  But,  if  you 
bring  your  people  to  understand  what 
this  Conference  Youth  Camp  is  to 
mean  to  the  young  people  through  the 
years,  you  will  easily  quadruple  your 
last  year's  offering,  and  even  do  better 
than  that.  Your  young  people  will  j 
help  you  to  boost  your  offering.  Call 
on  them. 

Our  Camp  To  Date 

Leesburg  citizens  gave  us  47  acres 
of  land  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Griffin 
five  miles  north  of  Leesburg.  Tall  hick- 
ory, magnolia  and  oak  trees  make 
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these  acres  glorious  lor  beauty.  When 
fully  completed  according  to  plans  ap- 
proved, there  will  be  38  buildings  in  the 
i amp,  all  facing  the  sandy  beach  of 
the  big  lake.  Twenty-two  additional 
acres  have  been  bought  and  ten  ad- 
ditional acres  have  been  donated  to  us 
by  Judge  Herlong,  which  gives  us  as 
of  now  79  acres. 

Thirty  acres  have  been  cleared.  A 
six-inch  well  has  been  driven  tb  a 
depth  of  133  feet.  The  water  system 
has  been  put  in,  including  electric 
pressure  pump,  high  pressure  water 
tanks,  and  an  emergency  gasoline  pump, 
both  pumps  being  housed  in. 

The  following  buildings  have  either 
been  completed  or  are  nearing  comple- 
tion: custodian’s  cottage,  pump  house, 
utility  building,  main  lodge  (containing 
dining  roo  , idtchen,  business  offices, 
canteen,  lobby,  recreation-forum-lec- 
ture hall  and  spacious  porches,)  four 
toilet-  shower-lavatory  buildings  and  13 
cabins.  Electric  power  has  been  put 
through  camp,  and  telephone  is  in. 
Part  ol  the  beach  has  been  cleared  and 
two  navy  life  rafts  are  archored  near 
riiore.  A clay  road  has  been  put 
through  camp. 

Isn’t  this  a good  report?  Several 
groups  of  intermediates  were  brought 
to  the  camp  this  summer,  but  oweing 
to  shortage  of  cabins  (which  we  deeply 
regretted,  and  which  was  due  to  the 
slowness  of  some  of  the  cabin  money 
in  coming  in)  we  were  forced  to  limit 
attendance  each  week  which  resulted  in 
disappointment  to  a goodly  number  of 
young  people  who  had  planned  to  come 
but  had  to  be  denied  the  privilege. 
The  more  quickly  we  entirely  complete 
this  camp,  the  better  it  will  be  for 
all  our  youth  work.  Remember  this 
October  3rd  and  go  your  full  length  in 
helping  to  provide  us  with  the  necessary 
funds  for  carrying  to  completion  all 
38  buildings. 

Attractive  Investments 

We  like  to  put  our  money  where  it 
will  yield  rich  dividends.  One  layman, 
wnen  asked  for  a contribution  for  the 
camp,  said:  “Yes,  I will  help  you,  and 
gladly.  I spent  one  day  in  assembly 
last  year  and  it  was  the  best  thing  I 
have  found.’’  lie  then  wrote  out  his 
check  for  $500.

Miss  Sara  Jenkins,  instructor  in 
journalism  at  Edison  High  School  in 
Miami  and  the  daughter  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  I.  C.  Jenkins,  well  known  Florida 
preacher,  now  retired,  has  written  a 
new  novel,  “We  Gather  Together,” 
which  was  placed  on  sale  late  last 
month  by  the  Crowell  Publishing  Com- 
pany.

Died  July  13, 
1948  at  his  home  in  St.  Augustine.

Augustine.  “Our  Church,  community 
and  Conference  are  saddened  by  the 
passing  of  our  beloved  Dr.  John  J.

These 
are  truly  valuable  experiences  for  these 
children  and  their  lives  are  greatly 
enriched  by  the  training  and  associa- 
tions thus  received.  The  influence  of 
those  who  attended  this  year  has  been 
felt  all  over  the  campus  and  the  en- 
tire population  of  the  Home  has  been 
benefited.  Why  not  plan  now  to  send 
a youngster  from  the  Children’s  Home 
to  Camp  or  Assembly  next  summer?

WORSHIP  IN  UNITY 
Bishop  Herbert  Welch 

The  World  Council  of  Churches  has 
just  given  an  impressive  demonstration 
of  Christian  unity.  This  is  only  the 
climax  of  what  has  been  going  on  in  a 
multitude  of  quiet  and  hidden  ways 
through  years,  decades,  and  indeed 
centuries.  Just  as  developing  nature 
around  us  presents  its  multidinous 
forms  of  life,  ever  more  diverse  as  life 
reaches  higher  levels  yet  without  des- 
troying the  underlying  “unity  in  di- 
versity,” so  the  Christian  churches,  of 
many  names  and  forms,  have  never 
lost  their  fundamental  unity  in  Him 
who  is  Lord  of  all. 

But  there  is  in  our  time  a new  con- 
sciousness of  that  spiritual  unity  which 
is  more  precious  than  all  outward 
forms;  and  this  new  consciousness 
leads  to  many  outward  expressions,  in 
service  and  in  wohship.  The  disciples 
of  Christ  drew  closer  to  Him  who  is 
at  the  center  and  therefore  closer  to 
one  another.  During  the  last  few  years 
a beautiful  custum,  originating  among 
the  Presbyterians,  has  fixed  upon  the 
first  Sunday  in  October  as  World-wide 
Communion  Sunday.  The  picture  of 
Christian  believers  whose  rituals  and 
orders  and  creeds  may  seem  to  set  them 
apart,  all  bowing  at  the  Lord’s  Table, 
in  adoration,  in  penitence,  in  con- 
fession, in  dedication,  on  the  threshold 
of  the  new  church  year,  is  profoundly 
moving.  In  this  unity  there  is 
strength. 

As  our  Methodist  churches  have  more 
and  more  fallen  into  line  by  the  ob- 
service  and  in  worship.  The  disciules 
and  personal  reconsecration,  they  have 
also  followed  the  advice  and  request 
of  the  Bishops  by  making  a special 
offering  for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering 
and  Service.  This  title  covers  three 
agencies  created  for  the  war  and  post- 
war periods.  One  is  the  Methodist 
Committee  on  Chaplains,  which  selects, 
endorses  , and  assists  the  Methodist 
ministers  who  are  willing  to  take  up 
this  particular  form  of  ministerial  work. 
The  service  they  render  to  our  own 
and  other  young  people  who  are  in  the 
armed  forces  (whether  by  their  own 
choice  or  not)  is  beyond  all  calcula- 
tion. This  young  group,  which  means 
much  to  the  future,  deserves  and  needs 
unusual  attention.  Shut  off  from  the 
ordinary  occupations  and  associations 
and  inspirations  which  our  boys  and 
girls  normally  enjoy,  they  need  con- 
tinued contact  with  their  home  churches 
and  also  a personal  ministry  close  at 
hand. 

What  the  chaplains  try  to  do  within 
the  camps  and  stations,  the  near-by 
churches  undertake  on  the  outside.  The 
proper  equipment  and  staff  for  this 
service  are  possible  only  through  the 
assistance  of  the  Bishops’  Committee 
on  Camp  Activities.  These  two  valuable 
agencies  (Chaplains  and  Camp  Activi- 
ties) are  wholly  dependent  for  their 
support  on  the  half  of  the  Communion 
offering  for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering 
and  Service,  which  is  their  alloted 
share. 

The  other  half  is  given  to  the  Metho- 
dist Committee  for  Overseas  Relief 
(MCOR.)  This  Committee  is  author- 
ized and  directed  by  the  General  Con- 


ference to  represent  the  Methodist 
Church  in  overseas  relief  and  reha- 
bilitation. Over  seven  million  dollars 
have  been  expanded  by  the  Committee 
in  the  last  eight  years  in  discharging 
its  assigned  duty.  This  year,  with  no 
Crusade  funds  longer  available,  it  calls 
for  two  million  dollars  to  meet  the 
needs  which,  after  all  that  has  been 
done,  are  such  that  we  dare  not  relax 
our  efforts.  The  24  countries  which 
have  been  aided  still  suffer  hunger  and 
homelessness  and  disease  and  almost 
despair. 

One  Illustration  must  suffice.  Dr. 
E J.  Aeschliman,  of  Peking  writes: 
“The  MCOR  funds  have  been  and  are 
a wonderful  blessing.  The  initial  dis- 
tiibution  of  funds  among  our  workers 
brought  new  hope  and  courage  and  life 
to  them.  Many  of  them  were  tired, 
exhausted,  undernourished  and  on  the 
verge  of  discouragement.  Without  this 
help  we  simply  couldn’t  carry  on  our 
work,  for  the  cost  of  living  is  terrify- 
ing. Without  relief  funds  during  this 
period  many  of  our  workers  would  have 
to  look  for  other  work  in  order  to  keep 
their  families  alive. 

Due  to  the  MCOR  funds  we  have 
been  able  to  get  most  of  our  work 
started  again.  It  is  inspiring  to  see 
how  the  Christians  carried  on  during 
tho.e  tragic  war  days.  To  know  that 
they  have  not  been  forgotten  by  the 
Mother  Church  in  America  means  much 
to  our  Christian  workers  here.  Our 
Relief  Committee  is  also  giving  aid  to 
needy  church  members  and  other  des- 
titute people  through  the  churches. 
About  one-third  of  the  funds  are  used 
for  pastors  and  evangelistic  workers; 
one-third  for  our  workers  in  schools, 
including  aid  to  needy  students;  the 
other  third  is  divided  among  the  hos- 
pitals and  other  groups.  In  this  way 
the  relief  funds  touch  all  of  our  groups.” 

The  opportunities — dare  I say,  the 
divinely-appointed  duties — which  are 
ours  are  a challenge,  not  to  an  ordinary 
“collection,”  but  to  r.  heaped-up  “offer- 
ing” which  shall  cause  rejoicing  in 
heaven  as  well  as  on  earth.

THE  WORLD  ° COUNCIL  OF 
CHURCHES 

The  eyes  of  all  Christiandom  are 
turned  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  to  be  held 
in  Amsterdam,  Holland,  August  22  to 
September  4.  A total  of  450  delegates 
representing  148  churches  in  42  coun- 
tries will  be  present.  In  addition  to 
the  delegates,  there  will  be  alternate 
delegates,  consultants,  observers,  press 
representatives  and  visitors. 

Dr.  John  C.  Bennett,  Professor  of 
Theology  and  Ethics  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  states  that  the  or- 


ganization of  this  World  Council  of 
Churches  has  potentialities  for  future 
history  similar  to  the  nailing  of  Martin 
Luther’s  theses  on  the  church  door  at 
Wittenburg.  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dusen, 
of  New  York,  one  of  the  leaders  in  the 
movement,  says  the  Amsterdam  meet- 
ing will  be  the  most  significant  church 
council  in  history,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  council  of  Nicaea 
in  325  A.  D. 

All  Faiths  Represented 

Invitations  have  been  extended  to 
all  branches  of  the  Christian  Church 
“which  accept  our  Lord  Jesus  as  God 
and  Saviour.”  Even  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church,  which  forbids  its  priests 
to  participate  in  ecumenical  gatherings 
such  as  the  one  to  be  held  in  Am- 
sterdam, is  permitting  a few  priests  who 
have  received  special  permission  to 
“listen  in”  at  this  international  gath- 
ering. The  Christian  Century,  an  in- 
terdenominational religious  journal,  re- 
ports that  a group  of  ministers  from 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  un- 
happy because  that  body  has  failed  to 
send  delegates,  has  raised  a fund  to 
send  an  “unofficial  observer”  of  their 
own  to  Amsterdam. 

Culmination  of  Years  of  Preparation 

The  impetus  toward  the  formation 
of  a World  Council  of  Churches  has 
developed  through  a long  series  of 
Christian  Conferences,  beginning  with 
the  World  Missionary  Conference  at 
Edinburg  in  1910.  The  World  Confer- 
ences on  Faith  and  purpose  of  the 
meeting: 

1.  For  delegates  representing  all 
branches  of  Christeidom  to  meet  in 
common  worship  and  prayer. 

2.  To  consummate  officially  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches. 

3.  To  develop  further  the  Council’s 
organization  and  program. 

4.  To  asses  the  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses of  present  day  Christiendom. 

5.  To  define  a basis  of  common 
principle  upon  which  Christians  can 
cooperate  for  world  order. 

6.  To  formulate  statements  which 
represent  the  united  thinking  of  the 
members  of  this  Council  for  the  guid- 
ance of  their  constituency. 

Una  Sancta 

The  high  moment  at  the  Edinburg 
Conference  on  Faith  and  order  in  1937 
came  when  all  the  delegates  represent- 
ing the  churches  of  Christendom  arose 
and  made  the  great  affirmation: 

“We  are  one  in  Faith  in  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  incarnate  Word 
of  God.  We  are  one  in  allegiance 
to  Him  as  Head  of  the  Church, 
and  as  King  of  Kings  and  Lord 
of  Lords.  We  are  one  in  acknow- 
ledging that  this  alliegiance  takes 
precedence  of  any  other  allegiance 
that  may  make  claims  upon  us.” 

A new  day  is  dawning  for  our  world 
when  representatives  of  the  various 
Christian  Churches  can  assemble,  real- 
izing the  tie  which  binds  them  together 
in  spite  of  national  boundries  and 
traditional  hostilities,  and  map  out 
a program  in  which  all  Christians  can 
unite.  These  Churches  of  Christendom 
have  a message  for  our  world. 


A WELCOME  WORD  FROM  ALASKA 

We  believe  that  the  Methodists  of 
Florida  will  be  interested  in  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  from  a letter  recent- 
ly received  from  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Pur- 
viance.  former  pastor  of  the  Childs 
Park  Church  of  St.  Petersburg  and 
now  pastor  of  the  Bruce  R.  Baxter 
Methodist  Church  in  Anchorage,  Alaska.

People  responded  splen- 
didly with  their  presence  and  their 
offering.  We  received  $62  for  overseas 
relief.

Gerald  Ken- 
nedy, was  unable  to  attend,  and  our 
sessions  were  conducted  by  Dr.  Joseph 
Adams,  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Portland  area.”

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54  METHODIST  CONFERENCES  RE- 
PORT SIGNIFICANT  GAINS 

Significant  gains  both  in  member- 
ship and  financial  support  are  revealed 
in  reports  from  54  spring  conferences 
just  tabulated  by  the  Rev.  Albert  C. 
Hoover,  director  of  the  Statistical  Of- 
fice of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Although  the  spring  conferences 
represent  only  about  one-haf  of  the 
110  domestic  conferences  of  the  de- 
nomination, their  totals  indicate  some- 
thin 7 of  the  present  upward  frond. 
Fifteen  other  annual  conference  which 
recently  shifted  their  meeting  limes 
from  fall  to  spring  also  reported,  but 
their  statistics,  covering  only  a frac- 
tion of  a year,  were  not  included  in 
the  summary. 

In  the  54  conferences,  active  mem- 
bership of  the  church  increased  from 
3,191.532  to  3,257.319 — a gain  of  G5.737 
— but  the  inactive  membership  list  also 
increased  from  577.945  to  614.401.  There 
was  a gain  of  46,049  in  preparatory 
members — from  347,742  to  393.791. 

Showing  some  of  the  results  of  the 
Church  School  emphasis  of  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ,  the  Church  School  en- 
rollment jumped  from  2.407,470  to 
2,533,085,  an  increase  of  125,615  new 
pupils  The  average  attendance  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  moved  up  from  1.172,- 
388  to  1,213,102,  or  a gain  of  40,714  in 
the  54  conferences. 

That  Methodits  laymen  are  attempt- 
ing to  increase  their  support  of  the 
church  to  meet  raising  living  costs  of 


their  clergymen  is  indicated  by  an  in- 
crease of  $1,964,498  in  the  amount  paid 
to  pastors — from  $20,640,494  last  year 
to  $22,604,992  this  year. 

Total  World  Service  giving  increased 
from  $5,770,117  to  $6,152,181  and  all 
other  Benevolences  went  up  from 
$8,858,171  to  $8,969,382.  The  total 
amount  paid  for  all  purposes  wos 
$88,290,870  as  over  against  the  figure 
of  $81,313,559  for  the  same  54  spring 
conferences  a year  ago.

The  Vacation  Bible  School  was  a 
truly  record-breaking  event  for  the  Dade 
City  Church.  Under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Olive  Tipton,  the  enrollment  for 
the  two  weeks  of  the  school  reached 
a total  of  124,  including  the  faculty.

REV.  C.  W.  WHITE  PASSES 
The  Rev.  C W.  White,  former  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Florida  Methodist 
Children's  Home  and  a member  of  the 
Florida  Conference  since  1894,  passed 
away  Sunday  night,  August  22nd,  at 
his  Summer  home  at  Lake  Junaluska.

Er other  White  became  a member  of 
the  Florida  Conference  some  54  years 
ago  and  remained  in  the  effective  re- 
lation until  1942.  During  his  years 
of  effective  service  he  wrought  most 
effectively  both  in  the  pastorate  and  in 
connectional  positions.  In  the  former 
capacity  he  served  churches  in  Seffner 
and  Port  Tampa,  Key  West,  Miami, 
inverncss,  Starke,  Arcadia,  Wauchula, 
Sanford,  Ocala,  Winter  Haven,  Quincy, 
Tampa  and  Jacksonville.  At  one  time 
he  ’ served  as  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Orlando  District,  as  Sunday  School 
Field  Secretary  and  as  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Florida  Methodist  Chil- 
dren’s Home.  At  the  time  of  his  re- 
tirement he  was  the  efficient  Agent  for 
the  Preachers’  Relief  Board. 

After  his  retirement  he  made  his 
home  in  Ocala  and  it  was  there  that 
he  was  buried.  Dr.  Shuler  Peele,  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  of  the  Gainesville 
District,  conducted  the  services  in  the 
First  Methodist  Church  on  Thursday, 
August  26th.  His  passing  leaves  an- 
other irreparable  break  in  the  ranks  of 
those  brave  pioneer’s  who  served  the 
Florida  Conference  and  made  her  great 
in  a day  when  service  meant  sacrificial 
self-giving.

PROOF  OF  THE  PUDDING 

When  the  press  of  the  State  announced  the  dry  victory 
in  the  local  option  election  held  in  Hamilton  County  on 
August  27th  it  did  not  bother  to  set  forth  certain  very 
interesting  and  pertinent  facts  concerning  the  results. 
But  we  suppose  that  a predominantly  wet  press  can  hardly 
be  expected  to  give  the  same  attention  to  a victory  of  this 
sort  that  they  give  to  an  election  where  the  results  are 
more  in  line  with  their  policies.  Therefore,  allow  us  to 
bring  some  of  those  heartening  facts  to  your  attention. 

When  Hamilton  County  voted  dry  two  years  ago,  it  was 
only  by  a majority  of  56  votes.  Immediately  the  wet 
prophets  of  gloom  began  to  read  the  obituary  of  the 
county’s  business  and,  when  neighboring  counties  engaged 
in  local  option  elections,  it  was  not  difficult  to  find  those 
persons  who  would  declare  that  Hamilton  County  began 
to  suffer  dire  losses  on  the  day  her  liquor  shops  were  closed. 
Within  a very  few  weeks  the  general  impression  given  by 
the  wet  forces  was  that  the  people  of  Hamilton  County 
had  repented  of  their  action  and  would  certainly  rectify 
a bad  situation  when  they  once  again  had  opportunity 
to  express  themselves  at  the  polls. 

Well — the  opportunity  came.  Let  us  look  at  the 
results. 

As  stated  above,  the  dry  majority  when  Hamilton 
County  voted  dry  in  1946  was  56  votes.  This  year  the  dry 
majority  was  593.  The  drys  carried  every  precinct  save 
two,  and  the  wet  majorities  there  were  only  4 and  9. 

Two  years  ago  the  town  of  Jennings  voted  wet.  This 
year  it  polled  a dry  majority  of  20  votes.  Two  years  ago 
White  Springs,  a resort  town  on  the  Suwanee  River,  went 
wet  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  This  year  it  voted  dry 
3 to  1.  Jasper,  the  county  seat,  voted  dry  this  year  by 
a majority  of  2 to  1. 


If  "the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating.” 
Hamilton  County  has  certainly  been  enjoying  its  pudding 
and  the  same  dish  is  herewith  heartily  recommended  to 
other  lovers  of  decency  throughout  the  state. 


CARELESS  CHRISTIAN  TEACHING  AND 
ANTI-SEMITISM 

Some  years  ago  the  eminent  minister.  Dr.  Washington 
Gladden,  gave  to  religious  leaders  and  teachers  a word  of 
caution  that  is  as  timely  today  at  it  was  when  spoken. 
Said  he: 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  prejudice  against  the  Jews  has 
been  raised  unwittingly,  by  the  teachings  of  Church  and 
Sunday  School.  Christian  teachers  of  all  grades  ought  to 
explain  more  carefully  than  they  sometimes  do  that  the 
Jews,  with  all  their  prejudice,  were  the  very  best  people 
in  the  world  when  our  Lord  came  to  earth,  possessing  the 
purest  morality,  honoring  the  family  as  it  was  honored 
by  no  other  nation.  We  ought  to  keep  it  before  our  children 
that  Jesus  himself  was  a Jew;  that  all  the  apostles  were 
Jews;  that  Christianity  was  planted  in  Asia  and  Europe 
by  Jews.” 

An  example  of  what  Dr.  Gladden  had  in  mind  is  the 
following  quotation  from  a current  denominational  cate- 
chism, ‘‘The  Child's  Scripture  Questions."  for  use  in  Sunday 
Schools  and  private  families: 

"Question:  Who  put  Jesus  to  death? 

“Answer:  The  wicked  Jews. 

"Question:  How  did  they  put  him  to  death? 

"Answer:  On  the  cross.”

Service  is  ready  to  help  these  volunteers  in  many  ways. 
We  are  asking  that  you  will  keep  in  touch  with  us  and  we 
will  be  happy  to  send  you  information  and  suggestions 
for  your  youth  volunteers.  We  are  hoping  that  the  young 
people  who  have  returned  home  from  the  summer  program 
will  be  strengthened  and  encouraged  in  their  local  churches.

YEAR  ADVANCE 


The  quadrennial  plan  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church — the  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church — will  get  under  way 
October  4 and  5 when  the  denomina- 
tion’s 571  District  Superintendents 
from  all  over  the  nation  come  together 
for  conference  on  the  new  movement. 

Authorized  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence in  Eoston  last  May,  the  four-year 
Advance  program  calls  for  two  major 
objectives — a world-wide  preaching  and 
teaching  mission  to  deepen  the  under- 
standing and  devotion  of  the  church's 
eight  and  a half  million  members  and 
an  over-all  increase  in  giving  that  will 
undergird  the  church’s  missionary  en- 
terprise and  provide  for  extension  work 
and  overseas  relief. 

Because  of  their  strategic  position 
as  leaders  in  the  church,  the  superin- 
tendents have  been  officially  called  to- 
gether by  Bishop  William  C.  Martin  of 
Dallas,  Texas,  chairman  of  the  Advance. 
Sharing  with  the  superintendents  in 
the  conference  will  be  the  Council  of 
Bishops,  editors  of  church  publications, 
board  secretaries  and  other  representa- 
tives. 

Bishop  Martin  will  give  the  keynote 
address  at  the  Monday  morning  session 
in  the  assembly  hall  of  the  Neil  House 
and  will  preside  at  the  closing  service 
on  Tuesday  night.  Bishop  James  C. 


Baker,  Los  Angeles.  Calif.,  president 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  will  be  the 
first  of  several  presiding  officers  at  the 
meeting  and  Eishop  Hazen  G.  Werner 
of  Columbus,  official  host  to  the  gather- 
ing, will  lead  the  opening  devotions. 

Presenting  the  plans,  two  major  ob- 
jectives will  be  the  vice-chairmen  of 
the  Advance:  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam 
of  New  York  City  and  Bishop  Costen 
J.  Harrell  of  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

In  addition,  more  than  a score  of 
the  church’s  top-llight  laymen  and 
clergy  will  contribute  to  the  conference 
by  giving  addresses,  directing  discussion 
groups  or  leading  worship  services.

EifeHOP  EDWIN  F.  LEE  BURIED  IN 
NATIVE  IOWA 


The  body  of  Bishop  Edwin  F.  Lee 
was  laid  to  rest  in  Fayette,  Iowa,  Friday, 
September  17,  following  funeral  ser- 
vices in  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
where  church  leaders  paid  tribute  to 
his  outstanding  work  as  a missionary 
bishop. 

Fie  died  Tuesday,  September  14,  in 
a Rochester,  Minn.,  hospital,  where  he 
had  gone  a few  weeks  before  for  ex- 
amination and  treatment.  His  health 
had  been  impaired  by  years  of  service 
in  tropical  climate  and  nesessitated 
his  early  retirement  from  episcopal 
duties  at  the  July  session  of  the  North 
Central  Jurisdictional  Conference.  Since 
his  return  to  the  States  he  and  Mrs. 
Lee  had  made  Fayette  their  home. 


Elected  a missionary  bishop  by  the 
1928  General  Conference  of  the  former 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Bishop 
Lee  had  served  in  the  Orient,  directing 
work  in  Malaysia  and  the  Philippines. 
He  had  previously  served  as  a pastor, 
district  superintendent  and  associate 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

During  the  war.  when  the  Japanese 
were  invading  Singapore,  he  and  Mrs. 
Lee,  together  with  other  American 
missionaries,  were  evacuated  from  Sing- 
apore upon  the  urgent  advice  of  the 
U.  S.  Consul  General.  In  1944  he  was 
; or  of  the  General  Com- 

mission on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains 
in  Washington,  where  he  served  until 
it  was  possible  to  resume  his  work  in 
the  Singapore  Area. 

Bishop  Lee  was  born  July  10,  1884. 
in  Eldorado.  Iowa,  and  was  married  in 
1909  to  Edna  Dorman,  who  shared  with 
him  in  missionary  service  and  who 
survives  him.

CHILDREN’S  HOME  REPORTS  FIRST 
QUARTER’S  CONTRIBUTIONS 

We  are  publishing  in  the  following 
columns  a detailed  report  of  the  con- 
tributions of  the  churches  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  Florida  Methodist  Children's 
Home  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
current  Conference  year.  These  figures 
embrace  all  contributions  made  be- 
tween the  dates  of  June  1st,  1948  and 
August  31st  and  include,  of  course,  the 
remittances  from  the  Fifth  Sunday 
in  May. 

As  a matter  of  information,  this 
report  reveals  that  church  contributed 
income  at  the  Home  is  $307.08  less  for 
the  first  quarter  this  year  than  it  was 
for  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
This  is  not  alarming  in  itself  and 
present  figures  indicate  that  the  end 
of  the  current  month  may  find  this 
year’s  income  slightly  increased  over 
the  first  four  months  of  last  year. 

The  administration  would  remind  the 
friends  of  the  Home,  however,  that  the 
remaining  income  periods  in  this  cur- 
rent year  are  peculiarly  placed.  There 
remain  only  two  more  fifth  Sundays, 
October  31st  and  January  30th.  Of 
course,  there  is  also  Christmas  Sunday, 
December  19th,  which  is  an  income  day 
for  the  Home.  But  the  fact  remains 
that  there  will  be  no  regularly  establish- 
ed offering  taken  for  the  support  of  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  Florida  Methodist 
Children’s  Home  that  will  be  available 
to  the  Home  during  the  last  four  months 
of  this  Conference  year.  Thus  it  is 
obvious  that  reserves  must  be  built 
up  in  these  earlier  offerings  if  the  ad- 
ministration is  not  to  be  sorely  pressed 
for  funds  before  the  end  of  the  year.

THIRD  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  OF  MIS- 
SIONS AND  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
by  Mrs.  H.  S.  Austin 

When  in  the  Spring  of  1946  it  was 
announced  that  the  Conference  Study 
and  Action  Committee  proposed  to 
hold  a Conference  School  of  Missions 
that  summer  it  seemed  to  many  that 
it  would  be  very  difficult  to  get  women 
to  go  to  school  in  the  hot  weather  in 
Florida.  But  the  faint-hearted  were 
convinced  by  the  splendid  response,  and 
what  skeptics  remained  had  to  admit 
after  a second  larger  and  more  suc- 
cessful school  in  August,  1947  that  the 
experiment  had  worked.  If  there  were 
any  lurking  doubts  left  anywhere,  they 
were  completely  dispelled  by  the  re- 
sponse to  the  third  School  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service  which  was  held 
at  Florida  Southern  College,  August 
30  to  September  3. 

On  the  good  foundations  which  had 
been  laid  by  the  dean  of  the  first  two 
schools,  Mrs.  H.  S.  Prince,  Mrs.  Fred 
L.  Martin,  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education,  built  a worthy 
structure.  The  courses,  which  are  the 
real  heart  of  the  school,  were  parti- 
cularly helpful.  Mrs.  Paul  Arrington, 
of  Jackson,  Miss.,  brought  the  call  of 
those  who  are  “On  Our  Own  Door 
Steps”  for  a more  inclusive  brotherhood 
on  “America’s  Geographical  Frontiers.” 
The  second  course,  “The  Growth  of  the 


Spiritual  Life,”  was  taught  by  Dr.  Leon 
Couch,  of  Durham,  N.  C.  For  those 
who  were  in  this  class  it  was  an  ex- 
perience which  can  only  be  described 
by  the  title  of  the  text,  “Newness  of 
Life.” 

A new  type  of  courses  was  presented 
this  year  by  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Gisler, 
of  Jacksonville,  who  gave  instruction 
in  the  use  of  Visual  Aids  in  missionary 
education.  In  addition  to  practical 
help  with  the  mechanics  of  visual 
aids,  a wealth  of  illustrative  material 
brought  missions  before  our  eyes  at 
the  evening  sessions. 

The  variety  of  the  program  was 
most  evident  in  the  Forum  hours,  which 
included:  a model  program,  “Pilgrimage 
to  Amsterdam,”  under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  A.  C.  Ivey,  Conference  Vice- 
president;  a discussion  of  “What 
Methodist  Women  Can  Do  About  the 
Alcohol  Problem,"  conducted  by  Dr. 
Leon  Couch;  a challenging  presentation 
of  the  need  for  more  missionaries  by 
Miss  Ruth  Diggs,  former  missionary 
to  Korea;  and  a panel  discussion  on 
“Is  Week-Day  Religious  Education 
Doomed?” 

The  practical  mechanics  of  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  were  presented  in  the  Con- 
ference periods  in  a very  constructive 
manner.  The  outstanding  impression, 
however,  of  all  who  participated  in  the 
school  was  that  more  significant  than 
the  gratifying  enrollment  of  137  (plus 
many  who  came  for  only  one  or  two 
days)  or  than  the  help  with  the  work 
of  the  Society — important  as  that  is — 
was  the  deeping  of  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  women  who  attended  the  school. 
To  this  many  factors  contributed:  the 
challenging  sermon  by  Dr.  John  Brans- 
comb  on  “By  His  Light  Shall  the 
Nations  Walk,”  which  formally  opened 
the  school;  the  moments  of  quiet  wor- 
ship in  the  garden  early  in  the  morning 
under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bla- 
lock, Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life:  the  morning  devotional  services 
inspiringly  directed  by  Miss  Ruth  Diggs; 
Dr.  Couch’s  course;  and  finally,  the 
Christian  fellowship  among  the  women. 
All  these  forces  were  manifest  in  the 
final  consecration  service,  conducted 
by  Dr.  Couch,  when  we  shared  with 
each  other  our  Christian  witness.

A WORTHY  WORK

Pastors  who  receive  circular  mail 
offering  something  free  are  naturally 
suspicious.  Recently  a young  Florida 
Methodist  minister  received  a circular 
letter  from  Elizabeth  Merriam  of  Fram- 
ingham, Mass.,  offering  21  copies  of 
The  Gospel  According  to  Saint  John 
free  of  charge.  Intrigued  by  the  offer, 
but  suspecting  a racket,  or  at  least  the 
compilation  of  a mailing  list  for  future 
exploitation,  he  wrote  to  the  American 
Bibie  Society  and  to  three  persons 
in  Framingham  not  mentioned  by  Miss 
Merriam  as  references. 

The  replies  received  are  so  enthus- 
iastic in  their  endorsement  of  Miss 
Merriam’s  work  that  they  are  given 
here  for  the  benefit  of  other  pastors 
who  may  receive  her  offer. 

The  postmaster  at  Framingham  says; 
“The  Estate  of  Elizabeth  Merriam  is 
carrying  on  this  work  under  the  pro- 
visions of  her  will.  During  her  life 
she  carried  on  this  work  and  has  been 
mailing  with  this  office  for  years.  1 
would  not  worry  about  any  exploitation 
since  most  of  the  Gospels  are  free.

Retiring  Secretary 

Chilton  G.  Bennett  of  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  who  for  the  past  year  has  served 
as  one  of  the  associate  secretaries 
of  the  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  was  elected 
executive  secretary  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing held  in  the  Congress  Hotel,  Chicago, 
July  29-30.  He  succeeds  Dr.  George 
L.  Morelock,  who  retired  after  26  years 
of  consecrated  leadership  in  men's  work 
of  the  church  at  large  and  was  made 
executive  secretary  emeritus. 

The  new  44-year-old  executive  is  a 
native  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  served 
as  a structural  engineer  for  17  years 
in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in 
South  and  Central  America  and  Mexico. 
He  was  executive  vice-  president  of 
Drake  University  in  Des  Moines  for 
four  years  before  beginning  his  work 
with  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities.  A 
lifelong  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  he  at  one  time  seriously  con- 
templated entering  the  ministry.  He 
has  spoken  widely  both  in  and  out 
of  this  country,  addressing  approximate- 
ly one  million  men  at  the  request  of 
the  War  Department  during  the  war. 
Gifted  with  a dynamic  personality  and 
forcefulness  as  a speaker,.  Mr.  Bennett 
has  devoted  the  past  few  months  almost 
entirely  to  an  intensive  program  of 
speaking  and  cultivating  men’s  work 
throughout  the  Church. 

One  of  the  never-to-be-forgotten 
hours  of  the  two-day  meeting  was  the 
testimonial  luncheon  tendered  the  re- 
tiring executive  secretary.  Ray  H. 
Nichols  of  Vernon,  Texas,  who  was 
re-elected  president  of  the  Board,  pre-

He  said  that  China,  where  “the 
collision  between  communism  and 
Christianity  is  a real  thing,”  holds  the 
key  to  the  situation.  An  immediate 
action  prompted  by  Dr.  Patterson’s 
talk  was  a voluntary  offering  taken  by 
the  men  for  the  work  of  Dr.  George 
Ouang,  Chinese  physician  whose  heroic 
life-saving  ministry  had  been  drama- 
tically depicted.

Eighty  young 
people  of  First  Church,  Orlando,  held 
a retreat  at  the  camp.  The  annual 
Pre-School  Planning  Conference  and 
Retreat  of  students  from  the  several 
college  and  university  campuses  of  the 
state  was  one  of  the  outstanding  Sep- 
tember events  at  the  camp.

Adult  Bible  Courses — October 

In  the  October  issue  of  the  ADULT 
STUDENT  will  appear  the  first  lessons 
of  the  new  adult  Bible  course  planned 
by  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education  to  pro- 
vide a systematic  study  of  the  Bible. 


The  over-all  title  for  the  first  year 
is  “A  Christian  Looks  at  the  Old  Testa- 
ment.” In  October  the  course  will  help 
you  to  understand  what  the  Old  Testa- 
ment is  and  to  become  familiar  with 
some  of  the  background  of  Hebrew 
history.  The  following  is  an  outline 
for  the  month. 

Unit  I.  What  is  the  Old  Testament 
(one  session.)  Aim  of  the  unit  is  to 
arouse  the  interest  of  men  and  women 
in  studying  the  Bible. 

Unit  II.  Backgrounds  of  Hebrew  His- 
tory. Aim:  To  help  men  and  women 
understand  something  of  the  nature 
of  the  early  Hebrew  stories  and  to 
appreciate  some  of  their  romances  and 
beauty  as  well  as  their  religious  char- 
acter. 

The  four  lessons  in  Unit  II  for  Octo- 
ber have  the  following  titles:  Lesson  1, 
“The  Stories  of  Abraham;”  Lesson  2, 
“The  Stories  of  Jacob;”  Lesson  3,  “The 
Story  of  Joseph;”  Lesson  4.  “The 
Stories  of  Creation.”  Two  lessons  of 
Unit  II  (which  will  cover  six  sessions) 
will  appear  in  November. 

Steady  Units  on  Social  Issues 

When  men  and  women  from  our 
churches  are  confronted  with  problems 
of  social  significance,  they  often  do 
not  know  where  to  turn  for  guidance. 
Guidance  can  be  offered  through  adult 
groups  when  able  persons  prepare  them- 
selves as  resource  leaders  on  current 
problems.

“They  Need  Not  Starve” 

The  Methodist  Young  People  of  the 
Florida  Conference  have  recently  be- 
come very  much  concerned  about  the 
millions  of  people  who  are  starving- 
in  the  world  today.  With  the  challenge 
of  the  hour  so  vital  and  so  urgent, 
they  have  conducted  a special  cam- 
paign, which  is  now  in  its  seventh 
month,  for  the  corporation,  “Meals 
for  Millions.” 

It  was  as  simple  as  this:  A special 
week  was  set  aside  in  each  M.Y.F.,  and 
called  “Meals  for  Millions  Week.”  Each 
member  was  challenged  to  give  THREE 
CENTS  (the  cost  of  actual  meal,)  for 
each  meal  they  ate  during  this  week. 
At  the  close  of  the  week,  a dedication 
service  was  held  at  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  meeting,  and  the  total  of- 
fering brought  by  the  members  was 
dedicated  for  the  relief  of  starvation. 
This  money  was  sent  to  the  Conference 
Office,  Box  78,  Lakeland,  Florida,  and 
turned  over  to  the  Methodist  Committee 
on  Overseas  Relief  designated  for  “A 
Million  Meals.” 

Many  groups  used  other  methods 
for  collecting  money  for  this  campaign. 
One  special  M.Y.F.  held  a church  ser- 
vice, using  as  their  worship  center, 
a cross  erected  from  shiny  tin  cans. 
Each  family  in  the  church  took  a can 
home  after  the  service,  and  placed 
same  on  the  dining  room  table  for 
members  to  place  3c  for  each  meal. 
On  the  following  Sunday  the  cans 
were  returned  one  by  one,  again  making 
the  cross  complete. 

Other  M.Y.F. ’s  presented  “SOS,” 
starvation  banquets,  giving  the  actual 
cost  of  what  a real  banquet  would 
have  been  for  the  campaign. 

At  the  State  Assemblies  during  the 
summer,  “Meals  for  Millions”  contain- 
ers were  placed  on  each  table  in  the 
dining  hall,  and  assemblites  shared 
in  this  way.  As  a result  of  these 
efforts,  the  grand  total  given  for  this 
cause  has  reached  nearly  $1,300,  which 
is  certainly  a lot  of  3c  meals. 

The  campaign  is  continuing  and  will 
continue  through  the  rest  of  the  year. 
Florida  young  people  are  hoping  more 
conferences  will  catch  the  fire  and 
realize  that  “They  Need  Not  Starve.”

CHRISTIANITY  VIA  WHEELCHAIR 
by  Edmond  H.  Babbitt 

This  is  a true  story  and  one  which 
might  be  acted  out  in  scores  or  hundreds 
of  Methodist  Churches.  When  Mrs. 
Grogan  broke  her  leg  she  sent  to  the 


Methodist  Church  for  a wheelchair. 
Strange  place  to  get  a wheelchair, 
you  say.  Yes,  we  agree.  However,  it 
did  seem  strange  to  the  people  of  that 
church  to  make  their  religion  practical 
by  providing  a wheelchair  for  general 
loan  purposes  to  the  town  residents. 

It  came  about  when  the  pastor  sug- 
gested to  the  official  board  that  they 
purchase  a second-hand  wheelchair  and 
make  it  available  for  anyone  in  need. 
The  chair  was  bought  and  a committee 
of  two  capable  women  was  established 
to  have  charge  of  loans.  The  chair 
was  kept  at  the  church  and  the  janitor 
was  instructed  to  loan  it  only  on  the 
approval  of  the  committee. 

Soon  after  the  chair  was  purchased 
there  came  a call  from  a young  man 
who  had  broken  a bone  in  his  foot. 
For  several  weeks  he  made  good  use 
of  what  he  borrowed.  When  he  had 
no  further  use  for  the  chair  he  returned 
it  to  the  church.  No  charge  was  made 
to  him.  He  wrote  a letter  of  thanks 
to  the  church  board. 

The  chair  had.  been  at  the  church 
less  than  a week  when  a call  came 
from  a lady  who  was  recovering  from 
a broken  hip.  “I  heard  you  have  a 
wheelchair  which  I could  rent.  I 
cannot  afford  to  by  one;  what  does  it 
cost  to  rent  yours?”  She  was  sur- 
prised when  she  learned  that  the  Meth- 
odists of  the  town  would  be  pleased  to 
have  her  use  the  wheelchair  at  no  cost 
whatever — its  use  was  an  expression 
of  goodwill  and  of  a desire  to  be  help- 
ful. 

The  experiment  proved  so  satisfactory 
that  the  church  looked  for  a used 
hospital  bed.  The  superintendent  of 
the  local  hospital  heard  of  the  project 
and  served  notice  that  the  hospital 
was  about  to  discard  a few  beds  for 
the  latest  equipment.  The  church  made 
a token  payment  for  one  of  these 
beds,  bought  a new  mattress,  and  was 
ready  for  a larger  service  in  the  name 
of  practical  religion. 

The  same  committee  which  super- 
vised the  use  of  the  wheelchair  now 
took  on  the  hospital  bed  but  with 
additional  regulations.  To  protect  the 
church  from  possible  misuse  of  this 
equipment  it  was  decided  that  the  bed 
would  be  loaned  only  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  a physician.  This  would 
eliminate  communicable  diseases  and 
persons  of  known  undesirable  qualities. 
Furthermore,  the  bed  was  to  be  washed 
after  each  use  with  an  antiseptic  solu- 
tion and  if  at  all  possible  the  mattress 
was  to  be  aired  in  the  sun.  A rubber 
sheet  was  also  provided.  Persons  using 
the  bed  would  provide  for  its  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  church.  The 
bed  would  be  loaned  for  not  longer  than 
a month  at  a time  and  if  it  were  de- 
sired for  a longer  period  the  case  would 
be  reviewed  by  the  committee.  The 
decisions  of  the  committee  would  be 
final  in  all  details  and  neither  the 
minister  nor  anyone  else  should  cir- 
cumvent the  committee. 

Soon  after  the  bed  was  acquired  a 
church  family  of  modest  means  asked 
for  it  for  use  by  their  son  who  had 
a nerve  condition  which  required  him 
to  be  in  bed.  The  family  could  not 
afford  hospital  care  and  they  expected 
to  care  for  the  boy  in  an  ordinary 
bed.  The  church  equipment  saved  the 
mother  many  backaches  and  helped 


BISHOP  WELCH  RECEIVES 
5,000,000th  FOOD  PACKAGE 


Bishop  Herbert  Welch,  chairman  of 
the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas 
Relief,  was  chosen  recipient  of  the 
5,000,000th  package  of  food  prepared 
for  shipment  by  the  Morris,  Fraser 
Company  of  New  York  to  send  to  a 
Methodist  chaplain  in  Germany.  In 
accepting  the  package,  Bishop  Welch 
spoke  of  the  hardships  facing  Europe 
and  Asia  this  winter.  Fearing  that 
some  may  think  the  Marshall  plan  has 
answered  all  need,  he  emphasized  the 
fact  that  government  aid  is  confined 
to  industry  and  that  interest  in  individ- 
ual suffering,  whether  cold,  hunger  or 
illness  still  is  the  business  of  the  church. 

The  food  package  will  be  shipped 
to  Chaplain  Thomas  L.  Doyle,  at  120th 
Station  Hospital,  Bayreuth,  Germany. 


the  boy  to  recovery. 

The  bed  had  hardly  been  returned 
to  the  church  when  an  older  man  who 
had  suffered  a serious  heart  attack 
needed  it.  His  doctor  had  ordered  him 
to  bed  for  several  weeks.  The  patient 
well  knew  that  if  he  did  not  follow  the 
doctor’s  orders  he  would  not  be  long 
in  this  world.  The  church  bed,  with 
the  head  and  foot  that  could  be  ele- 
vated as  needed,  proved  a Godsend 
to  him.  He  was  exceedingly  grateful 
for  its  use. 

And  so  the  story  goes  on.  The  bed 
and  wheelchair  went  from  poor  home 
to  middle  class  home  to  near-well-to-do 
home.  Always  the  equipment  brought 
relief  and  made  sickness  and  conva- 
lescense  easier.  The  church  people 


Twice  each  month  the  committee  sends 
a large  package  of  food  and  a small 
package  of  soap  to  16  chaplains  to 
distribute  to  German  civilians  within 
their  area.  Chaplain  Doyle  reported 
recently  that  hundreds  of  German 
prisoners  of  war  are  returning  from 
the  Soviet  Union  to  the  American  Zone. 
All  of  the  men  are  maimed  by  war 
experiences  or  so  ill  that  they  require 
hospitalization. 

Bishop  Welch,  who  retires  from  the 
leadership  of  the  Methodist  Committee 
for  Overseas  Relief  on  October  1,  has 
directed  the  administration  of  more 
than  $7,450,000  in  funds  during  his 
eight  years  of  chairmanship.  Bishop 
Titus  Lowe,  who  recently  retired  as  the 
episcopal  leader  of  Indianapolis  Area, 
becomes  executive  director  of  the  com- 
mittee. Bishop  W.  W.  Peele,  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  will  be  the  new  chairman.

DO  MISSIONS  PAY? 
by  J.  Paul  Touchton 

Eetter  stories  have  been  written  than  this  one  but 
I can’t  recall  when  I have  read  one  of  them.  At  any 
rate  few  people  ever  sat  down  to  write  who  had  a better 
subject  than  the  one  which  at  present  engages  our  attention. 

The  chief  person  in  this  story  is  a lady  by  the  name 
of  Belbina  Hevia.  She  was  boi’n  in  Spain  over  a half 
century  ago.  As  a young  lady  she  left  her  native  land 
with  its  beautiful  country-side  which  she  loved  so  dearly. 
After  a.  short  sojourn  in  Cuba  she  came  to  Tampa 
and  for  many  years  has  lived  in  the  largest  Spanish 
speaking  section  of  any  southeastern  city,  Ybor  City.  In 
spite  of  all  these  years  in  America  she  speaks  very  little 
English. 

Balbina  has  been  a grandmother  now  for  about  two 
decades.  Her  three  sons  and  her  daughter  have  gone 
out  to  take  their  places  in  the  business  and  commercial 
life  of  the  great  America  of  which  she  dreamed  as  a girl 
back  in  Spain  many  years  ago.  One  of  these  sons  is  a 
successful  contractor.  Tire  daughter  is  engaged  in  the 
furniture  business.  Left  at  home  with  Mrs.  Hevia  is  her 
husband  who,  due  to  age  and  failing  vision,  can  no  longer 
go  out  to  earn  a living.  Into  this  home,  10  or  15  years 
ago,  there  came  to  live  a dear  old  Mexican  lady  who  is 
around  90  years  of  age. 

Up  to  this  point  we  might  have  told  a part  of  the 
life  story  of  a good  many  older  women  in  Ybor  City.  For 
there  was  a time  when,  according  to  Balbina’s  own  words, 
she  didn’t  attend  church  anywhere  because  she  was  afraid 
of  God.  But  through  the  work  of  a kindly,  friendly  mis- 
sionary she  became  acquainted  with  Jesus  Christ.  Her 
heart  had  hungered  to  know  God  as  he  is  revealed  in  the 
New  Testament,  but  she  hadn’t  known  Christ  before.  She 
hadn’t  known  the  Bible.  With  her  conversion  came  a 
great  change  in  her  life.  So  that  now  wherever  Balbina  is, 
God  has  a witness  to  his  love  for  all  mankind.  Because 
of  her  faithfullness  to  her  convictions  those  who  work 
around  her  have  told  her  she  ought  to  be  a missionary. 


And  she  has  told  her  pastor  that  that  would  be  her 
course  if  she  had  her  youth  again  with  an  opportunity  to 
prepare.  But  she  tells  those  about  her  that  God  has  her 
just  where  He  wants  her  that  she  may  witness  for  Him 
there. 

Several  months  ago  this  pastor  was  made  to  feel 
ashamed  of  himself.  In  visiting  a shut-in  member  of 
the  church  accompained  by  Mrs.  Hevia  and  two  other 
faithful  old  ladies  he  tried  to  hurry  off  before  having  a 
prayer.  This  dear  faithful  witness  for  Christ  said.  “When 
Christians  father  to-gather  shouldn't  they  pray?”  We 
prayed  not  only  in  that  home  but  in  two  other  homes 
we  visited  that  night. 

Anyone  who  doubts  the  possibility  of  Christian  fellow- 
ship or  power  through  prayer  should  learn  Spanish  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  to  catch  the  radient  testimony 
of  this  faithful  witness  for  Christ.  On  many  occasions, 
as  this  pastor  has  tried  to  preach  to  a few  people  in  a 
language  with  which  he  was  not  very  familiar,  he  has 
been  greatly  helped  by  the  consciousness  that  here  were 
people  with  hearts  filled  with  Christian  love  and  a prayer 
for  God’s  help.  This  assurance  has  often  opened  my 
heart  and  life  to  the  presence  and  power  of  God’s  Spirit. 

Somebody  often  asks  the  question  “Do  missions  pay?” 
And  after  53  years  it  seems  we  ought  to  have  vastly  more 
to  show  for  in  an  on-going  organization.  But  when  souls 
like  Ealbina  can  be  saved  from  being  afraid  of  God  to 
radiant  witnessing  to  the  saving  power  of  Jesus  Christ, 
such  miracles  of  God's  Grace  cannot  be  given  a price  tag. 
Though  a person  of  very  limited  financial  income  she 
learned  some  years  ago  the  joy  of  giving  to  her  church. 
This  fact  has  made  her  one  of  the  largest  contributors  to 
the  budget  of  San  Marcos  Methodist  Church.  Greatest 
of  all,  Christ  is  a living  person  ever  present  with  her  and 
she  is  not  ashamed  of  the  Gospel.

MORE  PROOF  OF  THE  PI  DOING 

The  danger  of  death  from  a motor  vehicle  traffic 
accident  on  the  streets  of  cities,  in  Kansas  is  less  than  half 
that  of  comparable  cities  in  all  other  States. 

The  National  Safety  Council  in  its  “Accident  Facts — 
1947”  give  the  Motor  Vehicle  Traffic  Deaths  by  rate  of 
population  and  rate  of  registration  in  six  groups  of  cities 
classified  by  size. 

In  group  three,  the  first  in  which  a Kansas  community 
(Wichita)  is  classified,  Kansas’  rate  is  only  5.2  compared 
to  all  others  averaging  13.1  per  100,000  population. 

Topeka,  the  only  Kansas  city  in  group  four,  has  a 
population  death  rate  of  8.8  compared  to  the  national 
average  of  comparable  cities  of  12.9. 

Group  six  in  which  14  Kansas  cities  fall,  discloses  the 
population  death  rate  of  similar  populated  cities  in  the 
nation  to  be  12.4  and  the  Kansas  rate  to  be  only  4.3,  over  a 
little  less  than  one  third  (1/3)  the  death  rate  recorded 
elsewhere. 

Nor  is  this  a georgaphical  phenomenon.  Comparable 
cities  in  adjacant  wet  States  show  a startlingly  higher 
rate  of  deaths  both  by  population  and  registration  figures 
in  the  wet  cities. 

Kansas  cities  average  only  6.1  deaths  (by  population) 
while  comparable  cities  in  wet  Missouri,  Colorado  and 
Nebraska  have  a rate  of  10.45. 

The  rate  of  Motor  Vehicle  Traffic  deaths  in  1946  by 
registration  in  the  four  groups  give  Kansas  a low  of  2.4 
to  4.4  in  cities  in  other  States. 

The  conclusion  is  inescapable  that  it  is  twice  as  safe 
to  walk  and  drive  on  Kansas  city  streets  as  on  streets  in 
the  average  comparable  cities  across  the  nation. 
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The  Alachua  Church  continues  to 
show  their  appreciation  for  their  Pas- 
tor and  his  family,  they  have  recently 
installed  a new  six  foot  electric  re- 
frigerator in  the  parsonage.  The 
pastor,  L.  B.  Blackwell,  is  using  a 
recording  machine  to  a very  fine  pur- 
pose, he  records  his  Sunday  service 
and  then  in  visiting  the  sick  and  shut- 
ins  he  takes  the  machine  along  and 
lets  them  enjoy  the  service.  The  front 
porch  of  the  parsonage  has  been 
screened. 

Palatka,  has  extended  a cordial 
welcome  to  their  pastor  and  his  family, 
the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hoyt  Tatum  and 
Bill.  This  church  has  accepted  an 
increase  of  25 r/c  in  World  Service  and 
at  the  date  of  the  First  Quarterly 
Conference  reported  all  items  paid  for 
the  first  quarter.  Frank  Robeshaw,  a 
very  active  young  layman,  is  the  new 
Church  School  Superintendent. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  George  Foster 
and  Julia  Adair  are  enjoying  the  new 
parsonage  home  at  Ocala,  they  moved 
in  on  Tuesday,  September  28th,  the 
new  home  is  located  on  Lake  Weir 
Road.  The  Ocala  Church  accepted 
an  increase  in  World  Service. 

First  Church,  Gainesville,  has  a new 
Church  School  Superintendent,  H. 
Spurgeon  Cherry  who  is  with  the 
Athletic  Department  of  the  University 
of  Florida.  This  church  accepted  a 
large  percentage  of  increase  in  World 
Service.  On  Sunday,  September  28th, 
from  four  to  six  o’clock,  in  the  after- 
noon, First  Church  held  open  house 
for  the  Methodist  Students  attending 
the  University,  Dr.  R.  C.  Holmes,  pastor, 
reports  a large  attendance.

Services  are  held  in  the 
Little  Theatre  room  of  the  St.  Peters- 
burg High  School,  which  is  just  five 
blocks  away  from  the  lot  on  the  corner 
of  5th  Avenue  and  31st  Street  on  which 
St.  Luke  Methodist  Church  will  be 
erected.

The  editor  of  THE  FLORIDA  METH- 
ODIST is  in  receipt  of  the  following 
communication  from  the  Rev.  Garfield 
Evans,  former  member  of  the  Florida 
Conference  now  serving  Cuba: 

“One  of  the  worst  hurricanes  to 
hit  this  part  of  the  Island  roared  over 
Matanzas  Monday  night,  September 
20th.  Our  seminary  and  girls  school, 
Irene  Toland,  are  situated  on  a lovely 
hill  overlooking  the  city  and  Matanzas 
Bay.  These  buildings  received  the  full 
force  of  the  storm.  Property  damage 
is  estimated  at  $30,000. 

“The  city  of  50.000  is  without  lights 
or  water.  One  girls’  dormitory  was 
destroyed  completely  and  other  build- 
ings seriously  damaged.  The  major 
part  of  them  are  not  covered  by  storm 
insurance  . 

“Fortunately,  the  seminary  classes 
had  not  begun.  No  student  in  Irene 
Toland  School  was  seriously  hurt  and 
there  was  the  finest  of  cooperation 
among  the  students.

Building  contracts  have  been  let  for 
Miami  Latin  Center,  Methodist  project 
to  serve  Spanish  speaking  people  in 
metropolitan  Miami,  Florida,  according 


io  the  announcement  of  Dr  Henry  W 
Blackburn,  District  Superintendent. 
Miami  District.  The  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  is  cooperating 
with  the  Miami  City  Missionary  Society 
in  the  construction  of  the  center.  The 
Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  is  providing  $50,000  for  the 
building  : Department  of  Work  in  Home 
Fields.  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  $25,000. 

The  Miami  Latin  Center  will  pro- 
vide a chapel,  apartments  for  workers, 
kindergarten  and  club  rooms  and  a 
small  hostel  for  newcomers  from  Span- 
ish speaking  countries  and  for  mission- 
aries and  other  church  workers  travel- 
ing through  Miami.  The  Rev.  S.  M. 
Alfaro,  formerly  of  Puerto  Rico,  leads 
the  present  Latin  Mission  congregation 
which  will  extend  its  program  in  the 
new  location  at  Miami  Court  North- 
east and  Twelfth  Street. 

Cost  of  the  building,  equipment  and 
furniture  of  the  Miami  Latin  Center 
has  been  estimated  at  $110,000.  Dr. 
Blackburn  states  that  $35,000  will  have 
to  be  raised  in  special  gifts  for  the 
project  "made  necessary  by  the  large 
number  of  Latins  moving  to  the  city 
of  Miami  from  Puerto  Rico,  Cuba  and 
other  islands.  More  than  half  of  the 
foreign  airborne  passenger  traffic  into 
the  country  enters  by  way  of  the  In- 
ternational Airport  in  this  Florida  city.

A REMARKABLE  TESTIMONY 

(The  following  address  was  given  by  Rev.  Jos.  Szczepkowski  at  the 
District  Superintendents  Meeting,  Columbus,  Ohio,  October  5,  1948. 

Rev.  Szczepkowski  is  an  ordained  Methodist  minister  and  is  now 
serving  as  Acting  Professor  of  English  at  Copernicus  University 
Torun,  Poland.) 

It  is  about  40  years  ago  since  I found  my  Master — in 
a small  Methodist  Church  in  the  lower  part  of  Jersey  City. 
And  from  there  it  seemed  to  be  my  fate  to  return  to  the 
homeland  of  my  forefathers.  And  I thank  God,  that 
when  I went  back,  for  a faith  that  I found  in  a small 
Methodist  Church,  and  that  I can  say  that  the  faith  that 
I now  have  and  the  life  that  I now  live,  I live,  thanks  to  the 
love  of  my  Master,  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  his  life  for  me. 

It  is  almost  25  years  since  I returned  to  Poland  and 
began  to  work  amongst  the  Polish  people.  I settled  in 
Pomerania,  in  the  Northwest  corner  of  Poland,  the  land 
of  my  forefathers.  It  was  there  that  the  World  War 


caught  me  and  my  family. 

I was  forced  because  of  the  War  to  leave  my  family 
and  go  to  Warsaw,  where  thanks  to  our  American  Super- 
intendent. Dr.  Gaither  Warfield,  I was  put  on  my  feet 
again  and  became  pastor  of  the  Central  Methodist  Church, 
where  I was  pastor  up  until  the  uprising  and  spent  the 
whole  terrible  nine  weeks  in  Warsaw. 

Then  my  wife  and  children  were  sent  to  the  Studhof 
Concentration  Camp,  and  I was  sent  to  a segregation  camp 
where  I was  thrown  out  literally  to  die  of  hunger  and 
starvation. 

Physically,  I was  so  weak  that  I could  hardly  stand 
on  my  feet.  I was  vermin-ridden,  covered  with  boils  and 
with  ulcers.  Thank  God.  my  wife  ana  children  came  out 
of  the  Concentration  Camp,  my  wife  in  a thin  skirt  and 
short  sleeved  blouse,  and  nothing  more;  my  daughter  with 
nothing  else  but  a bathrobe  that  had  to  serve  her  as  a 
dress;  my  son  in  a pair  of  bicycle  trousers  much  too  small 
for  him. 

When  by  the  grace  of  God  we  re-assembled  in  our 
former  home  we  found  nothing  but  four  bare  walls.  The 
future  was  hopeless;  there  was  nothing  to  eat,  nothing 
to  cover  our  naked  bodies  with.  The  last  meal  that  we 
had  was  a soup  made  from  the  decomposed  head  of  a horse. 
The  head  of  this  decomposed  horse,  that  we  chopped  off 
with  an  ax.  was  boiled  in  water  that  mother  had  washed 
the  children  in. 

But  thanks  to  God  who  sent  our  beloved  Bishop  Paul 
Garber,  relief  came  in  the  form  of  the  innumerable  gift 
packages  that  you  and  those  that  you  represent  sent  to 
us,  and  our  hunger  was  alleviated.  Our  wounds  were 
healed;  our  bodies  were  covered,  and  every  article  of 
clothing  that  I have  upon  me  at  this  moment  from  the 
shoes  on  my  feet  to  the  collar  around  my  neck  belonged  at 
some  time,  perhaps,  to  one  of  you.  And  every  article  of 
clothing  that  my  wife  and  daughter  wears,  and  millions 
of  other  Polish  women  and  children,  are  probably  part  of 
the  clothing  of  your  wives  and  your  daughters. 

Brethren,  you  have  shamed  our  unbelief.  You  have 
shamed  us  in  this  because  you  have  shown  us  what  practical 
Christianity  is.  You  have  done  more;  you  have  restored 
to  us  our  belief  in  God  and  in  man.  And  when  I was 
giving  some  clothing  that  was  sent  to  me  to  a man  who 
was  formerly  one  of  the  wealthiest  merchants  in  our  town — 
to  him  and  his  wife  who  were  literally  dressed  in  rags, 
and  who  are  now  living  in  the  woodshed  and  coal  bin  of 
what  had  once  been  their  home,  they  said,  “is  this  true, 
are  these  articles  for  us?  Can  it  be  true  that  someone 
thinks  about  us?  Tell  them,  if  you  know  who  they  are, 
that  they  will  teach  us  how  to  pray  again,  because  we *  1 2 3 4 5 
have  not  prayed  for  years.” 

And  brethren,  I should  repeat  this  a thousand-fold, 
a million-fold  over,  but  all  I can  say  in  closing  is  to  use 
the  words  that  were  used  in  Poland: 

May  God  reward  and  bless  all  of  you;  we  are  your 
debtors  in  Christ  Jesus.

NEW  PENSION  PLAN  SET  UP  FOR 

I AY  EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  METH- 
ODIST CHURCH 

Acting  on  instructions  from  the  last 
General  Conference,  the  Board  of  Pen- 
sions of  the  Methodist  Church  has  set 
up  in  the  office  of  the  Illinois  Corpora- 
tion at  740  Rush  Street  in  Chicago  a 
division  to  be  known  as  the  Lay  Em- 
ployees Pension  Fund,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  by  Dr.  T.  A.  Staf- 
ford, executive  secretary  of  the  Board. 

Through  the  medium  of  this  new 
division  it  will  be  possible  for  individ- 
ual Methodist  Churches  to  provide  old- 
age  annuities  for  office  secretaries,  or- 
ganists, janitor's  and  other  salaried 
persons.  Pastors  and  assistant  pastors 
are  not  eligible  because  they  are  cover- 
ed under  a pension  plan  for  ministers. 

Methodist  institutions  and  organi- 
zations can  also  use  this  new  division 
for  the  same  purpose,  Dr.  Stafford 
pointed  out.  In  order  to  be  eligible 
for  participation,  an  institution  or 
organization  must  be  listed  in  the 
directory  of  the  current  yearbook  of  a 
Methodist  Annual  Conference  in  the 
United  States  or  in  the  directory  of  the 
current  Book  of  Dicipline  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church. 

The  basic  contribution  required  under 
the  plan  is  the  equivalent  of  three 
precent  of  salary  to  be  paid  by  the 
employee  and  six  percent  to  be  paid 
by  the  participating  employer.  Re- 
mittance v/ill  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Pensions  annually. 

In  a comprehensive  booklet  pre- 
pared by  the  Board  of  Pensions,  the 
plan  is  outlined  in  detail  and  tables 
are  given  to  illustrate  the  prospective 
pension  to  be  expected  after  selected 
periods  of  service. 

Harmon  W.  Brown  of  Mitchell,  S.  D., 
is  the  new  superintendent  of  the  Lay 
Employees  Pension  Fund.  He  has  re- 
cently been  connected  with  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company  and  has 
had  previous  business  experience  as  the 
treasurer  of  Dakota  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity. 


The  new  church  is  to  be  of  Spanish 
Mission  design,  having  a chapel  seat- 
ing three  hundred,  a fully  equipped 
Youth  Center  and  educational  build- 
ing.

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METHODISTS  NAME  DIRECTOR  OF 
FOUR- YEAR  ADVANCE 


Dr.  E.  Harold  Mohn 


The  election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  E. 
Harold  Mohn  of  Warren,  Ohio,  as  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  new  quadrennial 
plan  of  The  Methodist  Church — "The 
Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church” — 
was  announced  October  8 by  Bishop 
William  C.  Martin  of  Dallas,  Texas, 
chairman  of  the  Advance  Committee. 

Called  to  the  leadership  of  the  new 
movement  from  the  pastorate  of  one 
of  the  largest  Methodist  congregations 
in  the  state.  First  Church  in  Warren, 
Dr.  Mohn  will  assume  his  responsi- 
bilities as  executive  director  immediate- 
ly and  will  in  the  near  future  open 
national  headquarters  of  the  Advance 
at  740  Rush  Street,  Chicago. 

The  Advance  program  has  a two- 
fold purpose:  to  deepen  the  faith  and 
spiritual  life  of  Methodism's  eight  and 
a half  million  members  through  a 
world-wide  teaching  and  preaching 
mission  and  to  promote  an  over-all 
increase  in  giving  to  missions  and 
overseas  relief. 

In  announcing  the  selection  of  the 
new  director,  Bishop  Martin  said:  "It 
gives  to  all  of  us  who  have  leadership 
responsibility  for  this  Advance  a sense 
of  confidence  in  its  success  in  having 
as  executive  director  a man  of  such 
widely  recognized  ability  as  a creative 
organizer.” 

Dr.  Mohn  was  named  to  the  post, 
Bishop  Martin  said,  because  of  “his 
enthusiastic  commitment  to  the  cause 
of  world  evangelization  and  his  ability 
to  formulate  a program  of  activity  and 
secure  the  cooperation  of  others  in 
carrying  it  to  a successful  conclusion.” 

A native  of  Ohio,  Dr.  Mohn  has 
served  for  over  30  years  in  that  state 
as  a minister  of  Methodist  churches, 
including  a six-year  term  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  Canton  District.  He 
was  a chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in 
World  War  I.  His  appointments  have 
included  churches  in  Kinsman,  South 
Euclid,  Canton  and  Wooster.  He  has 
been  pastor  of  the  Warren  Church, 
which  has  a membership  of  2,700, 
since  1943. 

The  new  director  is  a graduate  of 


Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and  Boston 
University  School  of  Theology.  He  also 
did  post-graduate  work  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity and  the  University  of  Jena  in 
Germany.  Ohio  Wesleyan  honored  him 
with  the  doctorate  in  divinity.

They  will  interpret  the 
life  of  Cuba  and  the  wonderful  op- 
portunities which  Florida  has  of  ex- 
tending the  missionary  work  in  that 
great  Island.  Bishop  Short  and  John. 
Branscomb.  Conference  Missionary  Sec- 
retary, will  join  with  the  Cuban  re- 
presentatives in  attending  the  mis 
sionary  institutes  and  conferences 
throughout  the  Florida  Conference. 
Bishop  Short  will  preach  at  several  of 
the  sessions  and  on  other  occasions 
will  interpret  the  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church. 

Bishop  Short  will  open  by  preaching 
in  the  Tallahassee  District  twice  on 
Sunday,  November  14,  and  the  district 
conference  will  have  the  privilege  of 
hearing  him  preach  on  Monday  morn- 
ing, Nov.  15th,  with  the  institute  being 
held  that  evening  in  Madison.  The  group 
will  move  to  Inverness  for  the  Gaines- 
ville Institute  and  District  Conference, 


later  going  to  Jacksonville  for  the  two 
sessions.  On  Thursday  and  Friday,  the 
meetings  of  the  Orlando  and  Lakeland 
Districts  will  be  held.  The  Cuban 
representatives  will  preach  in  the 
Tampa  and  Lakeland  District  on  Sun- 
day, November  21  and  then  move  into 
the  Tampa  meetings  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  going  to  Miami  for  the  in- 
stitute and  conference  there  on  Tues- 
day night  and  Wednesday.

Wang  had  large  sums  of  money  sent 
him  tor  local  relief.  The  funds  were  deposited  in  a local 
bank.  One  day  a bank  manager  told  him  that  there  was 
a large  sum  of  interest  on  the  deposit,  and  he  would  credit 
the  amount  to  Wang's  personal  account.  Wang  said.  "O. 
no!  That  is  not  mine  It  belongs  to  the  funds.  Place 
it  to  that  account."  A few  days  later  a man  of  wealth 
in  the  community  came  to  Wang  and  handed  him  a 
large  sum  of  money,  saying.  "I  heard  about  that  interest 
transaction,  so  I want  to  give  you  money  for  relief  work, 
because  you  are  an  honest  man  who  will  use  every  dollar 
for  reliel  of  our  needy  people.”

With  Bishop  Roy  H.  Short  sounding 
the  signal  for  advance  with  an  in- 
spiring address,  the  Main  Street  Church 
launched  the  drive  for  a $45,000  beau- 
tiful new  sanctuary  at  a dinner  meet- 
ing Friday  evening,  November  5th. 
Led  by  their  courageous  and  able  pas- 
tor, Rev.  W.  J.  Churchwell,  the  congre- 
gation filled  the  dining  rooms  to  capa- 
city and  every  reference  to  the  project 
was  greeted  with  enthusiastic  applause. 
Mr.  E.  L.  Whitfield  will  direct  the 
financial  drive,  supported  by  the  offi- 
cial Board  and  every  member  of  the 
church.  While  the  goal  seems  rather 
large  for  the  membership  is  freely  pre- 
dicted that  it  will  be  reached  and  that 
the  new  building  will  sonn  be  occupied. 

Rev.  Henry  Crews,  a highly  success- 
ful general  evangelist  from  Alabama,  is 
assisting  Rev.  George  Summers  in  a 
series  of  meetings  at  Wesley  Memorial 
Church.  This  marks  the  third  visit 
of  Dr.  Crews  to  this  church  where  he 
has  a host  of  friends  and  many  spirit- 
ual children. 

Rev.  D.  W Ferrel,  the  pastor,  re- 
ports a very  successful  revival  meeting 
at  Inman  Memorial  Church  where  he 
was  assisted  by  Rev.  R.  O.  Edenfiela,  of 
Alamao,  Ga.  The  church  continues 
to  prosper  with  Brother  Ferrell  now 
in  his  sixth  year. 

With  appropriate  ceremonies  marking 
the  final  service  in  the  old  church 
which  for  nearly  forty  years  had  served 
the  congregation  well,  the  Riverside 
Park  Church  moved  forward  in  their 
enlarged  building  program  Sunday 
afternoon,  November  7th.

and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School,  have  led  the  church  well  in  this 
enterprise.  The  large  and  attractive 
building  will  soon  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy. 

Woodstock  Park  Church  has  reached 
another  milestone  in  their  building  and 
development  program  with  the  placing 
of  windows  and  the  installation  of  an 
adequate  heating  plant.

dent at  the  evening  worship  service. 

Brother  Grady  Potter,  a very  fine  and 
faithful  layman,  has  been  sick  for  the 
past  several  months,  having  suffered 

a heart  attack  on  July  5th,  his  friends 
will  be  glad  to  know  that  he  is  re- 
covering. Brother  Potter  has  been 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Bushnell 
Church  and  Sunday  School  for  many 
years.

October  31st  was  a great  day  in  the 
history  of  First  Church,  Orlando,  when 
Bishop  Roy  H.  Short  presided  at  the 
Cornerstone  Laying  of  the  new  Asbury 
Hall,  which  is  being  constructed  to 
increase  Church  School  facilities  It 
was  the  first  such  service  conducted 
by  Bishop  Short  since  his  election  to 
the  Episcopacy.  The  Bishop  preached 
to  a capacity  crowd  at  the  morning 
Worship  service  prior  to  the  Corner- 
stone laying.  Participating  in  the  ser- 
vice with  Bishop  Short,  were:  Bishop 
John  Gowdy,  of  Winter  Park,  Dr.  Paul 
Fletcher,  District  Superintendent,  Judge 
Frank  A.  Smith,  Chairman  of  the 
Eoaid  of  Trustees  of  First  Church, 
Orlando,  Dr.  John  Branscomb,  pastor 
and  Rev.  Robert  Blackburn,  Associate 
pastor. 

The  new  building,  which  is  scheduled 
for  completion  by  Easter,  1949,  is  being 
constructed  at  a cost  of  $165,000  and 
will  add  greatly  to  the  present  Church 
School  facilities.  It  is  to  be  a three- 
story.  yellow  brick  construction  and 
will  be  adjoined  to  the  present  Wesley 
Hall.  The  membership  of  this  Church 
School  exceeds  2,100  members.  The 
attendance  for  each  of  the  past  six 
Sundays  has  been  well  over  1000,  with 
1,266  present  on  Rally  Day  and  a 
Rally  Day  offering  of  $610  for  the 
Youth  Camp.  The  Fifth  Sunday  offer- 
ing for  the  Florida  Methodist  Chil- 
dren’s Home  on  October  31  amounted 
to  $515.77. 


THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION 
ON  ACTIVITIES  1948-1949 

The  members  of  the  Commission  on 
Activities  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Florida  Council  of  Churches  should, 
through  its  various  departments,  at- 
tempt a very  limited  but  definite  pro- 
gram, dealing  with  matters  on  which 
there  is  very  general  agreement,  in  order 
to  demonstrate  the  need  for  and  value 
of  the  Council  during  these  initial 
months  of  its  life.  The  proposals  here- 
with submitted  can  and  should  be  car- 
ried out,  in  our  opinion,  but  they 
should  not  represent  the  total  service 
of  the  committees,  which  do  have 
some  degree  of  liberty  under  our  con- 
stitution. The  items  listed  in  this  re- 
port are  the  activities  on  which  the 
Council  will  major  during  the  year 
1948-1949. 

Christian  Social  Relations 

Provide  a committee  to  study  legis- 
lation prepared  for  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  to  serve 
at  the  time  of  the  1949  sessions  of  that 
body,  to  inform  the  religious  leaders 
and  organizations  of  our  commonwealth 
of  proposed  actions  by  our  lawmakers, 
and  to  serve  the  Christian  forces  of 
the  state  as  directed  by  the  Council. 

Conduct  an  institute  on  marriage  and 


family  life  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions. 

Make  a study  of  our  state  institu- 
tions whose  services  come  within  the 
purview  of  this  committee. 

Christian  Education 

Promote  National  Christian  Family 
Week,  and  Christian  Education  Week 
throughout  the  state  through  local 
councils,  ministerial  associations,  and 
local  churches. 

Religious  Radio 

Discover  and  promote  appropriate 
authorized  religious  radio  programs. 

Locate  key  persons  in  local  councils 
and  associations  who  will  serve  on  a 
voluntary  basis  to  promote  the  above 
mentioned  programs. 

Endeavor  to  secure  local  use  of  good 
religious  programs  not  now  used  by 
local  stations. 

Evangelism  And  Devotional  Life 

Publicize  and  encourage  the  obser- 
vance of  World-wide  Communion  Sun- 
day, Reformation  Sunday  and  World 
Community  Day-. 

Cooperate  with  the  “United  Evange- 
listic Advance,’’  an  interdenominational 
project  to  be  inaugurated  in  1949. 

Sponsor  one-day  retreats  for  minis- 
ters in  various  communities  for  all  the 


ministers  in  the  area. 

Church  Planning  And  Strategy 

Sponsor  a meeting  of  denominational 
administrative  officers  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  cooperation,  and  initiating 
comity  among  the  denominations  in  the 
state. 

Philantropic  Service 

Sponsor  the  migrant  work  so  ably 
initiated  and  maintained  by  the  Florida 
Council  of  Church  Women. 

Raise  $3,000  for  migrant  work  under 
the  leadership  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Philanthropic  Service 
among  the  constituent  denominations, 
councils  and  churches. 

Make  a survey  of  the  various  agencies 
and  welfare  institutions  in  order  to  in- 
form our  people  of  the  condition  of 
the  needy  in  our  state,  and  the  ser- 
vice rendered  by  the  various  philan- 
thropic organizations  in  our  communi- 
ties.

GREATLY  NEEDED  IMPROVEMENTS 
BEING  MADE 

In  addition  to  the  chlorination  of 
the  swimming  pool  and  the  complete 
renovation  of  the  kitchen  which  have 
been  announced  and  provided  for,  a 
number  of  other  greatly  needed  im- 
provements are  being  made  at  the 
Florida  Methodist  Children's  Home. 

Chief  among  these  is  the  erection  of 
a new  barn  to  house  a part  of  the  live 
stock  and  give  more  ample  space  for 
the  storage  of  feed.  This  barn  is  to 
be  a two-story  steel  and  concrete  struc- 
ture of  the  Quonset  type  and  the 
concrete  work  is  already  in.  The 
Home,  under  the  direction  of  its  dairy- 
man, Mr.  William  J.  Showerman,  is 
continuing  to  enlarge  its  herd  of  pure 
bred  and  registered  Jersey  cows  and 
adequate  housing  facilities,  especially 
for  the  young  calves,  had  become  an 
urgent  necessity.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
friends  of  the  Home  will  so  respond 
to  the  financial  needs  of  the  institution 
that  this  barn  may  be  paid  for  without 
disturbing  any  of  the  designated  build- 
ing funds,  leaving  these  funds  for  the 
erection  of  dormitories.  The  total  cost 
of  the  barn  will  approximate  $5,500. 

Another  greatly  needed  major  im- 
provement that  is  already  under  way 
is  the  installation  of  shower  baths  in 
Hardin  East,  the  Intermediate  girls' 
domitory.  In  addition  to  the  many 
disadvantages  of  tub  baths  in  a dormi- 
tory situation,  the  Home  has  been 
bothered  for  years  with  occasional  over- 
flowing tubs  and  the  subsequent  fail- 
ing of  plaster  in  the  dining  room.  When 
a situation  finally  developed  which 
called  for  extensive  repairs  and  new 
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installations  of  the  drains,  the  admin- 
istration decided  to  go  all  the  way  in 
trying  to  remedy  the  situation  and 
these  new  shower  baths  are  the  answer. 
They  will  likely  be  installed  and  work- 
ing before  this  appears  in  print. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  Randall, 
Moody  and  Hardin  East  have  been 
completely  redectorated  and  the  girls 
themselves  are  doing  much  along  this 
line  in  Hardin  West.  A water  soften- 
ing system  was  recently  installed  in 
the  laundry,  a new  washer  has  been 
purchased  and  the  mangle  completely 
re-covered.  A constant  program  of 
repairing  and  painting  goes  on  over 
all  the  campus  at  all  times  and  every- 
thing possible  is  being  done  to  main- 
tain a wholesome  and  attractive  at- 
mosphere for  the  boy  and  girls  who 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Church 
through  the  channels  of  this  institution.

IIOW’S  YOUR  PARSONAGE? 

Many  a “new”  minister’s  family  has 
become  dejected  and  discouraged  by 
one  look  through  the  window  of  what 
was  to  be  their  new  home — even  be- 
fore the  key  was  put  in  the  door.  And 
it’s  a pretty  poor  introduction  to  a 
parish  to  enter  an  unattractive,  illy 
designed,  run  down,  and  poorly  fur- 
nished parsonage  on  the  Friday  before 
the  first  sermon  .... 

In  an  effort  to  see  what  rural  par- 
sonage— or  rectories  or  manses — are 
like,  and  to  suggest  improvements,  Dr. 
Ralph  A.  Felton  and  ten  graduate 
students  of  Drew  Theological  Seminary 
recently  completed  a study  of  1,171 
parsonages,  of  twelve  denominations, 
in  47  states:  they  were  all  parsonages 
in  communities  of  2,500  population  or 
less.  The  published  results  (“The 
Home  of  the  Rural  Pastor;”  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Metho- 
dist Church,  150  Fifth  Ave.,  New  York 
City;  112  pages;  price,  40  cents)  we 
commend  to  every  official  board,  rural 
or  urban,  that  wants  to  so  house  the 
parsonage  family  that  the  most  effec- 
tive service  may  be  given  by  them  to 
congregation  and  community. 

The  volume  is  a factual  study  that 
cannot  be  summarized  here.  But  a 
few  figures  will  indicate  its  scope:  88G 
of  the  pastors  study  in  their  homes — 
few  have  adequate  studies  but  take 
unused  bedrooms  instead;  many  com- 
mittee and  other  meetings  are  held 
in  the  parsonage — the  living  room  and 
its  furniture  are  inadequate  for  meet- 
ings in  half  the  houses;  personal  coun- 
selling and  interviews  are  becoming 
more  and  more  important  in  pastoral 
ministry — few  parsonages  have  private 
entrance  to  the  study  from  the  porch 
or  the  hall;  40%  of  the  parsonages 


needed  paint:  40'.  were  not  adequately 
insured;  few  had  play  rooms  for  the 
children. 

It  is  still  true  that  the  pastor's  wife 
is  among  the  best-educated  women  in 
community,  and  that  she  has  a major 
contribution  to  make  to  education,  club 
work,  music,  conferences  and  visitation 
in  parish  and  community.  Yet  she  is 
handicapped  in  what  she  can  do  out- 
ride the  home  if  the  parsonage  is  not 
equipped  with  such  labor  and  time- 
. rving  machines  as  electric  refrigerator, 
washing  machine,  electric  range,  etc.; 
and  if  she  has  to  shovel  coal,  wash 
and  iron  by  hand,  scrub  ancient  floors, 
ha  poor  equipment  and  fixtures  in 
the  bathroom  and  kitchen,  and  must 
spend  long  hours  with  broom,  dish- 
cloth. and  dust -cloth.  The  trustees 
who  do  not  surround  the  pastor’s  wife 
with  rapid  tools  for  her  routine  work 
arc  limiting  the  services  the  church 
leceives  from  her  mind  and  hand. 

Minimum  "standards”  for  a parson- 
age home  are  thus  listed  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension: 
three  bedrooms  and  one  equipped  in- 
■ idc  bathroom — the  bedrooms  might 
contain  complete  beds,  springs,  and 
mattresses  with  mattress  covers;  a 
living  room  and  a dining  room  so  locat- 
ed that  they  might  be  used  for  wed- 
dings and  social  groups — the  heavy 
furniture  to  be  permanent;  a cheerful 
kitchen  with  hot  and  cold  water,  a 
good  range,  a standard  sink,  a mechan- 
ical refrigerator,  and  cupboards  or 
storage  closets;  laundry  space  and 
mechanical  devices;  adequate  hallways 
and  closets;  a pastor’s  study  (unless 
provided  elsewhere;)  a centrally  locat- 
ed and  automatically  controlled  heat- 
ing plant;  curtain  rods  and  shades 
provided  for  windows;  finished  floors; 
a complete  convenient  garage. 

Have  you  checked  the  adequacy  of 
the  parsonage  of  your  church  lately?

Other  officers 
chosen  for  the  commission  are:  vice- 
president,  Bishop  W.  Earl  Ledden, 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  secretary,  the  Rev. 
Walter  N.  Vernon,  Jr.,  Nashville,  Tenn.: 
treasurer,  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Kirkland, 
New  York,  N.  Y. 

The  40  members  of  the  commission 
are  drawn  from  the  agencies  of  the 
church  which  are  now  using  audio  or 
visual  methods  or  who  desire  to  do  so 
in  the  future.  Projected  pictures, 
recordings,  transcriptions,  radio  and 
television  programs  are  all  within  the 
scope  of  the  new  commission. 

Studies  looking  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  a unified  and  comprehensive 
program  to  serve  ail  age  groups  in 
home,  church  ar.d  community,  and  to 
represent  the  great  causes  of  the  church 
will  be  made  by  the  commission.  The 
new  agency  will  also  represent  The 
Methodist  Church  in  such  coops,  ative 
activities  as  the  Protestant  Film  Com- 
mission, the  Religious  Film  Associa- 
tion, the  Protestant  Radio  Commission, 
the  International  Council  of  Religious 
Education  and  other  interdenomina- 
tional audio-visual  groups.

The  General  Board  of  Evangelism  of 
The  Methodist  Church  announces  the 
election  of  Dr.  Dawson  C.  Bryan  of 
Houston,  Texas,  as  associate  secretary 
in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Per- 
sonal and  Visitation  Evangelism,  effec- 
tive immediately. 

This  is  a new  department  authorized 
at  the  organizational  meeting  of  the 
General  Board  for  the  new  quadren- 
nium  on  July  28.  As  head  of  the  de- 
partment Dr.  Bryan  will  be  in  charge 
of  the  promotion  of  religious  surveys, 
schools  of  visitation  evangelism,  the 
organization  of  laymen  in  local  church- 
es for  visitation  evangelism,  the  train- 
ing of  young  adults  and  youth  for 
personal  work,  and  the  organization  of 
new  churches  by  the  visitation  method. 

Dr.  Bryan  is  well  equipped  for  this 
work  having  received,  largely  by  per- 
sonal work  and  visitation,  more  than 
3,000  members  into  St.  Paul’s  Church 
in  Houston,  Texas,  during  the  11  years 
of  his  pastorate  there.  Moreover,  he 
is  the  author  of  two  outstanding  books 
in  the  field:  "A  Workable  Plan  of  Evan- 
gelism” and  “A  Handbook  of  Evange- 
lism for  Laymen.”  He  issued  an  earlier 
volume  entitled,  “The  Art  of  Illustrat- 
ing Sermons.” 

Under  his  leadership  St.  Paul’s 
Methodist  Church  at  Houston  has  de- 
veloped into  a chui'ch  of  3,500  members 
and  has  a plant  valued  at  one  and 
three-quarter  million  dollars.  Previ- 
ous to  this  pastorate,  Dr.  Bryan  served 
as  pastor  of  Centenary  Church,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  and  other  churches  in 
Missouri  and  Kentucky,  including  a 
term  as  District  Superintendent  in 
Missouri. 

A native  of  Dawson  City,  Canada, 
Dr.  Bryan  was  educated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Texas,  Southern  Methodist 
University  and  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. Central  College,  Fayette,  Mo., 
conferred  upon  him  the  doctor  of  di- 
vinity degree  in  1936. 

Dr.  Bryan  was  a member  of  the 
General  Conference  in  1944  ana  1948 
and  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional 


Conference  in  1944  and  1948.  He  has 
been  a member  of  the  General  Board 
of  Evangelism  since  1944,  chairman 
of  the  South  Central  Jurisuictional 
Pcard  since  1944  and  chairman  of  the 
Texas  Conference  Board  since  1939. 
In  1941  he  was  a member  of  the  evan- 
gelistic team  of  the  National  Christian 
Preaching  Mission.  During  the  recent 
year  of  evangelism  of  The  Methodist 
Church  he  directed  numerous  schools 
of  visitation  evangelism  across  the 
country. 

Mrs.  Bryan  is  the  former  Rachel 
Marie  Boynton.  There  are  two  chil- 
dren: Mrs.  Richard  V.  Lewis  of  Austin, 
Texas  and  Oscar  who  is  in  high  school. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bryan  will  make  their 
home  in  Nashville,  moving  here  at  an 
early  date.

BEGINNING  OF  METHODISM 
IN  CUBA 

The  Methodist  Church  in  Cuba  will 
commemorate  its  Semicentennial  Jan- 
uary 1-6,  1949.  A half  century  in  the 
life  of  an  individual  is  an  active  life- 
time; in  the  life  of  a nation  or  a 
church,  it  is  childhood  or  adolesence. 
There  was  a small  Methodist  congrega- 
tion in  Havana,  thanks  to  the  mis- 
sionary activity  of  the  Florida  Con- 
ference, prior  to  the  Spanish -American 
War,  1895-1898.  but  the  Evangelical 
Churches  did  not  have  right  of  way 
in  Cuba  until  the  evacuation  of  the 
Spanish  colonial  government  and 
military  forces  on  January  1,  1899. 

Exploration — 

In  November,  1898.  Bishop  Warren 
A.  Candler,  Dr.  W.  R.  Lambuth,  mis- 
sionary secretary,  Dr.  C.  A.  Fulwood, 
a district  superintendent  of  the  Florida 
Conference,  and  H.  W.  Baker,  a young 
preacher  of  Key  West,  arrived  in 
Havana  to  spy  out  the  land.  Dr.  Lam- 
buth and  Baker  visited  a number  of 
cities  on  the  island  and  reported  on  the 
material  and  spiritual  conditions  of 
the  people. 

Dr.  David  W.  Carter,  who  later  be- 
came superintendent  of  the  Mission, 
reported  that  on  a preaching  mission 
early  in  1899  he  asked  a priest  in 
Cardonas  why  there  was  but  one  Catho- 
lic church  in  such  an  important  city. 
The  priest  replied:  “In  Cuba  there  are 
not  many  Catholics,  the  people  are 
indifferent.”  Answering  his  question 
why  there  seemed  to  be  so  little  re- 
ligious life  in  Cienfuegos,  a physician 
said:  “We  are  not  to  blame.  The 

priests  are  so  corrupt  and  venal,  mak- 
ing merchandise  of  religion,  that  we 
have  lost  respect  for  them  and  their 
religion.”  Dr.  Carter’s  conclusion  was: 
“I  have  never  read  of  or  seen  anything 
like  this.  If  we  had  consecrated  men 
who  could  preach  in  Spanish,  we  could 
form  a congregation  in  every  town  in 
this  island.” 

Occupation — 

Bishop  Candler  and  Dr.  Fulwood 
worked  out  the  appointments  for  Cuba 
at  the  session  of  the  Florida  Conference, 
as  follows: 

Havana,  George  H.  MacDonell,  I.  E. 
Barredo;  Matanzas,  H.  W.  Baker; 
Cienfuegos,  H.  W.  Penny;  Santiago  de 
Cuba,  H.  B.  Somoillan.  MacDonell  ar- 


rived in  Havana,  December  31.  1898 
and  witnessed  the  hauling  down  of  the 
Spanish  flag  next  day.  The  others 
came  in  January  following.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  four  appointed  at  the 
Florida  Conference.  Miss  Harriet  G. 
Carson.  Prof.  Thad  E.  Leland  and  W.  E. 
Sewell  arrived  in  January.  Miss  Car- 
son  organized  the  Irene  Toland  School 
at  s.  i but  it  was  moved  to  Ma- 

tanzes  in  November  for  health  reasons. 
Miss  Carson  founded  the  Eliza  Bowman 
School  in  Havana.  The  school  set  up 
in  Havana  by  Leland  developed  into 
Central  Methodist  School  and  Candler 
College  which  now  have  an  enrollment 
of  nearly  800.  Sewell  did  educational 
work  in  Cienfuegos  and  prepared  the 
way  for  opening  work  in  Sante  Clara 
and  neighboring  towns. 

MacDonald  and  Leland  were  stricken 
with  yellow  fever.  Major  Gorgas.  in 
charge  of  sanitation,  a regular  attendent 
and  supporter  of  the  American  Con- 
gregation, personally  treated  them  and 
lurnished  them  day  and  night  nurses. 
Dr.  Carlos  Finlay,  the  scientist  who 
first  announced  the  theory  that  a mos- 
quito was  the  purveyor  of  yellow  fever, 
also  visited  them.  Lewis  was  stricken 
but  pulled  through.  Dr.  Irene  Toland, 
who  had  gone  to  Santiago  de  Cuba  as 
a volunteer  nurse,  was  stricken  and 
died.  Yet  in  spite  of  dangers  and 
difficulties  the  missionaries  plented  the 
Gospel  in  their  several  charges. 

"The  results  of  the  first  year  were 
simpjy  marvellous,”  wrote  Baker  yars 
afterwards.  At  Matanzas,  he  had  re- 
ceived 85  members  and  100  probation- 
ers. Reports  to  the  First  Annual  Mis- 
sionary Conference,  January  31,  1900, 
showed  that  Somoillan  at  Santiago 
was  preaching  at  two  places  each  week 
to'  250  people.  The  Havana  Cuban 
Congregation  numbered  83,  with  50 
probationers.  In  the  island  the  Meth- 
odist Church  had  11  preaching  places, 
248  members,  295  probationers.  11  Sun- 
day Schools  with  an  enrollment  of 
574  and  8 day  schools  with  341  students. 

Growth,  The  First  Decade — 

From  the  four  cities  occupied  the 
first  year,  the  missionaries  systemati- 
cally enlarged  their  charges  and  created 
new  ones.  Within  the  first  five  years 
the  provincial  capitals  all  had  Metho- 
dist congregations.  C.  H.  Greer  was 
the  pioneer  in  Pinar  del  Rio;  W.  E. 
Sewell,  in  Santa  Clara;  B.  F.  Gilbert, 
in  Camaguey.  Other  important  cities 
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were  occupied:  Cardenas,  by  H.  W. 
Baker;  Holguin  by  W.  G.  Fletcher; 
Guantanamo,  by  H.  B.  Bardwell.  Then 
r mailer  towns  and  villages  were  oc- 
cupied, with  preaching  in  country 
places.  The  Gospel  was  being  preached 
irom  Guantanamo  in  the  east  to  Pinar 
del  Rio  in  the  west.  Churches  were 
built  or  other  buildings  were  converted 
into  houses  of  worship.  Most  of  the 
pastoral  charges  had  parsonages. 
Valuable  properties  were  secured  for 
day  and  boarding  schools.  The  Church 
paper,  "El  Evangelista  Cubano”  (The 
Cuban  Evangelist,”)  began  its  useful 
history  in  1907.  Men  were  being  pre- 
pared for  the  itinerant  and  local  min- 
istry. The  Methodist  Founding  Fathers 
in  Cuba,  with  two  exceptions,  were  all 
young  men  under  thirty  years  of  age. 

While  no  seminary  was  established 
in  the  first  decade  for  the  training  of 
Cuban  preachers,  some  special  train- 
ing was  given  to  young  Cuban  preachers 
in  Candler  College.  When  the  Tenth 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mission  was 
held,  there  were  16  missionaries  and 
17  Cuban  preachers  to  be  appointed. 

The  placing  of  these  33  preachers 
in  such  a way  as  would  best  provide 
for  44  churches  with  3,021  members 
was  no  easy  task  for  the  bishop  and 
his  advisers.  Of  the  31  missionaries 
sent  to  Cuba  during  the  first  decade, 
15  had  retired  from  the  field;  of  22 
Cuban  preachers,  5 had  dropped  out. 
In  writing  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Meet- 
ing, Bishop  Candler  said:  “I  was  oblig- 
ed to  call  a halt  when  I should  have 
sounded  an  advance.” 

The  greatest  asset  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  is  its  personnel.  Without 
consecrated,  intelligent  and  well  pre- 
pared men  and  women,  houses  of  wor- 
ship, school  buildings  and  equipment, 
social  centers  and  clinics  are  as  ma- 
chines without  motive  power.  As  the 
Methodist  Church  launches  its  Advance 
of  the  new  quadrennium,  we  are  pray- 
ing that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  lead 
many  young  men  and  women  to  invest 
their  lives  in  the  foreign  service  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God,  and  that  reinforce- 
ments may  be  sent  to  Cuba.

Church  women  of  many  denomina- 
tions and  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  are  expressing  interest  in  the 
movement  for  indoctrinating  children 
with  the  Christian  ideals  of  world 
friendship  and  interracial  and  inter- 
faith understanding  which  is  conduct- 
ing a “Woman’s  International  Expo- 
sition” in  New  York  City  from  Novem- 
ber 1 to  7.  The  movement,  sponsors 
say,  is  to  be  world-wide  and  reach 
many  millions  of  mothers  during  the 
next  few  years. 


Members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  with  local  church  organiza- 
tions in  some  20,000  American  com- 
munities are  working  on  plans  to  secure 
jobs,  living  quarters,  and  educational 
and  church  fellowship  for  some  5,000 
displaced  persons  from  Europe  for 
whose  settlement  in  the  United  States 
the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas 
Relief  (150  Fifth  Ave„  New  York,  N.  Y., 
Bishop  Titus  Lowe,  executive)  has 
assumed  responsibility.  The  plan  is  to 
settle  one  family  in  each  of  5,000  com- 
munities and  have  the  churches  con- 
tinue an  interest  in  them.  Many  of 
the  displaced  persons  are  farmers,  and 
many  have  trades  and  professions  use- 
ful in  American  communities. 


Something  of  the  wiping  out  of 
national  lines  which  is  the  boast  of  the 
Christian  religion  may  be  gleaned  from 
the  recent  appointment  of  Miss  Maxine 
Helen  Stavroulakis,  of  Canton,  111.,  as 
a missionary  of  the  Congregational 


Christian  Church  as  a teacher  of  Eng- 
lish for  the  native  Inanda  Seminary, 
Union  of  South  Africa.  Miss  Stavrou- 
lakis was  born  in  Canton,  111.,  her 
father  was  born  in  Greece,  and  her 
mother  in  England.  She  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  will 
spend  the  next  four  years  leaching 
Zulu  girls  in  a school  founded  by  New 
England  missionaries. 

The  United  Church  of  Canada,  which 
permits  the  ordination  of  women  as 


ministers  and  appoints  them  to  pas- 
toral charges,  is  setting  in  motion  a 
new  ’screening”  process  for  future 
women  clergymen.  Before  ordination, 
a woman  must  o resent  a physician's 
certificate  as  to  her  emotional  stability. 
She  may  marry  but  when  with  child 
she  shall  take  a leave  of  absence  or 
resign,  but  when  fi  mily  circumstances 
permit  she  may  be  reappointed.  It  is 
recommended,  however,  that  only  single 
women  be  encouraged  to  enter  the 
profession.

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METHODIST  PRINCIPALS  OF  ATOM-BOMBING 
DEPLORE  WAR 


“Never  a one  in  Hiroshima  cried  in  disorder,”  de- 
clares the  Reverend  Kiyoshi  Tanimoto,  “after  the  dropping 
of  the  atomic  bomb.” 

An  eyewitness  of  the  bombing  and  hero  of  John 
Hersey’s  Hiroshima,  the  Japanese  minister  recently  met 
an  American  who  flew  a B-  29  on  weather  observation 
near  the  doomed  city  on  the  morning  of  August  6,  1945. 

The  unusual  encounter  took  place  at  Emory  University, 
where  Tom  Sofge,  of  Jacksonville,  Florida,  is  preparing 


for  the  Methodist  ministry.  Before  the  war,  he  intended 
to  become  a lawyer.  But  his  experience  in  combat  con- 
vinced him  that  the  most  desperate  need  of  the  world 
today  is  the  message  of  Christianity. 

As  the  two  men  talked  before  a portrait  of  Bishop 
Warren  A.  Candler.  Sofge  deplored  the  destruction  of  war. 

The  little  Japanese  agreed,  meditating,  "With  force 
a war  can  be  won.  but  the  people's  spirit  does  not  change." 
Visiting  a friend  some  two  miles  from  the  center  of  the 
blast.  Tanimoto  fell  between  two  boulders  and  escaped 
the  impact  of  the  A-bomb.  For  seven  days,  until  over- 
come by  radiation  effects,  he  worked  among  the  ruins  and 
saved  many  burned  and  injured. 

A graduate  of  Candler  School  of  Theology  in  the 
class  of  1940,  the  Japanese  minister  has  many  friends  in 
Florida. 

His  first  service  was  as  a missionary  on  Okinawa, 
after  which  he  was  appointed  to  the  Hiroshima  Methodist 
Church. 

As  a result  of  the  atomic  bomb's  olast,  the  member- 
ship of  his  church  was  reduced  from  800  to  120. 

"But  the  people  of  Hiroshima."  he  declared  in  a 
recent  address  at  Emory,  “have  no  hatred  for  Americans 
because  of  the  bombing.  And  citizens  of  blasted  city 
thought  not  once  of  giving  up.  When  Emperor  read 
surrender  message  over  the  radio,  survivors  were  hugely 
surprised  and  grieved  deeply.” 

“Once  more,"  continued  Mr.  Tanimoto,  “this  shows 
that  force  cannot  conquer.  Men  will  grimly  die  before 
they  give  up.  Only  hope  for  people  of  world  is  for  all 
nations  to  join  in  Christian  brotherhood." 

Hiroshima  was  one  of  the  first  Southern  Methodist 
missions  in  Japan.  Tanimoto's  church  and  the  buildings 
of  the  Hiroshima  Girls’  School,  one  of  the  most  important 
Methodist  institutions  in  Japan,  were  destroyed  by  the 
atomic  bomb.  Rebuilding  is  still  in  progress,  and  the  Emory 
graduate  is  quite  optimistic  about  the  future  of  Christianity 
among  his  countrymen. 

Contrary  to  some  reports,  he  states  that  American 
occupation  troops  are  for  the  most  part  following  very 
high  standards  of  conduct,  and  have  led  the  masses  of 
Japanese  to  feel  kindly  toward  America.

THE  REPORT  OF  AN  ORIENTAL  ABOUT  HIS  VIEWS 
OF  THE  AMERICAN  PEOPLE 

“You  cannot  civilize  them.  They  are  beyond  redemp- 
tion. They  go  for  months  without  a mouthful  of  rice, 
yet  they  eat  the  flesh  of  bullocks  and  sheep  in  great 
quantities.  That  is  why  they  smell  like  sheep.  Every 
day  they  take  a bath  to  rid  themselves  of  their  noxious 
odors  but  they  do  not  succeed. 

“They  eat  with  knives  and  prongs  like  sword  swallowers. 
It  makes  a civilized  person  perfectly  nervous.  The  meat 
is  brought  on  in  hunks  half  raw,  and  they  cut  and  slash 
and  distribute. 

“They  have  no  sense  of  dignity.  They  will  sit  at  the 
table  with  women,  and  the  women  will  be  served  first. 
They  will  even  be  seen  on  the  streets  with  women.  Yet 
the  women  themselves  are  to  be  pitied  for  on  festive  ; 
occasions  they  are  compelled  to  appear  half  naked  in  the  ; 
eyes  of  whatever  man  will  look  upon  them,  and  they 
are  dragged  around  the  room  to  the  accompaniment  of 
most  hellish  music.”

The  Eighty-fourth  Session  of  the 
Tallahassee  District  Conference  con- 
vened in  First  Methodist  Church, 
Madison,  Florida,  Monday,  November 
15,  at  11  A.  M.  Rev.  R.  E.  Ackenhusen, 
of  Jasper,  was  elected  secretary.  Fol- 
lowing the  organization  and  the  taking 
of  the  attendance  record,  an  hour's 
service  of  worship  was  held.  Bishop 
Roy  H.  Short  preached  from  the  text 


in  Hebrews  11:13  "and  confessed  that 
they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on 
the  earth.”  The  entire  main  rtoor  of 
the  auditorium  was  filled  for  the  ser- 
vice. Bishop  Short  preached  very 
effectively  and  made  an  excellent  im- 
pression on  his  congregation. 

Tiie  afternoon  session  began  with  the. 
pastoral  reports.  Bishop  Short  pre- 
sided. o that  the  pastors  once  again, 
as  of  old,  were  able  to  preface  their 
report,  with  the  salutation  "Bishop." 
The  reports,  covering  a period  of  five 
and  a half  months,  were  most  inter- 
esting. and  revealed  a fine  record  made. 
Members  received  thus  far  showed: 
108  on  profession  of  faith  and  199  by 
certificate.  The  report  on  Evangelism 
showed  twenty-seven  revivals  held  since 
Annual  Conference,  with  others  in 
prospect.  Tire  enrollment  in  Church 
Schools  showed  an  increase  of  825 
over  last  year;  and  the  average  at- 
tendance showed  an  increase  of  473 
over  last  year.  Twenty-one  Vacation 
Church  Schools  have  been  held. 
Eighteen  churches  observed  Youth 
Week.  Subscribers  to  our  Christian 
literature  numbered:  640  to  the  Chris- 
tian Advocate;  178  to  The  Florida 
Methodist,  with  2282  copies  of  the 
Upper  Room  being  distributed  every 
two  months.  The  financial  reports 
showed  salaries  and  other  items  of 
ministerial  support  up  to  date,  with 
a good  many  up  for  six  months.  World 
Service  has  been  paid  a little  better 
than  50' < for  the  year.  Other  items 
of  interest  are:  to  the  Children's  Home 
$2,936;  to  World  Communion  offering 
$615;  to  Overseas  Relief  $592;  and 
Rally  Day  offering  $1,715. 

Following  the  reports,  Bishop  Short 
and  Dr.  John  W.  Branscomb  presented 
the  Program  of  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church.  It  was  fully  and 
forcefully  done,  equalling,  if  not  ex- 
ceeding, anything  your  reporter  heard 
at  the  Columbus  meeting. 

The  Missionary  Institute  was  held 
at  night  and  again  the  auditorium  was 
full.  R.  E.  Ackenhusen,  district  mis- 
sionary secretary,  presided  over  the 
preliminary  service,  and  then  turned 
matters  over  to  Dr.  John  Branscomb, 
conference  secretary  of  Missions.  After 
calling  attention  to  several  items  on 
the  missionary  program.  Dr.  Brans- 
ccrnb  introduced  the  two  representa- 
tives from  the  Cuba  Conference.  Rev.  I 
Carlos  Perez  spoke  in  Spanish  and 
was  interpreted  by  Rev.  Garfield  Evans. 
The  address  dealt  with  religious  con- 
ditions in  Cuba  and  made  a profound 
impression.  Rev.  Garfield  Evans  then  | 
spoke  for  himself  and  challenged  his  1 
congregation  to  enter  into  the  fellow7- 
ship  of  Christ’s  sufferings  in  Cuba. 
His  message  was  to  the  point  and 
well-received.  Bishop  Short  was  invit- 
ed to  take  an  offering  to  be  used 
wherever  he  finds  need  as  he  visits 
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Cuba,  and  the  response  amounted  to 

$144. 

The  Tuesday  morning  session  heard 
Dr.  Ira  Barnett,  Rev.  Chas.  Thompson, 
and  Mr.  Fred  T.  Barnett,  in  the  causes 
they  represent.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Ministry  recommended 
the  licensing  of  four  young  men  to 
preach.  By  unanimous  vote  the  fol- 
lowing were  licensed:  Hugh  Morris 

Williams,  age  15,  from  Lake  City; 
George  Willard  Ferree,  Jr.,  age  17,  from 
Lake  City;  Gerald  Thomas  McCray, 
age  18,  from  Lake  City;  and  William 
Howard  Dean,  age  17,  from  Live  Oak. 
These  young  men  are  all  still  in  High 
School  and  are  leaders  among  their 
fellow  students.  Lee  Edward  Herndon 
was  recommended  for  Admission  on 
Trial  into  the  Annual  Conference. 

The  conference  approved  the  fol- 
lowing objectives:  To  have  a trained 
children’s  worker  conduct  Vacation 
Church  Schools  in  the  district  next 
summer  for  a period  of  at  least  four 
weeks;  to  attempt  again  to  provide 
an  Emory  Work  Scholarship  and  have 
a young  ministerial  student  work  a- 
mong  us  for  11  weeks;  and  to  attempt, 
thru  the  Methodist  Men’s  Clubs  of  the 
district,  to  raise  enough  money  to 
erect  a Cabin  at  the  Youth  Camp. 

The  conference  was  invited  to  meet 
at  Trinity  Church,  Tallahassee,  next 
year,  and  the  invitation  was  accepted. 

Madison,  the  host  church,  under  die 
able  direction  of  Rev.  B M.  Montgom- 
ery, provided  entertainment  to  all  the 
delegates  of  an  order  and  quality  un- 
paralleled and  unprecedented,  cer- 
tainly in  recent  years.  Homes  were 
provided  for  all,  with  more  available 
than  were  used.  Monday  evening- 
dinner,  with  fried  chicken,  and  the 
Tuesday  morning  breakfast,  were 
served  in  the  homes.  Monday  and 
Tuesday  at  noon  the  lunch  was  served 
at  the  Woman’s  Club,  both  without 
charge.  Cold  drinks,  free  of  charge, 
were  provided  at  the  church,  for  all 
who  desired  refreshment.

The  W.S.C. S.  has  been  or- 
ganized in  this  charge.  Both  churches 
have  recreational  grounds  and  bar- 
beque  pits.  At  Ft.  Ogden  a new  build- 
ing is  under  construction. 

The  Knights  Church,  with  53  mem- 
bers, has  given  $136  to  the  Children’s 
Home. 

At  College  Heights,  Lakeland,  a Jun- 
ior Church  has  ' been  organized,  with 
50  children  in  attendance. 

Cornelia  Church,  Lakeland,  has  just 
organized  a Junior  choir. 

First  Church,  Lakeland,  plans  to 
begin  construction  of  its  new  sanctuary 
in  April,  1949. 

Myrtle  Street,  Lakeland,  plans  to 
move  into  its  new  sanctuary  by  January 
1 if  they  can  obtain  the  seats  by  that 
time.  The  church  will  then  be  known 
as  Wesley  Memorial. 

The  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  of 
Orange  Heights  Church,  Lakeland  has 
been  reorganized. 

The  Lake  Alfred  Church  has  con- 
tributed $518  to  the  Florida  Methodist 
Children’s  Home. 

The  new  building  at  Lake  Placid  is 
almost  ready  for  occupancy.  The 
young  adults  of  the  church  are  pro- 
viding the  pews  for  the  church  and  the 
M.Y.F.  the  songbooks.  The  W.S.C.S. 
recently  raised  $160  for  the  building. 
A new  electric  stove  has  been  placed 
in  the  parsonage,  and  the  parsonage 
family  has  been  given  two  pantry 
showers.

Rally  Day  offerings  in  the  forty-six 
charges  over  the  district  reached  a 
grand  total  of  $3,343  according  to  re- 
ports given  at  the  District  conference 
on  November  17th.  Every  church  has 
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responded  in  sacrificial  manner  with 
the  sincere  trust  that  the  Leesburg 
Youth  Camp  development  may  not  be 
delayed,  but  that  it  shall  be  ready  for 
much  larger  numbers  when  another 
summer  camp  season  has  arrived. 
Florida  Methodism  has  never  under- 
taken a more  worthy  project — and  v/c 
must  see  it  through. 

Rev.  Perry  Y.  Howard  and  his  people 
at  the  Dinsmore  Church  entertained 
the  District  Conference  in  royal  man- 
ner. The  congregation  of  pastors,  dele- 
gates and  friends  that  filled  the  large 
church  to  capacity  gathered  about  the 
tables  in  the  new  youth  activities  build- 
ing at  12:40.  All  were  served  a bounti- 
ful dinner  and  the  conference  business 
was  resumed  at  1:30,  with  the  day's 
work  completed  and  final  adjournment 
at  3:30.  It  was  the  unanimous  ver- 
dict that  the  1948  District  Conference 
was  among  the  best  in  all  the  long 
years. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Buhrman,  of  First  Church, 
and  Rev.  O.  C.  Nelson,  of  Grace  Church, 
joined  in  inviting  the  1949  District 
Conference  to  meet  at  St.  Augustine, 
and  the  invitation  was  gladly  and 
unanimously  accepted.  The  “Ancient 
City”  is  at  the  half-way  mark  between 
the  north  and  south  boundaries  of  the 
district,  and  Jacksonville  Churches  will 
repay  the  many  visits  from  our  sister 
churches  by  meeting  at  this  historic 
city  with  our  highly  successful  churches 
there.  This  will  be  another  inspiring 
gathering  of  our  growing  forces. 

When  the  work  of  razing  the  old 
Riverside  Park  Church  was  begun  the 
corner  stone  was  first  removed  and  the 
contents  examined  by  the  present  con- 
gregation. The  several  items  which 
had  been  deposited  by  loving  hands 
nearly  forty  years  ago  made  a most 
interesting  collection.  The  old  church 
roll  was  much  smaller  then  than  now, 
and  but  few  persons  whose  names 
appear  among  that  heroic  company 
are  yet  members  of  that  strong  church. 
Copies  of  resolutions,  names  of  trustees 
and  building  committees,  records  of 
the  corner  stone  services  with  mention 
of  Bishop  H.  C.  Morrison,  and  pastor 
O.  A.  Thrower,  copies  of  the  current 
issues  of  Jacksonville  papers  with  quaint 
advertisements,  pictures  and  class  re- 
cords— all  these  made  an  interesting 
collection.  Rev.  Claud  M.  Haynes  an- 
nounced that  contracts  have  been  let 
and  work  on  the  new  $250,000  building 
will  be  pushed  to  completion.  The 
MacDonald  Smith  Construction  Com- 
pany are  the  contractors. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Buckland,  former  District 
Lay  Leader,  and  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  official  board  and  faith- 
ful worker  in  the  Riverside  Park  Church, 
died  November  16th  following  a tragic 
automobile  accident  which  occurred  a 
few  day  before.  Pastors  and  friends 
who  have  known  and  loved  him  across 


the  years  will  greatly  sympathize  with 
Mrs.  Buckland  and  members  of  his 
family.  His  place  of  leadership  in 
Jacksonville  Methodism  will  not  be 
readily  filled. 

Sunday  School  goals  set  at  the  Dis- 
trict Conference  call  for  an  enrollment 
of  14,135  and  an  average  attendance 
of  8,448  by  December  31st.  This  will 
require  a marked  increase  over  present 
numbers.  But  Superintendents  and 
pastors  are  working  heroically  at  this 
undertaking  New  classes  are  being 
formed,  new  attendance  records  are 
being  recorded  with  each  passing  Sun- 
day, and  the  work  is  well  under  way. 
Green  Cove  Springs,  with  a new  high 
of  105,  proposes  to  reach  150  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  And  Rev.  Newton 
Wise  will  doubtless  lead  his  people  to 
real  victory. 

Rev.  W.  C.  McGarity,  pastor  at  Hast- 
ings, announces  that  work  on  the  new 
Sunday  School  and  Youth  Activities 
building  will  begin  at  once.  This  will  be 
of  fireproof  construction  with  architec- 
tural lines  conforming  to  the  very  at- 
tractive church  building  to  which  it  will 
be  joined  on  the  east.  Dr.  O.  E.  Rice, 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  has  been  rendering  valuable 
assistance  in  bringing  the  plans  to 
consumation.  Our  Methodism  in  the 
“Potato  Center"  is  making  splendid 
progress. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Daiger  passed  away  on 
Tuesday  evening  at  7 o'clock  at  her 
home,  412  East  5th  Street.  Jacksonville. 
Florida.  Sister  Daiger  was  81  years 
old  and  the  wife  of  the  late  Rev.  A.  M. 
Daiger  of  the  Florida  Conference.  Dur- 
ing his  46  years  as  pastor,  Sister  Daiger 
was  a spiritual  helpmate  to  her  hus- 
band. She  was  also  sister-in-law  to 
the  late  Rev.  C.  W.  White  of  the 
Florida  Conference.  She  was  a devoted 
member  of  the  Springfield  Methodist 
Church  and  her  presence  was  a source 
of  power  wherever  she  went.  Sister 
Daiger  is  survived  by  her  daughter 
Miss  Mary  Daiger.  Her  funeral  was 
conducted  at  the  Church  on  Thursday 
morning  at  10:30  A.  M.  Dr.  S.  A. 
Wilson,  pastor,  officiating.

The  Orlando  District  Conference  and 
Missionary  Institute  was  held  at  Col- 
lege Park  Church,  Orlando,  November 
18  and  19,  with  Dr.  Paul  A.  Fletcher 
presiding.  The  inspiring  messages  of 
Rev.  Garfield  Evans  and  Rev.  Carlos 
Perez  enlightened  the  members  of  the 
conference  about  the  Methodist  work 
in  Cuba.

The  reports  of  the  pastors  mani- 
fested splendid  progress  in  all  the

churches  of  the  district,  with  current 
building  projects  being  the  item  of 
greatest  importance  in  the  reports. 
Remarkable  growth  in  the  Church 
Schools  of  the  district  was  expressed 
by  the  pastors.  Several  churches  re- 
ported the  dedication  of  young  people 
to  full-time  Christian  Service,  Sanford 
Church  having  six  young  people  pre- 
paring for  service  at  the  present  time, 
Goss  Memorial  having  three,  Vero 
Reach  having  one  and  many  others 
who  are  not  listed  here.  The  spirit 
of  the  Conference  was  one  of  enthus- 
iasm for  the  rapidly  expanding  work 
of  the  Orlando  District. 

A recent  communication  from  Winter 
Park  Church  reveals  that  their  Church 
School  enrollment  has  increased  from 
495  in  1947  to  689  in  1948,  making 
an  increase  of  194,  or  over  390.  The 
attendance  for  1946-47  was  12,233; 
and  for  1947-48  was  14.691,  which  is 
a gain  of  2,458  or  20',.  This  is  an 
excellent  record  of  progress.  The  new 
Religious  Education  building,  costing 
approximately  $58,000  will  be  ready 
for  use  shortly  before  Christmas,  with 
only  $5,000  lacking  to  pay  for  the 
building.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
completely  paid  for  so  that  it  can  be 
dedicated  early  in  1949.  Rev.  Kenneth 
Rogers  is  the  beloved  pastor  of  this 
church. 

Mr.  M.  M.  McCall,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  Park 
Church,  recently  sent  this  reporter  a 
glowing  account  of  the  rapid  growth 
of  that  lovely  new  church  in  that 
residential  area  of  Orlando.  The 
church  is  only  five  years  old,  having 
been  born  out  of  First  Church,  and 
given  a good  start  by  its  support.  First 
Church,  Orlando,  has  contributed  over 
$10,000  to  the  establishment  of  the 
College  Park  Church,  and  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  new  church  shows  it  to 
have  been  a good  investment.  There 
are  now  over  350  members  in  the  church. 
A parsonage  has  recently  been  pur- 
chased, the  pastor’s  salary  has  been 
raised,  and  all  other  payments  raised 
in  proportion.  Rev.  Mauriece  Felton 
is  the  pastor. 

Winter  Garden  Church  reports  the 
recent  purchase  of  a home  for  tire 
church  sexton,  thus  making  them 
pioneers  in  this  type  of  activity.  The 
parsonage  has  recently  been  renovated 
at  Winter  Garden  and  the  Church 
School  has  shown  fine  growth,  ac- 
cording to  a recent  report  from  Rev. 
Jesse  Waller,  pastor. 

A unique  work  among  youth  is  being 
carried  out  in  the  Kissimmee  Church, 
where  ten  adults  take  an  active  part 
in  the  Youth  Council,  directing  the 
activities  and  program  of  youth  work. 
Rev.  Hugh  Embry,  the  pastor,  reports 
some  excellent  progress  and  growing 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  church. 
The  parsonage  was  completely  refin- 
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ished  for  the  pastor  and  family  this 
past  summer.

A disastrous  fire  partially  destroyed 
the  lovely  building  of  Tampa  Heights 
Church,  located  on  Ross  and  Central 
Streets,  where  Rev.  E.  L.  Hollady  is 
pastor,  on  November  9th. 

The  fire  originated  in  the  Dome  of 
the  Auditorium  at  high  noon  on  above 
date,  after  workmen  doing  repair  work 
had  gone  for  the  noon  hour.  Cause 
is  given  as,  unknown. 

Tampa  Fire  Departments  were  called 
but  before  control  was  gained  the 
flames  had  swept  over  the  top  of  the 
Auditorium  to  the  Educational  building. 
Damage  is  estimated  at  approximately 
$100,000,  partly  covered  by  insurance. 
Information  as  to  future  plans  has 
not  been  released. 

This  congregation  of  more  than  1000 
members,  with  all  other  Methodist 
people  of  Tampa,  will  ever  be  grateful 
for  all  the  kind  Courtesies  extended 
following  this  misfortune.  The  Daily 
Press  carried  notices  of  several  Insti- 
tutions and  different  Denominations, 
including  Catholics  and  Jews,  offering 
space  in  their  buildings  for  worship 
until  adjustments  and  repairs  could 
be  made  on  the  damaged  building.

Student  Recognition  Day  will  be 
observed  December  26,  1948.  It  is  a 
service  of  recognition  by  local  churches 
for  students  who  have  been  away  to 
college. 

There  are  300.000  Methodist  college 
students  who  are  potential  leaders  of 
the  church  of  tomorrow.  They  are  in 
the  125  Methodist  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, in  the  state  independent  col- 


leges and  universities  where  our  160 
Wesley  Foundations  are  located  and 
in  some  200  other  college  and  univer- 
sity centers  where  the  church  is  min- 
istering to  students. 

For  the  observance  of  Student  Recog- 
nition Day  in  local  churches,  it  is 
suggested  that  as  early  as  possible  the 
pastor  appoint  a committee  for  the 
observance  of  the  day.  The  committee 
should  prepare  a list  of  students  who 
are  members  of  the  church  and  who 
are  at  college.  These  students  away 
from  home  should  be  contacted  and 
urged  to  participate  in  the  local  ser- 
vice when  they  come  home  for  the 
Christmas  vacation  The  student  sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  is  a most  valuable  person 
in  the  local  church  to  take  the  leader- 
ship in  observance  of  Student  Recogni- 
tion Day. 

A special  service  for  the  day  has 
been  prepared.  It  was  one  of  the 
projects  of  the  Methodist  Student 
Movement  and  several  student  leaders 
worked  on  it  in  the  summer  of  1948. 
The  service,  titled  “By  My  Spirit.” 
written  by  Mr.  Edmund  Perry,  was 
finally  selected.  Mr.  Perry  was  former- 
ly Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation 
at  Georgia  State  College  for  Women 
at  Milledgeville  and  is  now  a student 
at  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  Evanston. 
Illinois. 

The  service  will  be  printed  in  the 
November-December  issue  of  Christian 
Education  Magazine  and  separate  re- 
prints will  be  available.  There  will  be 
other  materials  for  the  observance  in 
the  same  issue.  Both  the  magazine 
and  the  reprints  were  released  Novem- 
ber 15.  The  reprints  for  the  service 
cannot  be  furnished  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities for  all  members  of  local  congre- 
gations to  have  one  each.

INCOMING  VICE-PRESIDENT  IS 
50-YEAR  METHODIST 

Vice-President-elect  Alben  W.  Bark- 
ley is  a Methodist  of  half  a century's 
standing.  He  united  with  the  church 
the  year  he  cast  his  first  vote. 

"The  Senator  joined  Broadway  Meth- 
odist Church,  Paducah,  Kentucky  on 
Christmas  Day,  1898,  and  has  main- 
tained membership  here  continuously 
since  that  time,"  his  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Ted  Hightower,  wired  Methodist 
Information  in  response  to  a request 
to  confirm  the  church  connection  of 
the  nation’s  next  vice-president. 

Five  Presidents  have  been  Methodists 
according  to  the  World  Almanac:  Polk, 
Johnson,  Grant,  Hayes  and  McKinley. 

"While  he  is  able  to  attend  but 
rarely.  Senator  Barkley  regularly  sends 
his  check  each  quarter,”  Dr.  Hightower 
reported.  "He  is  an  honorary  steward 
of  Broadway  Church.” 

The  incoming  Vice-President’s  faith 
in  prayer  is  indicated  in  the  introduc- 
tion which  he  contributed  to  a volume 
of  invocations  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frederick 
Brown  Harris,  chaplain  of  the  Senate 
during  the  77th,  78th  and  79th  Con- 
gresses. Referring  to  these  prayers 
the  Senator  wrote:  "We  have  been 
greatly  encouraged  by  their  deep  de- 
votion and  humble  approach  to  the 
spiritual  values  that  must  be  recognized 
by  men  in  every  profession  and  every 
walk  of  life.  The  prayers  . . . consti- 


tute a residuum  of  spiritual  and  moral 
insight  and  consecration,  ...  an  in- 
spiration to  those  who  in  these  ditri- 
cult days  would  approach  The  Maker 
of  all  men  for  guidance  and  light  upon 
the  pathway  of  our  Nation  and  our- 
selves." 

It  would  seem,  Dr.  Harris  said,  that 
Senater  Barkley  is  himself  no  stranger 
to  prayer.  "One  time  when  I con- 
gratulated him  on  a courageous  speech 
which  he  had  just  made  in  the  Senate, 
he  replied:  'I  had  to  pray  a good 
while  before  I decided.'  "

METHODIST 

That  Christian  character  and  clean 
sportsmanship  are  often  closely  inter- 
woven in  producing  a great  athlete  has 
been  demonstrated  again  in  the  case 
of  17-year-old  Bob  Mathias,  who  re- 
cently achieved  fame  as  the  winner  of 
the  grueling  ten-event  decathlon  in  the 
Olympic  Games.

Before  going  to  London 
to  compete  in  the  Olympics,  he  was 
glad  to  join  with  his  minister  in 
prayer  that  he  would  not  only  do  his 
best  in  competition,  but  would  also 
be  a good  witness  for  Jesus  Christ. 

Bob  was  the  best  high  school  foot- 
ball player  in  California  and  as  a 
basketball  star  he  averaged  20  points 
a game.  He  is  now  going  out  for 
football  at  Kiskiminetas  Springs  Pre- 
paratory School  in  Saltsburg,  Pa.,  where 
he  is  enrolled  as  a student.

AN  INTERESTING  STATEMENT 

Rev.  Marvin  D.  Bean,  one  of  our  Florida  boys  who  is 
now  attending  the  Garrett  Biblical  Institute  in  Evanston, 
Illinois,  has  been  doing  some  intensive  research  on  the 
work  of  the  Methodist  Church  among  the  Latin  population 
of  Tampa  and  is  the  author  of  a work  soon  to  be  published 
entitled,  “NEW  LIGHT  ON  WOLFF  SETTLEMENT." 
Knowing  our  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  Cuba 
because  of  the  approaching  anniversary  of  the  Cuban 
Church  and  the  further  fact  that  it  is  a part  of  the 
Jacksonville  Area  and  much  in  our  thinking  in  connection 
with  The  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  Mr.  Bean 
has  sent  us  the  following  quotation  from  his  book  along 
with  permission  to  pass  it  on  to  our  readers.  It  is  a 
statement  made  in  1898  by  Mrs.  Marcus  Wolff,  of  St.  Louis, 
the  founder  of  the  Wolff  Settlement  in  Tampa  and  gives 
a rather  vivid  insight  into  some  of  the  problems  Protestant 
Christians  faced  in  Cuba  in  1891. 

“It  was  in  the  winter  of  1891  that  I first  visited  Cuba 
in  the  interest  of  my  Master’s  work.  I had  been  reading 
Dr.  Palmore’s  letter  in  THE  CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE  of 
the  condition  of  our  struggling  band  of  Christians  in 
Havana  and  I longed  to  do  something  to  encourage  and 
help  them  to  remain  steadfast.  Their  trials  truly  recalled 
the  days  of  martydom.  They  worshipped  in  a little  room 
with  only  one  window  and  one  door,  which  they  were 
compelled  by  law  to  keep  closed.  This  little  room  was 
crowded  by  a band  of  devoted  Christians  whose  faces 
shone  with  Divine  light  and  whose  enjoyment  of  the  re- 
ligious services  was  manifested  by  their  earnest  attention 
to  all  that  the  leader  of  the  meeting  taught.  So  pleading 
were  the  prayers  of  even  the  little  children — for  all  joined 
in  the  service — that  my  whole  soul  went  out  to  these  un- 
fortunate pecple,  and  I too  prayed:  ‘O  God,  show  me  the 
way,  honor  me  with  thy  blessing,  and  use  me  for  these 
thy  people.’ 

“On  the  steamer  as  I was  returning  I met  Dr.  De  Pass 
of  the  Florida  Conference  and  Brother  Someillan,  mission- 
ary in  charge.  From  these  gentlemen  I learned  more 
particularly  the  conditons  and  the  enviroment  of  our  little 
mission.  No  religious  meeting,  unless  by  catholics,  could 


be  held  in  the  city  of  Havana  without  a permit  from  the 
Governor  General  . . . .” 

Another  interesting  note  in  Mr.  Bean's  letter  was  the 
information  that,  at  the  time  it  was  written.  Dr.  Charles 
T.  Thrift,  Vice-President  of  Southern  College,  and  the 
Rev.  A.  Dale  Hagler,  pastor  of  the  Bryan  Memorial  Church 
of  Miami,  were  at  Garrett  attending  the  twenty-ninth 
annual  Conference  on  Ministerial  Training. 

A NEW  PROPHET 

In  the  columns  of  the  Atlanta  Journal  Pierce  Harris, 
formerly  of  Jacksonville,  now  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Atlanta,  comes  out  with  "Twenty-Five  Years 
From  now"  and  proceeds  to  write  a feature  article  in  which 
he  states  that  Dr.  Slocum  Speaksoftly  and  his  wife  enter- 
tained at  a cocktail  party  in  the  parlors  of  the  Churcn 
while  the  Men's  Club  of  a neighboring  sanctuary  had  their 
annual  outing  on  Thursday  night  of  the  same  week  at 
the  county  park  grill.  He  says  that  the  barbecue  and 
beer  were  enjoyed  by  more  than  300  members  of  this 
active  religious  organization.  One  popular  pulpiteer  an- 
nounced that  Sunday  School  would  be  discontinued  in  the 
interests  of  early  Sunday  morning  golf  players,  but  that  if 
any  members  of  the  congregation  should  desire  to  attend 
church  in  the  Summer,  rather  than  attend  picnics  and 
play  golf,  the  church  would  be  open  for  thirty  minutes  at 
noon  on  Sundays. 

However,  Dr.  Harris  was  not  all  pessimism  in  his  feature 
article.  Quoting  him  directly,  he  says: 

“Rev.  A.  Noble  Goodman,  beloved  pastor  of  the 
Assembly  of  Christians  Church,  baptized  171  new  members 
at  the  closing  revival  on  Sunday  night.  The  beautiful 
new  auditorium  overflowed  with  more  than  2,000  wor- 
shippers. Brother  Goodman  announced  that  the  building 
committee  would  be  continued  with  an  eye  to  future 
expansion.” 

The  closing  paragraph  of  this  remarkable  story  is 
a corker.  Here  it  is: 

“Dr.  Slocum  Speaksoftly  was  the  principle  speaker 
Wednesday  evening  at  the  meeting  of  ‘Bridge  for  Brother- 
hood Club.’  Stakes  were  limited  to  50  cents  a corner,  and 
proceeds  will  be  used  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  heathen 
Chinese.  The  subject  of  Dr.  Speaksoftly’s  address  was, 
‘Is  There  a Devil?’  There  were  13  present,  including 
Dr.  Speaksoftly.”

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A STATEMENT  BY  THE  COUNCIL  OF  BISHOPS  OF  THE 
METHODIST  CHURCH,  DECEMBER  2,  1948 


The  Committee  on  Un-American  Ac- 
tivities of  the  United  States  House  of 
Representatives  has  issued  a report  en- 
titled ‘TOO  Things  you  ought  to  know 
about  Communism  and  Religion.”  The 
declared  intent  of  the  report  is  to  in- 
form churchmen  what  will  happen  to 
them  and  their  church  if  Communism 
ever  takes  over  the  United  States  of 
America.  The  apparent  effect  of  the 
report  is  to  create  the  impression  that 
the  churches  have  been  infiltrated  by 
communists  and  that  responsible  lead- 
ers of  the  churches  follow  the  party 
line. 

The  news  stories,  editorials  and  com- 
mentator broadcasts  have  centered  upon 
those  sections  of  the  report  that  by 
innuendo  seek  to  discredit  such  noble 
Christian  organizations  as  the  Young 
Men’s.  Christian  Association  and  the 
Young  Women’s  Christian  Association. 
One  of  the  great  theological  seminar- 
ies of  the  nation  is  named  by  the  clev- 
er device  of  asking  “Do  Communist 
propagandists  ever  actually  get  be- 
fore church  groups  as  speakers?”  The 
answer  is  given,  “Yes.  For  example  the 
head  of  the  Communist  Party,  on  one 
occasion  at  least,  spoke  at  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  in  New  York  City.” 

Another  question  asks  “Is  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  a Communist  target?”  The  an- 
swer is  “Yes.  So  is  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Al- 
so, church  groups  such  as  the  Epworth 
League.”  In  this  catechetical  form  no 
evidence  is  presented.  The  incompeten- 
cy of  the  investigators  is  revealed  in 
the  referance  to  “the  Epworth  League”, 
which  has  not  been  in  existence  dur- 
ing the  last  nine  years.  The  Epworth 
League  was  one  of  the  youth  organi- 
zations of  the  former  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  and  the  former  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  South.  When 
the  reunion  of  the  Methodist  churches 
cccured  in  1939,  the  youth  organiza- 
tions of  the  uniting  churches  were  dis- 
continued and  a new  organization 
known  as  The  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowship was  established.  But  the  report 
cl  the  Un-American  Activities  Commit- 
tee affirms  the  Communists  have  dug 
into  the  Epworth  League  and  are  “at 
it  today.”  Thus  the  nation  is  informed 
that  an  organization  not  in  existence 
is  being  infiltrated  today.  As  the  Bish- 
ops of  the  Church  we  desire  to  affirm 
our  full  confidence  in  the  patriotism 
and  religious  devotion  of  the  hundreds 
cf  thousands  of  Methodist  youth  and 
to  express  our  deep  resentment  of  any 
attempt  to  question  their  loyalty. 

We  do  not  here  comment  upon  the 
pioceedures  of  this  Committee  and  the 
way  its  hearings  at  times  have  been 
conducted.  We  do  declare  that  the  pub- 
lishing of  falsehood  concerning  indi- 


viduals who  have  never  been  inter- 
viewed, who  have  had  no  opportunity 
to  refute  allegations,  in  a word,  for  a 
body  to  act  as  a court,  jury  and  execu- 
tioner, without  the  individual  or  or- 
ganizations concerned  being  heard,  is 
contrary  to  American  traditions  and 
in  effect  is  to  jeopardize  our  freedom. 
Nor,  do  we,  at  the  moment,  do  more 
than  call  attention  to  the  strange  fact 
that  only  Protestant  organizations  are 
attacked  in  this  report.  We  have  far 
more  confidence  in  the  painstaking  and 
patriotic  procedures  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  than  in  the 
hearsay  and  un-American  procedures 
of  this  Committee  that  now  enters  the 
field  of  religion,  regardless  of  its  dis- 
avowal of  that  fact. 

We  expressly  deny  that  communism 
has  infiltrated  our  Protestant  churches. 
In  the  “Episcopal  Address”  signed  by 
all  the  bishops  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  read  before  the  General 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
in  Boston  last  May,  it  was  declared 
“In  an  hour  when  totalitarianism 
threatens  freedom,  it  is  imperative  that 
we  ourselves  do  not  adopt  the  practices 
of  the  totalitarian  state  in  order  to  des- 
troy the  totalitarian  threat.  The  total- 
itarian has  conquered  when  the  defen- 
der of  democracy  discards  the  civil 
liberties  that  are  the  essence  of  demo- 
cracy.... We  are  determined  that  free 
preachers,  occupying  a free  pulpit, 
preaching  to  free  laymen  in  a free  land 
shall  proclaim  the  freeing  truth  of  the 
religion  of  Jesus.”  In  an  extended  sec- 
tion dealing  with  communism,  appar- 
ently unknown  to  the  Committee  on 
un-American  Activities,  the  bishops 
said  “We  reject  communism,  its  ma- 
terialism, its  method  of  class  war,  its 
use  of  dictatorship,  its  fallacious  ec- 
onomics and  its  false  theory  of  social 
development;  but  we  know  that  the 
only  way  to  defeat  it  permanently  is 
to  use  the  freedom  of  our  Democracy 
to  establish  economic  justice  and  ra- 
cial brotherhood.  It  is  the  man  who  is 
not  exploited  who  is  deaf  to  the  slo- 
gan “abolish  the  exploitation  of  man 
by  man.”  It  is  the  man  who  knows  he 
is  treated  justly  who  refuses  the  sin- 
ister suggestion  of  revolutionary  ac- 
tivity to  win  justice....  Communism  will 
never  win  a democratic  and  just  Amer- 
ica. Communism  does  not  grow  in  the 
soil  of  freedom  and  justice.  It  takes 
root  in  the  soil  of  exploitation.  It  is 
Democracy  - more  of  it,  not  less  of 
it  - that  will  win  the  morrow.” 

The  federal  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America  on  October  11,  1946 
declared  “....Marxist  communism  in  its 
orthodox  philosophy  stands  clearly  op- 
posed to  Christianity.  It  is  atheistic 


in  its  conception  of  ultimate  reality 
and  materialistic  in  its  view  of  man 
and  his  destiny.  Its  utopian  philosophy 
of  history  lacks  the  essential  Christian 
notes  of  divine  judgment,  divine  gov- 
ernance, and  eternal  victory.  Its  rev- 
olutionary strategy  involves  the  disre- 
gard of  the  sacredness  of  personality 
which  is  fundamental  in  Christianity.” 

The  World  Council  of  Churches  at 
Amsterdam  this  summer  declared  “We 
denounce  all  forms  of  tyranny,  econom- 
ic, political  or  religious,  which  deny 
liberty  to  men.  We  utterly  oppose  to- 
talitarianism, wherever  found,  in  which 
a state  arrogates  itself  the  right  of 
determining  men's  thoughts  and  ac- 
tions instead  of  recognizing  the  right 
of  each  individual  to  do  God's  will  ac- 
cording to  his  cinscience.  In  the  same 
way  we  oppose  any  church  which  seeks 
to  use  the  power  of  the  state  to  enforce 
religious  conformity.  We  resist  all  en- 
deavor to  spread  a system  of  thought  or 
of  economics  by  unscrupulous  intoler- 
ance, suppressionor  persecution....  The 
church  should  seek  to  resist  the  ex- 
tension of  any  system,  that  not  only 
includes  oppressive  elements  but  fails 
to  provide  any  means  by  which  the 
victoms  of  oppression  may  critize  or 
act  to  correct  it.  It  is  a part  of  the  mis- 
sion of  the  Church  to  raise  its  voice 
of  protest  wherever  men  are  the  vic- 
tims of  terror,  wherever  they  are  de- 
nied such  fundamental  human  rights 
as  the  right  to  be  secure  against  ar- 
bitrary arrest,  and  wherever  govern- 
ments use  torture  and  cruel  punish- 
ments to  intimidate  consciences  of 
men.” 

These  quotations  serve  to  indicate  the 
true  position  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
and  the  great  cooperative  agencies  of 
the  churches,  namely,  The  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  and  the  World  Council  of 
Churches. 

We  call  upon  the  American  press, 
whose  freedom  is  also  likely  to  be 
jeopardized  by  the  methods  of  this 
Committee  on  Un-American  activities, 
and  also  upon  the  American  radio, 
which  has  such  a stake  in  freedom,  to 
correct  the  false  impressions  giveo  the 
American  people  by  stories  and  com- 
ments upon  this  Report.  Let  the  lead- 
ers of  the  press  confer  with  the  leaders 
of  the  Church  and  become  acquainted 
with  the  truth.  Let  them  examine  their 
use  of  statements  by  a few  ministers, 
no  one  of  whom  occupies  a place  of 
responsible  leadership  in  the  major 
denominations  of  the  nation,  but  who 
have  been  quoted  as  “eminent  divines” 
fully  conversant  with  wThat  is  alleged 
to  be  Communists  infiltration  into

The  Miami  District  Conference  and 
Missionary  Institute  were  among  the 
most  inspiring  sessions  held  in  recent 
years,  according  to  many  observers  who 
w^ere  in  attendance.  The  Conference 
was  held  in  the  Methodist  Church  at 
Pompano  Beach,  on  November  24.  with 
Rev.  A.  A.  Almand  serving  as  pastor 
host,  and  with  Bishop  Roy  H.  Short 
as  the  principal  speaker.  The  institute 
was  held  at  Riverside  Church,  Miami, 
on  the  evening  of  Nov.  23,  with  Dr.  W. 
V.  Meredith  as  host,  and  Dr.  John  W. 
Branscomb,  Rev.  Garfield  Evans  and 
Rev.  Carlos  Perez  as  speakers. 

Eishop  Short  made  his  way  quickly 
into  the  hearts  of  laymen  and  minis- 
ters with  his  warm-hearted  sermon, 
and  challenging  message  on  The  Ad- 
vance for  Christ  and  His  Church;  and 
the  missionary  messages  at  the  insti- 
tute created  much  interest  in  Cuba  and 
the  Latin  work  in  Florida.  An  offering- 
amounting  to  $423.  was  presented  to 
Bishop  Short  for  his  work  in  Cuba. 

Dr.  Henry  W.  Blackburn  presented 
a summary  of  the  pastors  reports 
which  indicated  1,121  new  members  had 
been  received  into  the  churches  of  the 
district  since  June  1,  348  of  whom 
united  by  profession  of  faith.  A net  in- 
crease of  1,585  was  reported  as  the  ad- 
vance in  church  school  enrollment, 
and  374  as  the  gain  in  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  membership. 
All  churches  accepted  their  World  Ser- 
vice askings  for  the  year,  and  approxi- 
mately one  half  had  been  paid  for 
the  year.  $3,226  was  raised  for  the 
Youth  Camp  at  Leesburg  on  Rally  Day. 
The  reports  indicated  27  buildings  are 
under  construction  in  the  district,  and 
20  others  are  to  be  started  within  the 
year,  involving  a total  expenditure  of 
approximately  $2,000,000.  New  insti- 
tutions in  the  district  include  the  Meth- 
odist Home  Inc.,  in  Miami,  to  which 
members  of  White  Temple  have  con- 
tributed $47,000.,  and  the  Latin  Center, 
which  is  being  constructed  at  a cost  of 
approximately  $110,000. 


Dr.  J.  H.  Daniel,  the  pastor,  reports 
recent  gifts  of  office  furniture  amount- 
ing to  more  than  a thousand  dollars, 
a carpet  for  the  sanctuary  valued  at 
nearly  two  thousand  dollars,  and  choir 
vestments  costing  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  Coral  Gables  church  is  sponsor- 
ing a dramatic  work-shop,  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  Glenn  Waters,  reli- 
gious education  director,  with  Profes- 
sor James  Norris,  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity as  the  leader.  Mr.  Norris  is  group 
work  instructor  for  the  New  York 
School  of  Social  Work,  and  well  known 
in  the  field  of  recreation  and  dramatics 
throughout  the  nation.  This  project 
has  been  undertaken  as  a service  to 
the  religious  and  social  workers  of  the 
Greater  Miami  area. 

The  Hialeah  church,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Rev.  R.  B.  Chapman,  has  re- 
cently purchased  the  American  Legion 
building,  adjoining  our  property  on 
the  west,  at  a cost  of  5,000.  The  new 
building  will  relieve  congestion  in 
their  fast- growing  Sunday  School;  this 
church  had  a record  attendance  of  297 
the  last  Sunday  in  November.  107  new 
members  have  been  received  into  the 
church  since  annual  conference,  50  of 
whom  came  by  profession  of  faith. 

The  District  Superintendent  announ- 
ces that  the  services  of  Dr.  Carlyle 
Hubbard,  of  Melody  Point,  Cambridge, 
Md.,  are  available  for  preaching  mis- 
sions and  revival  meetings  in  the  dis- 
trict from  December  15  to  April  15. 

Trinity  Church.  Miami,  is  being 
completely  redecorated  following  ex- 
tensive repairs  to  the  roof.  This  church 
is  known  throughout  the  city  for  its 
active  youth  groups,  and  young  adult 
organizations.  Dr.  L.  G.  Sturdigant  is 
the  pastor,  and  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
McDonald  is  his  assistant. 

The  Latin  Center  in  Miami  is  the 
beneficiary  of  what  is  thought  to  be 
the  first  paid  “Advance  Special”  to  be 
sent  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  from  the  Florida 
Conference.  White  Temple  Church, 
Miami,  sent  in  a check  for  $1,000  on 
November  19,  for  this  splendid  cause. 
Grace  Church,  Miami,  has  pledged 
another  thousand  to  this  fine  institu- 
tion Funds  in  hand  are  sufficient  to 
get  the  roof  on  and  the  windows  in, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  work  can  be  kept 
going  on  this  greatly  needed  institu- 
tion. It  will  require  about  $34,000  to 
complete  this  project  which  is  costing 
nearly  $110,000.  Churches  and  indi- 
viduals in  all  areas  of  the  conference, 


who  are  interested  in  this  home  mission 
enterprise,  approved  as  a Florida  Con- 
ference “special,”  are  requested  to  get 
m touch  with  their  District  Superin- 
tendent.

R.  Ira  Barnett  on  Christian  Education, 
and  Echoes  from  Junaluska  by  A.  J. 
Armstrong  was  presented  as  a fore- 
runner of  the  missionary  conference  for 
the  evening  hour. 

'Ihe  Missionary  Conference  was  called 
to  order  by  Rev.  John  Rooks,  Mission- 
ary Secretary.  We  enjoyed  the  pres- 
ence and  inspiring  words  from  our 
Conference  Secretary,  Dr.  John  Brans- 
comb.  Outstanding  in  this  evenings 
program  was  an  address  by  Carlos 
Perez,  from  Cuba,  speaking  words  of 
appreciation  for  the  friendship  of 
Florida  in  the  Island  of  Cuba  with  the 
work  of  the  Church,  in  that  area.  We 
heard  also  gracious  words  from  our 
own  Garfield  Evans,  Missionary  to 
Cuba.

the  Nursing  Homes  in  that  vicinity 
two  Sundays  afternoons  a month  and 
conduct  a worship  service.  The  Metho- 
dist Men’s  Club  has  been  reorganized 
at  Pine  Castle  with  Mr.  Charles  Norton 
as  president.  A recent  attendance  at 
the  men’s  meeting  was  forty-five. 


Rev.  A.  Waldo  Farabee,  present  pastor, 
led  the  singing  and  presided  at  all 
of  these  services. 

According  to  an  original  copy  of  the 
Register  of  Pastors,  the  history  of  the 
Charlotte  Harbor  Church  dates  back 
at  least  to  1873.  There  is  a continuous 
record  of  appointments  from  that  date 
until  the  present.  Mrs.  Josephine  De 
Costa  McHargue  has  been  a member 
of  the  church  since  1885  while  Mrs. 
T.  S.  Knight  and  Mrs.  John  Mauch 
have  been  members  since  1896. 

At  last  two  church  buildings  housed 
this  congregation  before  the  year  of 
1890.  One  of  these  was  a log  church 
and  both  buildings  were  also  used  as  a 
school  building  for  the  community. 

In  1890  land  was  deeded  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  M.  I.  Giddens  on  which  was  built 
the  third  church,  a frame  building 
which  lasted  some  57  years.  It  was 
built  by  John  Mauch  and  his  father. 
Due  to  damage  inflicted  by  tropical 
storms  in  1910,  1926  and  1944  and 
because  of  inadequate  bracing,  the  old 
building  was  demolished  to  make  way 
for  the  present  beautiful  structure. 

John  Mauch’s  son,  Lloyd,  and  his 
son-in-law,  D.  U.  Howe,  have  been  the 
chief  builders  in  this  fourth  effort  to 
build  a church  for  Charlotte  Harbor. 
Others  on  the  building  committee  were: 
W.  C.  Vickers,  Edward  Willis,  R.  W. 
Sheffield,  Mrs.  Maude  Mauch  and 
Murry  Hall. 

$6,000  in  cash  and  at  least  $4,000  in 
donated  labor  has  been  used  in  the 
erection  of  this  new  place  of  worship 
and  prayer.  Only  a debt  of  $750  to

OPENING— The  Special  Session  of 
the  Florida  Annual  Conference  was 
called  to  order  by  Bishop  Roy  Short  in 
the  Lake  Alfred  School  auditorium  at 
2:00  P.  M.,  Tuesday,  November  9.  1948. 
The  congregation  sang  “Jesus  Keep 
Me  Near  The  Cross"  and  Dr.  Shuler 
Peele  led  in  prayer. 

Statement  of  Purpose:  Bishop  Short 
announced  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Special  Session  was  the  consideration 
of  certain  legal  aspects  of  the  purchase 
of  an  Episcopal  residence  in  Jackson- 
ville. He  presented  A.  Fred  Turner, 
who  reported  that  at  a meeting  of  the 
Cabinet  in  Jacksonville  on  July  19. 
1948,  with  Bishop  Short  and  all  of  the 
District  Superintendents  present,  it  was 
voted  that  a committee  be  appointed  to 
select  a Bishop’s  residence  in  Jackson- 
ville, with  power  to  purchase  if  a suit- 
able residence  could  be  found  at  a 
price  considered  by  the  committee  to 
be  reasonable,  the  residence  to  be  owned 
by  the  Florida  Conference  and  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  funds  received  annually 
from  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service,  this  amount  at  the  present 
time  being  set  by  the  Commission  on 
World  Service  at  $2,000  per  year.  The 
following  were  named  on  the  com- 
mittee: A.  Fred  Turner,  P.  M.  Boyd. 
Mrs.  E.  B.  White  and  Fred  B.  Noble. 
The  committee  examined  several  resi- 
dences which  were  for  sale  and  finally 
agreed  upon  the  purchase  of  the  pro- 
perty known  as  1856  Challen  Avenue, 
then  owned  by  Sam  B.  Dunlap,  Jr., 
and  Eugenia  E.  Dunlap,  otherwise  des- 
cribed as  Lot  39,  of  Avoudale,  accord- 
ing to  plat  recorded  in  Plat  Book  7, 
page  31,  of  the  current  Public  Records 
of  Duval  County,  Florida  for  the  pur- 
chase price  of  $20,000  cash. 

There  were  no  funds  available  for 
the  purchase  of  this  property  and 
Ministers’  Aid  Society,  St.  Johns  River 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  a corporation,  was  requested 
to  purchase  the  same  in  its  name  with 
the  understanding  that,  upon  due 
authorization  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  a corporation, 
would  purchase  the  same  from  Minis- 
ters’ Aid  Society  for  $20,000,  and,  in 
payment  therefor,  would  give  to  Minis- 
ters’ Aid  society  a mortgage  for  $20,000 
dated  the  day  of  the  purchase  from 
Sam  B.  Dunlap,  Jr.,  and  wife,  payable 
at  the  rate  of.  $125.00  per  month,  which 
would  include  interest  at  the  rate  of 
5%  per  annum.  On  this  understanding 
the  property  was  purchased  and  title 
taken  by  the  said  Ministers’  Aid  Society 
by  deed  dated  September  8,  1948  and  re- 


corded in  Deed  Book  1335,  page  85. 
of  the  current  Public  Records  of  Duvai 
County,  Florida.  There  were  some  ad- 
justments on  account  of  1948  taxes. 
A new  lire  insurance  policy  was  written 
to  be  pa'd  for  by  the  Florida  Confer- 
ence. 

After  this  explanation,  Dr.  Turner 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
l esolution : 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Florida  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church,  pur- 
chase from  Ministers’  Aid  Society.  St. 
Johns  River  Conference,  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  property  des- 
cribed as  Lot  39.  of  Avondale,  accord- 
ing to  plat  recorded  in  Plat  Book  7, 
page  31,  of  the  current  Public  Records 
of  Duval  County,  Florida,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a residence  for  the  Bishop 
of  the  Jacksonville  area  and  that  it 
pay  for  the  same  the  sum  of  $20,000 
by  giving  to  the  said  Ministers’  Aid 
Society  a mortgage  for  said  amount, 
payable  at  the  rate  of  $125.00  per 
month,  which  shall  be  applied  first  to 
the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of 
5'  - per  annum  and  the  remainder  in 
reduction  of  principal;  and  that  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  The  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Florida  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  be 
authorized  to  execute  a note  to  the 
said  Ministers’  Aid  Society  in  the  sum 
of  $20,000,  payable  as  aforesaid,  and 
a mortgage  to  secure  the  same  encum- 
bering the  property  above  described, 
and  to  do  any  and  all  other  things 
necessary  or  proper  for  the  purchase 
of  the  said  premises  by  the  Florida 
Conference  and  the  payment  for  the 
same  to  the  said  Ministers’  Aid  Society. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that 
the  committee  appointed  to  make  pur- 
chase of  the  said  property  be  authorized 
to  make  the  proper  adjustments  as  to 
taxes  and  that  this  Conference  pay 
all  the  necessary  expenses  of  making 
said  purchase,  including  recording 
fees,  stamps  and.  intangible  taxes. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Conference  be 
authorized  to  make  the  payments  on 
the  said  mortgage,  to  pay  taxes,  in- 
surance and  upkeep  on  the  said  pro- 
perty out  of  any  funds  in  his  hands 
that  may  be  available  for  such  purpose. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that 
$2,000  be  set  aside  and  made  available 
upon  the  requisition  of  the  President, 
or  Vice-President,  and  the  Secretary 
of  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Florida 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Church  for  repairs,  taxes,  insurance, 
upkeep,  furnishing,  maintenance  and 


payment  on  the  purchase  price  of  the 
Episcopal  residence  in  Jacksonville, 
known  as  Lot  39,  of  Avondale,  ac- 
cording to  plat  thereof  recorded  in 
Plat  Book  7.  page  31,  of  the  current 
Public  Records  of  Duval  County.  Flor- 
ida. and  that  any  and  all  sums  received 
from  the  general  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  on  account  of  the 
allowance  for  the  expense  of  the  Bis- 
hop’s house,  be  expended  first  in  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  the  mortgage 
thereon  and  then  on  principal  as  the 
installments  shall  become  due  from 
time  to  time  and  the  remainder,  if  any, 
for  upkeek  of  the  house  and  furnish- 
ings, purchase  of  additional  furnish- 
ing, taxes,  insurance  and  repairs.  Any 
surplus  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
said  The  Board  of  Trustees,  a corpora- 
tion, be  used  in  reduction  of  the  prin- 
cipal on  the  mortgage  on  the  said 
property.” 

Fred  B.  Noble  and  P.  M.  Boyd  spoke 
for  the  Resolutions.  They  were  adopt- 
ed.

Having  been  duly  seconded,  it  was 
adopted.

We  have  talked,  preached,  taught, 
prayed  and  worked  in  the  Crusade  for 
Christ  during  the  past  four  years.  Our 
faith  is  strengthened  by  the  knowledge 
that  we  have  that  God  has  put  His 
blessings  on  our  cooperative  efforts. 

Church  School  enrollment  in  our 
Florida  Conference  was  increased  during 
the  past  conference  year  11,165,  more 
than  15'/' . The  seven  districts  gained 
as  follows:  Gainesville,  1,796,  or  28.8G  ; 
Jacksonville,  1,289,  nearly  12%;  Lake- 
land, 1,165,  over  12%;  Miami,  2,420, 
nearly  17^4%;  Orlando,  1,754,  nearly 
15'/; ; Tallahassee,  765,  over  1 1 V2 % 1 
Tampa,  1,976,  over  1 3 V2  % . 

Average  attendance  upon  Church 
Schools  increased  in  the  conference 
4,469,  nearly  12%.  District  increased: 
Gainesville,  525,  nearly  15%;  Jackson- 
ville, 360,  nearly  6%;  Lakeland,  316, 
nearly  6%;  Miami,  1,162,  nearly  16.3%; 
Orlando,  508,  nearly  8%  Tallahassee, 
622,  more  than  18%;  Tampa,  977,  well 
over  12%. 

There  were  brought  into  church 
membership  on  profession  of  faith 
from  the  Church  Schools  of  the  con- 
ference last  year  2,611.  These  are 
reported  from  the  districts  as  follows: 
Gainesville,  242;  Jacksonville,  442; 
Lakeland,  313;  Miami,  470;  Orlando, 
370;  Tallahassee,  209;  Tampa,  565. 

Now  for  the  same  devotion  and  de- 
dication to  the  Advance  into  which  we 
are  about  to  enlist.  Our  faith  should 
be  strong  for  greater  things  for  the 
four  years  immediately  ahead  of  us.

The  Semi-centennial  abservance  will 
open  on  the  evening  of  January  1 with 
an  address  by  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  who 
represents  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
Eishop  Kern  was  bishop  is  Cuba  for 
six  years  under  the  former  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South. 

“Though  there  had  been  a congrega- 
tion in  Havana  prior  to  the  Spanish-

The  committee 
will  also  endeavor  to  make  it  possible 
for  visitors  to  see  something  of  the 
country  and  to  be  comfortable  and 
economically  situated  while  here.” 

MINISTERS’  WEEK  AT  EMORY 
UNIVERSITY 

First  plans  for  the  1949  celebration 
of  Ministers’  Week,  a prominent  event 
on  the  calendar  of  Emory  University, 
have  been  announced  by  Dr.  H.  B. 
Trimble,  dean  of  Emory’s  Candler 
School  of  Theology. 

Scheduled  for  January  17-21,  Minis- 
ters' Week  this  winter  will  feature 
two  outstanding  speakers.  Dr.  Trimble 
said.  They  are  Dr.  John  Knox,  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York, 
and  Dr.  Howard  E.  Jensen,  of  Duke 
University. 

Dr.  Knox,  an  alumnus  of  Emory,  is 
widely  known  for  his  many  religious 


books,  among  them  Christ  the  Lord, 
The  Fourth  Gospel,  and  On  The  Mean- 
ing of  Christ. 

“Dr.  Knox  has  friends  and  associates 
scattered  all  through  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion,” Dr.  Trimble  declared.  “We  are 
making  a special  effort  to  urge  all 
his  friends  to  attend  Ministers’  Week 
and  renew  contacts  with  him.” 

Dr.  Jensen  won  an  international  re- 
putation through  a group  of  social 
studies  made  in  Central  American 
republics  almost  a generation  ago. 
A frequent  contributor  to  professional 
journals,  he  has  collaborated  with 
Howard  W.  Odum,  William  Peter  King, 
and  others  in  sociological  publications. 

in  addition  to  his  work  in  sociology, 
Dr.  Jensen  has  served  since  1942  as 
professor  of  mental  hygiene  at  the 
Duke  University  School  of  Medicine. 

“These  plans,”  Dr.  Trimble  said,  “are 
only  now  maturing.  They  and  other 
attractions  which  are  now  setting  up 
will  combine  to  make  this  what  we 
hope  will  be  a high  spot  in  the  winter 
calendar  of  pastors  in  the  Southeast.” 
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REV.  JAMES  FLEETWOOD  PICKARD 

The  cause  of  Christ  and  The  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Florida  lost  a faithful 
follower  and  devoted  servant  in  the 
passing,  on  November  13,  1948,  of  the 
Reverend  James  Fleetwood  Pickard  of 
Winter  Park. 

A tribute  written  by  the  deceased’s 
long-time  friend  and  brother  minister. 
Dr  D.  H.  Rutter,  says,  in  part: 

“James  Fleetwood  Pickard  was  born 
December  14,  1866  in  Pickering,  Ontario, 
Canada.  He  attended  Hamline  Uni- 
versity in  Minnesota  and  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Genevieve  May  Cox  at 
Hubbard,  Minnesota  on  June  20,  1893 
to  whom  was  born  three  daughters  . . . 

“Brother  Pickard  joined  the  Northern 
Minnesota  Conference  in  1895,  where 
he  rendered  twenty  years  of  outstand- 
ing service,  much  of  which  was  pion- 
eering. He  moved  to  Florida  in  1913. 

“This  man  of  God  served  seven 
churches  in  the  St.  Johns  River  Con- 
ference. He  retired  in  1937  after  hav- 
ing devoted  forty-one  years  in  the 
active  ministry. 

“Brother  Pickard  practiced  in  a most 
exemplary  manner  what  he  preached. 
He  was  one  of  the  cleanest  men  in 
thought,  word  and  deed  that  the  writer 
has  ever  known.  He  believed  the  Bible 
to  be  the  divinely  inspired  Word  of 
God  and  preached  it  as  such.  He 
promoted  Christian  education,  preached 
the  Social  Gospel  and  proclaimed  Civic 
Righteousness  but  made  it  very  clear 
that  nothing  can  ever  be  substituted 
for  the  New  Birth  . . . .” 

Brother  Pickard  was  buried  in  Lake- 
wood  Cemetery,  Minneapolis.  Funeral 
services  were  conducted  in  the  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Winter  Park.  The  pas- 
tor, The  Rev.  Kenneth  Rogers,  was 
assisted  by  Bishop  John  Gowdy,  Rev. 
R.  M.  Blackburn,  Dr.  D.  H.  Rutter  and 


Dr.  Paul  Fletcher.  He  is  survived  by 
the  widow  and  one  daughter,  Edwina, 
with  whom  the  entire  Florida  Confer- 
ence shares  a sense  of  great  loss.

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A GREAT  RECORD  FOR  THE 
FLORIDA  CONFERENCE 

Two  things  have  brought  great  joy  to  my  heart 
in  recent  weeks  which  I should  like  to  share  with 
the  Methodists  of  this  great  Conference. 

The  first  that  I would  mention  is  the  reports  of 
the  District  Superintendents  at  the  conclusion  of 
their  first  round  of  the  quarterly  conferences.  The 
recent  General  Conference  requested  the  churches 
of  Methodism  to  seek  to  raise  World  Service  by  a 
third.  I am  very  happy  to  say  that  only  seven 
charges  in  our  entire  Conference  failed  to  do  this, 
as  the  District  Superintendents  took  up  the  matter 
with  them.  Some  of  the  others  were  so  gracious 
in  giving  “good  measure  pressed  down  and  running 
over,”  that  the  Conference  as  a whole  has  met  its 
goal.  This  is  a great  record,  and  one  of  which 
our  people  can  be  justly  proud. 


The  second  thing  which  has  brought  me  great 
joy  in  recent  weeks  was  a report  submitted  to  the 
Council  of  Bishops  in  its  recent  session  by  Dr. 
John  Q.  Schisler,  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church 
in  the  Board  of  Education.  This  was  a report  on 
church  school  enrollment  and  attendance  for  the 

past  quadrennium.  The  gain  in  enrollment  for  the 
entire  church  was  864.090  or  18%.  The  gain  in 

average  attendance  was  443,020  or  19%.  Now  as 
to  the  part  the  Jacksonville  Area  played  in  this 
gain.  In  the  matter  of  enrollment  the  gain  was 
26,897  or  41%.  Only  one  other  area  in  the  church 
matched  this  gain.  It  was  the  Denver  Area  which 
tied  with  the  Jacksonville  Area  with  the  same  gain 
of  41%.  Only  one  other  area  in  the  church  (the 

San  Francisco  with  39%)  was  within  10%  of  such 

gain.  In  the  matter  of  average  attendance  the 
Jacksonville  Area  led  the  entire  church  with  a net 
gain  of  46% . The  areas  with  the  next  highest  gain 
were  the  San  Francisco  and  the  New  Orleans,  Central 
Jurisdiction  with  a gain  of  37%  each.  This  is  a 
great  record  for  Florida  and  Cuba,  and  all  of  us 
are  deeply  indebted  to  our  Board  of  Education  for 
its  leadership  and  all  those  who  have  had  a part 
in  making  this  fine  showing. 
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The  annual  district  youth  enlist- 
ment rallies  will  be  held  in  Key  West, 
at  7:30  o’clock  on  the  evening  of  Jan- 
uary 19,  and  at  the  same  hour  at 
Trinity  Church,  Miami  on  January  20, 
with  Dr.  Walter  Towner  and  Rev. 
Warren  Willis  as.  the  speakers.  Life 
service  volunteers  will  meet  for  supper 
at  White  Temple,  Miami  at  6 p.m.  on 
the  day  of  the  Miami  rally.  Pastors 
and  other  youth  workers  are  requested 
to  assist  in  planning  transportation. 

The  Miami  Sub-district  of  the  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship  is  planning  an 
Epworth  Training  Conference  to  begin 
at  3 o’clock  Sunday  afternoon,  Janu- 
ary 9 at  White  Temple.  Evening  ses- 
sions will  be  held  at  7:30  o’clock  on 
January  10  and  11,  and  on  Tuesday 
at  6 p.m.  a Fellowship  supper  will  be 
held.  The  faculty  will  include  the  fol- 
lowing: Recreation,  Miss  Eulalie  Ginn; 
Worship,  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  McDon- 
ald; Adult  Counselors,  Mrs.  Henry  W. 
Blackburn;  Enriching  the  Spiritual 
Life,  Rev.  R.  B.  Chapman;  and  Com- 
munity Service,  Rev.  Carroll  Varner. 

A series  of  sub-district  meetings  to 
emphasize  Bible  study  and  Christian 
Social  Relations,  will  be  held  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ- 
ian Service  from  10:30  a.m.  to  2:30 
p.m.  at  the  following  places:  Trinity 
Church,  Miami  Jan.  13,  Belle  Glade 
Jan.  18.

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CHRIST  TRIUMPHS  THROUGH 
THE  CRUSADE 

Here  is  news  that  will  make  glad  the 
hearts  of  church  school  workers  every- 
where. Gratefully  we  announce:  (1) 

church  school  advance  in  the  Crusade 
succeeded  gloriously;  (2)  every  jurisdic- 
tion and  every  annual  conference  in 
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five  jurisdictions  show  a gain  in  church 
school  membership,  ranging  up  to  as 
much  as  48'';  (3)  we  are  now  5,  643, 
436  strong  as  a church  school,  a net 
gain  of  864,  090  (18')  for  the  four 
years;  (4)  attendance  gained  even  more 
(19  •)  (And  that’s  healthy);  (5)  two- 
thirds  of  a million  persons  joined  the 
church  on  profession  of  faith  during 
the  Crusade  through  the  church 
school. 

With  14  late  1948  annual  conferences 
still  to  report  there  wili  be  slight  re- 
visions later  in  our  figures.  We  now 
know,  however,  that  the  gain  in  church 
school  membership  far  surpasses  the 
gain  in  church  membership  during  the 
four  Crusade  years.  Likewise,  during  the 
four  Crusade  years  660,425  persons 
joined  The  Methodist  Church  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  through  the  church 
school.  This  was  well  over  half  of  the 
total  who  joined  on  profession  of  faith 
from  all  sources,  and  during  this  per- 
iod unusual  attention  was  given  to  vis- 
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itation  evangelism. 

Methodist  church  schools  are  now 
growing  faster  than  the  population. 
During  the  years  1945-1948,  while  the 
population  of  the  U.  S.  A.  was  increas- 
ing 10  . Methodist  church  school  mem- 
bership increased  1 8*  ■ and  the  fact  that 
average  attendance  increased  19''  dur- 
ing the  same  period  dispells  any 
thought  that  the  Crusade  merely  added 
names  to  the  church  school  roll. 

The  gains  revealed  in  this  report  are 
net  gains.  There  is  no  way  of  knowing 
how  many  individual  persons  have  been 
added  during  these  four  years.  Of 
course,  the  gross  figure  would  be  con- 
siderably in  advance  of  the  net  gain. 

The  figures  here  shown  were  com- 
piled during  the  first  half  of  Novem- 
ber, 1948.  For  the  four  years  covered 
(1945-1948)  printed  journals  of  the  an- 
nual conferences  or  special  reports 
from  the  conference  statisticians  were 
available,  except  for  14  fall  conferences 
in  1948.  for  these  14  conferences  which

The  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  has  recently  been 
presented  in  the  seven  district  con- 
ferences and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  annual  meeting.

Years  before  World  War  I a little  boy  named  Lee  Dun- 
can became  a member  of  the  family  of  the  Fred  Finch  Chil- 
dren's Home  (Methodist)  at  Oakland,  California,  where 
the  Rev.  Harold  R.  Barnes  is  now  serving.  The  Church  gave 
this  boy  all  the  home  he  had.  He  grew  to  manhood  and 
when  the  call  of  his  country  came  he  became  a soldier.  He 
went  to  France  and  while  there  he  came  across  two  little 
motherless  puppy  dogs.  When  the  war  was  over  he  made 
desperate  efforts  to  bring  these  puppies  to  America  and 
eventually  he  succeeded.  They  were  German  police  dogs. 

In  New  York  City  one  dog  became  sick  and  died.  The 
other  dog  was  also  sick  but  Lee  Duncan  nursed  him  back 
to  health.  That  dog  became  the  famous  movie  star  dog 
Rin  Tin  Tin. 

In  later  years  Lee  Duncan  returned  with  Rin  Tin  Tin  to 
the  Fred  Finch  Home  and  in  talking  to  the  children  he 
said,  “I  took  care  of  a little  homeless  puppy.  Now  that 
puppy  has  grown  to  a ciog  that  takes  care  of  me. 

The  Methodist  Church  takes  care  of  homeless,  needy 
children  because  long  ago  a lover  of  children  said.  “Inas- 
much as  you  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  ye  did 
it  unto  me.”  It  is  possible  that  the  Church  which  takes 
care  of  homeless  children  may  some  day  find  that  those 
children  take  care  of  the  Church.

These  notes  are  written  on  In- 
auguration Day  in  Tallahassee.  It  has 
been  a great  and  gala  occision.  A 
drizzle  of  rain  threatened  the  inaugural 
proceedings,  but  fortunately  it  let  up 
and  everything  went  through  on  sched- 
ule time.

Bro- 
ther Hunter  of  Havana  originated  the 
idea  and  sponsored  it.  He  led  his 
people  in  contributing  between  five  and 
six  hundred  dollars  in  food  and  cash 
to  the  Home. 

Rev.  R.  E.  Ackenhusen  of  Jasper,  lost 
his  father  on  Thanksgiving  night.  He 
had  been  ill  for  some  time.  Brother 
Ackenhusen  made  the  trip  to  Misha- 
waka, Indiana,  for  the  funeral.  Though 
only  a common  man  and  a laborer  all 
his  life,  yet  he  had  won  the  esteem 


and  friendship  of  the  entire  city.  The 
Indiana  State  Police  and  the  City 
Police  sent  large  delegations  as  honor 
guards  and  pall  bearers,  for  two  of  his 
sons  serve  in  those  organizations.  The 
father  was  a devoted  Christian  and 
sen  ant  in  the  church. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Gardner  of 
Monticello  announce  the  arrival  of  a 
fine  son,  born  about  a week  before 
Christmas.

GAMBLING  BY  ANY  OTHER 
NAME  .... 

The  blight  that  gambling  leaves  upon 
the  gambler  is  not  alone  the  loss  of 
money — though  that  may  indeed  be 
serious.  But  the  mental  anxieties  cre- 
ated, the  attitudes  of  mind  developed 
(“someting  for  nothing,”  “only  a fool 
will  work”,)  and  the  anti-social  com- 
plexes grown,  combine  as  a moral  and 
spiritual — as  well  as  an  economic — 
hazard,  not  only  for  the  participant, 
but  for  his  family,  his  associates,  indeed 
for  his  community.  The  law  is  now 
usually  on  the  side  of  the  teachers  of 
morality  in  proscribing  gambling,  in 
punishing  those  who  run  institutions 
of  gambling  . . . 

And  yet,  so  profitable  is  gambling 
to  those  who  lure  the  victims  of  the 
disease  (for  are  not  gamblers  really 
emotionally  and  mentally  ill?)  into 
new  varieties  of  chance,  that  the  law 
does  not  seem  to  have  time  to  adjust 
its  regulations  to  cover  them;  and  so 
subtle  are  some  of  the  schemes  them- 
selves that  one  scracely  recognizes  them 
for  the  gambling  they  are.  They  have 
all  the  moral,  spiritual,  and  mental 
hazard  of  gambling,  even  if  not  the 
economic  hazard. 

In  my  home  community,  from  which 
by  law  the  state  has  banished  the 
once-profitable  large-scale  bingo  game, 
there  has  been  considerable  newspaper 
and  other  agitation  to  legalize  bingo 
(or  some  similar  “game")  to  be  run 
by  churches  and  charitable  institutions 
only:  as  if  the  end  of  charity  justified 
the  means  of  gambling;  as  if  religion 
could  stand  on  a lower  moral  plane 
than  could  other  phases  of  man’s  life! 
And  we  are  told,  too,  that  lotteries  for 
churches  or  charities  should  be  legalized 
because  of  desirable  objectives. 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  had  “bank  night” 
in  the  motion  picture  theaters  of  many 
states.  This,  indeed,  was  an  insiduous 
form  of  gambling,  designed  to  draw 
millions  into  theater  attendance — some- 
times with  and  sometimes  without  the 
“skill”  of  completing  advertising  jingles. 

Today  we  are  in  the  midst  of  an- 
other gambling  craze — the  “giveaways” 
on  the  radio.  The  motion  picture  people 
estimated  that  theater  attendance — ■ 
noticeably  decreasing  lately  (many  say 
because  of  the  poor  quality  of  pictures 
and  wornout  themes) — is  deeply  cut 
into  by  the  millions  who  stay  home  at 
night  waiting  for  the  phone  to  ring 
from  a radio  station  and  make  them 
rich.  And  now  we  hear  the  motion 
picture  people  are  going  to  circumvent 
some  laws,  if  possible,  and  give  movie- 
goers chances  on  government  bonds 
and  probably  some  jingles  as  well. 
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But  whatever  the  scheme,  and  what- 
ever the  aim,  and  however  slow  public 
opinion  and  law  may  be  in  catching  up. 
such  attempts  are  nothing  more  or 
less  than  gambling.  No  true  church, 
no  worthwhile  charity  can  be  built  on 
gambling;  and  neither  can  the  motion 
picture  industry  nor  the  radio  industry. 
Any  institution,  or  art,  or  industry 
that  allies  itseif  with  gambling  will 
sooner  or  later  fall  into  disrepute. 

Let  us  applaud — and  do  all  in  our 
power  to  support — the  Northern  Bap- 
tist Convention's  radio  committee  in  its 
appeal  to  the  industry  to  stop  radio 
gambling  and  "to  give  more  attention 
on  Sunday  nights  to  good  music,  cre- 
ative educational  features,  variety  pro- 
grams which  will  help  develop  the 
basic  institutions  of  American  life, 
including  that  of  religion;  to  ease  its 
apparent  frenzy  over  dollars,  soap  and 
cigarettes,  sponsors  and  advertising 
agencies,  and  give  America  a little 
peace  and  quiet  in  attractive  packages 
on  Sunday  night,  such  as  concert 
hours  slanted  in  the  direction  of  those 
millions  of  families  which  will  turn 
on  their  radio  sets  again  if  they  can 
be  assured  that  the  investment  of  time 
will  pay  good  dividends.” 

The  committee  also  urges  that  com- 
mercial sponsors  be  encouraged  to  sup- 
port such  programs  on  Sunday  night 
as  “The  Greatest  Story  Ever  Told.” 
“making  Sunday  night  a great  enrich- 
ing experience.”

College,  has  been  President  for  40 
years  and  has  made  a magnificent 
contribution  to  the  Church  and  the 
Kingdom.  This  Institution  was  found- 
ed by  Bishop  Warren  A.  Candler  and 
from  this  Institution  have  gone  hun- 
dreds of  our  young  men  and  young 
women  into  the  various  professions  and 
into  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  Cuba  and  other  countries.  Dr.  Bard- 
well will  retire  from  active  work  during 
the  year. 

Bishop  Costen  J.  Harrell  presided  over 
the  Sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference 
for  the  current  year  and  introduced 
as  the  new  Presiding  Officer,  Bishop 
Roy  H.  Short,  elected  at  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  in  Columbia,  S.  C„ 
in  June,  1948.  Other  Bishops  present 
were  F.  P.  Corson,  of  the  Philadelphia 
area,  Paul  B.  Kern,  of  the  Nashville 
area  and  Eleazer  Guerra,  of  Mexico.

EVERY  CHURCH  SHOULD  CARRY  THROUGH 

Race  Relations  Sunday,  which  comes  this  year  on 
February  13,  deserves  adequate  recognition  and  observance 
in  every  church  in  Methodism.  It  is  designed,  by  General 
Conference  action,  to  contribute  toward  the  achievement 
of  two  great  objectives,  namely  more  interracial  good-will 
and  understanding  and  more  generous  financial  support 
for  the  Negro  colleges  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Every  pastor  has  recently  received  a packet  of  Race 
Relations  Sunday  materials  including  posters,  samples  of 
the  worship  service  prepared  for  the  “Day,”  and  other 
items  needed  in  planning  and  conducting  an  impressive 
and  fitting  Race  Relations  service.  An  order  card  is  en- 
closed for  the  pastor's  use  in  obtaining  such  supplies  as 
may  be  needed.  In  addition  several  letters  from  high 
officials  of  the  Church,  who  are  close  to  our  Negro  in- 
stitutions and  know  their  needs  and  their  worthiness,  have 
been  sent  to  our  pastors. 

Special  articles  on  Race  Relations  Sunday  are  to  be 
found  in  the  February  numbers  of  most  of  the  papers  and 
periodicals  of  the  Church.  The  January-February  number 
of  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  MAGAZINE  is  a special 
Race  Relations  Sunday  issue.  The  General  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Church,  through  its  Division  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  has  done  a thorough  piece  of  work 
in  preparing  Race  Relations  Sunday  materials  and  making 
them  available  to  the  local  churches.  It  is  also  to  be 
commended  for  so  vigorously  calling  this  important  day  in 
the  Methodist  calendar  to  the  attention  of  the  Church. 

The  real  effectiveness  of  these  efforts,  however,  will 
be  measured  by  what  happens  in  our  local  congregations. 
Will  there  result  some  changed  attitudes  toward  people 
of  other  races?  Will  understanding  of  other  peoples  be 
increased  and  will  new  appreciations  of  their  finer  qualities 
come  into  being?  Will  the  offerings  be  more  liberal  and 
will  they  attract  contributions  from  congregations  and 
individuals  who  have  not  contributed  before? 

On  these  matters  the  local  church  should  carry  through. 
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THE  OTHER  PART  OF  OUR  AREA 

Since  coming  lo  Jacksonville  in  September  it 
ha  been  my  happy  privilege  to  begin  to  get  ac- 
quainted in  some  little  measure  with  our  work  in 
Florida.  The  round  of  the  district  conferences  and 
missionary  institutes  in  November  afforded  a most 
helpful  general  picture,  and  gave  me  a most  inspiring 
impression  of  the  great  work  that  Methodism  in  now 
doing  and  yet  proposes  to  do  in  Florida. 

The  month  of  January  brought  to  me  the 
further  privilege  of  seeing  for  the  first  time  some- 
thing of  our  work  in  the  Island  of  Cuba.  We  had 
a great  session  of  the  Cuba  Conference  and  following 
the  adjournment  of  the  conference  Dr.  Henry  Black- 
burn and  myself  in  company  with  Dr.  Garfield  Evans 
and  Dr.  Carlos  Perez  and  a representative  of  the 
“World  Outlook"  visited  all  the  provinces  of  the 
island  except  one.  It  has  occured  to  me  that  perhaps 
our  peopie  in  Florida  would  like  to  know  just  a 
bit  about  this  other  part  of  the  Jacksonville  Area. 

Cuba  is  over  seven  hundred  miles  long  and  has 
an  average  width  of  about  seventy-five  miles.  Our 
work  is  all  over  the  island.  This  means  that  the 
Jacksonville  Area  which  includes  almost  all  of  Florida 
together  with  all  of  Cuba  is  geographically  one  of  the 
large  areas  of  the  church.  1 

We  have  about  seven  thousand  members  of  our 
church  in  Cuba  and  an  estimated  constituency  of 
upwards  of  twenty-five  thousand.  We  have  about 
sixty-five  and  in  addition  many  regular  preaching 
places  in  homes,  under  trees  etc.  A few  of  these 
churches  are  attractive  buildings  which  friends  in 
America  have  helped  to  build.  Many  others  are 
poor  and  inadequate  buildings  which  badly  need 
repairs  or  replacing  by  a new  building.  I was  par- 
ticularly impressed  by  some  of  the  chapels  in  the 
rural  areas,  built  like  the  homes  of  the  people,  of  1 
poles,  bark  and  thatch.  They  speak  as  eloquently 
as  any  cathedral  of  the  devotion  of  our  missionaries 
and  pastors  and  members  who  have  built  them. 

We  have  seven  schools,  all  of  which  are  crowded 
to  the  doors  and  have  scores  of  young  people  begging 
for  admission.  One  of  these,  Candler  College,  is 
generally  recognized  as  probably  the  most  effective 
evangelical  educational  forces  in  the  island.  The 
Agricultural  School  at  Majari  is  a noteworthy  in- 
situation and  is  one  of  the  only  two  agricultural 
schools  which  our  Church  has  in  all  the  world.  Each 
of  the  institutions  has  its  own  personality,  and  its 
own  particular  appeal.  All  of  them  need  larger 
quarters,  and  more  financial  aid  to  enable  them  to 
render  larger  service.  In  addition  to  these  schools 
we  have  also  a number  of  parochical  schools  main- 
tained in  connection  with  various  congregations  and 
serving  a most  useful  function. 

The  clinics  which  I visited  got  close  to  my  heart.

To  ADVANCE  with  the  King  of  Kings. 

Goal  1 — “Every  Methodist  woman  a 
member  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  which  membership 
includes  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.” 

One  of  the  recommendations  that 
comes  to  us  is  “that  there  be  a 
Responsibility  List  compiled  in  every 
local  society  This  list  should  include 
the  names  of  all  women  members  of  the 
church  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
In  order  to  make  this  list,  the  mem- 
bership committee  will  need  to  have 
before  it  the  roll  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety and  also  membership  roll  of 
the  church.  In  some  instances  this 
will  mean  compiling  a membership 
rcll  of  the  society  with  the  help  of 
circle  chairman  and  the  treasurer.  These 
names  of  nonmembers  of  the  society 
will  be  the  basis,  then,  of  the  “Respon- 
sibility List.” 

Added  to  this  list  there  is  another 
group  of  names,  names  of  women  in 
the  community  who  do  not  belong  to 
any  church.  How  many  remember  that 
in  the  by-law  defining  the  duties  of 
the  Membership  Committee  this  is 
stated:  “The  Membership  Committee 
shall  plan  regular  surveys  of  the  women 
of  the  community  in  an  endeavor  to 
secure  members  for  the  church  and  for 
the  society."  To  go  to  women  in  this 
group  and  invite  them  with  warm 
friendliness  to  come  to  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  or  to  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  if  they  are 
empioyed,  may  be  the  very  means  of 
winning  them  into  active  membership 
in  the  church. 

Sometimes  the  question  is  asked, 
“Does  a woman  have  to  be  a member 
of  the  church  to  belong  to  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service?”  No,  this 
is  not  a requirement  except  for  the 
president,  who  must  be  a member  of 
the  Methodist  Church.  When,  how- 
ever, women  who  are  not  members  of 
the  church  have  come  into  the  society, 
that  same  friendly  concern  should  win 
them  into  church  membership  and 
wholehearted  participation  in  the 
church  life. 

The  Making  of  a “Responsibility 
List,"  then,  is  one  of  the  first  steps 
in  our  ADVANCE  PROGRAM. 

Remember  the  first  line  of  our  pur- 
pose? “ ....  to  unite  all  the  women 
of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and 


service  . . . .” 

Form  some  plan  (and  work  it)  for 
every  one  of  these  women  to  be  called 
upon,  inviting  each  personally  to  the 
meeting. 

The  Program  Committee  should  meet 
and  plan  a stirring  program.  It  seems 
almost  a waste  of  time  and  effort  to 
invite  and  get  the  women  there,  if 
we  do  not  have  something  interesting, 
woithwhiie  and  challenging,  we  cannot 
expect  to  hold  them  otherwise. 

Yes,  we  know  all  this  means  hours 
of  planning  and  work,  but  W.S.C.S. 
does  not  stand  for  Women  Seeking 
Convenient  Service.

ADULT  CLASSES  PROSPER 
IN  PAHOKEE 

The  two  fine  groups  pictured  on 
this  page  are  the  Ladies’  Class,  taught 
by  Mrs.  R.  J Schroder,  and  the  Men's 
Class,  taught  by  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Howes, 
of  the  Pahokee  Methodist  Church 
School. 

These  two  classes  were  formed  about 
two  years  ago  to  replace  three  small 
classes  having  an  average  over-all  at- 
tendance of  about  35  persons.  Today, 
these  two  classes  have  an  enrollment 
of  175  with  an  average  combined  at- 
tendance of  more  than  100  persons 
per  Sunday.  They  have  had  a com- 
bined attendance  of  149. 

Many  fine  things  have  happened  in 
the  Pahokee  Church  since  these  groups 
were  organized  and  the  pastor,  the 
Rev.  C.  T.  Howes,  tends  to  attribute 
much  of  this  growth  to  the  efforts  of 
the  members  of  the  classes.  Several 
thousands  of  dollars  have  been  raised 
for  buildings.  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment has  increased  more  than  50%  and 
attendance  75%.  Sunday  School  offer- 
ings have  increased  400%  (Adult  Divi- 
sion workers  please  note.) 

At  the  same  time,  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  the  Church  has  been  thriving 
proportionately.

being  accomplished. 

The  pastor  points  that  all  this  has 
been  done  despite  two  severe  floods, 
several  freezes  and  very  poor  markets 
for  what  was  produced.  He  writes, 
in  part,  “Nearly  our  entire  crops  have 
been  destroyed  by  the  cold,  but  the 
farmers  are  busy  planting  again.  They 
simply  will  not  be  discouraged  by  the 
failures  that  have  come  to  them.  "

Gratefully  We  Can  Announce  . . . 

Here  is  news  that  will  make  glad 
the  hearts  of  church  school  superin- 
tendents everywhere:  gratefully  we  can 
announce  that  out  church  schools  are 
now  growing  faster  than  the  population. 
During  the  years  1945-48  (the  four 
years  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ)  while 
the  population  of  the  U.S.A.  was  in- 
creasing 10'',  Methodist  church  school 
membership  increased  18%.  And  aver- 
age attendance  increased  19%.  The 
fact  that  average  attendance  increased 
even  more  than  membership  dispells 
any  thought  that  the  Crusade  merely 
added  names  to  church  school  rolls. 

With  a few  late  1948  annual  con- 
ferences still  to  report  (hence  there 


will  be  slight  revisions  later)  here  are 
the  figures:  The  1948  sessions  of  the 
annual  conferences  reported  a total 
church  school  membership  of  5,643,436. 
This  is  a net  gain  of  864,090  for  the 
four  Crusade  years.  This  far  surpass- 
es the  net  gain  in  church  membership 
during  the  Crusade.  In  the  one  year 
between  the  1947  and  the  1948  sessions 
of  the  annual  conferences  our  church 
school  membership  had  a net  gain  of 
298.916.  During  the  four  Crusade  years 
660,425  persons  joined  the  Methodist 
Church  on  profession  of  faith  through 
the  church  schools.  This  is  well  over 
half  of  the  total  who  joined  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  from  all  sources  and

It  was  heart-rending  to  see  the  long 
lines  of  mothers  and  children,  patiently 
waiting  their  turn,  and  it  was  one  of 
the  most  inspiring  sights  I have  ever 
witnessed  to  see  our  missionaries  and 
their  helpers,  with  such  meager  equip- 
ment and  so  little  means  trying  so 
bravely  to  do  something  to  serve  these 
literally  hundreds  of  people,  all  of  them 
hopelessly  and  desparatly  poor.  Some 
of  these  clinics  try  to  operate  on  bud- 
gets as  small  as  forty  dollars  a month! 

The  thing  that  impressed  me  most 


~ of  all  about  our  work  in  Cuba  was  the 
noble  band  of  missionaries  and  Cuban 
preachers  whom  I found  there.  I have 
never  met  a greater  company,  and  I 
thank  God  for  the  privilege  which  is 
to  be  mine  of  association  of  men  and 
women  of  their  type.  What  great 
spirits  they  are  Cuban  preachers  serv- 
ing for  salaries  of  around  ninety  dol- 
lars at  the  most,  and  trying  to  take 
care  of  their  families;  teachers  who 
might  command  larger  salaries  or  find 
an  easier  working  situation  elsewhere 
utterly  devoted  to  their  work,  choice 
young  women  graduates  of  Scarritt 
College  riding  back  country  circuits  in 
jeeps  and  on  horseback;  and  mission- 
aries and  their  wives  denying  them- 
selves, and  living  in  for  isolated  places, 
going  their  endless  round  of  preaching 
and  teaching  and  ministering  to  the 
sick.  Thank  God  for  people  like  this! 
The  more  I saw  them,  the  more  the 
words  of  Jesus  kept  ringing  in  my 
ears,  “He  that  loseth  his  life  shall 
find  it.”  Everywhere  I went  in  Cuba 
I saw  poverty  and  ignorance  and  sin. 
But  against  a backdrop  of  this  charac- 
ter, I saw  this  glorious  group  of  Chris- 
tian spirits  trying  so  faithfully  to  do 
something  to  heal  the  hurt  of  the 
world. 

Here  is  the  other  part  of  our  area. 
I trust  many  of  our  pastors  and  lay 
members  will  visit  our  work  there. 
Certainly  I hope  that  all  of  our  people 
will  keep  Cuba  in  their  prayers  and 
in  their  hearts,  and  I sincerely  trust 
that  many  of  us  will  keep  the  financial 
needs  of  this  great  mission  field  at 
Florida’s  front  door  in  our  thinking 
as  we  seek  to  give  a good  account  of 
ourselves  as  stewards  of  that  with 
which  God  has  entrusted  us.

AN  ALTAR  CALL  FOR  OUR  PEOPLE 

The  Methodist  preachers  of  another  day  fre- 
quently made  altar  calls.  They  not  only  called  upon 
sinners  to  come  to  the  altar  and  confess  their  sins 
and  accept  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  but  they  likewise 
called  upon  believers  from  time  to  time  to  come 
also  to  the  altar  and  rededicate  themselves  to  God. 
In  so  doing,  they  followed  the  part  of  wisdom  for 
all  of  us  need  occasionally  to  make  a fresh  commit- 
ment of  ourselves  to  our  Lord  and  His  purpose  if  our 
religious  experience  is  to  be  kept  warm  and  vital  and 
glowing.

all  around  the  world.  The  Week  of  Dedication  this 
year  is  set  for  March  13-20.

W.S.C.S.  OBJECTIVES  IN  THE 
ADVANCE  ARE  OUTLINED 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Thelma 
Stevens,  executive  secretary  of  the  De- 
partment of  Christian  Social  Relations 
under  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service,  the  women  of  the  Methodist 
Church  are  engaged  in  a four-year 
advance  program  to  make  their  im- 
press on  the  social  development  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  world. 

The  seven  objectives  of  the  program, 
as  outlined  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  by  Miss  Steven? 
are:  to  make  the  church  have  a larger 
place  in  the  life  of  the  community;  to 
stabilize  family  life  as  a means  of 
seeming  world  peace;  to  arouse  women 
to  use  the  ballot  as  a means  to  world 
betterment  and  world  peace;  to  help 
strengthen  the  moral  forces  of  the 
world  through  the  activities  of  church 
women;  to  help  safeguard  human  free- 
doms through  the  enactment  into  law 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Presi- 
dent’s Committee  on  Civil  Rights;  to 
help  apply  Christian  principles  to  the 
economic  life  of  America  and  the  world; 
and  to  undergird  the  United  Nations  as 
“the  only  organized  agency  in  the 
world  that  can  generate  a spirit  of 
international  friendship  and  help  bring 
in  world  peace.’’ 
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LAMRUTH  HALL,  LAKE  JUNALUSKA 
By  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore 

In  the  city  of  Shanghai,  China,  on 
November  10th,  1854,  a son  was  born 
to  Dr.  J.  W.  and  Mrs.  M.  I.  Lambuth. 
The  mother  looked  into  his  blue  eyes 
and  wrote,  “At  about  nine  o'clock  this 
morning  a dear  little  son  was  put  into 
my  arms  for  a blessing  to  us.”  On 
September  26th.  1921,  in  Yokohoma. 
Japan,  after  sixty-seven  years  of  most 
extraordinary  service,  Bishop  Walter 
Russell  Lambuth  passed  into  the 
Father’s  house.  He  was  born  in  a 
foreign  land  and  his  ashes  rest  by 
the  side  of  his  mother  in  a quiet 
cemetery  in  Shanghi.  He  began  his 
life  in  China  and  ended  it  in  Japan, 
but  between  birth  and  death  he  tra- 
versed practically  the  whole  earth. 

It  is  easy  to  thus  chronicle  the  dates 
of  his  birth  and  death  but  who  can 
enumerate  the  countless  labors,  the 
ceasless  travels  or  the  world-wide  min- 
istry of  this  man  who  more  than  any 
man  born  in  our  Southland  deserves 
to  be  mentioned  alongside  Livingston, 
Carey,  Judson,  Thomas  Coke  and  all 
the  other  great  missionaries  of  the 
Christian  Church.  His  life  overflowed 
the  ecclesiastical,  georgaphical,  racial 
and  social  lines  and  pushed  out  along 
all  possible  channels  to  reach  the  needy 
races  of  the  earth. 

In  1921,  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
purchased  ground  and  erected  a mag- 
nificent building  on  the  Methodist 
Assembly  grounds  located  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  North  Carolina.  Through  the 
years  this  building  has  been  known  as 
The  Mission  Inn.  This  splendid  pro- 
perty has  been  maintained  as  a center 
for  missionary  institutes,  Pastor’s  Con- 
ferences, a place  of  rest  and  recupera- 
tion for  furloughed  missionaries,  as 
well  as  many  other  gatherings  of  a 


missionary  character.  Across  the 
years  literally  thousands  of  missionaries, 
pastors,  district  superintendents,  con- 
secreated  leaders  of  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  and  countless 
others  have  found  inspiration  and 
guidance  here  which  led  them  to  more 
Chiist-like  service.  It  is  not  an  over- 
statement to  declare  that  the  mission- 
ary life  of  the  whole  church  is  stronger 
as  a result  of  the  ministry  carried  on 
in  this  place.  The  very  fact  that  we 
have  such  an  institution  is  proof  of 
the  wisdom  of  those  of  another  gen- 
eration who  made  such  wise  provision 
for  the  strengthening  and  promoting 
of  our  missionary  program. 

Recently  three  significant  actions 
have  been  taken  which  are  related  to 
this  building  and  property. 

First,  the  entire  property  has  been 
renovated  and  beautified.  New  furni- 
ture and  equipment  have  been  added, 
which  with  certain  changes  in  interior 
arrangements  serve  to  give  added 
beauty  and  usefulness  to  the  property. 

Second,  the  title  to  this  magnificent 
property  has  now  been  placed  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
The  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  for  the  entire  church  gladly 
agreed  to  this  transfer  feeling  that 
those  who  know  it  best  and  use  it 
most  would  preserve  and  promote  it 
in  accordance  with  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  established.  The  Juris- 
dictional Conference  meeting  in  Colum- 
bia, South  Carolina  in  July,  1948,  voted 
to  accept  the  property  and  to  safeguard 
it  for  its  essential  missionary  service. 
If  Methodism  in  our  southland  is  to 
play  its  part  in  the  Christianizing  of 
our  homeland  and  help  carry  the  good 
news  of  the  gospel  to  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  it  will  need  this 
center  so  that  the  multitudes  can  be 
housed,  fed  and  given  missionary  in- 


formation and  challenge. 

Third,  this  building  is  to  be  known 
henceforth  as  Lambuth  Hall.  It  is  to 
stand  and  serve  as  a memorial  to  the 
godly  life  and  missionary  ministry  of 
this  eager,  tireless  apostle  of  the  great 
heart  and  world  vision.  When  future 
generations  come  there  and  are  made 
aware  that  the  man  whose  name  this 
building  bears  was  for  several  years 
a missionary  in  China,  four  years  the 
Superintendent  of  Methodist  mission  in 
Japan,  sixteen  years  the  Missionary 
Secretary  for  the  entire  Church  and 
for  eleven  years  one  of  the  Bishops  of 
the  Church  with  duties  in  practically 
every  nation  of  the  earth,  they  will 
feel  honored  to  tarry  for  a little  while 
in  such  a beautiful  place.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  announce  that  from  this 
time  forward  this  beautiful  building 
will  be  known  as  LAMBUTH  HALL.

PRE-EASTER  CAMPAIGN 

Initiating  an  effort  to  win  a million 
church  members  on  profession  of  faith, 
through  the  Sunday  school,  by  1952, 
a general  evangelistic  campaign  in  the 
Methodist  Church’s  Sunday  schools  has 
been  planned  for  the  pre-Easter  season. 

The  fact  that  since  1944  over  600,000 
Methodist  Sunday  school  pupils  have 
joined  the  church  on  profession  of 
faith  is  striking  evidence  that  the 
Sunday  school  has  a strategic  place  in 
the  church’s  evangelistic  effort,  Dr. 
J.  Q.  Schisler,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Division  of  the  Local  Church,  said 
recently.  The  600,000  represents  more 
than  one  half  the  number  of  persons 
joining  the  church  on  profession  of 
faith  for  that  period. 

Plans  for  the  campaign,  some  of 
which  are  already  under  way,  call  for 
the  compiling  of  prospect  lists,  a period 
of  home  visitation,  training  classes  for 
church  membership,  and  preparation 
on  the  part  of  Sunday  school  officers 
and  teachers  for  bringing  pupils  into 
the  church  membership. 

The  potential  gain  of  one  million  for 
| the  quadrennium  is  a very  conserva- 
tive goal,  Dr.  Schisler  pointed  out. 
Divided  equally  among  the  40,000  Meth- 
odist Sunday  schools  the  goal  represents 
something  like  25  pupils  per  school 
joining  the  church  on  profession  of 
faith.

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CHRISTIAN  DREAMS 

Did  you  ever  dream?  Of  course 
you  have.  What  church  school  teach- 
er, what  pastor,  what  Christian  parent 
has  not  had  noble  aspirations  for 
those  children,  those  "hostages  of  the 
future"  that  were  committed  to  their 
care.  How  great  it  is  to  be  so  idled 
with  the  love  of  Christ  and  the  urgency 
of  his  work  that  the  young  people  of 
our  acquaintance  catch  the  spell  of  our 
enthusiasm  and  set  their  faces  toward 
the  realization  of  God's  plans  in  the 
world.  Why  do  some  churches  send 
cne  young  man  after  another  into  the 
ministry  while  others  are  not  so  honored 
for  a half  century  or  more? 

After  being  a pastor  in  Ybor  City  for 
more  than  ten  years  I'd  like  you  to 
know  a dream  that  has  often  engaged 
my  attention.  Who  could  be  better 
ambassadors  of  good  will  and  teachers 
of  Christ  in  Latin  America  than  some 
of  our  choice  youth  among  Ybor  City’s 
22,000  Latins?  No  ambition,  purpose, 
scheme  or  plan  is  achieved  without 
effort.  In  the  realm  of  the  Spirit  much 
prayer  is  needed  likewise.  We  are 
called  to  think  God’s  thoughts  after 
him.  Jesus  invited  his  followers  to  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth 
laborers. 

Around  20  to  25  years  ago  in  the  San 
Marces  Church  and  Wolff  Settlement 
some  pastor  or  deaconess  or  both 
dreamed  a dream  that  to-day  is  in  the 
form  of  a living  serving  missionary  in 
Cuba.  When  little  Sara  Fernandez 
first  came  to  know  Methodism’s  ex- 
pression of  Christian  love  in  Ybor  City 
I dare  say  she  was  not  very  different 
from  hundreds  of  other  little  girls  who 
have  been  touched  by  the  two  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  Methodist  church  in 
this  community  a half  century. 

In  that  very  needy  field  of  rural  work 
surrounding  Omaja,  Cuba,  Miss  Fer- 
nandez carries  on  the  work  of  a 
Christian  missionary.  Almost  single- 
handedly  she  works  now  because 
workers  are  scarce  and  hard  to  get. 
As  she  has  come  back  to  her  home 
church  we  have  occasionally  had  op- 
portunity to  have  her  tell  about  the 
needs  there  and  her  efforts  to  meet 
those  needs.  Helping  people  to  be 
abie  to  live  abundantly  as  Jesus  taught 
the  people  of  his  day  is  her  work. 

If  seems  that  the  church  of  Rome 
had  not  had  a church  in  this  little 
community  for  a good  many  years. 
The  Methodist  Church  owned  a church 
building  but  with  a shortage  of  pastors 
this  little  town  had  to  go  without 
services.  Then  the  Woman's  Division 
entered  this  field.  And  how  those 
consecrated  women  have  dreamed 
God’s  dreams  after  him  and  inspired 
young  people  to  go  away  to  prepare 
themsleves  for  service  is  a story  that 
needs  prominent  attention  by  some 
writer  on  Christian  Missions.  We  had 
the  high  privilege  of  having  one  of 


those  ilesh  and  blood  dreams  in  our 
home  for  several  months.  It  was  a 
joy  to  see  and  feel  his  radiant  faith  in 
God.  Now  he  preaches  Christ  to 
Mexicans  in  Colorado. 

Honestly,  do  your  prayers  ever  be- 
come threadbare?  Does  it  ever  be- 
come hard  to  talk  to  your  Heavenly 
Father?  If  so  you  might  try  aiming 
your  prayers  further  away  from  home 
sometimes.  We  who  work  with 
people  having  a dill'erent  lingual,  cul- 
tural and  religious  background  need 
your  prayers  more  than  you  know. 
In  our  best  intentions  we  sometimes 
are  misunderstood  as  often  we  mis- 
understand. 

Protestant  missions  among  Tampa’s 
Latin  population  might  easily  become 
naming  centers  for  devoted  Christian 
preachers  and  missionaries  to  our 
neighbors  to  the  south.  Since  this  is 
God's  work,  here  is  a dream  worth 
every  effort  of  ours  to  achieve.  During 
the  past  two  centuries,  the  cause  of 
Christian  mission  has  often  called  forth 
the  best  in  manpower  and  materials. 
As  Methodism  enters  a new  period  of 
advance,  we  dare  not  dream  smaller 
dreams  of  Christian  world-conquest 
than  our  fathers  dreamed.  We  must 

give  consecration  equal  to  the  needs 

of  the  hour  and  worthy  of  the  chal- 
lenge before  us.  Call  upon  our  Father 
that  he  may  help  us  to  lay  our  hands 
on  others  that  they  may  go  out  as 
Sara  Fernandez  has  gone  to  bring 

Christian  living  to  many  who  know  not 
God  in  Christ  Jesus.

REPEAL’S  GAINS  NOT  SO  “HOT,”— 
IN  TIIE  LIGHT  OF  FACTS 

Cold  appraisal  of  the  past  sixty 
days’  barrage  of  nation-wide  wet  praise 
of  fifteen  years  of  repeal,  shows  that 
the  claims  of  the  wet  spokesmen,  do 
not  stand  up  in  the  light  of  facts,  says 
a statement  issued  by  the  American 
Business  Men’s  Research  Foundation, 
Chicago. 

The  Foundation's  findings  briefly 
epitomized,  include  the  following: 

‘‘Repeal  has  brought  an  increase,  and 
not  a decrease  in  crime. 

“Traffic  accidents  are  mounting, 
and  what  is  more  menacing,  thousands 
of  filling  stations  are  selling  liquor  as 
well  as  gas. 

“Alcohol-caused-deaths,  and  deaths 
in  which  alcohol  is  a serious  but 
hidden  factor,  are  increasing. 

“The  American  people  are  drinking 
more,  not  less. 

“Hard  liquor  consumption  is  not 
shrinking;  instead  of  the  177,000  retail 
liquor  outlets  as  in  1919,  just  prior  to 
prohibition,  there  are  now  more  than 
464.000. 

“Liquor  consumption  under  prohi- 
bition was,  according  to  official  in- 
quiry, 65"<  less  than  it  is  today. 


"Liquor  taxes  are  offset  three  to  one 
by  liquor  expenditures,  while  liquor- 
caused  social  waste,  alone,  tops  liquor 
revenue. 

"Prohibition  enforcement’s  net  cost 
to  U.S.A.  was  nil,  despite  claims  to  the 
contrary. 

"Wet  statisticians  ignore  many  eco- 
nomic benefits  under  prohibition: 
radical  reduction  of  the  national  debt, 
income  lax  expansion  under  repeal, 
record  breaking  gains  during  prohibi- 
tion years,  of  new  life  insurance  writ- 
ten. an  upward  spiral  in  the  automobile 
industry,  and  the  emergence.  1920-30, 
of  a new  billion  dollar  business  in  fruit 
juices  and  non-alcoholic  beverages. 

“Morever  the  wets'  eulogy  of  repeal.” 
declares  the  Foundation,  “conceals 
liquor's  developing  attack  upon  laws 
which  have  guaranteed  the  right  of 
the  people  to  vote  on  the  question,  an 
attack  which  has  already  stripped 
twelve  states  of  this  privilege." 

Concluding  the  Foundation  says: 
“On  the  basis  of  available  facts,  for 
anyone  to  assert  that  the  record  of 
1944-1947  ‘justifies  repeal,’  is  about 
as  reasonable  a claim  as  it  wouid  be  to 
assert  that  the  results  of  World  War 
II  justified  the  claim  and  pretensions 
of  the  pompous  author  of  “Mein 
Kampf'.’

served  the  meal  on  the  second  night  and 
an  excellent  program  was  presented 
on  both  occasions. 

But  that  is  not  all  that  has  been 
taking  place  at  Wagg  Memorial.  A 
building  program  is  also  under  way 
and  the  building  fund  matches  almost 
dollar  for  dollar  the  regular  budget 
of  the  church.  As  a part  of  the  morn- 
ing worship  services  on  January  30th, 
a ground-breaking  ceremony  marked 
the  beginning  of  the  construction  of 
a two-story  addition  to  the  church 
school  plant  and  the  inauguration  of 
a program  that  will  remodel  and  beau- 
tify the  existing  buildings.

EMORY  LAUNCHES  TRAINING  FOR 
MINISTERS’  WIVES 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  salary 
is  involved,  the  average  church  assumes, 
when  it  employes  a minister,  that  it 
is  also  securing  the  services  of  his 
wife. 

“The  task  of  a parsonage  hostess,” 
declares  Dean  H.  B.  Trimble,  of  Emory 
University’s  School  of  Theology,  “is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  in  the  world. 
To  a very  large  degree,  the  success  or 
failure  of  a minister  is  determined  by 
his  wife.” 

With  more  than  seventy  percent  of 
theological  students  now  married  be- 
fore entering  seminary  or  while  there, 
Dr.  Trimble  has  for  some  time  en- 
visioned the  possibility  of  offering  prac- 
tical training  to  the  wives  of  students. 

His  vision  has  become  a reality 
through  another  Emory  “first” — the 
first  Methodist  program  of  instruction 
engineered  to  help  the  minister’s  wife 
face  her  problems  and  render  more 
effective  service  in  the  parish.  A 
rounded  three-year  program  is  pro- 
jected to  include  such  practical  matters 
as  “problems”  of  the  parsonage  hostess, 
interior  decoration,  landscaping,  vaca- 
tion church  school  work,  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  Chris- 
tian family,  and  related  topics. 

That  the  wives  of  students  recognize 
their  need  of  such  guidance  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  at  least  one  young 
lady  drives  thirty  miles  to  attend  the 
evening  sessions.  Husbands,  inciden- 
tally, cheerfully  mind  the  baby  in 
order  to  permit  their  wives  to  attend. 

Instructors  include  members  of  the 
seminary  faculty,  their  wives,  and  the 
wives  of  ministers  in  the  Atlanta  met- 
ropolitan area.

S.  S.  KRESGE  IS  HONORED  BY  TIIE  CHURCH 

Sebastian  S.  Kresge,  of  Detroit  and  Miami  Beach, 
head  of  the  vast  chain  of  Kresge  stores  and  generous 
benefactor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Miami  Beach, 
was  one  of  the  eight  persons  named  to  membership  in 
The  Methodist  Hall  ol  Fame  in  Philanthropy  at  the  closing 
session  of  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Methodist  Hospitals  and  Homes  held  in  the  Gold 
Room  of  the  Congress  Hotel  in  Chicago  on  Thursday 
evening,  February  17. 

The  newly-established  Hall  of  Fame — also  known 
as  the  Honor  Society  of  the  Healing  and  Helping  Hand— 
has  as  its  purpose  the  recognition  of  outstanding  con- 
tributors of  time,  talent  and  money  to  Methodist  philan- 
thropic institutions. 

Mr.  Kresge ’s  citation  read,  in  part:  “Sebastian  S. 
Kresge  ....  primary  donor  whose  gifts  made  possible 
the  Children’s  Village  of  the  Methodist  Children’s  Home 
Society,  Detroit;  active  member  of  the  board  of  trustees; 
contributor,  through  the  Kresge  Foundation,  of  gifts  in 
excess  of  two  and  a half  million  dollars  to  the  Children’s 
Home;  generous  benefactor  of  other  Methodist  institu- 
tions and  causes.”  The  beautifully  hand  engrossed  mem- 
bership certificate  was  signed  by  Bishop  William  T.  Watkins, 
Louisville,  Ky„  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and 
Homes,  and  Dr.  Karl  P.  Meister,  executive  secretary. 

Most  of  Mr.  Kresge’s  benefactions  to  the  Church  in 
Florida  have  been  on  behalf  of  the  Miami  Beach  Church 
and  have  been  received  through  the  S.  S.  Kresge  Founda- 
tion. An  item  in  the  news  of  the  Miami  District  on  page 
5 of  this  issue  refers  to  one  of  these  fine  gifts. 

Other  outstanding  persons  named  to  the  Hall  of  Fame 
included  George  K.  Belden,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.;  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Roy  Cullen,  of  Houston,  Texas;  Roy 
J.  Covert,  of  Billings,  Montana;  Walter  Hyatt  Davis,  of 
Westminister,  Maryland;  Charles  H.  Harris,  M.  D.,  of 
Ft.  Worth,  Texas;  and  Frank  Chambless  Rand,  of  St. 
Louis,  Missouri.  The  Methodist  Church  is  happy  to  ac- 
knowledge its  debt  of  gratitude  to  these  generous  and 
faithful  friends  and  Kingdom  builders. 
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"FLORIDA  ADOPTS  A GOAL" 

On  Wednesday.  February  9,  the  Florida  Con- 
ference Advance  Committee  met  at  the  Seminole 
Hotel  in  Jacksonville,  with  almost  all  of  the  members 
of  the  Committee  present.  It  was  one  of  the  great- 
est meetings  which  I ever  expect  to  have  the  privilege 
of  attending,  and  the  joy  and  enthusiasm  of  it  will 
linger  long  in  the  memories  of  all  of  us  who  were 
there.  The  Committee  gave  its  attention  to  adopting 
a goal  and  working  out  a strategy  for  the  Advance 
for  Chris*  and  His  Church  within  the  bounds  of  our 
conference.  I should  like  to  say  four  things  about 
the  adoption  of  the  goal. 

1.  It  is  a generous  goal.  The  figure  fixed  was 
$100,000  per  year  in  missionary  specials.  What  a 
worthy  objective  that  is! 

2.  It  is  a goal  which  we  can  reach  by  diligent, 
earnest  endeavor.  The  General  Conference  asked  us 
to  try  to  do  as  well  as  we  did  during  the  Crusade  for 
Christ.  The  goal  adopted  will  enable  us  to  do  this, 
with  good  measure  pressed  down  and  running  over. 

3.  It  is  an  inclusive  goal.  Sixty  thousand  dollars 
of  these  specials  will  be  taken  in  the  foreign  fields, 
particularly  in  Cuba.  Upon  the  advice  of  the  mis- 
sionary leaders  of  our  church,  Florida  decided  to 
concentrate  upon  Cuba  this  year.  This  will  be  the 
policy  generally  followed  over  the  country  with  each 
annual  conference  selecting  a particular  foreign  field 
for  itself.  In  our  case,  Cuba  because  of  its  near 
relation  to  us  seemed  the  logical  field  to  select. 
Thirty  thousand  dollars  of  these  specials  will  go  to 
home  missions  and  church  extension.  The  projects 
chosen  are  the  Latin  Center  in  Miami,  the  San 
Marcos  Church  in  Tampa,  and  certain  new  church 
projects  in  each  district  of  the  conference.  The 
last  ten  thousand  dollars  will  go  to  Overseas  Relief. 

4.  Best  of  all  it  was  a goal  which  was  whole- 
heartedly and  enthusiastically  adopted,  and  to  the 
attainment  of  which  the  Methodists  of  Florida  will 
give  their  noblest  efforts.

LATIN  CENTER — TAMPA 

The  new  San  Marcos  Methodist 
Church  now  under  construction  in  Ybor 
City,  Tampa,  is  being  built  beside  the 
Wolff  Settlement  and  is  centrally  lo- 
cated in  the  heart  of  the  largest 
foreign  speaking  community  in  the 
southeastern  states.  This  project  along 
with  the  Latin  center  in  Miami  is  an 
approved  special  of  the  Florida  Con- 
ference. 

Fractially  all  the  youth  among  Ybor 
City’s  22,000  Latins  are  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  2 or  3 languages  and  as 
many  sets  of  customs.  Someone  has 
said  that  second  generation  immigrants 
have  one  of  the  most  difficult  places 
m our  society. 

There  are  8 Protestant  denomina- 
tions operating  mission  work  in  Ybor 
City.  Contrary  to  popular  opinion  most 
Latins  are  not  practicing  Roman  Catho- 
lics. One  has  to  deal  with  the  same 
doubts,  fears  and  skepticisms  one  would 
meet  in  Havana,  Buenas  Ayres  or 
Mexico  City.  Methodism  must  have 
the  very  best  of  physical  equipment  and 
personnel  to  preach  Christ  to  these  who 
have  come  to  live  in  this  land  of  open 
Bibles  and  freedom  of  religion.  Some- 
one has  said  that  the  hardest  mission 
work  in  all  the  world  is  that  with 
people  having  a Roman  Catholic  back- 
ground. At  this  writing  the  Romanists 
are  building  in  Ybor  City  a convent 
costing  $120,000. 

The  following  is  a list  of  individual 
specials  that  will  greatly  aid  in  making 
our  San  Marcos  building  more  usable 
and  attractive:

Listen,  Young  Adults! 

‘Young  Laymen,  Young  Church,”  by 
John  Oliver  Nelson,  160  pp.;  $1.75. 
Order  through  Methodist  Publishing 
House. 

Here  is  another  good  book  for  young 
adults.  It  seeks  to  help  young  adults 
find  a place  in  the  life  and  work  of 
the  church.  Its  author,  John  Oliver 
Nelson,  director  of  the  Commission  on 
the  Ministry  in  the  Federal  Council 
cf  Churches,  contends  that  Christianity 
is  a movement  in  which  young  laymen 
t^ake  the  initiative  in  carrying  its  mes- 
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sage  and  way  of  life  into  the  highways 
and  byways  of  society.  He  calls  upon 
young  adults  today  to  begin  a spiritual 
movement  from  the  church  to  the 
world  that  will  give  a meaningful  wit- 
ness to  the  fact  that  Christianity  is  real. 

Each  chapter  of  the  book  begins 
with  a case  history  describing  how  some 
young  adult  group  has  made  religion 
vital.  Ey  describing  opportunities  and 
procedures  he  attempts  to  lead  other 
young  adults  to  discover  that  they  can 
do  it  too  He  helps  them  find  out 
how  they  can  make  ordinary  jobs  serve 
the  purpose  of  God.  so  that  they  may 
live  with  a spirit  of  conviction  in  their 
hearts.  This  book  could  be  reviewed  by 
members  of  planning  groups,  or  read 
with  profit  to  those  who  seek  to  enrich 
the  religious  experiences  of  young  adults. 
It  could  form  a basis  for  panel  dis- 
cussions, and  would  certainly  enrich 
subdistrict  meetings  for  this  age  group. 
No  church  leader  will  be  lacking  in 
ideas  when  he  has  read  this  book. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  WATER 
BAPTISM 

When  I was  a boy.  after  I had  joined 
the  church,  I heard  much  preaching 
that  consigned  all  persons  to  torment, 
if  they  were  not  immersed.  My  church 
had  not  explained  water  baptism  to 
me — when  I was  baptized  by  affusion, 
so  I was  very  much  worried  over  the 
matter.  I imagine  that  ninety-five 
percent  of  our  Methodist  people  have 
been  baptized  by  affusion,  but  most 
of  them  do  not  know  why.  I decided 
to  let  the  Bible  and  not  man  settle 
this  question . 

Possibly  very  few  persons  have  studied 
this  subject  more  than  the  writer,  not 
alone  from  a Bible  standpoint,  but 
from  all  church  denominations  and 
other  angles.  When  I was  editor  of  a 
church  paper,  I wrote  some  articles  on 
this  subject,  entitled  “Why  Baptize 
By  Pouring  and  Baptize  Babies.”  These 
articles  aroused  a desire  in  our  Metho- 
dist people  to  have  them  put  in  book- 
let form.  Orders  for  nearly  two  thou- 
sand came  for  such  a booklet  before 
I put  it  on  the  press.  The  edition  on 
the  press  at  this  writing  is  the  twelfth 
edition. 

For  twenty-five  years  our  church 
has  said  very  little  about  water  baptism, 
but  our  immersionist  friends  have 
doubled  their  efforts  to  oppose  our 
views  of  water  baptism  by  affusion. 
Consequently  many  sons  and  daughters 
of  our  Methodist  homes  have  gone  to 
immersionist  churches.  Many  of  these 
want  to  be  Methodists,  but  they  have 
been  told  that  our  preachers  were  not 
legally  baptized,  and  that  they  could 
not  legally  baptize  anyone. 

If  you  could  read  the  many  letters 
I get  from  Methodists  who  read  my 
booklet,  telling  me  how  it  had  helped 
them,  and  asking  God  to  bless  me 
for  writing  the  book,  you  would  be 
surprised  at  what  a large  number  in 
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our  church  are  confused  over  this 
subject  of  water  baptism.  Leading 
preachers  in  our  church  are  saying 
to  me,  “You  are  doing  more  good  with 
this  booklet  than  you  think.”  One 
young  lady,  recently,  walked  up  to 
the  altar  of  one  of  our  churches,  and 
said,  “I  read  a little  book  by  W.  A. 
Swift,  on  baptism,  which  led  me  to  be 
a Christian  and  join  the  Methodist 
Church.” 

Letters  from  our  preachers  in  different 
States  give  evidence  that  many  people 
are  joining  our  church  and  having 
their  children  baptized  because  of  the 
reading  of  this  booklet.  One  leading 
pastor  of  Methodism  has  just  written 
me  this:  “The  committee  directing  this 
Advance  could  well  afford  to  recommend 
your  book.”  Why  not  if  it  is  bringing 
people  into  the  church  and  causing 
parents  to  dedicate  their  children  to 
God  in  baptism?

An  average  of  one  member  every 
Sunday  has  been  added,  and  all  finan- 
cial items  are  kept  paid  in  full  up  to 
date. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of 
visitors  who  use  the  two  parking  lots 
adjacent  to  the  church,  a traffic  patrol- 
man has  been  stationed  at  the  church 
each  Sunday  morning.

I meet  lots  of  them  and 
every  one  of  them  knows  the  rest  of 
that  sentence. 

But  1 Can  Send — 

The  other  day  I felt  a bit  discourag- 
ed. Some  of  the  things  I had  wanted 
to  get  done  were  being  checked  and 
blocked.  But  “in  the  line  of  duty” 
I told  one  of  the  groups  in  my  own 
church  about  the  Advance,  about  the 
large  aims,  and  about  the  ways  we 
can  serve.  I just  told  the  story  of  the 
meaning  of  personal  gifts  and  a per- 
sonal share  at  earth’s  verges. 

In  a few  days  I had  a letter  written 
in  an  uncertain  hand,  a hand  of  an 
artist  accustomed  to  delicate  touches, 
but  not  so  certain  now.  There  was 
a check  in  it  for  a native  worker  in 
Africa  and  that  familier  line,  “It  is  too

IN  AIR  CRASH 

The  host  of  friends  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
John  G.  Stradley  was  shocked  and 
grieved  by  the  word  that  their  son, 


Second  Lieutenant  John  G.  Stradley, 

Jr.,  was  missing  in  the  crash  of  his 
fighter  plane  off  the  East  Coast  of 
Florida.  Dr.  Stradley  is  the  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Lakeland  Dis- 
trict. 

According  to  an  Associated  Press  dis- 
patch published  in  the  local  papers. 
Lieutenant  Stradley  was  flying  a 
fighter  plane  during  gunnery  practice 
when  he  crashed  into  the  ocean  some 
30  miles  East  of  Fort  Lauderdale.  Mr. 
Stradley  was  a veteran  of  World  War 
II  and  pilot  in  the  Marine  Reserve. 
He  was  attending  school  at  Florida 
Southern  College. 

The  search  for  Lieutenant  Stradley 
began  after  his  plane  crashed  on  Sun- 
day, February  20.  More  than  20  planes 
engaged  in  searching  the  area  but 
the  Navy  finally  abandoned  the  search 
on  Monday  night  when  no  trace  of  the 
young  flyer  was  to  be  found.

SUMMER  SCHOOL  IN  GUATEMALA 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  will  hold  a spe- 
cial summer  school  in  Guatemala,  it 
Was  announced  today  by  President 
Ludd  M.  Spivey. 

The  group,  which  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Prof.  Ollie  S.  Bandy,  head 
of  the  Spanish  department  at  the  col- 
lege, will  leave  by  Pan-American  clip- 
per from  Miami  on  July  3 and  return 
August  5. 

The  first  proposed  stop  on  the  trip 
will  be  for  two  nights  in  Havana.  The 
chartered  plane  will  then  take  the 
passengers  to  Merida,  Yucatan,  Mexico, 
where  they  will  remain  for  two  nights 
and  one  day  in  order  that  the  travelers 
may  visit  the  ancient  Mayan  Indian 
ruins  in  Chichen-Itza.  From  there  a 
two  hour  flight  will  take  them  to  Guat- 
emala City  where  they  will  remain  for 
10  days.  Other  cities  in  Guatemala  to 
be  visited  will  include  Antigua,  the 
ancient  capital  of  Guatemala;  Chi- 
chicastenango.  Lake  Atitlan,  Tiquesate 
(banana  plantation  on  the  Pacific) 
and  others.  Optional  side  trips  will 
include  visits  to  Honduras,  El  Salvador 
and  optional  return  via  Mexico  City. 

Prof.  Bandy  has  announced  that  six 
term  hours  credit  in  Spanish  may  be 
earned  during  the  five  weeks’  tour.  He 
will  instruct  in  elementary,  conversa- 
tional and  advanced  Spanish.  There 
will  be  a limited  enrollment  and  persons 
interested  may  write  the  president’s 
office  at  Florida  Southern  College. 
The  purpose  of  this  foreign  travel  is 
to  give  students  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  Latin-American  culture  and 
thereby  create  a better  understanding 
between  the  Americas.

The  Nurseryman  wouldn't  even  let  me  pay  for 
them,  so  I was  out  nothing  but  a little  work.  Two  other 
fruit  trees  were  already  in  the  yard,  one  bearing. 

It  is  still  a good  time  to  plant  small  trees.  What  a fine 
thing  it  would  be  if  our  ministers  throughout  the  Con- 
ference would  look  around  in  their  yards  to  see  where 
they  could  set  out  some  trees  to  help  provide  their  suc- 
cessors with  FRUIT  FOR  THE  PARSONAGE.

What- 
ever is  for  the  Advance  Program,  send  it  through 
Brother  Voss.  And  please  mark  on  your  check  just 
what  the  gift  is  for.

3.  WHEN  THE  WEEK  OF  DEDICATION 
OFFERING  IS  TAKEN  SEND  IT  TO  THE  CON- 
FERENCE TREASURER.  Under  the  Advance  Pro- 
gram monies  received  through  the  Week  of  Dedica- 
tion Offering  do  not  count  for  Advance  Specials 
credit. 

4.  MAKE  THE  MOST  OF  NATIONAL  VISITA- 
TION EVANGELISM  WEEK.  This  comes  March 
20-25.  See  SHEPHERDS  for  February,  1949,  page  7 
for  full  instructions.  Our  Conference  Board  of  Evan- 
gelism will  give  full  leadership  to  this  movement. 
The  goal  for  each  charge  for  the  conference  year 
is  one  addition  of  profession  of  faith  for  every 
seventeen  members.  Roughly  this  means  six  new 
members  for  every  one  hundred  members  at  present. 
The  total  goal  for  the  Florida  Conference  for  this 
year  is  6006  new  members  on  profession  of  faith.

Using  the  ‘‘two  by  two"  method 
used  by  Jesus,  Methodist  laymen 
will  visit  to  win  200,000  people  to 
Christ  in  the  week  March  20-25 
which  is  known  as  National  Visita- 
tion Evangelism  Week.  Methodists 
know  that  visitation  evangelism 
works.  It  has  revitalized  old  church- 
es, started  new  ones,  and  added  to 
the  strength  of  all  churches.  Visita- 
tion Evangelism  requires  careful 
training  but  pays  rich  dividends. 
The  method  wins  individuals  and 
often  whole  families,  reclaims  in- 
active members,  and  is  effective  in 
deepening  the  spiritual  experience 


of  the  visitors.  The  200,000  sought 
for  this  week  is  one  half  of  the 
goal  for  1949  set  by  the  General 
Conference. 


In  a meeting  with  the  District  Superintendents 
and  District  Secretaries  of  Evangelism,  Bishop 
Roy  H.  Short  and  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Evangelism  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  George 
H.  Jones  from  the  General  Board  of  Evangelism 
the  following  recommendations  are  made  to  all 
the  ministers  and  charges  in  the  Conference. 

1.  That  the  District  Superintendents  see  that 
committees  on  Membership  and  Evangelism  be 
elected  at  each  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference. 

2.  That  in  each  district,  District  Committees 
of  Evangelism  be  set  up. 

3.  That  each  charge  have  at  least  one  sub- 
scriber to  SHEPHERDS  MAGAZINE  which  gives 
the  program  of  evangelism  for  the  entire  year. 

This  is  published  by  the  General  Board.  (Bishop 
Short  says  this  should  be  a must.) 

4.  That  until  new  committees  of  Membership 
and  Evangelism  be  organized  that  the  ministers 
use  the  old  committees  on  Evangelism  on  acquaint- 
ing the  charge  with  evangelism. 

5.  That  all  ministers  be  urged  to  turn  to 
page  19  in  the  February  issue  of  SHEPHERDS 
and  page  32  in  the  March  issue  of  SHEPHERDS 
and  study  carefully  the  program  of  evangelism 
for  the  Lenten  season  as  published  by  the  General 
Board. 

The  quota  of  new  members  on  Profession  of 
Faith  for  the  Florida  Conference  this  year  is  6006. 

This  means  that  every  charge  has  a definite  re- 
sponsibility toward  this  goal.  In  the  following 
columns  we  are  listing  the  goals  for  each  charge 
and  church.  In  addition  to  that  is  the  recommendation 
of  the  District  Secretaries  and  District  Superintendents 
that  an  honor  roll  be  established  in  the  FLORIDA  METH- 
ODIST so  that  as  soon  as  a charge  makes  its  goal  that 
the  name  of  the  charge  be  published.  It  should  be  under- 
stood that  these  goals  are  in  effect  for  the  Conference 
year,  1948-1949. 

It  is  further  urged  by  the  District  Superintendents 
and  the  District  Secretaries  of  Evangelism  that  the  calen- 
dar of  evangelism  found  on  page  32  of  the  March  issue 
of  SHEPHERDS  be  followed  as  nearly  as  possible  with  a 
particular  emphasis  on  that  date  March  21-24  which  is 
The  Week  of  Visitation  Evangelism.  In  some  instances 


it  may  be  necessary  to  change  this  date  to  suit  the  calendar 
of  the  local  charge.  We  are  however  urging  that  a Week 
of  Visitation  Evangelism  be  observed  without  fail  sometime 
between  now  and  Easter.  It  is  our  sincere  belief  that 
such  a program  will  be  the  means  of  easily  obtaining  our 
goals.  The  Conference  Secretary  of  Evangelism  and  the 
seven  District  Secretaries  of  Evangelism  want  to  be  of  any 
service  possible  to  any  charge  in  the  Conference.  We 
are  of  course  interested  in  reaching  our  goal  but  our  major 
interest  is  getting  every  available  person  loyal  to  Christ 
and  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church  when  this  is  his 
choice.

The 
pastor  plans  on  holding  two  next  year, 
one  at  Branford  again,  and  one  at 
McCall’s  Chapel.  A new  Hamilton 
piano  has  been  placed  in  the  church 
at  Branford.  The  entire  block  on 
which  the  church  and  parsonage  are 
located  has  been  landscaped.  It  will 
be  most  attractive  when  the  grass  and 
the  shrubbery  gets  to  growing  good. 
A good  laymen's  day  program  was  held. 
Vacation  Church  Schools  are  planned 
for  Branford  and  McCall’s  Chapel. 

Havana  observed  Laymen’s  Day  with 
the  charge  lay  leader,  Mr.  George 
Gregory  presiding,  and  Mr.  Durward 
Johnson,  of  Quincy,  as  the  speaker. 
In  spite  of  rain  the  service  was  well 
attended.  This  charge  also  observed 
Race  Relations  Sunday  with  a good 
offering  for  Bethune-Cookman  College. 

The  Hickory  Grove  Church  on  the 
East  Madison  Circuit,  held  a two  weeks 
revival  early  in  February  with  the  assis- 
tance of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Roy  T.  Houts. 
Thj>  attendance  was  fine.  Thirteen 
were  added  to  the  church  by  profession 
of  faith,  ten  being  baptized.

The 
program  of  Cnristian  Education  is  re- 
ceiving particular  attention  at  this 
church,  with  regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  Plans  are  under 
way  for  a Vacation  Church  School. 
The  pastor  pians  to  reach  the  adult 
membership  of  his  church  with  the 
educational  program  thru  the  use  of 
Church  Nights.  A class  of  thirteen 
children  are  being  carefully  prepared 
for  church  membership. 

Brother  Herndon,  on  the  Leon  Cir- 
cuit, has  his  work  well  up  and  is 
planning  wisely  for  his  summer  work 
with  the  children  and  young  people. 
This  energetic  pastor  plans  to  com- 
plete the  visitation  of  his  membership 
by  conference,  with  a minimum  of 
three  visits  to  each  home  during  the 
year. 

On  the  Tallahassee  Heights  work, 
the  pastor  reports  the  new  church  at 
Tallahassee  Heights  virtually  completed. 
Fourteen  have  been  added  to  the  mem- 
bership there  in  recent  weeks.  The 
church  at  Woodville  is  being  remodeled 
and  its  appearance  greatly  beautified. 
Er other  Yates  is  using  Methodist  young 
people  from  the  Student  House  to 
assist  him  at  Tallahassee  Heights  and 
at  Lake  Jackson.  At  the  latter  church 
a Sunday  school  has  been  started.

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Layman’s  Night  will  be  observed  on  the 
first  evening,  with  Dr.  W.  V.  Meredith, 
of  Riverside  as  the  speaker;  Thursday 
evening  the  Rev.  A.  Dale  Hagler,  of 
Bryan  Memorial  will  be  the  Youth 
Night  preacher;  and  Dr.  Glenn  C. 
James,  of  White  Temple,  will  address 
the  congregation  on  Friday,  Women's 
Night.  Dr.  L.  G.  Sturdivant  will  pre- 
side as  pastor-host.  Any  church  not 
having  its  own  services  that  week  is 
invited  to  participate. 

Trinity  Church,  Miami,  has  just  con- 
cluded one  of  the  most  successful  build- 
ing fund  campaigns  in  the  history  of 
Methodism  in  Miami  when  it  raised  a 
total  of  more  than  $132,000  in  a drive 
having  as  its  goal  $100,000.

Chapel,  from  11:30  to  12:15  daily.  The 
pastor  and  his  associate  have  prepared 
a series  of  services  that  will  be  given 
to  the  worshipers  over  the  public  ad- 
dress system,  either  in  the  form  of  re- 
corded music,  meditations  and  prayers, 
or  messages  and  supporting  worship 
aids  transmitted  directly  over  the  sys- 
tem.

The  first  service  for  the  new  church 
to  be  organized  in  Miami  Springs  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Scarbor- 
ough was  held  on  March  6,  in  the 
Library  in  that  rapidly  growing  little 
city.

Literature  on  the  project 
can  be  secured  from  the  office  of 
Bishop  Roy  H.  Short,  in  Jacksonville, 
or  of  the  district  superintendent  of  the 
Miami  District.  It  is  hoped  to  have 
the  kindergarten,  youth  clubs,  and 
hostel  open  by  June.  The  Spanish 
American  Methodist  Church  of  Miami 
is  already  housed  in  the  Center;  Dr. 
S.  M.  Alfaro  is  the  pastor. 

Ground-breaking  ceremonies  were 
conducted  at  Feaster  Memorial  Church, 
Miami,  on  February  21,  by  the  pastor 
and  district  superintendent.  This  loyal 
congregation  is  building  a sanctuary  to 
cost  approximately  $25,000.  The  pas- 
tor, Rev.  E.  S.  Doherty  has  been  giving 
vigorous  and  wise  leadership  in  this 
program,  and  the  laymen  of  the  church 
are  contributing  much  voluntary  labor. 
At  the  close  of  the  quarterly  conference, 
which  was  held  on  the  same  evening, 
a member  of  the  congregation  agreed 
to  take  an  Advance  Special  for  the 
Latin  Center. 


Mrs.  Marian  Gannaway,  talented  and 
consecrated  wife  of  Rev.  Bruce  Ganna- 
way at  Hendricks  Memorial  Church, 
has  been  advised  that  manuscript  for 
her  book  on  “Worship  In  The  Junior 
Church"  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Cokesbury  Press.  In  view  of  the  grow- 
ing interest  in  this  phase  of  church 
work  the  book  will  meet  with  ready 
acceptance.  Date  of  publication  has 
not  yet  been  announced  but  it  is  hoped 
that  it  may  be  oir  the  press  within 
a few  weeks. 

Rev.  C.  B.  Clayton  and  his  congre- 
gation at  Fernandina  will  supply  a 
stationwagon  ambulance  for  their 
favorite  son.  Dr.  Howard  Hardee,  when 
he  goes  as  a medical  missionary  to  the 
Belgian  Congo  in  Africa.  Though  the 
church  was  organized  about  130  years 
ago  there  has  never  been  a missionary 
go  out  from  her  membership  till  Dr. 
Hardee  responded  to  the  call.  Our 
Methodist  Church  is  supported  by  pub- 
lic-spirited people  of  the  ancient  city 
in  making  it  possible  for  this  brilliant 
young  physician  to  bring  the  helpless 
natives  info  the  hospital.  On  a recent 
Sunday  more  than  $1,300  was  readily 
given  for  this  cause. 

With  Rev.  John  Branscomb  preaching 
and  Homer  Rodeheaver  leading  in  gos- 
pel song,  the  revival  meetings  at  First 
Church,  Jacksonville,  reached  a high 
level  in  attendance  and  interest.  Mrs. 
Ruth  Rodeheaver  Thomas,  soprano 
soloist,  contributed  greatly  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  meetings.  This  grand  old 
church,  well  along  in  her  second  cen- 
tury of  spiritual  leadership  in  the  life 
of  this  growing  city,  was  never  more 
awake  and  forward-looking  than  now. 
Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  the  able  and  resource- 
ful pastor,  is  preaching  to  great  con- 
gregations both  morning  and  night,  and 
the  Sunday  School  is  reaching  new 
levels  in  attendance. 

Rev.  W.  J.  Churchwell,  pastor  at 
Main  Street  and  enthusiastic  supporter 
of  the  work  in  Cuba,  conducted  a 
party  of  twelve  on  a tour  of  inspection 
across  the  Island  Republic  recently.

During 
his  absence  the  church  was  supplied 
by  District  Superintendent  A.  Fred 
Turner  who  reports  every  evidence  of 
continuing  success  both  in  the  church 
and  in  the  service  program  conducted 
for  the  Navy  personnel  in  the  beautiful 
$26,000.  building  recently  erected  for 
that  purpose  . Methodism  occupies  a 
strategic  place  in  the  life  of  that  little 
city  and  is  meeting  a great  need  among 
the  thousands  of  young  men  and  their 
families  in  the  military  service  there. 

Goals  have  been  set  looking  toward 
an  increase  of  more  than  4,000  in 
Sunday  School  enrollment  in  the  Dis- 
trict for  the  current  church  year.  And 
pastors  and  superintendents  are  leading 
their  people  in  a heroic  effort  to  reach 
these  worthy  goals.  Some  are  report- 
ing that  they  will  exceed  the  numbers 
indicated,  while  others  have  already 
more  than  doubled  their  enrollment 
during  the  past  nine  months — and  they 
are  still  climbing.

Rev.  Kiyoshi  Tanimoto,  pastor  of 
our  church  in  Hiroshima,  Japan,  and 
Emory  University  classmate  of  pastor 
Robert  J.  Gisler,  recently  preached  to 
an  overflow  congregation  at  Trinity 
church  giving  something  of  the  story 
of  the  tragic  atomic  bombing.  He  was 
later  a guest  of  the  Official  Board  and 
members  of  the  church  board  of 
Missions  at  luncheon. 

Rev.  Robert  J.  Gisler  recently  re- 
turned from  Birmingham  where  he  gave 
a course  in  visual  aids  in  the  interde- 
nominational training  school.  Nearly 
six  hundred  were  enrolled  in  the  school. 
Mr.  Gisler  has  been  invited  to  return 
at  a later  date  to  give  the  course  to 
the  Methodist  leaders,  many  of  whom 
were  crowded  out  of  his  classes  on 
this  first  visit. 

It  is  with  joy  that  we  report  that  the 
Lillie  Stiles  Bible  Class  of  the  Wesley 
Memorial  Church  of  Jacksonville  has 
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sent  a gift  of  fifty  dollars  for  a theo- 
logical scholarship  to  the  Springer 
Institute,  Southern  Congo,  Africa.

AN  IMPORTANT  CHURCH  EX- 
TENSION ANNOUNCEMENT 

Believeing  that  the  time  has  come 
for  a frank  and  forthright  statement 
concerning  Church  Extension  Loan 
Funds,  I invite  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing. 

The  work  of  Church  Extension  in 
the  Southeastern  and  South  Central 
Jurisdictions  has  been  committed  by 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  to  the  Louisville  office. 
This  office  handles  in  Conference 
Board  loan  funds  and  in  the  General 
Board  loan  fund  a total  of  nearly  3J/2 
million  dollars.  No  part  of  the  loan 
fund  can  be  donated  or  used  for  any 
purpose  other  than  loans  to  churches 
and  parsonages  or  temporary  invest- 
ment in  Government  Bonds. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances,  we 
have  always  had  an  ample  balance  in 
our  loan  fund  capital  to  accommodate 
those  churches  that  can  meet  the  rules 
and  conditions  that  are  laid  down  by 
the  Board,  and  by  our  Charter  for  the 
handling  of  these  funds. 

However,  these  are  not  ordinary 
times,  and  the  demand  upon  our  loan 
funds  both  Conference  and  General 
has  been  so  heavy  and  so  insistent 
since  the  close  of  the  war,  that  virtu- 
ally every  dollar  of  our  loan  fund  cap- 
ital has  been  granted  in  loans  to 
churches  and  parsonages.  The  only 


money  that  the  Board  can  now  lend 
is  that  which  is  received  month  by 
month  in  the  repayment  of  outstandinu 
loans.  For  this  reason,  the  Executive 
Committee  has  limited  loans  to  any 
one  church  to  amounts  not  exceeding 
$10,000.00. 

We  deeply  regret  that  we  can  not 
at  the  present  time  grant  loans  to  a 
great  many  worthy  churches  that  are 
engaged  in  approved  church  building 
or  remodeling  projects.  We  earnestly 
solicit  the  sympathetic  understanding 
of  all  our  Bishops,  District  Superin- 
tendents, Pastors  and  Laymen.  We 
respectfully  advise  those  churches  plan- 
ning building  projects  which  will  re- 
quire a loan  to  send  inquiries  to  the 
office  before  relying  upon  loan  assis- 
tance. 

In  some  cases  we  may  be  able  to 
put  churches  in  contact  with  secular 
lending  agencies  and  gladly  offer  our 
services  in  this  connection.

With  the  impetus  of  a fine  group  of 
consecrated  laymen  and  a brand  new 
building  (pictured  above)  valued  at 
more  than  $50,000.,  the  Silver  Palm 
Methodist  Church  is  making  rapid  ad- 
vances.

DADE  CITY  METHODIST  CHURCH 

At  the  Dade  City  Methodist  Church 
we  have  just  completed  legal  posses- 
sion of  the  new  parsonage,  the  prop- 
erty having  been  obtained  from  an 
estate.  The  parsonage  was  remodeled 
thoroughly,  repainted  inside  and  out- 
side, and  furnished  with  new  furniture 
from  end  to  end  and  side  to  side.  The 
kitchen  is  an  all-electric  kitchen  and 
itself  cost  approximately  a thousand 
dollars.  The  total  financial  cost  makes 
the  new  parsonage  an  investment  of 
$10,000.  —already  paid  in  full. 

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  has  just  completed  a new 
Church  kitchen  including  cabinet  sink, 


gas  stove,  metal  cabinets,  work  tables, 
totaling  about  $300.  Their  first  and 
immediate  use  of  it  was  a covered  dish 
business  meeting  in  the  third  building, 
known  as  “the  Bungalow’’  where  the 
kitchen  and  the  Pastor’s  Study  are, 
with  Mrs.  C.  D.  Williams  of  Tampa, 
their  Conference  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture, as  the  evening’s  special  speaker. 
Mrs.  William's  brought  an  highly  in- 
structive and  greatly  inspirational  ad- 
dress to  a room  full  of  Church  women, 
Tuesday,  February  22nd. 

The  Young  People’s  Sunday  evening 
services  are  being  held  at  different 
homes  at  5:30  P.M.  where  light  supper 
is  furnished  by  the  hostess,  followed 


by  unusual  programs,  such  as  concen- 
trated Bible  study,  moving  pictures 
shown  one  week  and  discussed  the 
next.  These  types  of  programs,  in- 
augurated by  the  pastor's  wife,  are 
meeting  with  excellent  response.

DEDICATION 

Methodism’s  second — and  now  an- 
nual— Week  of  Dedication  is  to  be  ob- 
served across  the  nation  from  Sunday, 
March  13.  to  Sunday,  March  20.  Specific 
objectives  will  be  laid  before  all  churches 
before  that  'Week,  and  we  will  be  hear- 
ing much  about  it  for  some  weeks  now. 

But  I suppose  there  are  two  distinct, 
yet  closely  related,  emphasis  for  these 
eight  days,  and  especially  for  the  two 
Sundays’  church  observances.  The 
second  Sunday  will  find  pastors  stress- 
ing certain  needs  of  men  for  spiritual 
guidance,  for  the  Christian  ministry 
of  the  church,  and  for  food,  raiment, 
and  shelter.  We  will  be  asked  to  give 
some  tangible  evidences  of  our  concern, 
and  something  definite  that  will  help 
ameliorate  present  conditions. 

At  the'  moment,  however,  I am 
thinking  of  the  dedication  of  ourselves 
that  we  shall  be  asked  to  re-make 
dui  mg  these  days — the  dedication  upon 
which  our  concern  and  our  giving  will 
be  based — the  dedication  of  our  lives 
and  services,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
the  carrying  on  of  the  ministry  to  needy 
men  that  was  begun  by  Christ  himself. 

May  I suggest  that  each  one  of  us — 
in  a private  devotional  hour  or  in 
group  thinking — put  in  writing  a few 
statements  of  our  own  belief,  our  own 
philosophy,  our  own  hopes  and  ob- 
jectives toward  the  realization  of  which 
we  are  eager  and  willing  to  “throw 
away  our  lives” — in  other  words,  make 
our  complete  dedication.  Such  a 
thinking  through  and  such  a wording 
(no  matter  how  crude  or  incomplete) 
will  strengthen  us  for  the  task  ahead. 

May  I suggest  this  statement  as  a 
“lead” — but  make  your  own  in  your 
own  way: 

“I  believe  that  the  Christian  way  of 
life — the  doing  of  every  act  and  the 
meeting  of  every  problem  with  love, 
with  justice,  with  the  motive  of  ser- 
vice— is  the  only  path,  that  can  lead 
to  happiness,  to  wholesome  living,  and 
to  the  fruits  of  peace  for  my  family 


and  for  the  community  in  which  I 
live. 

“1  believe  that  this  Christian  way  of 
life  must  also  be  the  path  taken  in 
business  dealings,  in  the  professions, 
in  government,  and  in  every  trade  and 
activity,  if  man  is  to  achieve  his  high- 
est possibilities. 

"I  believe  that  the  Christian  way  of 
life — the  living  of  that  way  by  me 
and  by  my  nation — must  be  applied 
to  international,  inter-racial,  inter- 
cultural  relationships:  I know  no  other 
way  that  can  wipe  out  hates,  and 
fears,  and  misunderstandings,  and  ex- 
ploitation, and  economic  enslavement, 
and  other  sins  that  lead  to  war — war 
of  misled  people  against  misinformed 
people. 

‘ I believe  that  the  Christian  way — 
and  it  alone — can  bring  true  peace  upon 
earth,  can  save  me  and  my  family, 
my  community  and  my  nation,  from 
the  terrible  effects  of  men’s  uncon- 
trolled use  of  scientific  discovery  and 
invention:  that  the  annihilation  of 

civilization,  perhaps  the  suicide  of  the 
human  race,  can  be  prevented  within 
the  next  few  years  only  by  man’s  obe- 
dience to  the  will  of  God  as  shown  in 
Jesus  Christ. 

“I  believe  the  we  cannot  put  off 
until  tomorrow  the  walking  in  the 
Christian  way:  I and  my  family  and 
my  nation  must  decide  boldly  today 
to  walk  with  God  and  help  do  his 
work  among  men;  therefore: 

“I  dedicate  myself  anew  to  the  fol- 
lowing of  Christ;  to  the  carrying  on 
of  the  missionary  outreach  of  my  church 
‘to  others’;  to  the  giving  of  a generous 
portion  of  my  time,  my  money,  my 
prayer,  and  my  personal  service  for 
the  proclamation  of  the  Good  News 
of  the  Christian  Way  of  Life  to  my 
neighbors — next  door  in  my  town,  and 
afar  across  the  seas.”

METHODIST  WORLD  SERVICE 
GIVING  SHOWS  9.51% 
INCREASE 

Benevolent  giving  by  Methodists  for 
the  past  nine  months  shows  an  in- 
crease of  9.51  per  cent  over  a similar 
period  a year  ago. 

“This  indicates  that  The  Methodist 
Church  is  now  on  the  march  in  the 
Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church." 
according  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  B 
Lugg,  Chicago,  executive  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

Receipts  from  June  1,  1948,  to  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1949,  have  been  $4,379,596.47 
in  contrast  to  an  amount  of  $3,  999,161. 
53  for  a similar  nine  months  period 
last  fiscal  year.  This  represents  a gain 
of  9.51  percent  or  $380,434.94. 

World  Service  receipts  for  February 
1949,  amounted  to  $555,539.97.  an  in- 
crease of  $138,814.38  over  February, 
1948,  when  Methodists  gave  $416,  725.- 
59. 

According  to  Dr.  Lugg,  "Reports  from 
all  sections  of  the  United  States  in- 
dicate a determined  and  eager  effort 
on  the  part  of  ministers  and  laymen 
to  pay  the  increased  apportionment 
in  full  for  this  first  fiscal  year  of  the 
new  quadrennium.” 

One  patient  enters  a Methodist  hos- 
pital for  treatment  or  for  bed  care 
every  30  seconds. 

In  ten  years  Methodist  homes  for 
the  aged  have  given  30.000  guest  years 
of  care.  A guest  year  is  the  care 
given  one  person  for  one  year. 

Methodism's  first  hospital  in  America 
was  the  Methodist  Hospital,  Brooklyn. 
New  York,  established  in  1881.  It 
has  been  in  continuous  operation  since 
then  and  now  has  542  beds.

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“WHAT  ONE  MAN  CAN  DO" 

A few  days  ago  I had  the  privilege  of  some  brief 
association  with  a most  unusual  and  interesting  man. 
He  is  one  of  the  great  business  executives  of  America 
and  his  company  girdles  the  globe.  As  we  talked 
together  he  would  refer  to  “our  office  in  Rome,”  “our 
office  in  Vienna,”  "our  office  in  Rio"  or  elsewhere. 
I thought  what  an  interesting  thing  it  must  be  to 
have  a foreign  office  and  to  be  carrying  on  business 
on  the  other  side  of  the  world. 

Then  I thought  of  scores  of  people  whom  I 
know  who  are  also  carrying  on  business  in  foreign 
lands — not  business  for  themselves  but  business  for 
God.  Somewhere  they  have  some  little  foreign  mis- 
sion project  of  their  very  own.  Perhaps  it  is  sup- 
porting a native  preacher,  or  keeping  a boy  in  school, 
or  maintaining  a clinic,  or  building  a chapel. 

Under  the  new  Advance  program  of  our  church, 
any  one  who  wishes  to,  may  have  a foreign  mission 
project  of  his  own.  In  fact  this  is  one  of  the  chief 
features  of  the  new  program — to  encourage  individ- 
uals to  assume  such  a project.  Our  chosen  field  this 
year  is  Cuba.  For  $10,  $25,  $50,  $100,  $300  or  any 
other  amount  any  one  who  desires  can  adopt  some 
worthy  project  in  this  needy  island  as  his  very  own.

THE  BISHOP  OF  CUBA  WRITES 

After  careful  study,  on  the  field 
Bishop  Short  has  presented  Cubas’ 
urgent  needs.  The  Committee  on 
Advance  has  approved  these  specials. 
Here  they  are  as  the  bishop  himself, 
presents  them : 

( 1 ) Supply  Pastors'  Salary  Fund — 
$3,400;  this  is  a fund  which  the  Bishop 
raises  to  supplement  the  very  low 
salaries  of  the  native  preachers  in 
Cuba.  This  plus  other  funds  given 
for  this  purpose  in  other  conference 
enables  the  Bishop  to  supplement 
these  salaries  to  the  amount  of  $19.00 
per  month  to  each  of  the  22  native 
Cuban  pastors.  All  Cuban  preachers 
receive  the  same  amount,  with  slight 
variation  for  number  of  children  and 
years  of  service.  Even  with  this  sup- 
plement, the  average  salary  runs  only 
about  $90  a month. 

(2)  Scholarships  for  Agricultural 
School  — $3,500  00.  Our  Agricultural 
School  is  one  of  only  two  which  the 
Methodist  Church  has  in  all  the  world. 
It  costs  $25  a month  or  $300  a year  to 
keep  a boy  or  girl  in  school  for  full 
twelve  months. 

(3)  Parsonage  of  Garfield  Evans  at 
Holguin — $1,000.  This  amount  has  al- 
ready been  subscribed. 

(4)  Parsonage  at  Fomento — $1,000. 
Fomento  is  one  of  our  oldest  points 
in  Cuba  and  this  $1,000  will  com- 
plete the  parsonage  there.  It  is  badly 
needed. 

(5)  Church  and  parsonage  at 
Aguada — $3,000.  This  is  a new  enter- 
prise served  by  a very  promising  young 
man  and  his  wife  who  are  doing  a 
remarkable  work  in  this  field.  Some 
money  is  already  on  hand  and  the  local 
people  have  responded  in  a most  sacri- 
ficial way.  This  $3,000  will  help  to 
complete  the  project.  The  pastor  and 
his  wife  are  now  living  in  one  room 
at  the  back  of  a very  small,  run-down 
and  inadequate  church. 

(6)  Church  and  Parsonage  Repair 
Fund,  to  be  administered  by  the  Bis- 
hop— $2,700.  No  money  in  Cuba  is 
more  badly  needed  than  this.  It  gives 
the  Bishop  of  the  Conference  an  amount 
with  which  to  match  what  the  people 
can  give  and  thus  put  our  churches 
and  parsonages  in  repair  throughout 
the  Island.  This  is  exceedingly  im- 
portant as  wise  use  of  it  will  make

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The  Week  of  Dedication  was  ap- 
piopriately  observed  in  the  Miami  Dis- 
trict; the  radio  message  of  Bishop  Paul 
B,  Fern  and  Dr.  Harold  Mohn  were 
broadcast  from  stations  in  Miami  and 
W.  Palm  Beach,  many  of  the  churches 
had  special  services  through  all  or  part 
of  the  week,  and  generous  offerings 
were  reported. 

The  newly  organized  Miami  Springs 
Church  outgrew  its  quarters  the  first 
month,  and  arrangements  have  beer- 
made  to  move  from  the  Library  to  the 
Miami  Springs  Lion’s  Club  building 
which  will  provide  adequately  for  the 
worship  and  church  school  services. 
Twenty-five  women  attended  the  first 
meeting  called  to  form  a Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  pas- 
tor, Rev.  J.  W.  Scarborough,  is  en- 
thusiastic over  the  prospects  for  a 
strong  church  in  this  growing  com- 
munity. 

The  Opa  Locka  Methodist  Church 
raised  $1,000  in  cash,  on  a recent  Sun- 
day, on  its  building  enterprise,  and 
pledges  amounting  to  $64  per  month 
were  secured  from  members  of  this 
young  church.  Their  building  fund 
now  amounts  to  about  $5,000. 

The  Northside  Church,  Ft.  Lauder- 
dale, has  recently  been  painted,  and  the 
grounds  of  the  church  and  parsonage 
are  being  improved.  Thirty-eight  mem- 
bers have  been  received  into  the  church 
this  year  by  Brother  W.  H.  Herndon, 
pastor,  twenty-two  of  these  being  re- 
ceived by  profession  of  faith.  All  con- 
nectional  obligations  have  been  met 
for  the  year  and  the  church  is  planning 
to  take  an  Advance  Special. 

The  annual  conference  Laboratory 
School  for  church  school  workers  will 
be  held  at  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
West  Palm  Beach,  July  10-15.  Pastors 
and  church  school  superintendents  are 
requested  to  notify  their  workers  that 
they  may  plan  to  attend. 

Friends  of  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn,  pastor 
of  First  Church,  West  Palm  Beach, 
will  regret  to  learn  of  the  passing  of 
his  brother,  the  Rev.  B.  C.  Glenn,  of 


Evergreen,  Ala.,  an  honored  member 
of  the  Alabama  Conference,  a former 
district  superintendent,  and  a popular 
pastor. 

The  men’s  class  of  the  Stuart  Church 
has  experienced  remarkable  growth  in 
recent  weeks,  having  reached  an  at- 
tendance of  fifty-one  on  a recent  Sun- 
day. Rev.  W.  E.  Rowell  is  the  effective 
pastor  of  this  good  church. 

“The  Silver  Lining’’  is  the  name  of  a 
new  publication  published  by  the  young 
people  of  the  Silver  Palm  Methodist 
Church;  it  is  issued  monthly  in  the 
interest  of  the  entire  church. 

The  campaign  for  $15,000  for  the 
building  fund  at  Calvary  Church,  Lake 
Worth,  brought  in  cash  and  pledges 
amounting  to  $17,000  on  a recent  Sun- 
day. This  church  is  having  two  ser- 
vices each  Sunday  morning  to  accom- 
modate the  congregations,  and  has, 
through  its  pastoral  relations  committee, 
asked  for  the  return  of  its  popular 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Don  A.  Cooke. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been 
made  at  the  Wagg  Memorial  Church 
and  parsonage,  and  the  new  education 
building  is  now  under  construction. 
Twenty-odd  men  of  the  church  are 
meeting  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
evenings  and  on  Saturdays  to  give  their 
services  in  the  erection  of  this  structure, 
which  promises  to  provide  adequately 
for  a growing  church  school. 

Edgar  A.  Guest,  the  popular  American 
poet,  delighted  a large  audience  at  the 
Eryan  Memorial  Church,  Miami,  with 
an  evening  of  poems  recently.  This 
was  one  of  a fine  series  of  programs 
given  at  this  church  during  the  winter 
season. 

The  parsonage  at  the  Canal  Point 
Methodist  Church  has  been  redecorated 
and  beautified  with  a new  rug  and 
other  furnishings,  through  the  service 
and  generosity  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ralph 
A.  Fuller.  Rev.  Marion  Vincent,  of 
Pennsylvania,  is  helping  this  pastor  in 
a revival  this  month. 

Dania  Methodism  experienced  a re- 
cord attendance  at  a recent  commun- 
ion service,  and  the  church  school  is 
showing  rapid  growth  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  John  Rice  and  the  Sunday 
school  officials. 

The  United  States  bureau  of  im- 
migration figures  for  1948  reveal  the 
fact  that  Miami  has  once  more  led 
the  cities  of  the  nation  in  the  number 
of  arrivals  and  departures  of  interna- 
tional plane  passengers;  the  number 
of  passengers  for  Miami  was  384.594, 
New  York  381.642  and  New  Orleans 
40,406.  This  fact  points  up  the  need 
for  the  Miami  Latin  Center,  as  a large 
percent  of  the  passengers  entering  and 
leaving  Miami  were  from  Latin  A- 
merican  countries,  and  need  to  be  serv- 
ed by  this  institution.  Churches  taking 
Advance  Specials  for  the  Center  are 
requested  to  make  remittances  regular- 
ly through  Rev.  C.  H,  Voss,  and  mark 


them  “Miami  Latin  Center." 

Work  is  progressing  rapidly  on  the 
$100,000  church  building  in  Home- 
stead, and  plans  are  taking  shape  for 
the  raising  of  the  second  half  of  the 
funds  needed  to  complete  the  project. 
H.  M.  King  of  Louisville.  Ky..  i the 
architect,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Jenkins  is 
the  pastor. 

Morning  services  have  been  started  at 
Ojus  at  the  York  Memorial  Church 
as  a step  toward  making  this  church 
a full-time  charge.  Rev.  Wm  Beards- 
ley is  seiving  his  second  year  as  pastor 
of  the  church. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Miami 
District  staff  was  held  at  the  residence 
of  the  district  superintendent  on  Friday 
evening,  March  18th,  when  plans  for 
the  ensuing  quarter  were  discussed. 

Miami  District  Methodists  were  sad- 
dened by  the  sudden  passing  of  Mr. 
E.  O.  Pearson,  of  Ft.  Lauderdale,  hus- 
band of  the  beloved  district  president 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Mr.  Pearson  was  an  official 
and  usher  at  Park  Temple  church,  and 
a life-long  officer  and  leader  in  the 
Methodist  Church,  having  met  Mrs. 
Pearson  when  he  was  president  of  his 
Epworth  League  Union  many  years  ago. 

The  club  building  formerly  used  by 
the  Miami  Shores  Optimist  Club  for 
their  boy’s  club  in  the  Pinewood  sec- 
tion has  been  purchased  by  the  Greater 
Miami  Methodist  Missionary  Society 
for  a church  and  parsonage  for  the 
Pinewood  Methodist  Church.  Rev.  J. 
L.  Cowart  and  family  will  occupy  the 
apartment  in  the  building  after  April 
1st.  The  women  of  this  congregation 
recently  voted  to  organize  a Woman’s 
Socitey  of  Christian  Service. 


Williston,  the  Rev.  F.  E.  Church, 
pastor,  has  made  a number  of  im- 
provements within  the  past  few  months. 
The  choir  ioft  has  been  torn  out  and 
rebuilt  at  a cost  of  about  $2,000,  the 
church  has  been  painted  on  t,he  inside, 
new'  chancel  kneeling  pads  have  been 
donated  by  Miss  Sarah  Tyner,  and  a 
new'  Hammond  organ  w?as  donated  by 
Mr.  Gene  Baily,  one  of  the  very  fine  lay- 
men if  this  church.  The  Woman's  Socie- 
ty of  Christian  Service  has  spent  about 
$400  for  a new'  kitchen  in  the  church. 
Plans  are  now  underway  for  work  that 
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will  provide  five  additional  class  rooms 
for  the  church  school;  it  is  the  hope 
that  this  work  will  be  completed  within 
the  next  three  months.  This  church 
had  a revival  meeting  lace  in  January 
with  the  Rev.  Charles  Cochran  doing 
the  preaching. 

Coleman,  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Martin,  pas- 
tor. has  installed  an  electric  range 
in  the  parsonage  kitchen.  Panasollkee 
Church,  on  this  charge,  is  in  the  midst 
of  a building  program;  the  roof  is  on 
the  new  building  and  they  expect  to 
open  the  church  for  worship  before  the 
annual  conference. 

Dunnellon,  the  Rev.  Eldon  Simmons, 
pastor,  has  plans  for  remodeling  their 
church,  and  at  recent  sessions  of  the 
quarterly  conference  the  work  was 
authorized.  When  completed,  this  will 
be  an  attractive  place  of  worship. 

Two  recent  new  arrivals  have  come 
to  our  district,  a new  boy  to  bless  the 
parsonage  home  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Mac  Gibbs  at  Reddick,  and  a new 
toy  to  bless  the  parsonage  home  of 
the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  Milburn  McLeod 
at  Leesburg.

These  letters  were  dramatized 
in  a missionary  program  which 
was  presented  by  Rev.  Victor 
Rankin  as  Dr.  Hughlett,  Mrs.

Ernest  Hogan  as  the  lepor,  E 
H.  Allen  as  the  chief  and  John 
Pattillo  as  the  hospital  boy. 

They  dictated  their  letters  to  the  Hugh- 
letts before  the  congregation,  using  the 
very  materials  contained  in  the  original 
letters.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  JURISDIC- 
TIONAL CONFERENCE  OF 
THE  W.  S.  C.  S. 

The  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service  con- 
vened in  Fourth  Avenue  Methodist 
Church,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  February 
22,  23,  24.  Approximately  400  delegates, 
representing  more  than  300,000  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  in  the  nine  southeastern 
states,  were  in  attendance.  The  Pro- 
gram theme  was,  “Advancing  with 
Christ.” 

A “World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women”  dinner,  attended  by  400  dele- 
gates, deaconesses  and  missionaries, 
was  addressed  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff 
on  “Women  of  Cuba,”  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Bell  on  “Women  of  Mexico.”  Each 
speaker  had  recently  visited  the  in- 
stitutions of  the  Woman's  Division  in 
Cuba  and  Mexico. 

The  conference  brought  to  the  plat- 
form national  and  international  figures. 
In  her  president’s  message  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Ratliff,  Sherard,  Mississippi,  said,  “Only 
in  Christian  lands  are  women  persons, 
not  property.  Missionary  work  for  the 
advancement  of  Christ  all  over  the 
world  is  the  way  Christian  women  can 
pay  their  debt  for  being  free.  A placid 
missionary  movement  operating  in 
backwaters  and  financed  with  the 
small  coins  found  loose  in  our  purses 
is  not  strong  enough  to  take  advantage 


of  the  opportunities  which  are  ours 
today.”  Mrs.  Ratliff  emphasized  the 
need  for  an  extended  missionary  pro- 
gram. This  includes  more  missionary 
workers  for  foreign  missions  and  those 
in  the  United  States,  too,  and  more 
giving  to  the  cause  of  missions. 

Dr.  Harold  Bosley,  Dean,  Divinity 
School,  Durham,  North  Carolina,  speak- 
ing on  “Christ  Limited  is  Christ  Be- 
trayed,” said,  “Christ  cannot  be  limited 
to  a social  order,  a way  of  life,  or  a 
creed.  Nor  can  we  limit  Him  to  our 
conscience,  convenience,  or  convention. 
This  generation  doesn't  like  to  be  told 
that  religion  has  got  to  have  every- 
thing put  into  it,  or  you  get  nothing 
out  of  it.” 

Dr.  Garland  E.  Hopkins,  Secretary 
Foreign  Division,  Board  of  Missions, 
in  his  address  on  “Christian  Mission 
in  a Post-Colonial  World”  said  that 
the  United  States  and  Canada  carry 
about  85  percent  of  the  missionary 
load  of  the  world  and  that  the  Advance 
for  Christ  and  His  Church  is  Protes- 
tantism’s answer  to  these  days.  Mrs. 
F.  B.  Brooks,  President  of  the  Woman’s 
Division,  in  her  address  told  of  the 
opportunities  for  and  deterrents  to  the 
Christian  message  as  she  found  them 
in  her  recent  travels  in  Korea  and 
Japan.  Dr.  E.  Harold  Mohn,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church,  speaking  on  “The 
Marks  of  an  Advancing  Church,”  said 
there  first  of  all  must  be  conviction, 


but  that  the  other  side  of  conviction 
is  commitment. 

A number  of  the  secretaries  of  the 
Worran’s  Division  were  present  and 
spoke.

The  Television  set  was  the  gift  of 
Mr.  M.  A.  Cross,  an  active  supporter 
of  the  church’s  program.  Mr.  O.  W. 
Todd,  another  active  supporter,  assis- 
ted in  this  gift  by  financing  the  in- 
stallation of  the  set. 

The  purpose  of  this  set  is  for  the 
enrichment  of  the  recreational  facilities 
of  the  church,  and  to  more  adequately 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  adults  and 
youth  of  the  church  and  community. 
Regular  broadcast  programs  will  be 
shown  afternoons  and  evening,  with 
a special  daily  late  afternoon  feature 
for  the  small  children,  beginning  with 
the  Grand  Opening  program  on  March 
21. 

It  is  known  that  this  is  the  first 
Television  set  to  be  installed  in  any 
church  in  the  Miami  area,  and  since 
WTVJ  is  Florida’s  only  Television  sta- 
tion at  present,  the  only  church  in- 
stallation in  Florida.

Church  History 

The  town  of  Sebring  was  founded  in 
1911  and  the  First  Methodist  Church 
was  organized  December  15,  1912.  On 
December  15.  1913,  the  first  edifice  of 
worship  was  erected,  where  the  Post 
Office  now  stands,  in  one  day  by  vol- 
unteer labor.  Service  of  Worship  was 


held  at  7:30  that  evening.  The  pre- 
sent Sanctuary  was  constructed  in 
1916.  Dr.  L.  H.  Shumate,  pastor. 
Founders’  Anniversary  was  celebrated 
December  5 to  15.  1943.  commenorating 
thirty  years  of  service.  During  the 
celebration  plans  were  launched  for 
a new  educational  plant  and  a building 
fund  drive  was  projected.  A total  of 
$15,000  was  reported  collected  during 
the  celebration.  Ground  was  broken 
September  12.  1948  for  the  new  educa- 
tional building. 

The  educational  building  was  de- 
signed by  A.  H.  Fink,  of  Philadelphia, 
Board  of  Architecture  of  the  Metho- 
dist Church.  It  is  modern  and  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a church  school  of 
400. 

Plans  for  the  new  building  were 
inaugurated  when  the  present  pastor 
was  appointed  to  the  Sebring  charge 
in  June,  1943. 

The  building  will  be  completed 
around  May  1 at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $85,000.

WE  CAN.  WILL  WE? 

The  General  Conference  set  a goal 
for  us  for  this  present  quadrennium — 
that  ' we  should  add  1,000.000  persons 
to  our  church  membership  from  our 
church  schools  on  profession  of  faith. 
Can  we  do  this?  We  can  without  a 
doubt.  We  have  40.000  church  schools 
in  Methodism.  Many  of  these  schools 
nut.  ter  hundreds  in  their  membership. 
If  these  schools  average  25  persons 
added  to  the  church  membership  on 
profession  of  faith,  the  goal  of  1,000.000 
will  be  reached— which  will  require 
just  a little  more  than  an  average  of 
one-fourth  of  25  persons  each  year. 
The  smallest  church  schools  ought  to 
surpass  this  goal,  and  the  larger 
schools  should  add  several  times  this 
many  to  the  church  membership.  For 
the  sake  of  men  and  women  and  boys 
and  girls  who  need  Christ  more  than 
they  need  anything  else,  and  for  Christ’s 
sake  who  died  that  all  might  have  a 
chance  to  live,  let’s  win  far  more  than 
a million  to  Christ  and  Methodism  be- 
fore the  end  of  this  quadrennium. 

Another  Way  To  Get  Them 

Bowling  Green  Church  has  purchased 
a bus  and  is  going  to  use  it  in  an  effort 
to  bring  into  the  church  school  many 
children  in  outlying  communities  who 
otherwise  will  not  have  the  privileges 
of  Christian  education  in  a church.

(7)  Church  School  literature — 

$1,500.  (In  Spanish)  Our  Cuban  Sun- 
day schools  had  no  literature  of  any 
kind  either  for  pupils  or  teachers.  In 
addition  to  what  Florida  gives,  three 
other  conferences  expect  to  give  an 
amount  in  the  Advance.  This  will  make 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  greatly  needed 
literature  for  our  teachers  and  boys 
and  girls  in  Sunday  schools  all  over 
Cuba.  Here  is  a most  attractive  special 
for  a church  school  to  take. 

(8)  Seminary  at  Matanzas — $5,000. 
For  buildings  and  operating.  This 
Seminary  is  owned  jointly  by  the 
Methodists  and  Presbyterians  and  is 
the  only  Seminary  in  all  of  the  Carib- 
bean area.  We  have  a wonderful  op- 


portunity to  do  good  here. 

(9)  Pinson  College — §15,000.  Pinson 
College  is  one  of  the  linest  schools  that 
the  Methodist  Church  has  in  Latin 
America.  It  is  crowded  to  the  doors. 
Classes  are  held  in  hall  ways,  under 
trees,  and  anywhere  that  space  is 
available.  Pinson  needs  §75,000  for 
more  bilildings  and  the  Florida  Con- 
ference hopes  to  raise  §15,000  this  year 
toward  that  amount.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  important  institutions  of  any 
denomination  in  Cuba.

TRINITY,  TALLAHASSEE,  DOES 
IT  AGAIN 

Over  The  Top  in  $125,000  Building 
Fund  Campaign 

Another  heroic  and  glorious  chapter 
has  been  written  into  the  story  of 
Trinity  Methodist  Church,  Tallahassee, 
the  historic  mother  church  of  Florida 
Methodism.  The  congregation  realized 
some  years  ago  that  the  growing  church 
required  more  adequate  building  facili- 
ties and  began  raising  money  with 
which  to  acquire  additional  land  and 
erect  the  building.  By  October,  1946, 
some  $32,000  was  on  hand  in  cash  and 
the  additional  land  had  been  acquired. 
The  decision  having  been  made  to  erect 
the  educational  building  unit  first,  a 
financial  campaign  directed  by  Rev. 
Laurie  Ray  was  enterprised  in  October, 
1946,  to  raise  money  for  this  unit, 
estimated  to  cost  $175,000.  This  cam- 
paign set  out  to  raise  $150,000  on  two 
year  pledges,  and  when  the  last  pledge 
was  counted,  over  $170,000  had  been 
pledged. 

In  July,  1948,  the  contract  was  let 
for  $244,273,  which,  with  extras,  arch- 
itects fees,  and  furnishings,  brought 
the  total  up  to  $275,000.  for  the  com- 
pleted building. 

Several  factors,  principally  the  in- 
creased costs  of  construction,  made 
it  apparent  that  the  church  lacked 
$125,000.  of  having  enough  money  to 
pay  for  the  building.  Consequently, 
a campaign  to  raise  this  money  was 
organized,  again  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  Laurie  Ray,  early  in  1949,  and 
on  March  24th,  a great  company  of 
Tiinity  Methodists  gathered  for  a 
banquet  and  the  kick-off  of  the  cam- 
paign. On  this  occasion  $74,000.  was 
pledged,  and  by  the  end  of  the  cam- 
paign visitation  more  than  the  $125,000. 
goal  had  been  subscribed,  and  about 
10%  of  it  paid  in  cash.  This  is  indeed

The  building,  now  about  40%  com- 
pleted, is  of  modern  fireproof  concrete, 
brick,  and  tile  construction,  and  will 
provide  one  of  the  finest  and  best 
arranged  educational  buildings  in  the 
South.  It  is  designed  for  the  children 
and  youth  of  the  church,  with  space 
for  young  adults,  the  scouts,  the  choir, 
and  complete  and  adequate  offices  for 
the  pastor,  Education  Director,  and 
secretary.  It  is  colonial  architecture 
and  will  be  a thing  of  beauty  and  a 
joy  forever  to  the  Methodists  of  Trinity 
lor  many  decades  to  come. 

Rev.  Clare  Cotton,  the  happy  pastor 
of  this  great  church,  reports  that  the 
strong  lay  organization  which  put  on 
the  recent  successful  campaign  was 
headed  by  Mr.  Ralph  Proctor,  whose 
mother,  now  deceased,  was  for  many 
years  a faithful  worker  with  the  child- 
ren in  the  Sunday  School.  The  exec- 
utive committee,  in  addition  to  Mr. 
Proctor  and  Rev.  Cotton,  enlisted  the 
splendid  services  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Roland;

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On  Sunday  afternoon,  March  13,  the 
Greenwood  Methodist  Church,  on  the 
Citra  circuit,  had  a special  celebration.

The  official  blank  form  for  the 
Minute  Questions  called  at  quarterly 
conference,  indicates  the  reporting  of 
the  election  of  church  school  super- 
intendents at  fourth  quarterly  con- 
ferences only. 

The  stipulation  that  it  shall  be  the 
fourth  quarterly  conference  has  been 
called  in  question  since  the  Discipline, 
paragraph  185,  not  only  does  not  specify 
fourth  quarterly  conferences  as  the 
time  for  the  election  of  church  school 
superintendents,  but  specially  states, 
“prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  church 
school  year  the  quarterly  conference 
....  shall  ....  elect  a church  school 


superintendent  . . . 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  on  the 
subject.  Dr.  Edgar  Nease,  chairman  of 
the  General  Conference  Committee  on 
Blank  Forms,  indicates  that  the  blank 
is  in  error  in  limiting  the  election  of 
the  church  school  superintendent  to 
the  fourth  quarterly  conference. 

We  suggest  that  the  fourth  quarterly 
conference  stipulation  of  the  official 
blank  be  not  determinative  where  the 
logic  of  the  situation  in  a particular 
annual  conference  would  call  for  elec- 
tion of  the  church  school  superinten- 
dent at  some  other  quarterly  con- 
ference.

At  its  General  Meeting  on  February 
22nd,  the  W.S.C.S.  of  the  First  Metho- 


dist Church  of  Daytona  Beach  was 
honored  to  have  as  its  luncheon  guest 
Dr.  Mary  McLeod  Bethune,  founder  and 
President  Emeritus  of  Bethune  Cookman 
College  of  that  city.  Dr.  Bethune  was 
also  the  speaker  for  the  afternoon  meet- 
ing and  used  for  her  subject,  “The 
Advance  Movement — and  Working  To- 
gether.” 

Dr.  Bethune  is  a Methodist  and  only 
recently  received  a Doctor  of  Humani- 
ties Degree  from  Rollins  College  in  Win- 
ter Park,  Florida. 

About  40  women  attended  the  lunch- 
eon, including  the  Secretary  of  Christ- 
ian Social  Relations,  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Eagwell,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Byers,  President  of 
the  W.S.C.S..  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Harper, 
Program  Secretary.  The  Church  Parlor 
was  filled  with  men  and  women  who 
gathered  to  hear  this  distinguished 
speaker  at  the  afternoon  session.

For  the  first  time  in  twenty-five 
years,  the  number  of  men  seeking 
theological  training  is  sharply  on  the 
increase.  Enrollment  in  the  Emory 
University  School  of  Theology  increased 
more  than  21%  this  year,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  student  body  of  the 
University  as  a whole  is  less  than  6% 
above  last  year. 

But  this  good  news  for  the  Church  is 
tempered  by  the  sober  fact  that  re- 
cruitment of  candidates  is  only  the 
first  step  toward  securing  an  adequate 
ministry.  Few  men  who  wish  to  enter 
the  ministry  have  independent  means, 
and  the  long  program  of  training 
makes  heavy  financial  aid  necessary. 

Income  from  endowment  and  other 
university  funds  has,  up  to  the  present, 
been  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the 
cost  of  instruction  for  Emory’s  young 
ministers.  This  does  not,  however,  in- 
clude provisions  for  their  housing  or 
living  expenses.  And  in  spite  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  and 
the  rising  level  of  costs,  support  from 
the  Church  at  large  has  actually 
dwindled  during  the  present  quadren- 
nium. 

In  order  to  meet  this  problem,  the 
Georgia  institution  has  set  up  an  Ad- 
visory Committee,  representing  the  en- 
tire Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  to  aid 
Dean  H.  B.  Trimble  in  planning  the 
training  of  theological  students  and  to 
devise  a more  adequate  system  of  finan- 
cial assistance  for  them. 


Meeting  at  Emory  this  month,  the 
group  effected  a permanent  organiza- 
tion. Mr.  William  Banks,  of  Grant- 
ville,  Ga.,  was  named  to  serve  as  chair- 
man. The  Hon.  Fred  B.  Noble,  of 
Jacksonville,  was  elected  vice-chair- 
man, and  Dr.  Walter  Gum,  of  Rich- 
mond, will  serve  as  secretary. 

Serving  on  the  committee  from 
Florida  are  the  Hon.  Fred  B.  Noble, 
Jacksonville;  Dr.  John  Branscomb, 
Orlando;  Mrs.  W.  H.  Beckham,  Miami; 
and  Dr.  Bruce  Gannaway,  of  Jack- 
sonville. 

Expressing  determination  that  the 
depleted  ranks  of  the  full-time,  trained 
Methodist  ministery  must  be  filled, 
the  committee  cited  the  needs  of  both 
rural  and  communities  for  more  min- 
isters. 

‘We  not  only  need  men  for  many 
churches  now  without  pastors,”  declared 
Judge  Noble,  “but  there  are  many 
situations  where  new  churches  should 
be  organized.  The  Committee  is  con- 
fident that  the  men  can  be  secured, 
and  it  is  the  task  of  the  Church  to 
assist  them  in  securing  adequate  train- 
ing.”

Thursday  night,  March  31st,  was  a 
great  occasion  for  the  boys  and 
girls  and  the  administration  of  The 
Florida  Methodist  Children’s  Home  for

“Thank  you,"  to  a group  of  very  special 
friends. 

It  has  been  previously  reported  in  the 
columns  of  “The  Florida  Methodist’’  how 
a group  of  Orlando  dentists,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Dietrich  Bible  Class  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church  of  that  city, 
annually  joins  forces  to  give  all  of  the 
children  of  the  Home  a dental  check- 
up and  whatever  treatment  is  indicated.

The  dentists  were  accompained  by 
other  friends  whose  presence  was  equal- 
ly appreciated  and  there  was  great 
guessing  and  speculation  among  the 
children  as  to  who  was  who,  for  the 
“grapevine”  had  quite  accurately  gotten 
hold  of  the  news  that  the  anonymous 
donor  of  the  Home's  fine  sound  pro- 
jector and  screen  was  in  the  group  and 
they  all  wanted  to  be  especially  nice 
to  that  good  person  whose  generosity 
has  brought  them  so  much  pleasure. 

After  a tour  of  the  campus,  the 
guests  and  children  gathered  in  the 
dining  room  for  a good  old-fashioned 
Methodist  fried  chicken  dinner.  Dr. 
H.  T.  Clark,  who  for  years  has  headed 
up  the  dental  care  of  the  children  at 
the  Home  and  has  been  the  Home’s 
contact  man  in  his  local  church,  then 
introduced  the  guests  to  the  children 
and  the  staff  after  which  the  young- 
sters entertained  with  a group  of  songs, 
and  a program  of  motion  picture 
shorts  was  enjoyed  by  all.

This  DOES  NOT  include  the  Home  members  (children  and  adults,) 
those  of  the  M.Y.F.  or  other  groups  that  DO  NOT  attend  the  Sunday  morn- 
ing sessions.  In  other  words,  count  ONLY  the  enrollment  of  attending 
members  of  the  Sunday  morning  session.

Check  now  with  your  treasurers  all  receipts  and  watch  for  any  mistakes  in 
order  that  you  might  have  them  corrected  before  the  Treasurer's  books  are 
closed  on  May  26th.

WE  HAVE  SEEN  Cl  BA  WITH  Ol  R 
OWN  EVES 

by  Rev.  T.  Newton  Wise 

(The  following  is  a true  to  life  story 
of  what  a select  group  of  church  lead- 
ers from  the  Jacksonville  District  of 
the  Methodist  Church  saw  in  a tour 
of  the  entire  Island  Republic  under  the 
expert  direction  of  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
Churchwell,  pastor  of  the  Main  Street 
Methodist  Church  of  Jacksonville.) 

As  our  large  Douglas  D.C.  plane  of 
lie  Pan-American  Airline  was  swiftly 
coming  down  to  land  in  the  city  of 
Camaguey,  Cuba,  we  caught  sight  of 
the  ariport.  Then,  on  closer  view,  at 
the  airport  we  saw  a large  crowd  of 
young  men  and  women  pushing  at  the 
gate,  with  a bus  in  the  background 
with  these  words  printed  on  it.  PINSON 
COLLEGE.  After  we  got  inside  the 
ticket  office  we  met  these  youths  and 
their  teachers  who  had  come  to  meet 
us  from  Pinson — a college  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  Methodist  Church.  They  took  us 
to  the  college  where  we  were  guests  for 
dinner.  Each  of  the  fifteen  men  and 
women  of  our  party  was  greatly  thrill- 
ed at  the  joy  and  laughter  in  the 
students  as  they  stood  in  groups  on 
the  campus  talking,  then  as  they  ate 
supper,  and  as  they  ushered  us  around 
the  college.  With  one  hundred  and 
fifty  students  and  twelve  well  qualified 
teachers  the  college  enjoys  a very  high 
reputation,  much  higher  than  that  of 
the  average  school.  Never  shall  I for- 
get those  friendly  boys  and  girls  and 
devoted  teachers.  I was  inspired  to 
want  to  do  something  for  them  when 
I saw  twenty-four  students  living  in 
one  dormitory  room;  they  are  so  crowd- 
ed for  space. 

We  left  the  college  for  the  Hotel 
Piaza  in  downtown  Camaguey.  After 
walking  around  in  a group  for  a while 
we  returned  to  the  hotel  for  the  night’s 
rest.  The  night  life  below  kept  us 
awake  for  only  a short  while  since  we 
were  so  very  tired. 

Dr.  Garfield  Evans,  pastor  of  the 
Holguin  Methodist  Churches,  met  us 
and  carried  us  to  Holguin,  a city  of 
50,000  people  east  of  Camaguey  200 
miles.  We  rode  in  a modern  bus  similar 
to  ours  back  home,  on  the  one  highway 
that  covers  the  entire  republic.  In 
Holguin  as  we'  ate  dinner,  large  crowds 
of  youth  and  grown-ups  stood  at  the 
windows  and  stared  at  us.  They  were 
beggars  in  dire  need.  This  is  very 
common  all  over  Cuba.  We  visited  in 
the  extremely  wealthy  section  of  town 
where  the  rich  land  owners  lived,  then 
we  visited  in  the  poverty  stricken 
sections.  There  people  lived  in  thatch- 
ed roof  huts  in  disease,  filth  and  pover- 
ty. Large  children  were  standing  a- 
round  naked  because  they  had  no 
clothes.  We  visited  several  rural  homes, 
found  only  the  most  crude  furniture — 
tables  and  a stove  made  of  bamboos 
heaped  in  ashes  at  the  top.  The 
mother  made  rope  for  her  livelihood. 


She  and  the  children  received  10c  per 
day  for  their  work.  We  then  visited 
a more  progressive  farmer  with  a very 
clean  farm.  He  got  coconuts  for  us 
and  we  drank  the  milk.  After  eating 
dinner  in  the  home  of  Dr  Garfield 
Evans  we  went  to  a worship  service 
in  the  Central  Methodist  Church  to  a 
young  people’s  rally.  These  youth  were 
English  speaking  youth  formerly  from 
British  West  Indies.  I preached  to 
them  and  they  responded  in  a fine 
way.  They  sang  with  great  enthus- 
iasm. 

Dr.  Evans  is  building  small  chapels 
in  different  sections  of  this  province. 


He  showed  us  one  he  hopes  to  open 
Easter.  It  is  complete  except  for  the 
pews  The  pastor  uses  devout  laymen 
to  conduct  services  in  these  chapels 
nice  he  cannot  be  in  all  of  them  each 
Si  nday.  His  work  has  grown  rapidly 
and  he  rightfully  commands  the  re- 
pent;; of  both  the  rich  and  poor  of 
Cuba.  He  is  the  director  of  the  clinic 
known  as  Dispensurio  Evangelico 
■Elena."  Many  hundieds  of  people 
come  here  each  week  for  free  medical 
treatment.  He  gets  the  cooperation  of 
a Christian  doctor  and  he  is  authorized 
to  do  light  medical  work  himself.

We  are  pleased  to  publish  herewith  a letter  we  have 
recently  received  from  Holguin,  Cuba,  written  by  Mrs. 
Gilbert  A.  Evans.  We  believe  the  letter  carries  its  own 
message. 

“Rev.  Garfield  Evans,  missionary  in  Holguin,  Cuba, 
was  invited  out  in  the  country  to  baptize  35  babies.  He 
went;  after  the  baptism  they  had  a cock  fight  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  baptism. 

"Recently  he  was  invited  out  to  another  place  to 
baptize  17  infants.  He  told  them  he  would  go  if  they 
would  promise  to  have  both  parents  of  each  child  to  be 
baptized  present  and  that  there  would  be  no  cock  fight 
or  dance  after  the  service.  He  went,  taking  two  helpers. 
The  place  where  the  baptism  was  held — in  one  end  of  the 
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’ IT  WAS  A GREAT  OCCASION”

Right  now  we  are  thinking  of  the 
place  where  First  Church,  Sanford, 
led  by  Brother  Ed  McKinley,  has,  for 
two  years,  kept  alive  a Child  Welfare 
Center  in  the  poor  remains  of  our 
church  in  Changchow.  There  the  Rev- 
erend Doo,  Kwei-ling  and  his  cour- 
ageous wife  carry  on  a magnificent 
work  of  human  rehabilitation  and 
spiritual  conquest.  Doo,  Kwei-ling 
writes, 

“Recently  we  have  been  doing  some 
refugee  woi'k.  We  had  the  chance  to 
investigate  quite  a few  refugee  schools 
evacuated  from  Shantung  Province  and 
situated  in  the  vicinity  of  Changchow. 
Those  Middle  School  students  are  eat- 
ing twice  a day  rice  soup  with  nothing 
in  it.  Many  of  them  have  to  go  out 
and  beg.  In  one  place  where  we  saw 
some  twenty  girls  living  in  one  room 
who  all  had  scabies.  Not  a few  have 
died.  One  boy-student  died  of  dropsy 
and  had  no  coffin.  One  of  the  neigh- 
bors gave  him  his  own  coffin  which 
was  made  for  himself  when  he  was 
seriously  ill  and  now  recovered.  . . 

. . .We  are  also  planning  to  start  re- 
lief work  for  two  thousand  war  refu- 
gees. This  little  church  has  been  their 
public  haunt.  We  pray  God  to  fill  us 
with  strength  and  love  so  that  we  may 
be  useful.

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Easter,  1949,  established  some  at- 
tendance records  in  the  Miami  District, 
with  the  largest  number  of  worshippers 
in  history  at  the  services.  The  number 
of  churches  having  double  or  identical 
services  Easter  morning  was  almost 
twice  as  many  as  in  1948.  and  a num- 
ber of  them  had  afternoon  worship. 
Among  these  reporting  extra  services 
are  the  following:  Trinity.  White  Tem- 
ple, Allapattah,  Feaster  Memorial, 
Grace,  Coral  Gables,  Miami  Beach, 
Hialeah,  Rader  Memorial,  St.  Pauls, 
Tamiami  Temple,  Riverside,  South 
Miami,  Park  Temple,  Lake  Worth  and 
Hollywood  Temple. 

The  annual  pre-conference  meeting 
of  the  pastors  of  the  Miami  District 
will  be  held  at  White  Temple,  May  16th 
at  10  a.  m.  Bishop  Roy  H.  Short 
will  be  present  to  hear  reports  from  the 
pastors  and  will  be  available  from 
2 to  5: SO  p.  m.  to  meet  with  pastors 
or  pastoral  relations  committees  having 
important  business  with  him.  Since 
the  bishop’s  time  will  be  limited,  it  is 
urgently  requested  that  courtesy  calls 
be  deferred  in  the  interest  of  those 
churches  and  pastors  really  needing 
his  counsel. 

The  cornerstone  for  the  new  church 
school  building  for  Trinity  Church, 
Miami,  will  be  laid,  with  appropriate 
ceremonies,  by  Bishop  Roy  H.  Short, 
following  the  morning  service  on  May 
15.  The  $175,000  structure  is  being 
constructed  on  lots  recently  cleared 
just  east  of  the  church,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy this  fall. 

Bishop  Short  will  preach  at  the 
First  Methodist  Church  of  Miami  Beach 
(St.  Johns  on  The  Lake)  at  the  even- 
ing service  on  May  15.  This  congre- 
gation is  in  the  midst  of  a campaign 
to  raise  additional  funds  for  a $100,000 
sanctuary.  The  Rev.  Paul  N.  Jewett 
expects  the  structure  to  be  started  in 
the  immediate  future. 

Large  congregations  are  attending 
El  Salvador  Church,  Key  West,  and 
repairs  and  improvements  approximat- 


ing $6,000  have  been  made,  or  are 
in  process,  on  the  church  and  parson- 
age. Much  of  the  money  has  been 
raised  by  the  members  of  the  congre- 
gation under  the  enthusiastic  leader- 
ship of  the  pastor,  Rev.  Oscar  Rodri- 
quez. 

Fleming  Street  Church.  Key  West, 
with  Rev.  Jesse  B.  Reid  as  pastor,  is 
bringing  a church  improvement  pro- 
gram to  completion  that  has  added 
several  church  school  rooms,  provided 
a new  lighting  system,  and  redecorated 
the  church  inside  and  out.  A splendid 
ingathering  is  expected  following  a 
good  revival  meeting  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Carlysle  Hubbard. 

Rev.  G.  Leon  Wells,  of  First  Church, 
Key  West,  reports  active  youth  and 
young  adult  groups,  a thirty  percent 
increase  in  church  school  enrollment, 
and  a substantial  increase  in  member- 
ship of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  Finances  at  this  church 
are  in  excellent  condition  and  exten- 
sive improvements  are  being  planned 
for  the  building. 

Ley  Memorial  Church,  in  the  Island 
City,  is  in  splendid  spiritual  condition 
following  a revival  led  by  Miss  Janie 
Bradford.  All  departments  of  this 
church  are  functioning  well  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  Robert  Weaver. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Hagler  is  leading  his 
people  in  an  extensive  repair  project 
at  Holleman  Park  Church  where  serious 
damage  has  been  done  by  termites. 
This  good  man  is  rendering  excellent 
service  at  this  church  and  is  being 
loyally  supported  by  his  officials. 

Grace  Church,  Miami,  has  recently 
purchased  a splendid  three  bed-room 
house  at  555  N.E.  57th  Street,  for  a 
parsonage.  Dr.  Sidney  H.  Davies,  pas- 
tor, announces  that  the  old  parsonage 
will  be  used  for  housing  a part  of  the 
rapidly  growing  church  school.  The 
minister’s  new  home  is  located  on  a 
beautiful  residence  street,  is  of  an 
attractive  Spanish  design,  and  was 
purchased  at  a cost  of  $16,500. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Stafford,  of  the  faculty 
of  Drew  University,  Madison,  N.  J., 
has  been  leading  a preaching  mission 
at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  South 
Miami,  during  Holy  Week.  The  two 
new  buildings  under  construction  at 
this  church  are  nearing  completion. 
Dr.  Carroll  Varner,  pastor,  is  giving 
able  leadership  to  this  growing  con- 
gregation. 

Dr.  O.  E.  Rice,  executive  secretary 
of  the  church  extension  section  of  the 
conference  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  is  supervising  the 
construction  of  the  Opa  Locka  Metho- 
dist Church,  and  giving  counsel  to 
building  committees  throughout  the 
area. 

The  new  Mangonia  Park  Methodist 
Church,  will  be  formally  opened  with 
appropriate  services  on  April  24  at 
3p.  m.,  conducted  by  the  district  su- 


perintendent, assisted  by  Dr.  John  C. 
Glenn,  of  First  Church.  West  Palm 
Eeaeh,  and  Rev.  Walter  Oldford.  pastor. 
This  splendid  building  has  been  erect- 
ed under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor, 
by  members  ol  the  church  and  friends 
in  the  community.  It  is  an  attractive 
cement  block  building,  valued  at  about 
$8,000. 

Wesley  Church,  Miami,  reported 
seventy-five  percent  more  persons  in 
attendance  upon  their  Easter  services 
than  were  present  a year  ago. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Daniel  received  forty  into 
church  membership  at  Coral  Gable: 
during  the  Easter  season,  bringing  his 
total  to  210  new  members  for  the  year. 
He  also  reported  the  largest  congrega- 
tion in  the  history  of  the  church. 

Bryan  Memorial  Church  had  record 
congregations  and  offerings  on  Easter, 
with  36  accessions.  19  of  them  on  pro- 
fession of  faith,  bringing  the  new  mem- 
bers for  the  year  to  77. 

The  newiy  organized  Miami  Springs 
Church  passed  the  one  hundred  mark 
in  attendance  Easter  morning,  and  in- 
augurated evening  services  that  day. 

Brother  J.  O.  Jameson  reports  an 
excellent  revival  at  Allapattah  under 
the  leadership  of  Walter  Cross,  of 
Emory  University;  33  members  were 
received  into  the  church  and  their 
sanctuary  was  filled  to  overflowing 
three  times  on  the  closing  day. 

The  church  school  of  the  Oakland 
Park  Methodist  Church  reports  an 
attendance  of  257  for  Easter  morning, 
an  increase  of  fifty-five  percent  over 
last  year,  Rev.  D.  D.  Norris  is  the 
pastor. 

Tamiami  Temple  experienced  its 
largest  attendance  with  the  climax  of 
the  Lenten  season,  and  the  pastor. 
Rev.  Floyd  Cooper,  reports  35  new 
members,  with  more  than  half  coming 
in  on  profession  of  faith. 

White  Temple,  Miami,  reports  its 
largest  aggregate  attendance  for  the 
Easter  services,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  tourists  were  not  present  in 
great  numbers  because  of  the  late 
date  of  the  close  of  the  Lenten  season.

Horace  Boyd  has  given  very  capable 
and  active  leadership  to  the  enter- 
prise. 

The  Churches  of  the  district  report 
recording  breaking  attendance  at  the 
Easter  services.

The  Only  Thing  Wrong  With  It 

Methodist  church  school  membership 
increased  18%  during  the  Crusade  for 


Christ  (1944-1948.)  For  every  100 
members  we  had  in  1944  we  now  have 
118.  General  Conference  wants  us  to 
increase  25%  in  the  four  years  1948- 
1952.  For  every  100  church  school 
members  we  had  in  1948  we  are  asked 
to  have  125  in  1952.  To  be  safe,  that 
means  about  7%  increase  each  year. 

Is  that  reasonable?  Consider  this: 
Take  a class  which  had  15  members  in 
1948.  If  it  will  increase  one  member 
each  year  for  4 years,  its  increase  will 
be  a little  more  than  25  %.  That 
would  mean  16  members  in  1949,  17  in 
1950,  18  in  1951  and  19  in  1952.  Is  it 
asking  too  much  of  15  persons  to  in- 
crease just  one  member  in  a whole 
year's  time?  It  is  silly  to  call  that 
hard  work — or  even  •work  at  all. 

With  only  one  A^merican  in  five  a 
member  of  a church  school  and  the 
population  increasing  2V2  millions  a 
year,  there  are  plenty  of  prospects. 
General  Conference  has  asked  us  to 
do  a reasonable  thing.  The  only  thing 
wrong  with  it  is  that  it  is  too  con- 
servative.

The  top  of  one 
irountain  Pimarus  range  has  enough 
iion  to  last  the  world  for  one  thousand 
y:ars.  It  is  owned  by  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Co. 

As  we  came  to  the  top  of  a mountain 
we  could  see  below  the  beautiful  city 
of  Baguanos.  The  chief  industry  here 
is  a sugar  mill.  We  soon  visited  the 
Methodist  Mission  there  . . . beautiful 
church  known  as  the  Hapeviile  Mem- 
orial Church.  It  was  so  named  be- 
cause of  one  family  in  that  church  . . . 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Wells  giving  the 
funds  to  build  it.  Back  of  the  church 
class  rooms  have  been  built  and  now 
one  of  the  best  elementary  schools  in 
this  section  is  in  operation.  Miss  Cook 
is  pastor  in  charge  of  this  work.  Her 
salary  is  paid  by  the  Woman’s  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

Preaching  to  the  student  body  of  this 
school  was  thrilling.  The  office  man- 
ager of  the  Sugar  Corp.  acted  as  my 
interpreter  and  a good  one  he  was. 

Riding  to  Mayari  we  observed  miles 
of  land  owned  by  the  United  Fruit 
Company.  Here  they  have  the  largest 
sugar  cane  fields  anywhere  on  the 
island.  This  company  has  set  about 
to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  people. 
Running  water  is  not  found  in  many 
towns  of  this  section.  But  here  in 
Mayari  thru  the  help  of  the  company 
. ...  5 million  dollars  resoviours  and 
pipe  lines  supplies  the  people  with 
fresh  water  from  the  top  of  the 
mountain  range. 

The  St.  James  Methodist  Church  is 
the  center  of  our  activities  in  Mayari. 
It  is  named  after  our  church  in  Palatka, 
Florida,  where  Rev.  J.  H.  Churchwell 
was  serving  as  the  pastor  when  those 
people  gave  this  church  to  Mayari. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Stroud  are  the 
capable  leaders  of  this  work  here. 

Churchwell  Dispensario  Infantile  is 
a clinic  donated  by  the  Churchwell 
brothers  . . . Mr.  J.  H.  and  Mr.  A.  F. 
inspired  by  their  brother  preacher. 
This  clinic  is  now  serving  over  4000 
children.  Several  doctors  are  on  their 
staff.  They  give  free  medical  service

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CONFERENCE  INSPIRES  DELEGATES 
AND  VISITORS 

The  ninth  annual  session  of  the 
Florida  Conference  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  which 
met  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Tampa,  April  5th  to  7th,  must  surely 
be  remembered  as  a time  of  high 
inspiration  and  deep  spiritual  refresh- 
ing bv  all  who  had  the  privilege  of 
attending. 

In  “The  Bishop’s  Corner,”  on  page 
2 of  this  issue,  Bishop  Short  has  spoken 
of  some  of  the  fine  features  of  the 
Conference,  but,  as  usual,  the  bishop’s 
own  noonday  sermons  were  among  the 
spiritual  high  points  of  the  three  day 
gathering.  This  devout  man  has  a 
way  of  addressing  himself  simply  and 
intimiately  to  the  hearts  of  his  hearers 
that  is  most  effective  and  makes  his 
presence  on  any  devotional  program  a 
sure  source  of  uplift  and  blessing. 

Every  report  to  the  Conference  was 
interestingly  presented  and  the  out- 
standing features  of  the  session  were 
far  too  many  to  attempt  to  catalog  in 
these  columns.  Of  especial  interest 
were  the  addresses  of  Miss  Louise  Rob- 
inson, of  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson,  new 
p;  esident  of  the  Southeastern  Juris- 
diction of  the  W.S.C.S.  Miss  Robin- 
son, who  has  only  recently  returned 
from  a visit  to  China,  spoke  on  “Ad- 
vancing With  Christ  in  China,”  while 
Mrs.  Robinson  spoke  once  on  the  “World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women”  and 
another  time  on  the  subject  “Advance 
With  the  Jurisdiction.” 

Other  features  of  more  than  passing 
interest  included  Mrs.  Roy  H.  Short’s 
Thursday  morning  address  on  “Shar- 
ing Our  Christ  With  Cuba,”  Mrs.  H.  S. 
Prince’s  presentation  of  The  Promotion 
Hour,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Blackburn’s  presen- 
tation of  Our  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  A.  R. 
Ivery’s  presentation  of  Honorary  Life 
Memberships  and,  of  course,  the  splen- 
did pageant  in  connection  with  the 
presentation  of  the  Love  Offering.  In 
this  latter  connection,  the  women  of 
Florida  Methodism  once  more  gave  a 
practical  demonstration  of  their  in- 
terest in  youth  as  they  brought  more 
than  $11,000  to  be  used  in  the  erection 
of  a new  Student  House  at  Florida 
State  University  in  Tallahassee. 

Another  memorable  feature  of  the 
Conference  was  the  Thursday  morning 
address  of  the  Rev.  A.  Dale  Hagler, 
pastor  of  the  Bryan  Memorial  Church 
of  Miami,  in  connection  with  Mrs. 
C.  H.  Schneider’s  report  on  Christian 


Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  A recognized  authority  in 
the  field  of  family  relations  and  pre- 
paration for  marriage,  Mr.  Hagler 
sounded  an  urgent  and  timely  challenge 
to  Methodist  woman  and  the  Church  to 
interest  themselves  actively  in  this  vital 
and  sadly  neglected  field. 

But,  of  course,  one  of  the  major  fea- 
tures of  the  opening  business  session 
and  of  the  entire  conference  was  the 
President’s  Message.  Mrs.  W.  H.  Beck- 
ham of  Miami,  President  of  the  Flor- 
ida Conference,  was  a most  gracious 
and  efficient  presiding  officer  through- 
out all  of  the  activities  of  the 
conference.  But  it  was  as  the  leader 
of  a great  body  of  Christian  women, 
leading  and  urging  her  followers  to 
nev;  heights  of  endeavor  and  accom- 
plishment in  a great  ADVANCE  FOR 
CHRIST  AND  HIS  CHURCH,  that  she 
was  at  her  best.  It  is  regrettable  that 
space  will  not  permit  us  to  print  her 
entire  address  but  we  are  taking  the 
liberty  of  quoting  rather  freely  from  it. 

Said  Mrs.  Beckham,  in  part,  “Our 
world  today  is  seeking  desperately  to 
find  a short  cut  to  peace  and  security. 
We  of  the  church  are  convinced  that 
the  secret  to  permanent  peace  is: 
“One  World  In  Christ,”  and  so  thor- 
oughly “In  Christ”  that  His  command- 
ment to  love  one  another  is  fulfilled 
in  ALL  Human  Relationships.  The 
Great  Commission  was  to  ALL  THE 
WORLD,  and  until  every  person  in 
every  land  has  heard  this  Gospel 
message,  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  is  not 
finished.”  I quote  from  Mrs.  Ratliff’s 
message  to  the  Jurisdictional  Assembly, 
‘I  speak  for  all  of  us  when  I say,  like 
Paul,  we  stand  ready  to  pay  our  debt 
by  “Advancing  with  Christ  into  all 
the  world.’  But  we  dare  not  undertake 
this  great  enterprise  until  we  sit  down 
end  count  the  cost,  lest  we  lay  the 
foundation  and  find  ourselves  unable 
to  finish  the  task.  There  must  be  a 
period  in  which  we  examine  our  faith, 
our  message,  our  techniques,  our  goals, 
and  determine  our  course. 

“OUR  FAITH  . . . .Through  FAITH 
we  support  colleges,  schools,  hospitals, 
clinics,  seminaries,  settlements  and  we 
maintain  hundreds  of  kindergartens 
and  rural  centers.  Methodist  women 
established  the  first  college  for  women 
in  Asia,  the  first  kindergarten  in  Japan, 
the  first  home  economics  center  in 
South  America,  sent  the  first  trained 
nurse  to  Asia  and  the  first  woman 
doctor  to  India.  We  need  now  a gen- 


eral re-dedication  of  our  hearts  and 
our  lives  to  the  missionary  program. 
We  need  a FAITH  that  is  on  fire  with 
a message,  a FAITH  in  which  we  ut- 
terly believe  and  are  willing  to  sacri- 
fice to  promote.  We  must  realize  that 
FAITH  is  more  often  caught  than  it  is 
taught. 

“OUR  MESSAGE  ...  .As  individ- 
uals, women  owe  more  to  Christianity 
than  any  other  persons.  Only  in 
Christian  nations  are  women  considered 
persons  instead  of  property.  The  wo- 
men of  America  set  the  moral  standards 
of  their  homes  and  their  communities. 
Shall  we  in  the  Woman’s  Society  teach 
the  value  of  every  individual?  Shall 
we  face  the  issues  of  broken  homes 
irom  a Christian’s  viewpoint?  Shall 
we  militantlv  attack  the  evils  of  alco- 
hol and  narcotics  in  Florida?  Shall 
we  allow  our  State  to  lag  in  educational 
opportunities  for  its  people?  Shall  we 
permit  race  discrimination  and  lack  of 
opportunities  to  continue?  Shall  we 
witness  inefficiency  and  corruption  in 
our  government?  . . . .Yes,  this  is  our 
message,  “An  Eternal  FAITH  in  God’s 
way  of  life,  which  must  be  demonstrat- 
ed in  the  hearts  of  men.”  This  is 
the  direct  responsibility  of  all  women 
and  it  must  be  observed  in  our  homes 
and  communities  as  well  as  in  our 
message  to  foreign  lands. 

“OUR  TECHNIQUES  . . . .Consider 
each  individual  member  in  each  Wo- 
man’s Society  a channel  through  whom 
God  can  and  does  speak  and  act.  The 
world  is  moving  very  rapidly  and  old 
methods  of  conduct  and  procedure  are 
now  passe.  We  all  know  that  a placid 
missionary  movement  financed  with 
loose  change  and  small  coins  is  not 
enough  to  take  advantages  of  our  op- 
portunities today.  Each  member  must 
ADVANCE  where  you  are.  Let  your 
religion  be  seen — nothing  exposes 
Christianity  more  to  its  enemies  than 
the  worldiness  and  hard  heartedness 
of  its  followers.  . . 

“This  ADVANCE  PROGRAM  will  re- 
quire increased  promotion  and  educa- 
tion that  more  women  may  share  in 
its  enriching  experience.  It  will  re- 
quire more  consecrated  workers  on 
every  front:  it  will  require  much  more 
money:  and,  above  all,  it  will  require 
increased  Spiritual  insight  and  a keen 
awareness  of  the  needs  of  the  entire 
world.  It  presents  a great  challenge 
which  the  Florida  Methodist  Women 
will  be  eager  to  accept,  giving  to  it 
their  usual  alert  and  courageous  lead- 
ership, and  meeting  valiantly  every 
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requirement  which  such  a program  of 
ADVANCE  demands.  We  have  been 
entrusted  with  special  responsibilities 
to  do  a better  job  for  'ADVANCING 
CHRIST  AND  HIS  CHURCH  Each 
Church,  each  Womans  Society,  each 
woman  has  a part  to  play,  a duty  to 
perform,  a work  to  do.  "NOW  IS  THE 
TIME.”

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HUMAN  VALUES  IN  METHODIST  STUDENT  DAY 

Have  you  ever  known  one  of  those  college  students 
whose  thirst  for  knowledge  was  so  great  that  it  drove 
him  to  extreme  lengths  in  his  efforts  to  earn  a living 
and  to  remain  in  college?  There  was  that  boy,  for  ex- 
ample, who  was  accustomed  every  few  weeks,  along  with 
other  earning  projects,  to  sell  a pint  of  his  blood  at  the 
hospital  for  transfusion  purposes;  and  there  was  that 
other  college  student  and  his  name  is  Legion,  who  for 
pressing  reasons  of  personal  economy  skimped  on  the  im- 
portant item  of  food  to  the  extent  of  seriourly  impairing 
his  physical  health. 

Perhaps,  there  are  also  included  in  your  acquain- 
tance one  or  more  students  who,  on  account  of  lack  of 
funds,  were  compelled  to  drop  out  of  college  before  finishing. 
You  may  have  known  some  cases,  that  if  possible,  pre- 
sented even  sadder  plights  namely,  young  people  who, 
for  financial  reasons  had  been  compelled,  back  during 
high  school  days  or  immediately  thereafter,  to  abandon 
all  hopes  of  attending  college. 

Perhaps  also,  you  have  known  some  person  who  owed 
their  educational  attainment  to  timely  loans  from  the 
Methodist  Student  Loan  Fund.  It  is  inspiring  to  con- 
template the  good  that  such  individuals  may  be  doing 
in  the  Church  and  in  society. 

In  contrast,  it  is  depressing  to  contemplate  the  world’s 
loss  if  such  persons  had  not  been  trained  and  thus  made 
elegible  to  hold  the  posts  which  they  came  to  occupy. 

Any  college  president,  dean,  or  registrar  can  tell 
numerous  stories  of  young  people  who,  but  for  the  fore- 
handedness of  their  church,  could  never  have  completed 
their  college  training.  So  can  many  pastors,  and  others 
who  serve  as  counselors  for  young  people.  Dr.  H.  W. 
McPherson,  recently  retired  from  the  executive  secretary- 
ship of  the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions,  Board 
of  Education,  tells  of  a senior  who  faced  a serious  em- 
ergency, and  was  able  to  graduate  from  Illinois  Univer- 
sity where  Dr.  McPherson  was  then  president  only  through 
obtaining  a small  loan  from  the  Methodist  fund. 


Christians  are  always  interested  in  human  person- 
ality and  are  eager  to  see  that  it  is  given  every  possible 
opportunity  for  growth  and  expression.  Church  people 
generally  would  agree  that  it  is  unkind  to  allow  any 
young  life  of  potential  usefulness  to  be  frustrated  by  tire 
thwarting  of  college  plans. 

Methodist  Student  Day  with  its  offering  for  the  Loan 
and  Scholarship  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church,  opens 
the  way  for  us  to  forestall  frustration  in  the  lives  of  many 
young  people,  and  to  help  translate  dollars  and  cents  into 
human  values  that  are  everlasting  in  their  influence  and  in 
service. 

A number  of  years  ago  a little  pamphlet  entitled  "My 
Church  Has  A Stake  In  Methodist  Student  Day"  was  given 
wide  circulation  throughout  Methodism.  That  title  still 
holds  significance  for  us.

The  Punta  Gorda  Church,  of  which 
K.ev.  A.  Waldo  Farabee  is  pastor,  has 
just  launched  a campaign  to  raise 
$20.0C0.

Brother  Farabee  also  reports  that 
a revival  was  held  in  the  Charlotte 
Harbor  Church  the  first  week  in  May 
with  Rev.  Charles  Thompson,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Florida  Methodist 
Children’s  Home,  as  the  evangelist. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Myres  reports  that  the 
Lake  Alfred  Church,  of  which  he  is 
pastor,  had  an  Easter  offering  of  $2,385 
cash. 

He  indicates  that  Lake  Alfred  will 
soon  have  a new  Sunday  school  plant. 
The  per  capita  giving  of  this  church  is 
about  $80. 

The  Clewiston  Church,  of  which  Rev. 
Scott  Bozeman  is  pastor,  recently 
overpledged  an  $8,000  budget  for  next 
year.  The  campaign  for  pledges  was 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Laurie  Ray. 
This  is  a noteworthy  achievement  since 
the  church  is  only  about  three  years 
old.  It  also  has  a fund  of  $850  toward 
the  purchase  of  an  organ.

The  sem- 
inar was  sponsored  by  the  Commission 
on  Ministerial  Training  of  The  Metho- 
dist Church.  Dr.  Broyles  was  the  only 
representative  from  Florida. 

At  its  meeting  on  April  22  the  Re- 
tired Minister's  Club  of  First  Church, 
Lakeland,  elected  Dr.  W.  P.  Buhrman 
president.  Other  officers  elected  were: 
Dr.  W.  M.  P.  Jerrett,  vice-president; 
Mrs.  Thomas  G.  R.  Brownlow,  secretary- 
treasurer;  Mrs.  J.  J.  Cox,  Mrs.  W.  M.  P. 
Jerrett,  and  Mrs.  Minnie  Mae  Merrill, 
program  committee;  Mrs.  Israel  Hatton, 
Mrs.  Myrtle  Chapman  and  Mrs.  Matie 
Sauerbrei,  planning  committee.  Dr. 
Thomas  G.  R.  Brownlow,  retiring  pre- 
sident, presided  at  the  business  meet- 
ing, which  was  held  at  the  luncheon 
Lour  at  the  Plant  Hotel,  in  Plant  City.

In  a statement  issued  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Jarratt,  a member 
of  the  staff  of  Myers  Park  Methodist 
Church,  Charlotte,  N.  c.,  and  chairman 
of  the  Children’s  Building  Committee, 
she  said: 

“Hundreds  of  church  school  teachers 
of  the  Jurisdiction  have  benefited  by 
the  leadership  education  program  at 
Lake  Junaluska.  An  important  pan 
of  this  program  is  the  laboratory  school 
and  other  activities  for  children.  As 
the  summer  program  is  expanded,  the 
need  for  a children’s  building  has 
emerged.” 

The  proposed  building  will  contain 
class  room  space  for  each  age  group  in 
the  laboratory  school;  space  for  the 
Assembly  Sunday  morning  sessions  dur- 
ing the  entire  summer;  rooms  for  week 
day  activities,  children’s  library;  work- 
er’s library  and  space  for  other  activi- 
ties.

This  does  not  apply  in  the 
same  way  to  Specials  for  Overseas 
Relief.  If  an  Overseas  Relief  Voucher 
has  been  issued  it  is  to  be  listed  under 
line  fifty-nine.  If  an  Advance  Special 
Gift  Voucher  has  been  issued,  it  will 
go  under  line  fifty-seven.”

program  being  carried  on  in  the  nation 
by  us  Methodists  than  this  laboratory 
school  at  Lake  Junaluska.  It  has  done 
and  is  doing  much  to  lift  the  level 
of  quality  in  the  teaching  being  done 
in  the  children’s  divisions  of  this  juris- 
diction. The  accredited  instructors  for 
children’s  courses  in  the  Florida  con- 
ference are  largely  those  who  have 
shared  in  the  training  in  these  labora- 
tory schools.  The  demand  for  the 
laboratory  type  of  training  is  rapidly 
increasing  in  this  conference,  and  we 
must  supply  that  demand.  Our  best 
chance  to  develop  laboratory  teachers 
for  these  schools  is  in  the  laboratory 
school  conducted  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

The  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  au- 
thorized a campaign  for  money  where- 
with to  provide  for  a Children’s  Build- 
ing at  the  Lake.  The  cost  is  to  be 
$50,000.  The  Florida  Conference  is 
asked  to  contribute  $5,000  of  this  a- 
mount  on  June  19.  We  can  easily  do  it. 


If  each  church  school  will  give  to  this 
cause  what  it  usually  gives  for  missions 
on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month, 
we  will  have  our  $5,000.  Let’s  do  this, 
and  let’s  do  it  gladly.  In  so  doing, 
we  will  help  to  provide  better  religious 
training  for  the  children  of  several 
conferences  and  will  help  to  make 
possible  better  training  for  those  con- 
secrated teachers  of  our  children  of 
this  conference.

A CALL  FOR  FIFTY 

A year  ago  fifty  Methodist  youth 
were  challenged  to  give  three  years 
of  service  in  Japan.  They  responded 
magnificently  and  are  engaged  in  their 
tasks  as  the  Fellowship  of  Christian 
Reconstruction  in  Japan  and  Korea. 


By  their  action  they  are  making  their 
faith  clear  to  a people  desperately  in 
need  of  a new  foundation  for  living. 

Now  a call  for  fifty  comes  from 
another  part  of  Asia — Independent 
India. 

Those  selected  will  go  to  India  in 
1949  for  a three-year  period  of  service. 
A variety  of  situations  are  open  and 
calling  for  their  help:  High  school 

teaching,  pastoral  service  and  religious 
education,  dormitory  supervision,  city 
or  district  youth  work,  urban  social 
work,  technical  services,  medical  work, 
rural  extension  service  in  agriculture 
and  home  economics. 

Applicants  must  be  single  men  and 
women  between  the  age  of  21  and  28 
years,  and  they  must  agree  to  remain 
single  during  the  period  of  service. 
They  must  be  graduates  of  accredited 
colleges  and  active  members  of  the 
Church.  In  some  cases,  a year  of  ex- 
perience in  this  country  will  be  re- 
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quired.  There  are  high  qualitative 
standards  in  areas  of  religious  ex- 
perience, health,  academic  record, 
practical  ability  and  Christian  char- 
acter. 

Support  on  the  field  will  be  on  the 
regular  missionary  basis,  which  for 
a single  person  in  India  is  now  $1,000 
per  year,  plus  cost  of  living  allowance. 
In  addition,  there  will  be  provision 
for  housing,  medical  care,  and  sharing 
in  the  Board’s  pension  plan.  Travel 
expenses  will  be  paid  to  and  from 
India. 

Those  accepted  will  be  given  a six- 
weeks  period  of  intensive  training  in 
July  and  August  near  New  York  City. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  religious 
development,  area  orientation,  and 
mefhcds  of  work  in  India.  The  group 
will  sail  near  the  end  of  August.

SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  RURAL 
LIFE  SUNDAY 

Rev.  Joe  A.  Tolle,  Conference  chair- 
man of  the  Town  and  Country  Commis- 
sion offers  these  suggestions  for  the 
observance  of  Rural  Life  Sunday,  May 
22nd. 

(1)  Make  Rural  Life  Sunday  a 
special  day  on  which  the  rural  or- 
ganizations of  each  community  would 
be  recognized  by  the  church.  Such 
organizations  as  the  Farm  Bureau,  the 
Grange,  4-H  Clubs,  Future  Farmers 
and  the  Future  Homemakers  Clubs, 
Home  Demonstration  groups,  etc.  The 
local  leaders  of  these  organizations 
should  be  called  in  to  meet  with  the 
Planning  Committee  for  the  church  or 
churches  to  work  out  a program  for 
that  day.  If  it  is  a community  club 
organized  in  the  community,  the  club 
may  furnish  a committee  which  would 
represent  all  of  the  organizations  in 
the  community. 

(2)  City  pulpits  may  be  supplied  on 
that  day  with  rural  ministers  and  the 
rural  pulpits  by  city  ministers.  It 
would  help  further  if  the  city  choir 
could  go  along  with  the  minister  to 
the  country  and  the  country  choir 
could  go  to  the  city  with  then* 
minister. 

(3)  Clean-up  Week  should  be  em- 
phasized in  connection  with  Rural  Life 
Sunday.  The  week  preceding  Rural 
Life  Sunday,  a clean-up  squad  will 
visit  the  rural  churches,  clean  the 
yards,  set  and  plant  flowers  and  shrub- 
bery (where  it  isn’t  too  late,)  try  to 
heal  the  eroded  soil  around  the  church 
building  and  also  give  the  inside  of 
the  church  a spring  house  cleaning. 
This  helps  wonderfully  in  the  obser- 
vance of  Rural  Life  Sunday  if  such 
work  is  done  one  or  two  days  before. 

(4)  Wherever  possible,  Rural  Life 


Sunday  should  be  used  for  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Lord’s  Acre  project 

(5)  The  observance  of  Rural  Life 
Sunday  should  become  a recognized 
part  of  every  Annual  Conference’s  rural 
program  and  should  be  written  into 
the  program  adopted  by  the  Annual 
Conference.

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  CEL- 
EBRATES 10th  ANNIVERSARY 

Ten  years  ago  last  Tuesday,  May  10, 
in  Kansas  City,  three  long-separated 
Methodist  bodies  reunited  to  form  one 
denomination,  The  Methodist  Church. 

“All  Protestants  share  in  the  achieve- 
ments of  that  historic  uniting  confer- 
ence because  it  brought  together  into 
one  church  the  largest  groups  ever  to 
form  a union  in  the  history  of  the 
Protestant  movement,”  Bishop  Ivan  Lee 
Holt  of  St.  Louis,  president  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops,  said  in  a statement 
in  connection  with  the  anniversary. 

The  new  body,  the  result  of  a merger 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the 


Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  South  and 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  has 
grown  within  the  decade  from  a mem- 
bership of  7.856.060  to  8,651.062. 

Appraising  the  union.  Bishop  Holt 
. aid.  “Through  this  eventful  decade  in 
which  the  world  has  been  divided  by 
war.  union  has  held  together  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  Methodists.  We  have 
had  problems,  but  no  desertions  or  dis- 
infections. Any  disagreements  have 
been  ovei  the  better  way  to  do  our 
common  task.  Our  serious  rivalries 
have  b:en  rivalries  of  love  for  one 
another." 

The  Soviet  danger  was  mentioned  by 
Tishop  Holt  among  other  reasons  for 
Christian  unity:  "We  wish  to  make 
The  Methodist  Church  an  agency  in 
the  larger  union  of  Protestantism  and 
Christendom,  not  only  to  carry  on  our 
redemptive  task,  but  to  meet  the  threat 
of  persecution  of  Christian  brethren 
under  Communism." 

Gains  during  the  decade  include  an 
increase  in  church  property  from  $704. 
I1 7,009  to  $1,077,449.  142;  in  benevo- 
lent giving  of  $11,552,411.  in  1940  to 
$28,125,305;  in  amounts  raised  annu- 
ally for  all  purposes,  from  $80,543,997. 
in  1939  to  $196,435,168.  in  1948. 

Church  (Sunday)  schools  have  in- 
creased from  32.772  to  37,908  since  union 
and  total  average  attendane  has  risen 
18%  in  the  past  four  years. 

The  number  of  churches,  as  was 
expected,  has  dropped  from  46.255  to 
40.397,  largely  due  to  local  mergers. 

The  parent  denomination,  The  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  was  founded  in 
the  United  States  in  1784.  It  was  an 
outgrowth  of  the  religious  movement  in 
England  of  John  and  Charles  Wesley. 

Differences  over  inadequate  repre- 
sentation of  laymen  in  conferences  re- 
sulted in  the  organization  of  The  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church.  This  denom- 
ination numbered  197,000  at  the  time 
of  union. 

The  major  split  came  in  1844  over 
a bishop's  possession  of  inherited  slaves. 
This  resulted  in  the  organization  of 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 
This  body  in  1939  brought  2,911,283 
members  into  the  merger.

CHILDREN’S  HOME  VACATIONS 
TO  HE  ON  INDIVIDUAL  BASIS 

Inquiries  are  beginning  to  come  to 
the  Florida  Methodist  Children's  Home 
concerning  the  plans  for  the  children’s 
vacations  this  year.  For  the  past  sev- 
eral years  the  administration  has  been 
designating  one  particular  period  of  the 
Summer  as  vacation  time  and  an  effort 
has  been  made  to  virtually  empty  the 
Home  at  that  time. 

It  is  not  expected  that  this  plan  will 
be  followed  again  this  Summer,  how- 
ever. Rather,  each  child  will  go  on 
his  vacation  at  a time  that  will  best 
suit  the  family  or  group  with  which 
the  vacation  is  to  be  spent.  We  believe 
that  this  is  a more  natural  procedure 
and  will  result  in  a more  fair  and.  im- 
partial handling  of  the  entire  vacation 
problem  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  children  and  those  wishing  to  pro- 
vide vacations  for  them. 

Therefore,  if  you  or  your  group  would 
like  to  give  a vacation  to  one  of  the  boys 
or  girls  at  the  Home,  you  will  simply 
write  the  Superintendent,  the  Rev. 
Chas.  A.  Thompson,  stating  that  you 
would  like  to  have  a certain  child  for 
a specified  length  of  time  at  a specif- 
ically stated  time.  If  you  do  not  rep- 
resent a sponsor  group  or  are  not  ac- 
quainted with  any  particular  child  but 
would  yet  like  to  provide  vacation  for 
a youngster,  simply  state  something 
about  the  age,  sex  and  type  of  child 
you  would  like  and  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  assign  you  a child  with 
whom  you  will  be  pleased. 

The  Home  will  also  be  needing  funds 
to  send  some  of  the  children  to  our 
Intermediate  Camps  and  Youth  Assem- 
blies. The  Board  of  Education  gives 
us  every  consideration  at  this  point 
but  certain  funds  are  yet  needed  and 
a very  real  service  can  be  rendered  in 
this  connection. 

Each  boy  and  girl  will  have  two  weeks 
vacation.  Those  entertaining  the  child- 
ren are  expected  to  defray  their  travel 
expenses  to  and  from  their  vacations. 
The  Home  will  gladly  furnish  additional 
information  to  all  interested  persons 
The  address  is  Box  47,  Enterprise  Flor- 
ida.

The  occasion  was  the 
missionary  program  held  at  the  First 
Methodist  Church  in  Orlando  on  Sun- 
day, May  15th,  during  which  Mr.  Homer 
Wright,  executor  of  the  estate  of  the 
Switzer  family,  long-time  members  of 
First  Church,  presented  to  Dr.  John 
W.  Branscomb,  pastor  of  the  church, 
a check  in  the  amount  of  $8,800  as  a 
missionary  special.  The  funds  are  to 
be  used  in  the  development  of  the 
Hughlett  Hospital  in  the  Belgian  Congo 
and  are  especially  directed  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a clinic,  to  be  operated  in 
connection  with  the  hospital,  to  be 


known  as  the  Switzer  Cline. 

Other  gifts  included  in  the  will  were 
$880  for  the  Volunteer  Bible  Class  of 
the  First  Methodist  Sunday  School  and 
a similar  amount  for  the  local  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  These  are 
the  other  checks  that  are  being  pre- 
sented and  received  in  the  above  pic- 
ture. 

One  fourth  of  the  estate  was  directed 
to  be  used  as  an  investment  for  The 
Florida  Methodist  Children’s  Home  at 
Enterprise,  the  interest  on  the  invest- 
ment to  be  given  as  an  annual  scholar- 
ship fund  for  one  of  the  children  of 
the  Home.  The  value  of  this  bequest 
to  the  Home  has  been  estimated  at 
approximately  $10,000. 


Still  another  feature  of  the  will  was 
the  giving  of  the  Switzer  home  to 
Florida  Southern  College  at  Lakeland. 
This  property  has  been  sold  by  the 
College  for  some  $20,000.  The  Switzer 
library  was  also  given  to  the  College. 

The  Switzer  family  was  a large  group 
of  brothers  and  sisters,  the  children  of 
a Methodist  minister  in  Pennsylvania. 
They  moved  to  Orlando  years  ago  and 
have  played  a large  part  in  the  devel- 
opment and  progress  of  First  Church 
during  the  past  thirty  years.  With 
the  recent  passing  of  Miss  Margaret 
Switzer,  the  family  has  gone.  But  their 
service,  love  and  devotion  for  the 
Church  and  the  Kingdom  will  go  on 
and  on.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

Our  pastors  report  to  their  quarterly  conference, 
and  the  district  superintendents  report  to  the  annual 
conference.  The  bishops,  of  course,  report  to  the 
jurisdictional  conference,  but  it  seems  entirely  proper 
that  thev  should  occasionally  report  to  the  people 
among  whom  they  are  appointed  to  ’abor.  I am 
giving  therefore,  a brief  account  of  my  activities 
since  my  assignment  to  the  Jacksonville  Area  on 
July  3.  1919,  which  covers  most  of  the  period  of  the 
present  conference  year. 

Tlv's  has  been  a year  devoted  almost  entirely 
to  vesting  acquainted  with  the  Methodism  of  Florida 
r^d  Cuba:  and  many  rich  and  happy  experiences 
have  attended  this  process. 

In  these  eleven  months  I have  preached  one 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  times,  almost  all  of  these 
sermons  having  been  delivered  in  either  Florida  or 
Cuba.  I have  dedicated  four  churches,  laid  12  corner- 
stones and  participated  at  two  groundbreaking  cere- 
monies, and  at  the  organization  of  one  new  church. 
I have  visited  117  of  the  churches  of  the  area,  and 
have  visited  most  of  the  institutions  of  the  two  con- 
ferences, including  seven  schools  in  Cuba,  and  our 
College,  Methodist  Home,  Latin  Centers,  Youth  Camp 
and  Student  Centers  here  in  Florida.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  attend  all  of  the  District  Conferences, 
the  Pastors’  School,  and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Outside  the  area  I have  attended  two  sessions  of 
the  Council  of  Bishops,  the  meeting  of  the  District 
Superintendents  at  Columbus,  three  meetings  of  the 
bishops  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  and  four 
meetings  of  General  Boards  of  our  Church.  I have 
held  three  series  of  evangelistic  services,  preached 
at  three  annual  conferences  outside  the  area  and 
helped  in  one  retreat  in  the  South  Georgia  Conference. 

Two  trips  have  been  made  to  Cuba,  and  all  in  all 
in  these  eleven  months  I have  traveled  20,900  miles. 

These  have  been  rich,  happy,  full  months,  and 
the  family  and  I are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  un- 
bounding kindness  which  has  been  shown  us  every- 
where.

On  Sunday,  May  8ih  Bishop  Roy  H. 
Short  visited  the  Tallahassee  District. 
In  the  morning  he  preached  at  Live 
Oak  to  a large  and  appreciative  con- 
gregation. At  night  he  preached  at 
Quincy  to  a good  congregation.  At 
the  request  of  Brother  Wyatt  he  told  of 
the  Mission  Special  at  Fomento.  Cuba 
and  the  congregation  responded  with 
a loose  collection  of  $85.  Prior  to  the 
service  at  Quincy  Bishop  Short  diove 
to  Greensboro  with  the  District  Super- 
intendent and  inspected  the  new  par- 
sonage built  there  under  the  pastorate 
of  Horace  Boyd.  Bishop  Short  was 
greatly  impressed  with  this  new  circuit 
parsonage,  built  by  the  charge  at  a 
cost  of  nearly  $10,000  and  furnished 
thoroughly  and  admirably  by  the  ladies 
of  the  charge. 

On  Monday,  May  8th,  Bishop  Short 
was  present  at  the  Tallahassee  Dis- 
trict Pre-Conference  Rally,  held  on  the 
lawn  of  the  district  parsonage.  All  the 
preachers,  except  three,  were  present, 
and  a good  many  of  the  wives.  Each 
pastor  made  an  oral  report,  and  they 
were  most  stimulating  and  encourag- 
ing. The  matter  of  Misison  Specials 
was  presented,  by  the  Bishop  and  the 
district  superintendent.  Instructions 
were  given  about  making  out  the  An- 
nual Conference  Reports.  A number 
of  the  pastors  had  interviews  with  the 
Bishop.  The  meeting  closed  with  a 
dinner  served  at  the  parsonage.  The 
weather  was  ideal  and  the  occasion 
one  long  too  be  remembered 

The  reports  showed  accessions  for  the 
year  by  vows  345  and  by  certificate 
431.  161  infants  have  been  baptized. 

All  charges  showed  finances  in  good 
shape,  save  two,  but  with  the  pros- 
pects that  all  will  report  out  in  full. 
Twenty  of  the  thirty  charges  have  taken 
Mission  Specials,  with  most  of  them 
having  already  made  payments  on  them. 

On  Tuesday,  May  10,  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Dunkle  suffered  a stroke.  She  was 
out  in  the  car  taking  a lesson  in 
learning  to  drive.  She  noticed  her 
right  arm  grow  numb  and  became 
useless.  She  was  taken  home,  a doctor 
called,  and  then  carried  to  the  hospital. 
She  never  lost  complete  consciousness 
and  has  been  able  to  talk  to  a certain 


extent.  Her  condition  has  improved 
slightly  since  being  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital. Only  time  can  tell  how  com- 
plete the  recovery  will  be.  Our  hearts 
go  out  in  deep  sympathy  to  Dr.  W.  F. 
Dunkle  in  this  great  blow.  He  is  our 
only  retired  minister  living  within  the 
district. 

Brother  Ackenhusen  at  Jasper  re- 
ports that  his  Adult  Choir  has  ordered 
new  vestments  and  has  them  paid  for 
A group  of  young  adults  has  started 
a fund  to  purchase  an  organ.  The 
church  is  in  process  of  being  painted, 
for  the  first  time  since  1939. 

Extensive  improvements  are  being 
made  at  Perry  and  will  be  finished  by 
Conference  at  a cost  of  about  $9,000. 
The  basement  of  the  church  and  the 
annex  to  the  auditorium,  have  been 
partitioned  into  rooms  and  will  now 
provide  much  needed  meeting  places 
for  classes.  The  exterior  of  the  church 
has  also  been  improved  and  repainted. 

At  its  fourth  quarterly  conference 
on  May  15  the  Greensboro  Circuit  with 
a standing  vote  unanimously  requested 
the  return  of  Brother  Horace  Boyd. 
He  has  done  a great  job  in  building 
the  new  parsonage.  All  other  aspects 
of  his  work  are  in  fine  shape. 

Brother  Ferguson,  at  Chattahoochee 
has  had  a very  fine  year.  All  finances 
were  reported  out  in  full  several  weeks 
ago.  His  church  led  the  district  in  the 
Week  of  Dedication  offering.

That  which  has  been  a dream  for  a 
long  time  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
the  membership  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  became  a reality  last  Christmas. 
This  was  in  the  form  of  the  completion 
of  a beautiful  Educational  Plant  and 
Memorial  Chapel  in  the  heart  of  the 
fast  growing  industrial  city  of  Tampa, 
Florida.  The  Chapel,  which  is  a mem- 
orial to  Tom  Henderson  who  was  a 
long  time  faithful  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  and  an  active  member  in 
conference  affairs,  has  become  a cen- 
tral gem  radiating  its  beauty  in  down- 
town Tampa,  “where  cross  the  crowded 
ways  of  life.”  In  addition  to  its  out- 
side beauty  its  furnishings  which  is 
a memorial  to  Frank  D.  Jackson  an- 
other faithful  and  effective  member  of 
First  Methodist  Church  is  meeting  the 
need  of  not  only  the  members  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church  but  of  the 
city  at  large.  The  Tom  Henderson 
Memorial  Chapel  was  presented  to  the 
Church  by  Mrs.  T.  N.  Henderson,  Sr. 
and  her  children — Mr.  and  Mrs  T.  N. 
Henderson,  Jr.  of  Tampa, — Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frank  Henderson  of  Plant  City,

The  Edu- 
cational Plant  which  is  commodious, 
beautiful  and  in  keeping  with  the 
Chapel  and  connected  only  by  a cor- 
ridor is  a Peace  Memorial  in  which  the 
plaques  containing  the  names  of  the 
several  men  and  women  of  the  last 
war  has  been  placed.

Bishop  Roy  H.  Short  addressed 
Miami  District  ministers  at  their  annual 
pre-conference  meeting  at  White  Tem- 
ple Parish  House  on  May  16,  heard 
reports  from  the  pastors,  and  had 
conferences  with  ministers  and  pastoral 
relations  committees.  A summary  of 
the  reports,  which  is  being  compiled 
for  the  report  to  the  annual  confer- 
ence, indicates  a larger  ingathering  of 
members  than  were  received  during  the 
great  year  of  evangelism  during  the 
last  quadrennium. 

A ground  breaking  ceremony  was 
conducted  on  the  site  of  the  Wesley 
Church,  Miami,  Sunday,  May  22  under 
the  leadership  of  the  pastor  and  the 
district  superintendent.  The  first  unit 
of  a great  building  program  will  in- 
clude a chapel,  church  school  building, 
and  apartment  for  the  minister.  The 


value  of  the  property  and  the  cost  of 
the  first  unit  will  be  approximately 
$45,000.  Rev.  Clare  S.  Hall  is  the  pas- 
tor of  this  growing  church. 

The  cornerstone  for  the  new  educa- 
tional building  at  Trinity  Church, 
Miami,  was  laid  by  Bishop  Roy  H. 
Short,  assisted  by  the  pastor.  Dr.  L. 
G.  Sturdivant,  on  May  15th,  following 
the  morning  service  This  structure  is 
rapidly  rising  under  the  able  super- 
vision of  L.  G.  Witters,  the  builder. 
This  fine  church  has  contributed  nearly 
$3000  to  mission  specials  during  the 
year. 

Dr.  Glenn  C.  James,  pastor  of  White 
Temple,  announced  a gift  of  $25,000  for 
a new  organ  for  the  church,  by  a mem- 
ber who  prefers  not  to  have  her  name 
mentioned.  This  church  has  overpaid 
its  World  Service  asking,  and  paid 
$3,500  in  Advance  Specials  this  confer- 
ence year. 

Tamiami  Temple  has  experienced  a 
year  of  substantial  growth  and  devel- 
opment under  the  guidance  of  Rev. 
Floyd  W.  Cooper.  Outstanding  progress 
has  been  made  by  the  young  adults  and 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Several  mission  specials  have 
been  raised,  World  Service  has  been 
over-paid,  and  the  pastor’s  salary  has 
been  increased  for  the  new  year. 

Allapattah  Temple  has  over-paid  its 
World  Service,  received  forty  three 
members  by  profession  of  faith  and 
twenty-eight  by  letter,  and  has  contin- 
ued its  building  program. 

The  new  education  building  at  Pom- 
pano was  dedicated  by  Dr.  H.  W. 
Blackburn,  after  a dedicatory  address 
by  Dr  W.  A,  Myers,  former  pastor  of 
the  church,  at  appropriate  services  on 
May  19.  The  building  is  to  be  named 
for  Dr.  Myers.  A new  scout  hut  has 
also  been  erected  under  the  leadership 
of  Rev.  A.  A.  Almand,  pastor.  There 
is  no  indebtedness  on  either  of  these 
buildings.  Fifty  one  new  members  have 
been  received  into  the  church  this  year, 
and  more  than  $23,000.  raised  for  all 
purpose.  The  salary  has  been  substan- 
tially increased  for  the  new  year. 

The  pastor  at  Davie,  Rev.  J.  Nicholas 
Eragan  was  delightfully  surprised  re- 
cently when  the  parsonage  family  was 
given  an  old  fashioned  pounding. 
Appropriate  addresses  of  appreciation 
of  the  minister  and  his  good  wife  were 
delivered  by  leaders  of  the  church  and 
community. 

May  22  was  set  as  the  day  for  the 
formal  opening  of  the  new  auditorium 
at  Hollywood  Temple  where  Rev.  T.  C. 
O'Steen  has  been  serving  as  pastor  for 
the  past  two  years  125  new  members 
have  been  received  into  the  church,  and 
all  obligations  have  been  paid  in  full. 

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  at  Pahokee  has  just  brought  to 
a close  the  most  successful  year  in  its 
history.  All  departments  of  this  church 
are  in  excellent  condition,  and  finan- 


cial obligations  have  been  met  and  in 
some  instances  over-paid.  Rev.  C.  T. 
Howes  is  the  pastor. 

The  Canal  Point  Methodist  Church 
has  raised  Advance  Mission  Specials 
amounting  to  $500.  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  R.  A.  Fuller,  pastor. 

St.  Johns  on  the  Lake  at  Miami 
Eeach  had  an  official  visit  from  Bishop 
Roy  H.  Short  on  a recent  Sunday, 
where  plans  are  being  perfected  for  a 
new  church.  Rev.  Paul  N.  Jew’ett  is 
closing  his  fifth  year  at  this  church  as 
pastor 


The  initial  meeting  in  the  newly 
launched  Ocean  Roads  church  will  be 
in  the  nature  of  a house-unarming  and 
a welcome  to  the  new  pastor  and  an 
open-house  to  Methodists  and  friends 
of  the  surrounding  community  on  Fri- 
day evening,  May  27th.  Rev.  Richard 
K.  Titiey,  recent  B.D.  graduate  from 
the  Drew  University  School  of  Theology, 
is  the  capable  young  pastor.  The 
building,  which  formerly  served  as  a 
home  for  Trinity  Lutheran  Church, 
was  bought  complete  with  furnishings 
and  lights  by  a Christian  layman 
through  Jacksonville  First  Church. 
With  a tall  tower,  gleaming  white 
paint,  attractive  furnishings  and  per- 
fect location  this  newr  enterprise  will 
readily  develop  into  another  strong 
unit  of  our  growing  Methodism. 

Following  the  suggestion  of  the  pas- 
tor, Rev.  Bruce  F.  Gannaway,  the 
Hendricks  Memorial  church  presented 
the  new  Ocean  Roads  congregation 
with  a number  of  appropriate  gifts  in- 
cluding an  ample  supply  of  new’  hym- 
nals, complete  communion  service,  altar 
cloths,  offering  plates,  baptismal  font 
and  other  necessary  equipment. 
Churches  of  all  denominations  are 
giving  the  new-  Methodist  church  a 
real  welcome  to  a place  in  the  fast- 
growing South-Side  section  at  the  part- 
ing of  the  two  beach  highways,  Hogan 
Road  and  the  Atlantic  Boulevard. 

With  more  than  300  present  at  an 
open-air  evening  dinner  on  the  site  of 
the  proposed  new’  Youth  Activities  and 
Educational  building,  the  Swain  Mem- 
orial church  laid  dowm  gifts  of  more 
than  $15,000.00  on  Saturday  evening, 
the  14th.

Under  his  en- 
thusiastic leadership  our  Florida  Meth- 
odism is  rapidly  awakening  to  the 
needs  and  the  unequaled  opportunities 
in  that  neighboring  republic  where  our 
Methodism  has  been  at  work  for  fifty 
years.  Jacksonville  District  churches 
are  accepting  substantial  amounts  in 
specials  in  that  field  where  Rev.  Gar- 
field Evans  and  Rev.  Carl  Stewart  are 
pouring  out  their  lives  along  with  a 
number  of  sacrifical  workers. 

Early  reports  indicate  that  every 
church  in  the  district  will  meet  all 
conference  apportionments  in  full — 
many  of  them  with  a liberal  overpay- 
ment. Never  was  our  Methodism  in 
finer  spirit,  pastors  and  people  are 
looking  forward  to  even  greater  achieve- 
ments, congregations  readily  and  freely 
proposing  increased  support  especially 
among  the  smaller  churches  where  the 
growth  has  been  so  very  encouraging. 
The  increase  in  Sunday  School  atten- 
dance and  enrollment  will  reach  grat- 
ifying figures.  Members  added  will 
compare  most  favorably  with  our  best 
reports  of  the  past  years. 

Building  improvements  already  under 
way,  together  with  that  planned  for 
the  near  future,  would  combine  to 
make  a staggering  figure.  But  the 
awakening  revival  meetings  recently 
held  across  the  district  affords  the 
largest  possible  source  of  encourage- 
ment and  hope  for  the  future.  Jack- 
sonville Methodism  is  on  the  march — 
thank  God !

On  Sunday,  May  1,  Dr.  John  G. 
Stradley,  District  Superintendent,  con- 
ducted the  dedication  service  for  the 
new  educational  building  at  the  Grand 
Avenue  Church,  Ft.

GROES 

There  are  to  be  held  simultaneously 
at  Bethune-Cookman  College,  Daytona 
Beach,  August  15-19,  two  statewide 
schools  for  Negroes.  One  will  be  pro- 
moted by  the  leaders  of  the  Colored 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the 
other  by  the  leaders  of  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
In  each  of  these  schools,  a fine  line-up 
of  courses  will  be  offered  for  preachers 
and  laymen. 

One  of  the  best  services  of  a mission- 
ary nature  that  we  have  been  rendering 
in  this  state  for  many  years  has  been 
the  help  we  have  given  to  Negro  pas- 
tors and  laymen  in  aiding  them  in 
financing  their  attendance  upon  these 
schools.  The  results  are  clearly  re- 
vealed in  the  type  of  worship  now 
found  in  many  Negro  churches,  and 
in  the  improved  content  of  the  preach- 
ing and  increased  effectiveness  of  much 
of  the  teaching  in  these  churches. 
Again,  we  are  privileged  to  assist  in 
getting  a large  number  of  our  Metho- 
dist Negro  neighbors  to  these  schools. 

Workers  in  any  sort  of  Negro  Meth- 
odist Church  are  eligible  for  enrollment 
in  these  schools  August  15-19.  May 


we  urgently  request  you  to  get  in  touch 
with  tne  pastors  of  the  Negro  churches 
of  your  vicinity  and  offer  to  augment 
whatever  they  can  do  in  muking  up 
a purse  that  will  insure  the  attendance 
upon  one  of  these  schools  of  the  ablest 
of  their  church  workers.  This  service 
will  be  weiF pleasing  to  Him  whose  we 
are,  and  will  surely  result  in  blessing 
to  your  Negro  neighbors  and  incident- 
ally to  the  supreme  Caus^  in  our  white 
churches

He  established  the  “Gulf  Coast  Mis- 
sion,” and  went  to  the  people  who 
didn’t  have  church  privileges,  distri- 
buted tracts,  held  services  in  jails  and 
private  homes,  or  any  place  that  op- 
portunity offered. 

He  carried  his  work  to  most  of  the 
Counties  of  the  State,  and  leaves  many 
friends  to  mourn  his  loss. 

He  only  spent  a short  time  in  the 
regular  pastorate,  but  a long  time  in 
his  missionary  activity. 

No  near  relative  except  his  wife 
survive  him. 

We  buried  him  from  the  Manatee 
Methodist  Church  in  Bradenton,  Flor- 
ida, Rev.  Allan  Bartlett  of  the  Manatee 
Church,  and  Rev.  Addison  Hardee  of 
the  Miakka  Methodist  Church  assisted 
the  writer  in  his  funeral,  leaving  his 
body  in  the  Manasota  Burial  Park  to 
await  the  call  of  His  Lord  to  him  on 
high.

CHARLOTTE  COUNTY  BANS  BEER 
ON  SUNDAY 

The  Christian  people  of  Punta  Gorda 
and  Charlotte  County,  led  by  the  local 
Ministerial  Association,  did  a splendid 
thing  the  other  day  when  they  pre- 
vailed upon  the  city  council  and  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  to  take 
action  which  makes  it  illegal  to  sell 
any  alcoholic  beverage  from  12  o’clock 
midnight  on  Saturday  until  7:00  a.  m 
on  Monday  in  the  county  and  from 
2:00  a.  m.  Sunday  until  7:00  a.  m. 
on  Monday  in  the  city. 

With  the  ridiculous  legal  definition 
of  3.2  beer  that  declares  it  to  be  non- 
intoxicating, it  is  often  a discouraging- 
proposition  to  try  to  be  rid  of  it  even 
in  a community  that  is  predominantly 
and  overwhelmingly  dry.  But  Florida’s 
beverage  laws  do  make  it  possible  to 
thus  be  rid  of  even  beer  on  the  Lord’s 


Day  and  be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  the 
State  Eeverage  Commission  that  their 
representative  was  prompt  to  call  on 
the  Charlotte  County  ministers  to 
pledge  the  support  of  that  department 
in  enforcing  the  law. 

May  this  be  an  example  to  other 
counties  and  municipalities.

The  architect,  Edgar  S.  Wortman, 
of  Lake  Wales,  Florida  has  drawn  plans 
for  the  complete  new  building.  It  is 
to  be  of  Southern  Colonial  Architec- 
ture. The  sanctuary  will  seat  360  in 
the  nave,  and  40  in  the  choir  pews. 
It  will  have  a center  aisle,  looking  to- 
ward a beautiful  chancel.  Four  large 
classrooms  are  included  in  the  sanc- 
tuary unit.  From  the  tower,  access 
is  convient  to  all  parts  of  the  proposed 
building.

Later  plans  also  include  the  remodel- 
ing of  the  present  church  for  a fellow- 
ship hall  and  to  make  such  changes 
as  are  necessary  for  the  needs  of  youth 
departments. 

Previous  to  the  present  drive  for 
funds,  $19,087.45  was  on  hand.  This 
is  in  cash  or  is  the  face  value  of  bonds. 
A few  weeks  ago  we  placed  $2,000  from 
our  current  expense  fund  into  this 
building  fund — and  on  May  1,  the  fund 
was  the  above  amount- — $19,087.45.  The 
current  campaign  will  give  us  by  July 
approximately  $24,000  in  cash — this  is 
in  hand  or  promised.  We  intend  to 
continue  our  drive  for  a few  weeks  as 
we  hope  that  many  who  have  not 
yet  contributed  will  have  a part.  Our 
immediate  aim  is  to  secure  the  $7,000 
yet  needed  in  cash. 

Our  goal  of  a new  church  by  Easter, 
1950  is  in  sight!

HOW  MANY  CONFERENCES? 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  annual 
conference  is  the  basic  organizational 
unit  of  Methodism,  no  quick  answer 


can  be  given  the  simple  question  as  to 
how  many  conferences  there  are  in 
the  United  States. 

The  reason  is  that  there  are  several 
ways  to  count.  This  may  explain  the 
variation  in  figures  that  you  have  seen. 

If  you  mean  “in  the  48  states”  the 
answer  is  99  Annual  Conferences,  but 
this  isn’t  quite  the  whole  story.  Cuba 
Conference  is  in  the  Jacksonville  Area 
and  should,  of  course,  me  counted,  mak- 
ing the  number  an  even  100. 

But  within  the  states  there  are  also 
four  “provisional”  annual  conferences, 
so-called  because  they  have  less  minis- 
terial members  than  the  minimum  of 
fifty  required  to  constitute  an  annual 
conference.  In  addition  there  are  three 
“Missions”  under  episcopal  supervision 
and  conducted  like  conferences.  These 
are  outside  the  borders,  but  are  ad- 


ministered by  bishops  n >-n  n the 
United  States:  Puerto 
and  Alaska. 

Counting  all  varieties  tl 
107  conferences  under  tin  . 
ol  the  35  bishops  assigned 
in  the  United  States. 

To  make  the  total  for  L. 
church  62  overseas  conferences 
be  added.  These  are  administer^ 
the  16  bishops  whose  residences  ; 
abroad.  Of  these  conferences  15  are 
provisional,  7 are  missions. 

That  makes  the  grand  total  169.

What  if 
that  number  were  41,000  churches? 

More  important  than  the  figures 
above,  are  reports  coming  to  the  Chica- 
go office  about  impressive  communion 
services  conducted  throughout  some  one 
day  or  evening  of  Dedication  Week, 
of  crowded  churches  at  week  night 
services,  of  persons  converted  at  the 
altar,  of  members  received  during  the 
Week,  of  family  nights  and  youth 
nights  observed,  of  the  re-dedication  of 
congregations  and  a new  spirit  of 
devotion  to  Christ  and  fellowship  a- 
mong  the  people.  These  matters  were 
the  chief  concern  of  the  Week  of  Dedi- 
cation Committee  and  they  received 
major  emphasis  in  the  excellent  litera- 
ture made  available  to  every  pastor  or 
church  in  Methodism  that  made  re- 
quest. 

The  above  general  picture  is  high- 
lighted by  some  very  important  and 
sparkling  records : 

The  Jackson  Area,  Bishop  Marvin  A. 
Franklin,  reported  the  largest  number 
of  churches  contributing  to  the  Week 
of  Dedication,  814.  Every  district  sup- 
erintendent in  that  area  sent  reports 
almost  immediately  following  March 
20th.  They  reported  one  of  the  largest 
offerings,  $37,535,  due  not  only  to  com- 
plete organization  but  also  to  faithful 
cooperation  of  pastors  and  local 
churches. 

The  largest  total  amount  reported 
was  from  the  Ohio  Area,  Bishop  Hazen 
Werner,  $42,379.  All  Area  reports  are 
incomplete. 

The  two  prize  districts  in  offerings 
received  were  in  Bishop  Dana  Dawson’s 
area,  Kansas-Nebraska.  The  Hutch- 
inson District,  Dr.  J.  S.  Ploughe,  Super- 
intendent, reported  $8,786,  and  Dodge 
City  District,  Dr.  Russell  Throckmorton, 
Superintendent,  reported  $7,341.  The 
area  total  was  $39,091. 

Five  other  districts  have  exceeded 
$6,500.  They  are:  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
Dr.  B.  M.  Hunt;  Pasadena,  California, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Lyons;  Chattanooga,  Tenn- 
essee, Dr.  L.  E.  Hoppe;  Canton,  Ohio, 
Dr.  W.  W.  Dieterich;  Youngstown,  Ohio, 
Dr.  Edwin  R.  Romig. 

Returning  to  the  Kansas-Nebraska 
Area,  we  quote  from  a letter  received 
from  Dr.  Ploughe:  “The  obsexwance  of 
the  Week  of  Dedication  in  the  Plutch- 


inson  District  did  not  major  in  financial 
promotion,  but  in  spiritual  renewal. 
Our  pastors  followed  the  Work  Book 
of  our  Conference."  The  remainder  of 
his  letter  reads  like  some  of  St.  Paul's 
descriptions  of  the  devotion  and  gen- 
erosity of  the  churches  of  Asia  Minor. 

We  lift  just  one  paragraph  out  of  this 
modern  epistle  from  the  Hutchinson 
District:  'First  Church,  Hutchinson, 

gave  $1,687  on  the  Day  of  Dedication. 
They  gave  on  Easter  $665  to  an  Advance 
Special  in  a Foreign  field.  They  have 
given  $1,150  to  a Home  Mission  Special. 
Other  smaller  Specials  are  coming  in 
all  the  time.  This  is  done  in  the  face 
of  a very  heavy  building  program 
which  they  are  just  ready  to  launch. 
The  pastor  is  Dr.  E.  W.  Freeman.” 

Other  churches  that  have  reported 
dedication  offerings  in  excess  of  $1,000 
are  Central  Church,  Detroit,  Michigan; 
first  Church,  Evinston,  Illinois;  Bel- 
mont Church,  Nashville,  Tennessee; 
Epworth-Euclid.  Cleveland;  Canfield, 
Ohio.  This  last  is  a small  town  church 
of  400  members  which  had  just  raised 
$35,000  for  a building  addition,  yet 
had  a dedication  offering  on  March 
20  of  $1,123.94.  The  pastor  is  Paul  J. 
Acker. 

All  of  these  have  kept  the  faith. 
Time  and  space  do  not  permit  the 
recounting  of  the  dedication  and  deeds 
of  hundreds  of  others,  who  though 
they  may  not  have  received  public 
acclaim,  their  achievements  are  re- 
corded in  heaven  and  deserve  our  pro- 
found gratitude. 

We  have  begun  the  observance  an- 
nually of  a Week  of  Dedication.  May 
its  place  become  fixed  in  the  calendar 
of  Methodism  and  cherished  in  the 
hearts  of  all  of  us,  all  eight  and  one- 


half  million  of  us. 

Since  the  above  was  written.  Dr. 
B.  M.  Hunt.  Jackson  District,  Miss. 
Conference,  reports  $7,403.17.
